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f^FORE  any  thing  is  faid  of  the  prefent  Volume,  it  is  fle* 
ceflary  to  notice  fome  obfervations  which  have  been  made  oil- 
the  one  publiihed  laft  year.  It  is  not  intended  to  point  out  its 
Vtiiity  as  a  book  of  reference,  for  that  is  now  well  underftood  { 
nor  is  there  a  wiih  to  enlarge  on  the  flattering  eagemefs  with 
which  it  has  been  fought  by  all  thofe  who  pay  much  attention 
to  politics,  and  particularly  by  the  Members  of  both  Houfes  of 
Parliament.  To  dwell  on  the  acknowledged  ufefulnefs  of  the 
work  would  juftly  be  deemed  an  unnecefiary  difplay  of  vanity  ; 
bat  it  is  the  Editor's  duty  to  anfwer  thofe  who  have  charged  it 
with  errors. 

Some  gentlemen  have  aflerted  the  treaty  of  partition  figned  at 
Pavia  to  be  a  forgery  :  and  others  who  have  been  inclined  to 
doubt  this  aflertion^  have  neverthelefs  difcovered  that  the  fub^ 
fiance  of  it,  inferted  in  the  former  volume,  is  evidently  fpu^ 
rious,  becaufe  it  is  not  in  ^he  ufual  form  of  fuch  inftruments  : 
This  informality  the  Editor  perceived^  on  firft  reading  it,  an4 
for  that  reafon  it  was  not  inferted  as  the  treaty  itfilf,  but  ex-^ 
prefsly  as  the  fuhfianu  of  the  treaty ;  and  a  number  of  circum- 
flances,  both  in  the  declarations  and  c«ndud  of  the  allied 
powers,  ftrongly  concur  to  eftabiifli  its  credit.  In  July,  lygi* 
the  Emperor  was  in  Italy,  and  invited  all  the  principal  powers 
in  Europe  to  join  in  a  confederacy,  (fee  VoL  L  p*  169.)  la 
the  O&ober  following  his  Imperial  Majefty  **  requcfted  the 
« powers  to  whom  he  addrefled  himfelf,  to  declare,  by  theic 
"  refpeftive  miniftcrs  at  Paris,  that  their  Coalition  exijied!^  (fee 
Vol.  /.  p.  152.)  And  on  the  i8th  of  March,  1792,  the  court  o£ 
Vienna  <<  refufed  to  agree  to  the  diffolution  of  the  confederacy

N      Such    are    the     proofs    of    the    exiftence    of   a    confede- 

"^  racy,  the  conditions  of  which  are  thought  unfit  for  the  public 
eye.     And  if  we  compare  the  condudk  of  the  allies  with  the  ar- 

^^   tides  of  the  treaty  of  Pavia,  we  muft  either  be  confirmed  in  the 

.    truth  of  fome  fuch  tranfaftion,  or  conclude  that  thofe  who 
forged  the  inftrument  knew  and  defcribed  the  real  view*  of  t\vc 

"    princes  concerned;  for,  as  far  as  it  has  been  in  then  poN^ttf 
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they  have  aScd  upon  the  ftipulations  it  contain«,  and  have  fct 
th^  declar2tix>n  at  Pilnitz  totally  afide.  Pld  not  tlie  Emperor 
tajce  pofleflxon  of  all  the  towns  in  the  French  Netherlands,  m 
bis  own  name,  agreeably  to  the  treaty  of  Pavia,  and  not  in  the 
fiame  of  the  King  of  France,  as  he  was  bound  to  do  by  the  decla- 
ration at  Pilnitz  ?  Did  not  General  Wurmfer,  when  fuccefsfol 
on  the  Rhine,  exprcfs  his  wiflies  that  the  Alfacians  would  r^- 
i^ffi/f  themfelves  to  their  German  brethren  ?  (fee  FoU  /.  p*  134.) 
Has  not  the  Emprefs  invaded  Poland  ^  And  has  not  the  King 
9f  Fruflia  obtained  pofleffion  of  Dantzick  and.  Thorn  ?  Every 
proceeding  of  the  allies  ftrengthens  the  opinion  that  the  fubftance 
of  the  treaty  of  Pavia  is  authentic  ;  and  as  it  not  only  was  fup- 
ported  by  fuch  a  combination  of  circumftances,  but  wa?  in  ge- 
neral circulation,  and  had  obtained  confiderable  credit  through- 
Out  Europe,  infomuch  that  it  had  been  inferted  in  many  of  the 
jnoft  refpe^able  works,  without  a  doubt  of  its  being  genuine, 
the  Editor  thought  it  his  duty  to  give  it  a  place ;  convinced  that 
thofe  who  contended  for  its  authenticity,  would  have  much 
more  caufe  of  complaint  at  its  omiffion,  than  they  who  aflerted 
it  to  be  a  forgery,  would  have  by  its  infertion. 

The  other  papers  which  it  has  been  faid  fhould  not  have  ap- 
peared in  the  collection,  are  the  two  letters  from  M.  Maret  to 
Mr.  Miles.  Thefe  have  been  objedled  to  for  two  reafons,  firft, 
that  Mr.  Miles  proves  in  his  pamphlet  M.  Maret  had  no  official 
tommiiHpn  to  the  Government  of  this  country,  and  fecondly, 
that  it  was  improper  to  dignify  the  private  letters  of  one  friend 
.  to  ariother  with  the  title  of  State  Papers.  The  firft  of  thefe 
objections  is  miftakenly  made.  M.  Maret  was  not  indeed  fent 
as  a  formal  ambaiTador  or  miniftcr  plenipptentiary,  but  he  was 
an  agent  appointed  by  the  French  Governmentto  negotiate  for 
the  prefervation  of  peace,  and  as  fuch  was  received  and  treated 
with  by  Mr.  Pitt.  The  National  Convention  after  it  declared 
war,  publifhed  "An  Expofition  of  the  Condu6k  of  the  French 
**  Nation  towards  the  Englifli  People,**  in  which  Maret's  pa- 
pers are  inferted  with  thofe  of  Chauvelin.  The  French  con- 
ildered  him,  in  faft,  as  an  agent  of  the  higheft  importance, 
and  therefore  the  two  letter s-to  Mr.  Miles  were  judged  to  be 
wcrf  material.     It  is  not  alone  the  official-memoriald  of  Minif- 
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ters  that  always  explain  their  real  views.  A  private  communi* 
cation  is  frequently  much  more  explicit :  and  whenever  we  aro 
fo  fortunate  as  to  obtain  any'  letters  of  the  confidential  agents  of 
a  government,  which  throw  light  on  interefting  matters  of 
fiatei  we  ihall  confider  them  to  be,  in  the  beft  fenfe  of  the 
words.  State  Papers. 

Having  now  anfwered  the  only  objections  made  to  the  firft 
volume  of  this  work,  it  is  neceffary  to  Hate,  that,  in  compiU 
jng  the  fecond,  a  confiderable  number  of  French  reports  and 
decrees  have  been  inferted,  becaufe  they  beft  defcribe  the  inter- 
nal fituation  of  the  country,  the  principles  which  adluate  the 
people,  and  the  difpofition  of  the  government ; — circumftances 
now  declared  by  the  Britifh  miniftry,  to  be  the  principal  if  not 
the  only  reafon  for  continuing  ho(lilitie$,  and  therefore  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  give  them  a  place,  as  the  obje6l  of  this  colleil ion  is 
to  bring  togetber  all  papers  explanatory  of  the  caufes  of  the 
prefent  war,  and  the  fentiments  of  the  diiFerent  powers  engaged 
in  it. 

Under  the  title  of  "  Correfpondence,"  it  has  been  thought 
expedient  to  place  feme  papers  not  exa£lly  of  that  defcripti«n« 
Moft  of  thofc  publiftied  in  Germany,  particularly  the  impor- 
tant Proceedings  of  the  Diet  of  Ratifbon,  are  put  under  this 
head,  becaufe  ferae  have  fuch  a  reference  to  others  that  their 
relative  meaning  might  not  have  been  fo  well  underftood  had 
they  been  otherwife  arranged. 

The  Editor  trufts,  the  Public  will  perceive  in  this  volume 
the  fame  unwearied  exertion  to  deferve  a  continuance  of  that 
diftinguifhed  patronage  with  which  the  former  was  honoured* 
The  Englifh  and  foreign  publications  have  been  carefully  col- 
lated to  complete  the  Colledlion,  fcveral  of  the  articles  have 
never  before  appeared  in  Englifh,  and  others  are  now  firft  pub- 
lifhed  from  the  original  MSS. — Regretting  the  inconvenience 
arifing  to  many  noblemen  and  gentlemen  from  the  unavoidable 
delay  of  the  Publication,  the  Editor  engages,  by  flightly  altering 
his  plan,  to  produce  it  at  a  much  earlier  period  in  future,

Convention  for  the  common  Defence  of  the  Liberty  and  Safety  of  thi 
Danifh  and  Swedl/h  Commerce  and  Navigation^  between  his  Ma,'* 
jefty  the  King  of  Denmark  and  Norway^  fffc,  and  his  Majefty^ 
the  King  ofSwiden^  ifc.  concluded  at  Copenhagen,  March  271 1794* 

HIS  Majefty  the  King  of  Denmark  and  Norway,  and  hit 
Majefty  the  King  of  Sweden,  having  confidered  how  much 
it  imports  the  fubjefls  of  their  realms  to  enjoy,  in  fafety  and  tran- 
qniility,  the  advantages  attached  to  a  perfed:  neutrality,  and 
founded  on  acknowledged  treaties,  imprefled  with  a  deep  fenfe  of 
their  duties  to  their  fubje&s,  and  unable  to  diflemble  the  inevita* 
ble  embarraflments  of  their  fituation  in  a  war  which  rages  in  tho 
greater  part  of  Europe,  have  agreed  and  do  agree  to  unite  their 
meafures  and  their  interefts  in  this  refped,  and  to  give  to  their  na« 
tions,  after  the  example  of  their  predecelTors,  all  the  proteSion 
which  they  have  a  right  to  expeft  from  their  paternal  care  ;  de- 
firing,  moreover,  to  draw  clofer  the  bonds  of  the  amity  which  fo 
happily  fubfifts  between  them,  have  nominated  to  that  efFcQ — his 
Danifh  Majefty,  his  minifter  of  ftate  and  foreign  affairs,  the  Sieur 
Andre  Pierre  Count  de  Bernflorf,  knight  of  the  order  of  the  Ele- 
phant, &c. — ^and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sweden,  the  Sieur  Eric 
Magnus,  Baron  Stael  de  Holftein,  chamberlain  to  her  Majefty 
the  Queen  Dowager  of  Sweden,  and  knight  of  the  order  of  the 
Sword,  who,  after  having  exchanged  their  full  powers,  have  agreed 
on  the  following  articles  : 

I.  Their  Majefties  declare  folemnly,  that  they  will  maintain 
Ae  mofl  perfefl  neutrality  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war; 
avoid  as  much  as  on  them  depends,  whatever  may  embroil  them 
with  the  powers  their  friends  and  allies ;  and  continue  to  mark, 
as  they  have  conftantly  done,  in  circumftances  fometimes  difficult, 
all  the  attention,  and  even  all  the  amicable  deference,  confiitent 
with  their  own  dignity, 

II.  They  declare  moreover,  that  they  claim  no  advantage 
which  is  not  clearly  and  unexceptionably  founded  on  their  refpec- 

tiye  ti^ti^^  wiA  the  powers  gt  w^^i 
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III.  They  engage  alfo  reciprocally,  and  before  all  Europe,  that 
they  will  not  claim,  in  cafes  not  fpecifi«d  in  their  trestties,  any  ad- 
vantage which  is  not  founded  on  the  univerfal  law  of  nations,  hi- 
therto acknowledged  and  refpeded  by  all  the  powers,  and  by  all 
the  fovereigns  of  Europe,  and  from  which  they  can  as  little  fup- 
pofe  that  any  of  them  will  depart,  as  they  are  incapable  of  depart- 
ing from  it  themfelves. 

IV.  Founding  on  a  bafis  fo  juft  the  claim  and  the  maintenance 
of  their  indifputable  rights,  they  will  give  to  the  innocent  navi- 
gation of  their  fubjeSs,  which  is  entirely  within  the  rule  of,  and 
conformable  to  the  fubfifting  treaties,  without  extending  it  to  fuch 
as  may  depart  from  the  rule,  all  the  prote£lion  which  it  deferve^ 
againft  all  thofe  who,  contrary  to  their  expcflation  and  their  hopes, 
would  difturb  the  legal  exercife  of  fanSioned  rights,  the  cnjoy-^ 
ments  of  which  cannot  be  denied  to  neutral  and  independent  na« 
tions.  . 

V.  For  attaining  the  propofed  objefl,  their  Majeftres  engage 
jeciprocally  to  equip,  a»  foon  ^s  the  feafon  will  permit,  each  a 
fouadron  of  eight  fhips  of  the  line,  with  a  proportionate  number 
ot  frigates,  and  to  provide  them  with  all  neceifaries. 

VI.  Thefe  fquadrons  [Jiall  unite  or  feparate,  as  fhall  be  judgexjl 
bcft  for  the  common  intereft,  which  Ihall  be  interpreted  on  both 
fides  with  the  amity  that  fo  happily  fubfifts  between  the  powers, 

VIII.  No  diftinSion  whatfocver  (hall  be  made  between  the 
interefts  and  the  flags  of  the  two  nations,  except  fuch  as  different 
fubfifting  treaties  with  other  nations  may  require.  Moreover,  ill 
9II  cafes  of  defence,  convoy  or  others,  without  any  exceptions 
the  Daniih  fhips  (hall  defend  the  Swediih  (hips  and  flag,  as  if  they 
-were  their  own  nation,  and  the  fame  on  the  other  part. 

VIII.  For  the  order  of  command,  in  all  cafes  it  is  agreed  ta 
adopt  the  tenor  of  the  Articles  VL  and  VII.  in  the  Convention  of 
the  1 2th  of  July>  i756, 

IX.  The  German  States,  both  of  Denmark  and  Sweden>  are 
reciprocally  and  entirely  excepted  from  this  Convention. 

X.  The  Baltic  being  always  to  be  confidered  as  a  fea  (hut  ami 
inacceflible  to  the  armed  (hips  of  diftant  powers  at  war,  is  declared 
fo  a>new  by  the  contra£ling  parties^  who  are  refolved  to*  maintain 
ur  it  the  moft  perfeft  tranquillity, 

XL  Their  Majefties  engage  to  make  a  joint  communication 
of  this  Convention  to  all  the  powers  at  war,  adding  the  moft  (b- 
lemn  affu ranees  of  their  fmcere  defire  to  preferve  with  them,  the 
moft  perfe£t  harmxxiy,  ^nd  to  cement,,  rather  than  wound  it^  by 
this  meafure^  which  tends  only  to  fecure  rights  maintained  and 
aiferted  by  thofe  powers  themfelves,  in  all  cafes  where  they  wcra 
peutral  and  at  peace,  without  Denmark  and  Sweden  having  ever 
fUesM3it  of  iaterruptimg  the^ 
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Xlt.  But  if  the  unfortunate  cafft  (bould  occur,  tliat  any  powers 
In  contempt  of  treaties  and  the  univerfal  law  of  nations,  will  not 
rerped  the  bafis  of  focicty  and  the  general  happinels,  and  fhali 
moka  the  innocent  navigation  of  the  fubjeds  of  their  Daniih  and 
Swedifh  Majefties,  then  will  they,  after  having  exhaufted  all  poffi^ 
ble  means  of  concih'ation,  and  made  the  moid  prei&ng  joint  re- 
mpaftrances,  to  obtain  the  fatisfadion  and  indemnity  due  to  them# 
make  ufe  of  reprifals,  at  the  lateft,  four  months  after  the  refufa^ 
of  their  claim,  wherever  that  (hall  be  thought  fitting,  the  Bahic 
always  excepted  ;  and  will  anfwer  entirely  the  one  for  the  ocher» 
and  fupport  one  another  equally,  if  either  nation  (hall  be  attacked 
or  injured  on  account  of  this  convention. 

XIII.  This  convention  (hall  fubfift  in  its  whole  tenor  during 
the  prefent  war,  unlefs  it  (hould  be  aflrreed  upon,  for  the  commoa 
intereA,  to  make  any  ufeful  or  i^eccflary  change  or  addition  to  it« 

XIV.  The  ratification  (hall  take  place  fifteen  days  after  this 
convention  (hall  have  been  figned  and  exchanged.  In  teftimony 
of  which,  we,  the  underfigncd,  by  virtue  of  our  full  powers^ 
have  figned  the  prefent  convention,  and  aiBxrd  to  it  the  fealof 
our  arms«

Treaty  between  bis  Britannic  Majefty^  the  King  of  Pruffiaf  and  tii 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinc^  Signed  at  the  Hague,  the 
i^tb  of  April,  1794. 

THEIR  Majefties  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  Prudia, 
and  their  Hffh  Mightine^es  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces,  being  animated  by  the  fame  defire  of  putting  a  (lop  to 
tlie  progrefs  of  the  fyftem  of  anarchy  and  crimes  by  which  civil 
focicty  has  be^  menaced*  and  being  dedrous  of  concerting  toge- 
ther to  fupport,  in  the  moft  effectual  manner,  the  common  caufe 
in  which  they  are  engaged,  in  confequenceof  the  unjuft  and  cruel 
war,  which  the  perfons,  who  exercife  the  powers  of  government 
in  France,  have  raifed  up  againft  feveral  of  the  great  powers  of 
Europe,  have  agreed,  in  conformity  to  the  bonds  of  friend(hip  and 
alliance  which  fo  happily  unite  them,  to  conclude  the  prefent 
treaty  ;  and,  for  this  purpofe,  they  have  named  their  refpeAive 
plenipotentiaries,  to  wit,  his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  Lord  Baron  of 
Mahnfbury,  a  peer  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  privy  coun* 
fellor,  knight  of  the  order  of  the  Bath ;  his  Pru(&an  Majefty,  the 
Sieur  Chretien  Henry  Curce,  Count  de  Haugwiz,  his  minifter 
of  ftate,  of  war,  and  of  the  cabinet^  knight  of  the  Older  of  \he  ^tdi 
Voi,  11.  C  'S*^^t,\ 
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fiagle ;  and  their  High  Mightineffes  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  the  Sieurs  Laurent  Pierre  Van  d«  Spiegel, 
counfellor,  penfiohary  of  the  province  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefr 
•land,  keeper  of  the  feals,  and  deputy  of  the  faid  province  at  the 
Aflenibly  of  the  States  General,  and  Henry  Fagel,  greflier  of  their 
High  Mighlinelfes :  who,  after  having  communicated  to  each 
other  their  refpcSive  full  powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
articles. 

-  Article  I.  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruffia  engages  to  furnifh 
an  army,  which  fliall  be  compofed  of  fixty-two  thoufand  four  hun- 
<lred  men,  conformably  to  the  eftablifhment  which  he  has  caufed 
to  be  delivered  to  the  minifters  of  the  maritime  powers ;  which 
eftabn(hment  Ihall  ,be  confidered  as  making  part  of  the  prefent 
treaty.  This  army  (hall  remain  united  under  a  Pruffian  com- 
mander, and  (hall  a£l,  in  the  moft  eiFedlual  manner,  againft  the 
comtnon  enemy,  either  feparately  or  jointly,  with  a  body  of  troops, 
in  the  pay  of  the  maritime  powers,  or  of  one  of  them.  The  faid 
army  ihall  be  and  (hall  remain  as  complete  as  poilible,  and  (hall  be 
^employed,  according  to  a  concert  on  military  points  between  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  and  their  High  Mighti- 
ncffcs  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  wherever  it 
fhall  be  judged  to  be  moft  fuitable  to  the  interefts  of  the  maritime 
powers  :  This  army  fhall  arrive  at  the  place  of  its  deflination  on 
.the  twenty-fourth  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
/  and  ninety-four,  or  fooner  if  poffible.  It  (hall  be  provided  with 
field-pieces  with  their  carriages,  and  alfo  with  the  tents  and  all 
^military  equipments  neceflary  for  ading  in  the  field. 
•  Art.  II.  It  is  agreed  taft  the  high  contradting  parties,  that  the 
troops  which  his  Pruffian^ajefty  is  bound  to  furni(h  to  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  and  to  their  High  Mightine(res,  by  virture  of  the 
j^fpeftive  treaties  of  alliance  between  his  Pruflian  Majefty  and  the 
inaritime  powers,  (hall.be  compri fed  in  this -army  of  fixty-two 
thoufand  four  hundred  men  ;  and  that,  by  employing  the  faid  army 
'in  the  manner  declared  in  this  prefent  treaty,  his  Pruftian  Majefty 
/ihall  be  deemed  to  have  furnifhed  to  his  high  allies  the  fuccours 
,llipulated  in  the  faid  treaties. 

Art.  Ill,  In  order  to  facilitate  to  his  Pruffian  Majefty  the  means 
of  aftipg  with  vigour,  and  conformably  to  the  fentiments  of  zeal 
and  concern  with  which  he  is  animated  for  the  common  caufe,  his 
Britannic  Majefty  and  their  High  Mightineffes  agree  to  furnifh  to 
J)is  Pruffian  Majefty  a  fubfidy  of  fifty  thoufand  pounds  (ierling  per 
inonth,  qntil  the  end  of  the  prefent  year,  and  to  be  reckoned  from 
the  beginning  of  the  month  in  which  the  prefent  treaty  is  figned. 
Art.  IV.  His  Britannic  Majefty  and  their  High  Mightineffes 
will  pay  to  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  immediately,  the  fum  of  three 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  to  enable  him  to  defray  the 
..-i^harge  of  .coiTipleting  the  above~n\eptiopcd  army,  and  the  firft  ej^-

pefifes  neceflkry  for  putting  it  in  a  fiate  of  aAioti^^  and  fof  carrying 
it  to  the  place  where  it  is  to  aA  ;   and,  at  the  period  of  the  return 
of  the  faid  troops,  his  firitannic  Majefly  and  their  High  Mighti« 
nefTes  will  moreover  pay  to  his  Pruflian  Majefly  the  fum  of  one 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  fterling  for  the  expenfes  of  the  return  of 
the  army  into  the  territories  of  his  Pruflian  Majefty.     The  faid 
payments,  for  the  expenfes  of  completing  and  putting  the  troops  in 
iiiotion>{hall  be  made  immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations, as  well  as  that  of  the  firft  fubfidy,  to  be  paid  monthly,  of 
fifty  thoufand  pounds.     The  following  months  (hall  be  difcharged 
in  advance,  at  the  beginning  of  each  month.     All  thefe  payments, 
ihall  be  made  at  Berlin  by  the  maritime  powers,  agreeably  to  fucli 
arrangement  as  they  fhall  agree  upon  between  themfelvcs ;  and  the 
pound  fterling  fliall  be  reckoned  at  fix  crowns  in  Frederics  d'Or. 

Art.  V.  The  above-mentioned  fubfidy  and  payments  ihall  fatisfy 
all  demands  which  his  Pruffian  Majefty  might  be  entitled  to  make 
upon  the  maritime  powers  for  the  expenfes  of  the  army  ;  all  thefe 
expenfes,  of  what  nature  foever  they  may  be,  being  to  be  defrayed 
by  his  Pruflian  Majefty,  with  the  exception  only  of  the  expenfes  of 
bread  and  forage,  which  fhall  be  furniflied  by  the  maritime  powers^ 
as  well  for  the  thirty-five  thoufatid  four  hundred  men,  whom  his 
Pruflian  Majefty  engages  to  employ  over  and  above  the  ftipulatcd 
fuccours,  as  for  thofe  fuccours  themfelves  in  a  manner  conformable 
to  the  terms  of  the  treaties  of  alliance  fubfiftihg  between  the  mari* 
time  powers  and  his  faid  Majefty,  But,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
difficulties  which  might  arife  relative  to  the  furnifliing  of  thefe  ar- 
ticles in  kind,  the  high  contradling  parties  agree  that  this  expenfe 
fliall  be  fatisfied  in  money,  reckoning  at  the  rate  of  one  pound 
twelve  fliillings  (fterling  money  of  England)  per  month,  for  each 
man  of  the  fixty-two  thoufand  four  hundred  to  be  furniflied  by  his 
Pruflian  Majefty,  according  to  the  eftabliftiment  herein  before 
mentioned,  and  the  payment  of  this  fum  fliall  be  made  in  advance^ 
at  the  beginning  of  each  month,  in  the  fame  manner  as  that  of  the  - 
fubfidy,  and  fliall  begin  the  fame  day.  But,  if  it  fliall  happen  in 
fiiture  that  any  variation  fliall  be  made,  by  confent  of  the  high  con- 
traSing  parties,  in  the  refpedive  proportions  of  infantry,  cavalry, 
and  artillery,  fettled  by  the  faid  eftablifliment ;  in  fuch  cafe  a  new  • 
valuation  of  the  aforefaid  pecuniary  aid  fliall  be  made,  according 
to  the  new  proportion  of  rations  and  portions  which  may  refult  ^ 
from  the  fa^id  variation,  fo  that  the  faid  valuation  inay  not  be  be« 
yond  the  aSual  expenfes  occafioned  by  the  furnifliing  of  the  arti-« 
cles  in  queftion,  according  to  the  proportion  of  men  and  horfeg 
which  fliall  be  employed. 

Art.  VL  It  is  agreed,  that  all  conqucfts  made  by  this  army 
fliall  be  made  in  the  names  of  the  two  maritime  powers,  and  fliall 
remain  at  their  difpofal  during  the  courfe  of  the  war,  and,  at  th^ 
ipeace,  to  bQ  niade  fuch  ujTe  of  as  tlic^  {hall  theq  judge  moft  ^to^ti. 
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Art.  Vfl.  The  two  maritime  pbwers  (hall  name  two  pferfony 
commiffioned  torrefide  in  their  nahies  at  the  head  quarteb  of  the 
Prutfian  army^  to  keep  up  the  jneceflary  communication  and  cor- 
refpondence  between  the  refpeflivc  armies. 

Art.  VIII.  This  treaty  fliall  continue  in  its  full  force  until  the 
end  of  the  prefent  year  one  thoulan^  feven  hundred  and  ninety* 
four. 

Art.  IX.  The  prefent  treaty  (hall  be  ratified  by  all  parties, 
and  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  fliall  be  made  in  the  (pace  of 
o];ie  month,  or  fooner  if  poflible. 
Jn  vritnefc  of  whichy  we,  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic 

M^jefty,  and  of  his  Pnjffian  Majefly,  and  of  the  Lords  States 

General  of  the  United  Provinces,  by  virtue  of  our  rcfpe&ivc 

powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  have  thereunto  affixed 

the  feal  of  our  arms. 
Done  at  the  Hague,  the  19th  of  Aprit,  in  the  year  of  grace  one 

thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-foiir.

SEPARATE  ARTICLE. 

THE  Plenipotentiaries  of  theii'  High  Mightineffcs  not  hav- 
ing thought  themfelves  empowered  to  contrad,  at  the  prefent 
moment,  any  engagements  relative  to  the  payment  of  the  fubfu 
dies  fiipulated  in  the  prefent  treaty,  beyond  the  term  of  the  frt* 
fent  year,  this  treaty  has  been  concluded  only  for  that  term  ;  but 
their  Britannic  and  Pruffian  Majefties,  being  defirous  of  con- 
tinuing the  cffc&  of  the  aforefaid  engagements  until  the  end  of 
the  vrar,  will  enter  into  further  concert,  as  well  between  them- 
iiilves  as  with  their  High  MightinefTes,  for  the  renewal  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  for  fo  long  as  the  war  fliall  iaft,  on  the  fam^  con* 
ditions  as  are  therein  declared  with  refpe£t  to  the  troops,  to  their 
employment,  and  to  the  payment  of  the  aforefaid  fubfidies,  as 
well  as  to  the  fuiniibing  bread  and  forage^conformable  to  Art.  V. 
of  the  treaty ;  without  however  adding  any  thing  for  the  ex- 
penfes  of  omipleting  the  troops,  or  for  ihofe  of  putting  them  in 
I0otion.

1794. 

HIS  Britannic  Majefiy  and  the  Lords  the  States  Geoeral  of 
the  United  Provinces,  defiring  to  put  his  Pruilian  M^jefty 
into  a  fituation  to  profecQte  with  vigour  the  war*  in  which  the 
grcateft  part  of  the  powers  of  Europe  find  themfelves  engaged, 
through  the  unjuft  aggreflion  of  thofe  who  have  exercifed  the 
powers  of  government  in  France,  a  negotiation  has  been  opened 
for  this  piirpofe  at  Berlin,  which  having  fince  been  transferred  to 
the  Hague,  has  been  there  terminated  by  the  treaty  of  fublidyp 
concluded  this  day,  by  which  the  maritime  powers  have  engaeed 
themfelves  to  furni(h  to  his  Pruliian  MajeAy  the  furas  fpecined 
in  the  above-mentioned  treaty,  to  the  ends  which  are  alfo  an- 
nounced in  it.  In  conftquence of  this  treaty  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty  and  their  High  MightineiTes  the  Lords  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces^  deiiring  to  come  to  a  further  underftanding  be- 
tween themfelves  upon  the  repartition  of  the  faid  fnms  to  be  fur- 
nifhed  to  his  Pruifian  Majelly,  have  refolved  to  conclude  for  that 
purpofc,  between  themfelves,  the  prefent  Convention,  and  have 
named  in  coiAquence,  that  is  to  fay,  his  Britannic  MajeHy,  the 
Lord  Baron  Malmfbury,  peer  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain, 
a  privy  counfellor,  and  knight  of  the  order  of  the  Bath  ^  and 
their  High  Mightinefies  the  States  General,  the  Sieurs  Laurent 
Pierre  Van  de  Spiegel,  counfellor  penfionary  of  the  province  of 
Holland  and  of  Weft  Friefland,  keeper  of  the  feals,  and  deputy 
of  the  faid  province  at  the  aifembiy  of  the  States  General,  and 
Henri  Fagel,  greffier  of  their  High  Mightineffes :  who,  after 
having  mutually  communicated  their  refpedtive  full  powers,  and 
having  found  them  in  good  and  due  form,  have  fettled  the  follow- 
ing articles. 

Article  I.  Their  High  Mightineffes  the  States  General  (hali 
furnifh  for  their  quoto-part  of  the  entire  fum  to  be  paid  10  hi» 
PnifHan  Majefty,  in  order  to  enable  hitn  to  fulfil  the  engagements 
which  he  has  contrafled  by  the  treaty  of  fubfidy",  concluded  and 
figned  this  day,  the  fum  of  four  hundred  thoufand  pounds  fter- 
ling,  after  the  fame  valuation  which  is  ftipulated  for  in  the  above- 
mentioned  treaty;  which  fum  Ihall  be  divided  in  fuch  a  manner

Art.  II.  As  the  exifting  circumftances  do  not  permit  their 
High  Mightinefles  to  enter  into  engagements  of  fubfidy  for  an  in-r 
definite  term,  it  is  tinderftood,  that  the  prefent  convention  will 
.  not  be  extended  beyond  the  term  of  the  prefent  year  ;  but,  if  uiv* 
**^  happily  the  war  (hould  not  then  be  fini(hed>  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty  and  the  Stales  General  would  confult  together,  in  order  to 
take,  from  time  to  time,  all  the  adequate  meafures  for  renewing 
this  convention,  and  for  fupporting  with  vigour  the,  juft  caufe,  in 
which  his  Britannic  Majeiiy  and  their  High  Mightinelfes  find 
themfelves  engaged. 

Art.  Ill-  The  prefent  convention   fhall  be  ratified  on  both 
.   fides,  and  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  (hall  take  place  in  the 
fpace  of  one  month,  or  fooner  if  it  be  poflible. 

In  faith  of  which  we,  plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Ma* 
jefly,  and  of  the  Lords  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, in  virtue  of  oilr  refpeftive  powers,  have  fighed  the 
prefept  convention,  find  affixed  to  it  the  feal  of  ouf  arms.

Trtaty  between  His  Britannic  Majejly  and  the  Duke  of  Brunfwickm 
Signed  at  Brunfwick  the  ith  of  Novemier^   ^794* 

BE  it  known  to  thofe  whom  it  does  and  may  concern :  The 
prefent  fituation  of  affairs  in  Europe  having  canfed  a  defire 
in  his  Britannic  Majefty  that  a  corps  of  Brunfwick  troops  (hould 
l)e  granted  to  him,  the  Moft  Serene  Duke  of  Brunfwick  has  feized, 
with  all  poflible  eagernefs,  the  opportunity  of  proving  his  unal- 
terable attachment  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  his  zeal  for  every 
thing  that  can  tend  to  the  good  of  the  country.  To  which  effeft, 
his  Serene  Highnefs  has  engaged  himfelf  to  furnifli  his  Britannic 
Majefty  a  corps  of  two  thoufand  two  hundred  and  eighty -nine 
men.  In  order  to  conclude  a  treaty  relative  to  this  objed,  his 
Britannic  Majefty  has  named,  on  his  part,  the  honourable  William 
Eliot,  and  the  Moft  Serene  Duke  of  Brunfwick  has  named,  on 
bis  fide,  the  Sieur  John  Batifte  de  Feronce  de  Rotencreutz,  his 
minifterof  ftate,  and  knight  of  the  royal  order  of  Dannebrog. 

Thefe  two  miniftefs  plenipotentiary,  after  the  exchange  of  their 
full  powers^  have  agreed  to  the  follov^ing  articles. 

Art. 
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Art.  I.  The  Moft  Serene  Duke  of  Brunrwick  furniflles^  in 
Tirtue  of  the  prefent  treaty,  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Bri*- 
tain,  a  corps  of  troops,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  t^o  thoufand 
two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  men,  amongft  whom  is  included  a 
company  of  horfe  chafleurs  of  one  hundred  and  hve  men.  This 
corps  (hall  be  furnifhed  with  the  following  artillery  ;  namely, 

Four  fix-pounders,  a  battery  of  fix  fix-pounders,  two  threo^ 
pounders,  for  the  corps  of  chalfeurs. 

This  artillery  ihail  be  provided  with  every  thing  neceflary  for  its 
complete  equipment. 

The  compofition  of  the  aforefaid  corps  is  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing ftatement  :

Art,  II.  Thefe  troops,  at  the  time  of  their  march,  (hall  be  well 
difciplined,  completely  armed  and  equipped  ;  and  his  Moft  Serene 
Highnefs  engages  himfelf,  during  the  exiftence  of  this  treaty,  to 
keep  the  faid  troops  on  the  moft  proper  footing,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  employed  with  fuccefs  in  the  military  ferviccs  which  (hall 
be  required  of  them  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty  ;  the  duration 
of  which  is  fixed  to  three  years,  counting  from  the  day  of  its  (ig- 
nature. 

Thefe  troops  (hall  not  be  feparated,  unlefs  the  neceftity  of  the 
war  (hall  require  it,  but  they  (hall  always  remain  under  the  orders 
of  their  chief,  fubordinate  to  the  command  of  the  general  to  whom 
his  Britannic  Majefty  (hall  entruft  that  of  the  whole  army.  It 
will  depend  on  his  Britannic  Majefty  to  retain  this  corps  of  troops 
in  his  fervice  all  the  time  of  the  duration  of  this  treaty,  to  make 
ufe  of  them  in  any  part  of  Europe  where  he  may  have  occafion  for 
them,  provided  it  be  not  on  board  the  fleet.  The  faid  troops  (hall 
take  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  at  their  firft  re- 
view, before  an  Englifh  commiflTary,  without  any  prejudice,  how- 
ever, to  that  which  they  have  taken  to  the  Moft  Serene  Duke.  His 
faid.  Moft  Serene  Highnefs  (hall  moreover  retain  the  nomination 
to  all  employments  and  oflSces  that  may  become  vacant,  and  the 
adminiftration  of  juftice  lliall,  in  like  manner,  be  preferved  to 
bim. 
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Arh-  Iir*  Thiscorps  of  troops  fliall  be  ready  to  pafsln  rcrievr^ 
ind  to  put  itfelf  in  march,  on  the  firft  of  next  Januaryt  or  foonci? 
if  it  can  b^  done  :  neverthvlcfs,  as  it  is  to  be  feared  that,  confides- 
fing  the  difficulty  of  furnifliing,  in  fo  ihort  a  time,  every  thing  oc* 
cefl'ary  to  the  equipment  of  the  faid  corps,  it  is  agreed  tocaufe  this 
corps  to  march  in  twodivifions,  one  erf*  which  (hall  begin  itsmarcli 
-tn  the  firft  of  January,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done,  and  th9  fe« 
cond,  the  firft  of  Febrtiary,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done,  without 
this  influencing  upon  the  payments,  which  are  to  take  place  for  the 
vhole  corps  from  the  firft  of  January. 

As  to-th€  expenfes  of  the  march,  the  following  regulation  has 
i>een  made :  this  corps  of  troops  being  deftined  to  ferve  in  the  army 
^  Brabant,  it  is  agreed  that  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  orde}*  to 
anfwer  the  expenfes  of  this  long  march,  (hall  caufe  to  be  paid^ 
immediately  after  the  fignature  of  the  treaty,  to  the  agent  of  his 
Moft  Serene  Highnefs  at  London,  the  amount  of  three  months 
pay,  on  the  footing  of  the  Brabantine  pay;  and  as  to  the  period  of 
the  return  of  the  faid  troops  into  the  country  of  Brunfwick,  it  is 
agreed  that  his  Britannic  Majefty  (hall  caufe  this  return  to  be  no- 
tified <hree  months  beforehand-;  and  with  regard  to  the  expenfes 
of  the  route,  two  months  of  Brabantine  pay  is  to  be  allowedw 

Art.  IV,  His  Britannic  Majefty  wilt  caufe  to  be  paid,  under 
the  htad  of  levy  money,  for  each  foot  foldicr,  foot  chafleur,  ar- 
tillery man,  &c,  &c.  thirty  Banco  crowns,  the  crown  computed 
at  fifty-three  pence  of  Holland,  or  at  four  (hillings  and  nine  pence 
three  farthings  Englifli  money ;  and  for  each  horfeman,  duly  armed 
and  mounted,  eighty  Banco  crowns  of  the  fame  value,  which 
jDiakes  the  fum  of  feventy-three  thoufand  three  hundred  and  ninety 
Banco  crowns.  This  fum  Ihall  be  paid  immediately  after  the  fig- 
•  nature  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

Art.  V.  As  to  what  relates  to  the  pay  and  allowances,  both 
CM'dinary  and  extraordinary,  of  the  faid  troops,  during  the  time 
that  they  (hall  be  in  the  pay  of  Cireat  Britain,  it  Is  agreed  that  this 
pay,  and  all  the  emoluments,  (hall  commence  from  the  firft  of  Ja- 
nuary next,  and  (hall  continue  until  the  day  whereon  the  troops 
J}>aU  return  into  their  refpeftive  garrifons.  His  Britannic  Majelty 
will  moreover  caufe  to  be  paid  unto  them  the  pay  and  emoluments 
ior  the  remainder  of  the  month  in  which  thele  troops  (hail  have  re- 
turned into  their  gatrifons. 

It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  thefe  troops  (hall  happen  to  ferve 
in  the  empire,  they  (hall  enjoy  the  fame  pay  and  the  fame  advan- 
tages which  his  Majefty  grants  to  his  German  troops,  according  to 
theeffefliveftatein  which  the  faid  corps  (hall  be  delivered,  which 
ihall  be  verified  by  a  ftatement,  figned  by  the  rtfpedive  minifters 
«>f  the  high  contra£ling  parties,  which  (hall  have  the  fame  force  as 
ff  it  were  inferted,  word  for  word,  in  the  prefent  treaty.  So  long 
a&  thefe  troops  (hall  be  employed  in  the  Low  Countries^  they  (hall  be 

treated 
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treated,  with  refped  to  pay  and  emoluments,  both  ordinary  and 
extraordinary,  on  the  footing  of  the  Brabantine  pay,  it  being  well 
underftood  that  in  tl\e  one  and  in  the  other  cafe,  that  is  to  fay,  in 
that  of  the  German^  as  well  as  in  that  of  the  Brabantine  pay,  the 
allowances  (hall  not  be  below  what  has  been  granted  in  foriner  wars 
to  the  Heflian  troops:  and  if  the  nature  of  the  war  (hall  require 
that  thefe  troops  (hould  ferve  in  other  countries  on  the  continent 
of  Europe  than  in  countries  abovementioaed,  they  then  Qiall  be 
placed  on  the  fame  footing  in  every  refped  as  the  mod  favoured  of 
his  Majefty^s  auxilary  troops.  If  it  fhould  happen  that  they  (hould 
be  employed  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  they  ihall  be  placed  on 
the  fame  footing  in  every  refpeA  as  the  Britilh  national  troops^ 
All  thefe  allowances  for  the  faid  troops  (hall  be  paid  into  the  mili- 
tary cheft  of  his  Moft  'Serene  Highnefs,  without  any  abatement 
whatever. 

Art.  VI.  Every  obje£t  relating  to  the  equipment  of  the  officers 
having  confiderably  increafcd  in  price  during  this  war,  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  will  caufe  to  be  paid  three  months  of  Brabantine 
pay  to  all  the  officers  of  the  corps,  to  anfwer  in  part  the  expenfes 
of  their  equipment,  which  muft  be  done  with  a  difpatch  which 
will  infinitely  increaib  their  expenfe. 

Art.  VIL  With  refpeft  to  the  fubfidy  which  his  Britannic 
Majefty  (hall  pay  to  the  Moft  Serene  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  during 
the  three  years  that  this  treaty  is  to  laft,  it  is  ftipulated,  that  it  (hall 
be  an  annual  fubfidy  of  fixty-four  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  eighty- 
feven  Banco  crowns,  the  crown  being  reckoned  at  fifty-three  pence 
of  Holland,  or  at  four  (hillings  and  nine-pence  three  farthings 
£ngri(h  money.  And  if  thefe  troops  (hould  be  fcnt  back  into  the 
territories  of  Brunfwick  before  the  expiration  of  the  three  years, 
this  fubfidy  of  fixty-four  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  eighty-feven 
Banco  crowns  (hall  be,  neither  more  or  lefs,  paid  during  three  ^ 
years,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  treaty. ' 

Art.  VIII.  If  it  (hould  happen  that  one  of  the  regiments, 
battalions  or  companies  of  this  corps  (hould  fuffer  an  extraordinary 
lofs,  whether  in  battle  or  at  a  fiege,  or  by  an  uncommon  conta- 
gious diftemper,  or  by  other  accidents  ;  or  if  the  cannon  or  other 
military  effcSs,  with  which  it  may  be  provided,  (hould  be  taken 
by  the  enemy,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  will  pay  the 
extraordinary  expenfes  of  the  neceffary  recruits  and*  remounting, 
as  well  as  the  lofs  of  cannon,  &c.  &c.  in  order  fpeedily  to  reftore 
the  whole  corps  to  a  ferviceable  ftate. 

He  will  reimburfe,  in  the  moft  equitable  manner,  the  lofs  of 
both  officers  and  foldiers.  With  regard  to  this  reimburfemcnt, 
every  thing  that  has  been  ftipulated  in  the  treaty  concluded  with  the 
Moft  Serene  Highnefs  the  I^andgrave  of  HelTe^  at  Caffcl,  the 
loth  of  April,  1793,  (hall  be  adopted.

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Art.  IX>    It  is  agreed,  that  at  the  review  which  U  to  be  vnaAt  } 
cvtry  fpring,  at  the  opening  of  the  can)paign»  by  the  commiflaqf  j^'*- 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  corps  muft  be  complete,  or  the  pay 
of  thofe  who  are  wanting  fhall  be  with-held.  -   On  the  other  hano^ 
the  pay  of  thofe  who  may  be  wanting  from  one  review  to  another^ 
ihall  not  be  with-held,  but  ihall  be  paid,  without  abatement^  oo 
the  footing  of  the  full  complement,     Infiead  of  what  was  for- 
merly paid,  in  fimilar  cafes,  for  the  recruiting  of  one  killed  or

All  defcrters  from  this  corps  fliall  be  faithfully  given 
up  wherever  they  may  be  difcovered  in  the  countries  dependent 
upon  his  Britannic  Majefty. 

Art,  XII.  All  tranfports  of  men  and  military  efFefls  (hall  be 
done  at  the  expenfe  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  during  the  whole  time 
of  thefe  troops  being  in  the  field. 

Art.  Xni.  It  is  agreed  that  the  corps  of  Brunfwick  troops 
fhall  enjoy  every  advantage  granted  to  the  Moft  Serene  Landgrave 
of  Hefle,  by  the  treaty  of  the  loth  of  April,  1793,  and  its  (ecret 
articles.  Moreover,  every  thing,  which  is  not  determined  by 
the  preceding  articles  in  a  precife, manner,  is  to  be  hereafter  re- 
gulated upon  the  principles  of  equity  and  good  faith,  which  have 
ieondn£led  the  prefent  negotiation.    - 

Art,  XIV.  This  treaty  fliall  be  ratified  by  the  high  contrafting 
parties,  and  the  ratifications  thereof  Ihall  be  exchanged  as  foon  as 
poflible.

There  will,  in  confequence,  eiifue,  peace,  friendfliip,  and  a 
good  iinderftanding  betweeen  the  French  Republic  ^nd  the  Grand 
L>uke  of  Tufcany. 

Art.  II.  The  neutrality  of  Tufcany  is  re-eflabli(h«d  on  the 
footing  on  which  it  was  before  the  8th  of  Oftober,   1793. 

Art,  III.  The  prefent  treaty  cannot  take  efFe<^  till  it  is  rati- 
fied by  the  National  Convention.

The  following  Is  the  fuhjlance  of  another  Anfwer  of  the  French  Cover  rk-> 
mentj  bcjides  that  read  by  Robefpterrey  puhii/hed  in  the  \fl  voL 
of  this  fVorky  (/>.  141)  to  the  Declaration  of  the  King  of  Eng- 
land, dated  2gth  of  O^ober^  I793>  relative  to  his  motives  for 
continuing  the  prcfent  fVar,  and  his  general  conduH  towards 
France.  Of  this  Paper ,  the  greater  part  is  made  up  of  declamation 
and  inve^ive  :  the  former  too  coarfe,  and  the  latter  too  violent  for 
infer ti on.  The  argumentative  parts  only  arefele^edy  and  the  namg 
(f  Minijier  is  fubjlituted for  that  of  a  great  Perfonage. 

THE  anfwer  begins  by  reciting  what  is  ftated  in  the  decla-* 
ration  as  the  obje<Slof  the  war— namely,  "  The  preferva-r 
tionof  that  ftate  of  Civil  Society,  happily  eftabli/hcd  inthefeveral 
nations  of  Europe,"  The  greater  part  of  the  Governments  of 
Europe  being  in  their  nature  defpotic,  this  part  of  the  declaration 
is  treated  as  the  dire6l  avowal  of  a  purpofe  to  ufe  the  refources 
of  Great  Britain  for  the  end  of  perpetuating  **  the  bleffings 
of  defpotifm."  "If  this  be  the  ohjedt,  (the  anfwer  proceeds  ta 
fay)  it  is  eafy  to  conceive  what  part  is  to  be  adled  in  a  country 
where  defpotifm  has  been  overthrown.  It  follows,  as  a  necef^ 
fary  confequence,  that  famine,  fire,  and  fword,  are  to  be  cm^ 
ployed  to  replunge  that  country  into  its  ancient  ftate  of  fla^* 
very. 

The  Englifli  Minifler,  always  faithful  to  his  principles,  re- 
joices in  his  manifefto,  on  the  approaching  profpeft  of  fuccefs 
ill  this  laudable  enterprife.  He  fees  every  event  through  the 
tclefcope  of  his  wifhes.  He  is  fo  ardent  as  to  take  the  vifion  for 
a  reality — and  like  Macbeth,  grafping  at  the  ideal  dagger,  rca^ 
fons  on  the  fi£lion,  as  if  it  were  an  exifting  obje6^« 

It  is  ftated  in  the  declanition,  that  a  defire  for  the  reftoratiori 
of  Monarchy  prevailed  "  almoft  univerfally"  in  France.  But 
wher€,  the  anfwer  proceeds  to  inquire,  was  the  manifeftation  of  ' 
their  defire  to  be  found?  Was  it  in  La  Vendee?  If  it  was,  the 
fmall  crufade  of  banditti  in  that  quarter,  though  fuftained  by 
Englilh  godd  and  furniftied  with  Englifh  arms,  had  been  put  ta 
the  route,  and  their  leaders  punifhed  as  traitors  to  their  country.. 
Was  it  in  Lyons  or  in  Toulou  ?  The  comparatively  fmall  party 
which  had  been  excited  in  thofe  towns  by  the  perfidious  ftrata- 
gems  of  the  Englifh  Minifter,  had  been  defeated  and  punifhed  iiv' 
\he  fame  manner.     The  latter  tovm  wa§  faid  to  h^V^beetv  \t\- 
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cluced  to  revolt  "  by  their  confidence  in  the  Englifli  Govern- 
ment!" — After  corrupting  the  cpmmandants  ot  the  place  to 
deliver  up  the  town,  the  eft'efts  of  corruption  are  quoted,  with 
confummate  effrontery,  as  fo  many  proofs  of  the  confidence  of 
the  citizens  ! 

After  havipg  eftablifhed  the  motives  which  induce  him  to 
continue  the  war,  the  Englifli  Minifter,  fays  the  anf>yfrer,  pro- 
ceeds to  rtate  the  conditions  "  on  which  he  will  confent  to  make 
a  peace."     He  dates  his  ardent  defire  to  fee  himfelf  in  a  condi- 
tion to  treat  for  the  re-eftabli(hment  of  general  tranquillity. 
But  how  are  thefe  proteftations  realized,  or  his  "  juft  and  mo- 
derate propofitions  ftated  ?"     If  he  wilhed  for  peace  as  much  as 
he  pretends  to  do  ;  thefe  propofitions  would  at  leaft  be  clearly 
laid  down,    he  would  not  avail  himfelf  of  any  circumlocutron 
—of  any  fubterfuge.     But  what  does  the  Britifh  Minifter  fay  on 
this  fubjcdt  r — He  flates,   in  the  firft  inftance,  that  he  does  not " 
conteft,  in  any  fliape,  the  right  of  France  to  reform  her  laws; 
that  he  does  not  wifti  to  influence  by  any  external  force  the  formr 
of  the  government  to  be  eftabliflied  in  an  independent   nation. 
*  He  adds,  that  fuch  an  intention  \va?  never  within  the  limits  of 
his  deiirc  I 

If  there,  had  been  one  word  of  trgth  in  thefe  aflertions,  the 
pbftacles  to  a  peace  might  have  been  eafily  removed.  He  had 
nothing  co  do,  but  to  recall  his  fleets  and  armies — to  concede  to 
the  French  their  indubitable  right  to  form  a  government  foir 
themfeives,  and  a  negociation  for  the  re-eftabliOiment  of  peace 
would  naturally  have  followed. 

But  what  (hall  be  faid,  if  all  that  he  has  advanced  on  this  fub- 
]qQ.  is  found  to  be  nothing  more  than  falfliood  and  impofture; 
and  that  his  profeffions  are  contradified  by  himfelf  aimoft  in  the 
inftant  that  they  are  uttered  ? 

In  the  very  next  paffage  of  the  declaration  the  Britifh  Minifter 
promifes  **  a  fufpenfion  of  hoftilities,  and  friendfliip,  fafety, 
and  proteftlon,  as  far  asthe  cpurfe  of  events  will  ixermit,  toaH 
Frenchmen  who,  by  declaring  for  a  Monarchical  Government, 
fliall  fhake  off  the  yoke  of  anarchy/'  He  invites  the  French 
people  to  co-operate  for  that  purpofe — to  ferve  under  the  colours 
of  au  hereditary  Monarchy,  and  to  unite,  under  the  empire  of 
law,  morality,  and  religion.  This  is  the  man  who  rejcfts  the 
iT>fl\ien(pe  gf  ;ill  exterior  force ;  this  is  the  man  who  defires  not 
to  interfere  in  the  internal  form  of  the  French  Government. 
The  Minifter  of  England  defircs  peace  fo  ardently  that  he  dic- 
tates the  very  terms  on  which  he  knows  it  will  not  be  accepted  ! 
Wlii.lft  he  complains  againft  anarchy,  he  himfelf  excites  fedi- 
tion.  He  invites  the  minority  of  the  French  nation  to  i:evolt 
againft  tl^.^  mrjority  j  to  oppofe  themfeives  to  theg^neralwiU  ; 
and  to  take  up  arms  Vor  the  purpofe  of  eilabliihing  an'  abfolute 

wvouarchy. 
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monarchy.  He  ftites,  at  the  ftme  time,  the  number  of  *'  well- 
dir(k)red*'  perfons  in  France,  and  to  thefe  he  addreiTes  particu- 
larly his  declaration;  This  deicription  of  perfons,  he  omits  to 
ftatej  confift  of  honed  bankrupts,  of  prielU  without  faith  or 
law,  of  ftdrvmg  nobles,  and  infolent  prollitutes,  of  pickpockets 
out  of  employ^  aiid  of  knights  of  induftry  of  the  order  of  St. 
Louis ;  of  men  who  live  like  worms  but  from  corruption,  and 
exift  like  muihrooms  only  on  a  dunghill. 

After  fomc  reflections  on  the  late  Queen  of  France,  and  % 
comparifon  between  her  and  the  Princcfs  Sophia  of  Hanover^ 
which  we  forbear  to  recite,  the  anfwer  pafles  to  a  review  of  tli» 
pirfent  fituation  of  France, 

This  country^  he  obfervcs^  is  now  in  a  revolutionary  ftatc. 
It  turns  on  its  political  axis,  and  tends  by  its  gravitation  to  the 
center  of  liberty.  The  laws  art  the  heceflary  refiilt  of  the  exi- 
gency of  the  moment ;  they  are  either  mild  or  rigorous,  cor- 
recting or  encouraging,  a$  the  public  welfare  and  the  import- 
iince  of  the  objeft  may  require.  England  has  had  its  revolution  ; 
and  it  is  not  juft  to  'compare  a  nation  which  has  effedled  its  re- 
volution, to  another  now  in  the  crifis  of  th^t  effort.  The  former 
is  in  a  ftate  of  repofe>  the  latter  in  a  progreffive  motion.  The 
anfweter,  after  admitting  this  ditFcrenee,  proceeds  to  draw  a 
ftrong  pi£lure  of  the  prei'ent  ftate  of  England.  He  ftate^,  that 
okr  boafted  laws  are  like  thofe  of  Draco,  written  in  blood  ;  that 
they  are  fo  confufed  and  contradi6lory,  that  not  one  man  in  x 
million  can  underftand  them;  and  yet  that  to  find  fault  is  pun- 
iflied  by  the  pillory>  by  fine^  or  by  imprifonment. 

In  the  declaration  of  the  Britilh  Minifter,  tranfmitted  to  the 
commanders  of  the  Englifli  fleets  and  armies,  and  which  was 
cxpefted  to  work  mi racles>. found,  it  is  added,  took  the  place ot 
fenfe,  and  words^  of  argument.  In  one  part,  all  was  menace 
And  haughtinefs;  in  another,  all  was  foftnefs  and  reconciliation  ; 
in  one  place,  the  afs  brayed,  and,  in  another,  the  lion  roared. 
—In  the  exordium,  the  Britilh  Minifter  demandeil,  for  himlblf 
and  his  allies,  "  A  juft  indemnity." — In  the  middle  of  the  piece  . 
he  prefers  no  fuch  demand.  In  the  conclufion,  he  makes  a 
number  of  recjuifitions,  which  he  muft  be  confident  will  not  be 
granted  ! 

He  afks,  amongft  other  particulars,  that  a  legitimate  and. 
ftable  Government  may  beeftabliftied  in  France.  But  this  was 
already  accomplifhed.  It  was  only  the  confent  of  the  people 
wKich  could  give  legitimacy  to  a  Government.  The  French 
Republic  is  founded  on  the  general  will,  and  is  therefore  a  legi- 
timate form  of  Government. 

The  time  is  not  far  diftant,  the  anfwer  ftates,  in  a  haughty 
tone,  when  neceffity  will  compel  the  Britifli  Minifter^o  aik  for 
peace.     What  ^will  then  be  the  ianguage  of  Frauca  V.  ?>Vi^  viWV 
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In  her  turn  demand  that  a  ftable  and  legitimate  governmefil! 
Ihall  be  eftabliflied  in  Great  Britain,  in  which  the  people  Ihall 
hold  the  part  which  belongs  to  them.  The  Cabinet,  the  Minif- 
ters,  and  the  Parliament,  France  will  regard  in  the  fame  point  of 
view  as  they  now  cbnfider  the  Republic— as  a  combination  o£ 
iifurped  powers.  The  people  of  France  will  only  treat  with 
the  people  of  Great  Britain, 


Xhe  following  Royal  Ordinance^  refpedlng  Reading  Societies  and 
CiKculating  Libraries  ^  has  been  dijperfed  through  the  whole  Elcc-' 
torate  of  Hanover. 

GEORGE  the  Third,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith^ 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  and  Ltmenbnrgh,  Arch  Treafurcr,  and 
Elector  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  &c. 

The  continual  increafe  of  Reading  Societies  and  Circu- 
lating Libraries,  as  they  are  called,  renders  it  neceflary,  that 
fuch  eftablifhments  fliould  be  fubjeft  to  a  ftridler  police.  We 
find  ourfelves.on  this  account  moved  to  eftablifli  afid  ordain  as 
follows  : 

1.  All  Antiquarians,  and  others,  who  keep  libraries  iot 
reading  or  letting  out  hooks  for  hire,  fhall,  immediately  after 
publication  of  this  ordinance,  deliver  to  the  Police  Office  of 
the  place  where  they  refide,  a  complete  catalogue  of  all  and 
cverv  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  in  their  libraries  ;  and  fliall 
in  future,  on  every  occafion,  deliver  in  a  fimilar  catalogue  of  all 
fuch  books  and  pamphlets  as  they  at  any  time  ptrchafe,  before 
they  lend  them.  Wlibever  refufes  this^  or  lends  a  book  or 
pamphlet  not  mentioned  in  the  catalogue,  fhall  pay  for  the  firft 
offence,  a  fiiie!  of  ten  rix-dollars,  and  for  the  fecond,  a  double 
£ne,  and  be  prohibited  from  lending  books  any  more;  half  the 
fine  to  go  to  the  informer. 

2.  All  Managers  of  Rending  Societies  fliall  likev^ife  be 
obliged  to  deliver  to  the  Police  Office  of  the  place  where  they 
refide,  without  exception,  and  without  plea  of  a  privileged 
court,  immediately  after  publication  of  this  ordinance,  a  complete 
catalogue  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  at  prefent  circulating,  or 
which  may  hereafter  circulate  in  their  focieties:  and  they  who 
are  guilty  of  refufal  or  negledl,  fhall  pay,  without  exception  of 
perfons,  a  fine  of  twenty  rix-dollars ;  half  to  go  to  the  in« 
former. 

We- accordingly  command  all  our  Police  Officers  firi 611  y  to 
execute  the  above  ordinance,  to  fend  a  copy  of  the  catalogues 
£rora  time  to  time  delivered  to  them>  to  our  regency,  alfo  im-

THE  Affcmblyj  tailing  itfelf  the  National  ConverttJon  of 
France,  having  exercifed  in  that  kingdom  and  its  depienden- 
cies  the  moft  unlimited  and  barbarous  defpotifm,  deftroyed  reli- 
gion, with  the  government  and  the  laws,  and  violated  all  kinds  of 
property,  have  added  to  fo  many  crimes,  a  declaration  of  their 
ilelign  to  involve  other  nations  in  the  fame  calamities,  X(S  over- 
throw their  refpeflive  conftitutions^  and  the  fundamental  piin- 
Ciples  of  every  civilized  State ;  and  to  that  end,  not  content 
with  making  ufe  of  fecret  and  incendiary  emiffaries,  they  have 
gone  the  length  of  open  hoftility,  by  a  declaration  of  war^ 
wholly  unprovoked,  againft  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  his  Al- 
lies ;  and  his  faid  Majcily  feeing  himleif  compelled  to  have  rc- 
courfe  to  arms,  and  to  profecute  a  war  as  jufl  as  neceflarvj  for 
the  prote6lion  of  his  fubjedls,  the  fecurity  of  his  throne,  the 
preieryation  of  the  Britifli  conftitution,  and  the  defence  of  his 
Allies, 

His  Majefty  moreover  staking  into  confideration  how  notori- 
ous it  is,  that  the  aforefaid  convention  and  its  adherents,  among 
other  atrocious  machihations,  have  cchiceived  the  projc6l  of 
entirely  deftroying  all  the  French  colonies  in  the  Well  Indies — 
a  plan  they  have  executed  in  fome  parts  by  circumftances  of  the 
moft  horrid  nature,  and  by  means  the  moft  criminal  and  deteft- 
able  ;  and  that  they  have,  at  the  fame  time,  manifeftcd  fimilar 
intentions  againft  the  pofleffions  of  his  Majefty  in  the  fame 
quarter  of  the  world;  to  put  a  flop,  in  \\\t  moft  prompt  and 
effe6lual  manner,  to  the  execution  of  fuch  proje6ts,  and  to  pre- 
ferve  his  own  colonies  from  the  misfortune  with  which  they  are 
thus  menaced,  his- Majefty,  relying  on  the  protection  of  Provi- 
dence, on  the  valour  of  his  fuhje£ts  and  thejuftice  of  his  caufe,has 
thought  it  expedient  and  neceflary  to  undertake,  by  the  force  of 
arms,  the  redudlion  of  the  adherents  of  the  faid  National  Cow- 
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mention,  and  to  deliver  the  ifland  of  Mdrtinique  from  the  tnit^ 
fortunes  ^nd  opprcflion  by  which  it  is  overwhelmed. 

In  confequence  whereof,  we  the  underfigned,  commanders 
in  chief  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  forces  by  fea  and  land  in  the 
Weft  Jndies,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities  entrufted 
to  us  by  his  Majefty  for  that  purpofe,  invite  all  the  friends  of 
peace,  government,  religion,  and -order  in  the  ifland  of  Mar- 
tinique, to  throw  oft' tyrannical  opprefEon,  and  to  fet  itfelf  free 
from  the  horrors  of  anarchy,  by  having  recourfe  to  the  protec- 
tion and  government  of  a  juft  and  beneficent  Sovereign. 

And  by  thefe  prefents,  we  folemnly  pt-dthife,  grant  andguar^ 
antee,  to  all  thofe  who  avail  themfelves  of  this  invitation,  and 
^ill  fubmit  themfelves  peaceaMy  and  quietly  to  the  authority  of 
his  Majefty,  perfonal  fecurity  and  full  arid  immediate  enjoyment 
of  their  lawful  pofleffions,  conformable  to  their  ancient  laws  and 
cuftoms,  and  upon  the  moft  advantageous  terras;  excepting 
only  thofe  perfons  whofe  abfence  from  the  ifland  leems  to  be 
requifite  for  its  peace  and  fecurity  \  and  even  to  thofe  perfons  we- 
promife  (whatfoever  may  have  been  their  condu£l)  to  furnifli 
them  the  means  of  tranfport  ta  France^  or  to  any  other  pladfe 
they  may  defire,  that  may  not  be  prejudicial  to  his  Majefty*t 
fcrvice. 

We'  promife  alfo,  that  on  the  eftabllfhment  of  peace,  Mar- 
tinique ftiall  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  trade  poflelfed 
by  the  Rritiflx  Weft  India  colonies. 

And  furthermore,  we  promife  to  all  perfons  (except  as  beforo 
excepted)  who,  fubmitting  themfelves  peaceably  and  in  the  man- 
ner before- mentioned,  will  and  do  cotidufl  themfelves  as  good 
and  faithful  fubjciSls  to  his  Majefty,  a  full  amnefty  for  all  a6ls 
committed  under  the  colour  or  pretext  of  any  authority  what- 
foever, and  which  they  may  have  done  before  the  publication 
of  rhcfe  prefents,  guaranteeing  them  hereby  from  all  perfecution 
and  moleftiition  for  adls  emanating  from  adlual  exifting  autho- 
tities. 

All  perfons  who,  in  defpite  of  the  inftruftiOns  gracioufly 
and  beneficially  manifefted  by  his  Majefty,  ftiall  dare  to  oppolq^ 
themfelves  to  this  proclamation,  will  be  treated  as  enemies,  and 
cxpofcd  to  all  the  evils  that  the  calamities  of  war  neceflfarily 
produce  both  on  perfons  and  efFcfts.

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SUPPLEMENT. 

His  Britannic  Majefty's  generals,  willing  by  all  means  poffi'» 
ble  to  prevent  the  «ffuAon  of  blood,  and  to  remove  from  thq 
inhabitants  of  the  French  iflands  in  America,  all  Joubt  of  their 
intentions,  think  they  ought  to  publifh  what  follows,  as  a  fup- 
plement  to  the  manifefto : 

Art.  I.  As  they  cannot  be  ignorant  that  there  exifts  great 
animofity  between  the  emigrants  from  the  French  iflands  in 
America,  and  thofe  inhabitants  who  remain  there,  an  animofity 
that  would  lead  them  topurfueeach  other  with  tage,  and  retard 
the  re-eftabli(hment  of  peace,  his  Britannic  Majefty's  generals 
have  judged  it  neceflary  to  foVbid  all  emigrants  to  re-enter  any 
of  the  ^faid  iflands  before  fuch  ihall  be  entirely  conquered; 
cxa6ting  thereafter  a  perfeft  tranquillity,  and  engaging  to  prote& 
lione  but  peaceable  inhabitants. 

Art.  II.  His  Britannic  Majcfty's  generals  promife  all  fuo- 
cour  and  proteftion  to  the  coloniits  who  (hall  continue  peaceably 
on  their  plantation ;  but  they  are  a Ifo  determined  to  treat  as  pri- 
foners  of  war  all  thofe  who,  in  contempt  of  this  declaration^ 
Ihall  be  taken  with  arms  in  their  hands,  announcing  to  them 
pioreover  that  they  will  incur  pains  of  death,  if  after  fucJi 
transportation  they  (hall  ever  again  appear  in  either  of  the  Wind-t 
ward  iflandst 

Art.  Ill,  General  Rochambeau  having  promifed  freedom 
to  thofe  flaves  who  take  up  arms  for  the  defence  of  Martinico, 
and  his  Britannic'  Majefty's  generals,  fenfihle  of  the  impofl*- 
bility  of  diftinguifliing  thofe  Brigands  from  people  of  colour  , 
bgrn  freq,  or  legally  releafed  from  flavery,  think  it  proper  to 
apprize  all  people  of  colour,  without  diftin6tion,  that  thofe 
among  them  who  fhall  be  found  armed,  or  who  having  fought, 
fliall  have  efcaped  the  bayonets  of  the  Britifh  troopS;^  fliall  be 
treated  as  flaves,  and  tranfported  immediately  to  the  coaft  of 
Africa,  where  they  will  be  abandoned  to  their  fate  ;  promifing 
on  the  other  hand  a  full  amnefly  to  thofe  who  will  furrcndci* 
themfelves,  and  to  thofe  who  retire  to  their  refpeflive  habita- 
tions peaceably  to  renew  their  occupations.

utmoft  expedition  to  obtain  thel'e  articks,  fo  neceflary  to  the 
happinefs  and  dignity  of  the  French  people,  refolves  as  fol- 
lows : 

|.  The  bankers,  mercha;nts,  and  all  other  citizens  who  have 
property  vefted  in  foreign  funds,  fhall,  by  the  next  decade 
(January)  make  a  declaration  to  the  commiflion  of  fubfif- 
tencies  and  provifions,  firft,  of  all  the  effefls  arid  funded 
property  which  they  have  in  foreign  countries;  and  fecondly^ 
of  the  fold  and  unfold  merchandifes  which  they  have  there. 
JL  They  fKall  alfo  declare,  with  republican  veracity,  the 
names  of  citizens  whom  they  know  poffefs  funded  property 
or  merchandize  in  the  different  parts  of  Europe. 
^IL  CommifTioners  fhall  very  fpeedily  be  fent  to  the  cities  of 
Eourdeaux,  Marfeilles,  Nantes,  Le  Havre,  Lille,*Dunquequejk 
St.  Malo,  and  La  Rochelle,  to  obtain  fimilar  teftimonies  and 
declarations.  ,  The  reprefoitative  of  the  people,  Boisset, 
ihall  alfo  he  written  to^  to  procure  the  fame  at  Montpellicr 
and  Nifmes. 
IV;  Five   coinmiflioners    fhall    be   cbofen    from    among    tliQ 

bankers. 
y.  And  five  more  among  the  brokers. 

"yl.  The  committee  of  general  fafety  {hall  be  invited  to  takci: 
oS*  immediately  the  feals  put  upon  the  efFe£lsof  the  bankers, 
brokers,  &c.  in  a  ftate  of  arreft;  and  to  remove  from  fucli 
Icals  all  papers  and  eiFefls  declaring  property  abroad,  in. 
torder  to  flipulate  for  the  fame  citizens,  as  to  the  declarations^ 
required  by  the  preceding  articles. 
TIL  The  CO mn\iffi oners  chofen  among  the  vbankcrs  and  bro- 
kers fliall  be  cliarged  with  conduifting,  diredling,  and  fuper-> 
intendini:^  the  declarations.  Thcv  fhall  name  thofe  citizens 
who  may  delay  complying,  in  order  that  they  may  be  defired 
to  obey  quickly  the  refoluti.on  of  the  united  committees,  and 
thofe  of  the  commiirion.  of.  fubfiftencies,  Thev  {hall  al fa 
declare  if  any  errors  cfr  fcaud  be  committed  in  the  dcclarar. 
tions,  that  the  commillioncrs  may  be  enabled  to  repair  the 
911^,  and  prevent  the  otli^j:^  according  to  the  rjgour  of  the. 
laws* 
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VIII*  The  national  treafury  (hall  be  invited  to  receive  the 
value  at  par. 

IX*  The  commiffioners  chofen  from  among  the  bankers  called 
to  this  fitting,  being  aiTembled,  it  is  agreed  that  the  com« 
miffioners  of  their  body  (hall  be  the  citizens  Pache,  Perre* 
geaux,  Fulchiron,  Baguenhault,  and  Enfantin.  They  have 
mentioned  the  commiffioners  to  a£l  as  brokers,  vrho  are  the 
citizens  Page,  Huppair,  Du  Columbier,  Rogue>  and  Pillot^ 
who  have  accepted  the  office.

remit  you  the  value  in  affignats,  at  par. — ^We  expeft  franknefs 
and  expedition  on  your  part  ^  and  delay  or  fraud  fhall  be  de- 
nounced with  feverity. 

«  We.  inform  you,  that  government  will  take  all  poflible 
fteps  to  difcharge  at  par  the  lawful  debts  which  the  Republic  or 
the  citizens  may  have  due  in  foreign  countries,  other  than  thofe 
with  which  the  Republic  is  at  war.  In  confequence,  you  are 
exprefsly  forbidden  to  take  any  more  paper  upon  foreign  countries, 
or  to  allow  foreigners  to  draw  upon  you,  without  having  certified 
to  the  commiffion  as  to  the  employment  of  thefe  funds.

WHEREAS  the  perfons  exercifing  the  powers  of  govern- 
ment in  France  have  iflued  an  order,  compelling  all 
inerchants,  bankers,  and  other  perfons,  who  are  poireifed  of  any 
money,  funded  property,  or  effefls,  in  the  different  parts,  of 
Europe^  to  declare  all  fuch  money,  funded  property,  and  effedls, 
in  -older  that  the  fame,  by  violence,  may  be  taken,  and  a^

mittance  of  any  bill  6f  exchange,  note,  draught,  obligation  or 
order    for    money,  or   in   any   other  manner   whatfoever,  any 
money   to  or  for  the  ufe  of  the   perfons  exercifing^   or  who 
Ihall   exercife  the   powers  of  government  in  France j  or  to  or 
for  the  ufe  of  any  perfons  or  perfon  who  on  the  firft  day  of 
January  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  were  or 
was,  or  at  any  time   fince  have  or  has  been,  or  who,  at  the 
time  of  fuch  ad  done,   (hall  be  within  any  of  the  dominions  of 
France^  or  any  country,  territory,  or  place,   which  was  on  the 
faid    firft    day    of   January  one   thoufand   feven   hundred    and 
ninety-four  ;  or   which  ftiall  be  during  the  faid  war,    and  at 
tiie  time   of  fuch  aft  done,  under  the  government  of  the  per- 
fons exerciling,  or   who  fhall  hereafter  exercife  the  powers  of 
government  in  Franccy  every  perfon  fo  offending,  being  thereof 
lawfully  convided  or  attainted,  (hall  be  deemed,  declared,    and 
adjudged  to  be  a  traitor,  and  fhall  fuffer  pains  of  death,  and  alio 
lofc  and  forfeit  as  in  cafes  of  High  Treafon.

'  card,  in  exaft  conforiuity  to  the  bill  introduced  into  the

or  in  favour  of  perfons  refident  in  France  fince  Jan.  i,   i^4« 
By  this  placard  it  is  commanded, 

I,  That  no  native  or  foreigner,  after  its  publication,  and 
during  the  continuance  of  the  prefent  war,  fhall  fend  into 
France,  or  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered,  direftly  or  in- 
diredly,  either  money,  bills  of  exchange,  aflignations,  &€•

any  other  country,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  double  the  value, 
with  an  exception,  however,  in  favour  of  fuch  as  may  have 
accepted  bills  of  exchange,  provided  they  declare  the  fame  to 
certain  perfons  nominated  by  the  magiftrates  within  the  fpace 
of  eight  days. 

a.  That  no  perfon  whatever  fhall  indorfe  any  bills  of  exchange,

3.  That  no  perfon  in  pofleflion  of  merchandize,  &c.  appertain- 
ing to  the  fubjefts  of  France,  fhall  difpofe  of,  alienate,  or 

I    deliver,  the  fame  to  any  perfon  refiding  in  France,  &c«    And,, 

4,  That  all  fuch  goods,  bills,  &c.  (hall  be  entered  to  the  credit 
of  the  merchants  of  France  to  whom  they  belong.

^e  Imperial  Court  of  Exchange  and  Commerce  at  Vienna^  on  the

THE  Imperial  direftors  of  exchange  and  commerce,  having 
received  intelligence  from  Paris,  that  all  bills  of  exchange, 
and  other  debts  due  to  French  merchants,  and  inhabitants  of 
France,  by  German,  and  ether  European  merchants  and  corref- 
pondents,  were  to  be  delivered  up,  and  conveyed  tcb  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  prefent  French  government,  who  is  to  pay 
the  proprietors  in  aflignats,  manifeft  a  wifh  that  a  general 
niceting  of  fuch  merchants  and  others,  polTeired  of  French  pro* 
perty,  would  take  into  confideration  how  far  that  meafure 
adopted  in  Fiance  might  injure  theintercftof  the  fubjeds  of 
his  Imperial  majefly ;  and  at  the  fame  time,  to  propofe  to  the 
Imperial  court  fuch  meafures  as  might  prevent  that  mifchief^ 
which  is  apprehended  from  the  French  drawing  fuch  a  quantity 

.of 
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cf  rpecie  from  the  hereditary  dominions  of  his  Imperial  ma* 
jefty. 

In  confequence  of  the  above  declaration^  a  meeting  wa$'hei4 
amongft  feveral  of  the  bankers  and  merchants  of  Vienna*  who 
nnahimoufly  agreed,  that  there  was  no  neceflity  for  any  meafure 
being  taken  relative  to  that  declaration,  for  two  reafons  : 

Firft,  on  account  of  the  debts  due  from  the^fubieds  of  his 
Imperial  majefty  to  thofe  of  France,  being  but  inconiiderable. 

Secondly,  from  an  apprehenfion  that  the  credit  ^f  the  Auf« 
trian  nation  might  be  endangered  by  taking  meafures  of  fimilar 
violence  with  thofe  adopted  by  a  i\atipQ,  wh^ch  h^ve  proyed  tb^ 
very  ruin  of  their  credit.

CITIZENS,  after  having  celebrated  the  triumph  of  the  arm 
of  the  Republic  over  the  infamous  city  of  Toulon,  it  be- 
comes-the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  to  fix  their  attention 
upon  Port  ik  la  Afmtagne.-^^h  wife  decree  ought  to  crown  the  ci- 
vic feaft.  Let  us  leave  to  hidory  the  ta(k  of  recounting  the  fimple 
yet  dignified  pomp  of  that  fealt,  celebrated  by  the  conquerors-— 
of  relating  how  the  triumphal  cars  have  been  for  the  firil  time 
employed  in  celebrating  the  patriotic  deeds  of  the  foldiers  in* 
ftead  of  thofe  of  the  generals— let  us  leave  to  philofophy  the 
talk  of  recollecting  that  the  honours  of  viftory  have  for  the'  firft 
time  been  decreed  to  the  foldiers  wounded  in  defence  of  the  Re- 
public, and  that  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  have  known 
how  to  honour  at  the  fame  time  bravery  and  misfortune* 
Among  the  ancients,  trees  which  had  been  (truck  by  thunder- 
bolts were  confidered  to  be  facred— among  the  French  Republi- 
cans, the  public  gratitude  confecrates  thofe  foldiers  who  have 
been  wounded  by  the  arms  of  the  defpots. — JFrotn  thofe  citizens ' 
whom  the  chance  of  war  has  fpared,  new  traits  of  military  ci- 
vifm  are  apparent  every  day :  even  yefterday,  in  going  out  of 
the  convention,  an  old  invalid,  exulting  at  the  news  received 
from  the  armies  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle,  exclaimed — It  is  a 
glorious  circumftance  to  be  an  invalid  in  that  campaign  in  which  the 
Pruffians  were  repulfed from  Landau* 

To  artifts  and  hiftqrians  muft  be  configned  the  ta(k  of 
tranfmitting  to  pofterity  thofe  traits  of  Republican  courage 
which  have  appeared  at  Toulon.  They  will  afford  a  brilliant 
and  magnificent  fubjeA  to  thofe  poets  vho  are  enthufiaftically 
attached  to  liberty.  On  our  national  theatres,  Oh  men  of

pionuments  will  be  civic  eulogies  in  honour  of  fome,  and  will' 
afford  to  others  a  proud  leflbn,  by  which  they  may  be  detefrcd 
from  fullying  the  national  glory.  While  we  wait  for  the  tribute 
which  the  genius  of  arts  will  pay  to  the  genius  oif  liberty — 
while  we  wait  for  the  labours  of  thofe  poets  who  will  immoria* 
lize  that  tempeftuous  night,  in  which,  through  a  heavy  rain, 
the  foldiers  of  liberty  advanced  with  a  courageous  filence  to  the 
£ngliih  redoubt,  that  bulwark  of  their  venal  treafon  t-*  while 
we  \vait  to  hear  in  our  theatres  the  tocfin  of  fear  which  w«s  f  ui^g 
by  the  Spaniards  when  th^  Englifli  bravery  was  retreating  to-

army  advancing  (uddenly  ag^inll  the  walls  of  that  infatnous  cityj^ 
where  the  mine  of  ^  fort  blew  up  by  its  fide,  where  the  fire,  fet  ta 
parcels  of  gunpowder  andl  fand  within  the  towh,  covered  the 
air  with  bombs,  and  fpared  the  lives  of  our  brave  foldierSi^ 
only  bccaufe  they  faced  danger  the  more  clofely  -r-  while  wc 
wait  till  they  ihall  depid  to  us  that  beneficent  tranfportation 
-of  all  the  traitors  of  Touton^  and  of  their  'wiveS)  (till  tnere 
guilty,  who  threw  themfelves  into  lloops  of  embarkation,  funk 
by  our  formidable  artillery  —  the  repcmer  oi  your  committee 
means  to  confine  himfelf  to  reprefent  to  you  the  crimes  and  the 
deftftiSive  cowardice  of  thofe  furious  enemies,  iivho,  in  their 
fiiglit,  fet  fire  to  our  fleet.  Behold  that  conflagration  !  it  dif- 
covers  to  us  the  confufed  andi  fudden  embarkati<>n  of  the  he- 
roes of  Albion,  and  the  •  nobles  of  Caflile.  It  ihews  us 
thofe  perfidious  fquadrons  whom  the  very  winds  refiife  to 
aflift,  and  whona  the  indignant  billows  even  threaten  to  throw 
againft  our  batteries ! — Behold  that  burning  ihip  of  the  Re- 
ptiblic,  in  which  the  French  patriots,  chained  by  the  Englifh, 
ptriih  ! — Behold  thofe  atrocious  fires!  they  blazon  (o^^h  Oft  the 
wide  fyrface  of  the  feas  the  crimes  of  the  courts  of  London 
and  Madrid;  they  inflame  ^be  indignant  courage  of  opr  troopsi 
and  light  them  in  their  vidorious  march.  This'  fad  and 
gloomy  pifture  might  be  foftened  by  the  ftght  of  the  galley- 
Saves,  who,  ftill  mindful  of  the  country  which  had  punifhed 
them,  broke  their  chains,  thinking  only  of  extinguiftiing  the 
flamts  vrhich  confumed  our  fleet.  It  would  be  our  duty, 
amidil  thefe  forrowful  and  melancholy  fcenes  to  depi£):  the 
reprefentative  of  the  people  leaving  the  prifon  pf  Fort  Lia 
Malgue,  and  aiking,  in  the  confufion  of  vidiory,  "  Am  I, 
indeed,  with  Frenchmen  i  has  the  Republic  vanquiihed  hec 
eijemies  ?  '*  \      '.     ■       '    ■ 

Pardon 
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:  PardoQ  this  digreflion,  inrptred  by  the  lubje^>  and  hf 
the  circumilaQces^  in  which  we  now  are.  Our  comtilittee  lus 
only  charged  me  to  prefent  to  you  the  means  of  regenerating 
the  navy  of  the  Republic  in  the  ports  of  the  Mediterraneait,  and 
of  reftoring  it  to  that  power,  which  its  pufition)  its  richnefsy 
and  population,  its  will  and  its  vi dories^  fecure  to  it  on  the 
fcas. 

The  Spaniards  and  the  Neapolitans  burnt  nine  (hips^  and 
the  EngVifh  Jiitle  foUr.  Fifteen  remained  untouched  in  the  port. 
Four  had  been  formerly  fent  to  the  harbours  of  Bred  ancf 
L^Orient,  no  doubt  with  the  deflgn  of  poifoning  our  porti 
on  the  ocean  ;  and,  by  fiich  a  fatal  prcfcnt,  to  prepare  frefti  per- 
fidies, purchafed  by  the  Englifh  civil  liil,  and  the  depredations  oi 
Charles  of  Spain* 

The  Republic  poifeiTes  in  the  Mediterranean  upwards  of 
thirty,  (hips  of  war,  confiding  of  frigates,  corvettes,  and  cut« 
fcrs,  e^clufive  of  Le  Dufquejne^  a  fhip  of  the  line  of  74  guns. 
There  remain  at  Toulon  fifteen  (hips,  viz.  five  frigates,  five 
lighters,  one  (hip  of  the  line,  and  two  frig;ytes  upon  the 
flocks. 

One  part  of  our  (hips  has  been  dcftroyed  by  the  crimes  of 
our  enemies  :  thofe  (hips  will  be  replaced  by  the  forfeits  of  the 
emigrants ;  their  fortune  remains  to  pay  the  building  ;  their 
forelis  will  be  converted  into  (hips,  and  their  houfes  changed 
into  arfenals  or  manufactures.  The  Republicans  will  manu* 
faAure  fails  in  the  very  places  W'\ere  the  emigrants  wove  their 
plots,  and  the  country  will  grow  rich  l>oth  by  their  flight 
and  their  fortunes.  One  of  our  tyrants,  who  created  the 
French  navy  morp  by  pride,  than  by  juft  ideas  of  its  utility, 
didingullhed  that  creation  by  the  dcfpotifm  and  vanity,  which 
fignallzcd  ^all  the  a£iions  of  a  reign  which  lafled  too  long.  He 
iilued  a  naval  ordinance,  with  numberlefs  formalities,  refpedi* 
ing  the  felling  and  ufe  of  the  timber  in  the  forefts.  The  Re* 
public  has  other  means  and  other  views)  it  wants  men  and 
materials  :  it  requires  and  appropriates  the  (ame  in  the  various 
magazines  and  working  places.  In  democracy,  all  the  en- 
joyments are  concentred  ;  individuality  is  the  egotifm  of  monar- 
chies. The  iirft  wants  are  thofe  of  the  country  :  it  is  entitled  to 
every  thing  which  its  welfare  requires.  Liberty  is  a  privileged  and 
general  creditor,  not  only  of  perfon  and  property,  but  even  of  ta- 
lents, courage,  and  thought. 

The  committee  propofes  to  you,  to  charge  the  mlnider 
of  the  marine  to  give  immediate  orders  for  building  as  many 
ibips  as  the  Port  de  la  Montague  (Toulonj  can  contain. 
You  ought  not  to  confine  yourfelves  to  that  re-conquerad 
barbour*--you  ought  to  order  (hips  to  be  built  in  the  fanie 
manner,  io  all  the  pc^ts  of  the  Mediterraufian.    N^xuct  caXWk 
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^yOu  ^Imoft  excluihrely  to  navigate  that  fea,  Ihd  id  tracfe  upon 
2t»  fince   it  has    parted    it    from    the  ocean  and  our  confUnt 

-cnemiesy  by  a  famous  and  narrow  ftrait.  Nature  aflbciated 
you  with  th«  nations  of  Italy  :  it  invited  yon  to  carry  oil' 
commerce  in  the  Levant^  and  to  conneft  yourfelves  with  the 
Dardanelles*  It  is  known  in  the  divan,  that  Republics- never 
marry,  and  that  Vienna  will  no  longer  govern  France  by 
Auftrian  women.  It  is  known  in  your  fouthern  manufac-' 
tures,  that  their  profperity  depends  on  the  prefervation  of  the 
trade  which  the  mouths  of  the  Rhone  found  fo  ufeful ;  and 
that  the  Mediterranean  Ts  only  a  great  channel  of  navigation 
for  France,  of  which  fhe  ought  to  polTefs  the  powers  of  regu- 
lation. It  is  not  fufficient  to  break  the  fceptres  of  the  con- 
tinental powers — the  fceptre  of  the  maritime  powers  ought 
alfo  to  be  broken,  and  you  ought  to  free  the  feas  as  you  have 
freed  the  land.  Your  cannons  are  the  envoys  which  you  fend 
to  the  powers  of  the  continent :  your  fhips  of  the  line  and 
your,  frigates  are  the  arabafladors  to  the  maritime  powers.—^ 
To  the  arfenals  !  to  the  docks  !  citizens,  is  the  cry  of  the  Re- 
public. 

With  regard  to  the  divers  nayal  ftorehoufes  and  eftablifli- 
ments  depending  on  the  maritime  department,  the  minifter 
is  to  be  charged  by  this  decree,  to  have  them  immediately 
jrefiored.  He  fhall  have  power  to  put  in  requifltion  the  ma- 
fons,!  and  all  other  necedary  workmen.  Let  private  fliip- 
building  ceafe  when  that  of  the  nation  begins.  This  requi- 
fltion may  extend  to  all  the  harbours  adjacent  to  tjie  Port  de 
la  Montague.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  fent  into 
the  departments  where  there  is  timber, '  (hall  fend  it  without 
delay  to  the  ports  of  the  Mediterranean.  Every  article  necef- 
fary  for  the  naval  fcrvice  has  already  been  put  in  a  (late  of  re- 
quifltion. Let  a  decree  of  the  convention  therefore  roufc 
-them  into  immediate  adlivity.  At  the  glad  found  of  viAory 
the  grcateft  aiBuence  of  artificers,  failors,  marines,  and  friends 
of  the  Republic  will  be  found  in  all  our  ports.  •  Since  viftory 
has  attended  our  banners,  all  aifert  that  they  are  patriots — all 
exclaim,  God  farje  the  Repuhllc  ! — Let  them  ferve  the  Republic* 
The  adminlftrative  bodies  may,  in  this  circumftance,  expiate 
!or-  obliterate  their  political  wrongs,  in  accelerating,  by  the 
irtcans  which  the  law  has  put  in  their  power^  the  fupply  of  provi- 
fions  to  our  ports  in  the  Mediterranean,  the  conveyance  of  ma- 
terials and  workmen,  and  the  felling  of  timber. 

It  is,  above  all,  in  the  ci-devant  duchy  of  Savoy,  in  the 
iMpine  forefls,  that  the  prote£ling  deftiny  of  the  Republic  has 
inarked  out  (hips. — Strong  and.lafting  timber,  and  abundance 
of  materials,  can  be  brought  from  this  fouthern  department 
io  the  fea-coa(t«;    The  repreientatives  of  the  people  in  Mont 
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Blanc  ought  to  indute  the  rangers  to  enrich  the  port  de  la 
Montagne  with  picked  trees  from  the  Alps.  But,  as  it  is  ne* 
teffary  to  call  forth  fo  many  workmen  from  the  Southern  de- ' 
partments  to  the  ports  in  the  Mediterranean,  you  fhould  be 
informed  that  the  firft  reqiifition  took  ofFa  great  number  of 
mechanics,  who  are  in  the  vigour  of  life,  animated  with  ci- 
vifm,  and  ftill  continue  to  be  left  without  arms.  Let  us, 
therefore,  change  for  a  moment  the  ohjedl  of  the  firft  requifi- 
tion,  and  fubftitute  a  mechanical  tequifition  of  workmen  for  a 
military  one.  To  manufa6lure  a  gun,  to  build  a  fhip,  to  go 
through  the  manoeuvres  in  a  garrifon,  or  to  fight  on  the  fron- 
tiers, is  to  render  the  fame  fervice  to  the  Republic.  You 
Svill,  therefore,  permit  the  minifter  of  marine  to  expedite  in- 
.flruments  of  requifitioh  to  all  naval  workmen,  of  what  age  or 
defcription  foever,  to  be  employed  in  the  ports  and  arfenals  of 
the  Republic. 

But  thefe  plans  of  naval  fervice  may  be  obftruiled,  as  the 
Federalifts  and  Monarch  ills,  who  held  places  in  the  maritime 
and  military  adminiftrations,  have  not  yet  all  difappcared.  All 
thofe  now  employed  in  thofe  important  branches,  are  not  zea- 
lous Republicans.  The  gold  of  Pitt — like  the  golden  ftiower 
t>f  Danae — -penetrates  through  the  national  offices  and  working 
places.  Toulon  artd  Marfeilles,  Breft  and  L'Orient,  are  not 
quite  diverted  of  thofe  obfcure  agents  of  the  Britilh  minifter,  of 
thofe  numerous  adherents  of  the  Duke  of  York,  and  of  thofe 
buffoons  of  lords  who  call  themfelves  zealous  patriots.  All 
thofe  who  fhall  therefore  be  guilty  of  negle£l  of  the  works  in 
the  fea-ports  and  arfenals,  and  fhall  not  exert  themfelves  as 
much  as  fliall  lie  in  their  power,  ought  to  be  difmiffed  by  the 
minifter  of  the  marine,  and  put  under  arreft  as  fufpicious 
perfons. 

The  laft  meafure  which  your  committee  propofcs  to  you,  is 
to  extinguifh  the  maritime  federalilm,  to  which  the  greatefl: 
part  of  the  treafons  of  Toulon  is  due.  Long  fince  have  the 
fcamen  of  the  South  feparated  themfelves  from  thofe  of  the 
Weft,  by  intereft,  manners,  ufages,  and  connections,  from 
which  fprung  a  great  diforganization.  It  is  as  though  the 
armies  of  the  Alps  or  of  Italy  fhould  imagine  that  they  were 
not  engaged  in  the  fame  caufe,  as  the  armies  of  the  North 
and  of  the  Rhine. — Fedcralifm  is  an  ill  in  a  certain  degree  at'- 
tached  to  this  climate,  but  it  differs  materially  from  that  fe- 
deral difeafe  inherent  in  intrigue,  vanity,  loyalty,  and  in  thp 
crimes  of  the  combined  powers  and  their  partifans  in  Prance. 
It  is  a  local  federalifm,  which,  however,  the  legiflator  ought 
to  endeavour  without  ceafing  to  attenuate  and  deftroy.  The 
virulence  is  more  alarming  on  the  fea  than  on  fhorc — for  on 
the  fea  it  is  fupported  by  diftance,  by  long  vopges,  b^  t\\^ 
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atfence  of  difcipline,  and  by  naval  diforganization.  On  tfitf 
fliore,  however,  its, force  is  reprefled  by  the  ever  watchful 
legifiature,  and  by  the  feveral  authorities  afting  in  concert 
with  the  Icgiflature.  The  foul  of  the  Republic,  therefore, 
muft  infufe  itfelf  into,  and  animate  the  whole  body  of  the 
naval  and  military  force.  We  muft  link  together  all  the  fea- 
men  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  have  the  foldiers.  You  ought, 
therefore,  to  unite  in  ail  parts  the  naval  forces,,  as  you  have 
united  the  military;  all  the  feamen  ought  to  be  linked  toge- 
ther like  the  foldiers. — The  battalions  of  the  Alps  and  the  Py- 
rcnccs  ought  to  march  to  the  banks  of  the  Sambre,  of  the 
Mozelle,  of  the  Rhine,  and  of  the  Danube;  the  feamen  of 
Dunkirk  and  Bayonne  ought  in  the  fame  manner  to  repair  to 
Toulon  and  to  Cette,  as  the  feamen  of  the  Var  and  the  Rhone 
ought  to  ferve  in  the  ports  of  Breft,  Rochelle,  and  UOrient. 
Why  fliould  the  tempefts  that  rdufe  the  anger  of  the  waves  of 
the  Mediterranean  be  unknown  to  the  feamen  who  have  wea- 
thered the  ftorms  of  the  ocean  ?  The  Republican  fhould  be 
equally  acquainted  with  the  rocks  of  one  fea,  and  the  fands  of 
another.  The  inhabitants  of  France  fhouW  accuftom  them- 
felves  to  every  climate  where  the  voice  of  their  country  calls 
them—  They  ought  to  prefs  the  waves  of  every  fea,  to  which 
the  intcreft  of  the  national  commerce  fummons  them.  Does 
it  belong  to  us  to  feed  that  unnatural  and  fatal  rival fhip  be- 
tween the  different  ports  of  the  Republic  ?  Is  it  our  duty  to 
continue  that  ilntipathy  which  defpotifm  cheriflied,  but  which 
Republicans  ought  to  deftroy  ?  Ought  we  who  have  punifhed 
the  federal iftv^,  to  fupport  the  federal  fyflem  r — I  demand,  ci- 
tizens, your  deepeft  attention — Let  us  preferve  our  fquadrons, 
our  feas,  and  the  Republic  from  this  danger,  which  impends 
over  them  from  the  intrigues  of  federalifm-— Let  the  monfter 
expire  this  day  beneath  the  force  of  your  decrees. 

A  laft  thought  has  ftruck  your  committee  in  prefenting  this 
plan ;  which  is,  to  break  the  chains  with  which  the  antient 
government  has  fettered  fome  men,'  of  whom  manv  are,  per- 
haps, more  unfortunate  than  guilty.  The  flaves  did  not  ima- 
gine that  they  fhould  obtain  their  freedom  by  defending  the 
jnterefts  of  the  Republic-— They  did  not  forget  in  the  midft  of 
their  puniflimcnt  that  they  were  Frenchmen,  and  thty  there- 
fore haftened  to  extingui/h  the  flames  on  board  the  icUfFerent 
iliips.  One  of  them  burnt  bis  hands  in  endeavouring  to  ex-. 
tinguifli  the  lighted,  pitch  and  tar  which  was  on  the  point  of 
fetting  fire  to  one  of  our  moft  important  magazines.  Had 
the  wrctclied  gaUey-flaves  poffefTed  cotfnter-revolutionary  fen- 
timents,  tliey  would  have  fed  the  flames  for  the  purpofc  of  ef- 
fecting their  efcapc — Had  thefe  men  refembled  the  inhabitants 
of  Toulon,  they  w^ould  have  afTifted  the  enemies  of  their 
S  coui>try 
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country — by  an  oppofite  conduft  have  they  not  paid  their  ran* 
fom  in  patriotifm  ? 

We  mean  not  to  propofe  to  you  fuch  meafures  as  may  ap« 
pear  to  partake  of  immorality — we  therefore  wifh  not  blindly  to 
break  the  chains  of  all  the  flaves  at  Toulon'. — But  has  not  the 
love  of  their  country  purified  their  hearts,  which  might  have  ' 
been  corrupted  by  the  vices  of  the  old  fyftem,  might  have  been 
produced  by  misfortune,  and  perhaps  by  thofe  defpotic  law$ 
which  you  have  repealed  ? 

May  we  not  inftitute  an  inquiry  into  the  nature  of  thofe 
crimes  which  occafioned  their  condemnation  to  the  galleys?  May 
we  not  reftore  to  fociety,  men  who  may  again  become  citizens, 
and  who  did  not  forget  their  country  when  it  was  in  danger  ? 
Your  deputies  have  written  to  the  Convention,  that  thegalley- 
flaves  were  the  only  patriots  in  Toulon.  Suffer  therefore  pub- 
lic gratitude  to  confole  thefe  unfortunate  people,  and  to  prove 
that  the  Republic  is  not  infenfible  to  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  devoted  themfelves  to  her  fervice^ 

The  lofs  of  the  Republic  in  the  arfenal  is  trifling — ^cvery 
thing  is  preferved,  except  the  general  magazine  and  the  ftore-  - 
hx)ufe  for  mafts.  By  an  attentive  confideration  of  the  force  of 
our  enemies  and  the  valuable  articles  they  have  left  us,  we  ftiall 
be  convinced  that  this  viSory  is  fo  aftoniihing,  that  pofterity 
will  fcarce  be  able  to  credit  it.  It  is  only  fuch  foldiers  as  fight 
for  their  country  who  could  have  dared  to  attempt  fuch  an  enter- 
prize,  and  who  could  have  gained  fuch  a  vidtory, 

Barrere  then  propofed  and  the  Convention  paffcd  the  follow- 
ing decree  : 

I.  The  minifter  of  the  marine  is  ordered  to  iflue  immediate 
orders  for  building  as  many  ihips  as  can  be  built  in  the  docks  of 
port  de  la  Montague,  (formerly  Toulon.) 

II.  Orders  in  the  mean  time  fhall  he  fent  to  all  the  other 
ports  in  the  Mediterranean  for  the  building  of  as  many  fliips  as. 
the  docks  will  hold. 

IIL  The  minjfler  of  the  marine  is  to  order  aU  thofe  eftnlv- 
lifhments  of  Toulon  which  are  connecSled  with  his  office  to  be 
repaired;  and  in  order  to  produce  this  effedl,  he  is  ordered  to 
pi?t  in  a  ftate  of  rec^uifitjon  ^11  mafons  and  other  artificers  be** 
longing  to  the  department  of  Var  and  the  neighbouring  de-» 
partments. 

IV.  The  national  reprefentativcs  in  the  Southern  depart- 
ments (hall  fend  to  Marfeill^s  and  Toulon,  as  foon  as  they  re- 
ceive this  decree,  all  the  fhip  timber,  and  every  other  article 
neceflary  to  the  building  and  equipping  of  ftips, 

V.  Theadmlniftrative  bodies  are  ordered  to  ufe  thegreatefk 
aQivity  in  the  conveyance  of  the  neceffary  articles  for  the  fer-^ 
vice  01  the  marinct 
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VI.  The  national  reprefentativcs  in  the  department  of 
Mont  Blanc  are  defired  to  accelerate  the  execution  of  the  decree 
for  the  felling  of  timber  in  that  department.  The  timber  when 
fefled,  is  immediately  to  be  fertt  to  Marfeilles  and  Toulon. 

VII.  The  neceflary  artificers  for  the  fervice  of  the  marine, 
and  who  have  hitherto  belonged  to  the  firft  armed  requifition, 
are  required  by  the  prefent  decree  to  proceed  to  Toulon,  in  order 
to  aflill  in  the  works,  which  are  about  to  be  begun. — ^The  war 
and  marine  miniflers  are  ordered  to  give  the  neceffary  direc- 
tions.— The"  marine  minifter  is  to  fend  to  the  Convention  a 
printed  lift  of  fuch  citizens  as  may  he  drafted  from  the  firft 
requifition  for  the  fervice  of  the  marine. 

VIII.  Carpenters,  caulkers,  fail-makers,  and  all  perfons  who 
have  been  employed  in  fhip  building,  are  put  in  a  ftate  pf  re- 
quifition by  the  prefent  decree,  and  are  to  be  employed  in  tlie, 
feveral  arfenals  and  ports  of  the  Republic,  by  an  order  from  the 
marine  minifter. 

IX.  The  minifter  fliall  make  fuch  a  difpofition  in  the  fervice 
of  the  marine,  that  the  feamen  at  prefent  employed  in  the  ma-« 
ritime  ports  of  the  North  and  the  Weft  fhall  be  employed  iq 
the  Southern  ports. 

X.  All  the  civil  and  military  agents  of  the  marine,  and 
all  others  employed  in  this  fqrvice,  who  ftiall  negledl  or  delay, 
or  who  fliall  refufe  to  aflift  by  all  means  in  their  power,  the  naval 
operations,  fliall  be  difmifl'^d  by  the  minifter,  and  taken  up  as. 
fufpefted  perfons. 

XL  The  reprefentativcs  of  the  people  at  Toulon  are.  au- 
thorized to  name  a  committee,  confifting  of  three  perfons, 
who  fliall  examine  theregifters  of  the  galleys  in  which  perfons 
have  been  confined?  the  nature  of  their  crimes,  and  the  fentences 
which  have  been  pafTed  upon  the  galley- flaves. 

The  opinion  of  the  commiffioners   fliall  be  fent  to  the  Con-  ' 
vention,  as  well  ^^s  the  nature  of  their  determination  on  the  ftate 
of  thefe  flaves, 

XII.  All  the  petitions,  &c.  which  have  been  addrefled  to 
the  legiflators  and  minifters  by  the  galley-flaves  detained  in 
the  port  of  Toulon  and  other  places,  fliall  be  tranfmitted  to  the 
commiflioners  within  24  hours.  The  moft'fcrupulous  examina- 
tion ftiall  immediately  be  made  of  all  the  papers  in  the  different 
pffices. 

XIII.  The  National  Convention  decrees,  that  the  galley-? 
flave  who  burnt  his  hand  in  extinguifliing  the  pitch  and  tar 
which  was  near  burning  one  of  the  dock-yards,  fliall  be  imme- 
diately fet  at  liberty.  There  fliall  be  prefented  to  him  by  the 
reprefentatives  of  th^  people;^  a  funi  of  600  livres  by  way  of- 
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In  c&nfequence  of  a  reprcfentation  of  the  mlferable  condition  of  looQ 
French  frif oners  detained  in  AfentXy  the  National  Conueuiion 
decreed  on  the  g  Pluviofe^  Monday y  Jan»  27,   1 794* 

1,  ^TT^HE  minifter  at  war  fliall  be  bounci  to  anrwcr  in  writing, 

X  in  the  courfe  of  24  hours,  whether  he  has  put  into  cx'- 
ecution  the  decree  of  Sept.  7,  relative  to  the  French  de- 
tained at  Mentz. 

2,  That  he  be  alfo  obliged  to  declare,  whether  the  aflS i fled  fi tui- 
tion of  thofe  citizens,  which  ought  to  have  been  delivered  to 
him  by  Chaney,  commiflary  at  war,  has  been  received  by  hioi, 
and  if  he  paid  attention  to  it.  ^ 

2*  That  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  with  the  army  of  the 
Rhine  and  the  Mozellefhall  be  charged  to  write  to  Oberndorf 
(Count)  the  principal  minifter  of  the  Palatine  defpot,  and 
tq  the  regency  of  thatbafe  wretch  crowned  with  an  eleftoral' 
mitre,  that  if,  in  the  courfe  of  twenty-four  hours,  the  bank-, 
crs  of  their  matter  at  Frankfort  fhall  not  have  paid  to  the.

4*  That  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  fliall  alfo  be  charge^ 
with  removing  to  the  interior  of  the  Republic,,  all  the  provi- 
fionsand  efFefts  of  value  in  the  great  bailiwicks  of  Lauterecken, 
Kayferflautern,  and  Neuftadt. 

5.  That  this  meafure  be  extended  to  all  the  other  territories  of 
the  German  petty  princes,  nobles,  &c,  erpecially  to  the 
county  of  Falckenftein,  belonging  now  to  the  Emperor, 

6,  That  the  great  bailiwick  of  Gormerflieim  be  immediately 
municipalized,  and  embodied  with  the  diftri<£k  of  Landau. 

y.  That  the  national  vengeance  be  difplaycd  in  fctting  fire  to  all  - 
the  caftles  and  palaces  of  thofe  countries,  to  begin  with  that 
of  the  Eleftor  of  Mentz  at  Worms,  which  has  long  enough 
ferved   a|(  a  fhelter  to  the  infamous  Conde  and  his  accom- 
plices. 


Jteport  on  the  Revolutionary  GovernmentSj  made  in  the  name  of  the 
Committee  of  Public  Safety ^  on  the  31/?  January  I774>  by  Maxi^ 
milian  Kobefpierrem 

Citizens  J  Reprefentatives  of  the  Ptople^ 

SUCCESS,  whilft  it  ferves  Only  to  relax  the  efforts  of  thc 
we^k,  ftii^ulat^  tq  more  a£tive  exertions  n»ea  of  fuperioi;^ 
puads« 
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Be  it  the  tafk  of  hiftory  and  of  Europe  to  boaft  of  the  miraclcg 
of  Toulon — Let  us  prepare  new  triumphs  for  Liberty.  The 
defenders  of  the  Republic  have  adopted  the  maxim  of  Caefar. 
They  believe  that  nothing  is  done  whilft  any  thing  remains  t(tbe 
accomplijhcd.  Sufficient  dangers  ftili  exift  to' excite  our  utmoft 
xeaL  The  valour  of  our  Republican  foldters  renders  it  an  eafy* 
tafk  to  conquer  the  Englifh  and  overcome  traitors;  an  under- 
Taking,  however,  not  lefs  important,  though  more  arduous, 
llill  remains  to  be  accompliflied.  We  muft  fruftrate,  by  an 
unfliaken  energy,  the  perpetual  intrigues  of  all  the  enemies  of 
cur  liberty,  and  render  triumphant  thofe  principles  on  which 
alone  the  public  profperity  can  be  eflDblilhed.  Thefe  are  the 
moft  important  duties  which  you  have  impofed  on  your  com- 
inrttee  of  public  fafety. 

We  will  now,  firft,  explain  xh^  principles  and  the  neceflfty 
of  a  Revolutionary  Government,  and  then  proceed  to  point  out 
the  caufes  which  have  tended  to  ftifle  it  in  its  biith. 

The  theory  of  a  Revolutionary  Government  is  as  new  as  the 
revolution  that  produced  it.  It  would  be  in  vain  to  fearch  for 
it  in  the  books  of  political  writers,  by  whom  it  was  not  fore- 
fcen,  or  in  t;he  laws  of  tyrants,  who,  content  with  abufing, 
are  not  very  folicitous  to  inquire  into  the  legitimacy  of  their 

power. To  the  ariftocracy  alfo   this    word   is   either    the 

ohjdck  of  terror  or  a  fubje6l  for  calumny  ;  to  tyrants  a  high 
offence  ;  to  many  perfons  a  complete  enigma  :  it  is  therefore^ 
j^ceiFary  to  explain  it  to  all,  that  the  good  citizens,  at  leaft,  may 
rally  round  the  ftandard  of  the  public  welfare. 

The  office  of  government  is  to  direfl  the  moral  and  phyfical 
force  of  the  natron  to  tlie  tndi  of  its  i  nil  it  ution.  The  aim  of 
the  conftitutional  government  is  to  preferve  the  Republic :  that 
of  the  revolutionary  government  to  lay  its  foundation*  The 
levolution  is  the  war  of  liberty  againft  its  enemies  ;  the  confti- 
ttUion  is  the  government  of  libertv,  at  once  vi6lorious  and  at 
peace.  The  revolutionary  government  ftands  in  need  of  ex* 
ipaordinnFy  adlivity,  becaufe  it  is  in  a  ftate  of  war*  It  is  fubjeft 
to  lules  lefs  uniform  and  exaft,  becaufe  the  cJrcumftances,  under 
which  it  exifts,  are  unfettled  and  tempeftuous,  and  above  all, 
becaufe  it  is  perpetually  obliged  to  provide  uncommon  and  im- 
mediate refources  for  new  and  preffing  dangers. — Civil  liberty 
occupies  chiefly  the  attention  of  the  conftitutional  government^ 
pHhltc  liberty,  th^t  of  the  revolutionary  government.  Under 
the  conftitutional  government,  almoft  all  that  is  required  is  the 
proteftion  of  individuals  againft  the  public  power;  under  the 
revolutionary  government,  the  public  power  itfelf  is  to  be  de- 
fended againft  all  the  fac^ionrs  that  afiail  it*  The  revolutionary 
gQvernpaent  owe^i  to  good  citizens,  ^1  th§  pratci^ioxi  v»[hich  tho 

imtioa 
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mtloa  can  give ;  the  enemies  of  the  people  have  notliing  to 
cxpedl  from  it  but  death. 

This  is  fufficient  to  explain  the  origin  and  nature  of  thofc 
laws  which  we  call  revolutionary,  Thofe  who  pronounce  thein 
arbitrary  or  tyrannical,  are  eittier  ftupid  or  ohllinate  fophifts, 
who  endeavour  to  confound  things  which  are  oppofite  in  their 
nature. — They  wife  peace  and  war,  health  and  fickncfs  to  be  fub- 
mitted  to  the  fame  rf  gimen  ;  or  rather,  they  defire  only  the  re- 
furre^ion  of  tyranny,  and  the  death  of  their  country^  If  they 
are  clamorous  for  the  literal  execution  of  the  conftitutional 
laws,  it  is  only  to  violate  them  with  impunity.  Thefe  are  the 
cowardly  alfaffius,  who,  to  deftroy  the  Republic  in  its  cradle^  en- 
deavour to  fetter-it  with  vague  maxims,  from  which  they  well 
know  how  to  difengagc  themfelves. 

The  conftitutional  vcffel  has  not  been  conftrufled  to  remain 
always  on  the  ftocks ;  but  would  it  have  been  proper  to  liavc 
launched  it  in  a  ftorm,  arid  un^.cr  the  influence  of  contrary 
winds? — This  was  what  the  tyiar.ts  and  flaves,  who  oppofed 
itsconftrudlion,  wifhed;  the  French  people,  however,  have  di- 
rected you  to  wait  the  return  of  a  calm.  Their  unanimous 
wUhes  drowning,  at  once,  the  clamours  of  ariftocracy  and  of 
federalifm  have  commanded  you,  firtl,  to  deliver  them  from  all 
their  enemies.  The  temples  of  the  gods  are  not  built  to  fervc 
as  an  afylum  for  facrilegifts,  who  come  to  prophane  them; 
nor  was  the  conftitution  framed  to  countenance  the  plots  of  ty- 
rants, who  endeavour  to  deftroy  it. 

If  the  revolutionary  government  be  more  a6live  in  its  career, 
more  free  in  its  movements,  is  itlefsjuft  or  lefs  legal  ?  No! 
It  is  fupported  by  the  moft  facred  of  all  laws — tlie  welfare  of  the 
people;  by  the  moft  irrefragable  of  rights — neceaity.  Its  prin- 
ciples are  founded  on  jufticc  and  public  order :  it  has  nothing  in 
common  with  anarchy  or  confufion ;  on  the  contrary,  its  aiiu 
is  to  reprefs  them,  for  the  purpofe  of  eftablifhing  the  reign  of 
laws — neither  has  it  any  thing  in  common  with  what  is  ar- 
bitrary— it  is  not  direCled  by  particular  paflion,  but  by  the 
public  welfare. 

It  is  its  duty  to  aft  on  general  principles  in  all  cafes  when  they 
can  he  applied  without  endangering  the  public  liberty.  The 
extent  of  its  force  ought  to  be  proportioned  to  the  perndy  ar.d 
audacity  of  the  confpirators.  1  he  more  it  appears  terrible  to 
bad  men,  the  more  will  it  protect  and  favour  the  good.  The 
oftener  we  are  compelled  under.particular  circumftances  to  adopt 
rigorous  meafures,  the  more  cautious  we  fliould  be  to  avoid  fuch 
meafures  when  they  unneceflarily  injure  liberty,  and  are  hurtful 
to  the  interefts  of  individuals,  without  any  advantage  to  the 
public.  We  have  to  ftcer  between  two  rocks — imbecility 
a^d  temerity— moderantifm  and  excefs— moderantifm,  which  is 
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lb  moderation,  what  impotence  is  to  cliaftity— an<i  tttett^  wtiictl 
reiembles  energy  only  as  a  dropiy  refembles  health. 

Tyrants  have  perpetually  endeavoured  to  make  us  return  to 
flavery  by  the  road  of  moderantifm  ;  fometimes  indeed  they 
have  tried  to  accomplifh  their  purpofc  by  driving  us  into  the 
oppofite  path.  The  two  extremes  lead  to  the  fame  point— the 
fupporter  of  each  have  failed.  No  one  refembles  more  the  apoftle 
of  federal ifm  than  the  boifterous  preacher  of  the  Republic  one 
and  indivifible.  The  friend  of  kings  and  the  procureur-gene- 
ral  of  the  human  race  underftand  each  other  extremely  well* 
The  fanatique  covered  with  fcapularies^  and  the  fanatique  who 
preaches  up  atheifm,  very  much  refemble  each  other.  The 
democratic  nobles  ate  the  brothers  of  the  marquifles  at  Coblentz;^ 
and  the  red  caps  are  fometimes  more  nearly  related  to  the  red 
heels  than  might  eafily  be  imagined. 

Here  it  becomes  necefiary  that  the  government  ufe  the  grcateft 
circumfpeftion  ;  for  all  the  enemies  of  the  government  are  on 
the  watch  to  turn  againft  it,  not  only  its  faults,  but  the  wifeft 
of  its  meafures.  If  it  wear  the  appearance  of  what  is  called 
exaggeration,  they  then  endeavour  to  eftablilh  moderantifm 
and  ariftocracy— If  it  purfue  thefe  two  monfters,  they  imme- 
diately ufe  their  utmoft  exertions  to  promote  this  exaggeration* 
It  is  extremely  dangerous  to  leave  them  the  means  of  improperly 
dircdling  the  zeal  of  good  citizens — it  is  ftill  more  dangerous  to 
difcourage  and  perfecute  thofe  citizens  whom  they  have  deceived. 
By  one  of  thefe  errors  the  Republic  might  be  in  danger  of  ex- 
piring in  a  convulfive  ftruggle---by  the  other  it  would  unavoid- 
ably perifli  of  languor.  What  then  are  we  to  do  ?  To  detedl 
the  villainous  contrivers  of  thefe  infamous  plots  ;  to  protcA 
patriotifm  even  in  its  errors  ;  to  enlighten  the  patriots,  and 
without  intermiflion  to  inftruft  the  people  in  their  rights  and  in 
their  duties.^--If  this  be  not  adopted,  all  will  be  loth  If  we 
had  to  chufe  between  the  excefs  of  patriotic  fervour  and  inci  vifm^ 
or  moderantifm,  there  could  be  no  hefitation  in  deciding.  A 
vigorous  body  overloaded  with  juices,  is  certainly  preferable  t& 
a  dead  carcafe.  Above  all,  let  us  take  care  that,  in  wilhing  to- 
cure,  we  do  not  kill,  patriotifm,  Patriotlfm  is,  in  its  nature, 
ardent.  Was  there  ever  a  cold  lover  of  his  country  ?  It  gene- 
rally falls  to  the  lot  of  men  whofe  fimpHcity  renders  them  little 
capable  of  calculating  the  political  confequences  of  a  civic  pro* 
cecding,  by  its  motive.  But  where  is  even  the  enlightened  patriot 
who  \s  not  fometimes  deceived  ?  If  one  admit  that  there  arc 
luoderes  who  are  honeft,  why  ftiould  there  not  cxifl  patriots  who 
are  honeft,  whom  fentiments  that  are  in  themfelves  praifevvorthy, 
have  led  too  far  ? 

If,  ther,  you  regard  as  criminals  all  thbfe,  who  in  a  revolu- 
tionaty  movement  have  paffcd  theexaft  line  traced  out  by  pru- 
dcnce,  you  wiXl  include  in  one  common  profcription  with  the 
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bd  citi£6ns,  all  ttie  natural  friends  of  lit^crj^j  Jovlt  own  friendly 
and  all  the  fupporters  of  the  Republic.  The  crafty  emiflariel 
of  tyranny,  after  having,  deceived  them^  will  themfelves  becomo 
their  accufer^,  aiid  perhaps  their  judges. 

Who  then  will  be  enabled  to  diftinguifh  amidft  fuch  a  rzxietf 
of  (hades  i  Who  then  will  trace  the  line  of  demarcation  between 
fo  many  oppofite  excefles? — The  love  of  our  country  and  df 
virtue.  This  is  what  kings  and  knaves  are  always  endeavouring 
to  efface.  They  wi(h  to  have  nothing  to  do  either  with  reaifoii 
Qv  With  truth. 

In  {hewing  what  are  the  duties  of  a  revolutionary  government 
We  have  pointed  out  the  rocks  on  which  it  mifi;ht  fpHt*  The 
greater  its  powtr,  the  more  neceflary  it  is  that  it  fliould  be  di-> 
re&ed  bv  honefty  and  integrity.  The  moment  it  falls  into  bacl 
liadds,  liberty  will  be  loft ;  its  name  will  become  the  pretext 
and  the  excufe  for  even  a  counter-revolution  ;  its  a£kion  will  be 
that  of  a  violent  poifon* 

The  confidence^  indeed,  of  the  French  people  is  attached 
inore  tb  th^  chaira£ter  which  has  been  difplayfed  by  the  Gonrea* 
tioti,  than  all  the  inftitution  itfelf. 

In  placing  fo  much  power  in  your  han^s  they  ejLpe&  that 
ydur  government  will  be  as  benencial  to  the  patriots  as  terrible 
to  the  enemies  of  the  country^  They  expe£l  that  you  will4i(« 
piay  at  the  fame  time,  the  courage  and  poliey" neccfiary  for  dc* 
ftroying  them,  and  above  all,  for  promoting  among  yourfelves^ 
that  union  v^hich  is  neceflary  for  jfulfilling  the  important  duties 
which  havcj  been  allotted  to  you. 

The  foundiatioh  of  the  French  Republic  was  not  the  fport  of 
a  thild.  It  is  neither  the  offspring  of  caprice,  nor  the  accidental 
tefult  df  a  coUifion  of  all  the  various  aims  of  individuals^  or 
of  all  the  revolutionary  elements.  Wifdbm  as  well  as  power 
prelided  at  the  creation  of  the  univerfe* 

In  iitipofihg  upon  mfeinbers  taken  from  your  own  bofomi  the 
noble  tafk  of 'watching  over  and  guarding  the  interefts  of  the 
country,  you  have  alfo  impofcd  on  yourfelvcs  the  duty  of  lend' 
ing  them  all  your  fupport  and  all  your  confidence.  . 

If  the"  revolutionary  government  be  not  feconded  by  the 
fenergy,  by  the  wifdom,  by  the  patriotifm^  by  the  juftice  of  all 
the  reprelentatives  of  the  people,  how  can  it  poflcfs  a  force  of 
re-a6lioh,  proportioned  to  the  efforts  of  all  Europe  by  whom 
it  is  attacked,  and  of  all  the  enemies  of  liberty  who  oopofe  it 
at  t\ety  point  P  Milerable  indeed  will  be  our  fituation  if  we  at- 
tend to  the  perfidious  infinuations  of  our  enemies,  who,  unable 
to  t'ohquer,  feek  oiily  to  divide  us;  if  inftead  of  adding  ftrengtlx 
to,  we  brfeak  the  bond^  of  our  union;  if  truth  and  the  welfare 
of  the  country  he  fuperfeded  by  private  intereft  and  offended 
Vanity!  let  our  feuls  be  elevated  to  thcfummlt  of  tepMbWc^W

virtues^  and  the  examples  of  antiquity. — ^Themiftoclcs  poSeSki 
greater  talents  than  the  Lacederaoniat>  general,  who  commanded 
the  Grecian  fleet ;  yet,  when  the  latter,  as  an  anfwer  to  fome 
connfel  neceflTary  for  faving  the  countryj^  raifed  his  ftick  to 
ftrike  hira,  Themiftocles  contented  himfelf  with  replying, 
^*  ftrike,  but  hear  ;"  and  Greece  triumphed  over  the  tyrant  of 
]Afia,  Scipio,  after  having  conquered  Hannibal  and  Carthage, 
rendered  himfelf  glorious  by  ferving  under  the  command  of  his 
enemy.  O  virtue!  How  much  beneath  thee  is  all  the  pride  of 
little  minds  ?  O  virtue !  art  thou  lefs  neceflTary  in  founding  a  re- 
public, than  in  governing  it  when  at  peace  ?  O  ray  country  !  haft 
thou  lefs  command  over  the  reprefentatives  of  the  French  pco* 
pie,  than  Greece  and  Rome  poflefled  over  their  generals  ?  WJiat 
do  I  fay  ?  4f  amongft  us  the  funftions  of  the  revolutionary  go- 
vernment he  no  longer  confidered  as  duties,  but  objedls  of  am- 
bition— the  Republic  already  is  no  more. 

The  authority  of  the  Convention  fhould  be  refpecSled  by  all 
Europe.  To  degrade  it,  to  deftroy  it,  the  tyrants  have  laviflied 
all  their  refources;  it  is  neceflary  that  the  Convention  refolutcly 
prefer  its  own  government  to  the  cabinet  of  London. — The 
moment  the  Convention  ceafes  to  govern,  tyrants  will  begin  to 
reign.  What  advantages  have  they  not  had  in  this  war  of  art 
and  corruption  made  againft  the  Republic  ?  All  the  vices  have 
fought  under  their  banners,  whilft  the  virtues  only  have  com- 
bated for  the  Republic.  The  virtues  are  fimple,  modeft,  poor, 
often  ignorant,  and  foraetimes  rude  :  they  are  the  portion  of  the 
unfortunate;  the  patrimony  of  the  people.  The  vices  are  fur- 
rounded  with  abundance,  decorated  with  all  the  enchantments 
of  delufion,  and  all  the  allurements  of  pleafure,  and  prote6ked 
liy  thofc  dangerous  talents  which  are  devoted  to  the  caufe  of 
criminality. 

With  what  utility  do  the  tyrants  turn  againft  us,  not  only  our 
foibles  and  our  paflions,  but  even  our  patriotifm  itfelf.  How 
rapidly  will  thofe  feeds  of  divifion  which  they  are  perpetually 
throwing  amongft  us,  ripen  into  maturity,  if  we  Jo  not  haften 
to  check  them  !  Five  years  of  treafon  and  of  tyranny,  too 
much  credulity,  want  of  forefight  and  pufillanimity,  have  en- 
abled Auftrla,  England,  Ruflia,  Pruffia,  and  Italy,  to  eftablilh  a 
fecret  government  in  France  in  oppofition  to  our  own.  They 
have  their  committees,  their  treafurefs,  their  agents.  This 
government  acquires  the  force,  of  which  we  deprive  our  own  ; 
it  poflicflTes  that  unanimity  which  we  have  too  long  wanted,  that 
policy  which  we  have  hitherto  thought  ufelefs,  and  that  harmony 
pf  which  we  have  not  always  been  convinced  of  the  neceflity. 

Foreign  courts,  too,  have  for  a  long  time  paft,  vomited 
forth  on  France  all  the  able  villains  whom  they  keep  in  their 
pay.     Their   agents  infcft  our  armies;   the   vidory   even  at 
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Toulop  is  a  proof  of  it ;  all  the  braverv  of  our  foldiers,  all 
the  fidelity  of  our  generals,  all  the  heroilm  of  the  reprefenta^ 
tives  of  the  people^  are  neceilary  to  trtucpph  over  treaibo* 
They  debate  in  bur  aflemblies ;  they  introduce  themfelves  into 
our  clubs  ;  they  have  bcficgcd  even  the  fandtuary  of  the  national 
reprefentation  ;  they  dired,  and  eternally  will  direft^  the  coun- 
ter-revolution on  the  fame  plan. 

They  perpetually  furround  us,  dive  into  our  fecrets,  flatter 
our  paffions,  endeavour  to  learn  our  opinions,  and  then  make 
ufe  of  our  rcfolutionsasan  engine  againft  us.  Are  you  timid?  they 
praife  your  prudence.  Are  you  prudent  ?  they  accufe  you  of  timi- 
dity.— Your  courage  they  call  temerity — your  juftice  cruelty* 
Take  ^o  notice  of  them,  and  they  confpire  publicly,  threaten 
them,  and  they  plot  in  fccret,  and  under  the  malk  of  patriotifm. 
One  day  they  afladinate  the  defenders  of  liberty ;  the  next  they 
mix  with  the  funeral  proccflion,  and  rcqueft  for  them  divins 
honours,  whilft  they  only  watch  for  an  occafion  to  commit  fimi- 
lar  murders. — Are  the  flames  of  a  civil  war  to  be  kindled? — thefe 
men  are  ready  to  preach  up  all  the  follies  of  fuperftition.  Is  th« 
war  likely  to  be  extinguifhed  by  the  blood  of  Frenchmen? 
They  inftantly  abjure  their  priefthood'  and  their  gods  to  re- 
kindle it. 

We  have  feen  the  Englifli  and  the  Pruflians,  in  our  towns  and 
in  our  villages,  jpubliihing  ridiculous  do6trines  in  the  name  of 
the  Convention.  We  have  feen  priefts  place  themfelves  at  tho 
head  of  a  colledlion  of  rebels,  of  whofe  condudl  religion  was 
either  the  motive  or  the  pretext.  Many  patriots,  who  have 
been  induced  to  commit  afts  of  impru (fence,  merely  by  the 
hatred  they  bear  to  fanaticifm,  have  already  been  aflaflinated. 
In  many  parts  of  the  country  much  blood  has  been  already  Ihed 
on  account  of  thefe  deteftable  broils,  as  if  we  had  more  than 
what  is  neceflary  to  fight  againft  the  enemies  of  Europe.  O 
fhame  !  O  feeblenefs  of  human  reafon !  a  great  nation  has  been 
made  the  fport  of  fome  of  the  moft  deteftable  lackies  of  tyranny ! 
Foreigners  have  hitherto  appeared  to  decide  on  the  public  tran- 
quillity.— Money  has  circulated  and  difappeared  at  their  plea- 
fure.  If  it  thought  fit  the  people  had  bread,  if  not,  they  were 
deprived  of  it.  At  their  fignal,  mobs  round  the  doors  of  the 
bakers  were  either  collefted  or  difperfed.  They  furround  us 
with  their  Jicairesy  and  with  their  fpies ;  we  know  this — we  fee 
it ;  and  ftill  they  live  1  The  axe  of  the  law,  it  appears,  cannot 
touch  themr  At  prefent  it  is  more  difficult  to  punifli,  even  a 
grand  confpirator,  than  to  fnatch  a  friend  of  liberty  from  the 
hands  of  calumny.  Scarcely  have  we  denounced  thofe  excefles 
falfely  attributed  to  philofophy — provoked  by  the  enemies  of 
France.  Scarcely  has  patriotifm  pronounced  in  the  tribune  the 
word  ultra  revoltttionaire^  whic^  denotes  theiPi  when  th«tm- 
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ttors  of  Ljons  and  all  the  adherents  of  tyranny  h^ft^n  t^  applf 
it  to  thofe  warm  an4  generous  patriots,  who  have  avenge4  th« 
l^ople  and  the  laws.  On  the  qm  b^nd  they  renew  the  q14  fyf- 
tern  of  perfecution  ag^inft  the  friends  of  the  Republic ;  on  the 
pther,  they  invoke  our  indulgence  in  favour  qf  villains  covered 
with  the  blood  of  their  country. 

Theie  crimeSi  neverthelefs,  increafe :  thi$  infamous  bai^d  of 
foreign  emiiTaries  is  daily  recruited — l^rance  is  overrrun  with 
them — they  are  perpetually  lying  in  wait  for  a  moment  favoura* 
ble  to  their  defigns.  They  intrencn  themfelves,  they  are  cantoned 
in  the  very  heart  of  the  nation  ;  they  throw  up  new  redoubt$| 
new  counter-revolutionary  batteries,  whilft  the  tyrants,  whQ 
fupport  them,  raife  new  armies.     Yes  !  thefe  perfidlQus  eipiifa* 
ries  who  mix  with  us,  who  carefs  us,  are  only  the  brothers— the 
accomplices  of  thofe  ferocious  fatellites,  who  deftroy  our  harr 
veils,  who  have  taken  pofieflion  of  our  towns  and  ^f  pur  fliip^« 
which  have  been  bought  by  their  mailers;  who  o^fiflacre  th^ 
patriots,  who  butcher  without  reraorfe,  the  prifoners,  o^r  wives^i 
and  children,  and  the  reputation  of  the  French  people.     But 
Vrhat  do  I  fay  ?  The  monfters  who  have  committed  thefe  crimes 
are  athoufandtimes  lefs  atrocious  than  thefe  vile  wretches  who 
fccretly  prey  upon  our  vitals — and  yet  thefe  mcnjive,  andcon- 
fpire  againft  us  with  impunity  !  They  only  wait  for  leaders  to 
fatly  them  whomthpy  feek  amongft  yoqrfelves — their  principal 
6bje£l:  is  to  crcatp  difllenfions — this  fatal  ftruggle  woMid  wfe  the 
hopes  of  ariftocracy,  would  renew  the  plots  of  the  fcderalifts ;  it 
would  avenge  the  Girondine  faftion,  who  have  been  puniihed  for 
their  crimes ;  for  it  is  the  Mountain,  or  rather  the  Conventions 
whom  they  attack  in  endeavouring  to  divide  it,  and  impede  it^ 
operations*.   Wcmake  war  only  againft  the  Englifb,  the  Pruffi- 
ans,the  Auftrians,  and  their  accomplices.  It  is  in  exterminating 
^hem  that  we  reply  to  our  accufers — We  know  no  hatred  but  to 
the  enemies  of  our  country*     It  is  not  to  the  hearts  of  patriots 
^nd  of  the  unfortunate  that  we  wifh  to  carry  terror ;  but  to  the 
haunts  of  foreign  brigands,  where  they  divide  thpir  fpoil  and 
drink  the  bloo4  of  Frenchmen- 

The  committee  has  obferved  that  the  law  is  not  fufficientJy 
aftive  in  punifl^ing  the  chief  culprits — foreigners,  the  well- 
fenown  agents  of  thecoalefced  kings;  generals  ftained  with  the 
tlood  of  the  French,  the  accomplices  of  Dumourier,  of  Cuf- 
tine,  and  of  Lamarliere,  have  been  long  in  a  ftata  of  arreft,  and 
have  not  yet  been  trjec).  The  punifliment  of  a  thoufand  ohfcure 
criminals  is  not  half  fo  ufeful  to  liberty  as  that  of  ope  of  the 
chiefs  of  the  confpirators.  The  members  of  the  revolutionary 
tribunal,  wl^ofe  equity,  and  whofep^triotifm,  have  generally  de- 
ferved  our  praife^  have  themfeiv^s  in4icated  to  the  committee  of 

f^W9  Welfare,  the  Pjvifcs  which  have  fetterfd  tb^k  prwe^ingsj 
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(md  we  have  moYcd  for  the  reform  of  4  law,  which  the  critical 
pe(iQ4  at  which  it  was  made,  rendered  neceflhry.  We  propofe 
to  you  to  authorife  the  committee  to  lay  before  you  fome  aU 
teratiQn$  on  this  head,  which'  will  tend  eaualiy  to  favour  the 
innaeent,  and  bring  to  punifhuient  the  guilty. 

We  propofe  to  you  to  haften  the  judgment  of  foreigners, 
and  of  thofe  generals  who  have  confpired  with  the  tyrants  who 
0iake  war  againft  us.  To  render  ourieives  terrible  to  the  ene* 
mies  of  our  country  is  not  fufficient— we  muft  preferve  its  de- 
^^ders:  we  therefore  intreat  you  to  form  fome  plan  for  the  relief 
pf  thofe  who  have  fought  and  fuffered  in  the  caufe  of  liberty. 

The  French  army  is  not  only  the  terror  of  its  enemies — it  it 
the  glory  of  the  nation  and  of  humanity.  In  marching  to  vic-r 
\QVjf  our  brave  warriors  cry  Vive  la  RepuWique — in  tailing 
under  the  fwordof  the  enemy,  their  cry  is  Vive  la  Rcpublique. 
Their  laft  words  are  hymns  to  liberty,  and  their  departing  fighs 
%X^f  prayers  for  the  country's  welfare* 

If  our  generals  had  imitated  our  foldiers,  Europe  would,  long 
Slice,  have  been  conquered. — The  provifion  made  for  the  de- 
fenders of  the  country  have  appeared  to  us  to  be  too  fmall ;  we 
beliietve,  that  without  inconvenience  they  may  be  increafed  one 
third.  The  immenfe  refources  of  the  Republic  will  permit  it* 
r~The  country  demands  it. 

It  appears  alfo  to  us  that  the  wounded  foldiers,  and  the  wives 
^d  children  of  thofe  who  have  died  for  their  country,  experi- 
ence the  formalities  of  the  law,  many  difficulties  which  prevent 
their  receiving  all  the  advantages  which  it  intended  they  (hould 
enjoy. 

To  remedy  this  inconvenience  we  think  it  will  he  proper  to 
allot  them  official  counfel  to  enable  them  more  eaiily  to  ob- 
tain their  rights. 


Report  made  by  B*  Barrere^  on  the  ift  of  February^  I794>  ^'^  '** 
Name  of  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety y  to  the  National  Con-- 
vention  of  France y  on  the  NcceJJity  of  augj^enting  the  Fabrication 
of  Arms y  Salt'petrey  and  Powder  <,  in  order  to  increafe  fuddenly 
and  in  a  vaji  Proportion^  the  Means  which  the  Republic  employs 
for  its  Defence^  and  the  Extermination  of  its  Enemies. 

OUR  land  forces  have  made  a  glorious  campaign ;  and  our 
naval  force  will  procure  us  an  honourable  peace.  Peace 
has  been  talked  of;  you  have  been  told  that  you  mean  to  fub- 
jedk  the  Englifli  people  to  your  meafures;  that  you  intend  to 
tranfport  Paris  to  London.  Why  will  you  lavifti  fo  much 
French  blood  ?  The  confederate  powers  fuc  for  peace.  You 
wifti  10  dethrone  all  kings — Dq  you  wife  it  for  the  purpofe  of 
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undoing  the  revolution,  or,  at  leaft,  in  order  to  retard  its 
beneficial  confequences  ?  This  is  the  common  language  of  the 
moderates  ! 

The  committee  prepare  a  terrible  war,  with  the  only  view 
of  obtaining  a  folid  peace.  You  dcfire  peace;  the  leagued 
kings  do  the  fame;  but  mark  at  what  price!  A  diplomatic 
agent  in  a  neutral  country  faid  the  other  day,  **  The  confederate 
powers  are  willing,  provijionallyy  to  acknowledge  the  French 
republic,"  {Burjis  of  laughter) — Well,  let  us  provijtonaliy  de- 
ftroy  all  tyrannical  governments.  [Applauded,)  Do  you 
know  what  the  coalefced  kings  are  propofing  to  you  ?  A 
ceflation  of  holHlities  for  two  years.  ('*  iVo  cejfation  of  hoJiU 
litiesT^  was  the  general  cry*)  They  offer  you  a  two  years  ar- 
miilicc,  for  the  purpofe  of  eftablifliing  among  you  New  Vcndeesj 
?n  order  to  recover  their  exhaufted  ftrength,  to  carry  off  your 
inerchandize,  to  infe6h  the  popular  focieties  by  their  agents; 
to  ftir  up  new  confpiracies  among  you;  pertidioufly  to  take 
from  you  your  arms,  your  provifions,  and  to  give  you  at  laft 
fome  royal  fcoundrel  for  a  mafter.  This  is  the  ceffation  of 
hoftilities  which  is  offered  you ;  at  the  term  of  its  expiration, 
they  will  grant  you  peace,  they  fay  ;  and  this  peace  is  to  be 
ratified  by  the  French  people.  Can  it  be  forgotten,  that  a 
faSion,  whofe  intention  it  was  to  deftroy  liberty  by  this 
means,  made  fimilar  propofals. 

The  French  people  defired  peace ;  but  an  honourable  peace, 
a  peace  fuch  as  we  (hall  be  ready  to  fign.  The  tyrants  offer 
you  peace,  becaufe  they  have  neither  money  nor  foldiers.  A 
ncgociator  faid  lately  in  Switzerland,  '*  but  fuppofe  it  was  in- 
tended to  talk  of  peace,  to  whom  in  France  fliould  an  applica- 
tion of  that  kind  be  addreffed?" — **  To  whom  ?  This  is  not 
di£5cult  to  be  determined,"  anfwered  the  national  agent;  *'  we 
have  a  hundred  thoufand  negociators  at  the'army  of  the  Rhine  ; 
a  hundred  thoufand  in  the  fouth ;  as  many  at  the  northern 
army,"     [Burjls  ofapplaufe.) 

.  Why  ihould  tlie  French  people  not  afl:  as  Rome  did?  Why 
Ihould  we  not  furround  all  kings  with  the  famous  circle  of 
Popilius?  If  the  Britifli  people  wifli  for  peace,  wliy  do  they 
not  fpeedily  detach  themfelves  from  tlieir  infernal  and  dei'potic 
government  ?  Let  them  ceafe  to  behave  like  flaves,  and  we 
will  grant  them  peace.  The  kings,  we  are  told,  demand  peace 
/—but  what  have  thefe  defpots  hitherto  done  to  obtain  it  ? — - 
Have  they  cealed  to  provoke  the  neutral  governments  againft 
us,  and  to  dire£l  their  perfidious  manoeuvres  againft  a  free 
people  ?     Arms  and  gun-powder  muft  alone  procure  us  peace. 

After  ftating  that  the  two  great  objcdts  of  the  report  was  to 
produce  an  extiaordinary  fabrication  of  arms  and  of  powder, 
and  that  thofe  objefts  could  not  be  accompliihed  by  the  adop- 

tioA

tion  of  the  old  fy^ftetn,   Barrere  proceeded  to  ftate  that  the 
committee  had  made    Paris  the  center  for  the  extraordinary 
fabrication  of  arms.     **  It  is  but  fitting,"  he  exclaimed,  "  that 
that  city,  which  faw  a  tyrant  perilh,  Ihould  forge  the  thaa 
derbolt  that  is  to  ftrike  to  the  earth  ail  other  tyrants.'* 

Barrere  then  gave  an  account  by  which  it  ap[>ears,  that 
300  forges  have  been  eftablifhed  at  Paris,  that  the  three  great 
arfenals  contained  more  than  500  workmen  employed  in  mak* 
ing  guns; — that  680  firelocks  are  made  every  day,  and  that  it 
is  expected  that  this  number  will  foon  be  increafed  to  looo. 
That,  in  the  departments,  forges  have  been  eftaklilhed  for  the 
fabrication  of  guns,  fwords,  and  bayonets.  For  carting  can- 
non, there  are  fifteen  founderies  at  Paris — under  the  old  go- 
vernment, there  were  only  two.  Thefe  fifteen  founderies 
cad  1,100  pieces  of  brafs  cannon  a  month.  1  here  are  befides 
two  founderies  for  iron  cannon. 

With  refpeft  to  the  making  of  falt-pctre  and  gunpowder, 
the  report  gives  the  following  account : 

Refearches  have  been  made  with  the  greateft  induftry  for 
fuch  places  as  were  moft  likely  to  afford  falt-petre.  Enlight- 
ened commiflioners  and  celebrated  chymifts  were  fent  into  the 
departments  of  the  Indre  and  the  Loire,  always  famous  for  its 
richnefs  in  falt-petre,  but  never  yet  properly  and  in  a  revo- 
lutioiiary  manner  explored.  Complete  fuccefs  has  attended 
the  endeavours  of  thefe  men.  The  department  of  Vauclufc 
has  alfo  furni/hed  a  confiderable  quantity  of  this  valuable  com- 
modity. The  ftrong  cailles,  thofe  feudal  faftnefles,  that  were 
ordered  to  be  demolifhed,  attradted  next  the  attention  of  your 
committee.^ — Nature  there  had  fecretly  regained  her  rights, 
and  had  produced  falt-petre  for  the  purpofe,  as  it  ihould  feem, 
of  facilitating  the  execution  of  your  decree,  by  preparing  the, 
means  of  deftrucSlion. — From  thefe  ruins  which  ftill  frown  on 
the  liberties  of  the  Republic,  we  have  ext rafted  the  means  of 
producing  good ;  and  thofe  piles  which  have  hitherto  glutted 
the  pride  of  defpots,  and  covered  the  plots  of  La  Vendee,  will 
foon  furnifli  wherewithal  to  tame  the  traitors — and  to  over- 
whelm the  difaffefted.  The  rebellious  cities  have  alfo  afforded 
a  large  quantity  otlalt-petre  — Commune  Affranchie,  and  port 
de  la  Montagne,  will  pay  a  fecond  tribute  to  our  artillery. 

Soon  after  we  had  fixed  our  attention  on  this  fubjeft,  our 
ideas  experienced  a  confiderable  degree  of  extenfion.— Tliat 
revolutionary  genius  which  produces,  in  a  few  days,  effefts 
which  are  fcarce  produced  in  years  under  the  filence  and  ilu- 
pidity  of  defpotic  or  ariltocratic  governments — that  revolu- 
tionary genius  whofe  movements  are  fo  a^live — which  concen- 
trates years  aod  ages,  created  in  a  moment,  new  means  fupe- 
rior  to  all  thofe  which  had  hitherto  been  adopt«d— that  rc- 
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•  •  ■ 

Vointionary  gehius  fpbte,  arid  kht  earth  ithmcdiatfely  furrttl- 
tiered  this  terrible  and  deftruftiv^e  article,  which  Hit  had 
hitherto  concealed  in  her  bofom. 

According  to  the  old  method,  it  was  difficult  to  obtain  as 
much  powder  as  was  ncceflary— ^ — ^Complicated  and  difficult 
machines  were  wanted,  and  the  fabrication  was  of  courfe  flow. 
Proper  fituations  Were  to  be  found  on  the  bahks  of  riVers, 
iand  a  favourable  feafon  was  requifite  to  fpread  and  dry  the 
powd6r  for  fix  weeks — A  dangerous  mechanifm  was  ufed,  and 
&  fingle  accident  might  facrifice  the  lives  of  feveral  valuabk 
citizens!  '  - 

Inftead,  therefore,  of  employing  fuch  ingenious,  though 
dangerous  machines,  we  endeavoured  to  finit>lify  the  means, 
and  to  adopt  fuch  a  mode  as  fliould  not  reduce  Us  to  the  nc- 
ceflity  of  having  recourfe  to  mechanics. 

New  means,  as  fimple  as  they  are  excellent,  have  put  us  in 
a  condition  to  re-produce  powder  at  all  times,  in  all  feafons, 
and  in  all  places, — Each  day  will  furnifli  a  certain  quantity 
properly  prepared,  and  of  a  good  quality. 

An  anecdote  not  well  known,  has  for  a  long  while  |)rbved 
the  poffibility  of  producing  this  article. 

La  Bourdonnaye,  while  in  the  Baftile,  let  off  a  piftol  in 
his  dungeon  before  the  keeper  : — ^The  keeper  was  aftoniflied. — - 
*'  See  !  (exclaimed  La  Bourdonnaye)  **  the  manner  in  which 
1  am  armed,  and  how  eafily  I  could  put  an  end  to  my  ex- 
ift^nce ! — 1  have  fcraped  falt-petre  from  the  walls  of  my 
dungeon — my  fire  afforded  me  charcoal — my  matches  brim- 
ilone: — my  pewter  fpoon  furnilhes  me  with  balls,  and  a  golden 
tweezer  can  be  converted  into  a  piftol !" 

A  few  days  were  fufficient  to  complete  this  difcovery,  and, 
to  Conftitute  it  into  :tn  art. — Every  thing  is  fimplified-^^and 
Adw,  this  revolutionary  nitre,  the  refining  of  which  formerly 
btcupied  at  leaft  fix  weeks,  is  refined  in  a  few  days. 

Charcoal  and  brimftone  are  already  colle£led. 

Pot-afh,  fo  neceffary  to  the  purifying  falt-petre,  will  be  alfo 
procured,  notwithftanding  our  enemies  endeavour  to  deprive^ 
tis  of  it — Befides,  the  quantity  which  we  have  taken,  and 
ftill  continue  to  take  from  them,  all  the  departments  are  in  a 
ftate  ot  requifition  to  furnifli  it.  The  forefts,  thofe  retreats 
itii  faftneffes  of  the  rebels  of  La  Vendee,  will  be  converted  into 
j>bt-afli,  and  the  infulted  and  poifoned  foil,  thus  purified  by 
fire,  will  yield  at  the  fame  time  abundance  of  this  precious 
rait. 

Eighteen  infpeftors  have  been  fent  into  the  different  de« 
part  men  rs. 

Mineralogifts  have  alfo  been  fent  to  examine  all  the  mineral 
ibaterialsj  (mcrtals,  fahs,  brimftone;  charcoal)   which  the  be- 
nignant 
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kignant  hand  of  nature  holds  forth  to  the  defenders  of  ti^t 
berty  ! 

(After    fuggcfting  that  every  houfe  which   had   fumilhed 
-lalt-petre  fhouid  be    honoured   with  a  civic  infcription,  the 
report  proceeds  in  the  fol lowing  manner  :J 

Nature  feems  to  have  forefeen  that  France  would  become 
the  fruitful  foil  of  liberty.  She  has  made  her  rich  in  all 
thofe  articles  which  are  neceflary  to  dellroy  tyrants.  Religion 
procured  for  her  the  precious  metals — fuperftition  afforded  her 
bells  of  brafs — nature  has  been  prodigal  iri  mines  of  copper  ana 
iron,  and  more  than  a  million  pounds  of  falt-petre  remain  in 
the  peaceful  habitations  of  the  citizens. — Each  pollefles  this 
natural  mean  of  defence  in  the  fame  manner  as  each  poflefles 
the  innate  love  6f  liberty. 

'  (Barrere  now  mentioned  the  names  of  the  fedtions  employed 
in  colle6ting  falt-pctre,  and  recommended  the  greateft  activity 
to  all  citizens.) 

Twenty-four  millions  of  pounds  of  powder  were  wanted 
for  the  approaching  campaign.  The  Republic  exprefl*ed  he^ 
wants,  and  they  were  immediately  fupplied.  Twenty-four 
millions  of  pounds  have  been  procured. 

Let  thofp  barbarous  foreigners,  who  bombard  our  cities^  feC 
£re  to  our  depots^  and  blow  up  our  magazines  of  powder.— • 
From  the  aHies  of  the  burnt  cities  and  magazines  we  (hall  be 
able  to  procure  materials  for  fupplying  immediately  the  lofs. 

Methinks  I  hear  the  yell  of  thofe  incorrigible  beings  whd 
depreciate  all  proje6ls  which  are  founded  on  principles  adverfc 
to  the  common  routine  of  avSlion.-— I  hear  them  declare,  and 
their  hypocritical  and  venal  partifans  repeat,  that  we  are  in 
want  of  powder.  Let  them  be  llruck  dumb  by  the  following 
intelligence: — That  the  new  meafutes  which  we  propofe,  are 
only  fupplements  to  thofe  wants  which  have  been  fupplied, 
and  that  we  are  now  in  fuch  a  fituation  as  to  have  nothing  to 
fear  on  this  fubjetS. 

The  defeat  of 'all  old  fy  items  is,  that  they  cirCumfcribe  the 
energies  of  man,  and  affe£t  to  confine  the  powers  of  the  human 
mind  within  given  and  defined  limits. —  Thefe  new  fyftems, 
however,  which  we  have  founded,  allow  to  the  human  race 
the  unbounded  ufe  of  their  faculties;  and  if  the  revolution  of 
France  had  produced  no  other  good  than  this  folitary  one,  that 
it  has  carried  the  mind  into  regions  untrodden  before,  and 
4^1evated  it  to  a  height  which  it  never  before  attained,  the 
univerfe,  I  fay,  would  ftill  be  indebted  to  us  for  this  great 
event. 

Who  is  ignorant  of  the  means  which  our  enemies  ufe  to 
attack  us  internally,  by  endeavouring  to  create  a  famine,  by 
forging  our  jiffignats,  by  checking  the  operations  in  our  ifQiUt

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ifl  <Maf  manufa£tur€S,  in  our  agricultures^  and  id  the  fafbrlca-' 
tion  of  arms  and  of  gunpowder  } 

Who  does  not  know,  that  in  1744,  France,  in  the  midft  of 
the  moft  brilliant  fucceiTes,  was  forced  to  make  peace  on  ac-* 
count  of  the  want  of  gunpowder  ?  To  that  fame  condition 
Ivould  our  enemies  reduce  us  now. 

It  belongs  then  to  the  French  Republic,  and  to  the  national 
teprefentatives,  to  adopt  thofe  new  meafures  which  your  com- 
mittee has  ordered  me  to  propofe. 

Let  the  defpots  of  Europe,  royillzed  and  degraded  as  they 
are,  put  their  flaves  in  a  ftate  of  requifition.  Let  them  con- 
vert /^^rr/^^^/W/y  the  houfes  of  the  citizens  into  fliops  for  the 
Cxtroftion  of  nitre.  Let  them  transform  the  beings,  whom  they 
call  their  fubjefts,  into  colleftors  of  falt-petre,  and  let  them 
force  them  to  forge  their  own  arms.  Let  the  proud  potentates, 
beaten  at  Toulon,  Landau,  Worms,  Maubeuge,  and  Dunkirk^ 
revolutionife  their  beloved  and  faithful  vaflals,  and  let  them  con- 
tinue to  reprefent  France  as  a  nation  of  favages,  a  den  of  rob- 
"bers,  a  horde  of  atheifls. 

Thefe  atheifts  truft  in  God,  the  proteflor  of  liberty,  and  in 
thofe  priefts  who  caft  cannon,  forge  firelocks,  and  make  gun- 
powder.— Thefe  robbers,  armed  with  the  revolutionary  energy^ 
will  fnatch  from  them  thofe  fuperftitious  crooks  with  which 
they  delude  and  domineer  over  men,  as  if  they  were  vile  flocks 
— This  nation  of  favages  rears  monuments  to  liberty,  colledts 
i)recious  works  in  immenfe  libraries,  reanimates  and  republi* 
canifes  theatres,  beftows  rewards  on  artifts,  rebuilds  the  fincft 
edifice  in  the  world,  cuts  one  hundred  canals,  reftores  to  free 
navigation  large  rivers,  and  confecrates  the  art  of  chymiftry, 
which  has  increafed  one  hundred  fold  the  nieans  of  making 
gunpowder,  and  of  overwhelming  kings^  It  is  a  volcano 
newly  difcovered,  a  volcano  under  the  feet  of  tyrants  and  their 
fatelHtes,  fet  fire  to  by  Republicans. 

The  will  and  the  power  of  a  great  people  exceed  what  has 
hitherto  been  conceived  or  executed — Nature,  the  mother  of 
liberty,  has  furniflied  us  even  to  prodigality  with  every  thing 
neceffary  for  our  nourifhment,  our  improvement,  and  our  de- 
fence— It  only  l>elongs  to  us  to  fecond  her  efforts. 

[We  omit  an  uninterefting  detail  relative  to  the  carting  of 
cannon,  and  the  melting  of  balls  and  bullets.] 

It  only  remains  for  me  now  to  mention  the  organization 
of  the  national  committee  of  arms  and  gunpowder.  This  orga- 
nization is  propofed  to  be  fimilar  to  that  of  the  committee  of 
fubfiftence  and  provifions  :  its  facility  of  adtion  will  be  greater, 
becaufe  it  will  pofTefs  eflahlifhments  already  formed,  manufac- 
tories and  founderies  in  full  a£livity,  and  a  fabrication  which  it 
will  only  be  neceffary  to  watch  over;  to  accelerate  and  increafe. 

Its 
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Irs  fun&ions  are  pointed  out  in  the  decree  which  I  ih^ill  fub^ 
mit  to  you :  it  will  poflefs  the  right  of  requifition,  in  order  toi 
prevent  any  individual  from  checking  the  zeal  of  the  defen- 
ders of  liberty,  and  from  placing  limits  to  the  exertions  of  the 
Republic. 

Can  we  forget  the  fltuation  of  the  public  fpirit  and  tho 
principles  of  our  democracy  ?  jtll  Frenchmen  are  foldiers—pri'' 
vate  property  may  be  applied  to  the  public  ufe — Enjoyments  arc  net 
longer  individual f  they  are  collected  into  a  mafsm  ^ 

It  is  only  with  principles  as  ancient  as  the  ftate  of  fociety 
and  the  rights  of  nature,  that  the  Republic  prefents  herfelf 
before  royalixed  Europe,  to  announce  to  her  a  war  of  as  long 
continuance  as  the  injuftice  of  tyrants.  The  Republic  caa 
alone  continue  the  war  at  will.  She  can  alone  lend  forth 
from  her  bofom  at  the  .opening  of  each  campaign  1,200,000 
men  in  arms*  A  territory  worth  fifty  thoufand  millions  is 
mortgaged  in  defence  of  liberty.  The  thoughts,  the  induftry^ 
the  courage  of  twenty  feven  millions  of  men  are  united  in  de*^ 
fence  of  the  Republic.  The  fabrication  of  aflignats  on  the  ter« 
ritories  of  the  nation  is  more  produ6live  than  the  mines  which 
the  barbarous  Spaniards  have  torn  from  South  America. 

Already  are  the  defpots  exhaufted  of  their  men  and  money-— 
The  coalition  will  foon  degenerate  into  quarrels  and  difcon^* 
tent,  and  will  thus  fall  afunder  '■  At  ■  a  fevere 

account  will  foon  be  demanded  on  the  war  of  the  coalefced 
powers* 

Whatever  be  the  projefis  or  the  means  of  the fe  powers,  our 
political  fyftem   is  founded   on   thefe  maxims— T  o  defeat  ty 
rants — to  deflroy  their  armies— to  exhauft   their  treafuries— ^ 
without    extending  our  dominion  externally,  to  fortify  our- 
felves   internally,  if  it  be  only  to  leave  nothing  but  defert*- 
between   the  Republic  and  kipgs — to  exalt  every  part   of  the 
adminiftration  to  the  higheft  point  of  perfedlion — to  increafc 
the  public  power  by   the  virtues  of  private  perfons,  and  by 
the  property  of  royalifts,  confpirators,  and  traitors — to  con* 
centrate  our  attention  on  laws,  morals,  and  opiuions — to  main- 
tain a  revolutionary  and  vigorous  government,  that  fhall  im«^ 
profs  on  the  nation  that  majefty  of  charaSer  which  belongs 
to  it— to  produce  the  due  execution  of  an  obedience  to  che 
decrees  of  the  convention — to  form  a  vaft,  profound  and  fvfte- 
raatic  code  of  politics,  founded  on  the  eternal  bafis  of  patriotifm 
and  virtue— never  to  lay  down  our  arms  till  the  honour  oJF 
the   French    name    is   fatisfied— ^neither   to  be    blinded,    nor 
plunged  into  a   flceping  fccurity  by  fuccefs— not   to  be  dif- 
heartened   by  defeat — to  fit  all  men  for  public  fundions— to 
form  citizens  proud  of  the  name  of  their  country,  as  devoted 

I  '2  to 
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to  the  Republic  as  Decius  and  Codes,  and  believing  themfelveS| 
^&  free  Frenchmen,  fuperior  to  kiiigs. 

It  is  with  fuch  exalted  opinions — with  fuch  immenfe  arniies 
•-—with  a  government  fo  firm — and  with  arfenals  {6  full  of 
arms,  and  magazines  fo  full  of  powder,  that  you  will  give 
peace  to  the  earth,  and  liberty  to  the  ocean. — It  is  by  fuch 
means  fhat  you  will  realize  the  fpeculations  of  a  pbilofophical 
and  celebrated  foldier. 

"  If  a  people  of  vigorous  genius  fhall  appear  in  Europe,*' 
faid  the  author  twenty  years  ago,  *'  a  people  who  (hall  connedl 
republican  virtues  and  a  national  militia  with  a  fixed  plait 
cither  of  aggrandizement  or  government ;  a  people  who  fhall 
never  lofe  fight  of  this  fyftem— who  know  how  to  make  war 
at  little  expenfe,  and  to  fubfift  by  thefr  viflories— who  arc 
not  reduced  to  lay  down  their  arms  by  financial  calculations  t 
fuch  a  people  will  either  fubdue  all  countries,  or  will  be  rc- 
fpefted  by  all. — To  foreign  governments  it  will  be  a  north 
wind  forcing  the  weak  reed  to  bend  beneath  its  power ."^  Yoa 
are  this  people,  men  of  France ;  without,  however,  the  fpirit 
of  aggrandizement  and  of  conqueft.  Placed  in  the  midft  of 
Europe,  under  the  moft  ferene  atmofphcre,  and  on  a  territory 
the  moft  fertile,  poffeffing  men  the  moft  induftrious,  furrounded 
by  mountains,'  feas,  and  rivers,  pr,  in  other  words,  by  limitsr 
placed  on  purpofe  by  the  prote(9;ing  hand  of  Nature— too  pow- 
erful to  fear,  and  too  great  to  wifti  for  any  thing:  a  pure 
reprefentation,  and  a  vigorous  government,  which,  inftead  of 
burthening  th6  nation  with  its  weight,  {hall  exalt  it ; — fuch  a 
government,  with  cannon,  bayonets,  and  powder,  are  your 
only  wants. 

The  decree  propofed  by  Barrere,  and  adopted  by  the  con- 
vention, was,  that  a  committee  of  arms  4nd  powder  fhould  be 
formed,  confifting  of  three  members,  citizens  Capon,  Diipin, 
and  Benezeciij — That  it  fliould  have  under  it^  direijlron  the 
fabrication  of  arms  of  all  forts,  and  of  gunpowder. — That  it 
ihould  poffefs  the  power  of  putting  the  people  in  a  ftate  of  re^ 
quifition; — and  that  it  (hould  have  at  its  difpofal  forty  millions 
jof  livres-7-That  any  perfon  attemptiiig  to  check  the  fabrication 
of  arms  and  gunpowder  (hquld  be  treated  as  a  fufpefted  per-r 
fon,  and  imprifoned  till  the  conclufton  of  the  war.— rThat  an 
extraordinary  felling  of  timber  (hould  take  pUce  in  all  the  fo- 
refts  of  the  Republic,  and  that  every  proprietor  of  land 
fliould  be  ordered  to  cut  down  fuch  wood  as  he  might  others 
^yife  have  interided  to  put  down  nejft  year.

REPUBLICANS!  you  have  brought  us  falt-petre,  which 
is  in  h&,  to  tell  us>  that  there  mall  be  neither  peace  nor 
truce  for  tyrants,  and  that  the  olive  of  peace  (hall  be  planted 
only  on  their  tombs.  Coursige,  modern  Spartans !  forge  the 
thunderbolt  that  is  to  llrike  their  guilty  heads* 

Devour  proud  Albion,  and  plunge  in  the  ocean  Pitt  apd  his 
accomplices.  It  is  not  enough  that  they  fliould  be  driven 
from^he  territory  of  the  Republic — it  is  on  the  banks  of  the 
Thames  that  the  glorious  emblem  of  our  liberty  muft  be 
planted.  It  is  in  the  ftreets  of  London  that  the  hymn  of  the 
Marfellloife  muft  be  fung. — Thefe  infohnt  men  propofe  to  us 
a  truce  of  two  years:  they  are  dcfirous  to  recognize  the  French 
Republic,  provifionally : 

It  is,  to  be  fure,  a  Angular  generofity  towards  a  nation  of 
^5  millions  of  fouls,  which  has  1,200,006  heroes  in  arms — 
which  cafts  i,ioo  cannon  per  month — makes  almoft  1,000 
muikets  per  day,  and  which  has  10,000,000,000  livres  to  ex- 
change againft  powder  and  fliot ! — Depend,  citizens,  on  the  in-' 
corruptible  Mountain.  It  is  againft  this  rock,  that  our  ene« 
mijss  are  wafting  their  ftrength. — (ff^arm  plaudits.)

Report  of  Robefpierrcy  February  *jj  I793>  ^^  '^^  Principles  of  moral 
J^olicy  which  ought  to  diretl  the  French  Convention  in  the  internal 
jidminiftration  of  the  Republic. 

AFTER  having  long  proceeded  at  random,  and  hurried 
on,  as  it  were,  by  the  impulfc  of  contrary  fa£tions,  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  French  people  have  at  length  ftiewn  a 
character  and  a  government.— A  fudden  change  in  the  fortune 
of  the  nation  announced  to  Europe  the  regeneration  which 
was  effefted  in  the  natiwial  rcprefentatlon :  hut  it  muft  be  aU 
lowed,  that  till  that  moment  to  which  I  allude,  we  were 
guiJed,  in  circumftances  fo  tempeftuous,  rather  by  ithe  lovd 
of  public  good,  4nd  a  fenfe  of  the  wants  of  our  coiuitry,  than 
by  an  exaS:  thegry,  ^nd  the  precife  rule  of  condufil  which  wq 
had  not  l^ifure  to  trace  out.  It  is  time  to  define  clearly  the 
pbje£l  of  the  revolution,  and  the  boundary  at  which  we  wifti 
to  arrive.  It  is  time  to  give  an  account  to  ourfelves  both  of 
the  obftacles  which  ftiU.  keep  us  ^t  4  4ift WCe  ftowi  \\\  ^v\5l  o^ 


the  means  which  we  ought  to  adopt  in  order  to  reach  it — a 
fimple  and  important  idea  which,  feems never  to  have  been  per- 
ceived*    How  could  a  vile  and  corrupted  government  dare  to 
jcalizeit?  a  king,   a  haughty  fenate,  a  Csefar,  a   Cromwell, 
muft  firft  cover  their  projefts  with  a  veil  of  religion,  intrigue 
with  every  vice,  carefs  all  parties,  ciufh  that  compofed  of  men 
of  worth,  opprcfs  or  deceive  the  people,  to  attain  the  end  of 
their  perfidious  ambition.     Had  we  not  had  a  greater  tad?;  to 
j^rform;  bad  nothing  been  in  agitation  here,  but'  the  interefts 
pf^ftk&ioxif  or  of  a  new  ariftocracy,  we  might  have  believed, 
'with  certain  writers  ftill  more  ignorant  than  wicked,  that  the 
plan  of  the  French  revolution  was  written  in  pvery  refpeft  in 
the  works  of  Tacitus  and  Machiavel,  and  might  have  fought 
for  the  duties  of  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  in  the  hiftory 
of  Aoguftus,  Tiberius,  or  Vefpafian^  or  even  *m  that  of  certain* 
French  legiflators,   as  all  tyrants  are  worthy  of  ferving  each 
other  as   models;  for,  fome  (hades  of  cruelty  or  perfidy  ex- 
cepted, all  tyrants  refemble  each  other. — ^As  for  lue,  I    fhall 
entruft  the  whole  world  with  your  political  fecrets,  in  order 
^M  all  the  friends  of  their  country  may  rally  at  the  call  af 
icafon  and   public  intereft  ;  in  order  that  the  French  natiotv 
in^y  be  refpefted  in  all  countries  of  the  univerfe  to  vyhich  a 
knowledge  of  their  real  principles  may  be  conveyed  ;  and  in 
order  that  intriguers,  who  always  endeavour  to  fill  the  place 
of  other  intriguers,  may  be  judged  by  public  opinion  according 
to  fure  and  eafy  rules.     We  muft  at  a  diftance  take  precautions 
to  commit  the  delliny  of  liberty  into  the  hands  of  truths  which 
is  eternal,  rather  than  into  thofe  of  men^  who  pafs  away  ;  and 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  if  government  forgets  the  interefts  of 
the  people,  or  if  it  ftiU  into  the  hands  of  corrupted  men,  ac-. 
cordirjg  to  the  natural  courfe  of  things,  the  light  of  known 
principles  may  difcover  their  treacheries,  and  that  every  new 
faftion  may  find  its  deftrudlion   in  the  perfidy  of  its  crimes. 
Happy  the  people  who  can  attain  this  point  t     For,  whatever 
liew  infttlts  may  be  prepared  for  them,    an   onier  of  things, 
wliere  public  reafon  is  the  guaranty  of  their  liberty,  prelents 
innumerable  refources.     What  is  the  ohje^Sl  to  which  we  look 
^rward?    The  peaceable  enjoyment  of  libertv  and  equality, 
the  rt-rgn  of  that  eternal  juftice,  the  laws  of  which  have  been 
|cugravt?n»  not  on  marble   or  ft  one,  but   in   the  hearts  of  all 
roeii,  even  in  that  of  the  flave,  who  forgets  them,  or  that    of 
tbe  tyrantj^  who  denies  them.     We  wifti  for  an  order  of  things 
itk.  whi<:h  all  the  mean  and  cruel  paftions  may  be   unknown  ; 
in  which  all  the  beneficent  and  generous  paflions  may  be  called 
forth  hy  the  laws;  in  which  ambition  may. be  the  defire  of  me- 
rUin;2;  g'^^^'y*  *^  of  ferying  the  country;  in  which  diftinrtions  , 
fk^li  aiife  only  from  that  equalitjr  by  vyhich  the  citizen    is 
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iabje£tecl  to  the  magidrate^  the  magiftrate  to  the  people,  and 
the  people  to  juftice ;  in  which  the  country  Aall  infure  tha 
happinefs  cj^each  individual,  and  in  which  each  individual  ikail 
with  pride  enjoy  the  glory  and  profperity  of  his  country ;  ia 
\vhich  the  mind  ihall  be  enlarged  by  the  continual  communi'* 
cation  of  republican  ientimcnts,  and  by  the  neceflity  of  merit- 
ing the  efteem  of  a  great  people ;  in  which  the  arts  fhall  be 
the  decorations  of  liberty  which  ennobles  them,  commerce  the 
fource  of  pubMc  liches,  and  riOt  ot  the  overgrown  opulence  of 
fome  families*  We  wifh  to  fubftitute  in  our  country,  mora- 
lity for  felf-intercft,  probity  for  honour,  principles  for  cuftom* 
duties  for  ceremony,  the  empire  of  reason  for  the  tyranny  of 
&(hion,  the  c.ontempt  of  vice  for  that  of  misfortune,  dignirf 
for  infolence,  greatnefs  of  mind  for  vanity,  love  of  glory  for 
love  of  money,  good  men  for  good  companions,  merit  for  in<- 
trigue,  genius  for  wit,  truth  for  fplcndour,  the  charms  of 
happinefs  for  the  languor  of  voluptuoufnefs,  the  greatrtefs  of 
man  for  tlie  littleneis  of  the  great,  a  magnanimous  people^ 
powerful  and  happy,  for  a  people  polity,  frivolous^  and 
wretched;  that  is  to  fay,  all  the  virtues  and  all  the  wonderful  . 
effcfls  of  a  republic,  for  all  the  vices  and  ridiculous  pageantry 
of  a  monarchy.  In  a  word,  we  wilh  to  comply^  with  the  will 
of  nature,  to  accomplish  the  deftiny  of  mankind,  to  keep  the 
promifes  of  philofophy,  and  to  acquit  Providence  for  the  long 
reign  of  vice  and  tyranny.  Let  France,  formerly  illnftrious 
^mong  flavi/h  countries,  eclipfing  the  glory  of  all  free  dates 
who  have  exifted,  become  a  model  to  nations,  the  terror  of 
oppreflbrs,  the  ornament  of  the  univerfe,  and  in  fealing  our 
courage  with  our  blood,  may  we  at  laft  fee  dawn  around  us  the 
Aurora  of  univcrfal  felicity.  This  is  our  ambition— *-this  is 
our  objedt.  What  kind  of  governipcnt  can  realife  thefe  won- 
ders }  A  democratic  or  republican  government  alone*  Thefe 
^two  words  are  fynonimous,  notwithftanding  the  abufe  of  vul- 
gar hinguage  ;  for  an  ariftocracy  is  no  more  a  republic  thaa 
monarchy.  Democracy  is  not  a  ftate  in  which  the  people, 
continually  aflembled,  regulate  by  themfelves  all  public  aflFairs; 
ftill  lefs  that,  where  an  hundred  thoufand  faftions  of  the  peo- 
ple, by  feparate  meafures,  rafh  and  contradidVory,  decide  the 
tatc  of  a  wliole  fociety.  Such  a  government  never  exifted^ 
and  it  could  never  exill  without  bringing  back  the  people  to 
defpotifm.  Democracy  is  a  ftate  in  which  the  people  are  the 
fovereign,  guided  by  laws  of  their  own  framing,  and  in  which 
they  do  every  thing  by  themfelves  that  can  be  done  properly, 
and  by  delegates,  what  tKey  cannot  do  of  themfelves.  It  is,  then, 
in  the  principles  of  the  democratic  tf;overnment  that  you  muft 
fearch  for  the  rules  of  your  political  conduft.  But,  to  found 
and  coufolid^te  dcmocrdcv  amongft  us— to  arrive  at\h^  ^^^c^- 
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fill  reign  of  conflitutional  laws,  we  mud  teririmate  tfie  tiraf 
of  liberty  againft  tyranny,  and  happily  Acer  through  the  ftorms 
of  the  revolution  :  fuch  is  the  object  of  the  revolutionary  fyf* 
tern  which  you  have  organized.  You  ought  ftill  to  tegulatic 
your  condud):  according  to  the  tempeftuous  circumftances  under 
which  the  Republic  is,  and  the  plan  of  your  adminiflratiou 
ought  to  be  the  rcfult  of  the  fpirit  of  th»  revolutionary  go- 
vernment, combined  With  the  general  principles  of  democracy : 
but  what  is  the  fundamental  principle  of  a  demoeratical  or  po- 
pular government;  that  is  to  fay,  th^  efTentijl  fpring  which 
fupports  it  and  puts  it  in  motion  }  It  is  virtue ;  I  fpeak  of 
public  virtue,  which  effeded  fo  many  wonders  in  Greece  and 
Rome,  and  which  ought  to  produce  much  more  aflonifhing 
wonders  in  the  French  republic,  of  that  virtue  whfch  is  no- 
thing elfe  than  the  loVb  of  one's  country  and  of  its  laws.  But, 
as  the  efience  of  a.  republic  or  democracy  is  equality,  it  follows,, 
that  love  of  one's  country  neceflarily  comprehends  the  love  of 
equality.  It  is  true  that  this  fublime  fentiment  fuppofes  a 
preference  of  public  intereft  to  all  private  tntereft  from  which 
it  refultSy  that  the  love  of  one^s  country  fuppofes  alfo,  or  pro- 
duces all  the  virtues  ;  for  what  elfe  arc  they  but  that  ftrength 
of  foul  which  renders  it  capable  of  making  thefe  facrifices  ? 
And  how  can  the  flave  of  avarice  or  ambition,  for  example, 
facrifice  his  idol  to  his  country  ?  Viitue  is  not  only  the  foul 
of  democr^icy,  but  it  cannot  ex  ill  but  in  that  governments 
In  a  monarchy,  I  know  only  one  individual  who  can  love  his 
country,!  and  who  to  do  that  has  not  even  occafion  for  virtue. 
|t  is  the  monarch;  the  reafon  is,  that  of  all  the  inhabitants  of 
Jbis  flates,  the  monarch  is  the  only  one  who  has  a  country.— • 
Is  he  not  the  fovereign?  Is  he  not  in  the  place  of  the  people? 
And  what  is  one's  country,  if  it  is  not  the  -country  where  one  is 
a  citizen,  and  a  member  of  the  fovereign  ?  By  a  confequence 
of  the  fame  principle  in  ariftocratical  ftates,  the  word  country 
fignifies  nothing  but  for  families  who  have  feized  on  the  fove- 
reignty.  It  is  only  a  democracy  where  the  ftate  is  really  the 
country  of  all  the  individuals  who  compofe  it,  and  which  may 
reckon  as  many  defenders  interefted  in  its  caufe  as  it  contains 
citi2iens.  This  is  the  fu peri ority  of  free  people  over  others. 
If  Athens  and  Sparta  triumphed  over  the  tyrants  of  Afia,  and 
the  Swifs  over  the  tyrants  of  Spain  and  Auilria,  it  was  owing 
jcntirely  to  this  caufe-— hut  the  French  are  the  firft  people  in  the 
world  who  have  eftablifhed  a  real  democracy,  by  inviting  all 
men^o  equality  and  the  rights  of  citizens  in  the  utmoft  extent; 
and  this,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  real  caufe  why  all  the  tyrants 
leagued  agiaind  the  Republic  have  been  defeated. 

Great  confequences  muft,  from  this  moment,  be  d?awn  from 
tfaeprixMCipIes  I  have  laid  down.     Since  virtue  and^)iality  are 
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the  foul  of  the  Republic ;  and  fince  your  obje6l  Is  to  found  and 
tonfoHdate  this  form  of  government,  it  follows,  that  the  firft 
rule  of  your  political  conduA  ought  to  be  to  diredl  all  your 
operations  towards  the  fupport  of  equality,  and  to  the  promoting 
of  virtue,  for  the  firft  care  of  the  Lcgiflator  ought  to  be  to 
ftrengthen  the  principle  of  government.    Everything  therefore, 
which  tends  to  excite  the  love  of  one*s  country,  to  reform  man- 
ners, to  elevate  the  mind,  to  direfl:  the  pafEons  of  the  heart 
towards  the  public  ihtereft,  ought  to  be  adopted  or  eftablifhed 
by  you  ;  every  thing  that  tends  to  concentrate  them  in  the  mean- 
iiefs  of  felf,  to  awaken  their  defire  for  little  things,  and  their 
contempt  for  great,  ought  to  be  rejcfted  or  reprelfed  by  you. 
In  the  fyflem  of  the  French  Revolution,  what  is  immoral  is  im- 
politic, what  tends  to  corrupt  is  counter-revolutionary.  Weak- 
nefs,  vices,  prejudices,  are  the  way  to  Royalty.     Hurried  away 
perhaps  too  often  by  the  force  of  our  aticient  habitudes,  as  much 
OS  by  the  infenfible  bent  of  human  wenknefs,  towards  falfe  idea* 
and  puiillanimous  fentiments — we  have  much   more  to  guard 
againft  excels  of  weakncfs  than  excefs  of  energy.     The  greateft 
quick-fand,  perhaps,  which  we  have  to  avoid,  is  not  fervor  of 
^eal,  hut  rather  laffitudc  of  the  public  good,  and  diffidence  of 
our  own  courage.     Wind  up  therefore  continually  the  fpring  of 
Republican  government  inftead  of  fuffering  it  to  be  relaxed.     I 
have  no  occafion  to  fay  that  I  will  not  here  juftify  any  excefs* 
The  moft  facred  principles  are  abufed.     It  belongs  to  the  wifdom 
of  government   to  confult  circumftances,  to   fcize  favourable 
opportunities,  and  to  choofc  means,  refpefting  the  manner  of 
paving  the  way  for  great  events.     It  is  an  eflcntial  part  of  talents 
to  accomplifh  them,  as  wifdom  is   itfelf  a  part  of  virtue.     We 
do  not  pretend  to  Caft  the  French  Republic  in  the  mould  of  that 
of  Sparta — we  wifli  to  give  it  neither  the  aufterity  nor  the  cor- 
ruption of  cloifters.     1  have  prefented  to  you  in  its  full  purity 
the  moral  and  political  principles  of  popular  government.-^- You 
have  then  a  compafs  to  direft  you  amidft  the  ftorms  of  jarring 
paflions,  and  that  hurricane  of  intrigue,  which  furrounds  you. 
-—You  have  the  touchftone,  by  which  you  may  prove  all  the 
laws  arkl  all  the  propofitions  made  to  you  ;  and  continually  com- 
paring them  with  this  principle,  you  may  hereafter  avoid  the 
lifual  quick-fand  of  all  great   aflemblies,    the  danger  of  fur^ 
prifes,  and  precipitate,  incoherent,  and  contradiftory  meafures; 
and  may  give  to  all  your  operations  that  Unity,  VvifJom,  and 
dignity,  which  ought  to  announce  you  as  the  firft  people  of  the 
world.     It  is  not  the  eafy  confequences  of  the  principle  of  de-» 
mocracy  that  we  ought  to  detail — it  is  the  finiple  and  eafy  prin- 
ciple itfelf  which  ought  to  be  difplayed.     Republican   virtue 
may  be  confidered  as  it  relates  to. the  people,  and  as  it  relates  to 
the  government. — It  is  ncceJTary  in  both.     When  tUc  ^ov^x^- 
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incnt  alone  is  deftitute  of  it,  a  refource  remains  in  that  of  tfitf 
people;  but  when  the  people  themfelves  are  corrupted,  liberty 
is  loft ;  virtue,  fortunately,  is  natural  to  the  people,  in  fpite  cfif 
ariftocratical  prejudices.     A  nation  is  truly  corrupted,  when, 
after  having  loft  by  degrees  its  charafler  and  its  liberty,  it  paftes 
from  democracy  to  ariftocracy  or  monarchy :  this  is  the  death  of 
the  political  body  through  decrepitude:  when  after  four  hundred 
years  of  glory,  avarice,  at  length,,  baniihed  from  Sparta  mo- 
rals, together  with  the  laws  of  Lycurgus,  in  vain  did  Agis  lay 
down  his  life  in  attempting  to  recall  them.     In  vain  did  I>c- 
niofthenes  thunder  forth  againft  Philip :  Philip  found  at  Athens 
degenerate  advocates  more  eloquent  than  Demofthenes.     There 
is  ftill  at  Athens  a  population  as  numerous  as  in  the  the  time  of 
Miltiades  and  Ariftides;  but  there  are  no  longer  Athenians,    Of 
what  avail  is  it  that  Brutus  killed  the  tyrant?    Tyranny  ftill 
lives  in  hearts  ;  and  RomeexiAs  no  longer  but  in  Brutus.     But, 
when,  by  prodigious  efforts  of  courage  andreafon,  a  people  break 
the  chains  of  dcfpotifm  to  convert  them  into  trophies  to  liberty  ; 
•when,  by  the  force  of  their  moral  temperament  they  efcape,  in 
fome  meafure,  from  the  arms  of  death  to  refume  all  the  vigour 
of  youth  ;  when,  in  terms,  feeling  and  haughty,  intrepid  and 
tractable,  they  can  be  checked  neither  by  ramparts  almoft  im- 
pregnable, nor  by  the  numerous  armies  of  tyrants  marflialled 
againft  them,  while  they  ftop  of  themfelves  before  the  image  of 
the  law,  if  they  do  not  foar  with  rapidity  to  the  height  of  their 
deftiny,  it  can  otily  be  through  the  fault  of  thofe  who  govern 
them.     Befides,  it  may  be  faid  in  one  fenfc,  that  the  people,  to 
love  juftice  and  equality,  have  no  need  of  great  virtue:  it  will 
be  fufScient  for  them  to  love  themfelves.     But  the  magiftrate  is 
obliged  tofacrifice  his  intereft  to  the  irrtcreft  of  the  people,  and 
the  pride  of  pbwer,  to  equality.     Above  all,  the  law  muftfpeak 
with   authority  to  him  who  is  the  organ  of  it  ^  government 
muft  feel  its  own  weight,  to   keep  all  its  parts  in   harmony 
with  it.     If  there  exifts  a  reprefentative  body,  a  firft  authority 
conftituted  by  the  people,  it  belongs  to  it  to  continually  watch 
over,  and  reprefs  all  public  funftionaries  :  but  how  will  it  be 
reprefled   if  not  by    its  own  virtue  ?    The  more  elevated  this 
fource  of  public  order  is,  the  purer  it  ought  to  be.  The  reprefen- 
tative body  then  muft  begin  by  fubjefting,  in  its  own  bofom,  all 
private  paflions  to  a  general  paffion  for  the  public  good.     Happy 
are  the  rcprefentatives  when  their  glory  and  intereft,  as  much 
as  their  duty,  attach  them  to  the  caufe  of  liberty  I  From  this  let 
"US  deduces  great  truth  :  It  is,  that  the  charaSeriftic  of  popular 
government  Is  to  have  a  confidence  in  the  people,  and  to  be 
fcvere  to  one's  felf.     To  this  all  the  expofition  of  our  theory, 
would  be  confined,  had  you  to  guide  the  v^flel  of  the  Republic 
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only  during  a  calm  ;  but  the  tempeft  howls,  and  the  prefent 
ftate  of  the  revolution  impofes  on  you  another  talk. 

The  great  purity  of  the  bafis  of  the  French  Revolution,  the 
fublimity  even  of  its  objeft,  is  precifely  what  conftitutes  our 
firength  and  our  weaknefs— our  ftrength,  becaufe  it  gives  us  thu 
'  afcendancy  of  truth  over  impoAure ;  and  the  rights  of  public 
over  private  intereft — our  weaknefs,  becaufe  it  rallies  againfl  us 
all  vicious  men,  all  thofe  who,  in  their  hearts,  were  plotting  to 
plunder  the  people,  all  thofe  who  wiflied  to  plunder  ihein  with 
impunity ;  all  thofe  who  oppofed  liberty  as  a  perfonal  misfor- 
tune; and  thofe  who  embraced  the  revolution  as  a  trade,  and 
the  Republic  as  their  prey.  Hence  the  defedlion  of  fo  many 
ambitious  and  avaricious  men,  who,  fince  the  time  when  we 
darted,  abandoned  us  on  the  road,  becaufe  they  did  not  under- 
take the  journey  with. a  view  oj[  arriving  at  the  faiije  point.  It 
may  be  faid,  that  two  contrary  genii,  who  have  been  repre- 
iented  as  contending  for  the  empire  of  nature,  combat,  in  this 
grand  epoch  of  the  hiftory  of  mankind,  to  fix  unalterably 
the  deftiny  of  the  world;  and  that  France  is  the  theatre  of  this 
formidable  conteft :  without  all  the  tyrants  furround  you ; 
within  all  the  friends  of  tyranny  confpire  againfl  you,  and  they 
will  continue  to  confpire  until  vice  be  deprived  of  its  hopes. 
We  muft  deftroy  the  internal  and  external  enemies  of  the  Re- 
public, or  perim  along  with  it ;  but  in  this  fituation,  the  firft 
maxim  of  your  policy  ought  to  be  to  rule  the  people.  If  the 
fprlng  of  popular  government,  during  peace,  be  virtue,  the 
fprtng  of  popular  government,  during  a  revolution,  is  both 
virtue  and  terror  :  virtue,  without  which  terror  is  fatal  :  terror, 
without  which  virtue  is  ineffedluah  Terror  is  nothing  elfe 
than  fpeedy,  fevere,  and  inflexible  juftice.  It  is,  therefore,  an 
emanation  of  virtue, — It  is  not  fo  much  a  diftincl  principle,  as 
a  confequence  of  the  general  principle  of  democracy  applied  to 
the  moft  urgent  wants  of  the  country.  It  has  been  faid,  that 
terror  is  the  main  fpring  of  a  defpotic  government— -Sh^ll  our's. 
then  refemble  defpotifm  ?  Yes,  as  the  fword  which  glances  in 
the  hand  of  the  hero  of  liberty  refembles  that  with  which  the  fa-, 
tellitcs  of  tyraany  are  armed.— Let  the  defpot  by  terror  goverr^ 
his  debafed  fubjefts:  as  a  defpot,  he  is  in  the  right.  Subdue  by 
terror  the  enemies  of  liberty,  and  you  will  be  right,  as  the 
founders  of  the  Republic,  The  governmervt  of  a  revolution  is 
the  defpotifm  of  liberty  agair^ft  tyranny.  Is  force  made  only  ta 
proteA  vice  ?  and  is  it  not  to  ftrijce  the  haughty  head  that 
thunder  is  deftined  ?  Nature  impofes  upon  every  moral  and  phy-r 
fical  being,  the  law  of  providing  foi:,ita  ovyn  prefervation.  Vice 
defiroys  innocence,  in  order  to  r^ign ;  and  innocence  ilruggle$ 
with  all  its  force  in  the  hands  of  yice^  Let  tyranny  relgvyowa 
4ay,  and  next- morning  there  will  not  remain  a  fingjt  iptvXTVoX.. 
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How  long  will  the  fury  of  defpots  be  called  jufticc,  and  the 
juftice  of  the  people  barbarity  and  rebellion  ?  How  tender  one 
js  towards  opprellbrs,  and  inexorable  towards   the  oppreffcd  I 
Nothing  is  more  natural  than  that  whoever  does  not  hate  vice 
cannot  love  virtue  ;  one  or  the  other,  however,  muft  fall.     In- 
dulgence towards  the  Royalijfts,  exclaim  fome ;  pardon  for^vil- 
lains  !  No — pardon  for  innocence  ;  pardon  for  the  weak  ;  par^ 
don  for  the  unfortunate;  pardon  for  humanity!  Proteflion  is 
due  from  fociety  only  to  peaceable  citizens  :  there  are  no  citi- 
7X!ns  in  a  Republic  but  republicans  :   royalifts  and  aliens  are  ra- 
ther enemies.     Is  not  this  terrible  war  excited  by  liberty  againft 
tyranny  indivifible?  Are  not  our  internal  in  alliance  with  our 
external  enemies?  Are  the  aflafEns  who  tear  the  country  within, 
the  intriguers  and  traitors  who  fell  themfelves,  the  llbellifts  paid 
to  difcredit  the  caufe  of  the  people,  to  deftroy  public  virtue,  to 
kindle  up  the  flames  of  civil  difcord,  and  to  pave  the  way  for  a 
political  by  a   moral  counter-revolution,  are  tliefe  people  lefs 
criminal,  or  lefs  dangerous,  than  the  tyrants  whom  they  ferve? 
All  thofe  who  interpofe  their  patricide  lenity  between  thefe  viU 
lains  and  the  avenging  fword  of  national  juftice,  refemible  thofe 
who  ihould  throw  themfelves  between  the  fatellites  of  tyrants 
and  the  bayonets  of  our  foldiers ;  all  the  tranfports  of  their 
falfc    fenlibility  appear  to  me  only  as   lighs  emitted  towards 
England  and  Auftria.     For  whom  then  fliculd  their  hearts  melt 
with  pity  ?  For  thofe  20,000  heroes,  the  flower  of  the  nation, 
deftroyed  by  the  fwords  of  the  enemies  of  liberty,  or  by  the  poign-i 
ards  of  royal  and  federalift  aflaflins  !  No-^thefe  were  only  ple- 
beians, patriots.     To  be  entitled  to  their  tender  feelings,  one 
muft  at  Jeaft  be  the  widow  of  a  General,  who  has  twenty  times 
betrayed  his  country.     One  muft  almoft  prove,  that  one  has 
caufed  ten  thoufand  Frenchmen  to  be  facrificed,  as'a  Roman  ge- 
neral^ to  obtain  a  triumph,  muft  have  killed,    I  believe,  ten 

thoufand  of  the  enemy.-. People  hear  with  cool  indiiFerence 

a  recital  of  the  horrors  committed  by  the  tyrants  againft  the, 
defenders  of  liberty :  our  women  dreadfully  mutilated;  our 
children  mafiacred  in  the  arms  of  their  mothers;  our  prifoner$; 
fuffering  exquifite  torments  on  account  of  their  fublime  and 
affefting  hercifro  ;  and  yet  the  too  flow  punilhment  of  a  few 
monfters,  who  have  fattened  on  the  pure  blood  of  their  country, 
is  called  horrid  butchery.  The  mifery  of  generous  citizens,  who. 
have  facrificed  to  the  nobleftof  caufes  their  brethren,  children, 
and  wives,  is  beheld  with  little  emotion  ;  but  the  moft  generous^ 
confoiations  are  laviflied  on  the  wives  of  confpirators.  It  is 
admitted  that  thev  may  pervert  juftice,  and  plead  againft  liberty 
the  caufe  of  tlieir  relations  and  accomplices:  they  are  made 
almoft  a  privileged  corporation.  Ye  creditors  and  penfioners  of 
the  people^  with  what  mildnefs  are  we  ftiU  the  dupes  of  words  ! 
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How  much  ariftocrncy  and  moderatifm  ftill  govern  us  by  the 
deftruftive  maxims  they  have  given  us!  Ariftocracy  defends  it- 
felf  better  by  its  intrigues,  than  patriotifm  by  its  fervices.  Re- 
volutions are  governed  by  the  chicane  of  palaces;  confpiracics 
againft  the  Republic  are  treated  like  the  trials  of  individuals. 
Tyranny  kills — liberty  pleads — and  the  code  made  by  the  con- 
fpirators  themfelves  is  the  law  by  which  they  are  tried.  When 
the  fafety  of  the  country  is  concerned,  the  teftimony  of  the 
Univerfe  cannot  be  fubftituted  for  evidence,  nor  evidence  for 
literal  proof.  Slownefs  in  paffing  fentence  is  equivalent  to  im- 
punity. 

The  uncertainty  of  punifhment  encourages  all  criminals,  and 
jet  complaints  are  made  of  the  fevcrity  of  juftice !  Complaints 
are  made  that  the  enemies  of  the  Republic  are  kept  in  confine- 
ment !  Examples  are  fought  for  in  the  hiftory  of  tyrants,  becaufc 
they  will  not  feleft  them  from  that  of  the  people,  nor  draw  them 
from  the  genius  of  threatened  liberty.     At  Rome,  when  the  con- 
ful  difcovered  a  confpiracy,  and  ftifled  it  at  the  fame  time  by  the 
death  of  the  accomplices  of  Cataline,  he  yi'as  accufed  of  having 
violated  the  eftabliflied  forms.     By  whom  was  this  done  ?  by  the 
t^e  ambitious  Ca^far^^  who  wifhed  to  increafe  his  party  of  con- 
fpirators  ;  by    Pifos  ;  by  Clodius  ;  and  all  the  baei  citizens  who 
dreaded  the  virtue  of  a  true  Roman,  and  the  feverity  of  the  laws. 
To  punifh  the  oppreflbrs  of  mankind  is  clemency;  to  pardon 
them  barbarity.     The  feverity  of  tyrants  has  no  other  principle 
than  feverity :  that  of  the  Republican  government  arifcs  from  be- 
neficence,— Woe  to  him,  therefore,  who  fliall  dare  to  dire£l  to- 
wards the  people  that  terror  which  ought  to  approach  only  its 
enemies.     Woe  to  him  who,  confounding  the  unavoidable  errors 
of  civifm  with  the  devifcd  errors  of  perfidy,  or  with  the  crimes 
of  confpiratcrs,  (hall  abandon  the  dangerous  intriguer  to  purfuc 
the  peaceable  citizen  !    Perifh   the  villain  who  dares  to  abufe  the 
facred  name  of  liberty,  or  the  arms  which  have  been  entrufted  to 
him,  to  convey  mourning  or  death  into  the  heart  of  the  patriots  l 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  abufe  has  exifted.     It  has,  doubt- 
lefs,  been  exaggerated  by  ariftocfacy ;  but  if  there  exifted  in  the 
Republic   only  one  virtuous  man,  perfecuted  by  the  enemies  of 
liberty,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  government  to  ufe  the  utmoft  dili- 
gence to  difcover  him,  and  avenge  him  in  an  exemplary  manner. 
But  muft  it  be  concluded  from  ihefe  perfecutions^  excited  againft 
the  patriots,  by  the  hypocritical  zeal  of  the  counter-revolutionifts, 
that  we  ought  to  fet  at  liberty  the  counter-revolutiopifts,  and  to 
renounce  feverity  ?  Thefe  new  crimes  of  ariftocracy  only  prove  the 
neceflity  of  it.     What  does  the  audacity  of  our  enemies  prove, 
if  not  the  remiflnefs  with  which  they  have  been  purfued  r   It  is 
owing  in  a  great  meafure,  to  the  dodlgne  which  has  been  preache^ 
up  to  give  them  confidence,     If  you  reject  this  advice,  'jovit  ^x\^-

mies  will  accomplifli  their  end,  and  will  receive  from  your  own 
.  hands  the  reward  of  the  laft  of  their  crimes.  How  weak  would 
it  be  to  confider  fome  viftories  gained  by  patriotifra,  as,  the  end  of 
all  our  dangers  r  'J  ake  a  view  of  our  real  fituation,  and  you  will 
find  that  vigilance  and  energy  will  be  more  neceflary  for  you  thaa 
ever.  A  fecret  malevolence  every  where  thwarts  the  operations  of 
government.  The  fatal  influence  of  foreigners,  though  mprc 
concealed,  is  neither  lefs  a£tive,  nor  lefs  fataL  It  is  perceived 
that  undaunted  vice  only  ufes  more  addrefs  to  conceal  its  progrefs. 
The  internal  enemies  of  the  French  people  are  divided  into  two 
feftions,  as  an  army  into  two  corps.  They  march  under  banners 
of  different  colours,  and  by  different  routes  ;  but  they  both  march 
towards  the  fame  objcd*  This  objcft  is  the  difprganization  of 
the  popular  government,  the  ruin  ^of  the  Convention  ;  that  is  to 
fay,  the  triumph  of  tyranny — one  of  thefc  two  factions  drives  us 
towards  weaknefs,  the  other  to  exccfs.  The  one  wifhcs  to  con- 
vert liberty  into  a  Bacchanalian,  the  other  into  a  proftitute.  Snb- 
dhcrn  intriguers,  and  even  good  citizens  milled,  avenge  themfelves 
fcmetrmes  on  both  parties;  but  the  chiefs  belong  to  the  caufe  of 
Kings  or  ariftocracy,  and  always  unite  r^gainft  the  patriots.  Thefc 
villtans,  even  when  they  make  war  againit  each  other,  do  not  hate 
©na another  fo'much  as  they  detcft  honeft  men,.  The  country  is 
their  prey  :  they  quarrel  refpeding  the  partition  of  it ;  but  they 
league  together  againit  thofe  who  defend  it.  The  name  of  mo- 
derates has  been  given  to  the  one  :  there  is,  perhaps,  more  inge-r 
unity  than  julincfi;  in  the  denomination  of  nltra-revolutlonl/hy  by 
which  the  other  has  been  diftinguiftied.  This  denomination,  which 
cannot  in  any  cafe  be  applied  to  honeft  men,  who  by  zeal  may  be 
led  beyond  the  found  policy  of  the  revolution,  does  not  exaftly 
charaQerize  thofe  perhdious  men,  whom  tyranny  keeps  in  pay, 
in  order  to  endanger,  by  falfe  or  deflrudive  applications,  the  fa- 
ired principles  of  our  revolution. 

The  falfe  revolutiopift  is,  perhaps,  flill  oftcntr  on  this  fide  thai^ 
beyond  the  revolution.  He  is  moderate,  he  is  mad  with  patriotifm^^ 
according  to  circiimlbnces.  What  he  will  think  to-morrow  ia 
|-efolved  in  the  Pruffian,  Englifli,  Auftrian,  and  even  Ruiliari 
Committees.  He  oppofes  meafures  of  energy,  and  exaggerates 
them  when  he  cannot  prevent  them.  Severe  towards  innocence, 
but  indulgent  towards  vice,  accufing  even  the  guilty  who  are  not 
rich  enough  to  pirchafe  his  filence,  nor  of  importance  enough  to 
be  the  objedl  of  his  zeal,  but  taking  good  care  never  to  expofe 
hrmfelf  fo  far  as  to  defend  virtue  calumniated  ;  difcovering  fome- 
times  open  plots ;  tearing  the  mafk  from  traitors  uumafked  and 
even  decapitated,  but  extolling  traitors  aliyc  at;id  poffefTed  of  influ- 
ence ;  eager  always  to  embrace  the,  opinion  of  the  nioment,  and 
no  lefs  attentive  never  to  ei  •ighten  it,'  and  above  all  never  to  op- 
ppfe  St ;  always  rcstdy  Xq  adopt  bold  meafures,  provided  tlvey  are 
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Uttended  with  many  inconveniencies;  calumniating  thofe  whicK 
prefent  dnty  advantages,  or  adding  to  them  thofe  amendments 
-which  may  render  them  hurtful  ;  oeconomical  in  fpeaking  truth, 
and  fpeaking  it  only  with  a  view  of  acquiring  a  right  to  lie  with  * 
impunity  ;  diftributing  good,  drop  by  drop,  and  pouring  out  raif- 
chief  by  torrents :  filled  with  ardour  for  grand  revolutions,  which 
Sire  ot  no  avail  j  more  than  indilFerent  for  thofe  which  may  honour 
the  caufe  of  the  people,  and  fave  the  country  ;  fetting  great  value 
on  forms  of  patriotifm  ;  ftrongly  attached,  like  devotees,  of  whom 
he  declares  himfelf  the  enemy,  to  reclufe  praftices,  he  would  ra** 
iher  ufe  an  hundred  red  caps  than  do  one  good  a£lion«  What  dif- 
ference do  you  find  between  thefe  people  and  your  moderates  ? 
They  are  fervants  employed  by  the  fame  mafter  ;  or,  if  you  choofe^ 
accomplices,  who  pretend  to  quarrel  that  they  may  the  better  con- 
ceal their  crimes.  J"dge  them  not  by  the  difference  of  language, 
but  by  the  identity  of  refults.  Is  not  he  who  attacks  the  national 
Convention  by  foolifli  fpeeches,  and  he  who  deceives,  to  expofe 
it  to  danger,  in  concert  with  him  who,  by  unjuft  feverity  obliges 
patriotifm  to  tremble  for  itfelf,  and  to  invoke  humanity  in  favour 
of  ariftocracy  and  treafon  ?  One  would  invite  France  to  the 
conqueft  of  the  world,  who  had  no  other  defign  than  to  in- 
vite tyrants  to  conquer  France,  The  foreign  hypocrite,  who, 
five  years  ago,  declared  Paris  to  be  the  capital  of  tlie  world, 
transcribed  only  in  another  jargon  the  anathemas  of  the  vile  fede- 
ralifts  who  devoted  Paris  to  deftruftion.  To  preach  up  atheifm 
is  only  a  method  of  abfolving  fuperlHtion,  and  of  accuiing  philo- 
fophy  ;  and  the  war  declared  againft  the  Deity  is  only  a  diverliom 
in  favour  of  royalty.  What  other  method  remains  of  combating 
liberty  ?  Will  they,  after  the  example  of  the  firtt  champions  of 
ariftocracy,  go  and  extol  the  mildnefs  of  (lavcry,  the  advantages 
df  monarchy,  the  fu pern atural  genius  and  incomparable  virtue  of 
kings  ?  Will  they  proclaim  the  vanity  of  the  rights  of  man,  and  of 
the  principles  of  eternal  juflice?  Will  they  go  and  raife  from 
the  grave  the  nobility  and  the  clergy,  or  claim  the  imprcfcripti- 
ble  rights  of  the  higher  citizens,  to  their  double  lucceflion  ? 
No — it  is  much  more  convenient  to  aflume  the  mafk  of  patrio- 
tifm, to  disfigure  by  iniblent  parodies  the  fuhlime  drama  of  the 
revolution,  and  to  endanger  the  Caufe  of  liberty  by  hypocritical 
moderation,  and  by  fludicd  afts  of  folly.  Thus  ariftocracy 
conftitutes  itfelf  into  popular  afTemblies  :  counter-revolution- 
ary pride  conceals,  under  rags,  its  plots  and  its  poigiiards ;  fana- 
tlcifm  deftroys  its  own  altars  ;  royalty  celebrates,  in  fongs,  the 
viSoricsof  the  Republic  ;  the  nobility,  galled  by  recolletSlion, 
tenderly  embrace  equality  in  order  to  ftifleit;  and  tyranny, 
ftained  with  the  blood  of  the  defenders  of  liberty,  bcftrews  their 
grave  with  flowers.  If  the  hearts  of  all  are  not  changed,  how 
inany  vifagcs  are  malkcd ! — How  many  traitors  iutcivucddU  '\tv 
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our  affairs  only  to  rulia  us ! — Do  you  wifli  to  put  them  trt  tlid 
proof? — A(k  from  them  the  bond  of  an  oath  and  declarations, 
that  they  will  perform*  real  fervices.  Is  it  necelTary  to  a£l  ?  the^ 
liarangue.  Is  deliberation  required  ?  they  wifh  to  begin  by 
a6ling.  Are  the  times  peaceable  ?  they  oppofe  every  ufeful 
change.  Are  they  tempefluous  ?  they  fpeak  of  reforming  evety 
thing  to  overturn  every  thing.  Do  you  wifli  to  reprefs  the 
leditious  ?  they  remind  you  of  the  clemency  of  Caefar.  Do 
you  wilh  to  fnateh  the  patriots  from  perfecution  ?  they  propofe 
to  you  as  a  model  the  firmnefs  of  Brutus.  They  difcover  that 
fuch  a  one  avSted  noblv  when  he  ferved  the  Republic  ;  but  they 
are  filent  when  he  betrays  it.  Is  peace  ufeful?  they  difplay  to 
A'ou  the  palms  of  vi6lory.  Is  war  neceflary  ?  they  extol  to  you 
the  fvveets  of  peace.  Is  it  requlfite  to  defend  our  territories? 
tliey  wilh  to  go  and  drive  the  tyrants  beyond  the  feas  and  the 
mountains.  Are  we  defirouS  of  recovering  fortrefles  ?  they  wifli 
to  take  churches  by  aflault,  and  to  fcale  heaven;  they  forget 
the  Auftrians  in  order  to  make  war  on  devotees.  Is  it  necef*- 
£iry  to  fupport  our  caufe  by  the  fidelity  of  our  allies  ?  they  de- 
claim againfi:  all  governments,  and  propofe  to  you  to  put  even 
the  great  Mogul  in  a  flate  of  accufation.  Do  the  people  go  to 
the  capitol  to  thank  God  for  their  vicSlories  ?  they  give  veat  to 
iamentaMons  for  our  paft  misfortunes.  Are  we  preparing  to  gain 
new  ones  ?  they  diffeminate  among  us^  hatred,  divlfion,  perfe* 
cution,  and  difcouragement.  Is  it  requlfite  to  realize  the  fove- 
reignty  of  the  people,  and  concentrate  their  ftrength  by  a  firm 
and  refpeflable  government  ?  they  find  that  the  principles  of  the 
government  violate  thefovereignty  of  the  pieople.  Is  it  necef- 
lary to  aflert  the  rights'  of  the  people  oppreffed  by  the  govern- 
ment ?  they  fpeak  only  of  refpecfl  for  the  laws,  and  the  confti- 
tuted  authorities.  They  have  found  out  an  admirable  expedient 
to  fecbnd  the  efforts  of  the  Republican  government,  which  is 
to  diforganlzc  and  degrade  it  completely ;  to  make  war  on  the 
patriots  who  have  contributed  to  our  fuccefs.  Do  you  feek  for 
the  means  of  fupplying  your  armies  with  provifions  ?  are  you 
employed  in  tearing  from  avarice  and  timidity  thofe  provifions 
which  they  hoard  ?  they  emit  patriotic  g^roans  for  the  public 
nilfery,  and  announce  fam/ine.  The  defire  of  preventing  the 
evil  is  to  them  always  a  motive  for  incrcafing  it.  In  the  North, 
they  have  killed  the  poultry,  and  deprived  us  of  eggs,  undef 
the  pretence  that  the  poultry  confumed  grain.  In  tlie  South  it 
W'as  in  agitation  to  deflroy  the  mulberry  and  orai>ge-trees,  under 
the  pretence  that  filk  is  an  objc6l  of  luxury,  and  oranges  a  fij* 
perfluity.  You  can  never  imagine  what  exceffes  hypocritical 
counter-revolutionifts  have  committed  in  order  to  tarnifh  the 
caufe  of  the  revolution. — Can  you  believe  that,  in  countries  where* 
fuperHition  ho,s  exercifed  the  greateft  power,  not  fatisified  with 
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overloading  the  bperations  rcfpcfting  worfliip  with  all  thofc 
forms  which  wouli  render  them  odious,  they  hav^  fpread  terror 
dmoug.the  people,  by  propagating  a  report,  that  all  the  chil- 
dren below  ten  years  of  age,  and  all  the  old  people  above  70^ 
were  to  be  put  to  death  !  This  report  has  been  propagated  above 
all  in  the  ci-devunt  BtittaAy,  aiid  in  the  departments  of  the 
Rhine  and  the  Mozelle.  This  is  one  of  the  crimes  afcribed  to 
the  d'devant  Public  Accufer  of  the  criminal  tribunal  of  Straf* 
burgh.  The  tyrannical  follies  of  this  man  render  probable  every 
thing  related  of  Caligula  and  Heliogabalus;  but  one  can  fcarcely 
give  credit  to  them,  even  when  proofs  are  exhibited.  He  car- 
ried his  madnefs  To  far  as  to  put  women  in  a  (late  of  requifition 
for  his  own  ufe.  We  are  affured  that  he  employed  this  method 
to  get  married.  "Whence  iflucd  all  of  a  fudden,  that  fwarm  of 
of  foreigners,  priefts,  nobility,  and  intriguers  of  every  kind, 
who,  at  the  fame  moment,  difperfed  themfelves  throughout  the 
Republic,  to  execute,  in  the  name  of  philofophy,  the  plan  of  a 
counter-revolution,  which  could  not  be  defeated  but  by  the 
force  of  public  reafon?  Execrable  conception,  worthy  of  the 
genius  of  foreign  Courts  leagued  againft  liberty,  and  of  the 
corruption  of  all  the  internal  enemies  of  the  Republic !  It  is 
thus  that  with  the  continual  miracles  operated  by  the  virtue  of 
a  great  people,  intrigue  always  intermixes  the  bafenefs  of  its 
criminal  plots — a  bafenefs  commanded  by  tyrants,  and  which 
they  afterwards  make  the  bafis  of  their  ridiculous  manifeftoes,  to 
keep  the  ignorant  people  funk  in  the  mire  of  opprobrium,  and 
in  the  paths  of  flavery. 

But  what  does  liberty  fufFer  from  the  crimes  of  its  ene- 
mies ?  Is  the  fun,  when  obfcured  by  a  pafling  cloud,  lefs  that 
luminary  which  animates  all  nature  ?  Does  the  impure  fcum, 
with  which  the  ocean  covers  its  fliores,  render  it  lefs  awful  ? 
In  perfidious  hands  all  the  remedies  of  our  evils  become  poi- 
fons.  Whatever  you  may  do,  whatever  you  may  fay,  they 
will  turn  againft  you  even  the  trutlis  which  you  have  unfold- 
ed. Thus,  for  example,  after  having  every  where  fcattered 
the  feeds  of  civil  war  by  a  violent  attack  on  religious  prejudices, 
they  will  endeavour  to  arm  fanaticifm  and  ariftocracy  with  thofe 
meafures,  even,  which  you  have  prefcribed  in  favour  of  liberty 
of  worfhip.  Had  you  left  a  free  cburfe  to  the  confpiracy,  it 
would  have  produced,  a  little  later,  a  terrible  and  univerfal  re- 
aftion.  If  you  check  it,  they  will  endeavour  to  profit  hy  it, 
by  perfuading  the  people  that  you  afford  protection  to  priefts, 
and  the  moderates.  You  muft  not  even  be  aftonifhed  if  the 
authors  of  this  fyftem  are  thofe  priefts  who  have  been  the  moft 
forward  to  acknowledge  their  quackery.  If  patriots,  hurried 
away  by  a  pure,  but  inconfiderate  zeal,  have,  in  fome  parta. 
become  the  dupes  of  their  intrigued,  they  will  throw  the  whol^ 
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blame  on  the  patriots  ;  for  the  firft  point  of  their  Machiavelian 
ioGtnne  is  to  ruin  the  Repuhlic  by  ruining  the  Republicans,  as 
one  fubdues  a  people  by  deftroying  the  army  which  defends  them* 
From  this  we  may  appreciate  one  of  their  favourite  do^rines^ 
which  is,  that  men  ought  to  be  accounted  as  nothing  :  a  maxipi 
of  regal  origin,  and  ^hich  implies  that  all  the  friends  of  liberty 
muft  be  abandoned  to  them.  It  is  to  be  remarked,  that  the  del- 
tiny  of  men,  who  feek  only  to  promote  the  public  good,  is  to 
becoiile  the  vifiims  of  thofe  whofe  fole  wifli  is  to  promote  their 
own.  This  arifes  from  two  caufes :  the  firfl  is,  that  intriguers 
carry  on  their  attack  with  the  vices  of  the  ancient  government ; 
the  fecond,  that  the  patriots  defend  themfelves  only  with  the 
virtues  of  the  new.  Such  an  internal  fituation  ought  to  appear 
to  you  worthy  of  your  whole  attention;  if  you  refle£k  that  you 
have  to  combat,  at  the  fame  time,  the  tyrants  of  Europe,  to  main- 
tain 1,200,000  men  in  arms  ;  and  that  government  is  obliged  to 
jreprtir,  continually,  by  energy  and  vigilance,  ajl  thofe  evils 
which  the  innumerable  multitude  of  our  enemies  have  been 
creating  to  us  during  the  courfe  of  five  years.  What  is  the  re- 
medy of  all  thofe  evils  ?  I  know  no  other  than  the  expanfion 
of  that  general  fpring  of  the  Republic  virtue.  Democracy 
periflies  by  two  kinds  of  exccfs— the  ariftocracy  of  thofe  who 
govern,  or  the  contempt  of  the  people  for  thofe  authorities 
which  they  themfelves  have  eftabliflied— a  contempt  which  caufes 
every  club,  and  every  individual,  to  aflume  the  public  power, 
and  which,  by  excefs  of  diforder,  conducts  the  people  to  annihi- 
lation, or  the  government  of  one.  The  double  tafk  of  the  mo- 
derates, and  counter-revolutionills,  is  to  keep  us  continually 
tolTed  between  thefe  two  quickfands.  The  reprefentatives  of 
the  people  may  avoid  them  both  ;  for  government  has  it  always 
in  its  power  to  be  juft  or  wife;  and  when  it  poffefles  this  cha- 
rafter,  it  is  fure  of  the  confidence  of  the  people.  It  is  .very 
true,  that  the  objcft  of  all  our  enemies  is  to  difTolve  the  Con- 
vention, It  is  true,  that  the  Allies  flatter  themfelves  that  they 
fliall  be  able  to  deftroy  your  energy,  and  to  deprive  you  of  the 
public  confidence,  which  you  have  merited;  this  is  the  firft  in- 
ilru6lions  given  to  their  emifTaries;  but  it  is  a  truth  which 
ought  to  be  confidered  as  trivial  in  politics,  that  a  great  body, 
invefted  with  the  confidence  of  a  great  people,  cannot  be  ruined, 
T>ut  by  .themfelves.  Of  this  your  enemies  are  not  ignorant. 
You  need  not  doubt,  therefore,  that  they  exert  themfelves,  above 
all,  to  roufc  amongft  you  all  thofe  paflions  which  can  fecond 
their  infidious  defigns.  What  can  they  do  againft  the  National 
Reprefentation,  if  they  do  not  extort  from  it  by  furprife,  im- 
politic afls  which  may  furoifli  pretences  for  their  criminal  de- 
clamations? They  muft  neceflarily  wifh,  therefore,  to  have 
agents  of  two  kinds — fome  who  endeavour  to  degrade  it  by  their 
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rpeeches,  and  others^  even  among  its  own  body^  who  ftrite  to 
(ieceive  it»  in  order  to  endanger  its  glory,  and  the  interefts  of 
the  Republic.     To  carry  on  their  attack  with  fuccefs,  it  was 
neceflary  to  begin  by  making  war  in  the  departments,  on  the 
Reprefentatives  who  had  (hewn  themfelves  worthy  of  your  con* 
fidence,  and  againft  the  committee  of  Public  Safety.      They 
were  attacked  therefore  by  party-men  who  fecmed  to  combat 
againft  each  other.     What  could  they  do  better  than  to  enfeeble 
the  government  of  the  Convention,  and  to  break  ail  the  fprings 
of  it  in  a  moment  which  ought  to  have  decided  the  fate  of  the 
Republic  and  of  tyrants  ?  Far  be  it  from  me  to  imagine  that 
there  ftiU  remains, amongft  you  a  fingle  man  bafe  enough  to  wi(h 
to  ferve  the  caufe  of  tyrants  !   But  ftill  farther  from  me  be  the 
crime,  which  would  not  be  pardoned,  of  deceiving  the  National 
Conventiou,  and  of  betraying  thv^  French  people  by  a  criminal 
iilence !  For  a  free  people  have  this  happinefs,  that  truth,  which 
is  the  fcourge  of  defpots,  forms  always  their  ftrength,  and  en- 
fures  their  fafety.     But  it  is  true,  that  there  ftill  exifts  a  danger 
for  our  liberty,  the  only  ferious  danger,  perhaps,  which  it  has  to 
encounter. — "This  danger  is  a  plan  which  has  been  formed  of 
rallying  all  the  enemies  of  the  Republic,  by  reviving  the  fpirit 
of  party ;   of  perfecuting  the   patriots  ;    of  difcouraging  and 
ruining  the  faithful  agents  of  the  Republican  government ;  and 
of  deftroying  thofe  parts  which  are  moft  eflential  for  the  public 
fervice.     They  have  endeavoured  to  deceive  the  Convention 
refpedling  men  and  things;  they  have  wifhed  to  deceive  it,  in 
regard  to  the  caufes  of  abufes  which  they  exaggerate,  in  order 
to  render  it  impoflible  to  remedy  them ;  they  have  endeavoured 
to  fill  it  with  falfe terror,  in  order  to  miflead  or  enfeeble  it;  they 
have  attempted  to  divide  it;  they  have,  above  all,  attempted  to 
divide  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  fent  into  the  depart- 
ments, and  the  committee  of  Public   Safety  ;  they  wiflied  to 
oblige  the  former  to  thwart  the  meafures  of  the  central  autho- 
rity, to  bring  back  diforder  and  confufion ;  they  wiflied  to  four 
them  on  their  return,  to  render  them,  without  their  knowledge, 
the  inftruments  of  a  cabal.     Foreigners  take  advantage  of  all 
thefe  private  paflions,  and  even  of  patriotifm  abufed.     They,  at 
firft,  adopted  the  plan  of  proceeding  ftraight  to  their  objeft  by 
calumniating  the  committee  of  Public  Safety  ;  they  then  openly 
fluttered  themfelves  that  it  would  fink  under  the  weight  of  iff 
laborious  funftions.     VicSlory  and  the  fortune  of  the  Frencli 
people  faved  it.— Since  that  period  they  have  adopted  the  plan 
of  praifing  it,  enfeebling  it,  and  deftroying  the  fruits  of  ajf  its 
labours.     All  thefe  vague  declamations   ogainft  the  necpffary 
agents  of  the  committee,  all  the  plans  of  diforganization  dif- 
guifed  under  the  name  of  reforms,  already  rejeSed  by  the  Con* 
Ycntjan,  and  revive^  at  prefcat  with  ftrans^aff^S.3^U0tv\  xJ^vaX 
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c^crix€i]s  to  appUp4r  iuti^ig^ers,  Wnhoin  the  committee  df  Ptiblic , 
Safety  ought  to  have  ren>oved ;.  tb;^t  ten;or  ftruck  into  good  citi-^ 
zen^;  that  indulgence  with  which  confpirators  are  encouraged;. 
sjlthiu;  fyftem  of  impofture  and  intrigue,  the  principal  authoiT 
q£  wtiich  is  a  man  whom   you  expelled  fi;om  among  you,  i^ 
(Ure£);<d  againft  the  National  Convention^  and  tends  to  realize; 
the  wifli.es  of  all  the  enemies  of  France.     It  is  fince  the  epocha 
when  that  fyftem  was  announced  in  libels,  and  realized  by  pub- 
lic aj£ls,  that  aridoqracy  and  royalty  have  beggn  to  raife  their 
injfii^lent  heads;  that  patriotifm  has  been  again  pei;f($qii  ted  through- 
Out  the  whole  Republic;^  and  that  the  natipnaj,  authority  has 
experienced  a  refiflance,  t4ie  habit  of  which  intriguers  h^d  be^ 
gun  to  lofe.     la  fhort,  thefe   indirect  attacks^  vffitt  they  at- 
tjiended  with  no  other  inconvenience  than  that  of  dividing  tl^. 
qnergy  and   attention   of  thofe  who  have  tQ  fupport  the  io^- 
xpqnfe  bij^th|£n  wijth  whiqh,y.ou  are  loaded,  and  diArad  tbem^to!!)^^ 
qft^fi  from,  the  grand  meafures  of  public  lafety,  t;o  employ  ^m 
iiV defeating  d^^ngerpus  intrigues,  might  fiill  be  confidered  9a  ^ 
4iverf^on  uXbfjajl  to  our  enemi|ss,;  but  let  us  take  courage^  here:i« 
the  fan£iuary  of  truth ;  here  reCde  the  founders  of  the  B.epub« 
lie,  the  avengers  of  mankind,    and  the  deftroyers,  of  tyrants^ 
Here  todeftroy  an  abufe  it  will  be  fufiEicientto  point,  it  oqc^     It 
is  fufficlentfor  us  to  call,  in  the  name  of  our  cpuntry,^qouiiicil8o£ 
the  felf-love  or  weaknefs  to  individuals  to  the  love  of  virtue,  and 
the  glory  of  the  National  Convention.     I  call  for  a  folemn  dif- 
cuilion  on  a]l  the  caufes  of  thefe  difturbances,  and  on  every 
thing  that. can  have  an  influence  00  the  progreis  of  the  revQluiio>n«v 
I  conjure  it  not  to  fufier  any  private  or  fecret  inteief^  to.ufi}i?p 
an  afcendancy  over  the  general  will  of  the  aflembly,.  and  the 
indeftruiSlible  power  of  reafon.     I  fhall,  at  prefent^  confine  my- 
felf  to  propofe  to  you  to  confecrate,  by  your  formal  approbatipn,. 
^e  moral  and  political  truths,  on  which  ought  to  be  founded 
your  internal  adminiflration,  and  the  (lability  of  the  Republic, 
as  you  have  already  confecrated  the  principles  of  your  conduct 
towards  foreign  nations  ;  by  this  you  will  give  confidence  to  all 
good  citizens,    and  deprive  confpirators  of  their  hopes ;  will 
Jecureyour  ownprogrefs;  confound  the  intrigues  and  calumi- 
niesof  kings;  and  will  honour  yourcaufe  and  cbara<Ser  in  the 
eyes  of  all  nations.     Give  to  the  French  people  a  pledge  of  your, 
zeal  for  protesting  patriotifm,  of  your  inflexible  jufiiqe  on  cri- 
Hftrnals,  and  of  your  attachment  to  the  caufe  of  the  people. 
CJifder  the  principles  of  morality  and  politics,  which  I  have  un- 
folSi^d)  to  be  proclaimed  in  your  name,  both  within  and  with- 
out t5e  R^epublic !

The  Ufts  of  naipes,  which,  accocdiog  to  the  law  of  26th 
Frioiatre  (the.  i6th  of  December)  w«s  to  be  made  of  all  perfons 
whofe  property  has  been,  or  (hall  he  conSfcated  to  the  profit  of 
dji  Republic,  (ball  b^  fent  and  proclaimed  io  the  £tine  manner  a* 
me  general  lift  of  emigrants,,  and  (hall,  befides,  be  pafted  up  k» 
tbp cbief  tPW9;s  of  each  diftri^  only.  In  confequence,  there  fholl 
(Hily  be  ten  thoufand  impreflions  of  each  lid. 

iL  lo  th^  j^cade  follQwi«g  the  publication  of  the  prefent  biw» 
there  fhftU  berate  oojt parttcuhr Uds  of  the  Engliih,  the  Spanilh^ 
sMxl  all  the  fubje^s  of  the.  other  foreign  powers  at  war  wiilk 
France,  who  have  any  property  in  France^  wJiether  confiding  of 
moveables  or  immoveables,  or  of  credit.  Thefe  lifts  fliall  be 
made  out  by  the  refpedive  municipalities,  within  v^hofe  precin£ts 
they  poilefs  any  property  or  credit. 

IIL  Thefe  lifts,  ftiall,  within  the  following  decade,  be  fent  by 
the  national  agents  of  the  Communes  to  the  adminiftration  of  the 
dlftri£^,  who  (hall  verify  them,  and  (hall  add,  if  there  be  occa- 
(ion,  a  general  ftate,  which  the  national  agent  (hall  addrefs,  within 
the  third  decade,  to-  the  adminiftration  of  departmejits,  and  to  the 
adminiftration  of  domains. 

IV.  Moreover  the  national  agents  of  the  diftri^  (hall  tx; 
bound  to  fend  every  month  to  the  adminiftration  of  their  depart-* 
ments,  and  to  the  adminiftrator  of  the  national  domains,  and  thcf 
national  adminiftration  of  regiftcrs,  all  new  information,  they  may. 
have  procured  concerning  the  property  and  the  credit  of  each  of; 
the  individuals  comprifcd  in  the  2d  article. 

V.  The  adminiftrator  of  the  national  domains  fhall  comprifo 
thefe  lifts  and  thefe  informations  in  the  tables,  mentioned  in  the. 
firft  article  of  the  prefent  law,  and  in  the  ftates  whofe  formation' 
is  ordered  by  the  tenth  article  of  the  law  of  the  26th  Frimaire 
(December  16.) 

VI.  The  creditors  of  the  emigrants  (hall  from  henceforward 
have  only  one  declaration  and  one  depofit  of  titles  to  make.  They 
fhall  make  them  at  the  Secretaries  Office  of  the  diftridl  where 
their  debtors  laft  refided,  indicated  by  the  general  lift,  made  in 
conformity  to  the  fecond  article  of  the  law  of  the  27th  of  Bru- 
maire  (November  17.) 

VII.  The  creditors  of  banifhed  perfons,  of  imprifoned 
priefts,  of  Engli(hmen,  of  Spaniards,  and  of  the  fubje(3s  of  other 
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powers  at  war  with  the  Republic,  or  of  perfons  outlawed^  and( 
whofe  property  is  confifcated,  are  fubjeA  to  the  fame  declaratioois 
and  depofit  of  titles,  as  the  creditors  of  emigrants. 

VIII.  Thefe  declarations  and  depofits  (hall  be  made  by  the 
creditors  of  emigrants  and  others,  defcribed  in  the  preceding 
article,  within  four  months,  reckoning  from  the  day  oi  the  pub- 
lication, made  in  the  chief  town  of  the  diflri£t.  Where  this 
term  is  paft,  their  debts  will  be  forfeited. 

IX.  The  depofitaries,  public  and  private,  the  debtors,  the 
farmers  or  the  holders  of  property  belonging  to  emigrants  and 
others,  comprifed  in  the  lifts  or  general  tables  mentioned  in  the 
prefent  law,  fhall,  within  the  fame  period,  make  the  declaratioflf^. 
prefcribed  by  the  laws  of  the  25th.  of  November  1792,  25th  oT 
July  1793^  and  26th  Frim^ire  (December  16) ;  and  this  under  the 
penalties  there  pronounced. 

X.  The  difpofitions  of  the  laws  of  the  2d  of  September,  the 
a5th  of  November  1702,  the  13th  of  January  1793,  ^^®  ^^^^ 
Frimaire  (December  16}  and  others,  which  may  be  contrary  to 
thofe  of  the  prefent  law,  are  annulled.  •

dered, to-morrow  morning,  between  eleven  and  twelve  o'clock, 
to  deliver  without  fail,  an  exa£l,  true  and  verified  fpecification 
thereof  to  lilr.  Baillie,  at  the  head-quarters,  at  the  intendant's 
hotel,  under  pain  of  imprifonment  againft  the  tranfgreflbrs,  and 
confiication  of  the  goods  not  declared ;  and  the  perfons  above- 
mentioned  muft  take  care,  in  the  faid  fpecification,  tofetdown 
the  name  of  the  proprietors  of  the  above  merchandize,  the  ware- 
houfes  where  they  are  laid  up,  and  th^  ftrect  where  the  faid 
warehoufes  are  fituated.

Tables  of  the  names  of  all  perfons  whofe  goods  and 
eftates  are  liable  to  confifcations,  ihall  be  given  in  to  the 
perfons  appointed  at  Paris  to  receive  thefe  denunciations,  and 
they  {hall  be  afterwards  proclaimed  in  the  fame  manner  as  has 
been  done  in  regard  to  the  emigrants. 

%m  In  the  decade  following  the  publication  of  the  prefent  law, 
there  fliall  be  made  out  particular  lifts  of  the  Englifli,  the  Spa* 
nifli,  and  all  the  fubjcdts  of  the  other  foreign  powers  at  war 
with  France,  who  have  any  property  in  France,  whether  con- 
iifting  of  moveables  or  immoveables,  or  of  credit.  Thefe  lifts 
fliall  be-  made  out  by  the  refpe£live  municipalities,  within 
whofe  precinfts  they  nave  poffeft  any  property  or  credit* 

J.  Thefe  lifts  fhall,  within  the  following  decade,  be  fent  by  the 
national  agents  of  the  communes  to  the  adminiftratipn  of 
diftrift,  who  ftiall  verify  them,  and  ihall  add,  if  there  be  oc- 
cafion,  a  general  ftate,  which  the  national  agent  fliall  addrefs^ 
within  the  third  decade,  and  to  the  adminiftration  of  domains. 

4I  Moreover  the  national  agents  of  the  diftrids  fliall  be  bound 
to  fend  every  month  to  the  adminiftration  of  their  departments, 
and  to  the  adminiftration  of  the  national  domains,  and  the 
national  adminiftration  of  regifters,  all  new  information  they 
may  have  procured  concerning  the  property  and  the  credit  of 
each  of  the  individuals  comprifed  in  the  fecond  article. 

5.  The  adminiftrator  of  the  national  domains  fliall  comprife 
thefe  lifts  and  thefe  informations  in  the  tables  mentioned  in  the 
firft  article  of  the  prefent  law,  and  in  the  ftates,  whofe  infor- 
mation is  ordered  by  the  tenth  article  of  the  law  of  the  26th 
Frimaire. 

6.  The  creditors  of  the  emigrants  fliall  from  henceforward  have 
only  one  declaration,  and  one  depofit  of  titles  to  make.  They 
fliall  make  them  at  the  fecretary's  ofBce  of  the  diftrifl  where 
their  debtors  laftrefided,  indicated  by  the  general  lift,  made  in 
conformity  to  the  fecond  article  of  the  law  of  the  27th  of 
Brumaire. 

7.  The  creditors  of  baniflied  perfons,  of  imprifoned  priefts,  of 
Engliflimen,  of  Spaniards,  and  the  fubjeSs  of  other  powers 
at  war  with  the  Republic,  or  of  perfons  outlawed,  and  whofe 
property  is  confifcated,  are  fubjedl  to  the  fame  declarations  and 
depofit  of  titles  as  the  creditors  of  emigrants. 

8.  Thefe  declarations  and  depofits  fliall  be  made  by  the  creditors 
of  emigrants,  and  others  defcribed  in  the  preceding  ;itX.\c\^^ 
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within  four  months,  reckoning  from  the  day  of  the  publica- 
tion made  in  the  chief  town  of  the  diftriA.  Where  this 
term  is  paft,  their  debts  will  be  forfeited. 

9.  The  depofitarics,  public  and  private,  the  debtors,  the  far- 
mers, or  the  holders  of  property  belonging  to  emigrants  and 
others,  comprifed  in  the  lifts  of  general  tables  mentioned  in 
the  prefcnt  law,  {hall,  within  the  fame  period^  make  the  de- 
clarations prcfcribed  by  the  laws  of  the  25th  November  179a, 
25th  July  1793,  ^"^  ^^^^  Frimaire;  and  this  under  the  pe- 
nalties there  pronounced*. 

10.  The  difpofitions  of  the  laws  of  the  2d  September,  the  25th 
November  1792,  the  13th  Jannary  1793',^  ^^^  ^^^^  Frimaire, 
and  others  which  may  be  contrary  to  thofe  of  the  prefcnt  law, 
are  annulled. 


Report  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  of  France  on  the  Internal 
Situation  of  the  Republi^y  prefented  to  the  National  Convention  pn 
the  6th  of  March  1794,  hy  £•  Barrere. 

Citizens^ 

WITHIN  this  laft  month  the  committee  has  obferved,  that 
the  difafFeded,  unable  wholly  to  check,  have  endea- 
voured to  retard,  as  much  as  poflible,  the  progrefs  of  the 
Revolution.  Not  daring  to  appear  in  the  face  of  the  day,  they 
chofe  the  dark  hour  of  night,  for  deliberation  and  for  a£lion  ;  flat- 
tering themfelves  that  the  attention  of  the  guardians  of  the  Republic 
would  then  be  averted  from  them.  But  the  imprudent  fpeed  with 
which  they  carried  their  fchemes  into  execution  has  betrayed 
them. 

It  is  not  on  this  day  that  the  committee  intend  to  tear  off  the 
veil  which  covers  thefe  machinations  and  the  authors  of  them.  A 
more  ample  and  fatisfaftory  report  is  preparing,  whofe  appearance 
will  involve  the  confpirators  in  complete  difcomfiture,  and  will 
furrender  them  to  the  indignation  and  contempt  of  all  good  ci- 
tizens. 

By  its  central  fituation  the  committee  is  pcrfcflly  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  condition  of  France  and  of  foreign  courts,  with 
the  relative  ftate  of  London  and  of  Paris,  and  with  the  crimes 
perpetrated  in  one  of  thefe  cities,  and  the  intrigues  fomented  in 
the  other. 

When  you  hear  that  the  Republic  has  never  been  one  mo- 
ment free  from  J.reafon,  you  will  not  be  aftonifhed — you  will  only 
bp  more  vigilant. 

You  cannot  wonder  that  Europe,  whofe  diplomatic  and  mi- 
litary refources  are  united  againft  you — and  that  Kings,  th6  natural 
enemies  of  Republicanlfm,  Ihould  be  able  to  create  fome  internal 

con- 
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eonYulfiond*-or  that  they  (hould  corrupt, every  thing  that  furrounSs 
us — calumniate  us  in  our  labour — divide  us  in  our  opinions,  and 
difappoint  us  in  our  proje<t^s. 

In  all  revolutions  there  have  been  foreign  parties  againft  them. 
The  revolutions  in  Greece  had  to  contend  with  tha  gold,  the 
agents,  the  orators,  and  the  Calumniators,  who  wdre  bribed  by 
Philip.  The  revolutions  in  Europe  have  been  oppofcd  by  the  trca- 
furesy  the  fpics,  the  aflfociators,  and  other  perfons  bribed  by  tiro 
of  the  courts  of  Europe. 

In  the  revolution  even  which  took  place  in  this  century  in 
Denmark  in  favour  of  defpotifm,  Riulia  and  ■  ' "-  (lipulated  in 
favour  of  anarchical  extravagance,  and  though  they  fpoke  of  liberty 
and  patriotifni,  tlwy  neitlier  deli  red  the  eftabliihment  of  laws,  nor 
the  prevalence  of  thofe  principles  upon  which  patriot! fm  is 
founded. 

For  four  years  have  wc  beheld  this  fecret  confpiracy  df  all 
monarchies  to  deftroy,  as  it  were,  by  fap,  the  fabric  of  oar  liberty 
•— fometimes  by  gentle  meafiires — or  by  immoral  means — at  other 
x'xmts  by  preveniing  the  execution  of  decrees,  or  by  executing  them 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  produce  a  counter-revolutionary  etfc6l-^But 
Liberty  has  fuftai'ned  her  empire  even  by  the  very  means  that  have 
been  ufed  to  deftroy  it. — She  has  ftruck  deep  her  root  into  the  hearty 
into  all  the  hearts  of  all  true  Frenchmen ;  ihe  has  been  ftrength- 
ened  by  thedifappointed  plots  of  her  enemies,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  the  wind  binds  the  earth  after  the  (lorms  that  had  laid  it  under 
water. 

Wc  have  deduced  from  hiftory,  all  the  leflbns  and  all  the  eic- 
perience  with  which  (he  could  furnifh  us.  We  have  our  eyes  fixed 
on  all  our  agents,  and  on  all  the  public  fundionaries  t  even  the 
national  reprefentation  in  the  departments  is  not  exempt  from  our 
vigilance. 

We  have  agents  in  every  part  of  Europe — »we  have  agents 
even  in  America,  from  whom  we  learnt  the  plots  of  the  emigrants 
from  the  colonies,  and  of  the  envoys  from  the  European  courts. 
We  are  notignorant  that  thefe  courts  ufe  every  artifice  to  penetrate 
into  our  proje6ts.  We  therefore  attack  them  with  the  fanie  weii- 
pons  which  they  ufe  agaiilft  us.  The  combined  powers^  cannot 
fpeak  one  word  which  we  do.not  hear.  The  conferences  of  Madk^ 
at  London— !^he  reprefentations  of  Luchefini,  at  Frankfort*— the 
new  tadics  of  the  flave  in  uniform — »and  the  frefh  intrigues  of  the 
Britifli  government  in  our  ports— the  laft  convulfion  in  the  military 
(yftcm  of  Auilria,  and  the  politics  of  the  Capttians  of  Spain 
and  Italy  \  all  thefe  are  known  to  us. 

There  is,  as  it  were,  an  echo  in  Europe,  and  this  echo  repeats 
to  the  committee^  avery  political  ryltetii  adopted  in  Europe.  It  re- 
peats to  us  the  Jad  words  of  ihc&'great  politicians— the  plots  of 
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thefe.  modern  intriguers^  and  the  counfel  of  thefe  pretended  pa- 
triotSy  who  alfo  aililt  in  the  confpiracy  againft  us. 

We  have  been  of  opinion  that  tve  could  not  open  the  campaign 
wi<h  fecurity>  until  we  had  exercifed  the  moft  aftive  and  ieverc 
vigilance^^  lentil  we  had  made  the  tour  of  the  frontiers  and  tra- 

.verfed  thip  interior.     We   have  e^en  walked  over  the  ruins  of  La 

.  Vendee.     It  was  only  the  day  before  yefterday,  that  500  rebels 

.  ^ho  endeavoured  to  light  up  anew  the  flames  of  civil  war,  bit  the 
dujiy  and  in  a  few  days  we  mean  to  propofe  to  you  a  provifional 
adminiftration  for  that  department,  that  (hall  lafl:  to  the  end  of 

.  war, — a  ftrong  government  for  a  country  impregnated  with  coun- 
ter-revolutionary and  anti-republican  principles. 

If  Paris,  which  is  the  firm  center  of  patriotifm  and  courage,  be 
each  day  fretted  and  teafed  by  petty  confpirators — -if  every  hour 
give  birth  tofome  counter-revolutionary  intrigue  and  to  a  variety 
of  falfe  reports — if  ftock-jobbing  manoeuvres  be  each  moment 
pra£lifed  on  opinions,  and  corruption  with  unceafing  a£livity  ex- 

•  crcife  her  power  on  the  perfons  of  republicans — if,  I  fay,  fuch 
fcenes  are  aded  in  Paris,  imagine  what  muft  be  the  ftate  of  the 
frontiers,  when  the  power  of  vigilance  is  weakened,  and  where  a 
correfpondence  with  the  enemy  may  be  more  eafily  carried  on. 
In  the  fhort  fpace  of  one  month  we  have  difcovered  four  plots. 
At  Havre  the  merchants  and  bankers  endeavoured  to  degrade  the 
national  wealth  by  depreciating  allignats,  and  by  attempting  to 
difguft  the  people  with  the  national  reprefentation. 

We  are,  however,  well  acquainted  with  the  fource  of  that 
fiditious  fcarcity,  which  was  to  refult  from  the  depreciation  of 
aflignats,  and  we  have  in  our  polfeirion  the  correfpondence  which 

-  leads  us  to  a  difcovery  of  thefe  plots.     We  have  arrefted  the  guilty, 
who  are  now  on  their  way  to  the  revolutionary  tribunal. 

At  Lille,  a  lawyer,  named  Legofne,  received  money  from  the 
ariftocrats  in  France,  and  fent  it  into  foreign  countries.     He  cor- 

;  refponded  with  the  emigrants  and   facilitated  the  circulation  of 

.forged  allignats,  and  the  exportation  of  merchandize.     His  papers 

^fi  in  our  hands,  but  it  would   be  imprudent  to  produce  them 

\     A-t  Maubeuge  a  French  agent  kept  up  a  correfpondence  with  the 

ci-dc^ant  nobles — enlifted  foldiers  for  the  enemy,  and  fept  packets 

,  of  intelligence  to   Coburg.      He  has  confefled  that  he    correC- 

ponded  with  feveral  EngliSimeu  at  Calais,  particularly  one  of  the. 

name  of  Fielding. 

Finally,  at  Landrccy,  a  letter  received  yefterday  has  informed 
us  of  a  new  treafon  upon  this  important  part  of  our  frontier. 

At  Paris  the  p^opje  are  every  day  deceived  with  refpe6t  toprovi- 
lions— groups  are  coUeded-: — infidious  addrefles  made  to  them — 
inflnuations  propagated  ^gatnft  the  Convention,  and  even  accufa- 
l^ps  made,  charging  the  oational  reprefentation  with  that  fcarcity 

which 
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which  has  been  folely  produced  by  the  difaflfbdied-^provirions  are 
flopped  CM  the  road,  and  the  markets  thus  want  fupplies.  The 
exclamation  of  the  traitors  is  eternally  *  there  will  be  a  famine^  and 
epidemic  diftempers! 

But  let  the  confpirators  tremble. — We  (hall  foon  (hew  them  their 
own  plans,  and  trace  them  from  London  to  Paris,  from  the  cabinet 
of  Pitt  to  the  hands  of  hi6  agents. — We  (hall  publi(h  the  advice 
given  by  the  Earl  of  Moira,  onthe  projeft  cntrufted  to  him. 

We  (hall  foon  ftate  to  the  intriguers  in  the  ftreets  and  the  coun- 
tcr-revolutionifts  in  the  markets,  our  fentiments  on  this  queftion 
a(kcd  in  the  Briti(h  Parliament — **  Where  is  this  famine  in  France 
which  Mr.  Pitt  promifed  us  ?  Where  are  thefe  inteftine  commo« 
tions  which  he  promifed  to  revive  in  the  departments  ?" 

Men  of  England  ! — We  (hall  foon  appeal  to  the  elements  which 
you  have  enflaved,  and  the  fea  which  you  have  di(honoured.  Na- 
ture hcrfelf  will  unite  with  the  love  of  humanity  and  the  courage 
ot  Republicans,  in  order  to  revenge  fuch  multiplied  infults* 

Thus  (hall  we  unveil  all  the  plots — we  (hall  drag  into  open  day 
all  tbofe  confpirators,  who  can  only  have  been  influenced  by  that 
ari(hxn'acy  which  remains  iin  France,  and  by  the  foreign  powers. 

.What  purpofe  can  thefe  divi(ions,  thefe  movements,  thefe  dif« 
organizations  in  the  focial  principle  lerve  ?  They  can  only  ferve  the 
caufe  of  tyrants  and  of  (laves. 

Citizens,  the  campaign  is  on  the  point  of  commencing. — Let  us 
purify  the  foil  from  the  filth  of  intrigues,  in  order  that  we  may  be 
able  to  concentrate  our  attention  on  the  means  of  combating  and 
conquering  the  powers  leagued  againft  us. 


On  Saturday^  March  8/A,  1794,  in  the  National  Convention  ^

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JV.  The  foreign  vcffcls,  and  the  French  vefiels  coining  from 
abroaci)  fhall  not  be  permitted  to  anchor  in  the  ifland«  of 

.  Corfica,  Croix,  Bouin,  LaCroifiere,  Noirmoutier,  Ifle-Dieu, 
Bellifle,  Uihant,  the  Ifland  of  the  Mountain,  MoIeNehedic, 
Me  des  Saints,  the  Iflcs  of  Rhe,  Oberon,  and  other  great  or 
iinall  iflands,  uulefs  they  are  in  diftrefs,  or  obliged  to  come  ta 

,     anchor. 

V.  The  commodities  and  prodii<9,ions  of  territory  of  Fifliing 
and  Salt,  dra\^n  from  the  places  denominated  by  Article  IV. 
..  ftiall  pay  no  duty  in  the  French  ports;  but  no  manufadlured 
goods  ftiall  be  imported  from  thofe  places  in  France. 

yi.  French  fiiips  may  be  difpatched  from  the  phces  pointed  oat 
in  Article  IV.  from  one  harbour'to  another,  the  lame  as  for 

,    a  French  harbour. 

VII.  Thofe  articles,  the  importation  of  which  is  lawful  from 
the  United  States  of  America  to  the  French  colonies,  fliall 
not  be  exported  from  the  faid  colonics  to  France.

•:^j,  view  of  making  bad  inipreflfions  upon  our  augull  fovereign

Wifhing,  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  advice  com- 
manicated  by  the  commander  in  chief  to  the  dates,  relative  tp 
the  meditated  invaflon,  and  the  atrocious  calumi^iy  thrown  out 
againft  the  moft  faithful  people,  and  wiiich  cannot  fail  to  ex- 
cite the  moft  lively  indignation  in  tl.o  hearts  of  the  mhabi- 
tants,  be  publicly  made  known,  the  ilates  have  ordered  that 
this  prefent  adl,  unaniraoufly  voted,  be  printed,  publiilied,  and 
put  up  in  all  the  pariihes  of  this  iiland  :  and  the  miniilers  are 
r.equefted  to  have  the  goodnefs  to  read  tlic  fame  next  Sunday 
from  the  pi^lpit.

General  Orders  for  the  Security  of  Great  Britain*

Whitehall y   i/^th  March ^   1794. 

TT  is  natural  to  be  fuppofed  that  gentlemen  of  weight  or 
property  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom  will  feparately 
ftand  forward,  in  order  to  cirry  into  execution  the  fevcraj 
parts  of  the  plan  for  the  fecuiity  of  the  country  :  but  it  feemt 
alio  defirable,  a  general  fubfcription  (houid  be  opened,  to  be 
applied,  under  the  dire£lion  of  a  committee,  for  the  purpofe  of 
affifting  in  carrying  into  execution  all,  or  any,  of  the  meafures 
therein  fuggefted,  as  circumftances  ftall  appear  to  require. 


fFhitehallf  March  14,   1 794. 

In  brder  to  provide  more  completely  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
country  againft  any  attempts  which  may  be  made  on  the  part 
of  the  enemy,  it  may  be  expedient  to  adopt  fome,  or  all,  of  the 
following  meafures: 

I.  To  augment  the  militia  by  volunteer  companies,  as  wat 
praflifed  in  the  laft  war;  or  by  an  additional  number  of  vo- 
lunteers, to  be  added  as  privates  to  each  company. 

IL  To  form  volunteer  companies  in  particular  towns,  efpc* 
cially  in  thofe  fituated  on,  or  near  the  fea-coaft,  tor  the  pur- 
pofe of  the  local  defence  of  the  particular  places  where  they 
may  be  raifed,  according  to  the  accompanying  plan,  or  fuch 
other  as  may,  on  application  for  that  purpofe,  be  approved  of, 
as  heft  adapted  to  the  circumftances  of  any  particular  town. 

III.  To  raife  volunteer  troops  of  fencible  cavalry,  confift'v 
ing  of  no  lefs    than  fifty,  nor  more  than  eighty  per  troop  ; 
who  will  he   to  ferve  only   during  the   war,  and  within  the- 
kingdom.     The  officers  will  have  temporary  rank  only,  and 
\7ill  not  be  entitled  tQ  half-pay ;    the  arms,   ac€Outi:eixicciti^ 
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and  cloathing  will  be  furniflied  by  government;  but  the  levy 
money  for  the  men  to  be  furniflied  by  the  perfons  who  un- 
dertake to  raife  fuch  troops ;  and  the  horfes  to  be  found  by 
them,  but  to  be  paid  for,  at  a  reafonabie  price,  by  goverti- 
ftient* 

A  pcrfon  raifing  two  troops  to  have  the  temporary  rank  of 
major;  four  troops,  that  of  lieutenant-colonel ;  and  fix  troops^ 
that  of  colonel* 

IV.  To  form  other  bodies  of  Cavalry  within  particular 
counties  ordiftridls,  to  confift  of  the  gentlemen  and  yeomanry, 
or  fuch  perfons  as  they  fliall  bring  forward,  according  to  the 
plans  to  be  approved  of  by  the  king,  or  by  the  lords  lieute- 
nants under  authority  from  Kis  Majefty :  and  the  officers  to 
receive  temporary  commiflions  from  his  Majefty  ;  and  the 
mufter-rolls  alfo  to  be  approved  by  his  Majefty,  or  by  the 
lords  lieutenants,  at  periods  to  be  fixed.  No  levy  money  to 
be  given,  and  the  horfes  to  be  furniflieJ  by  the  gentry  or  yeo* 
manry  who  compofe  the  corps ;  but  the  arms  and  accoutre- 
ments to  be  fupplied  at  the  expenfe  of  the  public.  Such  *  cprps 
to  be  cxercifed  only  at  fuqh  times  as  ftiall  be  fixed  by  warrant 
from  his  Majefty,  or  by  the  approbation  of  the  lords  lieute- 
nants: to  be  liable  to  be  embodied  or  called  out  of  their  coun- 
ties by  fpecial  dire£tions  from  his  Majefty,  in  cafe  of  adual 
appearance  of  invafion ;  and  to  be  liable  to  be  called  upon,  by 
order  from  his  Majefty,  or  by  the  lord  lieutenant  or  fheriffof 
the  county,  to  a6l  within  the  county,  or  in  the  adjacent  coun- 
ties, for  the  fuppreflion  of  riots  and  tumults.  In  either  cafe, 
while  adlually  in  fervice,  they  fliall  receive  pay  as  cavalry,  and 
be  liable  to  the  provifions  of  the  mutiny  bill.

WHEREAS  the  utmoft  exertions  are  now  requidte  for 
increaiing  the  military  force  in  this  kingdom;  be  it 
therefore  enabled  by  the  King's  moft  excellent  Majelly,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  content  of  the  Lords  fpiritual  and  temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  prefent  Parliament  aiTembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  fame,  that  any  corps  or  companies  of  volun-

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teer  corps,  formed  as  aforefaid,  fuch  court  martial  to  be  af-^ 
f<in:?lod  by  warrant  under  his  Majefty's  fign  manual,  or  by 
Vr  .M  int  from  fome  general  or  other  officer  duly  authorized  to 
hold  courts  martial. 

IL  And  be  it  further  ena£led,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for 
all  mayors,  bailifPs,  conftables,  tithingmen,  headboroughs,  and 
other  chief  magi  ft  rates  and  officers  of  cities,  towns,  parifhes, 
tithings,  and  places,  and  (in  their  default  or  ftWcnce)  for  an^ 
one  juftice  of  the  peace  inhabiting  within,  or  near,  any  fuchcity^

{March  27,  1794)  tbefecond  Tear  of  the  French  Republic^  one 
and  indivlfible, 

ON  the  report  made  by  the  minifter  of  foreign  affairs,  re- 
lative to  the  reprefentations  made  by  the  United  States, 
Denmark,  Sweden,  Genoa,  and  the  Hanfetowns,  to  obtain  the 
raifing  of  the  embargo  laid  on  all  foreign  veflbls  actually  de- 
tained  at  Bourdeaux ; 

Confidering  that  the  motives  which  gave  room  for  this  em- 
bargo no  longer  exift,  and  that  it  becomes  the  dignity  and 
jufiice  of  the  Republic  to  grant  fufficient  indemnities  to  the 
foreign  proprietors  of  fliips,  whofe  interefts  have  fufFered  by 
the  embargo,  and  to  facilitate  the  departure  of  tlieir  veflels, 

The  committee  of  public  fafety,  by  virtue  of  the  powers 
delegated  to  them  by  the  decree  of  the  14th  Frimaire,  (4th 
December), 

Refolve  as  follows : 

1.  The  embargo  laid  upon  all  foreign  fhips  at  BourdeauK 
(hall  be  raifed  without  delay,  and  the  captains  are  at  full  li- 
berty to  depart,  conforming  themfelves  neverthelcfs  to  the 
laws  and  decrees  relative  to  the  exportation  of  goods. 

2.  No  foreign  fhip  that  arrived  at  Bourdeaux  before  the  I2tli 
ofNivofe,  (the  ift  of  January),  and  detained  in  confequence  of 
the  embargo,  fhall  pay  any  other  duties  than  thofe  that  were 
exafted  from  foreign  vcjQTels  before  that  epoch, 

3.  The  captains  or  proprietors  fhall  produce  accounts  of 
their  expenfes,  and  of  the  indemnities  they  claim,  to  the  ad- 
itiiniftrators  of  the  navy,  who  are  to  forward  them,  with  their 
obfervations,  to  the  executive  council. 

The  executive  council  fliall  fix  the  indemnity  to  be  granted 
to  the  .captains  or  proprietors,  which  fliall  be  paid  them,  or 
to  their  attorn ies,  upon  the  approved  decifion  of  the  com- 
mittee of  Public  Safety, 

4.  The  captains  (hall  be  at  liberty  to  get  and  export,  on  ac-v 
count  of  this  indemnity,  and  without  waiting  for  its  fixatioHj^ 
the  neceflary  provifions  for  their  return  voyages, 

5.  The  committee  of  Public  Safety  leave  at  the  difpofal  of 
the  minifter  of  the  navy  the  fum  of  eight  hundred  thoufand 
livres,  to  be  advanced  to  the  captains  on  account  of  their  in- 
demnities, according  to  their  refpe<£live  wants,  to  be  verified 
by  the  confuls  of  their  nations.

Monday  morning,  the  28th  inftant,  to  deliver  to  the  above  agents, 
zn  exa£t  fpecification  of  the  produdions  of  the  colony,  at  this 
I  time 
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time  aftiially  exifting  in  their  houfes  and  warehoufes,  for  which 
they  are  to  remain  anfwerable  at  their  own  peril  and  hazard*  A 
general  fale  Ihall  hereafter  take  place  ;  and  if  it  Ihbuld  then  ap« 
pear,  that  any  goods  have  been  concealed,  thofe  that  are  guilty 
thereof  fhall  be  leverely  punilhed. 

All  fuch  perfons  as  have  fold  commoditiesi  or  non-manufa£lured 
tobacco,  are  alfo  ordered  to  deliver,  without  any  delay,  to  the 
agents  of  feizures,  an  account  of  the  fums  received.

In  the  National  Convent ion^  on  the  id  Floreal  {21  Afril^  I794f) 
Billand  Varennes  prefented  the  following  Report  from  the  Com" 
mitteeqf  Public  Safety. 

CITIZENS,  at  the  opening  of  this  campaign,  which  muft 
be  terrible,  becaufe  it  is  time  to  put  an  end  to  the  conteft 
between  royalty  and  republican ifm,  the  committee  of  Public 
Safety  have  felt  the  neceffity  of  fixing  finally  the  bafis  of  that 
fyftem  which  ought  to  regulate  our  political  condu£t.  If  cou- 
rage and  defpair  be  alone  neceffary  to  commence  a  revolution, 
perfeverance  and  prudence  are  indilpenfably  requifite  to  condudl 
that  revolution,  and  genius  and  magnanimity  pf  mind  to  put  an 
end  to  it.  It  belongs  theti  to  you  tp  fprefee  all  the  qaufes,  and 
to  calculate  all  the  eSefls. 

Too  long  have  we  marched  forward  at  random*  Whoever 
has  neither  fettled  fyftem,  nor  defined  plan,  may  fometimes  be 
fuccefsful,  but  he  n^uft  often  be  expofed  to  the  operations  of  the 
paffions,  and  be  dragged  by  circumftances  far  from  the  dcftined 
goal. 

It  is  not  thus  ithat  a  cautious  politician  prepare^  for  fucpefs  : 
he  endeavours  to  prevent  difafters,  and  not  to  be  difmayed  by 
them  when  they  arrive.  He  feize§  the  favourable  opportunity, 
without  fuppofing  that  fuch  opportunities  will  frequently  occur. 
Every  thing  which  is  doubtful  ought  to  be  deemed  delufive  or 
precarious, — every  thing  that  is  pnfprpfeen  pafle$  often  away 
with  the  quicknefs  of  lightning. 

Po  we  wifli  to  fuccced — we  ought  then  tp  begin  by  knowing 
Our  real  (Ituation — by  lopping  off  thofe  principles  which  art? 
only  fpecious ;  and  thus  combining  and  concentrating  all  cir- 
cumftances,  the  Republic  muft  proceed  with  a  firm  ftep.  It 
mt^ft  overcon^e  :UI  obftacles — conquer  all  UiiSculti^,  APd,  in  4 

N  a  ^^1^^ 
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•word,  attain  the  defired  end  by  the  force  of  the  impetus  with 
which  it  is  invefted. 

Billaud  Varennes  entered  now  into  a  very  eloquent  compa- 
rifon  of  the  fituation  of  Rome  at  the  cxpulfion  of  the  Tarquins, 
aind  of  the  fituation  of  France  at  the  prefent  moment. 
.  Reprefentatives  of  the  French  people,  he  continued,  the  Re- 
public has  impofed  on  you  a  duty,  as  vaft  in  its  extent,  as  it 
is  difficult  in  the  performance.  The  eftablifhment  of  a  demo- 
cracy in  a  country  which  has  fo  long  la^nguiftied  in  fetters,  may 
be  compared  to  that  tremendous  and  awful  effort  which  nature  , 
]!nakes,  when  flie  pafies  from  nothingnefs  to  exiflence. — It  is 
neceffary,  if  I  may  he  allowed  the  expreffion,  to  re-create 
that  people  whom  we  are  leading  to  a  life  of  liberty,  becaufe  all 
ancient  prejudices  muft  be  eradicated — all  old  cuftoms  abolilhed 
«-all  depraved  habits  extirpated — all  fuperfluous  wants  retrained* 
A  vigorous  a6lion,  a  vehement  impulfe,  is  neceffary  to  deve- 
Jopc  the  civic  virtues,  and  to  reprefs  the  paffions  of  avarice  and 
intrigue. 

Citizens,  the  inflexible  aufterity  of  Lycurgus  was  the  fun- 
damental ftone  on  which  was  erefted  the  column  of  Spartan  li- 
berty— the  feeble  charafter  of  Solon  re-plunged  Athens  into  fla- 
Yery.  This  parallel  contains  all  the  fcience  of  legiflation. 
Tne  conful  Brutus,  when  he  condemned  to  death  his  'guilty 
fbns,  well  knew  that  fuch  a  feverity,  ftriking  the  people  at  the 
fame  moment  with  admiration  and  terror,  would  appal  confpi- 
racy,  and  render  her  inert.  This  calculation, was  fo  juft,  that 
after  the  death  of  Brutus's  fons,  the  only  refource  of  Tarquia 
was  that  fpecies  of  combat,  in  which  he  was  conquered,  and 
liberty  eftablifhed.  Who  will  now  dare  to  projeft  the  ruin  of 
the  country,  when  it  is  known  that  you  have  made  juftice  the 
order  of  the  day  ? 

We  muft  prevent  the  affaffination  of  the  focial  body,  by  put- 
ting the  affaflSns  to  death.  The  death  of  Cataline  faved  the- 
lives  of  the  Roman  Senators,  and  of  thoufands  of  other  perfons. 
The  deftrudlion  of  the  two  faSions  has  prevented  the  deftruc- 
tion  of  the  people  and  their  reprefentatives — has  paved  the  way 
for  victory — has  forced  the  enemy's  advanced  pofts,  and  ha$ 
furrendered  to  us  their  head  quarters,  without  even  giving  them 
p  battle. 

Eillaud  Varennes  concluded  by  propbfing  the  following  de^ 
crce,  which  was  junanimoufly  adopted: 

That  fupported  by  the  virtues  of  the  people  of  France,  the 
National  Convention  will  eftablifli  democracy,  and  punifh  all 
thp  enemies  of  that  democracy^ 
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f 

The  Emperor  puhfi/hcd  a  Proclamation  to  the  following  Purport^  at 

Bruffels^  on  the  ijth  of  jfpril,  1 794. 


TT^UROPEhas,  during  five  years,  witncfled  the  calamitous 
P^  ftate  of  the  wretched  kingdom  of  France;  the  evils  of 
which  increafing  daily,  do  not  as  yet  hold  out  a  profpedl  of 
their  termination*  The  impious  faction  which  tyrannizes 
over  that  kingdom,  to  maintain  its  monftrous  fyftem  has  at 
once  attacked,  under  the  fpecious  pretext  of  reform,  religion, 
the  conftitution  of  the  ftate,  and  all  the  Wafes  of  focial  order, 
which  this  laftion  has  haftcned  to  dellroy,  fuhftituting  in  its 
place  a  pretended  equality,  abfolutely  chiuiericah 

Refolved  invariably  to  maintain  the  religion  and  the  confti- 
tution which  have  for  ages  conftitutcd  the  happincfs  of  the 
Belgic  provinces,  we  are  deiirous,  by  a  rigid  law,  to  fupport. 
the  public  wifhes  fo  ftrongly  and  generally  pronounced  by  the 
horror  the  whole  country  has  difplayed  at  the  French  revolu- 
tionary fyftems* 

The  undermentioned  articles  foUov^  the  preamble  in  the 
tifualforro: 

I.  All  perfons,  whether  foreigners  or  inhabitants,  who  fliall, 
by  confpiracies  or  plots,  attempt  to  introduce,  or  propagate  in 
this  country,  the  above  fyfteiiy^  ftiall  be  confidered  as  guilty  of 
high  treafon,  and  punifticd  with  death. 

II.  All  thofe  who  by  words  or  writing  ftiall  favour  the  pro- 
pagation of  fuch  a  fyftem,  ftiall  be  puniflied  by  imprifonmcnt. 

IIL  The  aBTociations,  known  under  the  titles  of  clubs  and 
literary  focieties,  as  well  as  every  other  fimilar  aflemblage  of 
men,  whatever  its  denominations  may  be,  ftiall  be  bound  to 
inform  the  fifcal  counfellors  of  th6  ohjedl:  of  their  fociety, 
and  the  names  of  thofe  who  compofe  it,  for  the  purpofc  of 
obtaining  in  writing  a  confent  from  the  faid  fifcal  counfellors, 
which  mall,  however,  be  merely  provifional.  Every  aft  of 
difobedience  to  be  puniftied  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  crowns. 
This  claufe  to  extend  to  all  the  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  of 
the  Imperial  Netherlands. 

IV.  Thofe  who  fhall  lodge  informations  againft  fuch  as  arc 
guilty  of  the  above-named  crimes  and  exceffes,  ftiall  have  4 
recompence,  proportioned  to  the  magnitude  of  the  difcoveries 
they  (hall  make.  For  the  crimes  mentioned  in  the  firft  ar- 
ticle this  recompence  ftiall  not  he  lefs  than  1000  crowns.  And, 

V,  Informing  accomplices  ftiall  have  the  fame  recompcnce„ 
with  forgivenefs,  unlefs  they  fliall  have  been  the  chief  an4 
principal  abettors*

General  Order  at  St.  Helena^ 

ENGLAND  being  at  war  with  France,  this  is  not  a  time 
for  difputes  between  Britifli  fuhjedls:  none  of  them  can 
quarrel  now  but  rafcals.  I  make  it  public  therefore,  that  1  am 
determined  to  fee  the  laws  put  in  execution,  as  every  good  man 
■would  wifli,  and  to  have  every  bad  man,  who  diftiirbs  the 
peace  here,  brought  before  a  court  or  jury,  let  him  wear  what- 
ever coat  he  may  ;  and  if  any  further  difturbances  arife  between 
foldiers  and  failors,  I  muft,  contrary  to  my  inclinations,  put 
a  {top  to  all  intercourfe  between  them,  and  keep  the  latter 
from  coming  infide  the  gates.

At  all  events,  they  (hall  not  quarrel 
here  with  impunity.

Citizens, 
npHE  intention  of  the  French  Republic  is  to  afford  fuccour 
-^  and  protedlion  to  all  peaceable  citizens,  and  thofe  princi- 
ples which  have  influenced  the  rcprefcntatives  of  the  people 
with  the  army  of  Italy,  form  the  bafis  of  the  condudt  of  the 
reprcfcntatives  of  the  people  with  the  army  of  the  north,  on 
the  entrance  of  the  republican  troops  into  the  territories  of 
the  enemy.  We  are  all  a^u^ited  by  one  fentjmcnt — the  love  of 
liberty  and  jijfticc, 

\  know 
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I  know  that  terror  has  every  where  preceded  us— we  expeft 
all   forts    of   calumnies;  to  which   French .  republicans  will. 
deign  only  to  reply  by  their  condudt*     Soon  will  it  be  re- 
cognized, that  the  caufe  of  the  people  of  France  is  the  caufe 
of  the  people  of  all  other  nations* 

The  moft  pofitive  orders  have  been  given  to  refpeft  the 
perfon  and  property  of  every  one. — If  an  imperious  neceffity 
has  obliged  the  French  Republic  to  put  in  a  ftate  of  requiiition 
all  articles  which  may  be  ufeful^  that  Republic  has,  at  the  fame 
time,  adopted  fuch  meafures  as  will  conciliate  the  interefl  of 
^  individuals  with  that  of  the  Republic.  TYit  proces  verbaux  that 
will  be  drawn  up,  and  the  acknowledgements  that  will  be  deli- 
vered ro  each,  will  be  fufficlent  to  calm  the  uneafinefs  of  thofe, 
who  hitherto  have  not  appreciated  properly  French  loyalty. 

We  defire  all  the  inhabitants  to  remain  peaceably  in  their 
houfes,  and  whatever  their  opinions  or  their  prejudices  may  be, 
they  ihall  find  in  us  friends  and  brethren,  as  long  as  they,  on 
tlitir  part,  fhall  refpe<Si  our  independence,  aud  fhall  not  endea* 
vour  to  deftroy  that  form  of  government  which  France  has 
adopted.  We  will  be  free  ourfelves;  but  at  the  fame  time,^ 
though  we  complain  of  thofe  who  are  ignorant  of  the  value  of 
freedom,  we  have  not  formed  the  projeA  of  releailng  them 
againft  their  will  from  flavcry. 

A  proclamation  will,  in  a  few  days,  difclofe  to  the  citizens, 
whofe  country  will  be  occupied  by  the  armies  of  the  Republic, 
what  they  have  to  txpe6t  from  the  generofity  of  a  great  people, 
who  make,  war  only  to  produce  a  permanent  peace,  and  who, 
as  a  rccompence  for  the  numerous  facrifices  they  have  made, 
wifti  only  to  be  free. 

Perfidious  agents,  in  the  pay  of  tyranny,  have,  in  the  laft 
campaign,  abufed  the  public  confidence ;  but  now,  that  the 
French  Republic  has  deftroyed  all  traitors,  and  has  folemnly 
proclaimed,  that  the  virtues  and  juftice  are  th^  orders  of  the 
day,  there  can  remain  no  caufe  for  the  inhabitants  of  Belgium 
to  abandon  their  habitations.  Thofe,  therefore,  who  do  not 
return  to  their  houfes,  cannot  complain  that  no  meafures  have 
been  taken  to  infure  their  fafety. 

Honoured  by  the  confidence  of  your  fellow-citizens,  it  is 
for  you  to  enlighten  them  on  fuch  fubjedts  as  immediately 
intereft  them,  and  to  teach  them,  that  the  French  nation,  in 
declaring  war  againft  all  tyrants,  offers  fraternity  to  all  peo- 
ple.

WHEREAS,  during  the  prcfent  war  between  Great  Bri- 
tain and  France,  it  may  be  expedient  to  raifc  regi- 
ments to  ferve  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  or  in  the  domi- 
nions of  his  late  moft  Chriftian  Majefty;  and  to  enlift,  as  fol- 
diers  in  fuch  regiments,  fuch  perfons  who  were  fubjed^s  of  his 
late  moft  chriftian  Majcfty  as  fliall  be  willing  to  cnlift  them- 
felves  in  his  Majefty's  fervicc ;  and  to  enable  certain  numbers 
orf  them  to  fefve  and  receive  pay  as  officers  in  fuch  regiments, 
and  as  engineers,  under  reftri6l:ions;  be  it  enaited  by  the 
King's  moft  excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
fent  of  the  Lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and  Commons,  inthisf 
prefent  Parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame.

REVERED  Fathers  in  God,  ^3ohles,  dear  and  liege  iwffals, 
dear  and  well  beloved  :  by  our  Royal  difpatch  of  the  gbth 
of  April  laft,  we  announced  to  you  the  motive^  which  inducetl 
us  to  have  recourfe  to  your  zeal ;  the  motives  which  our  com- 
miflioners  have  lince  difclofed  to  you,  concern  yourfelves  as 
much  as  tbty  concern  us.' — Since  that  period  the  mafs  of  the 
evenly,  which  has  precipitated  itfelf  on  Belgium,  rendering  your 
danger  more  prcfling,  it  becomes  more  neccJTary  to  employ  all 
the  means  in  your  power,  and  to  check  the  operation  of  that  mafs 
by  all  the  force  whifch  it  is  polTihle  lo  colleifl  and  combine. 

Qur  armies  have  fuffered,  and  Hand  in  need  of  a  large  number 
of  recruits ;  and  although  we  have  feen  with  as  much  fatisfac- 
tion  as  gratitude,  the  facrifices  which  you  have  evinced  a  wifli 
to  make,  in  order  to  excite  our  fnbjedls  to  enter  into  voluntary 
engagements,  we  cannot  conceal  from  you  that,  as  thisrefource. 
has  been  hitherto  unproduflivc  and  unavailing,  our  army  will 
perhaps  be  no  longer  in  a  condition  to  employ,  againft  an  enemy 
who  makes  fuch  efforts  to  invade  thefe  provinces,  that  refljlance 
and  thofe  offenlive  meafures  which  have  hitherto  preferved 
them.

men  to  affift  \t\  the  defence  of  thofe  provinces. 

Jt  U  ^t  the  prefent  moment,  while  the  peripd  is  not  yet  e}apfedy 
%\at  wc  addrefs  ourfelves  to  you  for  an  objei^  inore  importan| 
fvcn  than  that  contained  in  qqr  difpat(:b  of  the  3orh  April ;  we 
demapd  fpr  our  army^  from  all  the  province?,  a  levy  of  men, 
and  we  ^re  perfnadecj  (bat,  penetrated  with  the  neceffity  of  (4- 
tisfying  fp  ji|i(l  ^  demand}  yon  will  only  paufe  on  the  mode  of 
prryipi"  it  Jnto  e;^epvjtion.  We  do  not  hefitate  to  propofe 
fo  you  that  which  j$  moft  conformable  to  reafon,  to  juf* 
ticCi  and  to  the  general  intereAs  and  exigencies  of  the  mo^ 
ment.  viz.  An  pouitablc  aflepfment  on  all  the  didriAs,  each 
ff  wnich  (ball  be  djre^ed  to  furnifli  one  maq  in  ev^ry  hundred, 
as  far  as  regards  its  general  pppulation^  and  ^ve  men  in  every 
hundred  cap4bleof  beaming  arms. 

.it  is  tp  this  demand  that  w^  immediately  expert  your  con fent, 
and  your  moft  efficacious  concurrence,  leaving,  however,  to  your 
phpice  the  be/l  means  of  fatisfying  it,  at  the  fame  time  inform- 
ing you  th^t  this  extraordinary  l^vy  is  fo  neceflary  and  fo 
preffing,  that  if  in  the  execution  of  it  you  ftand  i^  need  of  our 
fovereign  authority,  we  are  difpofed  to  grant  it  Xo  you  in  the 
moft  extenfive  manner* 

You  have,  it  is  true,  offered  feveral  times  to  raife  fome  new 
Wps,  bnt  we  have  confidered  that  it  would  take  too  much  time 
to  organize  them,  and  to  train  them  to  the  military  exercifeand 
evolutions ;  while,  on  the  pther  hand,  men  mingled  among  fol« 
diers  will  immediately  fender  us  that  fervice  which  we  expeA 
from  them. 

You  cannot  di0emble— yppr  future  exiftence  depends  perhaps 
on  the  fpeedy  execution  of  fuch  an  increafe  of  force — you  fee 
your  enemies  multiply  at  all  points  of  your  frontiers,  while  our 
armies  moulder  away  by  our  vidlories,  and  by  thofe  glorious 
contefts  which  they  are  forced  fo  frequently  to  maintain. — Be- 
fides,  the  efforts  that  you  will  make  in  this  refpe6l,  cannot  be 
a  grievous  burthen  on  a  country  fo  populous,  and  pn  a  nation 
formerly  recognized  as  brave  and  warlike.

€f'  Public  Safety,  to  the  National  Convention  of  France,  on  the  jb/A 
of  May. 

SHALL  the  French  Republic  be  always  forced  to  derive  hct 
energy  only  from  events  r  Too  long  has  the  attention  of 
France  been  concenter-ed  on  the  confpiracies  of  Danton  and 
Hebert.  It  is  time  that  flie  fhould  know,  that  if  the  traitors 
were  allowed  to  carry  on  their  criminal  projefts  with  inipuntt]^ 
but  for  a  few  days,  Fr^ce,  furrendered  to  England  and  Auft]^iat 
would  be  nothing  more  than  a  pile  of  cinders. 

At  the  period  when  the  confpirators  firft  took  the  veil  of  pi- 
friotifm,  a  fyftem  of  calumny  was  adopted  at  London — a  fyC 
liem  that  has  fince  been  rendered  permanent.  From  that  period, 
tooi  proje6ls  have  been  continually  formed  againft  the  lives  of 
certain  members  of  the  National  Convention  of  France. 

A  few  days  only  have  elapfed  fince  the  journals  of  f6reig;il 
powers  affefted,  that  the  poignards  of  affaffins  had  ftabbed  all  th0 
members  of  the  committees  of  Public  and  General  Safety,  and 
that  a  revolution  had  taken  place  at  Paris.  A  few  days  otily 
have  elapfed  fince  the  Eriglifh  newfpapers  prophefied  that  Robe- 
fpierre  would  (bon  bfc  nb  niore.     Robefpierre  has  efcaped  tlrf 

j[Joignardsr  of  ttie -^^ ;  but  thefe  miriifters  ftilt  think,  thatt 

at  leaft,  her  canrldt  eScift  under  their  caliimnies,  and  that,  h^ 
arfFerting  thit  his  itltentions  are  to  make  hifilfelf  the  dilator  of 
France,  they  fliall  be  able  to  concenter  on  liis  head"the  cpfiibiifed 
dk^ation  of  the  peopleof  the  French  Republic. 

fn  theft  deft)icablc;j6urhals  the  Republican  fold lers  are  irivai 
tialily  ch;ifn£leriied'as  the  fdldiers  of  Robefpierre — the  foldleri^ 
df  Rdbefprerre,  it  is^faid,  have  attacked  Menin^-^the  foldiersof 
KtfNe{t)fferrehia\''e  evacuated  ArlonJ  tji^fpldiers  of '  Robefpteflrb 
have  advanced  towards  Furncs. 

We  fhould  think  that  we  Were  guilty  of'injuflice  to  the  power 
of  th6  people,  to  the  authority  of  tlie  >fational  Convention,  to 
ther  lilireffnittfed  labours  of  the'coiflmittee'of  Piiblic  Safety,  to 
%h€  patriotifni  of  Robefpierre,  arid  to  the  courage  of  the  ar- 
ftJies,  if  W^  were  to  coridcfcehd  to  rcfiite  fuch  calumnies,  which^ 
eqvrallygrofs  and  atrocious,  are  calculated  only  to  amufe  the 
Englifhin*  their' brothels  or  their  taverns.  We  (late  them  merely 
to  prove  the  intimate  relation  that  fubfifts  between  the  calum- 
niator of  Robefpierre  and  tliat  Englifli  agent  who  fo  lately  fent 
a  new  Corday  to  Paris. 

lt*is  the  ftme  Englifti  who,-  in  fpeaking of  the  French  armies,

The  £lngU(h  have  invariably  attempted  to  miflead  the  human 
mind.  At  the  commencement  of  the  revolution  they  endea« 
poured  to  produce  a  belief  that  France  was  contending  only  for 
achangeof  dynady.  In  theprogrefs  of  the  revolution  they  in* 
fiauated  that  projedls  had  been  formed  in  France  to  raife  a  par- 
Qrolar  perfon  to  thedi<^atorihip— *Thefe  projects  were  attributed 
to  the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  for  the  purpofe  of  afierting 
lliat  Robefpierre  was  to  be  the  dictator. 

The  phantom,  which  the  Englifh  conjured  up,  has  been 
fnade  to  flit  before  the  eyes  of  Republicans,  who  have  proved 
themfelves  to  be  fuperior  to  corruption,  and  whofe  mighty  ef- 
fortSj  feconded  and  fupportcd  by  the  invincible  courage  or  the 
armies,  and  the  gigantic  power  of  the  people,  mufl  annihilate 
{jtesfi  Britain.  The  Englifii  ring  in  the  ears  of  the  people  the 
word  didatorfhip  for  the  purpofe  of  exciting  them  to  rife  up 
and  murder  their  reprefentatives. 

Are  we  returned  to  the  time  of  the  Briflbtine  domination, 
when  the  iniidious  Louvet  fcattered  his  venom  againft  Robef« 
pierre  ?  Are  we  returned  to  the  period  of  the  confpiracy  of  that 
anifnal,  E^aljter  Muft  we  again  endeavour  to  preferve  the 
friends  of  liberty,  and  the  armies  of  the  Republic,  from  thefe 
qew  fnares  which  England  has  prepared  by  diiperfing  her  jour- 
nals through  the  frontier  departments. 

We  have  been  witnefles  to  ^n  iniidious  exprellion  of  uneafi- 
Aefs  for  the  fafety  of  the  deputies,  and  to  a  propofition  for  fur^ 
rounding  them  with  guards,  and  thereby  diftinguiihing  theni 
from  the  mafs  of  the  people.  Friends  of  liberty,  fufpeck  fuch 
ipfidious  propofitions. — ^Beaflured  that  the  authors  of  them  are 
apt  iiqcerely  attached  to  the  Republic.—rThe  members  of  the 
committee  of  Public  Safety  need  no  guard — their  heft,  their 
furefl  prote4ftion  is  the  love  of  the  people — the  efteem  of  every 
|Qtod  citizenT— ^nd  the  fqrtitude  of  their  fellow  deputies. 

Five  years  of  revolutionary  experience  have  taught  the  peo- 
ple to  miftruft  ^h^  ei^aggerated  reprefentatious  of  men  who  are 
the  i\a£ural  foes  of  liberty. 

They  are  the  ^r-r^  who,  to  make  us  hated,  endeavour  to  afli- 
milate  us  to  themfelves,  and  wbo  fp«?ak  of  the  troops  of  a  deputy

Europe  owes  to  them  her  corruptlorii 

They  do  not  difgraCe  their  origin.  Deflbehded  froiti  the  Cstf* 
thaginians,  who  dealt  in  the  flefh  of  beafts  and  flaves,  they  havit 
not  difcarded  the  coriitnerce  of  their  forefathers*  Ctefar^  when 
he  landed  on  their  iiland,  found  them  a  ferocious  race,  contend*^ 
ing  with  the  wolves  for  the  fee^fimple  of  the  woods.  Their 
fubfequent  civilization^  theit  civil  and  naval  wars^  all  bear  thi 
fiamp  and  character  Of  their  primeval  ferocity.

On  the  7th  Prair^al  (26th  May,  1794)  a  defign  of  afluifinatiiig 
Kohefpierre  was  difcovered  and  attributed  to  the  Englifh  :  upon 
which  the  National  Convention  of  France  decreed  ;  that  Nd 
English  nor  Hanoverian  prisoners  shall  be  made. 

On  the  nth  Praireal,  Barrere  propofed  to  the  Convention^ 
that  the  above  decree  fhould  be  accompanied  by  the  following 
addrefs  to  the  armies  of  the  Republic,  which  was  agreed  to. 

England  is  capable  of  every  outrage  on  humanity  ;  and  of 
every  crime  towards  the  Republic.  She  attacks  the  rights  of 
nations,  and  threatens  to  annihilate  liberty. 

How  long  will  you  fuffer  to  continue  on  your  frontier,  the 
ilavesof  George — thefoldiers  of  the  moft  atrocious  of  tyrants? 

He  formed  the  Congrefs  of  Pilnitz,  and  brought  about  the 
f<?andaIous  furr«nder  of  Toulon.    Ha  maflacred  your  brethren 

at 
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ftt  Genoa,,  atul  burned  our  magazines  in  the  maritime  tc-wti?!. 
He  corrupted  our  cities,  and  endeavoured  to  dcflroy  the  national 
reprcfentation.  He  ftarted  your  plains,  and  purchafcd  trcafons 
on  the  frontiers. 

When  the  event  of  battles  fhall  put  in  your  power  either 
EngUfli  or  Hanoverians,  bring  to  your  remembrance  the  vaft 
tra^s  of  country  Englifli  flaves  have  laid  wade.  Carry 
your  view. to  La  Vendee,  Toulon,  Lyons,  Landrecics,"  Mar- 
tinique, and  St.  Domingo,  places  ftili  recking  with  the  blood 
which  the  atrocious  policy  of  the  Engljfli  has  flicd.  Do  net 
truft  to  their  artful  language,  which  is  an  additional  crime, 
worthy  of  their  perfidious  charadler  and  Machiavelian  govern- 
nieot.

HIS  Royal  Highnefsthe  Duke  of  York  thinks  it  incumbent 
on  him  to  announce  to  the  Britifh  and  Hanoverian  troops 
under  his  command,  that  the  National  Convention  of  PVance, 
purfuingthat  gradation  of  crimes  and  horrors  which  has  diftin- 
guiflied  the  periods  of  its  government,  as  the  moil  calamitous 
of  any  that  has  yet  occurred  in  the  hiftory  of  the  world,  has 
juft  pailed  a  decree,  that  their  foldiers  fliall  give  no  quarters  to 
the  Britifh  or  Hanoverian  troops.  His  Royal  Highncfs  antici- 
pates the  indignation  and  horror  which  has  naturally  arifen  in 
the  minds  of  the  brave  troops,  whom  headdreflcs,  upon  receiv* 
ingthis  information.  His  Royal  Highnefs  defires,  however,  to 
remind  them,  th?it  mercy  to,the  vanquiflied  is  the  brighteft  gem 
in  a  foldiei^s  character,  and  exhorts  thbm  not  to  fufFcr  their  re* 
fentment  to  tead  them  to  any  precipitate  aft  of  cruelty  on  their 
part,  which  may  fully  the  reputation  they  have  acquired  in  the 
World.  His  Rciyal  Highncfe  believes  that  it  would  be  difficult 
for  b^ravc  men  to  conceive  that  any  fet  of  men,  who  are  them« 
felves  exempt  firan^  (harihg  in  the  dangers  of  war,  fhould  be  fo 
bafe  and  cowardjy  :^s^  to  feek  to  aggravate  the  calamities  of  it 
upon  the  unfortunate  people  who  arefubjedl  to  their  orders. 

It  was,  indeed,  referved  for  theprefent  times  to  produce  to  the 
world  the  proof  of  the  poffibility  of  the  exiftence  of  fuch  atro- 
city and  infamy.     Tlxe  pretence  for  ifluing^this  decree^  even  if 
0..  _  .  P  fcwck^^^ 
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founded  in  truth,  would  juftify  it  only  to  rainds  fniiUar  %o  thofe  of 
the  members  of  the  National  Convention,  ^t  is,  in  fafljtoo  abfurd 
to  be  noticed,  and  ftill  Icfc  to  be  refuted.  The  French  jnuft  them-, 
fclves  fee  through  the  flimfy  artifice  of  a,n  intended  aflaflinatiany 
by  which  Robefpicrre  has  fucceeded  in  procuring  that  military; 
guard,  which  has  at  once  eftablifhed  h\m  the  fucceilbr  of  the 
unfortunate  Louis,  by  whatever  name  he  ma.y  choofe  to  dignify 
his  future  reign.  In  all  the  war^  which  from  the  eatlieft  times 
have  exiiled  between  the  Englifh  and  the  French  nations^  they 
have  been  accuftomed  to  confider  each  othei^  in  the  light  of  ge- 
nerous as  well  as  brave  enemies^  while  the  Hanoverians  for  a 
century,  the  allies  of  the  former,  have  fhared  in  this  reciprocal 
efteem.  Humanity  and  kindnefs  have  at  all  times  taken  place^ 
the  inftant  that  oppodtion  ceafed ;  and  the  fame  cloak  has  been' 
frequently  feen  covering  thofe  who  were  wounded,  and  enemies^ 
whilft  inoifcriminately  conveying  to  the  hofpitals  of  the  con- 
querors. 

The  Britifh  and  Hanoverian  armies  will  not  believe  that  the 
French  nation,  even  under  their  prefent  infatuation,  can  fo  far

perfuaded  that  they  will  be  joined  in  them  by  every  Frenchmafi 
who  pofleffei5  one  ipark  of  honour,  or  one  principle  of  a  foldier : 
and  his  Royal  Highnefs  is  confident,  that  it  will  only  be  on 
finding,  contrary  to  every  expeftation,  that  the  French  army 
has  relinquifhed  every  title  to  the  fair  charaflcr  of  foldiers,  ana 
of  men,  by  fubmittjng  to  and  obeying  fo  atrocious  an  order, 
that  the  brave  troops  under  his  command  will  thirik  themfelves 
juftified,  and  indeed  under  the  neceflTity  of  adopting  a  fpecies  of

der every  calamity,  which  the  accumulated  crimes  of  unprin-

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The  foUowif^  is  the  Commentary  of  Robefplerrey  on  the  humane  and 
manly  InJtruSfions  iffued  by  his  Koyal  ffighnefs  the  Duke  ofTori^ 
in  General  Orders  to  the  Army  under  his  command,  in  confcquence 
of  the  Decree  of  the  Convention^  that  no  Britijh  or  Hanoverians 
Jhouldbe  token  Prifoners.  Delivered  in  the  Jacobin  Club^  on  thi 
iMeJJidory  June  21;,  1794. 

T)  OBESPIERRE  appeared  at  the  tribunal. — It  is  time,  faid 
Xv  lic,  that  patrims  fliould  fix  their  attention  on  ffie  dangers 
of  the  comntry ;  they  are  not  yet  paft.  In  vain  the  armies  of 
the  Republic  mall  triumph  over  our  enemies  from  without,  if 
%e  do  not  deprive  their  emifFaries  of  all  the  means  of aflfaffinating 
liberty  even  in  its  moft  facred  afylum.  I  do  not  come  to  point 
Out  to  you  all  the  dangers  which  threaten  the  national  reprefen- 
tationf  I  have  to  lay  Uefore  you  an  obje£l  ftill  more  important, 
from  the  deep  laid  manner  in  which  it  is  concerted,  and  the  per- 
fidious end  which  it  has  in  view. 

I  came  to  fubmit  to  your  infpeflion  a  fort  of  proclamation^ 
publiOied  in  the  Britifli  armies  by  order  of  the  Duke  of  York, 
a  proclamation  iffued  in  confequcnce  of  the  report  of  Barrerc^ 
and  the  decree  by  which  it  was  followed  ;  that  no  Englifh  or 
Hanoverian  foldier  fhould  be  made  prifoner,  andpubliihed  with 
a  deiign  of  cxcityig  the  hatred  of  the  foldiers  in  a  more  direA 
and  forcible  manner  againft  the  Convention.  (Robcfpierre  then 
read  the  proclamation.)  Though  very  contemptible  in  itfelf, 
it  will  not  be  amifs«  continued  he,  to  accompany  it  with  a 
fhort  comment. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  reminds  the  Britifh  and  Hanoverian  troops, 
that  clemency  is  the  brighteft  gem  in  the  charadci  of  a  foldier  : 
on  this  head  he  refers  to  the  exa.nple  of  former  periods  ;  but  what 
fimilitude  is  there  between  the  circumftances  as  they  were  for- 
merly, and  as  they  are  at  prefent  ?  What  is  there  in  common 
between  liberty  and  defpotifm,  between  vice  and  virtue?  That 
foldiexs-fighting  for  defpots-lhould  give  their  hands  to  conquered 
foldiers  to  retuin  together  to  the  hofpital,  can  eaiily  be  con- 
ceived; that  a  flave  ifnould  hold  intcrcourfe  with  a  flavc,  a  ty- 
rant with  a  tyrant,  can  alfo  eafilv  be  conceived  ;  but  that  a  free 
man  Aiould  rnakc  any  compromiie  with  a  tyrapt  or  his  fatellk% 
valour  with  p'ufillanimity,  virtue  with  vice,  is  what  cannqt  be 
conceived,  and  is  in  its  own  natuxe  impofliblc« 

A  free  man  can  pardon  his  enemy  if  he  only  prefent  to  him 
death  2  he  never  can  pard€>n  him  if  he  prefent  to  him  chains. 
York  talks  of  humanity !   What !  York  a  .... .  a  foldier  of  . 

How  odious  is  a  tyrant,  even  when 

he  talks  of  humanity  ! 

York  afcribcs  the  decree  to  a  pretext,  and  he  does  not  under- 
take to  prove  what  t^e  gr^^cxt  is.    Our  tropps,  fa\^  bfc,^  H«*\\V 
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not  believe  that  even  the  F'rench  nation,  in  their  infatu^tioffi 
&c-  And  what  fignificsto  us  what  they  believe,  provided  they 
believe  in  the  valour  of  our  foldicrs,  and  the  force  of  our  bul- 
lets ?  Undoubtedly  the 'French  nation  is  infatuated,  but  the 
infatuation  continues  for  a  length  of  time,  and  undoubtedly  it 
is  refcrvcd  for  the  Duke  of  York  to  enlighten  the  French 
nation.  "      ■ 

His  Highncfs  draws  a  cdmparifon  between  France  and  Engr 
land.  To  what  tends  this  parallel  ?  What  is  there  in  coro-; 
inon  between  the  inaniinate  heart  of  a  ft  a  ve,  and  that  which, 
glows  with  the  facred  lore  of  liberty  ?  England  is  a  defpicable^ 
meteor,  which  difappears  before  the  republican  luminary.  They 
would  afSmilatc  the  French  to  the  Englifh  in  the  field  of  battle, 
in  order  to  corrupt  the  Republican  virtues  :  a  djftance-muft  be. 
kept  up  between  the  foldiers  of  liberty  and  the  flayes  of  tyranny* 

We  are  not  aftowiflied  that  the  Duke  of  York  ihould  have? 
been  fo  frightened  by  this  decree,  for  the  principal  fofce  of  the 
tyrants  combined  againft  France  confifts  in  thofe  machinatiops. 
which  they  have  been  able  to  carry  on  in  the  heart  of  the  coun- 
try; they  wifh,  after  being  conquered,  ftill  to  prefervc  a  me-, 
dium  of  communication,  in  order  to  carry  on  their  perfidious 
plots. 

The  Duke  of  York,  by  circulating'  his  proclamation,  pro- 
bably imagines  that  the  French  armies  will  pay  more  deferenci^ 
to  his  orders  than  to  the  decrees  of  the  Convention ;  but  wc 
are  no  longer  in  the  time  of  Briflbt,  of  Guadet,  of  Genfonne  ^ 
the  Republic  has  extricated  itfelf  from  the  numerous  fa£i:ions,  rt" 
has  deftroyed  them  all.  That  of  Orleans  no  longer  exifts,  but, 
the  Republic  exifts,  although  it  has  not  completely  attained  the 
end  of  th-c  revolution ;  for  it  has  fecrctly  glided,  if  I  may  fa 
exprefs  it,  over  a  revolutionary  traft,  araidll  riyal  faflrons,  all 
of -which  tended  tocftablifli  a  new  fyftem  of  tyranny.  The  true 
ELepublicans  were  regarded  as  intruciers.  White  the  Repmblie  wa» 
advancing  in  its  progrefs^  alj  the  fa£l ions  exerted  fhemfelves  rrt 
<)rdcr  to  ctuJh  it,  and  it^  defenders  :  there  were  but  few  patriots 
m  the  commeneement  of  the  rcvoldtion ;  tyrants  and  their 
agents  exerted  tliemfclves  in  every  fenfe  to  fow  amongil  us  di- 
vifion,  difcord,  and  diforganization  :  they  well  knew  that  no 
peopfe  can  fticrefsfully  combat  its  combined  enemies,  except 
by  that  concert,  that  union,  that  common  point  of  rallying^ 
which  is  alone  the  foul  ©f  all  victories  and  triumphs. 

This  plan  of  divifion  has  been  iriccflantly  purfaed  on  its  im- 
menfe  ramifications :  not  being  able  to  attack  the  people  in  a 
ma6,  they  attemptbd  to  feparatc "  them  from  the  Convention^ 
the  Convention  from  its  Committees,  and  the  members  of  tho^ 
committees  from  one  another.  Such  is  the  obje£l  of  the  pro-. 
c[amations^o(  the  Duke  bf  York ;  the  fafl:ioiis  are  not  yet  an-

hilulatsd,  they  wiM  ftill  raife  their  head.  His  Royal  HighneGi 
flatters  himfelf  that  the  foldicrsof  the  two  nations  will  confine 
tlieir  refentoient  to  the  National  Convention. 

The  Duke  of  York,  then,  relies  upon  treacherous  plots  in 
t^e  interior  t  he  relies  upon  the  fnares  of  impoflure,  on  the  fyf-' 
tern  of  immorality,  and  in  fine  on  all  crimes.  What  means 
alfo  that  diftin£tion  which  the  Duke  of  York  confers  upon  me  ? 
I  fnppofe  myfelf  a  French  citizen,  and  he  makes  me  King  ot 
France  and  Navarre.  I  cfleem  too  much  the  title  of  citizen. 
Hot  to  fpurn  at  any  title  that  would  ailimilate  me  to  the  Duke 
of  York.-r-Can  there  he  any  thing  more  de^r  to  a  friend  of  liberty 
tiban  the  lo^^of  his  fellow  citizens?  And  would  the  French 
people  defcend  from  thehigheft  fummit  of  glory  to  debafc  them« 
fclves  to  a  throng  ? 

'The. Duke  of  York  fays  I   am  furrounded  with  a  military 

Suard ;  you  heft  know  how  far  fuch  is  the  fa£^ ;  but  it  is  noc^ 
ifficult  to  perceive  the  infidious  nature  of  the  infinuation. 

Let  us  didruft  fuch  fnares  :  let  us  firmly  adhere  to  principles/ 
the  fyilein  hritpAnik  the  Convention,  and  that  is  all  tliat  is  ne- 
ceflary  In  order  thqjc  it.lhould  he  defeated. — They  wifti  to  ren- 
der us  fufpedied  to  the  people,  and  depiive  us  of  the  courage 
requifite  to  tinmalk  and  encounter  our  enemies :  they  can  only 
cffeft  their  objeS  by  poignards;  while  wecxift,  we  will  unmafk 
and  oppofetyrantSi  traitors,  and  criminals  S 
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O^tbe  igtb  Prairealy  fpb  June  i'jg^Jy  after, a  Report  from  the 
Committee  of  Finance  had  been  ready  the  French  Convention  de^ 
creed: 

U  '  I  ^M AT  for  the  pfefent  year  alone,  an  extraordinary  war 
-*•  contribution  fliallheerfabliflied: — that  this  contribution 
fliall  confift  of  the  tenth  of  the  fums  carried  to  the  lifts  of  the 
force41oan|  eftabliftied  by  the  law  of  the  tA  of  September  laft, 
OUStyle.  ^ 

7..  That  this  extraordinary  contribution  (hall  attac^h  upon  all 
thofe  whofe  names  arc  contained  in  fuch  lifts,  in  the  proportion 
fixed  by  the  firft  article,  and  according  to  the  fuin  at  which  tbey 
kave  been  afieiTed* 

3.  That  for  this  purpofe  there  fhall  ?>e  made  out  in  eacfh  mu- 
liicipality^  in  the  decade  after  the  publication  of  the  pVefent  de- 
cree, a  particular  lift  of  aU  pcrfo^s  affeflfed  iri  the  lifts  of  tlie 
forced  loan. 

4*  The  lifts  of  the  extraordinary  war  contribution  fliall  be 
dofed  and  examined  by  the  municijjplity,  and  remitted  to  die 
receiver  in  the  next  decade. 
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5»  'thcfe  new  lifts  ihall  contain  foiir  columns  t  id  the  Sit  A 
fhall  be  infcribed  the  names  of  perfons  aiTeffed ;  ir^  the  fecond^ 
the  fum  aflSefled  ;  iri  the  third,  the  half  of  the  fum ;  forrotnd^  thtf 
cfuota  of  the  perfoh  afleflid;  and  the  fourth ih;tll  be  rcfervcd  for 
the  account  of  payments  made. 

6.  This  contribution  (hall  be  paid  by  One-third  at  a  ttmcj 
from  month  to  month,  beginning  from  the  day  of  the  pviblic;4-  ' 
tion  of  the  lifts.     The  aflefTed  perfons  who  fliall  ncgleft  paying^ 
fhall  be  proceeded  agilinft  in  fuch  a  manner  as  the  law  prefcribcs 
in  matters  of  contribution.

TPHE  commif&oners  and  their  agents,  in  order  to  carry  int^ 
'^^  execution  thofe  perfidious  defigns  which  have  proved  fo 
fatal  to  the  lives>  the  laws,  the  liberty,  and  the  happinefs  of  thii 
once  flourifliing  colony,  haVc  eyery  where  calumniated  the 
Britifh  government. 

General  Whyte,  who  lias  tlie  honour  to  reprefent  his  Britan* 
nic  Majefty,  allures  the  inhabitants  of  Port  au  Prince,  and  its 
vicinity,  that  the  objc<Sb  of  his  Majefty  and  of  his  government 
is  to  reftore  peace  among  every  clafs  of  inhabitants. 

Thofe  parts  of  the  colony,  which  have  already  placed  them- 
felves  under  his  Majefty's  proteftion,  can  bear  a  faithful  tefti* 
mony  that  there  is  nothing  oppreftlve  in  the  behaviour  and  laws 
of  the  Englifti. 

A  conftderable  part  of  the  people  of  St.  Domingo  has  been 
feduced  from  its  duty  ;  thefe  perfons  are  hereby  invited  to  re* 
turn  to  their  occupations,  to  lay  down  their  arms,  and  to  for- 
get every  caufe  of  refentment. 

The  I£nglifli  government  demands,  and  will  obtain,  by  force 
if  neceffary,  that  peaceful  obedience  which  is  due  to  its  mild 
and  juft  laws* 
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The  mnlattoes  will  fiad  in  the<  General  and  the  governn9eAt 
cvenr  4ifpoiitioii  tp  favoiir  their  iptereft^ ;  they  are  confidered 
by  the  Englifli,  who  arp  and  will  continue  to  be  their  friends. 

The  oegroes,  who  have  been  fe  long  the  dupes  of  the  vile 

irtifipes  of  the  comtniflioners,  will  foon  be  convinced  ^hat  the 
Lneliih  difdain  falfehood  and  deceit. 
Let  them,  relying  with  confidence  on  the  generofity  of  the 
Bjfitifh  people,  return  to  their  mailers,  lav  down  their  arms, 
and  enjov  the  advantages  of  a  life  devoted  to  induftry;  their 
prefent  (ufferings  will  foon  be  relieved,  and  the  laws  will  pro- 
te&  them  againft  cruelty  and  opprciBon. 

The  forces,  which  arc  now  in  this  colony  to  fupport  the  hap- 
pinefs  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  glory  of  the  Kngiifh  nation, 
ijt  bu(  a  part,  eyen  a  fmall  part  of  the  army  deftined  for  its 
ienrice;  it  being  his  Majefty's  refolution  to  puniih  in  a  manr 
ner  as  certain  as  fevere,  thole  who  will  not  accept  the  offers  of 
this  and  of  the  preceding  proclamations  • 

All  perfons  who  fhall  repair  to  Port  au  Prince,  and  to  the 
Engliih  General,  within  the  delay  of  eight  days  from  the  date 
of  this  proclamation,  except  ihofe  who  have  been  guilty  of 
murder,  or  of  taking  a  part  in  the  infurredlion,  will  be  received 
and  pardoned ;  but  all  thole  who  are  taken  ip  arms  after  the 
above-mentioned  peri6d,  will  be  put  to  death  as  traitors.

Orders  ijjued  by  his  Excellency  the  Field-marjhal  General  Af Ollendorff^ 
on  the  Parade  J  at  the  P  ruffian  Head- quarters  at^KayferJlautern^ 
June  22,  1794. 

WHEREAS  an  ill-founded  report  has  been  fpread  in  thcfc 
eiivirons,  and  amongft  the  army,  namely,  that  the 
troops  of  hi^  Pruffian  Majefty  had  entered  into  Britifli  pay.  In 
coiifequence  of  which,  his  Excellency  Field  marfhal  Mollen* 
dorffi  in  order  to  prevent  fuch  unfounded  rumours  from  being 
credited,^  declares,  publicly,  to  the  army  in  general,  that  the 
army  of  .liis*  Pruffian  Majdfty  is  only  fubfidifed  by  the  two  ma- 
ritime powers,  Great  Britain  and  Holland,  in  the  manner  as  it 
was  in  the  feyen  years  war  ^  but  receives  no  pay  from  any  of 
thofe  powers.

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danger,  though  momentary,  is  urgent;  you  have  no  time  to 
lofe.  The  general  arming,  to  which  we  invite  Belgium,  implies 
neither  a  regular  incorporating  with  the  army,  nor  taking  up 
arms  for  any  length  of  time,  nor  even  a  difficult  war  ;  for  difci- 
plined  and  courageous  armies  Aipport  you  ;  and  the  auguft  brother 
of  our  mafter,  the  accuflomed  organ  of  his  fentiments  in  your 
favour,  will  guide  your  efforts,  and  march  at  your  head.    Merely 

.  to  arm  is  at  once  to  deilroy  the  audacity  and  the  hopes  of  t)» 
enemy.

'xAddrefs  of  the  l^aiicnal  Convention  of  France  to  the  Citizens  and  thf 
'  Communes  of  the  Republic^  dated  26th  June^  1 7^94, 

CITIZENS,  when  the  country  was  declared  in  danger,  upon 
its  call,  you  fent  your  youth  to  the  frontiers  to  defend  it : 
for  five  years  you  have  Ihewn  yourfelves  worthy  of  liberty,  by  the 
facrifices  you  have  made  in  its  caufe.    The  Convention  do  not 
require  of  you  new  facrifices  at  the  prefcnt  moment ;  they  have 
only  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  abundance  ivhich  ..furrpuiids 
■  you,  and  which  nature  feems  to  have  bellowed  in  order. to  drown 
your  generous  efForts ;  never  was  your  territory  at  any  period  the 
ieat  of  fuch  riches.  You  have  in  your  fields  fubfiftence  for  yourfelves 
and  for  yriir  brothers  who  fight  for  you  on  the  frontiers,  and  for 
thofe  ^vho  watch  over  liberty  in  all  the  Republic.     The  law  now 
calls  you  to  the  prefervation  of  fo  precious  a  depofit.     When  you 
were  furrounded  by  perfidy  and  malevolence,  fevere  laws  were 
neceflary  to  overawe  the  traitors,  who  fought  to  diftraft  and  mif- 
lead  the  people,  in  order  to  deprive  them  of  fubfiftence.     At  prc- 
fent,  when  the  law  has  removed  and  punifhed  the  confpirator* 
and  their  accomplices,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  addrefs 
•  themfdves  to  theirrepublican  virtues;  they  entruft  to.pure  hands 
the  moft  luxuriant  harveft  that  a  free  land  has  ever  produced.     It 
becomes  us,  when  daftardly  foes,  defpairing  to  fubdue  us  by  va- 
lour, have  already  attempted  to  fubjugate  us  by  famine,  to  reduce 
them  again  to  defpair,  and  fruflrate  their  perfidious  efForts,  by 
fecuring  to  ourfelvcs  all  the  advantages  of  abundance.     Citizens, 
to  attain  this  objcft,  we  muft  difconccrt  the  manoeuvres  to  which 
malevolence  may  flill  have  recourfe  \  in  order  to  ftrengthen  our 
confidence,  the  Convention  wifli  the  refources  of  the  Republic  to 
be  completely  afcertained.     A  decree  has  juft  been  paffed  for  this 
purpofe;  while  it  requires  every  citizen  to  give  an  account  of  the

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produce  of  his  harreff,  it  fuggefh  how  that  objeA  may  be  attained 
by  the  mod  fimple  means.  Who  is  he^  that  while  his  brothers 
ihed  their  blood  in  his  defence,  will  refufe  to  fubmit  to  a  cenfus 
which  tends  to  fecure  their  fubfiftence  ?  Who  is  he  whofe  heart 
does  not  defire  a  meafure  fo  falutary,  and  who  will  not  be  eager  to 
concur  in  it  as  foon  as  the  intention  of  the  law  fhall  be  nryide 
known  to  him  ? 

If  there  ftill  remain  among  you  any  felfifh  perfon  fo  infenfible 
to  the  wants  of  his  country,  as  not  to  comply  with  the  fpirit  ci 
the  law,  or  endeavour  to  elude  it,  let  him  be  declared,  let  the 
law  that  moment  punifh  his  infidelity,  and  let  his  name,  un- 
worthy to  be  placed  among  thofe  of  republicans,  be  infcribed  on 
the  ihameful  lift  of  fufpedled  citizens.     But  no,  citizens,  the  law 
will  not  find  am6i\g  you  any  individuals  fo  bafe.     It  belongs  only 
to  (laves,  who  have  no  country,  toinfulate'themfelves,  and  think 
only  of  their  own  petty  intereAs.     Here  all  republicans  are  bro- 
thers; the  means  and  the  wants  of  the  fame  family  are  common 
to  all  its  members.     This  facred  maxim  is  now  recognized  in  all 
quarters  of  the  Republic  ;  it  exifted  in  the  hearts  of  thofe  worthy 
citizens,  of  thofe  refpeflable  communes  who,  without  even  being 
required,  have  (hared,  and  ftill  (hare  their  means  of  fubfiftence 
with  their  brothers  in  the  neighbouring  departments.     Such  arc 
the  inftances  which  hiftory  will  colleft  with  enthufiafm,  fuch  is 
the  heroifm  of  republicans,  which  ought  to  nrake  defpots  tremble. 
Citizens,  be  tranquil,  rely  on  your  means  of  fubfiftence  ;  in  order 
to  direft  their  delHnation,  and  afcertain  their  extent,  the  Con- 
,vention  has  pafled  this  precautionary  decree.  The  harveft  is  about 
to  commence  ;  your  fields  are  covered  with  abundance ;  turn  your 
eyes  towards  the  country  where  your  brothers  fight  againft  tyrants, 
and  fwear,  that  thefe  brave  foldiers,  their  parents,  and  their  chil- 
dren, whom  you  have  among  you,  ftiall  not  want  the  means  of 
fubfiftence-     Haften,  amidft  the  labours  of  the  harveft,  to  prepare 
that  fubfiftence,  that  it  may  be  fpeedily  fent  to  the  armies,  to 
thofe  markets  where  any  fcarcity  is  felt,  and  the  armies  who  are 
in  want.     Let  each  of  you  be  an  intrepid  ftiperintendant,  and  a 
faithful  executor  of  the  law  ;  have  always  the  Republic  in  your 
heart ;  on  your  patriotifm  it  repofes  its  moft  tender  folicitude.

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Barrerei,  m  the  name  of  the  committee  of  Public  Safety^  ^n^ 
claimed — ^The  vs^uable  prefent  which  has  juft  been  oiferecl  ybu^ 
ieems  to  be  the  forerunner  of  the  happy  news  I  am  about, to  <»oaii- 
municatej.  The  convoy  of  one  hundred  and  fixteen  veiTels  cooung 
from  America  has  entered  our  portSj^  and  brings  us  fubfiftence 
of  all  k^ndis.  Our  news^  on  the  Alps>  and  towai^i  the  Northi  Is 
equally  good.  Our  troops  have  retaken  pofleflion  of  the  Palati* 
nate.  Firmafens  is  our  own  again ;  and  the  army  of  the  Rhine 
is  every  where  viftorious;. 

But  an  obje&  ftill  more  important,  is,  the  proviHoning  the 
Republic.  Here,  then,  is  an  end  of  that  compa^  of  ftarvatioa 
between  England  and  Spaint  which  wa^  to  defolate  France  with 
famine. 

The  folicitude  of  the  committee  is  great.  The  EoglUb  had 
united  all  their  forces  on  the  ocean  to  capture  this  rich  convoy. 
The  fafety  of  the  country  depended  op  its  arrival.  What  havQ 
your  committee  done  ?  * 

|t  has  been  fecret  in  its  meafures :  it  has  united  all  its  fnari« 
tipae  ilrength.  Jean  Bon  St.  Andre  was  on  board  the  Montagne; 
an4  ?s  our  fl^t  was  ixferior  to  the  Englifh  in  the  number  of  four- 
teen ihips  of  the  line,  the  committee  ordered  the  French  fleet  to 
ftation  itfelf  between  the  enemy  and  the  convoy  j  and  not  to  i^jiX 
Unlefs  it  w^s  to  fave  this  valuable  fleet. 

The  courage  of  republicans,^  and  their  hatred  to  the  EngUih, 
triumphed  over  every  obftacle.  A  battle  became  inevitable  {  %ni 
it  h^s  been  one  of  the  mod  glorious  and  bloody  that  ever  occu^re^ 
in  the  annals  of  i^aval  hidory. 

Our  fleet,  though  fourteen  fliips  inferior  in  number,  and  to 
leeward  of  the  Engliih,  made  them  feel  our  vengeance,  and  obliged 
them  to  abandon  to  us  the  fcene  of  a£lion.  Seven  of  our  velfels 
weredifmafted;  ten  belonging  to  the  Engllfli  fuifered  the  fam? 
fete,  and  there  is  every  reafon  to  prefunne,  that  one  of  their  thre^ 
deckers  went  to  the  bottom.  Our  fcven  difmafled  veflels  are  not 
yet  arrived  in  port,  and  there  is  reafon  to  apprehend  that  they  ar^ 
ioft. 

Let  Pitt  then  boaft  of  this  viftory  to  his  nation  of  (hop-keepers 
f nation  pquUquier^J.  Already  do  the  Englifh  newfpapcrs  announce 
that  a  divifion  of  our  fleet  has  taken  a  Dutch  convoy  :  but  we 
pan  tell  you  belter  news.  Not  a  day  paifcs  but  the  commerce  of 
our  enemies  aiFords  us  proviflons  and  wealth. 

Here  then  is  what  the  French  marine  has  done,  now  that  it  is 
rid  of  its  vermin  nobility.  When  the  details  ot  this  vidory  reach 
us,  we  will  recommend  the  rewards  due  to  our  brave  failors.— r 
Qur  applaufes  (hall  re^ch  from  one  end  of  the  Republic  to  the 
other. 

Now  that  the  provifioning  of  the  Republic  is  fecurcd,  we  will

CITIZENS,  the  committee  has  charged  me  to  make  known 
to  you  fublime  traits  of  heroifm,  which  ought  neither  to  be 
concealed  from  you  nor  the  French  nation.  Since  the  fea  has 
firft  become  a  field  of  carnage,  and  the  waves  have  been  blood* 
fiained  by  war,  the  annals  of  Europe  do  not  record  a  battle  fo 
obftinate,  a  valour  fo  fuftaiqed,  and,  in  fliort,  an  aftion  fo  terrible 
and  fanguinary  as  was  that  of  the  ift  of  June,  when  our  fquadron 
faved  the  American  convoy.  Vanftabel,  in  condiidling  the  Ame- 
rican fleet  into  our  ports,  pafTed  through  waves  empurpled  by 
bloqd,  amidfl  lifelcfs  trunks,  and  wrecks  of  veffels.  The  obfti- 
nacy  of  the  confiift  which  preceded  the  arrival  of  the  convoy, 
proves  how  truly  republican  our  fquadrons  are,  fince  the  hatred  of 
tfie  EngiiTi  nafne  direfled  the  blows.  In  proportion  as  the  force  on 
the  part  of  the  French  was  unequal,  fo  was  the  refirtance  great  and 
courageous-  The  Englifh  feamen,  when  they  returned  into  their

Liberty  will  have  no 
more  tyrants  by  fea  than  by  land.  It  is  not  that  we  iliouM 
be  maritime  (laves,  that  nature  has  beftowed  on  us  whatever  is 
neceflary  for  the  conftruftion  of  fhips,  numerous  ports  to  re- 
ceive them,  and  feas  wafliing  our  fliores.  It  is,ndt  to  be  tyran- 
nized over  by  the  bankers  and  traders  of  London,  that  the  rcvo- 
lutibn  has  placed  in  our  hands  an  enormous  propertv,  immenfe 
woods,  a  w^arlike  population,  and  ikilful  feamen.  Frenchmen, 
he  brave  and  great,  like  the  republicans  who  compofcd  the  crew 
of  le  Vengeur,  and  foon  will  England  be  annihilated.  Clear 
the  ocean  of  thefe  monopolizing  traders,  and  the  fhades  of  the 
ftramen  who  have  Immortalized  themfelves  on  board  1^  Vengeur 
will  rejoice,  as  they  hover  over  the  tomb  which  their  courage 
h:is  dug  for  thern  in  the  ahy.fs  of  the  ocean. 

He  concluded  with  propofing  the  following  decree,  which 
was  adopted  :  . 

I.  A  model  of  th.efhip  of  the  line  le  Vengeur  (ball  be  hung 
up  in  the  vault  of  the  Panthcoi^  ;  and  the  names  of  the  brave 
Republicans  who  compofed  the  ciew  of  that  velTel,  fhall  be  ia- 
fcribed  on  the  column  of  the  Pantheon. 

IL  For  thispurpofe,  the  marine  agents  of  the  ports  of  Creft 
and  Rochfort  ihall  tranfmit,  without  delay,  to  the  National 
Convention,  the  lift  of  the  crew  of  the  (hip  le  Vengeur, 

III.  The  three-decked  fliip,  now  building  in  the  covered  bafon 
of  Breft,  (liall  be  named  le  Vengeur.  ThecommifTioncr  of  the 
marine  (hall  give  immediate  orders  tohaften  the  con(tru6lion  of 
that  veffel. 

IV.  The  National  Convention  calls  on  all  artifts,  painters, 
fculptors,  and  poets,  to  unite  in  tranfmitting  to  pofterity  the 
fublime  trait  ot  republican  heroifm  of  the  citizens  forming  the 
crew  of  le  Vengeur,  in  facrificing  themfelves  for  their  country. 
Rccompenfes  fliall  be  decreed  in  a  national  feftival  to  the  paint- 
as  and  poeti>  who  fliall  beft  celebrate  the  glory  of  thefe  repub-

ClTIZ^ENS, 

THEfdeuils  of  the  expedition  of  the  naval  force  of  the 
Republic  are  not  yet  completely  known  to  you.  In  the 
firllinftance/it  was  only  poffible  to  give  you  a  general  id^aof  what 
had  happened.  Sent  by  you  to  the  fleet,  in  order  to  obfcrve  and 
report  to  you  every  occurrence,  it  is  my  duty  to  fupply  the  defi- 
ciency of  the  firft  accounts,  which  I  fhall  do  with  all  the  lim- 
plicity  and  accuracy  of  truth,  A  valuable  Convoy,  laden  \vith 
proviuons  and  grain,  was  expeftcd  from  the  United  States  a( 
America,  which  Pitt  had  formally  promifed  to  the  covincil  of 
his  mailer  that  he  Ihould  get  into  his  pofleffion,  and.  which  ^ 
formidable  Englifli  force  was  ftaiioned  in  different  quarters  to 
intercept.  The  Britifh  cabinet,  apprized  of  every  occurrence, 
in  the  Republic,  by  numerous  hired  emiflaries,  had  Ukewife  in 
America,  agents  inftrudledtogive  them  notice  of  all  your  opera,- 
tjons. 

The  moment  of  the  departure  of  your  convoy,  its  courfe,  the 
point  where  it  was  to  pafs,  the  force  by  which  it  was  proteded, 
qnd  the  Humber  of  the  fhip"s  fent  out  to  meet  it,  were  all  known. 
The  favourable  feafon  for  failing  was  likewife  paft :  your  coii- 
Toy,  retarded,  either  by  negligence  or  defign,  on  the  part  of 
your  Anieric^n  agents,  or  by  the  obftacles  which  they  had  met 
with,  could  not  poflibly  arrive  at  the  period  it  was  exixiftcd ; 
the  divifion,  commanded  by  rear-admiral  Nielly,  was  inruffici- 
cnt  to  protedl  it.     The  committee  of  Public  Safety,  fenfible  of 
the  neceffity  of  fequring  at  any  price,  the  means  of  fubfifcnce 
tp  the  people,  and  defeating  the  projcdt  of  famine  devifcd   by 
theEnglifh  minifter,  and  pointed  out  in  all  the  inftruftions  of 
the  Englifli  fliips,  ordered  the  fleet  commanded  by  rear-admiral 
Yillaret  to  proceed  to  meet  the  convoy,  for  the  fole  purpofe  of 
favouring  its  fafe  return.     Upon  arriving  at  the  deftined  point 
of  cruifing,  we  there  fell  in  with  the  Englifli  fleet.     It  was  on 
the  9th  Praireal  (May  28i)  at  eight  in  the  morning,  that  we  def- 
cried  them  for  the  fifft  tirne.     This  day  paflTed  in  manoeuveri4igf 
on  both  fides^      One  of  o.ur  fliips,  le  Revolutionaire,  from 
motives  of  which  we  are  ftill  ignorant,  flackened  its  fails  an 
tfee  appearance  qf  the  enemy,  and  notwithftanding  fignaJs  were 
made  to  it,  continued  to.  remain  behind  the  reft  of  thp  flecrt,    fo, 
that,  on  the  approach  of  night,  when  we  could  no.  longer  obr 
ferve  it  diftinftly,  it  was  engaged  by  feveral  Englifli  fliips.  We 
have  fince  learned  that  this  ftiip  was  difabled,  its,  captain.  l^iUed. 
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The  (hip  r  Audacious,  which  fell  in  witli  it  next  day,  took  it 
in  tow,  and  brought  it  into  Rochefort.  The  two  fleets  rem;\ine4 
within  fight  the  whole  of  the  night. 

On  the  morning  of  the  loth,  the  Englifli  admiral  manoeuvrc4 
in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  give  ui^  reafon  to  fuppofe  his  intention 
was  to  harrafs  us  in  the  rear.  We  were  obliged  to  manieuvre, 
in  order  to  prevent  him  from  fuccceding  in  this  objeS,  and  fron\ 
the  movements  of  the  two  an  engagement  ncceffarily  followed,^ 
The  advanced  (hips  of  the  enemy  being  forci^d  to  give  way, 
tacked  about  towards  their  rear.  The  delay  in  the  execution  of 
the  admiral's  orders  brought  into  the  engagement  two  of  our 
iliips,  rindomptable  and  le  Tyrannicide,  with  an  infinitely 
fuperior  force.  Thefe  two  fhips  fuffered  greatly  from  the  fire; 
of  the  enemy,  and  were  already  difabled.  In  vain  was  the  fig- 
nal  difplayed  to  tack  about  towards  the  rear :  the  fhip  that  wasj 
a-head  did  not  ftir,  and  prevented  all  the  line  from  moving. 

The  French  admiral  at  one  moment  fuppqfed  hirnfelf  aban- 
doned: he  took  his  meafures  with  great  ref)lutipn  ;  he  tacked 
about  the  firft,  made  the  fignal  for  the  fleet  to  follow,  and,  un- 
certain whether  this  lignal  would  be  more  attended  to  than  the 
former,  placed  himfelf  at  the  head  of  the  line,  refolved,  if  it 
were  neceffary,  to  go  alone  to  the  affiftance  of  the  two  fhips* 
All  the  others  followed,  one  only  excepted.  The  line  was  ii> 
an  inftant  formed. 

The  fleet  of  the  Republic  attacked  and  put  in  diforder  the 
Englijih  fleet,  but  unfortunately,  from'  the  delay  in  complying 
with  the  fignals,  we  loft  the  advantage  of  the  wind,  which  wef 
had  ill  the  beginning  of  the  adtion  ;  that  did  not,  however, 
prevent  us  from  keeping  up  a  terrible  fire  upon  the  enemy>  but 
it  facilitated  their  efcape  by  crowding  their  fail.  They  preci- 
picately  withdrew,  abandoning  to  us  two  fhips  and  the  fcene  of 
aftion.  The  Englifh  fleet  confifled  that  day  of  30  ihips  of 
the  line.  Two  were  compelled  to  return  in  ord^r  to  refit,  one 
of  which  was  next  day  defcried,  and  for  fome  time  purfued  by 
the  frigate  la  Bellone. 

The  engagement  of  the  loth  (May  29)  laftcd  between  feven 
and  eight  hours,  and  iif"  not  decifive,  was  glorious  for  the  Re- 
public. The  fcene  of  aftion  was  the  very  place  where  the  con- 
voy were  to  pafs,  the  fafety  of  which  was  our  objeft.  We 
deemed  it  then  our  heft  method  to  manoeuvre  in  fuch  a  manner 
as  to  draw  the  enemy  from  their  pofition  to  fuch  a  diftance,  to 
the  northward  and  weftward,  as  that  the  convoy  might  pafs 
twenty-five  leagues  to  the  fouthward  of  the  two  fleets.  The 
event  completely  afcertained  the  propriety  with  which  we  bad 
taken  our  meafures. 

On  the  13th  (June  i)  we  diftinftly  counted  28,  and  we  per- 
ceived fome  in  rcferve  ;  la  iProferpine,  which  was  appointed  to 
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reconnoitre  themj    counted   34,  of   which  eight  were  threes, 
deckers ;  this  report  correfponds  with  the  lift  publilhed  in  the 
£n|U{h  papers  of  the  number  of  admiral   Howe's  fleet,  when 
it  let  out  to  fea :  by  thcfe  lifts,  admiral  Howe  had  under  hi$ 
command  36  fhips  of  the  line,  feven  of  which   were  three- 
deckers,  the  different  diviflons commanded  by  eight  admirals,  all 
diftinguifhed  in  the  Englifl^  marine :  the  fleet  of  the  Republic 
ponfifted  of  26  fhipS|  four  of  which  forming  the  divifion  of  rear- 
admiral  Nielly,    were  exhaufted   by  a  long   cruize.     We  had 
only  three  fliips  of  three  decks,  and  three  admirals.     With  thisj 
ine(juality  of  force  the  engagement  commenced.     We  deemed  it 
inoie  conformable  to  your  views,  and  to  the  public  intereft,  to 
perilh  rather  than  to  abandon  to  Pitt  the  means  of  fuhrillcnce 
of  a  free  people.     Whatever  might  be  the  refult,  to  reduce  thq 
Englifli  to  fuch  a  ftate  as  not  to  he  able  to  keep  the  fea,  was  to 
us  a  vi(3orv.     Such  were  the  motives  which  determined  us  to 
try  the  fate  of  the  moft  dreadful  conteft  tHat  ever  took  place 
ppon  the  ocean.      The  a<3ion  commenced  about  nine  in  the 
rooming,  and  lafted  tjU  three  o'clock. — The  French  fleet  were 
in  good  order,  and  their  difpofitions  were  excellent,  but  the 
French  at  fea  have  always  had  more  impetuofity  than  method, 
a  defeft  for  which  it  remains  with  the  legiflature  to  provide  2^ 
remedy,  faults  were  certainly  committed,  and  you  are  all  ap- 
prized of  the  falfe  manoeuvre  of  capt.  Gallin,  which  occafiancd  th<^ 
line  to  be  cut  behind  la  Montague.     l*he  conteft  was,  liowevcr,  . 
maintained  with  fury  ;  feveral  ihips  in  both  fleets  were  difabled; 
the  rear  of  the  French  flcjt  ftood  the  fliock  with  a  courage  and 
intrepidity  beyond  all  eulogiums.     The  whole  fky  was  involve^ 
in  one  cloud  of  fmoke.     On  different  points  of  our  line,  Eng- 
lifli fhips  were  feen  to  fink :  reports  tranfmittcd  to  me  ftate, 
that  three  went  to  the  bottom.     Details  of  fa£ts  muft  necelTarily 
efcap^  the  obferver.    In  fuch  a  moment  who  can  anfwer  for  this 
accuracy  of  obfervation  ?  The  Englifh  firft  ceafed  tiling,  and 
afforded  us  an  o ;.  )ortunity  to  examine  pur  pofition.     The  van 
of  the  French  fleet  had  given  way,  and  had  got  half  a  league  to 
the  leeward  :  thiscircgniftar^ce  i^lone  raviftied  the  viflory  from 
our  bands.     If  it  had  retained  its  pofition>,  the  admiral  by  tack- 
ing about,  as  was  his  intention,  would  have  covered  the  difabled 
ihips  of  both  nations.     He  was  forced  to  proceed  to   rally  the 
van;  but  this  manoeuvre  made  him  lofc  way,  and  prevented 
hi m  from  faving  all  the  fhips. 

Such  »s  the  ftate  of  fa6ts,  from  which  you  may  judge  how 
far  admiral  Howe  is  borne  out  in  his  alFcrtion,  that  he  had 
compelled  the  French  admiral  to  fly.  Le  Pavilion,  a  corvette  of 
ei^ht  four-pou riders,  went  to'  bring  ofi^one  of  our  ihips  within 
fliot  of  the  enemy  :  they  did  not  even  fire  upon  it  a  fingle  gun. 
We  did  not  move  during  the  wliolc  timer :  the  Englifti  fleet  wtv^ 
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t6  the  windward  :  they  might  have  come  to  ijs,  we  could  not  go 
to  attack  them.  The  truth  is,  that  the  enemy  were  more  da- 
inaged  than  we ;  they  are  compelled  to  confefs  that  they  were 
not  in  a  fituatiqn  to  keep  put  at  fea.  If  they  deny  it,  let  fadts. 
jfpeak.  _They  had  a  qonvoy  to  intercept — that  convoy  was  ex-r 

St6\ed  at  Loi>don-^it  was  already  fold  there.  If  the  Engliih 
eet  had  not  received  great  damages,  why  is  that  convoy  not  at 
^London  ?  Why  has  it  peaceably  purfued  its  courfe  amidd  the 
wrecks  through  which  it  has  pafled  ?  As  for  us,  citizens,  our 
iniflion  was  to  fave  the  convoy :  we  were  bound  to  fulfil  it, 
whatever  might  have  been  the  facrifice ;  and  h^d  it  been  necef- 
lary,  we  were  refolved  to  periflx  to  the  laft  man  in  the  attempt, 
Jean-Bon  Sair»t-And|:e  concluded  his  report  with  an  eulq- 
gium  on  the  valour  difplayed  in  the  engagemept,  and  with  citing 
5rvcral  adts  of  heroifm.

The  council,  in  concert  with  the  military  government,  has 
thought  proper  to  advertife  all  ftrangers  now  in  the  town,  with-*, 
out  diftin<ftion  of  nation  or  quality,  to  remove  elfewhere  as, 
foon  as  they  can,  and  to  provide  for  their  own  fecurity  as  they 
can;  and  that  l>efides  no  ftranger  nor  fugitive  can  be  admitted 
for  the  future.  We  alfo  recommend  it  to  every  citizen,  inha* 
brtant,  and  ^/hopkeeper,  to  augment  as  much  as  poilible  their 
ordinary  provilions  and  (lores  of  the  neccflaries  of  life,  in  ordei: 
to  prevent  diftrefs  and  famine  in  time  of  danger,  &c«

On  l()tb  AfeJJidory  Monday^  {J^h  7?   ^794^)  '^^  following  Decret 
propofed  by  Cambon  was  adopted  by  the  French  Convention: 

nrHE  National  Convention,  having  heard  the  report  of  the

AHperfons  in  poffeflion  of  property  belonguig  to  the  countries

The  commiffioners  of  the  National  Treafury  fliall  calculate 
the  rate  of  exchange  ftated  in  the  preceding  article,  and  difpatch 
their  dcciiion  to  the  directors  and  receivers  in  the  diilerent  dif- 
trids. 

Thefe  diredlors  fiiall  take  pofTefHon  of  the  efFedls,  real  and 
pcrfonal,  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  thofe  countries  with 
which  the  Republic  is  at  war ;  they  fhall  difpole  of  them  m  the 
fame  manner  as  the  other  national  property,  and  the  produce 
fijall  be  depofited  in  the  hands  of  the  receivers. 

The  receivers  fhall  then  tranfmit  to  the  national  treafury 
the  amount  of  their  receipts,  which  fhall  be  depofited  in  the 
cheft  with  three  keys. 

A  feparate  account  fhall  be  kept  of  the  payments  made  under 
this  decree,  obferving,  however,  the  mode  prefcribcd  for  depo- 
rts and  aflignations. 

Thofe  who  may  not  have  complied  with  the  provifions  of  this 
decree,  in  the  interval  prefcribed,  fhall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
equivalent  to  a  fourth  of  the  fum  held  back. 

The  national  agents  are  dire6led*to  fu per  intend  the- due  execu- 
tion of  this  decree,  and  to  fue  thofe  who  are  in  arrears.

ritory, and  by  the  conquering  arms  of  the  ftates,  with  our 
friends  and  allies,  removing  the  feat  of  war  into  the  enemy's 
QWn  country.  We  now  fee»  however,  High  and  Mighty  Lords, 
a  wonderful  revolution  in  the  ftate  of  affairs,  attended  with  the 
lo(s  of  the  greater  part  of  our  advantages,  the  enemy  having 
penetrated  and  advanced  near  our  frontiers;  and  inilead  of  our 
carrying  on  the  war  offcafively,  they  have  forced  us  to  aft  ia 
our  own  defence. 

It  is  under  fuch  circumftances,  that  it  behoves  all  thofe  who 
more  or  lefs  bear  a  ihare  in  condu<^ing  public  aSairs^  to  fte]^ 
forwAri  with  their  undifguiiied  fentin[>ents,  and  cordially  take 
the  lead  of  the  good  inhabitants,  and  by  fuch  means  cement  ^ 
mutual  confidence,  without  which  the  country  cannot  be  (aved* 

With  this  view  I  once  more  appear  before  you  in  this  aflemblyi 
to  declare  to  your  High  Mightincffes,  from  the  bottom  of  my 
heart,  that  I  am  ready  and  firmly  determined,  fupported  by  the  wim 
and  vigorous  raeafures  of  your  High  MightindTes,  and.  the  Lords 
of  the  f efpediv^o^  ^ovinees,  to  facri^jce  my  life  in  de&oce  ot 
our  country  ^  and  ^fo  t^o  aifure  you«  that  I  do  by  no  means  def-

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pair  of  favingthe  fiate^  if  we>  with  additional  courage  and  for^ 
tltud^,  under  the  goodnefs  of  Providence,  employ  the  ready  and 
effectual  means  in  our  power,  and  finally  to  declare  to  your 
High  Mightineffes,  that  I  hold  the  leaft  bcgleft  of  fuch  necef- 
fary  exertions,  and  every  indication  of  defpondency  and  fear,  as 
inevitably  tending  towards  the  irretrievable  lofs  of  our  country* 

I  will,  no  more  than  lad  year,  conceal  the  real  danger :  the 
true  knowledge  of  this  danger  being  rcquifite  tocall  in  aid  every 
poffible  means  of  refiftance.  Still  were  we  to  confult  the  hif- 
tory  of  our  Republic,  we  fhould  find  circumftances  of  peril, 
compared  to  which,  the  preTent  appears  to  vaniih. 

Our  brave  anceflors  fought  and  obtained  their  liberty  and 
independence  in  the  midft  of  fuch  difficulties,  as  human  forefight 
could  not  reafonably  hope  to  furmount;  notwithftanding  which, 
did  they  conftantly  fpurn  at  all  the  infidious  overtures  offered 
them  ;  they  thought  themfelves  more  fecure  in  manfully  facing 
the  dangers  of  war,  than  fuffering  themfelves  to  be  deceived  by 
a  treacherous  peace.  While  King  Philip  and  his  adherents  con- 
tinued to  be  confidered  as  enemies,  our  forefathers  had  to  defend 
themfelves  only  againft  open  hoftilities  ;  but  had  the  enemy  in 
appearance  become  friends  and  brothers,  the  weapons  of  deceit, 
fedudion,  and  corruption,  would  have  proved  far  more  alarm* 
iJig  than  a  flate  of  open  warfare.  Are  we  to  fuppofe  the  prefent 
lituation  worfe  than  that  in  1672,  when  not  only  fingle  towns, 
but  three  provinces  of  the  Union  were  in  polTeflion  of  the  enemy  i 
Or  that  of  1747,  when  all  Dutch  Flanders  and  the  ftrong  fron- 
tier of  Bergen-op-Zoom  were  loft  ?  Or,  laftly,  than  that  of 
^793>  the  recent  events  of  which  are  too  well  known  ?  If  nei- 
ther our  anceftors  nor  ourfelves,  during  thofe  periods,  fhcwed 
fymptoms  of  defpondency,  how  difgraceful  would  it  be  in  us, 
under  our  prefent  circumftances,  did  we  enter  on  the  defence  of 
the  ftate  without  energy  and  determined  courage  !  Were  we  to 
compare  the  means  of  defence  aAually  in  the  power  of  the  Re- 
public, with  thofe  in  former  wars,  we  are  moft  affuredly  no  lefs 
in  a  ftate  prepared  to  repel  the  attacks  of  the  enemy,  than  we 
were  in  the  above-mentioned  periods.  The  greater  part  of  our 
frontiers  is  covered,  and  continue  to  be  improved ;  we  have  an 
army  on  foot,  who  have  fignalized  themfelves  by  their  bravery 
during  the  two  laft  campaigns,  and  who  will  a6t,  if  poffible,  more 
fo,  when  fighting  for  their  all.  The  cheerfulnefs,  joined  to  the 
courage  of  our  feamen,  hath  fliewn  itfelf  in  the  year  i793« 
Neither  is  the  Republic  without  allies,  who,  as  far  as  their  own 
^tuation  may  admit,  will  ftrengthen  her:  but  it  is  of  infinitely 
more  weight  than  to  depend  on  human  efforts,  to  confider  that 
the  God  of  heaven  and  earth,  having  fo  often  brought  about 
©ur  deliverance,  when  the  profpe6l  feemed  moft  dreary,  wc  have

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at  this  fimegood  groutids  to  hope,  under  hiin>  for  the  achieve^ 
ment  of  honourable  and  glorious  deeds. 

If  there  are  in  the  Republic  fuch  unnatural  and  degenerate 
Dutchmen,  who  wifh  for  the  approach  of  the  enemy,  becaufe 
they  may  imagine  it  will  procure  them  the  means  of  gratifying 
their  private  vindidlive  fpirit;  who  with  fuch  views  endeavour^ 
by  intimidating  their  fellow-citizens  againft  their  taking  up  arms 
in  the  common  caufe,  let  us  confider  them  as  internal  foes,  and 
watch  their  criminal  intentions  with  no  lefs  vigilance  than  we 
do  thofe  of  our  enemy. 

The  pacific  fyftem  which  this  Republic,  as  a  commercial  ftate, 
hath  ever  adopted,  1  hold  to  be  moft  to  her  advantage ;  but  God 
forbid  we  fhould  wifti  for  peace  at  the  expenfe  of  our  fecurity 
and  independency :  if  we  muft  lofe  thefe  ineftimable  bleffingt 
through  the  fuperior  force  of  an  enemy,  it  will  be  an  event  finf 
cerely  to  be  lamented ;  but  fhould  we  make  a  voluntary  lurreii« 
der  of  the  fame,  then  ihould  we  become  an  obje£l  of  contempt 
to  all  nations. 

That  this  ftate  hath  given  France  no  caufe  for  war  is  notori* 
ous  to  all  the  world.    That  people  might  among  themfelves  per- 
fccute  the  Chriftian  worfliip,  overthrow  the  ancient  throne  of 
their  kings,  arbitrarily  difpofe  of  the  freedom,  the  lives  and  pro* 
perty  of  their  fellow-countrymen.     Our  ftate  faw  all  this  with 
inexpreffible  grief,  it  is  true,  but  never  had  the  moft  diftant  wifh 
of  declaring  war  againft  the  opinions  of  this  deluded  people.  In 
fpite  of  our  moderation,  have  we  been  fuddcnly  and  moft  un- 
juftly  attacked  ;  this  attack  having  been  preceded  by  a  decree  of 
the  National  Convention,  whereby  it  appears,  that  the  reafon 
of  this  deftruftive  war  is  to  put  all  countries  and  nations  on  a 
footing  of  equality  with   the  miferies  of   France,  namely,  to 
deftroy  the  religious  worfliipof  our  forefathers,  the  fundamental 
laws  of  the  ftate,  and  tb  work  a  total  fubverfion  of  our  true 
freedom.     Thefe,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  are  the  objedis  for 
which  we  fhould  enter  into  a  treaty  of  capitulation,  in  cafe  the 
war  is  to  terminate  agreeable  to  the  enemy's  views  ;  however, 
thefe  very  objedls  muft  never  be  made  the  fubjcdk  of  treaties,  but 
for  their  better  fecurity  and  prefervation.  -  With  regard  to  mv- 
felf,  I  know  no  medium  between  a  vigorous  refiftance  and  punl- 
lanimous  fubmif&on  ;  and  1  doubt  not  for  a  fingle  moment  about 
the  choice  of  your  High  Mightinefles,  that  of  the  States  of  the 
Provinces,  and  of  all  the  well-difpofed  in  the  country.     Let 
every  individual,  whatever  be  his  religious  or  civil  principles 
(provided  he  is  no  enemy  to  his  country  and  to  his  own  intereft) 
rally  round  the  ftandard  in  favour  of  the  common  caufe  of  his 
country  :  let  every  one  within  his  circle  contribute  towards  her 
prote&ion  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power:  let  the  neceflfary  fupplies 
be  fumifhed ;  and  I  have  hopes,  I  might  favy  I  truft  with  cotv&« 
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itncCf  that  we  Atall^e  able  to  de&ad  ovrfelve^^  and  unAer  fto^ 
vliet\cbj  prdttA  iht  hobour,  and  promote  the  profperity  o(  tb« 
Netherlands. 

Behold,  High  a  Ad  Mighty  Lords,  what  in  duty  1  owe  to  th« 
whole  nation,  to  a  people  among  whom  I  was  born  and  educated^ 
ibt  whofe  independence  a  great  number  of  my  anceftors  facrificed 
their  lives,  for  whofe  welfare  1  am  ready  to  fpill  my  laft  drop 
6f  bloodj  ^nd  for  which  both  my  fons  have  given  proofs  of  their 
Aot  beiiig  unworthy  the  name  they  bear — I  wifli  then  for  nothing 
ih6re  thaii  the  co-operation  of  my  fellow  citizens,  and  the. rc^ 
ward  of  my  houfe  will  be  their  liberty,  independence,  and  per-

THE  deputies  of  the  feveral  provinces  having  deliberated 
upon  the  addrefs  and  propofitions  of  his  Highnefs  tht 
prince  Stadtholder,  fully  accord  with  him  in  the  noble  fenti- 
jsents  therein  manifelkd ;  declaring,  at  the  fame  time,  that 
they  have  no  doubt  of  the  co-operation  of  the  different  pro- 
vinces at  fo  critical  a  period  as  the  prefent,  and  of  their  deter- 
mination to  ufe  all  their  efforts  in  aid  and  fupport  of  his  High- 
nci's,  by  the  facrifice  of  their  lives  and  properties  in  the  defence 
j^nd  fupport  of  their  country. 

Their  High  MightinefTes  have  further  aflured  M.  Van 
Schuylenberg,  their  prefident,  that  they  will  take  the  mord 
tilential  points  recommeftded  by  his  Highnefs  into  immediatt 
confideration,  iri  order  to  rid  the  ftate  of  the  difficulties  it  no^ 
labours  under,  flattering  themfelves,  that  the  means  of  defence 
adopted  will  prevent  the  enemy  from  penetrating  any  further; 
and  that,  under  the  Divine  blefiing,  their  efforts  will  be  crowned 
with  a  happy  iffue,  and  the  honour  and  profperity  of  the  Ne- 
therlands be  finally  fupported  \  all  Vain  and  premature  appre- 
h^nfion^  bo  fupprcffed,  which  can  only  tend  to  prejudice  the 
country;  and  that  fucli  as  wifh  for  the  arrival  of  the  enemy, 
with  their  adherents,  may  bedifarmed;  the  mod  obfer van t  at- 
tention, it  being  particularly  neceffary,  fliould  be  paid  to  thefe 
internal  enemies  of  their  country,  much  more  dangerous  than 
thofe  without,  open  and  declared. 

It  is  further  thought  proper  to  have  it  underftood,  that  the 
proportions  of  his  Highnefs  fiiould  be  printed  with  all  fpeed, 
and  copies  fent  to  the  refpcAive  provinces^  as  well  as  to  Dort» 
andtbc  ft^e«^of  .lDrenth«. 
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Tie  Sufta  cf  Ihlland  and  fFeft  Frie/hndy  in  the  Mddli  of  Julj^ 
X794i  publijhed  ihe  jollovLflng  Proclamation^ 

THE  States  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefland,  iccmake  known^ 
Wheceat  the  circumftances  of  the  war.  fo  unjuftly  de«» 
dared  by  the  French  government  againft  the  Republic,  have 
again  taken  fuch  a  turn,    that  the  frontiers  of  the  (late  are 
cxpofed  a  feconcl  time  to  the  violence  of  the  enemy's  invaiion, 
which  can  be  no  otherwifc  refifted  than  by  employing  the  moft 
Yigorous  means:   to  this  effedt,   animated  by   the  fentimentt 
which  his  moft  Serene  Highnefs  the  Prince   Stadtholdcr  ex^* 
prefled  in  his   addrefs   to  the  States  General  the  14th  of  laft 
month,  we  have  firmly  refolvcd  to  facrifiqe  our  properties  and 
lives  in  the  defence  of  the  ftate,  particularly  of  tliisj  province, 
and  in  protedling  every  thing  that  is  dear  to  us  in  this  country. 
We  have  judged  it  neccflary  and  our  duty  to  inform  the  good 
citizens  of  thefe  our  ferious  intentions  and  views,  and  at  the 
fame  time  to  declare,  that  we  are  very  far  from  defpairing  of 
the  fafety  of  the  ftate,  together  with  all  its  prerogatives,  reli- 
gious and  civil,  in  cafe  that  the  means  which  Divine  Goodnefii 
has  given  and  preferved  to  us  are  employed  with  that  cordiality, 
concord,  and  true  patriotifm,  which  have  at  all  times  charac- 
ttrifed  the  .free-born  Belgic  nation.     It  is  with  this  view  that 
wc  exhort  every  citizen,  who  is  not  totally  degenerated  from 
the  virtues  of  his  anceftors,  to  renounce  at  this  time,  when  the 
country   is  in  danger,  all  party  fpirit,  and  to  unite  heart  and 
hand  for  the  prefervatibn  of  their  own  interefts,  and  to  remem* 
ber  that  every  one  in  his  own  fphere  is  obliged  to  co-operate, 
fince  there  is  not  a  lingle  perfon  who  would  not  lofe,  in  the 
£ill  of  the  ftate,  his  own  perfonal  liberty,  and  his  unreftraincd 
means  of  fubCiftence ;  but  above  all,  let  every  one  think  that 
this  obligation  becomes  greater  in  proportion  to  his  pofteflions, 
or  other  relations  to  this  country,  fo  favoured  by  Heaven, 

That  amongft  the  means  we  judge  may,  and  ought  to  be 
employed  with  vigour,  we  reckon  the  local  fituation  and  the 
natural  force  of  the  country,  ftrengthened  by^  fortrefles  and  by 
inundations,  by  means  of  which  our  enemies  have  been  fo  often 
driven  fiom  our  frontiers,  as  likewife  the  augmentation  and  the 
abundant  ftores  with  which  the  army  of  the  ftate  is  provided^ 
encouraged  as  it  is  by  the  immortal  glory  it  has  acquired  in  the- 
two  laft  campaigns.  But  neither  is  it  to  be  diflembled*  that  in 
order  to  put  every  tiling  Into  the  moft  refpecSlable  fituation  it  is 
capable  of,  confideruMc  (urns  are  wanted :  for  thefe  wants  wc 
have  endeavoured  to  provide  in  time,  as  well  by  refolving  upon 
difterent,  as  by  impoftng  a  tax  after  the  example  of  like  cir« 
^umftaoces  in  the  year  1747;  three  proportions  of  which  we. 
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^ith  all  other  well-intentioned  citizens,  have  already  paid, 
being  obliged,  by  our  necef&ties,  to  anticipate  the  laft  propor- 
tion a  month  before  the  time.  Neverthelcfs,  all  the  means  of 
fupply  hitherto  furniihed  fail  greatly  fliort  of  the  neceflities  of 
this  expenfive  war,  more  efpecially  at  the  prefent  moment^ 
when  the  fafety  or  the  fall  of  the  Kepublic  depends  upon  the 
prompt  furniihlng  of  coint 

In  the  mean  time  we  with  pleafure  learn,  that  many  good  citi- 
zens, who  have  the  power  of  doing  fo,  have  declared  themfelves 
ready  to  fuccour  the  country  efficacioufly  with  all  their  power,  at 
this  conjundure,  if  a  general  call  be  made  to  this  eife£t,  and  if  a 
loan  be  opened  on  fuch  conditions  as  agree  bed  with  the  prefent 
value  of  the  intereft  of  money. 


Declaratory  Anfwer  of  the  States  of  Overyffel  to  the  Exhortatory 
jiddrefs  of  their  High  Mightinejfes  of  Holland^  refpe^ing  the' 
prefent  alarming  Crifis. 

High  and  Mighty  Lords, 

WE  have  thankfully  received  the  two  addreflTes  of  your  High 
Mightineffes,  written  at  the  Hague,  the  14th  and  26th 
t)f  laft  month ;  the  firft  of  which  earneftly  recommended  a  propo- 
fition  made  that  day  by  his  Highnefs  the  Stadtholder  to  the  Af- 
fembly  of  your  High  Mightinefles  ;  and  the  other  tended  to  com- 
municate to  us  the  refolution  of  the  Lords  the  States  of  Holland 
and  Weft  Friefland,  taken  upon  the  faid  propodtion,  and  remit- 
ted to  the  Aflembly  of  your  High  MighiineiTcs. 

We  thank  your  High  Mightineffes  for  the  communication  al- 
luded to ;  and  we  beg  leave  to  teftify  to  his  Highnefs  our  warm- 
eft  obligation  and  fincere  gratitude,  that,  far  from  defpairing  at 
this  critical  moment  for  the  fafety  of  our  dear  country,  which  is 
'  precious  to  all,  there  is  no  want,  on  the  contrary,  of  that  laudable 
emulation,  which  not  only  ferves  to  manifeft  cordially,  proper  and 
patriotic  ft* ntimcnts,  but  alfo  to  aroufe  effedually  the  courage  and 
union  of  the  High  Allies,  in  order,  as  the  danger  is  renewed 
and  increafed,  our  efforts  and  vigour  may  be  redoubled,  to  rcfift 
courageoufly  the  evil  which  threatens  us,  and,  with  the  aid  of 
divine  Providence,  to  defeat  effectually  this  dangerous  combination. 

We  rejoice  that  the  Lor-ds  the  States  of  Holland  and  Weft 
Friefland,  alfo  the  Lords  the  States  of  Guelder,  Utrecht,  apd 
Drenthe,  by  whom  the  refolutions  have  been  communicated  to  up, 
have  cheerfully  conformed  to  thefe  generous  fentiments. 

We  make  no  difficulty  in  fmcercly  and  frankly  confeffing,  be- 
fore your  High  Mightineffes,  and  before  the  whole  Republic, 
that  in  the  extremity  of  danger  in  a  country,  we  know  no  filu- 
^tion  more  alarming,  than  when  the  inhabitants  lofe  courage,  ot 

relax 
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leiax  from  their  exertions ;  that  forefeeing  the  adual  danger^  we 
are,  however,  far  from  confldering  the  difficulty  as  infurmount- 
able ;  and  that,  in  conformity  with  the  wiflies  of  his  Highnefs^ 
vre  entertain  no  doubt  but  we  will  be  ablf,  with  the  aid  of  divine 
Providence,  to  defeat  the  arduous  efforts  of  an  artful  enemy. 
The  experience  of  former  deliverances,  the  refources  which 
remain  to  us,  the  courage  and  the  cordiality  of  the  allies,  the 
wifdom  of  his  Highnefs  the  Stadtholder,  the  bravery  of  his  fons, 
and  of  your  troops,  and,  above  all,  the  fuccour  of  the  God  of  the 
Low  Countries,  whofe  beneficence  we  have  fo  often  witnefled, 
are  ample  foundations  on  which  we  are  able  to  build  a  certain 
hope  of  prefervation  and  fecurity* 

As  to  us,  there  (hall  not  be  wanting  every  exertion  which  can 
contribute  to  this  falutary  end,  that  we  may  defend  our  religious 
and  political  liberties  againft  a  dangerous,  a  powerful,  and  an  art- 
ful enemy,  rcprefs  the  evil  intentions  of  certain  individuals  of  this 
country,  and  tranfmit  our  conftitution  unimpaired  to  pofterity.

INFORMED  that  the  markets  of  Bruflels  are  not  fo  well  furniffi- 
ed  with  provifions  as  heretofore,  under  pretext  of  the  circulalion 
of aflignats,  and  that  different  individuals  have  ceafed  to  carry  on 
trade  from  the  fame  motive  :  confidering  that  the  former  arretes 
relative  to  thisfuhje^fc  do  not  admit  of  any  exception  ;  that  the  law 
ought  to  be  equal  to  all ;  and  that  every  manoeuvre,  tending  eithef 
direftly  or  indiredtly  to  elu^e  it,  ought  to  be  reprelTed  with  feverity, 
hereby  copimand  the  communes  which  furnifh  the  markets  of 
Bruflels  with  corn  and  provifions  of  all  kinds,  to  continue  to  pro- 
vide them  with  the  fame,  as  in  times  pad,  without  any  diftinftion 
of  price,  in  refpedl  to  aflignats,  which  they  are  to  receive  as  the 
money  of  France,  under  penalty,  of  fuch  individuals  as  refufc  the 
fame  at  par,  being  reputed  enemies  of  the  Republic,  and  con- 
duced into  France,  to  be  puniflied  accordingly.  It  is  equally 
enjoined  to  all  thofe  who  have  (hut  up  their  fhops  or  warehoufes, 
to  re-open  them  immediately,  and  refume  their  commerce,  of 
whatever  nature  it  may  be,  thereby  conforming  themfclves  to  the 
preceding  difpofitlons,  under  the  fame  penalty. 

The  magiftrates  of  Bruflels  fliall  caufe  the  prefent  proclamation 
to  be  printed  and  publifhed  in  the  two  languages,  and  fliall  alfo 
adopt  the  necelTary  meaftires  for  th^ir  execution.

DEVASTATION,  pillage,  and  burning,  con^mitled  with- 
out orders  from  the  commander  in  chief,  upon  the  Spanifli 
territory,  fhall  be  punifhed  with  death. 

Thofe  who  fliall  commit  any  outrage  upon  the  defencelefs  inha* 
bitants,  men,  women,  or  children,  (hall  alfo  be  puniflied  with 
death.  The  old,  the  women,  and  the  children,  are  efpecially 
finder  the  fafeguard  of  French  gencrofity. 

ProteSion,  fuccour,  and  fatety  are  promifed  to  all  inhabitants  . 
of  the  Spanifli  territory  who  do  not  refi(l"».thofe  who  take  up 
arms  againft  the  foldiers  of  liberty  (bail  be  tre^ited  as  enemies. 

ThoTe  French  found  in  the  enemies  territory  arc  ordered  te 
quit  it  in  twenty-four  hours,  upon  pain  of  being  treated  as  emi- 
grants. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  conquered  country  Xo  deliver  up  their 
arms  within  twenty-four  hours,  under  pain  of  death.  Aflignats  to 
be  received,  under  the  penalty  of  the  laws  upon  that  fubjeft. 

The  taxes  of  each  conquered  province  to  continue  as  herelo- 
lore,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Republic. 

Dated  from  the  vanguard  of  the  army,  30th  Meflidor,  (i8th

[  an  enterprize  of  no  difficulty,  becaufe  they  then  contained  none 
but  maUers  and  their  flaves.  One  republican  battalion,  two  fri-

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fiamr^s  Report  on  the  Capture  of  OJiend^  made  in  the  Middle  of. 

July,  1794. 

CITIZENS !  the  committee  of  Public  Welfare  can  hardly 
follow  the  rapid  march  of  our  triumphant  armies.  Vidory 
has  aiTumed  the  boldeft  flight  of  fame.  Our  gallant  troops,  with 
whom  triumphs  are  permanent,  have  increafed  the  maritime  force 
of  th^  Republic  :  whilft  the  armies  of  the  Sambre  and  the  Meufe 
yrtxt  re-conquering  the  department  of  Jemappe,  the  left  wing  of 
the  northern  army  took  a  great  port.  Offend  is  in  the  pofTefliOQ 
of  the  French.  The  port,  the  greateft  part  of  the  (hipping,  the 
artillery,  ammunition,  and  magazines,  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
republicans.  YoU  have  ordered  the  French  armies  not  to  allow 
any  breathing  time  to  the  Britifh  and  Imperial  banditti,  and  your 
orders  have  been  ftriAly  obeyed.  With  thofe  infamous  hordes^ 
terror  and  flight  are  now  the  order  of  the  day.  The  French  armies 
can  fcarce  overtake  the  Imperial  eagle  in  its  flight ;  and  all  Bel- 
gium has  neither  extent  nor  ffrong-holds  enough  to  protedj  or 
rather  to  hide  the  retreat  of  the  allies. 

Citizens,  you  know  that  Offend  is  no  common  conqueft  ;  it  is 
a  ffrpng  place,  and  a  famous  poff  :  it  is  an  important  point,  which 
cements  the  fea  with  the  land,  increafes  the  refources  of  our  navyy 
and  ftrcngthens  the  defence  of  the  continent.  Offend  is  the  co- 
vered way  through  which  the  ferocious  Englifh  conveyed  their 
poifons  into  France,  their  men  and  horfes  to  the  combined  ar- 
mies ;  and  where  they  heaped  up  proviffons  and  ammunition  for 
the  troops  pf  tyranny.  Offend  was  the  barbarous  ftaple  of  royal 
coalition ;  the  abundant  granary,  the  complcteff  arlenal  of  the 
trbops  of  the  tyrants,  and  the  infernal  fupport  of  the  Court  of 
l/OMOpj  which  now  in  its  turn  fhall  feel  that  terror,  uiuler  the 
deadly  experience  of  which  its  fatellites  fuiFer.  Offend  has  vomit- 
ed on  ftore,  along  wttb  Engliih  hoi^fes,  aOafiins  inftrp^ed  by 

Pitti 
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Ktt ;  and  the  Duke  of  York  has  never  wanted  courage  to  inter 
towns  ttuit  were  fubje&ed  by  treafon,  or  bought  with  Englifii 
guineas^that  pretender  to  (hattered  crowns  ;  that  generous  fuc* 
cefibr  on  a  throne  in  ruins ;  that  renowned  warrior,  who  is  known 
tt  Maubeuge  by  an  ignominious  flight,  and  on  our  frontiers  by 
his  cruelties  committed  in  cool  blood. 

But  all  (hall  be  expiated  by  the  capture  of  Oftend,  and  its  ma* 
gazines  and  cannon  (hall  make  good  a  part  of  the  mifchief  they 
have  done  to  France.  *'  The  fea,  monopolized  by  the  favage 
''  Englifh,  will  feel  itfelf  more  free,  fince  Odend  is  in  the  hands 
^*  of  the  French  ;  and  the  firing  of  fome  of  their  vcflels,  and  the 
'^  taking  of  others,  detained  in  the  port  by  contrary  winds,  ihall 
^*  revenge  us  for  the  horrors  perpetrated  at  Toulon.** 

The  noble  Lords  of  the  Englifh  parliament,  and  the  difinterefted 
orators  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  may  now,  in  loyal  addrelles, 
acknowledge  the  paternal  care' of  George,  and  thank  him  for  the 
fucceflcs  at  Ypres  and  Oftend ;  for  the  capture  of  Charleroi  and 
Mons ;  not  forgetting  the  batfle  of  Fleurus,  which,  like  that  of 
Jemappe,  has  thrown  Belgium  into  the  hands  of  the  French. 

What  then  do  they  mean,  thofe  treacherous  and  ferocious  men, 
who  are  flaves  at  home,  defpots  on  the.  continent,  and  pirates  at 
fea  ?  What  fruits  can  they  at  prefent  hope  to  reap  from  fo  many 
Climes  ?  Do  they  (liil  expeA  that  the  Seine  (hall  ftoop  to  the 
Thames  r  How  long  (hall  monarchical  England  provoke  the  iti« 
dignation  of  republican  France  ?  No !  Thou  (halt  be  puni(hed, 
venal  and  merchandizing  London  ;  thy  fate  is  written  on  the  walls 
of  0(iend.  Relate  to  the  Englilh  families  how  many  of  the  fol- 
diers  who  have  been  tranfported  to  Oftend  will  fee  their  homes 
again.  Compute  with  thy  merchants,  how  much  of  the  provi- 
fions  and  merchandize  that  have  been  fent  to  Oftend,  may  return 
to  thy  ports.  This  is  thy  only  care !  In  thy  ftrong  chefts  alone 
thou  feeleft  thy  misfortunes !  It  is  by  means  of  gold  that  thou 
fiattereft  thyfelf  to  conquer ;  but  our  iron  has  fubdued  thv  gold, 
and  the  fortune  of  battle,  pointing  at  the  three-coloured  (tandard 
planted  on  the  ramparts  of  Oftend,  foietels  the  fate  of  Europe  and 
thy  own. 

.  But  our  viftories  are  not  confined  to  Oftend ;  another  town  in 
Belgium  has  alfo  fallen  into  our  power.  While  we  were  announcing 
to  you  the  capture  of  the  former  place,  an  exprefs  arrived  with 
th(  news  of  the  taking  of  Tour^^ay.  That  rifing  in  a  mafs,  which 
laft  month  was  called  for  at  Turin,  Madrid,  Vienna,  and  BruflTek, 
has,  therefore,  proved  perfeflly  ufelefs  to  the  coalefced  Kings ; 
their  proclamations  have  been  like  a'  voice  preaching  in  the  d^* 
fert.  People  do  not  rife  to  rivet  their  chains.  What  could  tb^ 
poffibly  expe£k  from  this  royal  parody  of  republican  courage  ? 

A  letter  from  Marchiennes-au-Pont,  dated  July  i,  fays,  *^  th« 
**  Emperor  is  in  a  violent  paffion  againft  tht  BxabanXtts>  ottife* 
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*<  count  of  their  joy  at  the  arrival  of  the  French  ;  and  becattfc 
«<  they  did  not  choofe  to  grant  him  the  reinforcements  which  be 
/*  demanded"  .  ^ 

W^are  now  mafters  of  thofe  impious  garrifons,  which  but  too 
long  have  defiled  the  foil  of  France,  and  facrilegious  villains  ihall 
be  punilhed.  Caft  your  eye  on  a  map  of  our  frontiers ;  Mons^ 
renders  us  mafters  of  Ath,  and  Tournay  of  the  Scheldt :  thefc 
two  points  of  communication  could  alone  afford  the  enemy's  army 
any  reafonable  hope  of  a  retreat  or  flight ;  they  were  thp  only 
roads  by  which  the  ftrong  places  of  Conde,  Quefnoy,  Landrecve» 
and.  Yalenciemies,  could  keep  up  any  kind  of  intercourfe  with 
the  confederate  troops ;  but  in  confequence  of  the  victories  ob- 
tained by  our  gallant  troops,  thofe  four  places  are  now  completely 
furrounded.  Within  a  few  days  thofe  impure  dregs  of  enflaved 
nations  (hall  be  fwept  away  from  the  French  foil ;  within  a  few 
hour^  they  (hall  be  forced  to  furrender ;  obftinacy  on  their  fide 
could  only  produce  a  fhameful  adjournment  of  a  total  defeat,  or 
a  well-deferved  death.  Our  territory  has  but  too  long  been  pol-^ 
luted  by  thofe  northern  flaves  ;  but  too  long  thofe  fortreffe&t  dif- 
honoured  by  daftardly  garrifons,  have  been  torn  from  the  French 
Republic ;  the  all-poWerful  fpring  of  the  national  force  is  un- 
bent, and  (hall  bear  down  every  obftacle  in  its  way.  The  favour- 
.ible  moment  is  come  ;  with  the  utmoft  difficulty  the  garrifons  of 
the  above  places  cah  hold  any  communication  with  the  combined 
army  between  BrufTels  and  Mons,  and  the  republican  army  (lauds 
between  thofe  fortrelTes  and  the  confederate  troops. 

Your  committee  has  been  of  opinion,  that  the  genius  of  the 
Republic,  and  the  great  exaniples  which  we  owe  to  Europe,  re- 
quired that  the  Frencl]  territory  (hould  be  marked  in  a  (olemn, 
awful  maoner ;  it  vis  a  facred  ground,  inhabited  by  freemen,  which 
.profaning  (laves  mu(i  either  quit,  or  dung  with  their  blood.    This 
dreadful  decrfee  is  to  he  put  in  execution  after  a  fliort  delay  that 
will  be  allowed  them.     The  Engli(h,  however,  as  you  may  eafily 
fuppofe,;  are  excepted  from  thai  momcntaneous  indulgence;  for 
the  £ng!i(h  we  have  only  treaties  of  death.     Your  committee 
have  thought  proper,  that  ail  the  troops  of  the  coalefced  tyrants, 
fliut  up  in  the  ftrong  places  of  Conde,  Qiiefnoy,  Landrecies,  and 
Valenciennes,  (hall  be  put  to  the  fword,  unlefs  they  furrender  at 
xiifcreiion  within  twenty^four  hours  from  l)eing  fummoned  by  our 
generals.     We  learn,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Valenciennes  havQ 
already  rifen  againft  the  Auftriansand  Engli(h,  and  that  no  arifto- 
crat  is  fuiffered  to  quit  the  town.  That  meafure  alone,  though  adopt- 
.^  rather  late,  can  fave  the  inhabhants ;  and  by  ftriking  terror  into 
the  troops  of  the  tyrants,  you  moft  teach  them  to  refpeft  the  ttr- 
Vitory  of  the  French  Republic.     The  times  of  Dumourier  are  no 
r  mote  J  the  Trench  army  is  no  longer  alTembled  in  the  camp  of 
,h\m€,  where  iraitors,  v^le  they  were  ufurping  triumphal  ho- 
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jMRirSy  fold  the  people  to  a  band  of  crowned  robbers^  and  g^*anted 
ktve  to  the  ferocious  Pruflians  to  retreat  undiflurbed  from  ou^ 
,  domains.  The  republicsfi  army  no  longer  tolerates  fuch  agree* 
ments  of  retreat,  nor  favours  fuch  efcapes  as  ivere  then  winked  at 
iy  generals  who  called  themfclves  Frenchmen.  An  immediate 
furrender  within  twenty-four  hours,  or  death,  is  the  general  will 
of  the  nation.  ShoTMd  the  flaves,  heaped  up  within  etir  walls^ 
choofeto  make  the  leaft  refiftance,  they  are  lure  of  being  put  tp 
the  fword.  At  that  price  the  Republic  will  condefcend  to  give 
them  a  leflon  of  the  military  art. 

B«t  far  be  it  from  us :  far  is  the  idea  from  brave  republicans^ 
that  all  is  accompliihed  by  the  evacuation  of  the  territory  of  the 
French  Republic.  Virtuous  friends  of  peace !  we  have  watched 
jour  exertions,  aiKl  your  (ly  endeavours  to  foften  the  courage9  to 
weaken  the  armies,  to  eftrange  viiSlory,  and  to  cool  the  burning 
ardour  of  the  republicans — but  beware  !  liberty  watches  yon 
clofely,  and  points  out  the  difaftrous  confcqucnces  of  mirth  iU- 
applied.  Treat  with  them  to-day,  and  to-morrow  they  will  fall 
upi  you  with  increafed  fury ;  let  them  lull  you  afleep  on  yonc 
lauiels,  and  they  will  murcfer  you  withoiit  pity.  No,  no ;  all 
ourenejuies  muft  perifli :  I  have  faid  it  already  in  this  tribune — 
"  the  dead  alone  do  not  return — tyrants  are  incorrigible — ^their 
**  minifters  Hill  worfe — and  their  fubjeds  Haves."  All  their  pro- 
jefls  aim  at  the  dellnidion  of  republicans,  and  the  propagation  ot 
wretched  royalty.  We  mult,  iherelore,  take  advantage  of  our 
viflories,  utilize  our  courage,  and  immortalize  this  campaign.— 
Our  northern  fromier  is  the  tomb  of  tyrants ;  if  we  know  how  to 
maintain  onrfclves  at  the  height  of  the  revolution,  and  hold  to  the 
royaliftsof  Europe  that  dignified  language  which  becomes  the  Re- 
public. '*  Kings  will  no  longer  confpire  againlt  liberty  when 
"  tliey  are  no  more  ;  and  their  exiftence  is  at  an  end,  when  their 
"  armies  arc  annihilated  ;  their  money  and  their  taxes  fpent, 
*'  their  power  and  their  foldiers  gone/'  Let  us,  therefore,  con- 
tinue againft  them  a  vigorous,  an  exterminating  war.  Learn  a 
ntw  proof  of  the  proportion  which  our  forces  bear  to  theirs.  The 
reprefentati\  eof  the  people,  in  his  letter  dated  Marchiennes  auPont^ 
June  29,  fays,  ^*  The  divifion  of  the  right,  commanded  by  Ge- 
*'  neral  Duhem,  in  the  engagement  of  the  26th,  fell  with  their 
"  bayonets  upon  the  enemy,  and  to6k  from  them  a  tvvclvc- 
"  pounder.  Terror  and  dcprelfion  are  the  orders  of  the  day  with 
"  the  flaves  of  tyrants.  This  morning  a  poll  of  thirty  Aultrians, 
**  commanded  by  an  ofEcer,  furrendered  at  difcretion  to  one  of 
"  out  patroles,  compofed  of  four  horfe  chalfeurs  and  a  fcrjeant.** 
Obferve  twelve  millions  of  people  of  one  and  the  fame  family,  and 
turn  an  eye  of  pity  towards  thofe  thoufands  of  flaves  whom  the  Em- 
peror leads  into  battle  with  cudgels;  whom  the  King  of  Pruffia 

xooduds  to  battle  with  fabre- blows ;  and  whom  the  Duke  of  York 

intox^icales 
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:f  iMKicaLtes  with  rum  and  gin»  But  what  need  have  I  to  acqaaifit 
you  with  the  taftics  and  character  of  our  enemies  i  Our  armies 
]tt(^  of  them  better,  and  beat  and  exterminate  them  daily.

Lord  Moira  cannot  furrender  his  command  without  entreat- 
ing the  officers,  non-commiffioned  officers,  and'  men  of  the 
jcorpa  which  accompanied  him  from  Oftend,  to  accept  his 
warmeft  and  moft  grateful  thanks  for  the  kind  and  cheerful 
acquiefcence  he  has  experienced  from  them  in  the  fevere  fatigues 
to  which  he  was  obliged  to  fuhjedl  them. 

r  He  has  the  affurance,  that  he  is  ftill  to  have  their  fupport  in 
the  fcrvice  to  which  they  were  originally  deftined !  And  that 
hope  leflens  his  reluctance  at  ceafing,  for  the  prefent,  to  fhare 
.the  honourable  dangers  of  fcrvice  1 

•  He  trufts  they  will  believe,  that  no  light  confideratioii 
would  have  obliged  him  to  quit  them  ;  as  he  perfuades  him- 
ielf,  they  are  fenfible  of  his  having  endeavoured  to  repay  the 
^nerous  attachment  they  have  fliewn  to  him,  by  the  moft 
lively  intereft  for  their  welfare! 

For  the  prefent  he  bids  them  farewel,  with  the  moft  fervent

The  followinir^  is  a  Copy  of  Lord  Moira' s  Addrefs  to  the  Officers  of 

'  his  Armyy  on  leaving  it.

LORD  Moira  is  fo  folicitous  to  poflefs  the  profeffional  good 
opinion  of  officers  whom  lie  has  had  extraordinary  reafon 
toefteem,  that  he  muft  beg  leave  to  explain  feme  circumftances 
felative  to  the  march  of  his  corps  from  Oftend. 

The  orders  under  which  Lord  Moira  embarked,  pointed  out 
the  reftri6ted  obje£t  of  defending  Oltend.  From  the  known 
Ctuation  of  that  place,  it  appeared  that  the  proteftion  of  it 
could  not  be  inlured  by  any  reinfoicement  of  the  garrifon,  but 
Inuft  be  effe£led  by  meafures  that  would  probably  entail  a 
imttlc. — That  he  might  {hare  the  danger  of  fuch  a  conteft  with 
troops  to  whom  he  is  UAfeignedly  attached,  Lord  Moira  re- 
vived to  etnbark,  notwiU)fi:^nding  he  had  before  told  his  M:^- 
I  jefty's 
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jefty^s  minifters  ^^  any  orders  for  his  ferving  in  Flanders  muft 
occaiion  his  immediate  refignationt" 

Oftend  feemed  fecured  by  the  debarkation  of  the  troops»  and 
the  oh}t{k  of  the  miffion  was  completed,  had  events  been  fortu-  ' 
natc  in  other  parts :  the  day,  however,  after  the  landing,  Lord 
Molra  heard  fo  much  about  the  ftatc  of  affairs  in  the  country^ 
that  he  thought  he  could  not  honeftly  confine  his  attention  to 
the  fervice  exadlly  aiBgned  for  him  ;  he  therefore  took  it  upon 
himfclf  to  write  to  General  Clairfait  and  to  General  Walmoden^ 
propofing  a  jun^^ion  of  their  forces,  in  order  that  they  might 
aft  from  Bruges  to  Thielt,  upon  the  left  wing  of  the  French* 
This  meiafure  would  have  covered  Oftend,  at  the  fame  time 
that  the  confequcncc  of  it,  as  to  the  lightening  the  preflure  on 
the  Duke  of  York,  could  not  but  be  very  important.  General 
Clairfait  eagerly  adopted  the  idea,  but  made  it  a  condition, 
that  Lord  Moira  fliould  fingly  poiTefs  himfelf  of  the  city  of 
Bruges,  before  he  (General  Clairfait)  fhould  move.  The  coti« 
dition  was  nice,  becaufe  Lord  Moira  had  not  time  to  get  afliore 
any  heavy  cannon,  as  the  movement  would  be  impradlicable, 
vcre  it  not  m^de  before  the  French  in  that  neighbourhood  re* 
ceived  a  reinforcement,  which  they  hourly  expe£ted ;  fo  that 
tbs  corps  already  at  Wingnam,  which  had  only  fix  miles  to 
march  to  Bruges,  whilft  Lord  Moira  had  twelve,  might,  by 
throwing  a  thoufand  men  into  the  town,  defeat  the  attempt 
of  feizing  it,  and  would  thereby  oblige  Lord  Moira  to  join  the 
Auftrians  by  Sluys  and  Sas  de  Ciand,  or  return  to  Oftend,  and 
kave  the  reft  of  Flanders  to  its  fate. 

The  cnterprizc  was,  however,  undertaken.     On  the  road 

to  Bruges,    Lord  Moira  received,    by   an  exprefs,     a  letter 

from  the  Duke  of  York,  which  had  come  round  by   Sluys, 

defiring,  **  that  Lord  Moira  would  embark  his  whole  army, 

"  and  join  him  by  the  way  of  Antwerp."     The  other  obje£t 

was  too  far  advanced  to  leave  room  for  the  obedience  of  this 

order.     Bruges  was  luckily  fecured  ;  but,  at  the  very  gates  of 

it,  Lord  Moira  was  overtaken  by  Captain  Clinton,  who  came 

byway  of  Sluys,-  Blackenberg,  and  Oftend,  from  the  Duke  of 

Xork  and  General  Clairfait.     The  meflage  from  the  Duke  of 

York  was,  to  know  *^  whether  Lord  Moira  could  not  under* 

^  take  to  march  by  Sluys  and  Sas  de  Gand,*'   (the  other  road 

appearing  out  of  the  queftion  to  his  Royal  Highnefs)  <*  fo  as 

"  ^o  j<>in  the  Duke  of  York's  army  more  rapidly  than  the 

"  paflage  by  fea  would  allow."     From  General  Clairfait  there 

f^as  a  ileclaration,  <*  that  on  account  of  Prince  Cohourg's  defeat, 

'^  he  could  not  fulfil  any  engagement  with   Lord  Moira,  and 

*^  that  be  expeAed  to  leave  Ghent  in  a  hw  hours."    Froni 

Q«neral  Walraodeo  there  were  not  any  letters  of  ii^forma-r 

tioof  / 
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Lord  Molra,  from  the  urgent  tenour  of  the  Duke  of  York's 
meflage,  and  from  apprehenlions  of  poffible  difficulties  to  his 
Royal  Highnefs's  army,  ./hould  General  Clairfait  be  ordered  by 
Prince  Coburg  to  retire,  refolved  to  pufh  forward  by  the  routs 
elf  Ecloo  and  Ghent,  notwithftanding  he  had  no  longer  af- 
furance  of  co-operation;  Tind  with  this  intent  he  pafled 
through  Bruges  to  the  camp  of  Malles. 

This  variation  from  the  original  purpofc  overturned  all  the 
plans  which  had  been  arranged  for  the  fupport  and  conve- 
nience of  the  corps;  for  it  had  been  fettled  with  Colonel  Vize 
that  the  baggage  fliould  be  forwarded  by  the  canal  from  Of-  ' 
tend  to  Bruges ;  the  latter  being  deftined  to  be  made  the  ftore 
and  magazine  for  the  army,  as  long  as.it  fhould  aft  in  the 
direfticn  intended.  The  cafe  feemed  to  leave  no  room  for 
hefitation*  Under  all  the  impending  inconveniences,  from  , 
privation  of  baggage,  and  the  obvious  danger  from  the  want 
of  referved  ammunition,  the  embarraflVnents  which  threatened 
the  army  of  the  Duke  of  York  demanded  that  an  immediate 
junftion  (hould  be  attempted. 

The  evacuation  of  Oftend,  and  the  tranfmiffion  of  the  bag- 
gage to  Sas  de  Gand,  were  therefore  inftantly  determined  with 
Colonel  Vize.     From   Malles,  Lord    Moira  fent  to  General 
Wabuoden,  to  apprize  him  that  he  ihouid  continue  his  march 
next  day  by  way  of  Ecloo,  requefting  fuch  movements  on  the  . 
part  of   that  general   as  could  be  made  without  hazard,    to' 
imprefs  the  enemy  with  a  fufpicion  of  a  projefted  attack  ;  and 
h'j  took  every  poffible  means  to  circulate  an  exaggerated  account 
of  his  own  force,  and  to  obtain  accurate  intelligence  of  the 
approach  of  the  enemy.     The  exertions  of  General  Walmoden 
upon  this  occaCon  cannot  be  too  gratefully  remembered,  as  he 
was  not  in  any  manner  pledged  to  give  the  affiftance  which  he 
fuiniflied.     The   march   was  undertaken   without  any  confi- 
,  dence  of  fupporf.     Lord  Moira  was  greatly  encouraged  to  ran 
tlie  rifque,  by  the  confideration,  that,  fhould   he  find  himfelf  ^ 
overpowered,  Sluys  would  ftill  be  open  for  him  to  retire  upon 
when  he  had  once  reached  Malderghem.     The  rapidity  of  the 
march  fortunately  expofed   nothing  to  chance ;  though  Lord 
Mojra  has  fince  been  informed,  that  the  enemy^s  general  had 
prders  to  ftrike  at  the  corps  at  all  events,  and  had  taken  every 
preliminary  meafure  for  that  purpofe.  " 

Whether  any  fervice  was  rendered  to  the  army  of  the  Duke 
of  York  by  the  movement  and  expeditious  juftftion,  is  not 
npw  the  confideration;  Lord  Moira's  fole  objeft  being  to 
explain  the  circumftances  and  perfuafion  undef  which  he  . 
afted,;  fo  that  the  fatigue  and  inconvenience  which  the  corps 
fufFered  .  in  cpnfequencc  of  that  march  may  nxk  9[)pevlt'XQ 
have  been  lightly  or  unneceflarily  impofed.  •• '  '

Brave  Soldiers, 

THE  moment  of  yiftory  has  at  length  arrived,  which  proves 
that  this  army  is  the  worthy  lifter  of  thofsi  of  the  North 
and  South.     That,   by   their   exa»ppl?,  ypu  will  alio  avenge 
your  country,  overturn  the  dci'pots,  and  lacrificc  thrir  iatci- 
lites;  that,  like  them,  after  purifying  the  land  of  liberty,  fuliic4 
by  the  prefence  of  flaves,  you  will  bear  the  triumphant  arms  of 
the  Republic  into  the  territory  of  the  cucmy,  and  there  difplay 
the  tri-colourpd  lland^rd  of  freedom, — In  penetrating  into  the 
enemy's  territory,  brave  foldicrs,  we  need  not  ftimulate  youi: 
pourage — yoij,  are  always  eager  to  combat  and  to  conquer;  but 
we  recommend  to  your  confidcration  what  the  Ifrcnch  people 
have  proclaimed  every  where — war  to  the  palace— rpeacc  to  the 
cottage- — war  i^gair^ft  tyrants  and  their  fatcUites — pcapc  to  the 
peaceqble  citizen— ^rto  the  humble  fted  of  the  indigent — to  the 
^bode  of  the   ufeful  labqijrer,  and  induftrious  artifan.     This 
conduA,  as  it  arifes  from  our  feeling,  is  ;^Uo  divSlatcd  by  our 
intereit.

The  Prince  Stadtholder  having  ajjijlcd  at  the  jljfemlly  of  the  States^ 
General^  on  the  j\th  and  ^th  of  Augnfi^  m^de  the  following^  Pro* 
fqfition. 

High  and  mighty  Lorps, 

ON  the  i4.th  of  laft  month,  I  laid  before  the  affembly  of 
your  High  Mightinefles  my  true  fentiments  on  the  prc- 
lent  fituation  of  the  affairs  of  this  republic,  relative  to  the  ap- 
proach of  the  enemy  towards  our  frontiers.  I  protefted,  from 
the  bottom  of  my  heart,  that  I  was  ready  to  facrifice  all  for  \X% 
defence.  I  conCdercd  faving  the  flate  as  very  poi&ble,  if,  re- 
doubling courage  and  firmnefs,  and  relying  on  the  Divino 
Affiftance,  we  employed  the  means  in  our  hands*  Finally» 
I  confidered  the  negle£i  of  tbofe  means,  and  all  nilfeafonable 
fears,  as  what  would  moft  readily  lead  to  the  ruin  of  ou^' 
country.  Your  High  Mightineffes,  and  the  ftatcs  of  fome 
Provinces,  have  already  made  a  public  declaration  that  ^hefe 
fentiments  are  your  owHj^  and  protefted  the  moft  zealous 
good  will  to  aftift  in  taking  eiEcacious  meafures  in  fupport  of 
the  common  caufe ;  I  am  well  aftured  that  the  ftates  ot  9II  the 
Provinces  will  manifeft  the  fame  promptitude  as  Toon  ms  tbeir 
convocation  iball  enable  them  tp  come  to  refolutionf  01^  (be 
SuhhStm 
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'  In  the  mean  rime,  your  High  Mightineffes,  and  all  the  coN 
leagues  and  departments  that  could  contribute  to  the  meant 
of  defence,  have  not  been  idle.  There  has  been  much  a£tiviiy 
'  in  providing  the  fortreflcs,  in  filling  the  magazines,  and  in 
haftening  the  equipment  of  veffels  for  the  protcd^ion  of  our 
livers.  But  however  neceflary,  however  ufeful,  all  thefe  mea* 
'  furesraay  be  in  thenifelves,  it  appears  to  me  that  there  are  two 
;  principal  objects  beiides,  belonging  to  a  complete  dctence,  and 
tor  which  provifion  cannot  be  made,  but  by  grand  meafures 
employed  in  concert;  viz.  by  money  and  by  troops. 

War,  I  own,  is  expenfivc;  fhe  prefent  is  more  fo  than  any 
hitherto  waged :  but  it  differs  alfo  in  its  nature  from  all  pre- 
ceding wars,  becauie  we  have  to  deal  with  an  enemy  who  have 
fecourfe  to  means  hitherto  unknown,  and  who  reckon  as  no«< 
thing  the  loft  of  their  colonies,  of  their  commerce,  their  agri- 
cniture,  and  all  national  profperity,  prQVided  that,  by  com* 
t^elling  all  the  refources  of  their  own  country,  they  can  reduce 
other  nations  to  the  fame  exhauiled  Aate.  Such  an  enemy  it 
not  to  be  combated  with  parfimonious  finances. — The  force 
that  muft  be  oppofed  to  them  requires  great  efforts,  doubtlefs^ 
but  yet  not  too  great,  if  we  confider  what  would  be  the  con- 
fequence  of  their  fucceeding  in  their  defigns.  I  cannot,  there- 
fore, enough  recon^mend  it  to  your  High  M'rghtincfies,  and  t6 
the  refpedlive  Provinces,  to  employ  all  the  means  poffible,  ill 
order  that  the  finances  may  be  put  into  a  ftate  to  fupply  with 
promptitude  the  expeqfes  which  the  proteflion  of  the  Republic 
neceffarily  requires. — .The  other  objecSl  I  mentioned  is  neither 
lefs  neceuary  nor  lefs  urgent.  To  what  end  would  be  the  ftate 
pf  the  fortihcations,  of  the  inundations,  of  the  veflels,  if  men 
were  wanting  to  defend  them  ? 

It  has  appeared  to  me  that  this  defence  maybe  confidercd  as  of 
two  kinds-T-the  foreign  defence,  and  the  internal  defence.  The 
former  relates  to  the  army  of  the  ftate,  which  muft  2iSt  in  the 
field,  or  in  the  ftrong  places,  out  of  the  provinces ;  the  latter 
which  muft  a6t  in  concert  with  the  army,  to  cover  tlie  pro- 
vinces thcmfelves,  or  afford  an  opportunity  to  employ  the  re* 
g^lar  troops  out  of  the  provinces. 

No  perfoq  can  dOubt  but  that  the  army  of  the  ftate  has  fu^ 
fered  much  lofs  in  the  many  bloody  battles,  by  difeafe,  by  the 
ordinary  courfe  of  nature,  or  other  misfortunes;  and  expe- 
rience h^s  (hewn  that  recruiting  in  tlic  ordinary  way  has  beeft 
extremely  difficult  fo  that  the  army  is  far  ftiort  of  being  com- 
plete. This  deficiency,  in  my  opinion,  ought  to  be  fupplici 
as  foon  33  poffible;  and  for  this  piirpofe,  I  have  found  no 
means  more  prompt  than  a  general  recruiting  out  of  the  coun* 
try,  for  all  the  corps  of  the  aimy  without  diftinilion,  fo  that 
ih^  levies  n^4^  'm  this  way  majy  be  delivered  tQ^  the  captains  of 
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companies  which  are  not  complete,  at  the  price  they  have  eoft 
the  public,  or  at  feme  price  agreed  upon.  This  nieafure>  if 
your  High  Mightineffes  ihould  approve  of  it,  will  not  coft  the 
llate  nipch  beyond  the  proviiipnal  advance  of  the  money^ 
which,  as  well  as  the  payment  of  the  ojHcers  employed  W  thif 
general  recruiting  out  of  the  country,  will  be  repaid. 

The  reaibn  for  which  I  propof(?  this  recruiting  out  pf  the 
country  ii,  that  it  may  r^ot  clafh  with  another  meafurc,  which 
I  thinly  of  the  higheft  ripceffity,  vi?;,  the  levying  a  confiderable 
body  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  for  the  proteftiorx  of 
the  feveral  provinces.  I  fhoul4  think  that  the  manner  in 
which  this  levy  or  enrolment  might  be  made,  ought  to  be  regu* 
lated  by  the  different  fituation  of  the  provinces.  But  I  cannot 
fufficiently  exprefs  my  fatisfaftion  at  what  I  have  already  often 
recollected,  that  tjiere  is  a  very  great  number  of  citizens, 
friends  of  their  country,  who  have  manifefted  the  moft  ardent 
defire  fpr  fuch  an  enrolment,  and  who  have  given  aiTurances  at 
the  fame  time,  that  they  will  willingly  contribute  by  way  of 
fubfcription  to  fupport  the  cxpenfe  of  the  men  who  may  be 
inore  dired^ly  employed  in  the  proteCl^Qn  of  their  perfoixs  and 
property. 

However,  although  the  mode  of  enrolment  o,ught  to  be  left 
to  the  feveral  provinces,  fome  preliminary  points,  I  think, 
Ihould  be  fettled,  to  be  obferved  as  general  njlesj  in  this  ope- 
ration, vi^.  that  thefe  levies  muft  b^  united  in  corps,  fonnedx 
with  fuch  changes  as  their  compofition  may  require,  on  the 
jnodel  of  regular  troops ;  that  they  muft  be  exercifed,  a$  far  as 
pofiible,  by  military  pfEcers  and  non-com mipiQjried  pftcers,  and 
commanded  by  military  officers  in  the  fervice  of  the  flate;  that 
they  muft  take  the  fame  oatii  as  the  other  troops  of  the  Repubr 
lie  ;  that  they  muft  be  affured  of  not  being  employed  in  the 
field,  or  out  of  the  country,  without  their  confent;  that,^  a$ 
far  as  the  circumftances  of  the  defence  of  the  country  will  per- 
mit, they  {hdX\  be  employed  in  the  province  it\  which  they 
were  enrolled ;  that  their  engagement  fhall  laft  onily  for  th^ 
remaining  months  of  the  prefent  year ;  and  that  being,  ia 
feveral  refpedls,  on  a  different  footing  fiofn  m.ilita.ry;  force;^ 
jthcy  muft  have  more  ample,  pay. 

I  again  fubmit  thefe  prppofitian§  to  yojir  High  Mightincflcs# 
It  is  unnecefTary  to  prefs  yo.u  farther  on  the  fuhjeft-  Youxi 
High  Mightinefles  know  the  urgency  of  the  circumftances,  and 
will  take,  in  your  wifdom,  fuch  refolutions  as  the  intej;eft  of 
the  ilate>  and  the  fafety  of  us  all  require.

rIE  Reprcfentatives  of  the  pccJplc  with  the  army  of  the 
Sartbre  and  Mdfufe,  confidering  that  amongft  the  perfons 
Jifcnt  from  the  evacuated  country,  there  are  a  great  num- 
ber devoted  to  tyranny,  who  quitted  their  home  to  join  the  ene- 
mies of  the  Republic,  and  who  equally  deferve  the  rigour  of  the 
revolutionary  laws,  as  the  Frerich  emigrants,  decrees  as  fol* 
lows  i 

I  L  All  thofe  who  haVe  quitted  dr  fliall  quit  the  country  eva- 
cuated by  the  enemy,  in  order  to  carry  arms  againft  the 
Republic,  or  iri  any  manner  favour  counter-revolutionary 
projects,  fliall  not  re-enter  it  under  the  penalty  of  death. 

II.  Judgment  fhall  l>e  pronounced  by  the  commimon  eftabliflied 
in  the  armies  for  the  trial  of  emigrants,  and  fhall  be  executed 
in  24  hours. 

III,  All  the  efFefts,  moveable,  and  immoveable  of  thofe  who  arc 
abfentj  are  hereby  forfeited  to  the  Republic.  It  is,  therefore, 
enjoined  to  every  pofleflbr,  farmer,  depofitory  or  guardian, 
^ho  may  have  their  titles  to  property  and  trufts,  to  make  a 
declaration  of  the  fame  within  eiglit  days  after  the  publication 
of  the  prcfent  decree^  under  the  penalty  of  being  treated  as 
accomplice^  of  their  emigration,  and  puniflied  as  fuch. 

IV.  The  fame  punifhment  fhall  be  infliided  on  all  thofe  who, 
knowing  of  any  depofits  made  by  thofe  that  are  abfent,  fliall 
hot  give  information  of  them  within  the  time  fpecitied,  ot 
fhall  in  any  way  evade  the  provifions  of  this  decree. 

V,  The  depofitaries  of  the  funds,  and  the  debtors  of  thofe  that 
are  abfent,  fhall  not  deliver  up  oc  make  payment  but  to  the 
ufe  of  the  Republic.  They  fhall  make  their  declaration  to 
the  paymaftcrs  of  the  army  neareft  to  their  refulence  ;  fliall 
give  up  to  them  the  funds  with  which  they  were  entriafted, 
and  pay  into  their  hands  whatever  debts  may  at  the  time  be 
owing. 

VJ.  The  declaration  of  the  jewels  and  other  property  of  the 
abfent,  the  depofits  of  their  titles,  plate  and  valuable  afTets 
for  BriifTcls,  its  quarters,  fhall  be  made  at  the  office,  and  de- 
livered into  the  hands  of  citizen  Chupiet,  the  commiilary 
nominatetl  for  that  purpofe.  He  is  empowered  to  nominate 
his  agents  for  the  fame  purpofe  to  the  other  towns  of  the  eva- 
cuated country,  with  refped  to  which  the  final  term  (of  eight 
davs)  before  mentioned  fliall  commeuceon  the  day  when  fuch 
nomination  Ih^ll  be  made  public. 


^11.  The  citizen  Chupiet,  the  payWaftei-bf  the  ilrttiy,  fttid  the 
other  comtniflkries  nominated  for  the  reception  of  declara* 
tions  and  depots,  fhall  alfo  receive  denunciations  againft  fuch 
as  may  contravene  the  prefent  depree^  and  ihall  make  the  nc» 
ceirary  fearch  after  the  accafed ;  for  this  purpofe  they  are  em* 
powered  to  call  in  the  afliflance  of  the  armed  force* 

VlIL  They  {hall  be  affifted  by  a  citizen  of  each  town>  to  obtain 
local  intelligence,  at^d  by  their  advice  fhall  determine  thd 
number  of  agents  necefTary  to  be  employed.  They  ihall  give 
an  account  of  their  proceedings  to  the  reprefentatives  of  the 
peopte>  atid  to  the.  national  treafury  and  commiflion  of 
coinmerce,  refpeftively  on  the  objcds  that  concern  them. 

IX.  The  prefent  decree  {hall  be  printed  and  publiflied  in  the  two 
languages,  paired  up  and  diftributed  where  it  may  be  neccifery^ 
fo  as  that  no  perfon  may  plead  ignorance  of  it.

The  committee  of  Surety  and  Superintendance  fhall  take 
the  name  of  *'  The  Committee  of  the  General  Police  of  the 
Republic.^  It  fhall  confift  of  fifteen  members:  it  fliall,  in- 
dependently of  the  Convention,  have  alone  the  power  of 
afrcAing  citizens^  For  ifTuIng  warrants  of  arrefi  againfl 
public  funflionaries,  it  fhall  a(5l  in  concert  with  the  committee 
charred  with  the  fupcrintendance  of  the  adminiftration  to 
which  fuch  fun<3ionary  may  belong. 

IV.  It  fhall  neither  fend  to  trial  thofe  who  have  been  arreflcd,

V.  The  commiflion  of  civil  afFairs,  of  police,  and  the  tribu?- 
nals,  fhall  make  to  it  a  daily  report  of  the  police  and  interior 
fccurity  of  the  Republic. 

It  fhall  have,  under  its  immediate  in fpef^ion,  the  police  and 
sLTij^cd  force  of  Paris,  the  tevolMUouacY  tribunal^  the  com- 
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mitCee  of  the  fuperintendance  of  the  Republic  and  the  popu* 

larcofnmiffions. 
VII.  The  national  treafury  fhall  credit  it  for  nine  hundred 

thoufand  llvres  for  extraordinary  and  fecriet  expenfes. 
VII r,  A  fifth  part  of  the  members  of  the  committee  (hall  be 

changed  every  month)  and  not  re-eligible  till  after  the  inter* 

val  of  one  month. 

IX.  All  other  committees,  or  commifKons  of  the  Convention^ 
now  in  exifiencei  are  abolifhed. 

X.  The  following  twelve  committees  (hall  be  eftablifhed : 

1.  One  to  fuperintcnd  the  commifTion  of  agriculture  and  arts, 
compofed  of  five  members. 

2.  One  to  fuperintend  the  commiflion  of  public  inftrudion^  to 
coniift  of  five  members. 

3.  To  fuperintend  the  commiilion  of  commerce  and  provifions 
—five  members. 

4*  To  fuperintend  the  commiflion  of  tranfports,  po(t*o(Eces» 
and  poft-houfes — five  members. 

,5.  To  fuperintend  the  commiflion  of  arms  and  powder— fix 
members. 

6.  To  fuperintend  the  commiflion  of  the  movement  of  the 
armies — fix  members. 

7*  To  fuperintend  the  commiflion  of  the  marine  and  colonies- 
five  members. 

8.  To  fuperintend  the  committee  of  public  fuccour — five  mem- 
bers. 

9.  To  fuperintend  the  committee  cf  public  works — five  mem- 
bers. 

'  10.  For  the  fuperintendance  of  the  public  expenfes  and  reve- 
nues, there  fliall  be  four  fe£lions— The  firft  confifling  of  five 
members,  ftiall  fuperintend  the  commiflion  of  the  public  treafury  ; 
the  fecond  of  ten  members,  the  national  revenues ;  the  third  of 
ten  members,  the  general  liquidation ;  and  the  fourth  of  ten  mem- 
bers, the  oflice  of  accounts. 

11.  A  committee  of  legiflation,  compofed  of  fifteen  members, 
which  fliall  have  the  fuperintendance  of  the  commiflion  of  civil

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the  national  garden.  It  (hall  regulate  the  expenfes  of  the  Na« 
tional  Convention,  and  its  archives,  as  welJ  as  thofe  of  the  com- 
mittees ;  alfo  the  travelling  expenfes  of  the  reprefentativQS  of 
the  people  fent  to  the  departments  of  the  armies. 

XII.  it  (hall  verify  and  adjuft  the  accounts  relative  to  the  afore<- 
-  faid  expenfes  :  and  the  refolutions  of  that  committee,  declaring 

its  verification  of  the  expeni'es  of  the  reprefentatives  of  the 
r   people,  amounting  to  fuch  a  fum,  (hall  he  allowed  as  adniiflion 
of  that  account. 

XIII.  The  national  treafury  (hall  give  it  credit  for  three  millions, 
to  be  employed  in  fuch  expenfes  in  the  aforefaid  payments ;  and 
all  former  credit  hitherto  unemployed  is  withdrawn. 

KIV.  Every  executive  commifTion  (hall  give  a  daily  account  of 
its  proceedings  to  the  committee  charged  with  its  infpeftion, 
and  (hall  propofe  to  it  the  difficulties  to  be  furqaounted,  and  the 
means  of  removing  them.

They  (hall  concert 
with  that  committee,  through  the  medium  of  one* of  its  mem- 
bers, who  (hall  be  charged  to  report  the  executive  obje£ts  dif^- 
cu(red  in  the  committee. 

XVII.  All  executive  objefts  (hall  be  definitively  fettled  by  th§ 
central  committee  of  government,  which  (hall  be  refponfible 
for  the  refolutions  it  may  take.

yojiitiofiary  tribunal,  and  popular  pomn^iffions,  on  the  propofi-. 


tion  of  the  central  committee  of  government,  united  with  the 
committee  charged  with  what  relates  to  that  particular  objeS. 

XXL  The  National  Convention  alone  has  power  to  recal  the  re- 
prefentatives  of  the  people  fent  upon  commiffions. 
The  central  committee  of  government,    in  concert  with  the 

committee  charged  with  that  particular  affair,  may  remove  the 

generals,  -the  members  of  the  executive  commiflions,  and  other 

public  fundJionarics,    of  which  a  report  is  to  be  made  to  the 

convention. 

XXII.  All  the  cotnmittecs  (hall  have  a  fifth  of  their  members 
changed  every  month. 

XXin.  All  the  committees  and  commiflions  within  the  conven- 
tion fhall  continue  to  exercife  their  fundions  till  the  committees 
thjlt  are  to  replace  them  are  perfedly  organized. 


The  Progrefs  tif  the  French  Arms  having  rendered  the  Levy  of  the  Na* 
tlonal  Militia  of  Spain  a  Meajure  of  abfolute  Nece£ityj  General 
Coionuray  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Armies  of  Navarre  and 
Guipuztoa,  publijhed  the  following  Addrefs  to  the  General  AJJemblj 
gf  the  States  of  Bljcay. 

THE  enemy  having  received  large  reinforcements,  and  having 
penetrated  to  I  run,  I  was  obliged  to  retire  with  the  troops 
under  my  orders  as  far  as  the  village  of  Hernani,  and  thence  to 
Toulofa,  where  I  received  the  news  that  Fontarabia  and  St.  Sebaf- 
tian  had  furrendcrcd  without  making  any  refiftance.     I  am  ^flured 
that  the  Alcaides  ^bailiffs]  and  inhabitants  of  thcfe  places  even 
contributed  to  the  luccefs  of  the  enemy,  and  I  even  entertain  the 
fame  fufpicions  of  the  deputies  of  the  provinces  of  Guipuzcoa, 
fince  there  are  proofs  that  they  drew  off  fuch  of  the  inhabitants  as 
were  armed,  and  befides,  furnifhed  no  intelligence  of  the  move- 
ments of  the  enemy  ;  but  if  it  be  true  that  they  have  fubmitted  to 
them,  they  cannot  fail   of  experiencing  the  deftru6lion  of  their 
property,  and  the  ranks  which  they  enjoy,  but  alfo  the  deftruc^ 
tion  of  the  wifefl  laws  and  of  the  religion  of  their  anceftors. 

Thefe  circumftances,  which  arc  in  truth  of  the  greateft  import, 
require  a  fpeedy  remedy  and  extraordinary  exertions. 

Loyalty  and  love  for  our  auguft  and  beneficent  fovereign  are 
equally  interefted,  and  on  that  account  I  have  no  doubt  that  you 
will,  with  your  accuftomed  fidelity,  remedy  fuch  great  evils  by 
uniting  all  your  force  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers,  and  by  fuc- 
couring  me  with  fuch  troops  as  you  can  fend  (mine  fcarcely  ex- 
ceeding 4000  men)  in  order  to  enable  me  to  maintain  my  prefcnt 
pofition,  to  check  the  enemy,  and  to  prevent  them  from  any  fur- 
ther progrefs.

TH£  States,  animated  with  a  determination  to  flied  the  laft 
drop  of  their  blood  in  thedefence  of  religion,  of  his  Majefty, 
and  of  the  noble  and  faithful  provinces  of  Bifcay,  decree,  that  the 
inhabitants  requefied  for  the  military  fervice  ftiall  be  divided  into 
three  corps.  The  firft  (hall  affemble  at  Toulofa,  and  join  the 
troops  under  the  command  of  General  Colomera,  and  the 
tfoops  which  the  province  of  Aluba  has  deftined.for  the  fame 
place,  in  order  to  prevent  the  progrefs  of  the  enemy,  and  to  re-' 
p.ulfe  t)^em,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  fliall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  gene* 
r^  airf  the  commiflioners  appointed  for  this  purpofe. 

The  fecond  corps  fhall  be  ftalioned  on  the  frontier  of  Bifcay, 
and  the  third  fhall  remain  as  a  corps  de  refetve^  in  order  to  watch 
the  current  of  events.  The  States  obferve,  that  the  corps  which 
Ihall  be  at  Toulofa,  fliall  be  relieved  after  a  month's  efFeftive  fer-. 
vice ;  the  corps  de  refervc  fliall  then  take  the  place  of  the  firft 
corps,  and  in  like  manner  fliall  be  relieved  after  a  month's  fer- 
vice. The.  recruits  fliall  confifl  of  perfons  between  the  age  of 
17  and  70.  The  States  have  determined  that  the  fervice  fhall  be 
perfonal,  and  that  every  perfon  on  whom  the  lot  may  fall,  fliall 
be  required  to  attend,  without  being  permitted  to  fend  a  fubfidy. 

They  have  alfo  determined  that  they  will  take  the  mofl:  effica- 
cious meafures  for  procuring  the  return  of  fuch  of  the  natives  of 
the  provinces  as  are  new  abfent,  by  levying,  in  cafe  of  neceiBty^ 
upon  their  property  the  expenfes  of  the  neceflary  reqiui  fit  ions,  in 
order  to  oblige  them  to  return.  In  future,  no  perfon  will  be  per- 
mitted to  leave  the  province  under  the  penalty  eftabliflied  by  tha 
General  Aflembly  of  the  6th  of  May  of  this  year. 

Finally,  they  have  refolved,  that  as  far  as  relates  to  f^  fea- 
ports,  an  exception  Ihall  be  made  in  favour  of  perfons  employed 
in  the  marine  fervice,  according  to  the  enumeration  made  in  the 
laft  General  Aflemblies.

Report  made  by  Barrere^  on  the  %th  of  Augujl^  I794>  ^^  '^^  ^^' 
tional  Convention  of  France^  relative  to  the  Viiloriei  over  the 
Spaniards* 

YOU  have  formerly  beheld  at  your  bar,  the  ftandards  of  the 
fiave.s  of  London,  Amicerdam,  Vienna,  and  Berlin.  To- 
day, the  courage  of  the  army  of  the  Weft  prefents  you  with  the 
colours  of  t};e  tyrant  of  Madrid. 

It  is  but  a  few  days  fmce  the  army  of  the  Eaftern  Pyrenees 
obliged  70CX)  Spaniards,  who  fubmittcd  to  a  fliameful  capitula- 
tion^ worthy  of  ilaves  alone^  to  lay  down  their  arms.    The  army 
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of  the  Wcftem  Pyrenees  has  in  its  turn  vanquiflied  the  Spanifh 
hordes ;  a  handful  of  Republicans  has  obliged  a  garrifon  of  thricef 
iheir  number,  furrOunded  and  fecured  by  fortifications,  celebrated 
QQ  account  of  their  flrength  and  importance,  to  capitulate  to  the' 
Remiblic* 

Thus  while  the  armies  of  the  commonwealth  fubdue  Flanders^ 
fciw  Belgium)  humble  Holland,  contraA  the  territories  of  the 
KngUng  (RoiteUt)  of  Sardinia,  make  Italy  tremble^  take  the 
fokiiers  of  Auftria  prifoners,  feize  on  the  Palatinate,  and  the  bor- 
ders of  the  Rhine,  ruin  the  £le<^ors  of  the  Empire,  and  menace 
England — an  army,  whofe  tardy  organization  no  longer  prevents 
it  from  rivalling  the  beft  troops  of  the  cortimonwealt^,  has'  figna- 
lifed  itfelf  by  the  moft  hardy  enterprife,  ftmck  ^a  blow  againft 
Spain,  in  the  part  where  (he  feels  it  moft,  in  that  part,  too,  beft 
fortified  both  by  nature  and  art. 

You  cannot  forget,  citizens,  that  the  tyrant  of  Caftile,  withirr 
the  fhort  fpace  of  a  fingle  year,  menaced  Perpignan  and  Bayonne 
at  one  and  the  fame  time ;  the  firft  of  which  places  was  betrayed^ 
and  the  fecond  undefended.  Armies  either  diforganized  or  in- 
complete, formed  our  fole  ftay  in  that  quarter  ;  but  the  conque- 
rors of  Toulon  appeared,  and  the  army  of  the  Eaftern  Pyrenees 
elevated  itfelf  to  the  height  of  glory  obtained  by  the  other  armies 
of  the  Republic. 

That  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees  was  formed  in  filence,  tvasor- 
ganized  amidft  engagements,  and  became  eleiSrified  by  the  exam- 
pie  of  its  rivals  in  fame :  it  had  difficult  pofitions  to  maintain  ; 
nearly  infurmountable  obftacles  to  conquer  ;  troops  to  furnifli  for 
.La  Vendee  and  Perpignan  ;  multiplied  redoubts  to  get  pofTeflion 
of;  a  broad  and  difllicult  river  to  crofs ;  rocks  and  cannon  to  op-* 
pofe  ;  and  fortified  cities  in  the  midft  of  barren  mountains  to  take 
by  aflault. 

None  of  thefe  obftacles  could  flop  its  progrefs ;  it  heard  the 
voice  of  the  National  Convention,  publiftiing  the  exploits  of  the 
other  armies,  and  exclaimed — We,  we  alfo,  fliall  vanquiih  the 
tyrants ! 

I  now  inform  you,  that  it  has  vanquiflied  them  ;  for  part  of 
the  Spaniards  lie  breathlefs  on  the  field  of  battle !  another  part 
has  entered  into  a  fliameful  capitulation,  and  laid  down  its  arms 
before  the  vi6loriouis  republicans  ;  and  a  third  has  betaken  itfelf 
to  flight,  abandoning  all  its  magazines !  It  is  in  vain  that  our 
troops  now  fearch  for  the  Spanift)  army,  for  the  wreck  of  it  has 
fled  to  St.  Sebaftian,  whither  the  French  are  in  purfuit  of  them. 

It  is  but  two  days  fince  I  made  a  report  to  you,  relative  to  the 
military  events  of  the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  on  the  6th 
and  7tn  Thcrmidor,  You  recollefl:  the  conqueft  of  the  rich  val- 
ley of  Baftan,  the  capture  of  fort  Maya,  and  the  feizure  of  the 
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camp  of  Derra  ;  thcfe  formed,  as  it  were,  but  the  prelude,  as  It 
were,  of  a  far  greater  viftory. 

The  plan  of  the  attack  was  decifite,  but  the  execution  was 
equally  difficult  and  dangerous.  It  was  neceflary,  on  the  morning 
of  the  14th,  toaflault  a  mountain  covered  with  cannon  and  troops^ 
a  mountain  which  projedled  over  the  Bidoifoa,  and  was  defended 
by  thirty  formidable  field-works,  called  the  redoubts  of  Saint 
Martial  and  d'Yrun. 

It  was  audacious,  it  was  a  truly  republican  idea,  to  attack  at 
one  and  the  fame  time,  this  ample  theatre  of  artillery,  thcfe  re- 
doubts, and  a  Spanifh  army  of  from  14  to  15, OCX)  men. 

Two  columns  received  orders  to  file  off  by  the  mountain  of 
Haya,  and  to  form  a  junction  behind  another  mountain  called  the 
Four  Crowns ;  but  the  intemperature  of  the  feafon,  which  re- 
publicans no  longer  calculate  as  any  thing,  and  a  thick  mift,  pre- 
vented them  from  attaining  the  obje£l  of  their  march. 

The  Spaniards  ported  on  a  mountain  briftling  up  with  cannon, 
were  about,  it  may  be  thought,  to  triumph  ;  for  6000  French- 
men only  were  prepased  to  attack  them,  they  had  a  deepl-iver  to 
crofs,  and  a  fliowcr  of  bullets  and  bomb  (liells  to  pafs  through. 

You  are,  perhaps,  doubtful  of  the  illiie:  but  the  deftiny  of  the 
Republic  is  fuperipr  to  the  troops  and  the  artillery  of  kings.  Al- 
ready, without  waiting  to  know  whether  the  two  columns  were 
jeady  to  fecond  the  attack  behind  the  mountain  of  the  Four 
Crowns,  eight  companies  of  grenadiers,  commanded  by  Grange, 
had  forded  the  river,  and  alfailed  the  foldiers  of  the  Inquifition. 
The  grenadiers  performed  prodigies  of  valour.  Fregerille,  who 
had  learned  the  acciden^t  that  occurred  to  the  two  columns,  inftead 
of  being  intimidated,  became  itill  more  decided  in  his  refolution 
to  fupport  the  attack  already  commenced.  He  accordingly  order- 
ed his  troops  to  crofs,  and  ftorm  the  redoubts — the  gunpowder 
was  oeconomifed— -the  charge  with  bayonets  was  founded,  and  in 
lefs  than  two  hours,  the  inilrument  invented  at  Bayonne  made 
them  matters  of  all  the  redoubts. 

The  Spaniards  now  beheld  no  other  refource  than  flight :  part 
periflied  by  their  own  cannon,  but  the  greater  number  threw  down 
their  arms,  and  ran  away.  By  this  brilliant  retreat,  immenfe 
magai&ines,  2000  mufquets,  tents  for  25,000  men,  iron  ball, 
and  an  aftonifhing  quantity  of  ammunition,  were  prefented  by  them 
to  the  Republic.  On  the  very  fame  day  they  alfo  abandoned  to 
France,  fix  (land  of  colours,  200  cannon  and  howitzers,  moftlyof 
brafs.  This  magnificent  prefcnt  of  artillery  is  accompanied  by 
aooo  prifoners,  among  whom  are  two  entire  Spanifti  regiments, 
who  grounded  their^arms. 

Crowned  robbers  of  Europe  !  behold  the  brave  defenders  of 
foyalty,  and  the  gallant  co-partners  of  conquered  France  !   When 
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win  the  nations  who  permit  themfelves  to  be  fold  and  devoured 
by  you,  awaken  out  of  their  fl umber,  and  ceafe  to  moiften  the 
earth  with  their  blood,  on  account  of  five  or  fix  families  who 
fcarcely  know  how  to  govern  themfelves  ? 

The  hiftory  of  this  war  will  not  prove  ufclefs  to  Europe,  if  it 
fliould  but  afford  a  Icifon  for  the  people,  and  exhibit  the  coudcmna- 
tioa  of  kings.  Spain  efpecially,  whofe  government  difplayed  fome' 
wifdom,  on  account  of  its  flownefs  and  nullity,  will  undoubted!/ 
kam  from  the  two  extremities  of  the  Pyrenees,  how  much  it  has 
loft  by  its  unprincipled  attack  on  a  powerful  Republic,  and  its 
alliance  with  perfidious  England. 

While  you  are  now  celebrating  the  triumph  gained  by  the  army 
of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  learn,  that  on  the  evening  of  the  battle^ 
the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  read  to  the  vidlorious  troops  the 
details  of  that  political  vidlory  which  yon  yoiirfclves  had  achieved 
over  the  three  tyrants  (Robefpierre,  Couthon,  and  Lebas)  who 
dared  to  attempt  your  overthrow.  The  foldiers  joined  with  the 
legiflators  in  applauding  tjiis  new  fuccefs  of  the  Republic, — Loud 
flaunts. 

"  An  army  of  Frenchmen,"  exclaimed  they,  "  can  belong  to 
^the  commonwealth  alone!" 

That  army  which  combats  and  hates  tyrants,  that  army  which 
pofleffes  a  profound  attachment  for  the  National  Convention,  (hall 
never  obey  a  di(Sator. 

Every  foldier  is  the  fworn  magiftrate  of  his  country,  and  he 
will  poniard  any  tyrant,  whatever  may  be  his  talents,  and  his 
fcrvices ! 

If  Rome,  while  miftrefs  of  a  fubjc£l  world,  had  poflefled  fuch 
republicans  in  her  legions,  Julius  dared  not  to  have  crolfed  the 
Rubicon,  and  the  twelve  tyrants  (the  Caefars)  would  not  have 
dilhonoured  hiftory  by  their  crimes. 

The  following  is  a  letter  from  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people

•*  The  generals  and  officers  think  the  fame  as  the  foldiers — wcit 
any  one  to  endeavour,  to  profit  by  this  event,  and  occafion  trou*  • 
bles,  fpcedy  juftice  (hould  overtake  him.     You  may  reft  aifured 
that  the  enemy  will  be  unable  to  have  any  advantage  from  this 
event,  whatever  hopes  it  may  afford.

Barrcre* — How  glorious  is  this  language  in  a  viSorious  army, 
3|nd  how  worthy  of  the  Convention  to  print  and  tranfmit  it  to  the 
departments,  ^and  the  troops  of  the  Republic !  It  will  confiria 
every  thing  that  the  citizens  expedl  from  their  courage  and  fidelity ; 
they-will  thus  teach  to  the  tyrants,  and  to  the  Duke  of  York, 
what  thej  are  to  exped  from  a  nation  of  tyrannicides,  and  of 
armies,  who  on  the  field  of  battle  didlate  their  teftimonies  of  at- 
tachment to  the  national  reprefentation. 

But  I  have  not  as  yet  recounted  all  the  fuccefles  of  the  army  of 
the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  for  I  have  not' informed  you  that  a  city, 
famous  on  account  pf  the  fiege  it  fuftained  in  the  time  of  the  14th 
Capet,  that  a  city  whofe  fortifications  have  been  ftrengthcned  and 
augmented  fince  that  epoch,  and  which  coft  (the  Marefchal  Duke 
of)  Berwick  8000  men,  and  a  long  attack,  was  taken  almoit 
inftantaneoufly,  and  that,  too,  by  a  detachment  of  the  army.  Fon- 
tarabia  then,  with  fortifications  to  defend  its  numerous  inhabi- 
tants, and  cafemates  to  (hclter  .its  garrifon — Fontarabia,  which 
guards  the  entrance  into  Spain,  is  at  this  moment  in  the  polTeflion 
of  the  Republic. 

The  particulars  of  this  fignal  fuccefs  are  too  fingular  to  be 
omitted  here : 

On  the  evening  of  the  fame  day*  (14th  Thermidpr)  Garrau, 
reprefentative  of  the  people,  niarched  againft  Fontarabia,  with 
300.  men,  all  brave  foldiers.  Lamarqiic,  afliftant  to  the  etat- 
major,  and  captain  of  grenadiers — in  (hort,  the  citizen  whom 
you  fee  at  your  har,  with  the  Spanifh  colours  in  his  hand,  led  on 
this  republican  band.  He  alfumed  a  pofition  above  Fontarabia, 
afte^"  having  experienced  a  fhower  of  grape  fhot,  which  killed 
three  foldiers  by  the  fide  of  Garrau.  On  being  matter  of  the 
height,  he  inllantly  fummoned  the  city  to  furren^er,  and  La-

marque^  who  entered  with  a  flag,  threatened  an  immediate  aflfault 
in  cafe  of  refufal* 

The  council  of  war  immediately  aflembled  ;  it  was  compofcd 
of  two  capuchins,  one  priefl,  the  commandant,  the  town  major^ 
the  principal  engineer,  and  fome  other  officers. 

The  capuchins  at  firfl  infixed  on  defending  the  city  :  they  in- 
voked God  and  all  his  holy  faints,  and  alked  the  inhabitants  if 
they  would  abandon  fo  much  property  to  the  enemies  of  religion  ? 
They  then  infilled  on  twenty-four  hours  time,  in  order  to  deli- 
berate. 

LaiQarque,  on  this,  produced  the  following  fummons,  and. 
ohferved,  that  by  the  law  of  war,  the  French  had  a  right  to  put  all 
the  capuchins  to  death,  on  account  of  their  intermeddling  in  civil 
affairs,  if  the  furrender  did  not  take  place  within  the  period  fixed 
by  the  reprefentative  of  the  people. 

Copy  of  the  Summons  fent  by  the  Reprefentative  of  thePeophy  Garrauy 

to  the  Commandant  of  Fontarabia* 
"  THE  commandant  of  Fontarabia  is  hereby  fummoned  to  de-. 
liver  it  up  to  the  army  of  the  Republic  :  the  fpace  of  fix  minutes 
only  is  allowed  him  for  deliberation.  That  period  elapfed,  no 
apitulation  can  be  granted,  but  he  and  the  whole  garrifon  ihall 
be  put  to  death. 

"  From  the  redoubt  of  the  capuchins,  this  14th  Thermidpr, 
feond  year  of  the  Republic,  one  and  indivifible.

There  were  800  Spaniards  in  the  town.     Fear  prefidedin  their 
council.     The  capuchins  did  not  wiih  to  rifque  the  laws  of  war, 
and  Fontarabia  furrendered  at  half  an  hour  after  fix  o'clock  the 
fame  evening.     The  capitulation  was  drawn  up  in  thefe  terms : 
"  In  the  name  of  the  French  Republic, 
"  WE,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  French  people,  and  general 
in  chief  of  the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  on  the  demand  of  the 
commandant   of  Fontarabia  to  have  twenty-four  hours,  in  order 
to  decide  as  to  the  delivering  up  the  fame  to  the  armies  of  the 
Republic,  reply,  that  the  army,  which  in  confequence  of  its  vie* 
tories,  finds  itfelf  able  to  give  the  law  to  the  city,  the  care  of 
which  is  confided  to  him,  will  not  grant  him  any  longer  time  than 
until  five  o'clock,  in  order  to  accede  to  the  following  terms : 
Article  I,  The  garrifon  (hall  march  out  with  all  the  honours  of  " 
war,  ground  their  arms  before  the  army  of  the  Republic,, 
and  furrender  themfelves  prifoners  of  war. 
II.  All  the  magazines,  artillery,  &c.  &c.  fhall  be  delivered 
up  to  the  French  nation,  in  the  fame  ilate  they  are  in  at  this 
prefent  moment.

Barrere^ — Let  us  not  remain  infenfible  of  this  exploit  ;  let  u«* 
recompenfe  the  capture  of  Fontarabia  by  a  vote  of  thanks ;  and 
let  our  annals  no  longer  talk  of  this  city,  fo  boaftful  of  its  fitua- 
tion  and  its  inviolability,  bitt  only  to  remind  us  of  the  glory  of 
the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees. 

It  belongs  to  it  to  feparate  Spain  from  the  coalition,  to  dilate 
laws  to  the  Capet  who  yet  reigns  over  a  fuperftitious  people,  and 
lb  make  the  inquifitors  and  monfters  of  Madrid  tremble. 

Eighty  republicans  only  fell  upon  this  occafion  ;,  thus  audacity 
:A>ridges  danger  ;  and  courage  preferves  armies  ;  in  political  and 
linilitary  revolutions,  death  is  always  the  lot  of  the  coward  and 
the  flave. 

What  think  you  were  the  expreffions  of  the  foldiers,  in  the 
midft  of  their  vidories  ? 

^«  They  will  now  talk  of  us  in  the  Convention !" 

*^  They  will,  perhaps,  order  a  report  on  our  conduft!"  This 
is  truly  republican,  and  they  Ihall  experience  the  reward  they  fo 
juftly  merit. 

Barrere  concluded  with  propofing  a  decree,  declaring  they, had 
deferved  well  of  their  country. 

This  was  inftantly  agreed  to,  amidft  long,  reiterated,  and  una^ 
flidions  plaudits. 

On  the  24th  Thermidori  (Augujl  11,  1794/^  Barrere^  in  the  Name 
of  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  of  prance y  reported  tQ  the  Na-* 
lional  Convention  as  follows^ 

CITIZENS,  yefterday  the  colours  of  Fontarabia  adorned  the 
fineft  feftival  that  nations  can  celebrate  in  honour  of  liberty. 
On  one  fidei  were  to  be  feen  infcriptions  of  the  numerous  vidories 
ef  the  Republic  ;  and  on  the  other  the  generous  defenders  of  the 
rights  of  the  people,  whom  the  fortune  of  battle  has  fpared. 
There  were  honoured  the  civic  wounds  which  our  country  is 
charged  to  heal^  and  the  only  authority  diftinguifhed  in  the  aflem- 
bly  of  the  people  was  the  wounded,  but  unvanquilhed  foldiers. 
1  leave  to  the  few  journals  who  are  not  fold  to  ariftocracy,  or  to 
^ok  hSt^on^  tliat  are  the  foes  ol- true  republic  31s,  the  taik  of 
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iiftrrating  this  affeSing  ktnc,  in  which  the  citizens  of  the  felons 
of  Paris  depofitedy  with  mingled  refpe£l  and  tendernefs,  the  ho- 
nourable vidims  of  war,  the  brave  defenders  of  their  country, 
mutilated  in  its  defence.  The  flames  kindled  by  the  bafe  infignia 
of  royalty,  federalifm,  and  confpiracy,  emitted  liglit  that  fuddenly 
expofed  the  difgrace  of  Spain  and  the  triumphs  of  our  armies, 
when  the  wounded  foldier  received  the  reward  of  national  grati- 
tude, and  the  majeflic  affembly  of  the  people  applauded  this  ever- 
memorable  conflagration.  One  day  later,  and  we  might  have 
,  adorned  this  civic  feftival  with  new  triumphs,  adding  to  the  co- 
lours of  proud  Fontarabia  thofe  of  the  ufeful  fortrefs,  St.  Sebaf- 
tian.  Such  is  the  fplendid  deftiny  of  the  Republic !  To  a  coo- 
fpiracjr  punifhed  fucceeds  a  niagnificcnt  feftival ;  to  the  new  id- 
trigues  of  ariftocracy,  and  its  auxiliary,  falfe  patriotifm,  are 
cppofed  new  viftories.  The  fcditious  banners  of  political  knaves 
are  routed  by  enfigns  taken  from  the  flaves  of  kings ;  and  Franc^, 
more  potent  than  all  its  enemies,  foreign  and  domeftic,  each  day 
enumerates  towns  taken  from  the  tyrants,  garrifons  n^ade  prifon- 
ers,  and  capitulations  (hameful  to  the  allied  robbers,  impofed 
upon  them.  The  Republic  is  an  organifed  volcano,  which  at 
once  overthrows  imperial  cities  and  guilty  individuals;  which 
alternately  deftroys  the  partifans  of  foreign  powers,  and  the  ac- 
complices of  tyranny ;  which  fweeps  away  petty  cabals,  and  tow- 
ering ambition  ;  and  which  knows  how  to  vanquKh  the  armies  o( 
iings,  and  the  agents  of  di£iators.  Its  irruption  is  no  lefs  violeat 
within  than  without  ;  the  heat  of  the  lava  is  equally  great^  from 
the  center  to  its  utmoft  limits.  This  volcano  has  its  mountain 
alfoj,  launching  new  terrors  on  infolent  ariftocracy,  venal  intrigue, 
ambitious  hypocrites,  and  the  pafllons  of  individuals  :  it  is  a  puri- 
fying fire,  which  the  real  love  of  our  country  only  can  abide.-:- 
Confirmed  by  thefe  refledions  in  the  domeftic  fafety  of  the  Re- 
public, let  us  take^a  tranfient  view  of  one  of  the  armies  commif- 
fioned  to  defend  the  Wcftern  Pyrenees,  and  we  Ihall  fee  them 
executing  their  duty  with  that  gay  impetuopty  which  forms  the 
Bational  charader,  and  which  the  army  calls  ^^  the  happy  decide*'' 
On  the  14th  Thermidor,  (Augufl  i)  in  the  morning,  .6oetO  of 
thefe  brave  men,  commanded  by  Fregcvillc,  carried  the  thirty 
redoubts  of  St.  Michael  and  I  run.  On  the  evening  300  men 
obliged  800  Spaniards  to  furrender,  and  took  Fontarabia.  On 
the  15th,  (Auguft  2)  a  fimple  divifion,  commanded  by  (^ejt^e^l 
Afcncey^  feized  qn  the  Port  of  the  Paflage.  On  the  i5ti,  (Au- 
guft 3^  the  broken  bridges  under  the  walls  of  St.  Sebi^fti^,  and 
the  Spanifh  army  advantagconfly  drawn  up  on  the  heights  of  Er- 
nani,  could  not  withftand  our  republicans*  This  fortified  poft, 
-defended  by  nature,  is  fituated  at  the  opening  of  the  road  of  St. 
Sebaftian  and  Madrid.  Under  Philip  V.  the  Spaniard  l*  would 
have  ina^e  a  ftand  at  t)iis  important  place,  and  preve:  (ed  the 
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Cege  of  St.  Scbaftian,  by  eafily  throwing  in  fuccours,  and  by- 
placing  the  French  army  between  two  batteries.  But  the  Spa- 
niards under  Charles  IV.  or  laft,  have  good  memories,  and  re- 
colleft  the  receirt  events  of  St.  Elare,  Vendre,  and  Coll ioure. — 
Neither  could  they  fo  fuddenly  forget  their  hafty  retreat  from  the 
redoubts  of  Irun,  and  faithful  to  their  new  tadlics,  though  in 
battle  array,  on  heights  covered  with  troops,  they  thought  more 
of  retreating  than  fighting.  At  the  fight  of  them  thus  drawn  up, 
the  republican  army  uttered  fhouts  of  joy :  they  hoped  to  come 
to  aftion  with  the  vapouring  flaves ;  but  fcarcely  did  the  light 
artillery  begin  to  play,  and  our  cavalry  make  its  appearance, 
before  they  fled  from  the  field,  and  were  no  more  feen  on  their 
threatening  heights.  During  theh*  flight,  the  troops  commanded 
by  Monccy  marched  to  the  gates  of  St.  Sebaftian,  with  courage 
and  with  prudence  worthy  the  defenders  of  freedom.  The  garri- 
fon,  after  a  few  cuftomary  ceremonies,  capitulated ;  and  on  the 
17th,  (Auguft  4)  at  two  in  the  morning,  the  capittilation  was 
figned  :  about  noon,  the  keys  of  the  town  were  brought  in  jgreat 
pomp  to  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people,  by  the  alcaide  of  St, 
Sebaftian.  Two  days  ago  I  read  here  the  capitulation  of  Fonta- 
"rabia  ;  I  am  now  come  to  read  you  this  new  capitulation.  The 
Spaniards  fhewed  themfelves  equally  docile  and  equally  brave  fai 
both  places.  Two  thoufand  men  have  laid  down  their  arms,  are 
prifoners  of  war,  and  have  furrendered  a  numerous  artillery  to 
the  proteflion  of  the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees.  More  than 
180  pieces  of  brafs  cannon  will  accelerate  the  providing  our  fron- 
tiers with  cannon.  The  commiffion  of  ftorcs,  and  that  of  the 
marine,  have  been  aided  by  this  expedition  with  the  capture  of  im- 
inenfe  magazirrcs  of  ammunition  and  ftores  ;  and  as  if  taking  the 
fort  and  citadel  of  St.  Sebaftian,  the  Port  of  the  Paflage,  and 
thcfe  ftores,  were  infufficient,  two  Spanifti  fliips  have  entered  th« 
Port  of  the  Paffage,  laden  with  powder,  ball,  wine,  and  cod-fiffi.' 
Such  are  the  military  events,  which  have  happened  fo  fuddenly 
as  fcarcely  to  be  credible,  and  which  the  army  of  the  Weftern 
Pyrenees  has  named  the  happy  decade.  The  capitulation  of  St« 
Sebaftian  is  as  follows  :

Art.  I.    The  governor  fhall  deliver  up  the  town  and  ci* 
tadel  of  St.  Sebaftian  to  the  troops  of  the  Republic. 

II.  The  garrifon  ftiall  quit  the  citadel  and  the  place  with 
drums  beatings  and  colours  flying ;  (hall  form  in  order  of  bat- 
tle 
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tie  on  the  glacis,  and  there  laying  down  their  arms,  fliall  fiiN 
render  prifoners  of  war. 

III.  Six  covered  waggons  Ihall  be  granted  for  the  conveyance 
of  the  effedts  of  the  garrifon  only  ;  thefe  effedls  to  be  verified  011 
leaving  the  place  by  a  commiffary  of  war. 

IV.  The  magiftrates  of  the  town  fliall  deliver  up  the  keys. 

V.  The  Ihips  of  war,  or  other  veffels  adually  in  the  road 
or  port,  with  their  cargoes,  fhali  belong  to  the  Republic,  thofe 
excepted  to  which  the  inhabitants  can  juilify  their  claim. 

VI.  The  decrees  of  the  National  Convention  having  ren- 
dered the  freedom  of  religious  worfliip  facred,  and  the  repre- 
fentatives  of  the  people  with  the  army  having  on  the  30th  of 
Meilidor,  (July  18)  allured  the  inhabitants  of  the  conquered 
countries  the  free  exercife  of  it,  the  general  imagines  it  would 
give  birth  to  fufpicions  injurious  to  the  probity  of  the  Republic 
and  of  its  reprefentatives,  were  any  exprefs  article  ilipulated  on 
that  fubjcd. 

VIL  With  refpedl  to  other  demands  that  relate  to  the  in- 
tercfts  of  individuals,  the  general  informs  the  inhabitants  that 
they  have  leave  to  addrefs  memorials  on  fuch  fubjeds  to  th« 
National  Convention,  and  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people 
with  the  army,  who  will  immediately  grant  their  claims, 
ihoald  they  be  juft. 

Given  at  the  camp  before  St.  Sebaftian,  Thermidor  16, 
(Auguft  3)  the  fecond  year  of  the  French  Republic, 
one  and  indivifible.

Barrere, — The  advanced  pofts  of  this  army  have .  alfo  their 
feats  to  recount.     The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  inform  us, 
that  thefe  advanced  pofts  have  driven  the  enemy  to  the  gates  pf 
Toulofa,  between  that  place  and  Ernani ;  that  they  have  found 
in  thofe  parts  new  magazines  of  corn  and  cartridges,  and  a  fine 
manufaftory   of  gun-carriages  for   the   Republic.     Tlie  poS* 
fcript  of  their  letter   further  adds :  "  Our  vanguard  has  juft 
fcized  on    the  town    of  Toulofa."     Thus  France,  free  hcrMf^ 
poffefles  the  twoToulofas,  and  is  abfolutely  miftrefs  of  the  Gulph 
of  Gafcony  by  the  capture  of  St.  Sebaftian,  and  the  Port  of  the 
Paflage.     Behold,  then,  the  Republic,  ofwhofe  ftability  kings 
and  ariftocrats  have  fo  often  doubted  !     Contemplate  this  na- 
tion, denominated  barbarous,    becaufe  determined  to  be  free, 
and  whofe  territory  was   to  liave  been    parcelled  out  among 
crowned   robbers,  becaufe  flie  had  puniftied  her  own.     Alas, 
the  geographers  of  kings  and  emperors  have  not  yet  difcovered 
the  fcale  of  admeafurement  for  democratic   and  impetuous  re- 
publics, poflefling  an    immenfc  and   fertile  country,  a  prodi* 
|;ious  population,  the  knowledge  of  ages,  thegenius  of  the  arts, 
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the  favours  of  viSory,  and.  the  burning  love  of  thcit  country  } 
Let  them  learn,  then,  that  in  a  month,  the  fignal  being  given 
by  the  National  Convention,  the  dangerous  tools  of  tyranny, 
the  allied  hypocrites  of  kings,  have  perifhed;  and  the  terri- 
tories of  France  are  aggrandized  on  the  north,  by  Belgium  and 
"Weft  Flanders ;  on  the  borders  of  the  Rhine,  by  the  Palatinate; 
towards  the  fouth,  by  a  part  of  Piedmont ;  on  the  Alps,  by 
Tallies  the  moft  beautiful ;  on  the  Pyrenees,  by  Cerdagne  and 
the  province  of  Guipufcoa ;  on  the  German  Ocean,  by  the 
ports  of  Ncuport  and  Oftend ;  and  on  the  fhores  of  Spain,  by 
the  Port  of  the  Paflage  and  St.  Sebaflian.  Then  let  them  vaunt 
of  their  troops,  of  their  plans  of  attack,  and  above  all,  of  their 
tender  attachment  to  the  good  of  their  faithful  fubje^.— ^ 
Amid  this  fuccefs,  we  mud  not  forbear  acquainting  you  with 
the  addrefs  prefented  to  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  with 
the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  by  the  noble  and  loyal 
province  of  Guipufcoa.  (Such  are  the  titles  written  in  their 
>iddrefs,  drawn  up  at  St.  Seb^ilian,  Auguft  4th,  old  fiyle, 
Therm idor  the  17th,  by  the  noble  town  of  Guetaria.)  "  You 
have  always  diftinguiflied  the  will  of  the  people  from  the  pre« 
texts  of  their  tyrants:  you  have  unremittingly  difplayed  a 
ftriA  attention  to  the  rights  of  men,  regardlefs  of  their  royal 
fervitude,  and  you  will  no  doubt  commit  thefe  fubjedls  to  the 
confideration  of  the  committee  charged  with  political  and  mi« 
litary  operations.  This  committee  will  concert  with  the  re- 
prefentatives of  the  people,  who  are  informed  of  local  circum« 
fiances  ;  the  principles  of  juftice  and  the  rights  of  nations  were 
never  difregarded  by  the  French.  The  following  are  the  offi- 
cial papers  which  I  am  ordered  to  read  to  you : 

"  Citizens,  the  province  of  Guipufcoa,  defiring  to  avoid  tbe 
effufion  of  blood,  and  the  inconvenience  which  a  continuation 
of  the  war  might  occafion  to  its  inhabitants,  addrefles  itfelf 
with  confidence  to  the  generofity  of  the  French  people,  and  pro* 
feffes  that  it  wifhes  the  army  of  the  Republic  to  fufpend  all 
hoftilities  from  this  moment,  and  to  treat  bv  comniiffioners  of 
means  that  may  lead  to  the  eftablifhment  of  tranquillity  and 
harmony.  This  province  hopes  that  the  reprefentatives  of  the 
French  people  will  be  induced  to  fecond  it  in  thefe  views,

**  ORDERS  having  been  tranfmitted  to  Moncey,  the  general 
of  the  divtfion,  to  advance  againft  Port  au  Paffage,  the  general 
not  only  rendered  himfelf  mafter  of  the  port,  but  profited  in 
the  moft  admirable  manner  of  the  defeat  of  the  flaves  :  he 
forced  the  garrifon  of  St.  Sebaftian,  confiding  of  between  1500 
and  2000  troops  of*  the  line,  to  lay  down  their  arms.  One 
hundred  and  eighty  pieces  of  cannon  are  in  our  poffeflion,  im- 
menfc  magazines,  a  great  many  fhips,  together  with  the  key 
of  the  Gulph  of  Gafcony  (the  French  appellation  for  the  Bay 
of  Bifcay).  The  national  reprefentatives  pervaded  every  ope- 
lation — This,  citizens,  is  what  I  call  a  glorious  decade.  la 
fiaft,  fince  this  expedition,  which  no  other  than  republicans 
could  have  undertaken,  we  have  taken  between  4  and  5CXX> 
prifoners,  between  350  and  400  pieces  of  cannon,  immenfe 
magazines,  Fontarabia,  St.  Sebaftian  with  its  fort,  and  the 
Port  au  Paffage.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  will  inform 
you  more  at  length.  Too  much  occupied  in  re-organizing 
our  forces,  you  will  excufe  me  from  entering  into  details^ 
lalk  of  you  troops  and  engineers.     Health  and  Fraternity.

"  St,  Sebaftian  J  Auguft  $. 
*^  Citizen  Colleagues, 
"  AT  length  our  promifes  to  you  are  fulfilled.     We  promifcd 
to  give  Port  au  Paffage  and  St.  otbaftian  to  the  Republic.     Both 
are  now  in  our  power. — The  viftorious  army  of  the  Wcftern 
Pyrenees  has  taken  poffeflion  of  them  in  the  name  of  the  French 
people.     On  the  2d  of  Auguft  the  divifion  of  the  army  com* 
inartded  by  General  Moncey,  marched  and  took  poffeflion  of 
the  Paffage.     Thence  it  advanced  next   day    to  the   walls  of 
St.  Sebaftian,  where  it  found  the  bridges  broke  down.     On  thd 
hmt  day,  the  generals  of  divifion,  Fregeville  and  Laborde,  at 
tbe  head  of  their  columns,  marched  to  take  the  advantageous 
pofition  of  Ernani.     This  pofition,  formidable  by  the  nature 
of  the  ground,  was  of  the  utmoft  importance  both  to  us  and 
the  enemy.     Placed  at  the  opening  of  the  roads  to  Madrid  and 
St.  Sebaftian,  it  renders  whoever  occupies  it  abfolutely  maftcrs 
of  both.     While  the  Spaniards  poffeffcd  it,  the  fiege  of  St.  Se- 
baftian was  impoflible,  becaufe,  beings  only  a   league  diftant 
from  that  place,  they  might  eafily  thro^  fuccOurs  into  it,  and 
place  us  between  two  fires.     If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  troopfc 
©f  the  republic  were  mafters  of  Ernani,  the  enemy's  army  could 
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have  n6  communication  with  St.  Sebaftian,  but  by  Bilboaf 
which  is  twenty-five  leagues  diftant.  From  the  importance  of 
the  port,  we  judged  that  the  enemy  would  make,  every  effort 
tp^  preferve  it.  We  marched  againft  it  with  confiderable  force, 
cxipedling  a  vigorous  refiftance.  On  approaching  Ernani,  we 
difcovered  the  enemy  before  us  in  order  of  battle,  and  the 
heights  defended  by  their  troops. — This  fight  filled  our  foldiers 
with  joy,  who  hoped  that  they  {hould  once  more  come  to 
aSion  with  the  enemy.  But  fcarcely  had  our  cavalry  formed, 
and  our  light  artillery  opened,  when  the  Spaniards,  recolledl- 
ing  their  former  defeats,  abandoned  the  field  of  battle  with  all 
their  pofitions,  and  di (appeared  with  extreme  quicknefs.  At 
the  fame  time  the  fmall  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  St.  Sebaf- 
tian,  who  had  had  the  courage  not  to  quit  their  homes,  en- 
tered into  a  parley  with  General  Moncey,  the  commandant  of 
the  divifion  before  that  place.  He  difplaycd  on  this  occafion 
not  only  the  courage,  the  talents,  the  prudence,  and  the  wif- 
dom,  of  which  he  had  before  given  fo  many  proofs,  but  alfo  all 
the  grandeur,  the  majefty,  and  the  fpirit  of  a  repubrican.  The 
propofitions  he  made,  and  his  anfwers  to  the  propofitions  made 
^o  him,  are  worthy  of  the  caule  which  he  defends,  the  army 
he  commands,  and  the  people  for  wliom  he  fights.  The  gar- 
rifon  was  for  fome  time  obftinate ;  but  the  inhabitants,  who 
dreaded  bombardment  and  efcalade,  particularly  the  alcaide, 
and  a  fmall  number  of  citizens  who  feemed  to  love  the  French 
revolution,  declared  aloud  their  intention  to  furrender  :  the 
garrifon  followed  their  example.  Yefterday  at  two  in  the 
morning,  the  capitulation  was  agreed  to,  and  at  noon  the  keys 
of  the  city  were  brought  to  us  in  great  pomp  by  the  alcaide. 
Three  regiments  of  which  the  garrifon  coniifted,  amounting  ta 
between  1500  and  acxDO  men,  came  to  lay  down  their  arms  at 
the  feet  of  the  courageous  foldiers  of  liberty,  and  to  furrender 
themfelves  prifoners  on  the  terms  of  the  capitulation.  In  the 
city  of  St.  Sebaftian,  the  citadel,  and  at  Paflage,  we  found 
from  180  to  200  cannon,  confiderable  magazines  of  ammunition, 
provifions,  &c.  and  in  the  two  ports  between  twenty-five  and 
thirty  ftiips,  feveral  of  which  have  valuable  cargoes.  Since  we 
were  in  poffeffion  of  Paflage,  two  fhips,  one  laden  with  pow- 
der and  lead,  the  other  with  wine,  fell  into  our  hands.  Reca- 
pitulate, citizens,  our  conquefls  within  ten  days,  and  with  us 
you  will  exclaim — Oh,  the  happy  decade! — On  the  24th  of 
July  the  piece  commenced,  the  invafion  of  the  valley  of  Baftart 
formed  th€  firft  aft.  It  was  filled  up  fuccefilvely  by  the  cap- 
ture of  Commiffari,  Bera,  St.  Barbe,  Ethallar,  the  mountain  of 
Haya,  Irun,  St.  Martial,  P^ort  Figuier,  Fontarabia,  Port  Paf- 
fage,  and  finally,  the  capture  of  St.  Sebaftian,  on  the  4th  of 
Auguft,  formed  the  xnoft  happy  cataftrophe.    The  blow  givea 
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by  the  army  of  the  Wcftern  Pyrenees  to  the  tyrant  of  Madrid, 
is  terrible,'  and  we  venture  to  predict  that  he  will  never  recover 
it.    Long  live  the  Republic*    Long   live,    a  thoufand  and  a 
thoufand  times  repeated.  Liberty^  Equality^  and  the  immortal  < 
Defenders  of  their  country. 

"  We  have  puflied  our  advanced  ports  to  the  gates  of  Toulofal 
between  that  place  and  Ernani,  we  have  found  immenfe  ma^ 
gazines  of  corn  and  warlike  Itorcs.  The  province  of  Guipuf* 
coa,  of  which  we  occupy  a  good  part,  has  written,  by  one  of 
its  deputies,  to  offer  itfelf  to  the  French  Republic.  We  tranf- 
rait  you  a  copy  of  the  letter :  inform  us  how  we  are  to  aft* 
In  the  mean  time  w«  will  hear  the  commiflioners,  but  conclude 
nothing  till  we  receive  your  anfwer.

impelled  by  its  unanimous  wifh,  and  its  topographical  portion ^ 
to  form  one  of  the  frontiers  of  the  French  Republic.  You 
will,  doubtlefs^  refer  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Cer- 
dagne,  with  refpef):  to  its  principle,  to  the  profound  examina-s 
tlon  of  the  committee  of  Public  Safety ;  but  in  the  mean  time 
you  will  pronounce  the  fupprefiion  of « a  tribute  fuperftitiou^

Barrere. — What  an  odious  contraft  have  I  now  to  ofer  to  the 
reprefent^tives  of  the  French  people !     While  the  inhabitants 
of  Cerdagne  deilre  to  become  republicans,  the  condn&ors  of 
thbfe  Spani(h  flaves  debafe  their  charader,  fully  their  retK>wity 
and  fhamefuUy  put  thetnfelves  on   a  level  with  the  heirs  to 
Punic  faith-    Europe  was  aftoniflied  to  fee  the  monftrous  al- 
liance between  England  9nd  Spain  :     tl>is  afVbnifliment  mnft 
ceafe  when  I  make  known  the  violation  of  treaties  made  under 
the  empire  of  the  law  of  nations  ;  the  want  of  faiih   in  en-> 
gagements  the    moft  rcfpe£led  among  nations  the  moft  bar- 
barous; the  infolent  infradtion  of  the  laws  of  war;  and  proud 
bafenefs  fubdituted  for  military  generofity.     Such  then  is  the 
word  of  kings  fo  vaunted  of  by  the  i^iercenary  orators  i     Capi* 
tulationSy  entered  into  in  the  midil  of  bloody  vidlories,  are  un* 
executed  by  the  chiefs  of  the  Spaniih  army«     What  elfe  bad 
we  to  expe6l  from  tyrants  ?     What  we  may  expedi  is,  that 
they  will  foon  unmaik  ihemfelves  to  the  convidion  of  their 
people  ;  that  they  will  foon  ihew  themfelves  on  their  thrones

[     our  vidorious  armies. — The  correfpondence  of  the  commander 
incbief  of  the  Spanifli  army  on  this  fubjedk  is  ilraugc,  not  to 
fay  difgraceful ;  and  we  muft  publrih  it  for  the  intereil  of  the 
Republic;  for  the  honour  of  the  general  of  the  French  army; 
and,  above  all,  to  teach  nations  enflaved'  what  kings  are,  and 
the  foldiets  of  monarchies  what  their  generals  are*     This  Count 
de  rUnibn  complains,  that  we  have  lent  him  7000  Spaniards, 
whom  be  is  obliged  to  feed,  although   they  are  bounJ  not  to 
lerveagainft  France.     Have  then  thefe  wretched  generals  UL 
dicrs  whom  they  value  only  as  a  Curraer  does  his  flocks,  or  a 
mechanic  his  tools }     He  violates  this  capitulation,  that  he  tnajr 
ilill  have  it  in  his  power  to  torture  and  kill  the  French  patriots; 
for  it  is  the  population  of  the  Republic  of  which  tyrants  have 
fworn  the  deftru£lion.     The  National  Convention  muft  ex^ 
prefs  its  contempt  for  the  Spaniih  general,  its  indignation  ibr  a 
government  as  cruel  as  cowardly,  and  its  refolution  to  pnniih 
this  manifeft  violation  of  the  law  of  nations.     We  know  that 
we  .have  hoftages  for  the  execution   of  the  treaty.     SpaniOi 
officers  are  our  iecuritits  for  the  capitulation  at  ColUoure : 
tliey  are  of  the  blood  of  thofe  noble  trickfters  who  command 
the  Spanifh  armies.     We  might  have  made  thefe  men  pay  the 
forfeit  of  their  lives  ;  but  it  appears  to  us  more  worthy  of  the 
Convention,    more   analogous  to   the   principles  of  national 
juftice,  and  more  ufeful  in  point  of  policy,  to  put  the  Spar^ 
niards  on  the  fame  fituation  with  the  Englim  (to  give  no  quar- 
ter) if  they  refufe  inftantly  to  fulfil   the  capitulation  of  Col  • 
lioure.     We  propofe  to  you  to  decree,  that  failing  the  execu* 
tion  of  the  treaty,  no  Spaniih  prifoners  fhall  be  taken  either  in 
battles  or  fieges:  for  It  is  ufelefs  to  make  treaties  with  thofe 
whom  treaties  cannot  bind,  or  to  require  a  public  pledge  of 
men  who  are  deftitute  of  faith. — We  are  of  opinion  that  you 
fhould  add  to  this  meafure  an  order  to  take  Spanifh  priefts^nd 
nobles  as  hoftages,  wherever  the  two   armies  of  the  Pyrenees 
fliall  carry  their  triumphs.     The  Spaniards  have  a  mania  for 
nobles  and  for   priefts,  which  makes  them  fet  a  high  value  on 
monks  and  on  counts.     On  their  relTgious  and  their  feudal  fu- 
perftitions,  we  (hall  levy  at  once  a  p^rfonal  tax  and  a  niiUtary 
capitulation.     Since  they  will  not  reftore  French  prifoners  of 
war,  we  will  take  no  more  Spanifh  prifoners  of  war.     The 
virtue  of  Regulus  did  honour  to  Rome,  and  aftonifhed  Car- 
thage ;  but  it  feems  never  to  have  been  heard  of  by  the  Spa- 
niards.     The   war    of    the  Republic   againfl   the   troops   of 
Charles  IV.  mufl  afTume  a  new  charadter :   it  is  a  necefTary  ex- 
ample to  <:onvince  the  foldiers  of  the  combined  armies  what 
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little  account  theit  generals  make  of  their  blood  and  their  lives* 
We  /hall  not  confine  ourfelves  to^this  puniibment  infii^ed  oft 
the  fatellites  of  the  king  of  Spain/  We  nitift  denounce  the 
governors  of  Madrid,,  and  the  military  tyrants  of  the  Spanifii 
tirmiesy  to  public  opinion^  to  Europe,  and  to  humanity.  -  If 
the  Spani/h  nation  has  not  forgotten  its  ancient  renown  and 
fidelity  to  engagements,  it  will  difavow  the  infamous  conduS 
of  its  government  and- its  generals. 

The  decree  propofed  by  B^rrere  v^as  adopted  unanimoully  in

''.  IV.  Honourable  mention  fhall  be  made  in  tTic  minutes  of  the 
•patriotic  gifts  fent  by  the  army  of  the  Eaftern  Pyrenees,  and  the 
lift  of  them  inferted  in  the  bulletin  of  the  Convention. 

V.  In  failure  of  the  execution  of  the  capitulation  of  Colli* 
oiire,  by  the  Spanifh  general  refufing  to  reftore  the  French 
pHfoners,  the  National  Convention  decrees  that  no  more  Sp»» 
•nifh  prifoner^  fhall  be  taken,  and  that  the  Span ifli  priefts  and  . 
nobles  (hall  be  fcJzcd  as  hoftages  in  all  places  where  the  armies 
of  the  Pyrenees  fhall  carry  their. arms.     .. 

VI.  The  National  Convention  denounces  the  Spanifli  genes-

France,  or  any  port  occupied  by  the  armies  of  France,  and  to 
fend  them  to  fuch  ports  as  (lioyld  be  moft  convenient,  in  oidor 
that  futh  corn,  meal,  or  flour,  might  be  purchafed  on  behalf  of 
ear  government,  and  the  ftiips  be  relcafcd  after  fuch  purchafe, 
and  after  a  due  allowance  for  freight,  or  that  the  maflers  of 
fuch  Ihips,    on   giving  due    fecurity,  to  be  approved  by  our 
tourt  of   admiralty,    ftiould  be   permitted  to  difpofe  jof  their 
targoes  of  corn,  meal,  or  flviur,  in  the  ports  of  any  power  in 
amity  with  us.     We  not  judging  it  expedient  to  continue  for 
the  prefent  the  purchafe  of  the  faid  cargoes  on  behalf  of  .our 
government,  are  pleafed  to  revoke  the  faid  article,  until  our 
farther  order  therein;  and  to  declare  that  the  fame  iliall  no 
longer  remain  in  force.

4.  Every  perfon,  or  perfons,  who  fhall  be  found  endeavour- 
ing to  pafs  falfe  afiignats,  ate  immediately  to  be  denounced  by 
the  party,  or  parties,  to  whom  fuch  afiignats  are  offered,  or 
jhofe  neglefting  fo  to  do,  fhall  be  brought  before  the  criminal 
tribunal  of  the  department  de  Pas  de  Calais.

HIS  Majefty  having  vouchfafed  to  comply  with  my  mod 
humble  reprefentation,  by  accepting  my  refignation  of 
the  command  in  chief  of  the  army,  which  my  want  of  health, 
added  to  the  weaknefs  of  my  bodily  frame,  would  not  permit  me 
any  longer  to  hold  ;  and  this  command  having  bcQn  immedi- 
ately entruded  by  his  Majedy  to  his  Excellency  Monfeigneur 
Count/  de  Cbiirfayt,  general  of  artillery,  I  take  this  mode  to 
announce  the  above  change  in  the  army.  At'  the  fame  time, 
I  avail  myfelf  pf  this  opportunity  to  tcdify  to  all  the  generals 
and  officers,  as  well  ^s  to  the  whole  army  io  general,  my  drong 
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fcgret  at  tliis  reparation.  I  befeech  them  to  be  convinced  tfcaf 
my  efteem  for  the  troops  wlio  have  tnanifcfted  fo  much  bravery^ 
and  my  gratitude  for  their  good  will,  their  fidelity,  and  perfonal 
attachment,  will  be  everlallingly  and  deeply  impreffed  on  my 
mind,  as  their  recolleiiion  will  be  always  dear  to  me. — My 
pravers  for  the  fuccefs  and  glory  of  their. arms  will  follow  theiit 
every  where ;  and  though  for  the  prefent  I  ceafe  to  be  tl>eir 
chief  and  their  guide,  i  Ihall  never  qeafe  to  admire  their  merits^ 
to  rejoice  in  their  exploits,  arid  to  be  proud  of  their  friendihip.

Should 

this  admonition  be  difregarded,  we  fhall  not  confider  ourfelves

H\an  two  years  after  the  termination  of  this  wilr,  mall  ^  be  paid 
from  the  rcfpcdkive  oflSces  into  my  chief  trenfury;  and  more- 
over, my  counfellors  of  ftate  havirig  reprcfented  to  me,  with 
the  moft  ad-dent  and  patriotic  zeal,  that  the  dedu6lion  in  their 
lalaries  might  be  25  per  cent,  fince,  convinced  of  the  juftice  and 
neceffity  of  the  war,  they  were  ready  to  make,  not  orily  fuch 
ftfacrifice,  but  to  extend  It  even  to  their  lives  and  fortunes. — 
I  have  thought  expedient  t.p  accept  this  loyal  and  generous

of  the  firft  decree,  is  left  to  their  option." 

The  decrees  are  fix  in  number,  dated  in  Atigiift  Inifl:,  all  tend- 
ing towards  providing  an  adequate  fund  without  the  did  of  ne\^ 
taxes  on  the  poor,  for  the  continuance  of  the  war  ;  the  clergy* 
(with  leave  of  his  holinefs  the  Pope)  are  aflefied  feven  millions 
of  rials  annually ;  a  creation  of  paper  mdney  to  the  amount  of 
l8/xx>,o6o  of  dollars  was  to  take  place  on  the  t5th  of  Septem- 
ber, and  the  appropriation  of  at  redeemine  fund  of  two  million^ 
of  dollars  annually  was  to  be  applied  in  difcharge  of  intereft  and 
principal  of  both  the  prefcnt  and  preceding  iffues  of  Billeti 
reaUsi

ROBERT   LINDET.— f  he  reprefentatives  of  the  people 
haVe  feh  the  neceffity  of  laying  before  the  public  an  account 
<)f  the  adnal  fitusttion  of  France.     They  are  defirous  of  making 
known  the  catifcs  which  have  prepared  or  efFedled  the  great  events 
of  our  revoliition.     EVer  (iftce  government  tifurped  the  rights  of 
ftc  people,  they  have  more'  or   left  coalcfced  to  fupport  their 
common  tyranny.     A  nation  cahndt  fefume  its  fights  and  re- 
fonti  its  government  without  neighbouring  governments  feaguing^ 
to  opprefs  it.     When  a  nation  defires  to  Be  free,  it  is  not  enough  , 
that  the  people   will  be  (b ;   they  muft  be  ftrong  enough  to 
Mill  the  coalition  of  defpots,  and  to  make  their  liberty  be  ac- 
inowledged  and  refp^£ltd.     One  million  two  hundred  thoufand 

Ai  2  cv^vxw^ 
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cttizens  in  arms,  who  form  the  advanced  guard  of  the  defenders 
6f  liberty,  fweep  the  frontiers  of  Spain,  the  Palatinate  and  the 
Netherlands.  Every  thing  yields  to  their  courage  ;  our  enemies^  ! 
ftruck  with  terror,  fly  to  the  places  of  their  retreat,  accufe  theij: 
chiefs  and  their  tyrants,  and  murmur  fecret  prayers  for  the  fuc- 
cefs  of  their  conquerors.  Nations  facrificed  to  the  pride  of  kings 
feel  alone  the  calamities  of  war,  and  fee  in  the  French  the  avengers 
of  the  rights  of  man*  The  arts  of  fiege  and  encampments  ia 
brought  to  perfeilion  ;  the  prudence  of  thofe  who  command,  the 
confidence  of  thofe  who  obey,  order,  harmony,  and  vigilance  pro- 
te£k  a  race  of  heroes ;  grand  conceptions,  the  wifeft  and  boldeft  ' 
plans,  new  means  of  war,  afTure  to  you,  not  only  the  preferva- 
tion  of  the  advantages  you  have  obtained,  but  new  and  more  bril-^ 
liant  fuccelfes,  until  your  enemies  fhall  be  difarmed,  and  nations 
awakened  from  their  prefent  flumber.  A  formidable  marine, 
united  and  wifely  directed,  renders  impotent  the  fury  of  your  eiie-r 
mies,  prepares  the  ruin  of  their  commerce,  and  protnifesyou  the 
freedom  of  the  feas.  The  nations  .who  have  maintained  peace> 
the  governments  who  have  been  wife  enough  to  refifl  the  infmua-. 
tionsof  the  Courts  of  Vienna  and  London,  hear  and  repeat  xhp 
accounts  uf  your  viftories.  You  have  done  every  thing  for  liberty 
by  infpiringfo  high  an  opinion  of  her  defenders.  You  have  con- 
quered the  opinion  of  nations.  They  no  longer  alk  whether  yoi» 
have  a  government ;  they  know  that  to  maintain  the  moft  nume- 
rous land  armies,  to  cover  the  ocean  with  (hips  of  war,  to  fight  and 
vanquifli  by  fea  and  land,  to  bring  into  your  ports  the  commerce 
of  the  world,  is  to  govern.  This  fcntiment,  with  which  you  hayc  . 
infpired  the  people  of  the  North,  of  Africa,,  America,  and  thofe 
bordering  on  your  frontiers,  is  too  evident  to  be  difputed.  Your 
enemies  can  neither  veil  nor  obfcure  your  glory.  They  cannot 
ravidi  from  you  the  confidence  and  the  efteem  of  other  nations. 

By  what  means  has  France  attained  to  this  height  of  glory 
and  of  power  ?  By  what  aftonifhing  facrifices  has"flie  deftroycd. 
fo  mttcFi,  and  erected  on  the  ruins  an  e-dificie  fo  prodigious  ?  When 
liberty  and  equality  were  folemnly  proclaimed,  every  French- 
man felt  that  he  had  a  country,  and  (ox  that  country  was  ready 
tofacrifice  himfelf.  Every  citizen  is  become  the  defender  and 
prop  of  the  French  Republic.  You  have  recalled  to  the  minds 
of  men  that  they  are  all  equal,  that  they  are  all  brothers.  They 
have  flown  to  the  affiftance  of  each  other;  they  have  looked, 
upon  thcmfelves  but  as  individuals  of  one  family;  and  France 
thus  clofcly  united  has  become  tli.e  firft  and  moft  powerful  of 
nations.  You  defire  us  to  recount  to  you  what  France  has  dqne 
and  what  fhe  has  fufFered.  You  will  give  a  fublime  idea  of  thc> 
value  to  be  attached  to  liberty,  of  ilie  courage  and  the  cpnftancy 
of  the  French,  by  tranfmitting  to  poflctrity,  and  revealing  to  all 
nations^  that  France,  abandoned  to  her  own  rcCources^  created 

cverjr 
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•very  thing  for  her  OWn  defence,  underftood  and  developed  hff 

own  means  of  repelling  attack ;  that  in  dearth  and  penury  flie 

impofed  iipon  herlelf  the  fevereft  facriiices;  and  that  x>ld  age 

replaced  in  the.manufaftories  the  youth  who  marched  to  hattle. 

The  arts  of  war  have  employed   fo  many  bands,  have  taken 

away  fo  great  a  number  of  citizens  from  the  other  arts,  that  it 

was  apprehend sd  agriculture,  commerce,  and  manufaftures  muft 

be  abandoned.     The  French  found  refources  in  their  aftivityv 

Perfevering  labour  preferved  us  from  the  evils  which  there  was 

fo  much  reafon  to  fear.     Never  before  was  fuch  an  extent  of 

land  cultivated  and  fown.     The  foil  of  France  was  covered  with 

productions  the  moft  various.     No  part  was  neglected.     Some 

fpots,  cur  fed  as  it  were  with  fterility,  defpoiled  before  the  time 

of  harvefl,  experienced  the  fevereft  proof  of  the  adlivity  of  the 

cultivator,  and  prefeated  the  fpedlable  of  man  fubduing  the  ob- 

ftacles  of  nature.     Thefe  labours  were  crowned  with  correfpond- 

iog  fuccefs.     But  you  will  fend  to  places  where  the  foil  has  been 

ungrateful,  or  the  climate  unpropitious,  aids  in  proportion  to 

their  wAnts.?    HoSfc"  hiqcH  have  ufeful  profeffion^  been  negle(5ed  ; 

'howirftueh 'HiVe  the  workfhops  and  manufadlories  been  deferted  ! 

'^"''  And  yet  the  labours  an4  the  efforts  of  a  fmall  number  of  citizens 
have  been  fufficient.     We  have  had  Icfs  reafon  to  obferve  the 
diminution  of  articles  of  confumptlon  than  to  admire  a  whole 
people  in  the  adlivity  that  circumftances  req^uired,  and  a  fmall 
fiumbcr  pf  induftrious- and  laborious  citizeiis  doing  what   thft 
majority  of  U^c  nation  had  forme;  ly  been  employed  to  do — fup- 
flying  all  the  articles  neceffury  to  fubfiftence.     That  which 
ought  particularly  to  fix  attention  is  ihe  fublime  reafon  of  th& 
people^  who  irapofcd  upon  themfelves  fo  many  privations,  whjci 
cftabliihed  and  maintained  an  economy  fo  aflonilhing  inthecon- 
famption  of  provifions.     They  were  content  to  fuffi^r  that  they 
might  be  free.     What  a  fpc6tacle  for  pofterity  is  that  of  a  people 
facrificing  every  day  to  their  country  the  price  of  their  labour, 
their  cloathing  and  their  fuflenancc,  regardlefs  of  themfelves. 
and  renewing  to-day  the  facrificcs  they  had  made  ycllerday — '■ 
facrifices  which  nothing  but  experience  could  induce  us  to  be- 
lieve within  human  power. 

Reprefentatives  of  the  French  nation,  m  fuch  an  epoch, 
what  are  your  funftions? — You  encourage  the  people,  you  fuf- 
tain  their  hopes,  you  enlighten  the  French,  you  difful'e  know- 
4edge,  you  fix  arts  and  talents,  you  employ  genius  and  fciencc 
in  the  defence  of  liberty,  you  give  laws  worthy  of  a  free  people, 
you  hold  with  a  firm  hand  all  the  links  of  a  vaft  government, 
you  prepare,  you  direft,  thofe  grand  movements  which  draw 

*    upon  you  the  attentions  of  nations,  and  change  the  afpeft  of 
Europe.     While  you  arc  fulfilling  with  fuci  fplendour  your 

high 
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kigh  deftinies,  let  France,  let  all  the  nationt  of  the  earthy  afH 
plaud  your  tmmenfe  labours. 

Yet  t!ie  genius  of  fa<^ion  is  ftiii  reviving  and  putting  the  coiio<« 
try  in  danger.     Let  us  recolle£t  events,  the  memory  of  which 
ought  never  to  \>e  eflFaced :  they  will  be  i  ufeful  kflbn  for  u§ 
and  for  poftcrity.     The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  ought  qo€ 
only  to  tranfmit  their  glory  and  their  fuccels,  they  ought  alfd 
to  tranfmit  a  knowledge  of  their  dangers,  their  misfortunes,  arttf 
their  errors ;  thus  the  iirft  navigators  marked  the  rocks  they 
had  the  good  fortune  to  fhun,  and  taught  their  fuccefforsto 
fteer  a  fafer  courfe.     The  National  Convention,  by  its  decree 
of  the  2d  of  June,  deftroyed  a  fai^ion  (the  Briflbtines)  power- 
ful by  its  talents  and  by   its  popularity,  which  not  being  able 
to  conceive  the  plan  of  a  government,  had  thrown  itfelfintd 
the  arms  of  a  principal  minilkr,  and  oppofed  giving  to  France 
laws  and  a  conftitution  ;  which  fpoke  only  of  itfelf,  and  was  on 
the  point  of  delivering  over  to  a  foreign  proteftor  or  her  antient 
tyrants,  a  nation  then  ignorant  of  her  misfortunes,  her  dangers, 
her  means,  her  refources,  and  whom  a  criminal  miniflei-  enter- 
tained only  with  opinions  firivolous  or  deftruftive.     Public  opi- 
nion  was  divided,   fenfibility  intereded  itfelf  for  men   whofe 
ambitious  proje£ts  were  then  unknown,  France  was  not  foorf 
enough  inftrudledof  them.     The  obferver,  who  has  ftudied  the 
movements  of  the  Republic  at  that  period,  is  convinced,  that  aU 
the  French  defired  equally  to  be  well  infonned,  but  that  the  fame 
mode  of  information  was  not  equally  fuitable  to  all.     Vivacity 
of  fentiment  hnrried  away  fome,  others  expedled  to  be  con- 
vinced, and  defired  to  have  under  their  eyes  the  moft  methodical 
proofs.     The  people  were  divided,  exafperated,  flew  to  arms, 
and  were  going  in  the  name  of  the  Republic,  one  and  indiviilble, 
to  rend  the  bofom  of  their  country  for  which  they  had  fwotn  to 
fpill  their  blood.     Amid   fo  much  diforder  and  calamity,  the 
National  Convention,  furrounded  with  treafon  and  with  perfidy^ 
gave  to  France  a  conftitution  and  laws,  oppofed  the  efforts  df 
the  foreign  powers,  and  enlightened  the  French  with  refpeft  to 
former  events.     Ktiowledge  wds  diffufed,  the  ma(k  torn  from 
traitors,  order  re-eftabliflied,  all  eyes  fixed  upon  you,  and  all 
hearts  attached  to  you.     The  enemies  of  the  interior  had  profited . 
of  thefe  violent  agitations  taaugment  the  nmnher  of  their  fecret' 
or  avowed  partifans.     They  had  a  great  example  of  the  facility 
with  which  a  people,  honeft,  generous^  and  of  quick  feelings 
may  he  agitated.     It  was  neceffary  to  put  the  people  on  theii^ 
guard,  and  to  affociate  the  whole  of  them  for  the  purpofe  of 
general  vigilance.     It  was  ncteffary  to  warn  them  agai'nfft  thtf 
infinuations  and  the  intrigueiJof  their  enemies ;  to  point  out  and 
charadlerife  thofe,  whofe  intentions,  condu£t,  and  conmexifons, 
they  ought  to  fufpifdt ;  to  irifplre  tiiem  with  the  bigheft  confi- 
dence 
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4cnce  io  the  friends  of  liberty  and  equality ;  and  to  make  known 
thofe  who  aimed  only  at  mifleading  them.  The  decree  of  the 
)7th  September,  regulated  the  fun6\ions  and  the  duties  of  the 
committees  of  Vigilance*  The  citizens  called  to  difcharge  thofe 
fuQiSlioiUt  executed  them  with  zeaK  The  fervices  'they  ren-*- 
dered  to  the  Republic  can  never  be  forgotten  ;  they  gave  the 
kft  blow,  |o  ^riftocracy ;  they  repreiTed  our  internal  enemies; 
and  tbiey  confirmed  the  public  tranquillity.  We  ought  not  to 
conceal  from  France  that  feveral  of  thefe  committees  departed 
from  the  obje£t  of  their  inftitution ;  hut  we  ought  to  declare^ 
|hat  the  faults  of  feveral  arofe  from  error  not  from  intention. 
If  it  fiiould  be  allied  why  the  Convention  organized  a  plan  of 
vig'rlance,  requiring  fuch  a  prodigious  number  of  functionaries 
Ihatall  Europe  could  not  furnifli  a  fufiicient  number  of  well 
iaformed  men  to  fill  all  the  places^  the  French  will  anfwer,  that 
the  plan  was  wife  and  necefl^ry*  Our  enemies  were  fo  nunie* 
rous,  fo  widely  fpread^  had  fo  many  modes  and  means  of  inli* 
Buatiag  themielves  into  the^adminiftraiionsy  the  popular  fo* 
pieties,  and  even  into  our  families^  that  every  citizen  was  obliged 
toconfider  himfelf  as  a  centinel  ilationed  at  a  poft.  Our  expe* 
tience  and  the  mifchiefs  we  had  fuSercd,  had  inilrudled  us  to 
know  our  enemies.  If  fome  of  us  have  gone  too  far,  tliat  is  no 
reafen  for  blaming  a  grand  inilitution,  which  was  as  neceflary 
againft  our  internal  enemies,  as  qur  armies  againft  the  coalefcea 
JOJi^ers. 

On  the  8th  Thermidor,  the  artful  plan  of  a  vaft  confpiracy 
was  difcovered  in  this  very  Hall.     An  attempt  was  made  to  di- 
vide the  French,  to  infpire  them  with  terror  and  defpair,  to 
weaken  the  fentiment  of  gratitude  to  the  defenders  of  our  coun- 
try, 4Dd  to  fpread  doubts  with  refpe£t  to  our  victories.     Next 
fiay  the  veil  v^as  rent  away.     It  was  not  then  your  bufinefs  to 
confuit  the  public  opinion,  but  to  anticipate  it;  and  without 
regarding  the  danger,  to  aim  at  the  glory  of  forming  the  public 
opinion.     TJ^e  vqice  of  the  people  could  not  reach  you.     It  was; 
your  duty  to  give  the  example  of  courage  to  free  men.     The 
foul  rifes  upon  great  emergencies,  and  perils  ferve  only  to  en- 
lighten it.     Your  refolutions  were  prompt  and  grand.     You 
cxtinguiflied  the  burning  torches  which  were  lighted  to  confume 
your  country.     The  days  of  the  14th  July,  ar.d  loth  Auguft, 
^ill  atteft  the  invincible  courage  of  the  French,  as  much  as  thc^ 
defence  of  Lifle,  the  re-capture  of  Toulon,  railing  the  fiegc  o^ 
Dunkirk^  I^aubeuge,  and  Landau,  the  battle  of  Fleurus,  the 
CQnqueft  pf  Belgium,  and  all  the  military  events  that  have  given 
luftre  to  the  French  arms  on  the  Alps  and  the  Pyrenees.     The 
day  of  the  31ft  May  will  atteft  the  raajeftic  countenance  of  a 
people  rifing  to  combat  anarchy,  paflions,  diforders  of  eveiy 
kind^  and  demanding  a  government  and  laws.     The  day  of  the. 
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^th  Thermidor  will  teach  poftcrity  that  the  Frencti  nation  haS 
gone  through  all  the  periods  of  her  revolution  ;  that  £he  hkd 
arrived  at  that  point,  when  attempts  could  only  he  made  to.inif- 
lead,  hy  jhe  brilliancy  of  a  great  reputation,  the  appearance  of 
civifm,  of  probity,  and  of  all  the  virtues  virhich  had  beca  made 
the  order  of  the  day.     This  laft  event  has  been  ufeful  to  liberty 
in  another  point  of  view,  becaufe  the  national  reprefentatioa 
was  fliown  grand  and  powerful  enough  to  ftrike  th^  traitors.; 
and  becaufe  the  wife,  grand,  and  fublime  conduiSl  of  the  people 
proved,  that  it  was  impoffible  to  miflcad  them.     The  meafures 
of  general  fafety  had  aflumcd  a  charader  of  force  and  feverrty 
•which  carried  affright  into  the  hearts  of  citizens,  and  deprivc4 
France  of  liands  and  refources.     The  traitors  whom  you  have 
puniflicd  had  changed  the  obje<S  and  the  dire<Sion  of  them.  Yon 
wifhed  to  ftrike  the  enemies  of  the  Republic  ;  they  made  ufc  of 
your  arms  and  your  meafurcs  to  ftrike  the  weak,  and  the  ufeful ; 
tiicy  fpared  not  the  hufbandman  or  the  artifan ;  tiicy  Could  not 
dcflroy  you,  or  make  you  be  hated,  and  therefore  they  wifticd  to 
make  you  feared.     You  have  applied  your  firft  cares  to  rcviTC 
confidence  and  fecurity  ;  you  have  reftored  the  labourer  to  agri- 
culture ;  the  artifan,  to  commerce  and  manufa6lures ;  the  aged 
and  infirm,  to  liberty.     Some  unquiet   fpirits  have   conceived 
alarms;  fome  have  been  really  aLirmed  ;  others  have  feigned  to 
be  fo,  left  a  rctrogade  motion  ftiould  hurry  over  precipices,  and 
rcplunge  France  into  the  abyfs  from  whence  flie  rofeon  the  31ft 
of  May.  This  fentiment  feems  to  have  infpired  the  petitions  and 
addreffes  you  have  received  from  feveral  conftituted   authorjf 
ties,  and  a  great  number  of  popular  focieties.     The  fituation 
of  France,  in  this  refpeft,  exhibits  a  great  nation,  underftand- 
ing  her  rights,  her  interefts,  the  laws  of  nature,  and  of  rea^ 
fon  ;  purfuing  her  fafety  and  her  happinefs ;  her  eyes  fixed  upon 
you,  meditating   on  your  decrees,  watching  the  government, 
defiring  to  eftablifli  internal  peace,  to  obtain  the  neceflrry  cpn- 
fideratioM  among  neutral  and  allied  nations,  and  to  carry  terror 
beyond  her  frontiers  among  nations  m«iking  war  againft  her. 
This  nation  is  grand  and  generous !  flie  gives  a  tear  to  cala- 
mity and  misfortune ;  fhe  feels  her  own  power  and  force  ;  j(hc 
loves  order  and  fubmiffion  to  the  laws;  fhe  has  npt  fliared  in 
the  troubles,  the  difcjuicts,  and  the  agitations  of  fome  focieties 
and  public  fun£);ionaries. 

In  the  redrefs  of  abufes,  fhe  has  feen  only  a  return  to  mles  and 
to  principles.  But  it  cannot  be  denied  that  unquiet  fpirits  endea- 
vour to  propagate  their  opinions  and  their  fears  with  extreme  afti- 
vi»y.  They  employ  all  the  means  in  their  power  ;  correfpondence, 
refolutions,  deputations;  they  publifli  that  the  Government  has 
no  longer  its  proper  force  or  energy  ;  that  ariftocrats,  reftored  to 
lil  «rty,  are  oppreffing  the  citizens  ^  that  the  patriots  arp  facrificcd 
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\b  Ihe  ntitfierous  metnies  Mvham  their  courage  has  roufed  againft 
them.     Organsof  the  will  of  the  French  teiden  to  prevent  the 
confequences  of  thefe  new  diilenfions.     Embittered  hatreds,  the 
inevitable  confequence  of  the  diverfity  of  revolutionary  opinions, 
of  {ear$>    reai  or  imaginary,   always  produce  pernicious  confe- 
quences.     Announce  to   France,    that  the  government  will  be 
lAaintained  in  all  its  force ;  that  in  your  hands  it  will  preferve 
that  charaAer  of  power,  and  of  feverity,  which  repreflcs  all  its 
eneoiies,   and  allows  no  fadion  to  revive.      The  patriots,  the 
public  fundionaries,  the  popular  focieties-^can  they  be  afraid 
that  the  fervices  they  have  rendered  will  be  forgotten  ?  They  hav« 
jared  every  thing,   they  have  braved  all  dangers  to   fa  ire  their 
country.     The  will  of  France  now  recalls  to  their  labours,  and 
their  profeflions,  a  great  number  of  citizens,  who  had  relinquifh* 
ed  them  to  fill  public  fundions :  they  knew  that  thofe  f undions 
were  temporary ;  that  power  too  long  retained  in  the  fame  hands, 
becom^  an  objeA  of  political  jeajoufy  ;  that  liberty  takes  the 
ihnn ;  .that  it  is  a  load  which  cruihes  him  whofe  imprudent 
courage  leads  him  to  bear  it  too  long.   They  ought  not  to  fear  that 
ibofe  who  will  be  entrufted  with  the  fame  powers,  will  not  equal 
(hem  in  zeal,  and  make  all  the  neceilary  facrifices  to  their  country. 
They  ought  not  to  fear  that  France  will  abandon  them  to  the  refent* 
uent  or  vengeance  which  the  faithful  difcharge  of  their  duty  may 
have  excited.  They  have  defended  the  facred  caufe  of  liberty,  and  in 
tempeftuous  times  they  have  exerted  the  great  power  which  neceffity 
created.     The  nation  will*  not  that  thofe  who  have  direded  the 
thunder  againft  her  enemies,  fliould  be  themfelves  confumed  by  it. 
Reprefentatives  of  the  people,  you  muft  not  relax  the  cares  which 
juftice  and  humanity  have  impofed  upon  you.     Reftore  liberty  to 
all  whom  tbe  private  hatred,  padions,  or  errors  of  public  fundio- 
aaries,  or  the  fury  of  the  late  confpirators,  have  hurried  to  prifon. 
Reftore  liberty  to  every  citizen  who  has  been,  or  may  be  ufeful. 
Let  not  age  or  infirmity  call  in  vain  for  this  blefling.     You  have 
pafled  through  many  a  crifis,  often  accompanied  with  many  dan- 
gers and  much  uncertainty ;  you  have  fometimes  feen  your  atmo- 
sphere loaded  with  fo  many  clouds,  obfcured  by  fo  much  dark'nefs, 
that  you  cannot  impute  it  as  a  crime  to  your  fellow-citizens,  at  a 
diftance  from  this  center  of  knowledge,  that  they  have  fometimes 
marched  with  uncertain  and  tottering  fteps,  and  that  they  have 
not  forefeen  events  which  no  theorv  could  enable  them  to  calcu- 
late.     Error  is  never  to  be  confounded  with  treachery  or  guilt. 
Prove  by  the   application  of  principles,  and  by  your  condud, 
that  all  men  are  equal.     Inquire  not  into  the  illufions  that  may 
have  enveloped  their  birth,  or  to  what  prejudices  of  rank  or  pro- 
feffion  they  have  facrificed  under  defpotifm.     If  the  revolution 
has  enlightened  them,  if  it  has  brought  them  back  to  the  principles 
of  equality,  if  they  march  conftanily  with  you,  if  they  accompany 
jou  faithfully  lo  your  revolationary  career^  \oo\l  uq(1  u^otk  ^^xgl 
Vol.  IL  B  Jf  -  \sviX 
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but  AS  brbthers  and  friends*    When  you  have  ekvate<i  yourfeh^es 
to  the  ftiblime  principles  of  equality,  you  ought  not  to  re-defccnd 
to  trace  the  line  of  demarcation  which  the  prejudices  of  family  or. 
protcilion  had  marked  out,  and  which  the  revolution  has  deftroy- 
ed.     You  ought  not  to  look  back  to  the  birth  or  former  profef^ 
fiuns  of  yotir  fellow-citizens ;  in  order  to  form  your  opiuion  of 
them,  weigh  only  their  demeanour  and  their  a&ions.     You  wili 
not  imitate  the  conduft  of  tyrants,  whofe  policy  is  to  deftroy, 
while  your's  is  to^preferve.    It  is  not  for  yourfelves  alone  that  you 
have  founded  a  Republic,  but  for  every  Frenchman  who  wiihcs 
to  be  free.     It  is  not  allowable  to  exclude  any  but  the  bad  citi- 
sen.     The  Frenchman  who,  after  having  facrificed  to  ignorance 
and  prejudices,  opens  his  eyes  to  the  light,  expiates  his  errors, 
repairs  his  faults,  or  perhaps  (hews  himfelf  your  rival  in  reclaim- 
ing the  rights  of  nature  and  the  principles  of  equality*     You  artf 
too  well  informed  with  refped  to  your  (ituation^  not  to  know 
how  many  citi2ens  have  wandered  from  the  paths  of  the  revolu*: 
tion,  and  yet  have  returned  on  the  call  of  the  national  reprefenta^: 
tives.     Would  you  rejcft  fuch  men  ?     How  many  faithful  bro-, 
thers  and  friends  would  you  ruin  ?     Is  it  not  the  faihe  blood  with 
your  own,  that  circulates  in  the  veins  of  the  generous  and  valiant 
youths  who  expe£l  of  you  the  liberty  of  their  parents,  as  the  beilT 
reward  of  their  toils  and  their  vi£lories  ?     Thofe  young  warriors 
who  fall  in  the  field  confole  themfelves  with  the  hopes  of  bequeath-* 
ing  to  their  fathers  and  their  mothers,  the.  liberty  they  have  fo  well 
defended  ;  it  is  their  lail  wxfli  in  death  ;  it  is  for  you  to  aecom* 
pH(h  thrswiJih.  • 

The  fciences  and  the  arts  have  been  perfecuted,  yet  the  art^ 
arttl  the  fciences  have  contributed  to  your  fucceflcs.  By  them  we 
have  been  inftrudled  to  gather  from  under  our  feet,  the  elements! 
of  which  the  thunder  is  compofed  that  flrtfces  tyrarfts  to  the  eartlu 
By  means'  of  them  it  is  that  the  improved  art  ot  Montgolfier  raifes 
ifnto  the  air  our  generals  and  engineers,  difcovers  the  manoeuvres^ 
6f  Cobourg,  and  decides  the  fate  of  battles.  Who  remembers  not 
J»  ieurus  ?  By  them  metals  are  prepared  and  purified ;  new  rkhes/ 
fiew  means  of  war,  new  fourees  of  profperhy  and  p^ace,  aroi 
drawn  from  the  bofom  of  the  earths  By  means  of  them  Ikiils  ant 
tanned,»f>repared,  and  made  fit  for  ufe  withirt  eight  days.  Tcr 
artfi  and  fciences,  even  in  a  ftate  of  opprcffion^  we  owe  thefe  afto^f 
nilhing  and  fifeful  wonders.  If  they  haVe  made  fuch  rapid  ttro* 
grefs,  in  fpite  of  the  fury  of  Robefpierre,  who' never  duriUookai^ 
enlightened  or  nfeful  man  in  the  faCe,  what  will  they  not  achieve 
when  they  Ihall  enjoy  the  advantages  of  liberty  and  equality  ?— * 
Arts  and  fciences  were  the  firlt  to  proclaim  the  rigtits  of  manr  ^ 
and  fhall  they  not  invoke  the  protedion  of  thofe  rights  ?  Yott 
will  not  be  truly  happy,  you  will  not  en)oy  the  profperity  to  which 
yovL  have  a  right  to  afpire,  till  you  fhall  reflore  public  confidence^ 
employ  all  faients  an^  aU.knowiedge  \  till  the  ^hilofopber  and  the 
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artifan  (luill  treat  one  another  as  brothers  and  friends,  and  enjo^ 
the  dime  right  and  the  fame  liberty.  Agriciihure  has  made  ad« 
vances  and  incredible  eflPorts,  but  it  now  calls  for  your  aid.  En- 
430unige  the  proprietor  and  the  cultivator.  With  how  many  evils 
has  agriculture  been  afflidied  ?  How  many  nftful  men  have  the 
mtflTaries  of  Robefpierre  torn  from  its  fcrvice  r  Wc  were  long 
a&aid  that  the  lands  would  not  be  cultivated^  that  the  meadows 
would  not  be  covered  with  cattle,  while  the  proprietors  or  the 
tenters  of  lands  and  meadows  were  detained  in  houfcs  of  arrefl. 
You  have  ferved  agriculture  by  reftoring  to  their  labours  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committees  of  Vigilance  of  the  country  communes. 
Wcmuft,  however,  recal  to  their  minds  the  love  of  labo»ir,  and 
excite  the  ardour  of  our  fellow-citixcns.  Want  of  hands  is  com- 
plained of;  but  it  is  not  to  be  denied  that  a  great  number  of 
citizens  are  not  fo  indudrious  as  circumflunces  require.  Reflore 
fecurityy  extinguifh  hatred  and  difcord,  make  your  fellow*citizens 
forget  the  evils  infepa^able  from  a  great  revolution  ;  tcH  them  that 
thcpaft  is  no  longer  our's,  but  belongs  to  poftcrity  ;  tell  them  that 
they  have  fought,  that  they  have  fuffcred  for  equality ;  prove  to 
•them,  and  let  them  feel,  that  they  are  free  and  equal.  Let  your 
laws  and  your  inftitutions  call  man  to  induflry  ;  let  the  ufeful  and 
laborious  be  aflured  of  their  liberty  and  their  independence ;  let 
labour  be  honoured,  and  idlenefs  branded  with  fhame*  All  the 
arts,  all  the  profeflions  call  for  your  attention,  and  deiHand  your 
encouragement.  Their  productions  have  furpafled  expectation, 
but  if  we  have  proved  what  they  are  capable  of  doing,  our  efforts 
muft  not  be  remitted.  Our  neceflities  are  augmenting,  confump- 
tion  is  e5^ceflive,  yet  a  great  number  of  our,  cultivators  do  not 
bring  their  corn  and  other  commodities  into  circulation,  They 
ftorc  up  their  wool,  and  fpinning  i^  negleded,  Reftorc  activity 
ibroughoot  the  fields,  the  workfliops,  and  the  manufadories. 

The  commerce  of  France  exhibits  only  ruins  and  fr^mcnts. 
Commerce  too  has  been  perfecuted  by  Robefpierre ;  a  deftroying 
'([enius  hovered  over  France,  and  committed  devaiUtions  every 
where.  Foreign  nations  fend  you  their  produftions,  and  afk  for 
jour's  in  return  ;  but  you  confume  every  thing  yoiirfclves.  Will 
you  offer  them  metals  m  exchange  ?  What  mines  have  you  fuffi- 
dent  for  the  purpofe  ?  It  is  induftry  alone  that  can  enable  a  na- 
tion to  maintain  the  balance  of  trade  with  other  nations.  Prc- 
ferve  France  from  the  misfortune  of  becoming  tributary  to  other 
nations,  by  paying  for  their  produftions  in  money.  Reftpre  that 
•rigour  to  commerce  which  error  and  ignorance  have  fufpended  ! 
Declare  folemnly  that  every  citizen  who  employs  his  time  ufe- 
fully  in  agriculture,  fcience,  arts,  or  commerce^  (hall  neither  be 
moleded  nor  treated  as  a  fufpeded  perfon.  Reftore  to  mam  - 
^fadarers  all  the  commodities  that  are  now  under  feals;  pin 
in  circulation  all  the  commodities  that  have  been  difpatched  to 
^Sereiit  phKfih,  ^^^  ttopped  Mnd  detained  m  coti{t(\\KXicft  cH  ^fii^ 
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^crcc  which  orders  the  confifcatibn  of  every  thing  fent  to  placet 
in  a  ftatc  of  rebellion.     Turn  your , attention  to  Lyons;  put.  a 
flop  to  the  demolition  of  buildings  ;  make  the  citizens  return  to 
their  manufaftories :  they  were  bom  to  create,  and  not  to  dcftroy. 
It  is  not  regulations  that  we  require.     Secure  the  freedom  of  ex- 
portation, and  a  fufBcient  number  of  citizens  will  foon  appear  to 
coUe£l  filk,  to  manufa^ure,  and  to  fell  it.     Other  manuiadures 
-will  be  refumed  with  the  lame*fuccefs ;  and  Lyons; will  yet  rife 
from  her  ruins.     Let  Marfeilles  recolleft  the  means  which  formed 
her  glory  and  her  profpcrity  ;  paffion  has  made  her  forget  the  ad- 
vantages of  her  fituation,   her  intereft,    and  her  wants.     This 
commune,  whofc  commerce  was  fo  flouriftiing  and  fo  ufeful,  who 
prided  hcrfelf  in  fupplying  all  her  own  wants,  and  contributing 
to  thofe  of  the  whole  fouth  of  France,  fubfifts  at  prefent  on  the 
aids  granted  by  government.     With  difficulty  could  a  few  mcr- 
chants  be  collcded  there,  to  form  two  agencies  for  the  remnant 
of  the  commerx:e  of  the  Levant,  and  the  coaft  of  Barbary.    At 
Cette,  merchants  who  were  facrificing  their  private  fortunes  in 
executing  an  order  from  the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  were 
treated  as  cou;iter-revoIutionifts,  becaufe  they  were  exporting  com* 
modities  to  make  good  the  engagements  entered  into  by  the  Re- 
public.     Such  is  the  refult  of    fo  many  declamations  againft 
commerce.     Inftead  of  reftraining  its  errors,  direding  it  to  the 
public  good,  punifhing  the  guilty,  and  encouraging  thofe  wha 
were  willing  and  able  to  ferve  their  country,  We  have  annihilated 
it.    Such  is  always  the  efFe£t  of  general  profcriptions.    £xtingui(h 
the  flame  of  paflions  that  confume  the  fouth.     Let  the  inhabitants 
know  that  you  form  a  proper  eftimate  of  their  talents  and  their 
knowledge  :  that  you  have  put  both  in  requifition,  to  contribute 
to  the  fafety  of  the  country  ;  that  you  defire  to  jjnite  all  French- 
men, to  put  an  end  to  all  civil  diirenlions  ;  and  reviving  commerce 
will  provide  for  all  your  wants.     Bourdeaux  expefts  encourage- 
ment :    it  is  preparing  exportations  of  commodities,    but  great 
obftacles  ftill  retard  all  the  neceflary  operations.     The  evils  fuffer-* 
ed  by  the  commune  of  Nantes  refound  in  every  ear.     What  can 
commerce  do  amid  fuch  calamities  and  perfecutions  ?     This  cita- 
del of  the  weft  fudained  a  fiege  of  more  than  fifteen  months ;  it 
conibatcd  the  rebels  and  the  banditti  ;  it  preferved  to  the  Republic 
an  important  place,  and  the  navigation  of  the  Loire.     Its  fidelity 
and  its  misfortunes  call  for  a  recompence.     If  the  unfortunate 
inhabitants  of  Nantes  unite,  their  city  will  foon  become  the  great- 
eft  msigazine  of  Europe,  and  aflure  the  circulation  of  the  com- 
modities of  the  interior  of  France.     To  what  a  condition  is  the 
manufadure  of  Sedan  reduced  ?     They  there  ceafed  to  manufac- 
ture ftiiffs  of  luxury;  as  foon  as  they  were  informed  of  the  necef- 
fities  of  the  armies,  they  at  once  prepared  clothing  for  the  tipoops) 

'    defended  their  town,  fought  and  vanquifhed  the  enemy.     You 
wJU  re-f ilabliili  their  man^ifa^u^e,    Tl^e  ^ rinci^al  magazines  are 
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juft  now  at  the  difpofalof  the  nation,  and  the  commodittes  are 
under  fcfals.  You  will  reftore  to  induftrious  hands  thofe  maga- 
mes  and  commodities  which  muft  feed  their  manufaflures. 
You  will  allow  a  certain  number  of  perfons  to  be  employt^d  m 
the  manufacture  of  fluffs  of  luxury  for  exportation. 

We  ihuft  tell  France,  that  one  of  the  greatefl:  obftaclcs  to  thb 
reftoiation  of  commerce  and  exports,  is  the  exceflive  confump-r 
tion  of  all  the  produftions  of  the  foil  in  the  interior.  For  corn 
and  provifions,  we  muft  give  in  exchange  a  part  of  our  wines. 
Bourdeaux,  in  confequ^nce  of  the  great  confumption,  cannpt 
obtain  a  fufficient  quantity  for  the  demand.     It  is  for  you,  re- 

5refeQtatives  of  the  people,  to  give  great  IcfTons  of  economy. 
The  nations  who  have  recovered  or  preferved  their  liberty,  have 
Veen  remarkable  for  their  fimplicity  and  frugality.     Great  con- 
famers  arc  in  a  conftant  ftate  of  dependence.     Economy,  fru- 
^litjr,  labour,  and  induftry  are  the  Ible  guarantees  of  the  ftabi- 
Jity  of  the  Republic.     We  cannot  too  often  repeal  that  the  army 
and  the  navy,  whh  the  fer vices  rcquifite  for  them,  take  from 
agriculture  and  the  ufeful  profeffions  more  than  1,500,000  citi- 
zens, and  that  the  maintenance  of  6,000,000  of  men  difperfed 
over  the  various  communes  would  coft  lefs  to  the  Republic. 
Wc  have  but  a  confufed  idea  of  the  lofles  and  confumption  oc- 
afioned  by  great  numbers  collefled  into  one.  place.  The  enemies 
of  the  Republic,  private  intereft,  and  criminal  avarice,  Have  fo- 
mented divifions  between  the  inhabitants  of  the  cities,  and  tlie 
inhabitants  of  the  country,  between  hulbandnfien  and  artifans, 
between  the  citizens  of  neighbouring  departments,  diftriils,  and 
even  communes.     The  feas,  long  ftut,  did  not  allow  the  go- 
vernment to  replace,  in  fome  departments,  the  provifions  it  had 
been  obliged  to  borrow  for  the  ufe  of  the  armies.     Recal  to  the 
minds  of  t'renchmen  thofe  fentiments  of  fraternity  that  render 
it  a  facred  duty  to  fhare  their  provifions  with  their  brothers  of 
the  armies,  of  the  departments,  of  :^11  conditions  and  profeffions, 
in  whatever  part  of  the  Republic  they  may  be.     Let  us  engrave 
on  every    heart   this    maxim  i-^Remembcry   Republican^  that   in 
whatever  part  of  France  jjou  may  bcy  you  are  among  brothers  and 
friends*     If  it  be  difficult  to  talk  on  the  fubje£l  of  provifions,  rcr 
-member  that  is  alfo  impoffible  not  to  talk  upon  \u     Several  dc- 
pattments  have  loft  their  harveft.    Hail,  rain,  and  tempefts  have 
me  great  damage  in  feveral  places,  although  in  a  great  majority 
the  departments  there  be  the  utmoft  abundance.     The  confi- 
dence of  foreign  ftates  in  our  probity,  will  foon  bring  into  ou^! 
ports,  whatever  we  may  want ;  but  in.  the  meantime,  we  miift 
take  care  that  the  markets  be  well  fupplied,  and  that  all  obfta- 
clcs  to  relieving  the  wants  of  one  place  by  the  abundance  of  ano* 
ther  be  removed.     The  internal  navigation  is  reftored ;  relays 
now  eftabliihing  from  the  Eaft  to  the  Weft,  and  from  the  North 
to  tJip  Souths  wU)  £aciUtate  (he  conveyance  of  e^er^  ^x\Ma\e%    K 
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levy  of  44,000  bdtto  and  mules,  within  three  o#  four  moittTwii 
tias  retarded  the  tranfport  of  provifions.  You  have  great  obftai-< 
.cleS'to  furmouttt;  but  iq  fairly  dating  them  we  treat  you  as  a 
free  people ouglit  to  be  treated.'  Yoq  have  great  efforts  to  make^ 
bqt  they  are  a$  far  inferior  to  your  power  as  your  refources  ace 
fuperior  to  your  wants. 

What  then  is  required  of  you,  reprcfentatives  of  the  people,  to 
4prown  your  own  glory  and  affure  the  happinefs  of  your  country? 
—Union  and  confidence.     Let  us  reproach  one  another  neither 
with  errors  nor  misfortunes,     We  are  all  fet  out  in  the  f^me  ca-. 
recr.  Some  have  combatted  with  courage  and  refleftion;  others» 
with  impetuous  and  inconfiderate  ardour.     Each  of  ushavecon-s 
tributed  to  found  and  to  ftrepgthen  the  Republic,    to  prefervc 
the  friends  and  deftroy  the  enemies,  of  liberty  and  equaiitv* 
Who  would  require  of  us  an  account  of  movements  which  it  is 
impoffible  to  forefee  or  to  direft  ?     The  revolution  is  ^coit§^ 
plilhed  s  it  is  the  work  of  all.     What  generals,  what  foldiers 
have  nj5ver  done  more  than  juft  what  they  ought,  or  have  beert 
able  to  fl:op  at  the  precife  point,    where  calm  and  cool  reafqn 
would  have  (Jirefted  }     Were  we  not  all  in  a  ftate  jQkf  warfare 
againll  the  moft  numerous  and  the  moil  formidable  enemie») 
What  reverfe  has  not  enflamed  our  courage;  what  has  happenecf 
.  to  us  that  has  not  happened  to  all  men  removed  to  an  infinite 
^iftance  from  the  ordinary  courfe  of  life  ?  Muft  not  fome  of  vs 
.  difplay  the  charms  of  equality  fo  as  to  make  them  beloved^  while 
others  carry  terroj  and  difmay  into  the  midft  of  our  enemies  ? 
The  revolution  has  coft  vidlims;  fortunes  have  been  loit  and  for- 
tunes gained:  will  you  now  authorize  inquiries  into  every  par- 
ticular event?  When  an  edifice  is  completed,  the  architeft  pull^ 
down  the  fcaffolding,  but  dertroys  not  his  fellow-labourers. 
1  he  navigator,  overtaken  by  the  tempeft,  relics  upon  hiscofisi-* 
rage  and  his  Ikill,    which  danger  renders  more  adtive  and  fruit- 
ful of  refources,  to  fave  the  vcffel  entrufted  to  him.     When  ar- 
rived unfliipwrccked  in  the  port,   no  man  requires  of  him  an 
account  of  bi§  manoeuvres,  no  man  aflis  if  he  hasftridlly  followed 
•his  inftrufi^ioiis.     When  there  was  fuch  frequent  occafion  to 
.  Ijiurl  the  thunder,  couhl  any  man  anfwer  for  its  always  reaching 
its  true  objeft  ?  Reafon.,  thefafety  of  your  country,  alloW  you 
rjot  to  turn  your  eyes  on  the  ruins  you  have  paffed.     Fix  tfacm 
only  on  what  i:emains  to  be  don^,  and  let  this  employ  all  yomr 
tl^oughts. 

We  muft  add  to  tlie,  pi£^ure  we  haye  laid  before  you  an  account 
of  the  difpofition  of  men's  minds,  and  an  explanation  of  fome 
.  /ecrct  and  particular  caufes  that  may  have  had  great  infloence 
.  on  the  late  moyements,  and  which  it  is  neceflary  every  Freock- 
inan  fhould  know.  VVhile  the  revolution  wa§.  fo  ppverfuUy 
agitatii?g  our  minds,  while  great  paffions,  invincible  coucagCy 
fhc  morul  qualities  oi  natural  msoXi^xU^  cl^ve  vlctue^>  were  raifing 
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is  aWvti  6Urfelves,  vice  too  was  roiaking  advances*     Men  W^te 
iiBen,  who  embraced  the  revolution  only  for  the  fake  of  tbc: 
crimes  they  hoped  to  commit,  2ind  the  private  advantages  they 
expe&ed  to  derive  from  it.     They  wifhed  not  for  equality  of 
tights^  they  aimed  only  at  the  confounding  of  fortunes;  they 
hoped  to  fquander  or  accumulate  the  Wealth  of  others.     Some, 
of  them  fucceeded ;   for  our  tevolution  has  not  been  free  from 
(pots.    When  the  laft  confpirators  were  t>uninied^  thefe  mon- 
gers attempted  to  rally ;  racked  with  fear  and  remorfe,  they  cal- 
kdoa  all  France  to  overturn  the  government;  feeing  no  fafety 
far  ttemfelves  but  in  confufiort  and  anarchy.  They  endeavoured 
Id  (educe  or  miflead  tlieir  fellow  citizens^  the  public  fiindliona- 
aesand  popular  focietics;  they  could  ilot  think  themfclves  k^ 
Qirewklibut  pcrfuading  every  body  that  their  own  dangers  wer^ 
thofe  of  all  France.     They  ufurped  the  title  of  patriots ;  they* 
laidy  **  We  are  difcovercd,  we  are  going  to  be  perfecuted,  to  bci 
^called  to  account  for  all  our  frauds  and  robberies.  Let  us  alarut 
**the  patriots,  let  us  perfuade  them  that  they  have  a  comraort 
**caufe  with  us,  and  that  we  muft  ftand  or  fall  together."  Thust 
tbey  milled  fome  public  funfllonarics,  and  fome  members  of  the 
popular  focicties,  who  feared  that  thefeverity  of  your  juftic* 
would  confound  guilt  with  error,  the  accidental  alAife  of  power 
with  the  crimes  of  fraud  and  avarice.  Nouneafmefs  or  agitation 
trould  have  appeared,  if  great  criminals  had  not  difTeminated  the 
fears  which  they  alone  had  reafon  to  feel.    Yau  will  avail  your«» 
fclvcs  of  this  confideration.     Continue  to  enlighten  the  nation^ 
to  give  confidence  to  the  patriots,  and  the  efforts  of  the  guilty 
will  be  fruitlefsi     Errors,  faults,  abufes  of  power,   arbitrary 
afts,  aire  evils  infeparable  from  a  great  revolution.   But  if  thertf 
iue  crimes  that  call  for  a  fpeedy  expiation,  you,  will  not  fllence 
the  cihirts  of  jufticc.     The  citizens  who  have  mared  the  alarmi 
of  the  guilty  will  foon  abandon  the  caufe  of  thefe  impoRors,  and 
Ftancc  will  fee  guilt  go  a  begging,  for  the  fuppart  which  it  will 
not  find.     To  fix  public  opinion  in  future,  to  confirm  confi- 
dence and  fccurity,    let  France  leafn  that  her  reprefeittatiVes^ 
now  cplledling  all  the  reins  of  government,  will  thetnfelveS  and 
alone  dircA   the  revolutionary  movements.     The   rev'oltitiori 
has  made  fome  men  unfortunate^  but  it  will  not  abandoti  them 
fodefpair.     In  a  republic  of  brothers,  in  which  diftin£lions  are 
aboliihed,  where  the  pride  of  wealth  isdcfpifed,  where  the  ufe- 
fulahd  indaftrious  citizen  is  every  thing,  and  the  idle  man  no« 
tKtng^  there  is  no  room  for  defpair.     Equality,  by  bringing  men 
UnCk  td  nature^  has  given  them  the  means  of  wiping  away  tear^ 
Afntref^ring  misfortunes.     Our  country  will  abandon  none  of 
herchikkcfi ;  {he  will  make  them  forget  their  loffes  ;  (he  will 
ltft6rfst'  them  to  wd  guide  f  hem  in  the  path  of  happinefs. 
..  Frenchmen, 
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•  Frenchmen,  who  have  caufe  of  complaint,  licad  ovef  the* 
immortal  pages  of  our  hiftory  ;  examine  all  the  events  which' 
have  fjgnalized  the  courage,  and  eternized  the  glory  of  the  na- 
tion, inhabitants  of  the  North^  with  what  fentiments  are  yoa 
not  penetrated,  when  you  fix  your  eyes  upon  Lifle ;  what  im- 
preflion  is  not  made  upon  you  by  the  recol)e(3:ion  of  that  me* 
morable  fiegc,  during  which  the  inhabitants. of  Lifle  difplayed 
iuch  firmiiefs?  Conltancy  is  the  true  heroifm  of  FreAchmen. 
The^citizcns  of  Thionville  exhibited  the  fame  example,  amid  the 
fame  dangers.  View  that  army  of  l)eroes,  rufliing  into  the 
fire  of  batteries,  carrying  redoubts,  and  gaining  the  bloody  battle 
of  Jemappe ;  fee  it  attack  the  enemy  before  BruiTels,  and  make 
the  t  rftconqucft  of  Belgium  !  A  new  fccnc  opens;  the  French 
.  have  to  defend  their  own  frontiers;  the  Englifh  are  beaten  at 
Dunkirk,  the  Auftrians  before  Maubeuge.  The  army  advances 
into  Wefi  Flanders;  this  country,  full  of  fortreffes,  is  covered 
by  the  whole  force  of  the  allied  powers.  All  the  fortreflcs  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  French,  and  the  capitulations  of  Oftend 
andNieuport  deprive  the  Englifh  of  every  communication  ufrith 
Belgium.  Mark  with  what  courage  the  defenders  of  tiRir  conn- 
try  prepared  before  Charleroi,  the  fuccefs  which  was  to  crown 
them  next  day  in  the  plaint  of  Fleurus.  A  proud  Monarch 
publifhed,  by  found  of  trumpet,  the  capture  of  Namur.  A 
new  mode  of  taSics,  which  other  nations  will  never  appropriate^ 
and  which  defpotifm  will  never  introduce  into  its  armies,  re- 
ftores  Namur  to  the  French,  They  purfue  the  Auflrians, 
they  force  them  to  retreat.  They  enter  Liege,  where  they 
nyike  the  moft  glorious  and  the  moft  ufcful  of  conquefts.  They 
break  the  fcepter  of  a  prieft,  and  the  chains  with  which  a  defpot 
bound  his  fellow  men.  The  induftrious  inhabitants  of  Liege 
quit  the  land  of  bondage,  and  feek  the  foil  of  the  Republic, 
to  enjoy  liberty,  and  eftabliih  new  manufaflures  of  arms,  to 
complete  the  de(tru6tion  of  tyrants.  Inhabitants  of  our  Eaftem 
countries,  what  tranfports  have  you  not  felt,  when  you  were 
fpedlators  of  thofe  encampments,  marches,  battles,  and  vi6lorieSr 
which  opened  to  your  brothers  the  gates  of  Spires,  Worms,  and 
Mentx  !  All  the  hanks  of  the  Rhine  refound  with  the  viftories 
of  our  armies.  i'he  armies  Qf  the  Mofelle  and  the  Rhine  unite, 
put  the  Auftrians  and  Pruflians  to  flight ;  reftore  the  communi* 
cation  with  Landau,  and  fconr  the  Palatinate.  Inhabitants  of 
the  South,  you  know  whether  the  fruits  of  vi£^ory  have  been 
nfeful  to  France.  Theconqueftof  Savoy  gave  to  the  Republic 
the  department  of  Mont  Blanc.  Mont  Cetiis  now  dffures  the 
conqueft  cind  the  liberty  of  our  brethren.  Nice  and  Villefranchc 
fecure  to  us  magazines  which  we  could  not  do  without.  The 
capture  of  Saorgio  gnanntecs  the  union  of  the  Maritime  Alps, 
Cravclla  has  feenthe  Croats  and  Auftrians  flying  before  repuh- 
j!i       iicaiiSf  \y]}ok  orders  were  to  prcfcrve  ihe  flree  countries  of  Italy 


irom.  the  yoke  of  a  foreign  domination*    CoIIioure  and  Port 
Vendre  were  occupied  by  the  Spaniards  for  a  moment,  only  td 
give  ilew  eclat  to  the  aritis  of  the  Republic,  and  exhibit  the . 
fpe£bLclc  of  the  beft  troops  of  Spain  compelled  to  renounce  the 
honoiirs  of  war,  and  Idy  down  their  arms.  The  ^'allies  of  Baflan' 
and  Lofain  hive  fiipplied  the  army  for  feveral  rtioriths.     Fon- 
torabia  and  St.  SehaAian  give  u$  ports  that  fecure  the  navigation 
of  the  Gnlf.     Spdiil  has  loft  foilnderies  and  manufa£lo'ries  of 
ahnS,  which  would  have  Keen  an  eternal  fource  of  jealoufy,  if 
they  had  been  preferVed. 

Subh  is  thi^  ddy  the  fitiiatioh  of  France.  Could  it  be  grander^ 
ftrongcr,  or  more  formidable  ?  Have  not  your  fucceffes  in  the  Py- 
renees anfwered  your  hopes,  although  we  ftill  wait  for  the  fur- 
render  faf  Bellegarde  ?  Does  not  the  Rhine  protect  the  territory  of 
the  Republic  ?  The  Palatinate  i5  open ;  Treves  is  in  olir  hands. 
What  plan  of  campaign  could  be  better  conceived,  or  better 
executed,  than  that  which  reftored  Valericieniies,  recovered  the 
whole  frontier  of  the  North,  and  madfe  you  matters  of  Belgium  ? 
If  feme  citizens  had  conceived  ambitious  views,  or  thoughts  of 
difturbing  the  public  tranquillity,  will  they  now  dare  to  difcover 
their  intentions  ?  Will  the  nation  attend  to  fears,  terrors,  and 
Tain  alarms  when  her  fafety  and  her  glory  require  that  all  pri- 
vate interefts  fhould  unite  in  the  general  intereft  ?  Will  {he  not 
fcprefs  ahd  reftraiii  thofe  who  would  attempt  to  excite  new  in- 
leraal  troubles  ?  Nation,  be  attentive  to  your  deftiny,  which  is 
dtcomplifliing  by  fo  many  prodigies. — Courage,  force,  intelli- 
gence !  It  ife  not  the  work  of  fome  citii^ens,  it  i^  the  work  of  i 
whole  people. — Popular  focieties,  remember  whatever  you  have 
done  of  grand  or  lublime  when  you  were  enlightening  the 
French  with  refpedt  to  their  rights,  when  you  were  inflaming 
their  courage,  and  preparing  them  to  combat  defpotifm  and  ty- 
ranny. You  taught  men  that  they  were  not  boi^n  for  flavery, 
that  they  ought  to  break  their  chains  on  the  heads  of  theit 
tyrants.  You  taught  men  to  be  free  and  maintain  freedom^ 
they  muft  be  inftru6led  in  their  rights  and  their  duties.  What 
lights  have  you  not  difFufed  over  France  !  Continue  your  career; 
The  J)eople,  as  more  inftru<f1:ed,  call  for  new  lights,  for  new 
infoj-matibn.  Teach  the  people  to  prefervc  the  depofit  of  their 
liberties;  Watn  them  againfl  error,  feduftion,  and  the  glitter  of 
individual  reputations.  Teach  them  to  make  new  advances  iri 
knowledge  ;  obferve  attentively  the  proceedings  of  government^ 
watch  over  the  public  funftionaries,  cherifti  the  love  of  labour^ 
encourage  ufeful  men,  and  by  your  care  confirm  national  pro- 
bity, and  make  it  be  refpe6led;  ] 

What,  it  is  afked,  will  be  the  iflue  of  the  war  of  la  Vendee  ? 
Various  battles  have  been  fought,  and  the  rebels  deftroyed,  yet 
the  war  ftillexifts.     Thty'tio longer  form  armies  of  great  bodfes 
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of  oieh,  tut  fHcy  f2iti|ue  ihd  liaral$  the  cultivators,  tficy  diftnifr 
and  interrupt  the  harveft.  They  are  attacked  and  purfu.ed. 
Favourable  occafiohs  nave  often  been  overlooked^  ^ans  and  in* 
ftru£tions  have  not  always  been  i^oflo^Yed•  The  committee  of 
Public  SaFcty  has  concerted  with  the  members  who  have  local 
knowledge  of  the  departments  of  the  Weft,  the  means  of  .fpcedily 
tcrraindtmg  this  wiw:.  Some  of  the  gcrttrak  are  recalled ;  repre- 
fentatives  of  the  people  are  fent  into  the  country  deeply  pene- 
trated with  the  importance  of  their  miffion.  Exadl  difcipline, 
regular  conduS)  conftant  activity,  are  the  only  means  of  de- 
ftcbjing  the  rebels,  repreffihg  fufpefled  perfons^  and  gpiving 
fccurity  to  good  citizens.  Banditti,  known  by  the  name  of 
Cbouans,  have  infefled  the  right  bank  of  the  Loire  and  the 
roads  of  ci-devant  Brittany.  Several  couriers  and  travellers 
have  beerl  aflaiiinated;  and  citizens^  charged  with  requifitjotis, 
have  periflied  by  their  hands.  The  reprefentatives  of  the 
people  in  thofe  parts  will  foon  clear  the  roads,  and  prcfervc 
thofe  departments  from  the  evils  that  have  afflifted  la  Vendee. 
The  tranquillity  which  you  will  eftablifli  here,  the  grand  prin- 
ciples you  will  fandlion,  and  with  which  the  reprefentatives  of 
the  people  and  the  generals  will  fhew  that  they  are  imprefled,. 
will  put  an  end  to  tlie  calamities  that  defolate  fo  fair  a  country. 
It  is  by  knowledge,  by  the  force  of  reafon,  by  an  army  terrible 
to  the  rebels,  and  infpiring  confidence  into  good  citizens,  that 
we  fliall  accomplifti  the  conqueft  of  la  Vendee  to  liberty.  You 
will  negtedt  no  means  of  enlightening  the  people  and  attaching 
them  to  the  revolution. 

There  is  a  powerful  engine  that  has  been  too  long  negle&ed. 
Difpel  the  darknefs  of  ignorance;  diiFufe  the  light  of  iiiftruc- 
tion,  put  into  the  hands  of  your  fellow-citizens  thofe  works  fo 
long  defircd,  in  which  they  may  learn  their  rights  and  their 
duties.  Why  is  the  temple  of  arts  and  fciences  ftill  jftiut  ? 
Ought  not  the  means  of  inftruftion,  like  the  means  of  labour, 
to  be  offered  equally  to  every  citizen  ?  In  the  Valais,  every  in- 
habitant underilands  the  cultivation  of  his  field,  the  arts  and 
the  fciences;  everv  houfe  contains  a  colleftion  of  the  befl 
books  and  the  moft  ingenious  inflruments  of  different  arts,  of 
which  the  poffelTor  knows  the  ufe.  At  the  camp  of  Sablons 
you  have  opened  a  fchool  to  inflrudl  young  citizens  in  the  art 
of  war.  Why  do  you  not  order  a  courfe  of  ftudy  at  Paris,  to 
form  teachers  in  all  other  branches  of  knowleage  ?  In  the 
mean  time  provifional  meafures  mufl  be  adopted.  It  is  necef- 
fary  that  you  fpcak  oftea  to  the  people.  Order  your  com- 
mittee of  Public  Inftruftion  to  prepare  an  article  for  the  leifure 
day  of-every  decade.  Let  thefe  papers  of  inflnK^on  contain 
an  account  of  your  labours,  and  the  principal  events^  princi* 
jp^esand  rules  of  copdudtt  Let  them  breathe  the  ,love  of  la- 
bour. 
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in>uf»  monvlst  dXiA  public  honcfty.  Yqo  h^£  la^W  been 
tailed  to  pf  the  liberty  of  the  prefs.  You  have  fi^alfed  t))e 
difpofitions  of  the  declaration  ef  rights  on  that  head,  an4  the 
French  have  (worn  to  preferve  the  depofit  entrufted  to  them. 
Ypi^r  felloiy-ci^zens  now  demand  a  guarantee  for  ificjjjiridual 
liberty;  tell  dicfn  that  all  citizens  are  equal^  an4  that  ^he  law  is 
the  bfptt  to  all.  "V^hen  you  were  informed  that  laboprer^  were 
pining  in  idlenefs  in  houle^  of  arreft,  ypii  ordered  before  har^ 
veft,  that  they  (hould  be  fet  at  liberty.  Your  committees  nojBT 
inform  you  that  there  are  ftill  a  great  number  of  induftrious 
citizen^  detiMned  in  cuftody,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Republic. 
You^  ppmpiittees  are  of  opinion  that  to  releafe  fuch  citizenry 
i^  as  much  an  a6b  of  juilice,  as  of  national  bene^t.  Li- 
berty is  the  greateft  encouragement  that  can  be  given  to  ufeful 
men ;  gratitude  will  induce  them  to  render  fervice  to  their 
country. 

7he  nseafures  which  your  committees  now  projpofe,  app^^ 
to  them  fuch  as  circumftances  require  to  be  adppjted*  To  rjp- 
fiore  liberty  to  all  ufeful  nien^  to  imprefs  the  brand  of  humi- 
Jliation  on  idlei^eff,  to  recall  infiitutions  t9  their  prigip^  and 
{Mowers  to  their  center ;  to  honourt  habpur,  /sncpurage  coip- 
^rce^  difiufe  j^nowled^e,  eftablifh  frequent  comiji^ujnication 
between  tbe  people  and  their  repri&{entative;s,  to  lay  |the  foun-* 
dations  pf  public  inftruftion,  feem  the  only  nveafujres  necefl^ry 
to  accompliih  your  views,  fufta'm  the  fple^adour  of  the  Frencu 
nation*  and  fecure  its  glory  and  profperity. 

He  concluded  with  propofing  the  following  decrees  t

1,  The  municipalities  and  committees  of  fedlions,  who  re* 
fiife  e;ertific4tes  of  civifni,  ihall  be  bound  to  flate  the  reafons  of

2.  Citizens  to  whom  the  municipalities  refufe  certificates  of 
civifpi,  m^y  apply  to  the  diredlory  of  their  diftrift,  which, 
after  examining  the  reafons  of  refufal,  may  grant  pr  r^fufe  cer-

1.  The  committee  of  Public  Inftruftion  is  ordered  to  draw  up 
tvery  decade  a  paper  of  inftruftion,  the  objeft  of  which  fhall 
be  to  re^animate  the  love  of  labour,  to  confirm  the  citizens  in 
th^  principles  of  morals  and  attachment  to  their  duties,  to  re-^ 
mind  thpm  of  the  grand  events  of  the  revolution,  and  to  lay 
before  them  the  advantages  of  the  ufeful  arts  and  fciences. 

2,  Thefe  p^ipers  Ihall  be  fent  to  all  the  cpinmunes  to  be 
ready  every  decade  in  the  place  of  meeting  of  th?  general  af- 
lembly,  to  which  fathers,  mothers,  and  their  ^hjil^r.en  ihall  be 
calif d  and  invited  to  repair.

The  National  Convention  orders  its  committee  qfCommercjS 
fitid  Financp  to  report  within  three  days  on  tqc  petition^  and 
memorial^  of  merchants  bound  to  pay  into  the  national  treafury 
the  fums  they  are  indebted  t6  foreign  n»:^tions  with  which  the 

■  Republic  is  at  war.  ,    ' 

IV. 

The  National  Convention  orders  its  committees  of  Corp- 
nierce  and  Finance  to  report,  within  three  days,  on  the  advan- 
tages or  ditid vantages  that  may  arife  from  the  indefinite  liberty 
of  exporting  articles  of  luxury,  on  the  fmgle  condition  of 
bringing  back  to  France  the  value  of  fuch  articles  in  any  way 
wliatever;  on  the  advantages  and  difadvantages  of  exporting 
the  fuperfluity  of  articles  of  the  firft  necefFxty,  on  condition  of 
making  good  to. the  Republic  the  lofs  on  exchange.

which  may  have  been  flopped  on  the  way ;  on  the  advantages 
and  difadvantages  of  th^e  confifcations  decreed  on  the  25th 
Pluviofe. 

Thefe  decrees  were  unanimoufly  adopted,  amid  loud  an<^

Report  oil  Valenclenncsy  Condcy  La  ^t/cffiovy  and  LandrccieSy  read 
in  the  French  Convention  22d  Sept.  1794,  /^  Car  not}  in  the  Name 
of'  the  Cofr,mittee  of  Public  Safety. 

YOUR  committee  had  refolved  to  furround  the  enemy,  and 
to  cut  off  their  cpmmunication.     Jourdan  executed  this 
determination  on  the  banks  of  the  Sambre,  and  Pichcgru  on  the 
,  banks  of  the  Scheldt.     It  wa$  neceflnry  to  retake  the  fortreffes 
"of  which  the  enemy  had  obtahied  pofleflion,  and  in  order  that 


[  it  might  be  done  rftord  fpeedily,  it  was  refolved  to  adopt  revo- 
lutionary means;  the  decree  of  the  i6th  Meffidor  ordered,  that 
fuch  of  the  garrifons  fhould  be  put  to  the  fvvord  as  refulcd  to 
furrender  within  twenty-four  hours  after  being  fummoned. 
N?vertlielefs,  it  Was  not  forgotten  that  this  law  might  become 
a  terrible  weapon  againft  ourfelves,  by  infufmg  defpair  into  the 
minds  of  the  foreign  troops.  The  committee  felt  that  the  Con- 
vention did  hot  mean  tp  pafs  a  decree  of  carnage,  but  to  favc 
the  country :  they,  therefore,  fufFer  the  generals  to  ufe  their 
own  prudence,  with  refpefl  to  executing  or  no^  executing  the 
decree.  The  four  garrilons  were  reftored  to  the  Republic  i|i 
lefs  than  four  decades. 

We  found  in  Valenciennes  three  millions  of  florins  in  fpecie, 
about  fix  millions  and  a  half  of  livres.  Landrecies  did  not  chufo 
to  wait  till  her  fortifications  fliould  be  injured.  Le  Quefnoy 
and  Conde  made  ftill  lefs  refiftance.  The  commandants  of  fucn 
of  the  places  as  did  not  obey  the  decree  within  the  twenty-four 
hours  prcfcribed,  were  arrefted  and  rendered  refponfible  for  the 
non-execution  of  the  decree.  Defpots  are  the  only  perfons 
whom  the  Convention  would  punifh,  and  not  thofe  who  have 
the  misfortune  to  be  their  flaves. — ^( LqucI  Applaufes.) 

Notwith (landing  the  perfidy  of  Robefpierre,  who  gav'e  it  as 
his  advice  that  each  of  the  places  fhould  be  afl!aulted,  though 
he  knew  that  each  aflfault  would  have  coft  us  at  leaft  6000  mcn^ 
notwithftanding  the  hopes  of  that  monfter,  who  only  waited 
for  a  check  on  the  part  of  our  army  for  the  purpofe  of  accufing 
his  cplleagues,  Valenciennes,  Conde,  Quefnoy,  Landrecies,  and 
Ni.eupprt,  coft  little  blood  to  the  Republic  ere  they  were 
reftored. — The  garrifons  furrendered  at  difcretion,  and  France 
triumphed  equally  by  her  generofity  and  courage. 

In  remembrance  of  thefe  blifsful  events,  Conde  has  received 
the  name  of  Nord  Libre ;  and  under  the  walls  of  that  fortreTs 
we  found  190  waggons  of  ftores,  provifion  and  ammunition  of 
all  kinds. 

Thus  fade  away  for  ever  all  the  chimerical  hopes  of  all  our 
enemies  !  and  thus  have  the  ephemeral  i\iccc{^ts  of  Europe  pro- 
duced only  fliame  to  her,  and  glory  to  us. 

What,  cannot  all  Europe  conquer  France  !-»-that  country 
which  has  been  faid  to  be  ^^  only  a  chafin  in  the  map  of  Eu- 
rope." Wait,  legiflators,  the  combined  powers  have  only  de- 
ferred their  formidable  defigns,  and  next  year  they  are  deter- 
piined  to  march  to  Paris. — (Laughter.) 

The  Emigrants  taken  in  the  different  garrifons  have  been 
delivered  to  the  military  tribunals. — The  national  reprefcp- 
tatives  on  miffions  have  taken  proper  fteps  to  reftore  to  thofe 
four  communes  the  ufual  adtivity  in  their  commerce,  primary 
rphools^  and  conftituted  authorities.

His  Royal  Hlghnefs  the  Duke  of  Tork  puhlijhcd  a  Gfner^  Order  fin 
the  lyi  of  September ^  1794,  at  his  Head  garters  gt  Groejbegkf 

of  which  the  followng  are  the  fantents, 

IT  is  with  the  greateft  regret  that  his  Royal  Highnefs  tbinlcs 
himfelf  obliged  once  more  to  order  the  fevered  meafures  to  be 
purfqed,  in  order  to  put  a  (lop  to  the  moft  (hameful  afts  oi  vio* 
lence  and  plunder,  which  difhonour  the  army  under  his  command. 
His  Royal  Highnefs  is  fo  ftrongly  convinced  of  the  necefHty  of 
this  feverity,  fince  five  men  of  the  3&th  regiment^  difcovered  yef- 
terday  in  the  aA  of  plundering,  have  a£lualiy  been  condemned  to 
death  by  a  court-martial,  which  fentence,  out  pf  humanity  only, 
his  Highnefs  mitigated  into  a  lefs  fevere  puniftimcnt.  His  High- 
nefs, in  order  to  prevent  Ajch  diihoriourable  exccflcs  fpr  the  fu- 
ture, orders,  that  hereafter,  whenever  a  foldier  fbould  be  detected 
in  the  aA  of  plundering,  the  Provofl  Marihal,  with  his  ai&ftants, 
is  charged  to  execute  the  offender  iupon  thp  fpot;  and,  in  cafcof 
the  abfence  of  the  Provofl^  that  ihecriminali  inlleadof  .heisghang-

Maf^Y^  id,  by  their  negle^,  the  depredations  fhouM  continue, 
which^  by  this  getieiiil  order^  his  Royal  Highnefs  endeavours  to

AT  a  time  when  I  only  wifli  to  declare  to  you  certain  truths, 
which  may  ferve  to  quiet  your  minds,  and  when  I  only  rc- 
qoiie  of  you  to  hear  me,  my  unremitting  attention  to  the  concerns 
rf  the  public  entitles  me  to  your  attention,  and  your  own  intereft 
bthe  public  tranquillity  aflures  me  I  fhall  obtain  it. 

I  am  well  aware  that  venal  and  infeSed  writers  will  employ 
tbemfelves  in  defcribing  the  events  of  this  war,  in  terms  of  defpe- 
lation,  and  that  Wanderers  and  audacious  people  will  reprefent  the 
foice  of  the  enemy  as  irreilftible.  I  know  alfo  that  traitors  to 
God,  the  King,  and  to  the  public,  will  neglect  no  means  of  fpread- 
ing  their  deteftable  principles,  and  reprefent  them  to  you  as  pfac« 
ticahle  ones.  I  know  alfo  that  there  will  not  want  many  corrupt 
fjpics,  who  will  reprefent,  (as  things  eafy  to  be  obtained)  difficul- 
ties which  are  infuperable ;  but  at  the  fame  time  I  am  fully  con« 
meed  of  your  loyalty,  and  the  King  is  convinced  of  it  too,  and  he 
relies  on  it  as  a  defence  againd  the  impetuous  torrent  of  their  mad- 
nefs. 

Uo  you  know  the  real  ftate  of  our  forces  ?  They  are  fufficient 
not  only  to  repel,  but  to  annihilate  entirely  the  enemy  as  foon  as 
all  the  reinforcements  for  the  army  are  concentrated,  which  are 
now  marching  with  the  greateft  difpatch,  and  are  ihfpired  with 
more  ardour  to  meet  the  enemy  than  to  remain  ina&ive. 

I^aniards,  there  are  cnly  20,coo  men,  weak  and  undifciplined 
troops>  who  can  maintain  the  war  againd  us  on  the  detedable 
frontiers  of  the  French  at  Navarre  and  Bifcay;  nw  can  there  pof* 
fibly  be  more,  owing  to  the  prefent  condition  of  their  country.

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The  allied  iarmies  occupy  part iculady  their  attention^  atia  m  ^*^ 
portion  as  the  French  armies  appear  to  increafc,.  their  eflfeAivc 
force  really  decreafes;  The  tyrants  who  govern  France  oAiy  ob- 
tain a  forced  obedience  from  the  army  ;  the  ravages  of  death  and 
the  guillotine  are  the  meand  by  Which  they  obtain  it,  but.  at  the 
feme  time  there  are  refotirces  to  fpread  amotigft  them  t^rar  and 
defperation.  The  French  already  are  Convinced  that  there  cxift 
no  longer  amongft  them  the  facted  rights  of  property^'  atid  that 
Juftice  has  difappeared,  and  that  under  the  pretext  of  the  good  of 
mankind,  they  perceitre  they  are  only  enflaving  them.  Unfortu- 
nately, feveral  of  oiir  unhappy  countrymen  are  already  in  that 
fituation.  The  enemy  have  not  left  one  fingle  inhabitant  in  pof- 
feffion  of  his  freedom  in  all  the  places  where  they  have  penetrated; 
nor  is  that  to  be  wondered  at :  fuch  a  licentionfn^fs  is  the  ceftain- 
confequence  of  their  (hamelefs  veracity  ;  but  tjnderftaud  this^  atid" 
you  will  be  convinced  of  the  infufficiency  of  their  arms. 

Can  you  poffibly  imagine  that  20,000  men  can  overturn  oiif 
country 3^  if  we  refolve  to  extirpate  tlie  enemy  ?  Read  oiir  hiftories,* 
and  in  them  yoti  will  fitid  an  anfwer  to  that  queftion  in  the  innu- 
merable deeds  of  valoiir  performed  by  cur  glorious  anceftors,  whd 
defended  in  all  ages  tiieir  colmtry,  in  feverdl  fitiiations  mott  criti- 
cal than  the  prefent.  Their  prefent  invafiori  is  not  furprifing^ 
conildering  the  openncfs  of  the  country  ;  but  they  can  no  longer 
promifc  themfelves  any  farther  progrefs,  as  the  mountainous  coun^ 
try  now  before  them  will  nccelTnrily  (top  therii ;  befides,  you  may. 
rely  on  the  a£livity  of  our  general^  who  will  not  fuffer  them  to 
remain  in  poffeflion  of  that  traft  of  our  country  which  they  have: 
ufurped,  any  loiiger  than  he  finds  it  convenient ;  but  as  foon  as  he 
Ihall  refolve  to  dellroy  them,  he  will  accomplifti  their  deftrtiftioni. 
Diflipate,  therefore,  all  thefe  fears  which  may  etren  liaVe  aflFefted 
you,  but  at  the  fame  time  make  one  great  effort  to  preferve  your 
property.  Thecaufeof  Cjod  and  his  holy  law  commands  you  to 
do  it.  Neither  ought  you  to  expeft  that  your  fields  will  produce 
any  thing  till  you  make  thefe  efforts  in  defence  of  God  and  his 
holy  law.  God  will  aflift  and  he  will  fight  for  you.  Implore 
Cnccrely  his  aliiftance,  to  obtain  which  1  have  already  ordered 
public  prayers  to  be  made. 

But  notwithftanding  all  this,  do  not  defpair,  nor  believe  we  are 
in  the  lad  extremity  ;  we  do  not  want  means  to  oppofe  the  public 
enemy.  The  King  will  crufh  their  pride  at  the  head  of  his  Ca- 
tholic army,  I'hc  Almighty  will  ft  retch  forth  his  fword  ofvenj. 
gcance  againft  the  violators  of  his  holy  name !  Your  Sovereign 
relics  on  the  loyalty  of  Spaniards,  which  he  endeavours  to  com- 
penfate  by  diminifhing,  as  far  as  it  is  confiftent  with  his  royal 
fplendour,'  the  cxpenfes  of  his  court  and  houfehold,  to  prevent  the 
neccfliiy  of  laying  on  more  taxes.

indefiitigable  vigilance^  let  Us  follow  his  illudrious  example  in  en- 
ilfeavouring  to  promote  the  public  welfare,  and  let  every  one  per* 
form  hia  tefpedive  duties,  by  which  means  we  ihall  redore  and  re« 
tftdblifli  the  public  happincfs.

Mir^Js  of  the  National  Convention  to  the  French  People^  decried  gn 
the  gth  of  O^ober  1794,  and  ordered  to  be  printed* 

FRENCHMEN,  in  the  midft  of  your  triumphs,  your  ruin  Is 
meditated;     Certain  perverfemen  would  raife  the  tomb  of  li- 
berty in  the  bofom  of  France.     To  be  filent,  we  ftiould  betray 
ourlelves^  and  the  moft  facred  of  duties  is  to  enlighten  you  in  the 
jperils  which  furroundyou. 

Your  moft  dangerous  foes  are  not  thofe  fatellites  6f  defpotifmt 
Whom  you  are  accuftomed  to  vanquifh,  but  their  perfidious  emif- 
faries,  who>  mingling  among  you,  combat  your  independence  by 
impofitien  and  by  calumny. 

The  heirs  of  the  crimes  of  Robefpierre,  and  of  all  the  confpira-^ 
tors  whom  you  have  overthrown,  labour  in  every  fenfe  to  miflead 
the  republic  ;  and  covered  with  various  mafks,  they  feek  to  lead  you 
tea  counter-revolution  through  the  diforders  of  anarchy. 

Such  is  thecharafler  of  thofe  whom  ambition  pufties  on  to  ty^ 
tanny.  They  proclaim  their  principles  \  they  decorate  them felves 
with  fentiments  which  they  have  not.  They  call  themfel'^cs  the 
iriends  of  the  people,  and  they  afpire  only  to  authority.  They 
talk  only  of  the  rights  of  the  people— they  ftrive  only  to  wreft  them 
from  their  hands.

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Frenchmen,  you  will  fufFer  yourfelves  no  longer  to  "be  deluded 
by.  thefe  fallacious  infinuations  :  inftru^led  by  experience  yoa 
"Cvill  be  deceived  no  more.  The  evil  has  pointed  out  the  remedy. 
You  were  oathe  point  of  falling  into  the  fnare  of  the  wicked — the 
Republic  was  about  to  perifh — you  merely  exclaimed  "  Vive  la 
>*  Convention!'*  the  wicked  were  confounded  and  the  Republic 
favcd. 

Remernbcr,  that  fo  long  as  the  people  and  the  convention  arc 
one,  the  attempts  of  the  enemies  of  liberty  will  expire  at  yOur  feet, 
as  the  foam  of  the  ocean  breaks  upon  the  rock. 

Reftored  to  your  priftine  energy,  you  will  no  more  fuiier  a. few 
individuals  to  impofe  on  your  reafon,  and  you  will  not  forget  that 
the  greateit  misfortune  of  a  people  is  a  continual  agitation.  They 
know  this  well  who  w^ould  drive  you  from  the  flumbef  of  death  into 
the  arms  of  tyranny. 

Rally  at  the  voice  of  your  reprefcntatives.  You  will  never  lofc 
fight  of  this  truth,  that  the  aflurance  of  liberty  is  at  once  in  the 
fofte  of  the  people,  and  in  its  re-union  to  the  government  which 
has  merited  his  confidence. 

On  our  fide,  the  Convention,  conftant  in  its  courfe,  fupported 
by  the  will  of  the  people,  will  maintain  by  reforming  it,  that  go- 
vernment which  has  faved  the  Republic. 

Yes,  we  fwear — we  will  remain  at  our  poft  until  the  confum- 
mation  of  the  revolution  ;  until  that  hour  when  the  triumphant 
Republic  giving  the  law  to  its  enemies,  fhall  be  able  to  enjoy  in  the 
fecurity  of  viftory,  thofe  fruits  of  a  conftitution,  as  folid  as  the 
peace  they  (hall  have  impofed. 

We  fliall  know  how  io  fpare  error  and  to  ftrike  only  at  crime: 
Be  inexorable  to  immorality.  The  immoral  man  ought  to  be  rc- 
je£led  by  fociety  as  a  dangerous  element,  corruptible  by  his  na- 
ture, and  therefore  always  ready  to  rally  around  confpiracy. 

Your  reprefentatives  will  not  fufiir  the  public  functions  to  be 
excrcifedby  others  than  the  true  friends  of  the  people — they  will 
baniilh  far  from  them  the  perfidious  who  talk  of  the  rights  of  the 
people  only  to  engrofs  them. 

,  After  having  thus  ex prelled  its  folicitude,  manifefted  its  thoughts 
and  intentions,  the  National  Convention  ilates  to  the  French  pcio- 
ple  thofe  facned  principles  and  eternal  truths  the  central  force  of 
•their  union. 

A  nation  cannot  govern  itfelfby  the  flexible  decifions  of  caprice, 
the  fporl  of  the  pallions — it  is  by  the  authority  only  of  the  laws 
that  it  can  do  fo. 

The  laws  are  the  fecurities  for  our, rights.  This  precious  fecu*- 
rity  is  fought  by  man,  when  he  enters  political  aflbciations.  This 
they  afFof  d  hioi  by  the  aid  of  government,  which  contains  the  ch 
tizcn  in  the  circle  of  his  duties* 
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Every  thing  which  would  violate  thofe  rights  is  a  crime  againft* 
the  focial  organization.  Individual  liberty  mufl  have  no  bounds, 
except  where  it  trenches  upon  the  liberty  of  others.  The  law 
muft  afcertain,  and  mark  thofe  boundaries.  \ 

Property  muft  be  facred.     Far  from  us  be  thofe  fyftems  diftated 
by  immorality  and  idlenefs,  that  ereft  into  fyftera  the  commiifion* 
of  theft,  and  diminifh  the  falutary  horror  it  infpircs.     Let  the 
power  of  the  law  therefore  fecure  our  property,  as  it  fecures  th^ 
other  rights  of  the  citizen.  ^ 

But  who  fhould  eftablilh  the  law?  The  people  alone,  by  the 
organ  of  thofe  reprefentatives  to  whom  it  has  delegated  this  power* 
No  particular  authority — no  re-union  is  the  people— nor  can  it 
\Qif  nor  even  fpeak  in  its  name. 

•  If  any  audacious  hand  (hould  attempt  to  fcize  the  rights  of  th© 
people  upon  the  altar  of  the  country,  the  Convention  will  difcover 
with  greater  eagernefs  their  delegated  power  to  the  ufurper,  as 
they  owe  an  account  to  the  people  of  the  attacks  made  upon  its 
fovcreignty.  -\ 

In  their  firmnefs  the  National  Convention  will  not  depart  from 
wifdom — they  will  attend  to  all  remonftrance,  but  they  will  not 
fuffer  the  right  to  enlighten  and  admonifh,  to  become  a  means  of 
oppreffion  and  debafement — nor  that  any  voice  (hall  be  louder 
than  that  of  the  national  reprefentation. 

Againft  the  intriguers,  and  thofe  who  yet  may  regret  royalty^ 
they  will  preferve  the  moft  vigorous  pofture.  They  will  main^ 
tain  the  meafures  of  fecurity,  which  the  public  fafety  demands  x 
hx  they  will  never  confent  to  their  arbitrary  extenfion,  and  that 
fufpicion  fhould  be  a  fource  of  calamity.  * 

Frenchmen,  confider  as  your  enemies  all  thofe  who  attack j^^ 
obliquely  or  direftly,  the  liberty,  the  equality,  the  unity,  and  the 
ifldivifibility  of  the  Republic. 

Fly  thofe  who  fpeak  to  you  of  blood  and  fcaffblds  inceffantly, 
thofe  exclufive  patriots,  enriched  by  the  revolution,  who  dread 
the  operation  of  juftice,  and  who  reckon  upon  finding  their  fafety 
in  confufion  and  anarchy. 

Efteem  and  fearch  out  thofe  laborious  and  modeft  men,  thofe 
good  and  pure  beings,  who  fly  from  public  employments,  and* 
who  praSife  inceflantly,  without  oflentation,  the  republican 
virtues. 

Never  lofe  fight  of  this  axiom,  that  if  a  rapid  and  violent  move- 
ment is  neceflary  to  make  a  revolution,  calmnefs  and  prudence 
muft  terminate  it.  Unite  yourfelves  about  one  common  center, 
the  love  and  rcfpedl  for  theiaws. 

Behold  your  brave  brethren  in  arms,  they  fet  you  the  example 
of  that  fublime  obedience  in  their  fubmiflion  and  devotion.  Their 
glorv  is  to  attend  to  the  voice  of  their  leaders  ;  they  blefs  incef- 
Wly  the  decrees  of  the  Convention';  they  fuffetj  and  caft  th© 
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lluifortune  \ijpon  circuthftance ;  if  they  peri(b|  their  laft  cxclamt* 
tion  is  for  the  Republ  ic. 

And  you,  in  the  bofom  of  towns  and  villages,  will  you  fuffer 
yourfelves  to  be  agitated  by  vain  debates  ?  Will  you  throw  into 
your  aflemblies  obftacles  which  njay  retard  the  triumphant  march 
of  the  revolution? 

O  Frenchmen !  what  grief  will  it  be  for  you,  what  fatbfa&ion 
for  your  enemies,  to  fee  France  vifiorions  without,  and  torn  to 
pieces  within!  No,  they  (ball  not  have  that  crud  plcafurc.— - 
What  the  Convention  has  done  in  the  armies,  they  will  do  in  the 
bofom  of  the  Republic. 

The  warlike  virtues  produce  the  hero ;  the  domeftic  virtues  form 
the  citizen  ;  and  they  are  thefe  virtues,  fuftained  and  fortified  by 
an  invincible  attachment  to  republican  principles,  which  perpetu- 
ate in  a  generous  nation  that  facred  6re,  that  grand  chara^terj 
ivhich  has  made  the  French  people  the  firft  in  the  yniverfe. 

Citizens,  all  the  virtuous  muft  concur  in  the  eftablifliment  of 
a  republic.  You  have  exerted  by  turns,  force,  for  the  demoli'<i 
tion  of  the  Baftile  and  the  throne — the  patience  to  fupport  the 
^vils  infeparable  from  a  great  revolution — the  courage  to  repulfe 
your  barbarous  invaders.  The  time  is  arrived  to  conquer  youf 
enemies  again  by  firmnefs  and  wifdom.  Calm  muft  fucceed 
to  fo  many  ftorms.  The  veifel  of  the  republic,  beaten  fo  oft 
by  the  tempcft,  touches  at  length  upon  the  (hore.  Beware  how 
you  repulfe  it  once  more  among  the  breakers.  Permit  it  to  ap» 
proach  the  port,  preffing  with  a  tranquil  courfe  an  obedient 
ocean,  in  the  midlt  of, the  tranfports  of  a  people  free,  happy, 
and  triumphant.

He  has  lamented  the 
cxaftions  of  fome  individuals  unworthy  of  the  French  name,  and 
would  have  put  a  ftop  to  them  fooner,  if  obftacles  had  not  retard- 
ed his  march*  He  has  made  every  other  confideration  give  way 
(o  that  of  fending  you  a  part  of  his  troops,  who  habituated  to  con« 
9uer,  are  alio  hi&ituatcd  to  obey,  and  to  fraternife  with  the  inha-^ 

bitant 
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biUnts  of  the  countries  they  traverfe.  He  reckons,  therefore,  on 
the  grand  police.  Let  confidence  revive  !  I  (hall  do  every  thing 
in  my  power  to  proteft  you  from  the  ravages  of  war.  Denounce 
to  me  courageoully  the  difturbers  of  your  repofe»  the  violators  of 
your  perfons  or  property.  If  any  fuch  be  found,  you  (hall  have 
the  moil  fpeedy  juftice  upon  them.  Let  us  be  united,  and,  amid 
the  horrors  of  a  war  undertaken  for  the  liberty  of  a  nation  that 
wars  only  againft  tyranny,  you  will  {pe  e(labli(hed  the  reign  of 
that  concord  and  quiet  which  the  whole  human  race  mull  one  day 
epjoy.

General  Compere,  commandant  of  the  advanced  guard  of  the 
right  wing  of  the  army  of  the  North,  to  the  inhabitant*  of  the 
city  of  Gueldres  and  it  dependencies. 

THE  French  troops,  in  taking  pofTeflion  of  your  territory, 
bring  with  them  no  hoftile  intentions  towards  the  inhabi- 
j  tints.  Tliey  make  war  only  upon  tyrants  and  their  fatellites.-— > 
They  know  how  to  refpeS  the  opinions,  political  and  religious, 
the  morals,  ufages,  miniilers,  and  forms  of  wor(hip  of  the  coun* 
trks  they  enter.  Be  tranquil,  therefore  ;  baniih  the  alarms,  fears, 
and  gloomy  colours  which  the  perfidy  of  our  enemies  has  mixed 
up,  and  calumny  and  falfehoo^  diifeminated  refpeding  the  French 
republicans.  I  fay  again,  be  tranquil ;  be  confident ;  and  aifure 
yourfelves  that  I  (hall  negledl  none  of  the  means  the  law  has  put 
into  my  hands,  for  maintaining  the  beft  order,  the  moft  fevere 
difcipline,  among  the  troops  I  command  ;  and  that  they  are  dif- 
pofed  to  live  in  the  beft  and  moft  perfeA  underftanding  with  you.

nfages  and  cuftoms,  public  worfhip,  and,  in  general,  the  mode  of 
government,  (hall  be  refpeded  and  proteAed. 

I  therefore  call  upon  you,  warriors,  to  obferve  the  duty  which 
ihis  order  and  mutual  fx^ternit^  jppofe  upon^  yovv.    Tttax  \!tv^ 
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peaceable  inhabitants  of  thefc  countries  as  your  rcprcfentatives 
defire  and  order.  Magnanimity  and  honour  ought  to  be  your 
guides  in  the  glorious  career  you  are  purfuing,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants of  th*  countries  into  which  you  enter,  will  foon  be  yon^ 
trothers  and  friends.  Above  all,  difturb  not  their  ecclefiaftics 
and  nobles  who  flwll  peaceably  exercife  therr  fundions.  I  have  a 
firm  confidence,  citizens,  that  each  of  you  will  be  eager  to  ob-^ 
lerve  punftually  the  law  fct  forth  in  the.  prefent  order ;  but,  if. 
(contrary  to  all  expeflation,  any  perfon  ihould  violate  it  in  an]^ 
way  whatever,  he  will  infallibly,  and  without  hope  of  pafdoR}

It  was  therefore  deemed  prudent 
lioc  to  perfift  in  defence  of  a  territory  vvhich  is  but  of  litt)e'exteiiti 
in  comparifon  of  the  whole  of  the  Empire  ;  as  by  this  defence  of 
the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  the  army  of  his  Majefty  may  be  expofed 
to  a  check,  and  that  the  Pruilian  army,  after  the  example  of  that 
of  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  Ihould  likcwife  make  their  retreat  acrofa 
the  Rhine, 


The  Natidnal  Convention  of  France^  after  having  heard  the  United 
Committees  of  Public  and  General  Safety  and  i^cgiflationy  decreedy

HTHE  maglftrates  of  the  city  of  Amfterdam  having  perceived 
^  that  fome  evil -minded  perfons  thought  proper  to  fprcad  dif- 
ferent falfe  reports,  and  to  trouble  the  minds  of  the  ignorant  and 
timid  inhabitants,  from  which  it  might  eafily  refult,  that  they 
woqld  be  perfiiaded  to  (ign  petitions  or  addreifes  to  the  regency  erf 
this  city,  with  a  view  of  prefenting  them  to  the  burgo-ma(lers, 
and  which  reqnefts  would  have  no  other  tendency  than  to  incom- 
mode the  lawful  regency  in  its  free  deliberations  on  the  prefent 
circumftances  of  affairs,  and  to  make  them  lofe  entirely  the  con- 
fidence of  the  good  burghers  of  this  city  : 

The  faid  magiftrates  therefore  exhort  before-hanJ,  every  one 
to  be  circumfpedl  and  prudent,  and  not  to  fufFer  himfelf  to  be 
toifled  by  alarming  fpeechcs,  nor  to  be  perfuaded  into  actions,  of 
which  they  cannot  fufficiently  forefee  the  confequences ;  and  far- 
ther, to  prevent  troubles,  they  warn  and  command  every  body,  by 
thefe  prefents,  not  to  join  in  making  addreifes  calculated  to  inter- 
fere in  the  adminiftration  of  public  affairs,  under  pain  that  thofe 
who  (hall  be  found  to  tranfgrefs  in  this  particular,  (hall  be  dealt 
with  according  to  the  utmoft  rigour  of  the  law.

Report  of  the  Committee  cf  Public  Safety  on  the  Principle  wbieb  tb$ 
french  Republic  ought  to  adapt  in  her  diplomatic  Syjictn,  ntade  i% 
^be  Convention  in  N^^mber,  I794f  by  EJchaJferiaux  the  Elder* 

WHILST  a  great  nation  is  occupied  in  extinguiihing  defpo* 
tifm  by  the  valour  of  her  mrms,  and  in  ei^abtifhing  unir 
verf^I  liberty  by  the  wifdom  of  her  laws,  a  duty  of  no  flight  im- 
I^Oftance  is  iropofed  upon  us.  We  will  proceed  to  inquire  intq 
ihe  vaiious  principles  which  have  been  produced  by  the  revdlu- 
tioo,  or  adopted  in  confequence  of  it.  We  fhall  examine  whe* 
tiler  the  diplomatic  fyflem  ought  to  be  a£led  upon^  or  wtvetbor  it

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o  Mt  fo  rt^ughafit  td  the  genuine  principles  of  a  republican  goS 
tonment^  as  to  render  theit  co-^exiflence  incompatible. 

In  abfolate  monarchies  this  fyftem  has  obtained  the  appellation 
rf«  Poiicy,**  aided  by  «  Stale  Neceffity/'    This  l>olicy,  ft*r 
three  fuccelllve  centuries,  has  kept  Europein  i  Rztt  of  perpetuait 
'Wirfarcr  and  extended  its  baneful  efTects  to  the  remoteft  parts  of 
die  world.     InFrance  this  fyfteih  fubjeded  the  life,   the  liberty^ 
and^the  property  of  the  people  to  the  will  or  caprice  of  their  ty- 
xants*     By  human  ingenuity,  and  the  corruption  of  courts,  an  in- 
tricate, though  profound  fcience,  has  been  produced.     It  derives 
not  its  origin  from  the  pure  and  fimple  ages  of  antiquityi — It 
would  have  been  exiled  from  the  ancient  Republics.     It  is  the  ofl^ 
fpring  of  defpotifm,  and  had  its  exiftence  in  monarchies  of  modern 
Aate.    Thefe  monarchical  governments  uniformly  endeavoured  ta" 
enflave  all  mankind. — ^This  fcience  was  not  the  produdion  of  phi- 
kfophers  ;  the  fubje£l  of  philofophv  is  the  happinefs  of  man.     It 
is  not  an  invention  of  the  people  ;  but  it  is  their  blood  which*,  has 
kd  tyrants  to  the  difcovery,  and  it  became  their  political  code. 
The  fcience  I  allude  to  is  the  diplomatic  fyftem.     Now  that  xht 
French  people  have  annihilated  thoTe  prejudices-  which  were  (6 
oonducive  to  the  exiftence  of  flavery — now  that  they  have  recog- 
nized in  their  laws  thofe  eternal  maxims,  which  are  founded  in 
leafon  and  nature,  it  is  incumbent  on  them  to  regenerate  their  opi- 
nions with  refpe£t  to  the  management  of  public  affairs,  and  to 
come  to  a  decinon  on  a  fubjed  of  the  greatell  magnitude  and  im- 
portance. 

We  now  come  to  our  purpofe,  namely,  an  inveftigatlon  of  what 
has  hitherto  been  denominated  "  The  Diplomatic  Syftcm."  We 
lliall  the&  obferve  upon  its  properties,  and  confider  whether  it  be 
compatible  with  reafon  and  juftice. 

In  order  to  make  apparent  the  confpiracies  of  defpots  againft 
the  liberties  of  mankind,  we  mud  take  a  furvey  of  the  interior  of 
their  cabinets.     In  thefe  arcana^  will  be  found  in  embryo  all  thofe 
meafures  which  decide  the  fate  of  nations.     Now  is  the  time  fot 
the  friends  of  liberty  to  grapple  with  all  the  maxims  and  infttiu- 
tions  which  are  holtile  to  the  happinefs  of  the  people,  and" not  to 
reiinqiiiih  the  confliA  until  they  be  c^cterminated.     Nations  in  a 
ihte  of  barbarity  have  no  diplomatic  fyftem.     They  preferve  theif 
cziftence  and  independence  by  force  of  arms  )  and  this  is  the  na- 
ture of  their  communications  with  foreign  nations.     Among  the 
ancient  Romans,  the  only  treaties  were  in  the  nature  of  laws  im^ 
pofed  hy  the  conqueror  on  the  conquered.     A  few  trearie;s  of  alli<* 
aoce,  ftill  extant,  are  the  only  fragments  whence  we  can  colled 
any  inforniatioa  refpeding  the  principles  on  Which  the  more  an* 
cient  Republics  a£led,  inftead  c^  the  modern  diplomatic  fyftem* 
Time  has  deftroyed,  pr  cohfigoed  to  obIivion,~the  politics  of  anci« 
tut  monarQhi^. :  Tlttj  fumilflbL  us  Mrith  litttc  mort  than  a  deuil  of 
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jreyolutrens  and  conquefts.  £?ery  defpot  either  oppreffis^afiddiBft' 
ftroyed  his  fubje£U,  or  exhaufted  their  fubftancc  in  foreign  cod- 
^uefts.  In  order  to  find  the  origin  of  **  State  Policy/'  we  .ttuft 
•revert  to  ages  comparatively  moderi>«  It  is  only  aniohg  the  princes 
of  Europe  and  their  niinifters  that  this  perfidious  art  has  been  iu'* 
vented,  which,  by  common  confent,  has  been  diflnigniihed  by  the 
appellation  of  the  *^  Diplomatic  Syftem/' 

Two  epochs  have  been  eminently  diftinguifiied  ferlhe  rtign  of 
policy.  The  firft  was  that  in  which  the  frantic  ambition  of  the 
Popes  threatened  the  fubj  ligation  of  the  world  to  papal  tyranny. 
Thoy  founded  their  pretenfions  in  the  impious  dofb'ine  of  Divine 
Rights^  OHce  the  terror,  but  now  the  fcorn  of  mankind.  Trick 
and  delufion  were  the  weapons  of  the  now  defpicable  tynmli  of 
Rome.  Slavery  and  menul  degradation,  and  moral  turpitude,  art 
the  eiFe£ts  of  their  labours.  It  is  the  province  of  hiftory  to  record 
the  profligacy  of  the  rulers,  and  the  misfortunes  of  the  people. 
Charles  V«  and  Francis  I.  thofe  rivals  in  profligacy  and  imbecil* 
lity,  diftinguiflied  the  other  asra.  Ambition,  which  firft  induced 
the  tyrant  to  carry  the  French  arms  into  Italy,  had  previoufly  in- 
troduced that  fpirit  of  craft,  cunning,  and  intrigue,  which  itiflo- 
enced  a  horde  of  petty  princes,  who  quarrelled  about  the  partition 
4>f  the  Roman  eippire.  Machiavelj  whofe  difpoiition  was  origi- 
nally republican,  by  an  intercourfe  with  his  cotemporaries,  whe 
confpired  againftthe  liberties  of  mankind,  foon  became  a  profelyte 
to  their  ryllem,and  defcribed  in  glowing  colours  the  theory  of  the 
criminal  policy  in  queftion. 

'  The  two  defpots,  who,  for  a  feries  of  years,  contrived  to  impli- 
cate in  their  fute  that  of  all  Europe,  (lamped  on  court  policy  that, 
fort  of  conlcquence  which  a  habitual  courfe  of  infamy  commonly 
produces  in  an  enthufiadic  imagination.  Thefe  ambitioitf 
princes,  thefe  fcourges  of  the  earth,  contrived  to  make  the  other 
defpots  parties  in  their  quarrel,  united  for  the  firft  time  the  inte* 
relts  of  ihe  Noith  and  the  South  in  favour  of  the  houfes  ofAuftria 
and  France,  propagated  this  political  mania,  which  fuddenly  in- 
fedled  both  kings  and  their  minidcrs.  The  Mcdicis,  the  Guifes, 
and  the  Mazarins,  educated  from  their  infancy  in  all  the  chicanery 
of  the  Italian  fydem  of  policy,  unhappily  for  France,  inlinuated 
themfelves  into  the  favour  of  a  profligate  court,  and,  by  theexer-^ 
cifeof  that  execrable  policy,  eventually  fucceeded  in  ellablifhing 
the  diplomatic  fyftem  throughout  Europe.  Before  the  crafty  Ma- 
2arin,  the  fanguinary  Richlieu,  having  completely  gained  the  af- 
ccndancy  over  a  weak  antd  pufillanimous  prince,  contrived,  by  in- 
trigue too,  to  carry  the  terror  and  infamy  of  his  charadicr  into  fo- 
reign courts.  From  a  firange  coincidence  of  minute  circuin* 
fiances  during  the  war  for  the  fucccilion,  the  efficacy  of  court  po- 
licy was  afcertaincd  and  eflablifhed.  In  that  war,  one  of  the  iinelt 
]tij)^'d(»ii$  in  Europe  was  expofed  to  the  rapacity  of  tyrants  ;  th# 

real 
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leal  fixotivies  of  ik)litlcians,  and  the  jarring  interefts  of  the  difiereiii 
•ouitSy  became  apparent*  The  length  ot  the  ftni^Ie,  and  the  un- 
certainty of  its  eVent^  appalled  the  hopes,  and  paliied  the  ciForts  of 
the  coaspetitors  ;  and  in  tbefe  circumftances  originated  the  dipto- 
mtic  Ijitem. 
I  Sublequent  to  that  period  this  horrid  fciencei  the  offspring  of 
tyranny,  has  uniformly  been  the  rule  of  adion,  and  AiperfedecTthe 
rights  of  nature,  which  are  truly  the  rights  of  man,  whether  he  re- 
gain in  aftate  of  nature,  or  live  in  a  ftate  of  civilization.  In 
conformity  to  this  fyftem  peace  is  violated,  war  carried  on,  treaties 
entered  into,  revenge  meditated,  aggrandizement  of  territory  pro- 
jeded,  rrvalfiiip  produced,  the  humiliation  and  deftruflion  of  a 
rival  fuggefted,  confederacies  formed,  lines  of  demarkation  drawn. 
Atone  time  univerfal  monarchy  is  the  obje£t,  at- another  the  ex- 
tihfiionof  it,  under  pretext  of  prcferving  the  balance  of  power, 
that  inexhauftible  fource  of  evaiion,  interference,  and  hoftility.  A 
ttnSL  adherence  to  this  principle,  however  difaftrous  the  confe* 
t[iiences  to  the  people,  is  confidered  as  a  fufficient  juftiiication  for 
the  condudl  of  courts  or  minifters.  Under  the  feudal  fyftem,  the 
powerful  took  advantage  of  the  impotent,  and  the  ignorant  forged 
chains  for  fucceeding  ages,  and  the  fubtle  policy  of  courts  rivetted 
diofe  chains*  It  is  the  province  of  philoiophy  to  inveftigate  the 
caufes  of  our  misfcM-tunes,  to  point  out  thofe  caufes  which  have 
conduced  the  people  from  one  fpecies  of  ilavery  to  another,  to 
avenge  their  loit  rights,  to  repair  the  injuries  incurred  by  time  and 
revolutions,  and,  in  a  word,  to  expofe  a  long  train  of  evils  pro* 
ihiced  by  the  policy  of  courts. 

Let  us  take  a  review  of  the  vaft  theatre  of  Europe,  and  conflder 
the  principal  events  of  the  laft  three  centuries.  What  is  the  con« 
fequence  ?  In  general  we  find  the  people  difpirited,  and  ready  to 
fink  under  the  preflure  of  tyrannical  governments,  communities 
confiding  of  flaves  and  defpots.  In  the  other  parts  of  the  world  a 
fimilar  fyftem  is  adopted,  under  different  modifications.  We  ob- 
fcrve  war  defolating  and  ftaining  the  very  foil,  and  treaties  no 
fooner  made  than  violated  ;  craft,  cunning,  deception,  intrigue, 
and  ufurpation  reduced  to  a  fyftem  in  every  cabinet ;  perfidy  car* 
riedonby  the  minifters  of  different  courts  on  all  occafions  ;  dif- 
cord  and  revenge  inftilled  Into  the  minds  of  the  people,  in  order  to 
make  them  fubfervient ;  men,  taught  by  nature  to  efteem  one  ano- 
ther, fighting  and  fhedding  each  other's  blood  to  gratify  the  caprice 
^f  their  rulers  ;  territories  invaded,  plundered,  and  partitioned  ; 
inhabitants  torn  from  their  peaceful  fire-fides,  and  marched  fome 
thoufands  of  miles  to  make  aggreffions  on  diftant  pofteifions, 
merely  to  promote  the  ambitious  proje£ts  of  their  chiefs;  the 
blood  and  treafure  of  thofe  very  people,  perhaps  facrificed  in  turn 
to  the  ambition  of  individuals,  whofe  obje£i  is  conqueft  and  ex- 
termination ;  and  finally,  we  obferve  dilEmulation  and  circumven- 
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thm  reduced  to  the  ptvcifion  of  a;  fcicMek  Siioii  is  the  pifbiW 
which  hiftory  fiirnHhes  for  the  cOotcmpUtion  of  the  phslofbplMn 
What  can  be  the  caufe  of  all  thofe  calamities?  It  is  becauTe  mea 
have  hitheito  held  their  rights  by  a  very  flondfcr  tepure.  The  oatf 
fecurity  they  had  for  their  peace  and  liberty,,  was  the  caprice  aad 
plighted  faith  of  men  who  had  an  intereft  in  keeping  them,  id 
))ondage.  To  fuch  men,  the  cuftody  and  difpofal  of  all  that  is 
valuable  in  life  were  confided  ;  becaufe  either  a  policy  founded  oa 
deiufion  and  cotnpuUion  fuperfeded  the  exercife  of  their  imprefcjrip«- 
lible  rights,  or  the  law  of  nature  and  of  nations  lay  dormant  in 
books,  or  was  only  known  to  men  of  learning,  and  becaufe  ty> 
ranny  has  in  all  ages  been  anxious  to  perpetuate  its  reign  ;  becaufe 
defpicable  authors  fold  their  labours  to  defpots^and  recognized  the 
principles  of  flavery ;  became,,  when  prejudice  and  age  have 
crept  upon  people,  no  human  exertion  can  extricate  them.  Ten 
fucceffive  centuries  of  fluvery  have  juft  completed  their  courfe» 
Where  is  the  man  who,  durihg  that  iron  age,  ventured  to  vin- 
dicate the  rights  of  man.  ^  What  monument,  ereCted  in  that 
period,  bears  the  fmalleO:  infcciption  of  liberty  ?  Where  are  the 
records  and  public  a£ts  which  recogniaae  or  aflert  thofe  rights? 
Where  are  the  treaties  which  contain- a  ftipulation  on  the  part  of 
the  people  for  their  inalicna.ble  rights?  Wheiie  are  the  alliances 
which  bear  tefiimony  of  the  union  and  barnrony  which  fubiifted 
between  any  two  gi.veii  nations  ?  Thofe  that  have  efcaped  the 
ravages  of  tijue^  fiirnifh  us  with  a  contrail:  between  the  infolence 
of  power  and  the  fubmiflloo  of  imbeciility,  a  contrail  between 
defpotifm  and  flavery,  and  the  remote  caufes  of  all  the  wars, 
upon  the  continent.  They  were  a  fubterfugc  for  all  the  ran- 
cour and  paffions  incident  to  crowned  heads..  Where  is  the 
treaty  that  remained  facred,  after  the  party  was  confident  he 
might  violate  it  wirii  impunity?  War,  deftruftive  war,  has 
drenched  every  country  with  human  blood.  There  is  no  nation 
that  has  never  wag^d  war  with  a  neighbouring  people.  Innn- 
merable  treaties  prove  the  exiftencc  of  the  innumerable  warSj 
which  have  almoft  defolated  the  earth.  Ages  of  convulfion  but 
too  frequently  fucceed  a  Ihort  interval  of  tranquillity.  What 
has  then  produced  fo  many  difafters  and  revolutions  as  this  ua*> 
tuft,  infatuated  policy,,  which  conftantly  referring  to  certain 
mdividuals  the  exclufive  right  of  deciding  the  fate  of  nations 
and  of  rendering  the  world  fubfervient  to  their  wifhes  ? 

Study  hillory,  that  faithful  pi6lure,  which  pourtrays  the  un- 
fecmly  policy  of  courtiers. — Their  latent  fprings  of  ad^ion  are 
there  expofed  to  public  view.  Rcavl  the  voluminous  corrcf- 
pondence  with  ambaffadors  at  different  courts.  In  thefe  com- 
munications the  art  of  deceiving  is  attempted  to  be  concealed 
under  the  moft  fafcinating  garb  that  urbanity  and  formality  of  a 
court  could  fuiniih.  Inveftigatc  the  condudl  of  thofe  minifiiers 
3  wha 
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who  difttftbed  the  wdfid  to  gt-atify  the  ambition  of  their  mafter. 
Contemplate  the  cabinets  which  have  been  nioft  in  the  habit  of 
including  treaties;  what  will  you  fee  there?  The  ambitioit 
^d  perfidj  of  an  individual.     The  rapacious  Charles  V.  almoft 
the  exclunve  pofieflbr  of  the  New  World,  deftroyed  the  liber- 
ties of  bis  own  country,  and  involved  Europe  in  war  to  give 
jndependeiice  to  five  or  fix  petty  States,  his  paternal  inheritance. 
A  miniver  afterwards  threw  ail  into  confiifion  to  diveft  his  de- 
focndants  of  their  pofleffions.     Every  court  became  apprehen- 
■five  of  danger.     Ambafiadors  appeared   in  groupcs. — Treaties 
^unmlatedi  and  becanle  abfolutely  necefTary  to  protra£t  the 
danger*     Twenty  different  armies  were  hurried  into  the  field  of 
batde.     Not  one  ba(f  cfcaped  with  life,  and  the  wounded  were 
ftill  more  numerous.     And  what  was  the  caufe  of  all  thcfe  ca* 
broities  which  hara^ed  and  deluged  Europe  with  blood  i  The 
whole  mufl  be  attributed  to  paffion,  to  prejudice,  to  revenge,  to 
a  court  favourite,  and  to  the  lufl  of  conquefl ! 

It  is  ftill  that  infatiable  thirfl  for  glory,  which  arrayed  in  all 
the  trappings  of  diplomatic  etiquette  gave  birth  to  thofe  politi* 
pd  alliances  which  till  the  prcfent  time  were  only  a  treaty  of 
defpot  with  a  defpot,  a  compad  between  pride  and  ambition, 
pot  intended  to  be  adhered  to  longer  than  it  ferved  the  purpofes 
irf  the  pootradting  parties.  In  (uch  negociations  the  private 
interefts  of  individuals  were  confulted  inllead  of  the  happinefs 
pnd  profperity  of  the  people.  Treaties  concluded  by  Kings  never 
9iTerte4  a  fingle  w^,  they  have  produced  a  thoufand.  The 
alliances  entered  into  by  dpfpotic  courts,  are  confpiracies  againft 
the  liberty  of  the  people.  What  torrents  of  blood  have  beei^ 
ihed  in  wars  of  ;|ggrandiaemeiit,  brought  on  by  the  ambition  and 
jarring  interefls  of  courts  !  Hpw  often  people  have  bled  in  wars^ 
of  fuccefioi^  which  not  unfrequently  terminated  in  placing  ai^ 
ideot  ppon  the  throne.  For  three  centnries  paft,  Europe  ha^ 
been  diflraded  by  difputes  between  the  family  of  Bourbon  and 
the  tyrapts  c^  Airftria.  Twenty  treaties,  at  leafl,  have  beei^ 
concluded  for  the  purpofe  of  adjufting  diifferences  between  thede* 
icendants  of  the  Capets  and  the  Princes  of  Germany,  and  twenty 
times  have  thofe  folemn  obligations  been  violated  by  ambition 
<ind  hereditary  pique.  Thefe  unhappy  alliances  were  ail  feale^ 
with  the  blood,  the  treafure,  the  rights,  and  liberties  of  the 
.  people.  In  Europe  the  only  clafies  of  inhabitants  were  tyrants^ 
(laves,  and  mifefable  vi(flims. 

The  projed  qf  eftabliihing  univerfal  monarchy  aroufed  the 
indignation)  and  called  forth  the  vigour  of  every  power  againfl 
Charles  V.  and  Louis  XIV,  At  two  di(tin6b  periods  the_ ro- 
mantic fyflem  adopted  by  thefe  monarchs  coft  Europe  not  leH^ 
^n  a  million  of  valuable  lives,  and  treafure  beyond  all  calcu- 
blion»— 'Their  rapacity  s^d  violence 'drore  their  opponents  to

t))€  laft  extfcraity,  and  obliged  tlieui  to  adopt  what  is  technicalljr 
.i^iled  *^  the  Balance  of  Power"-^a  fyfledi  which  lias  been  pro* 
diU(Slivc  of  infinite  mifchief !  It  has  produced  the  project  of 
partitioning^  and  Europe  has  actually  fa^n  formed  into  fe^tioni, 
one  ftate  op^ofed  to.another,  national  prejudices  inculcated,  and 
one  of  the  fineft  countries  in  the  world  fubje£ied  to  a  flate  of 
perpetual  warfare  and  political  fchifm:  and  yet*  the  couirtieri 
the  ambitious  mihifter,  the  venal  author,  and  the  contemptible 
parafite  diftinguiflied  this  political  equilibrium  by  the  chef- 
d'osuyre  of  diplomatic  negociation  and  found  policy^  The  phi- 
lofopher  contemplates  this  fyftem  with  regret,  becaufe  be  con- 
fiders  it  as  produ£live  of  innumerable  calamities.— ^1tan4iii|; 
armies  firft  introduced  the  fyflem  of  taxation  and  a  variety  of 
•  other  grievances.  This  pra£lice,  which  exhaufted  the  fubftance 
of  the  [>eople,  promoted  the  accumulating  avidity  and  corrup- 
tion of  governments.  It  produced  oppreflion,  bondage,  and  def- 
potifm  at  home,  difguft  and  jealoufy  among  neighbours,  prohir- 
bitions  and  reftriflion  upon  trade,  fan^lioned  indeed  by  policy, 
■hut  repugnant  to.reafon  ;  for  nature  defigned  commerce  to  oe 
the  inherent  right  of  all  nations. 

This  revolution,  which  recognized  military  governments,  is 
]>ecome  an  almoft  infuperable  obftacle  to  the  reftoration  of  liberty 
in  Europe,  and  this  is  an  cfFe£l  of  that  policy  which  has  hitherto 
influenced  the  conducSi:  of  the  particular  nations.  To  abandon 
thefe  nations  to  convuliions,  their  liberty  to  oppref&on,  their 
territory  to  the  depredations  of  tyrants,  are  not  the  moft  afflift^ 
ing  evils  that  have  been  produced.  What  (hall  we  fay  of  thofe 
alliances?  They  are  the  eiFc£ls  of  contention,  jealoufy,  and  the 
ambition  and  refentment  of  courts,  which  have  fo  often  threat- 
ened one  part  of  Europe  with  flavery,  and  devaftation  from 
another.  To  defend  fuch  unnatural  compadts  would  be  to  par*- 
ticipate  in  thefe  guilts  ;  they  refemble  thofe  viiitations  which 
arc  followed  by  death  and  deVaftation.  A  period  is  put  to  thefe 
fcourges,  when  they  have  confumed  what  they  preyed  upon,  and 
fwept  alike  animals  and  vegetation  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 
Thefe  treaties  furnifh  a  monftrous  affemblage  of  mifchief,  and 
their  provifions  are  diflblved  by  the  dcteftation  they  have  excited 
in  tlie  minds  of  the  people. 

Having  touched  on  the  policy  of  former  times,  we  now  pro- 
ceed to  obfervc  upon  the  conduA  of  the  royal  junto  fiocethe  re- 
volution. The  treaty  of  Pilnitz  is  the  firft  aft  of  atrocity  that 
ftrikes  our  attention.  To  us  that  Convention  appears  the  moft 
outrageous  and  abominable  confpiracy  againft  a  free,  fovereign  and 
independent  nation  that  ever  was  devifed  by  the  ingenuity  of  man. 
Pofterity  muft  view  it  with  difguft  and  abhorrence.  They  will 
prodnce  that  a£l  as  a  folemn  charge  of  accufation  againft  the  coa- 
Icfccd  defpots.    T^^if  graves  wUl  be  lanfacked^  and  their  diift 
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trodden  under  the  feet  of  liberty,  and  poftefity  will  avenge  the 
innocent  blood  that  was  fhed  in  confcquence  of  the  convention  g| 
Pilnitz.      There  are,  however,  crimes  fo  enormous  and  flagU 
lfoiis>  that  vengeance  ought  not  to  be  deferred  to  pofterity.     If 
nature  confer  rewards  on  the  virtuous,  (he  will  alfo  \nfi\St  puniih- 
menton  the  vicious.     Juftice  will  then  purfue  the  tyrants  to  their 
graves*     No  fituation  can  fecure  opprelTors  from  the  juft  indigna- 
tion cf  the   opprefled.      The   friends  of  liberty  will  denounce 
diem,  and  condign  punifhment  muft  be  the 'irtevitaVic  confe- 
quence.     Hiflory  has  already  rer^orded  their  atrocities  ana  fangui« 
nary  aggreffions  on  our  ponoctul  territories;  but  this  is  unne- 
ccflary — they  are  their  own  accufers.     They  have  defcribcd  their 
Condud  in  indelible  charadtcrs,  their  owh  aflions  rife  up  iti  judg- 
ment againft  them^  and  the   mcafure  of  their  iniquity  is  full. 
Such  a  confederacy  againfl  a  generous  nation,  zi'i/Hf.'g  to  be  free, 
has  no  type  or  parallel  in  the  annals  of  hiflory.     I*^  i    a  defperatc 
tfbrt,  not  unworthy  of  dcfpjts  ftniggling  to   perpetuate  their 
icign,    but  liberty,  rifing  triumphant,  will  cniih  their  device?, 
and  avenge  her  own  caufe.     We  emulate  a  people  who  like  us 
entered  the  lifts  with  tyranny.     We  emulate  the  brave  cotempo- 
taries  of  William  Tell,  who  hurled  from  their  rocks  and  faft- 
acffes  the  oppreifors  of  their  country,  and  the  flaves  of  Auftria. 
The  noble  exertions  of  thofe  republicans  diffblved  that  confede- 
racy which  had  long  kept  their  anceftors  iti  the  moft  abjeft  flavery. 
Brave  Batavians!  We   would   imitate  you  who  vanquiihed  the 
moft  powerful  tyrant  in  the  world,  and  formed  the  facred  bafis  of 
TOur  government  on  the  barbarities  of  the  ferocious  duke  of  Alba. 
Thrice  happy  ihould  we  be  in  feeing  defcendants  worthy  of  you. 
Degenerate  Batavians  I  you  have  become  a  party  in  the  confede* 
racy  of  kings.     Let  the  heroes  of  the  new  world  be  likewife  a 
ftioiulus  to  our  exertions,  and  a  pattern  worthy  our  imitation.     A 
feven  years  inveterate  war,  in  vindication  of  your  liberties,  did 
not  appal   your  courage,  nor  diminifli  your  exertions,  till  the 
event  eftablilhed  the  juftice  of  your  caufe. 

In  reciting  the  holy  infurreSions  in  favour  of  liberty  againft 
tyranny,  we  muft  not  forget  the  brave  Kofciufko.  'What  an  ac- 
quiiition  to  Poland  !  Go  on — avenge  your  country — lay  not  down 
your  arms  until  you  have  annihilated  thofe  hordes  of  barbarians 
who  have  invaded  it.  The  eyes  of  the  world  are  fixed  on  you, 
and  every  friend  of  liberty  and  humanity  wifhes  fuccefs  to  your 
caufe.  Impartial  pofterity,  confiding  in  a  favourable  iiTue,  has 
already  allotted  you  a  place  in  the  Pantheon  among  the  faviours 
of  your  country.  Rcflcdl,  that  tyrants  are  contemptible  oppo- 
nents to  a  people  determined  to  be  free,  or  to  perilh  in  the  at- 
tempt: but  recolleft,  that  revolutions  ought  to  be  for  the  people, 
and  that  the  man  who  procures  liberty  for  himfelf  alone,  wha 
engages  in  a  revolution  from  fclfifli  and 'ambitious  motives,  is  a 
Vol.  II.

traitor  to  his  country.  Naturt  and  juftice,  ^hd  footer* or  Utter 
will  avenge  the  rights  of  humanity,  never  defigfted  the  world  for 
the  exclufive  poflfeiiion  of  tyrants.  The  people  have  righta»  and 
they  are  endowed  with  physical  ftrengtn  and  energy  to  deStoi 
them. 

From  the  period  in  which  that  formidable  phalanx,  which  coi^ 
centrated  the  remaining  virtues  of  Grcecci  marched  from  the.ci- 
ties  qf  Acbaia  in  defence  of  their  liberty  agatnft  the  kings  of 
Macedon  ;  ^rom,  that  period  of  heroifm  no  lefs  than  fix  infur- 
re£lions  have  happily  fucceeded  agaihft  tyranny*     The  oppreflm 
vanilhed,  and  liberty  was  eftabii&ed  in  thofe  countries  which  hai 
the  courage  to  6ght  for  it.     The  magnanimous  defenders  of  li- 
berty can  never  die  ;  their  memories  will  be  revered  by  the  lateft> 
pofterity.     While  time  is  configning  futceflive  generations  to  ob- 
livion, they  will  become  immortal  in  the  eulogiums  of  the  vir^ 
tuous.     The  moil  lively  fenfe  of  gratitude  will  be  infeparable 
from  their  memory.      It  is  on  this  earth,  drenched  with  thcit 
blood,  that  the  friends  of  liberty  would  deflre  to  repofe  in  filepce 
from  the  painful  and  difgufting  fight  of  countries  (Iruggting  under 
flavery  and  defpotifm.     It  is  therefore  obvious  from  the  order  of 
political  events,  th^t  every   infurreSion  of  the  people,  whether  * 
(Kcafioned  by  a  zeal  for  their  country,  or  a  deflre  to  emancipate 
themfelves  from  flavery,  has  invariably  been  fuccefsful.     Infur- 
reSions  produced  by  various  motives  have  fortified  liberty,  rege- 
nerated the  people  for  centuries,  and  inflilled  into  the  mind  of 
man  the  utmott  abhorrence  of  tyranny. 

Let  us  for  a  moment  compare  thefe  virtuous  aflbciations  with 
the  confederacies  entered  into  by  princes  from  wicked  and  ambi- 
tious motives.  What  is  their  invariable  objcSr  Power,  conquefty 
aggrandizement,  and  the  extirpation  of  liberty. 

Let  us,  in  the  next  place,  compare  with  thefe  infurre£lions  the 
royal  confederacies,  whofe  roots  extend  to  the  Gothic  ages,  and 
derive  fuftcnance  from  ignorance,  prejudice,  and  fuperftitiun. 
Thefe  combinations  have  been  matured  by  time,  and  now  form  a 
kind  of  conilitutionul  defpotifm  over  twenty  different  nations 
which  were  anciently  free  and  independent. 

Contemplate  Germany,  that  focus  of  intrigue,  jealoufy,  and 
ambition^  that  theatre,  perpetually  diflraded  by  a  multiplicity  of 
jarring  intercfls,  has  been  compelled  to  invefl  the  fuprcme  autho* 
rity  in  an  emperor.  How  abfurd !  What  fecurity  had  the  people 
for  their  liberty  ?  None ;  and  they  have  rto  liberty • — What  hopes 
can  they  have  of  recovering  it  by  force  in  a  country  fituated  as 
Germany  is?  Defpotifm  has  powerful  fupportcrs.  The  conftittH 
tion  is  the  produdion  of  defpotifm  and  interwoven  in  its  ftruc^ 
ture-  The  hereditary  fervitudc  of  the  people  conftitutes  and  per- 
petuates the  independence  of  the  petty  tyrants  of  the  Germanic 
body.    From  thiis  coincidence  of  circumltances  the  people  are  in 
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the  feudal  bondage  of  the  twelfth  century.  Can  you  fiippofe  that 
thepemle  who  live  under  the  mod  tyrannical  government  are  not 
in  ft  lete  deplorable  fituation  than  in  this  country  unider  a  govern* 
stent  which. has  only  the  ftsmblance  of  freedom  ?  A  people  under 
a  defpot^  in  order  to  obtain  their  rights,  have  only  one  (cepter  to 
breaks  one  throne  to  pull  down,  and  one  court  to  dtftroy.  In 
Germany^  they  have  to  deftroy  the  iron  yoke  of  a  hundred 
princes  tii  arms  to  guard  their  ancient  uFurpations.  Before  they 
can  accompiiih  fuch  a  purpofe,  they  muft  eradicate  the  preju- 
dices which  have  been  progreflively  forming  for  a  thoufand  years. 
In  btfier* countries  it  is  phyfical  ftrcngth  that  keeps  the  people  in 
flavery.     In  Gerrtiany  it  is  the  policy  of  their  courts. 

Such  in  general  is  the  influence  of  the  confederacies  of  princes 
over  the  independence  of  the  people.  Such  for  300  years  is  the 
nsmreof  that  policy,  on  which  every  cabinet  of  Europe  hasa&ed 
for  three  hundred  years.  The  fame  policy  has  pervaded  the  con- 
toft  of  every  fovereign  in  every  fucceeding  treaty,  alliance,  or 
confederacy.  Invariably  acting  upon  the  fame  principles,  tyrants 
hve  at  laft  eftablifhed  a  fyftem  of  flavery  and  oppreilion. 
■  Under  this  fyftem  of  affairs,  it  would  be  abfurd  to  expert  x 
happy  and  permanent  peace,  or  the  lead  fecurity  for  the  lives  and 
Kber^  of  the  people.  Some  part  of  the  world  will  always  be 
tt  war,  and  harafled  by  the  moft  violent  convulfions.  Yes,  as 
long  as  Europe  (hall  be  governed  by  falfe  principles  ;  as  long  as 
public  right  fliall  reft  on  other  bafes  than  the  immutable  bafes  of 
reafon,  juftice,  and  nature;  as  long  as  people  {hall  not  them- 
fcfvcs  aflTert  and  regulate  their  rights  and  adions  by  thcfe  etiernal 
fentiments  ;  as  long  as  their  interefts  (hall  be  at  the  mercy  of  op- 
preffion  ;  as  long  as  a  covetous,  reftlefs  ambition  fhall  difpofe  of 
people  as  a  property,  and  fhed  their  blood  as  if  they  were  brutes  ; 
as  long  as  men  ihall  be  opprefled  in  their  cottages,  or  fnatched 
from  them  to  be  thrown  as  the  devoted  victims  of  the  pafilons 
9nd  vengeance  of  defpots,  and  of  the  caprice  of  their  minj.fters. 

We  have  thus  contpleted  the  faid  outline  of  the  policy  of  courts, 
and  of  thofe  convulfive  revolutions  to  which  it  has  given  birth  ; 
we  have  expofed  the  ancient  ufurpations  of  power  ;  let  i^s  now 
examine  the  rights  of  the  people,  in  order  to  fix  the  bafes  of  the 
order  which  juftice  prefcribes  for  the  tranquillity  of  the  earthy 
and  to  determine  the  nature  of  that  fyftem  of  policy  which  befits  f 
republican  nation.  Ignorance  and  fuperftition,  the  weapons  of 
tyrants,,  have  wrefted,  and  made  men  forget  even  the  fentiment 
of  their  moft  facred  rights  ;  but  injuftice  whtc^  invades,  and  dc- 
fpotifm  which  oppreifes,  do  not  conftitute  legal  titles.  Vainly 
have  vile  adulation  and  cowardice  endeavoured  to  confecrate  the 
ufurpation ;  pofterity  convokes  before  her  the  afts  of  tyranny  only 
to  judge  them,  and  reafon  and  juftice  to  confound  them.  Chance, 
incorporatipn,  or  coj;ii}tieft  iuve  fettled  eadi  peoj^fein  the  t^rrico- 
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ries  which  they  poiTefs;  thefe  titles  are  facred  and  inviolable; 
not  to  acknowledge  them  would  be  to  introduce  confufion  and 
deftruftioD.  The  right  of  conqueft,  when  k  is  not  legalized  by 
defence,  is  an  unjuft  right,  becaufe  it  is  the  right  of  force;,  but 
the  conqueft  efFedlcd,  the  crime  remains  attached  to  the  ufurper 
and  to  the  conqueror  ;  and  his  fucceifors  are  not  accountable  for 
it.  An  invaded  territory  on  which  a  nation  has  lived  for  ages^ 
is  become  their  inheritance.  To  deny  this  principle  would  be  to 
plunge  the  world  in  a  ftate  of  continual  warfare.  The  world  is  a 
permanent  revolution ;  every  thing  has  changed  by  turns  ;  one 
people  have  fucceeded  another ;  here  one  nation  has  been  ex* 
pelled — there  it  has  been  deftroyed  by  the  fword ;  here  it  has 
fallen  under  the  yoke  of  a  conqueror — there  it  has  yielded  to  a  fo- 
reign domination  ;  from  this  fpot,  from  the  fall  and  wreck  of 
a  great  people,  have  iflued  feveral  nations  which  have  been  the 
lords  of  an  immenfe  territofy  ;  time  brings  the  confent  of  genera- 
tions, and  the  prefcription  of  ages  confecrates  the  alteration.  To 
deftroy  or  derange  this  order  would  be  to  produce  alarming  eileSs; 
each  people,  with  arms  in  their  hands,  would  reclaim  the  inheritance 
of  their  anceftors,  and  there  would  be  no  reafon  that  would  pre- 
vent the  dcfcendants  of  the  people  of  the  fouth,  who,  in  the  fifth 
century,  were  either  expelled,  or  conquered,  or  plundered  of  the 
greater  part  of  their  territory  by  the  people  of  Germany,  from 
demanding  the  reftoration  of  thofe  rights  and  territories  which  had 
been  wrefted  froni  their  anceftors.  Each,  people  might  exclaim 
againft  the  divifions  produced  by  the  force  of  revolutions,  by  the 
changes,  or  the  fall  of  dynafties,  and  by  unjuft  and  tyrannical 
treaties;  and  the  dcfcendants  of  tyrants  might  then  infift  upon 
reigning  in  thefe  countries  from  which  the  hatred  and  courage  of 
the  opprefled  people  expelled  their  detefted  forefathers.  We  muft, 
therefore,  for  the  rcpofe  of  the  people,  admit  the  filence  of  gene- 
rations,  and  the  prefcription  of  time,  as  an  inconteftable  right, 
and  the  profperity  and  peace  of  the  human  race  exaft  from  us  that 
this  principle  (hould  be  immutable  and  eternal.  It  is  that  which 
renders  the  territory  which  each  people  occupies,  and  the  laws 
-under  which  they  live,  inviolable.  Their  territory,  their  exift-* 
ence,  their  laws,  are  a  fpecies  of  property  which  cannot  be  in- 
vaded without  injuring  public  faith.  People  in  a  ftate  of  peace 
ought  to  refpedl  each  other,  becaufe  they  live  in  a  ftate  of  inde- 
pendence, becaufe  they  conftitute  a  feparate  civilization  and 
fociety. 

This  maxim,  which  juftice  confecrates,  will  be  an  eternal 
accufation  againft  conquerors  and  ufurpers.  The  defirc  of  civi- 
lizing a  conquered  ptople,  of  re-cftablifliing,  or  of  giving  them 
a  better  form  of  .government,  can  never  juftify  the  invafion  of  a  fo- 
reign territory — every  conqueror  is  an  ufurper  whom  no  law  can 
abfolve  %  every  alteration  which  he  cffeds  by  force,  i$  treafon ;

and  he  violates  all  the  laws  of  nature  and  nations.  The  conicicncf 
of  nations  and  pofterUy  will  judge,  with  equal  juftice,  the  crime 
of  the  firJft  robbers  who  invaded  and  deftroyecl  the  new  woildn 
under  si  pretence  of  annihilating  idolatry,  and  of  giving  laws  and 
religion  to  the  unfortunate  inhabitants ;  the  crime  of  thefe  coa- 
Mi^d  defpots  who  have  united  to  re-e(labli(h,  under  the  name  of 
go<!)d  order,  tyranny  in  France  ;  and  thefe  cowardly  ufurpcrs  who 
avage  the  territory  of  Poland,  under  ^  pretence  of  eftablifting 
peace. 

The  developement  of  thefe  principles  leads  us  to.  the  eftablifli- 
WCBt  of  the  political  rights  of  every  republican  people,  to  fix  the 
true  bafis  of  the  rights  of  people  formed  into  feparate  focieticvS^ 
Nations,  .like  men,  by  iheir  reciprocal  wants,  by  the  communi- 
cations which  their  phyfical  pofitions  have  rendered  ncccflTary,  by 
the  nature  even  of  their  palfions,  arc  formed  to  live  together  : 
people,  living  even  in  a  date  of  barbarifm,  have  interefts  to  agi- 
tate and  difcufs  with  their  neighbours.  In  whatever  ftate  of 
civilization  chance  or  revolutions  may  have  placed  nations,  they 
caonot  be  ifolated  from  one  another.  The  fcparation  of  one 
would  be  fatal  to  all ;  and  the  feceilion  of  each  fociety  would  be 
amirfortune  to  humanity.  Knowledge,  Induftry,  and  the  arts, 
would  be  baniflied  from  the  earth,  and  the  world  would  foon  be 
converted  into  a  wide  wildernefs  of  folitude  and  forrow.  The 
nature,  therefore,  of  man  and  things  has  rendered  communicatiori 
between  different  nations  necelTary  ;  and  tiiough  the  forms  of  go- 
vernments have  hitherto  varied  the  nature  of  the  communications, 
though  they  have  been  fixed  on  unjnft  foundations,  thotigh  they 
have  been  forgotten  or  defpifed,  a  republican  people  ought  not  to 
difown  them  ;  they  ought  to  revenge  the  injuftice,  and  to  confe- 
crate  Ihefe  communications  in  the  mod  folcmn  manner.  One  of 
the  firft  principles  to  which  we  have  alluded  is  the  inviolability  of 
territory,  and  the  property  of  a  people  in  tl.eir  laws.  One  of  the 
moft  precious  rights  is  to  fix  the  nature  of  their  poliiicaj  connec- 
tions with  foreign  powers.  One  of  their  duties  is  to  regi.latc  the 
exercife  of  them  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  injure  neither  the  laws, 
nor  the  fecurity,  nor  the  independence  of  a  (tcq  people. 

Treaties  are  the  bafis  and  the  firft  rule  of  the  focial  connexion 
between  different  nations  ;  when  they  are  made  by  pi;re  men  they 
conftitute  the  happinefs  of  the  world  :  defpotic  ambition  has 
rendered  them  the  fource  of  all  great  misfortunes.  It  is  in  thefe 
public  afts  that  the  will  of  a  people  is  contained.  It  is  in  thefe 
^afls  that  the  republican  ought  conftantly  to  confecrate  the  peace 
of  nations.  Obliged  facredly  to  fulfil  his  engagements,  he  ought 
neither  to  will  nor  to  fign  what  is  unjnft.  But  there  are  facred 
charaflers,  by  which  we  ought  to  know  our  tranfadlions  from 
thofe'  of  other  governments.  Let  the  families  of  Kings  mak<!:  al- 
liances, let  their  refllefs  ambition,  their  dark  defpctifra,  fcek  for 
guarantees  in  treaties  j  by  a  fecret  tranfadion  kl  ont  V^oufe  ^x"t- 
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pare  the  degradation  or  deftruftion  of  another  houfe ;  let  tjrannjr 
difplay  in  courts  the  pride  and  pomp  of  embaffies;  let  one  per- 
fidious  minifter  derive  his  gibry  from  deceiving  another ;  let  ca- 
price-break  at  once  and  deftroy  twenty  treaties;  a  republican 
people  otight  tp  look  only  to  their  power  for  their  independence^ 
and  to  their  force  for  their  fovereignty ;  they  ought  not  to  be  the 
fport  of  treaties,  of  the  words  of  kings,  or  of  the  conreiit«of  anjf 
people.  Their  liberty  will  not  be  entire,  unlefs  it  depends  en* 
tirely  upon  themfelves  4  it  is  not  a  treaty,  but  the  people  alont 
which  ought  to  be  the  rampart  of  the  liberty  of  a  people. 

Their  alliances. — It  has  already  been  faid  in  the  tribune  of  the 
National  Cofivention,  that  their  alliances  ought  to  conflft  in  the 
reciprocal  defence  and  friendOiip  of  people,  and  in  the  advahtages 
of  comnletce ;  not  in  the  pride  of  dynailies,  and  the  pomp  of 
courts. 

Their  league. — They  are  armed  by  nature  againfl  every  tyrant 
who  would  invade  or  opprefs  them. 

Their  confederacy  is  with  all  people  who  are  friends  to  liberty. 

Their  rivalry  confifts  in  loving  liberty  more  than  any  people  la 
the  world. 

Their  univerfal  monarchy  is  the  liberty  of  the  fea:  the  fea 
ought  to  have  no  mafter  but  induftry. 

Their  political  balance  is  to  be  e^ual  to  and  the  friends  of  all 
people. 

Their  projefls  of  aggrandifement  and  conqueft  are  to  refjpeft 
the  territory,  the  rights  and  blood  of  a  people. 

Their  foreign  affairs., — To  circulate  every  where  the  advantages 
of  their  induftry,  their  arts,  and  the  produce  of  their  territory. 

TJieir  territory  is  open  to  the  arts,  and  to  perfecuted  men. 

Their  treaties. — They  ought  to  be  made  by  the  people,  anji 
not  by  a  few  courtiers  ;  they  ought  to  be  public — fecrecy  befiu 
only  the  crimes  and  hearts  of  tyrants. 

Their  diplomatic  fyftem. — Frankne&,  juflice,  and  equality. 

Their  minifters. — Modeft  citizens,  who  give  peace  to  free  na- 
tions, and  carry  to  the  courts  of  kings  the  irrefragable  will  of 
twenty-five  millions  of  men,  if  kings  dare  to  attack  their  liber- 
ties. 

Their  means  to  prcferve  independence,  and  to  repel  injuries.* — 
Rcfpeft  for  the  public  faith  of  treaties,  the  juftice  of  their  caufi?) 
and  the  force  of  their  arms. 

Such  is  the  policy  of  a  republican  people  ;  fuch  the  principle 
upon  which  it  is  founded. 

Hitherto  the  world  has  prefented  to  the  view  only  the  fad  ^cc- 
tkcle  of  ifolated  nations,  having,  we  may  fay,  no  other  camnw- 
nication  with  each  other  but  that  of  war ;  always  plunged,  after 
a  f<?w  years  truce,  into  a  ftate  of  hoftility,  furveying  each  Other 
with  diilrull,  and  iiftex  dyeing  one  contineijit  with  theiir  bloody 
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curytiig  theirJi'atred  to  other  clinfates,  and  thus  fitling  the  whol# 
world,  with  mifery  ;  often  acknowledging  no  other  termination 
to  their  difibrences  but  ruin  and  dcftruSion,  perifhing  even  in 
fuccefs  ;  fometimesy  fatigued  by  their  ambitious  paflions^  feeking 
afliott  and  troubled  repofe  ;  Ending  always  the  feeds  of  war  in 
thofe treaties  even  which  had  been  made  to  affirm  tranqniiiity,  and 
incei&ntly  puniihed  by  the  violation  or  ignorance  of  principles^ 
Ky  convuifions  and  defolation!     Happy  will  the  French  people 
be,  if,  after  Slaving  afforded  to  the  world  the  model  of  a  conAitu^ 
tion  which  (hall  edablifh  the  rights  of  man  and  of  the  citizen^ 
Afcy  fliall  offer  to  the  view  of  all  nations,  the  model  of  a  policy 
in  which  the  rights  and  liberty  of  every  people  fhall  be  refpeded  ; 
m  which  no  other  language  (hall  be  fpoken  but  that  of  candour  and 
facedom  ;  of  a  policy  that  ihall  extinguiOi  in  the  hearts  of  leader! 
every  idea  and  fentiment  of  ambition,  aggrandifement,  and  con* 
ipeStf  and  in  the  hearts  of  all  people,  national  hatred ;  of  a  po« 
Ecy  which  (hall  not  fport  with  oaths ;  which  (hall  not  reduce  the 
violation  of  treaties  to  a  habit ;  which,  refpeding  the  limits  that 
nature  has  placed,  the  laws  which  a  people  have  eftablifhed,  add 
the  tranfadions  which  public  faith  has  rendered  facred,  (hall  ac*» 
knowledge  no  other  communication  but  that  of  benevolence,  ge<* 
nerofity,  and  benefit.     Oh  !  let  us  indulge  the  idea  that  human 
nature  may  attain  this  fublime  fentiment,  and  that  many  eflbrts 
are  not  necclfary  to  arrive  at  fuch  virtue  !     But  if  the  madncfs  of 
ambition,  if  the  third  of  power,  render  governments  and  people 
incapable  of  that  political  virtue  of  which  we  have  juft  drawn  the 
pidure,  let  them  fee  the  contempt  of  ages  fall  upon  their  heads, 
and  let  them  (hudder  at  the  inexorable  judgment  of  poflerity  ;  let 
Hiem  know  that  time,  which  dedroys  every  thing,  does  not  per- 
mit the  criminal  to  die,  but  arreAs  him  on  the  brink  of  the  tomb ; 
and  let  them  learn,  that  juftice  will  punifh  vke,  and  reward  vir- 
tue.    The  Carthaginians  are  no  more;  but  opinion  wliich  chaf* 
tifes  perjury,  has  infcribed  on  the  tomb  of  that  people  an  rmmor- 
tal  dilhonour. 

Thefe  are  truths  with  which  all  governments  ought  to  be  ac* 
quainted  ;  the  period  of  dlfgraceful  ignorance  is  palfed  away  ;  the 
rights  of  the  people  are  proclaimed  ;  the  fovereign  ideas  df  eternal 
juftice  have  gone  abroad  to  every  part  of  the  earth  ;  it  is  not  by 
die  fword  that  the  leaders  of  nations  mud  longer  exped  to  govern 
mankind,  obedience  mult  flow  from  reafon  and  juii  laws;  force, 
without  juftice,  will  no  longer  be  obeyed  ;  courtiers,  in  the  myf- 
teries  of  the  cabinets  of  king^,  will  no  longer  pronounce  the  fate 
of  thirty  nations^  or  difcufs,  and  decide  at  will,  the  interefts  of 
the  human  r^ce.  Long  enough  has  the  ambition  and  the  vengeance 
of  kings  abufed  the  terrible  right  of  war ;  the  blood  of  the  people 
will  no  longer  flow 'but  in  defence  of  liberty,  and  the  hand  of 
freedom  will  dlw^  fign  thofe  treaties,  Ia  which  the  rights  and 
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happincfs  of  the  people  have  hitherto  been  either  fdrgbtteil  6?  fe- 
crificed.     What  is  that  treaty,  or  the  intereft  of  a  houfc  in  which 
the  name  of  King  is  twenty  times  impreffed  on  every  page,  and 
in  which  the  facred  name  of  the  people  is  not  once  pronounced } 
Are  twenty  men  to  be  always  every  thing  in  the  untverfe;  and 
are  the  reft  of  mankind  to  be  confidefed  as  nothing  ?     Yes,  the 
diplomatic   fyftemj  like  hiftory,    has  flattered  tyrants ;  and  the 
makers  of  treaties,    like  hiftorians,  have  been  the  vile  and  venal 
inftruments  of  power  ;  a  thoufand  writers  have  confecrated  flavery^ 
and  the  current  of  many  ages  offers  to  bur  view  not  one  courage-: 
ous  writer  who  has  dar^d  to  difcufs  the  rights  of  man.     The  di*- 
|)lomatic  fyftem  in  the  pay  and  power  of  dcfpotifm  has  not  dared 
to  reveal  itscrimewS.     A  cowardly  filence  has  betrayed  the  caufeof 
truth,  and  flattery  alone  has  been  firm  and  audacious.     The  life 
and  death  of  nations  has  been  left  to  the  will  cf  tyrants.     Policy 
of  courts,  fuch  are  the  crimes  of  which  philofophy  accufes  you  ! 
But  th«  day,   a  day  of  confolation  to  humanity,  will  come,  in 
which  all  people,  awaking  by  turns  from  the  long  torpor  of  flavcry, 
dnd  regaining  their  rights,   will  break  all  the  inftruments  which 
tyranny  has  invented  to  keep  them  in  chains  ;  that  day  ki  which 
men  will  be  free,  juft,  and  happy,  will  be  the  laft  of  that  policy 
of  defpotic  governments,  which  made  nations,    focieties  of  (laves^ 
inimicable  to  each  other,  and  was  an  invincible  obftacle  to  their 
union>  and  to  their  general  welfare.  Yes,  the  French  Revolution^ 
the  work  of  the  genius  and  courage  of  a  great  people,  w  ill  produce 
that  happy  <era,    which  lliall  unite  all  nations  in  univerfal  confra- 
terpity,  founded  upon  juft  laws  and  a  common  morality  ;    then. 
perhaps  (hall  we  fee  defct  nd  among  the  people  of  Europe,    and  be 
releafed,    that  fublime  project  which  has  hitherto  been  confidered 
as  the  dream  of  a  good  man,  which  exifted  only  in  the  picture  of 
the  golden  age,    and  which  the  deceitful  policy  of  an  impious 
fmile  has  hitherto  confidered  as  a  chimera.

Ruremondc, 

HEREWITH  I  fend  you,  Citizens,  the  ordinances,  or  re- 
jircfentations  to  the  armies  and  military  tribunals.  You  will 
fee  in  thcfe  ilie  conduit  which  our  armies  are  to  praSife  in  your 
territories.  My  country  v/ages  war  with  thofe  who  ftiled  them- 
felvci  our  maftcrs,  and  not  with  the  people.  Our  enemies  during 
the  ftiort  period  that  they  remained  in  France,  introduced  murder, 
carnage,  and  violation  of  peribnsand  property,  we,  on  the  con- 
trary, in  entering  your  walls,  fwear  to  maintain  and  defend  them. 
you  wiJLl  behold  this  folemn  declaration  in  the  refolution  of  the 
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committee  of  Public  Safety,  of  which  I  tranfmit  you  feveral  copies^, 
that  you  may  preferve  them  ;  it  is  confirmed  in  that  of  the  repre- 
fentgtives  of  the  people  to  the  armies,  dated  the  i4thof  Auguft,  of 
which  I  alfo  fend  you  a  copy  for  the  fimilar  purpofe. 

Undoubtedly,  in  armies  fuch  as  our's,  fomc  wretches,  unwor- 
thy of  the  name  of  Frenchmen,  have  committed  cxcclfes,  worthy 
only  of  our  enemies*  But  the  moment  they  were  known,  they 
were  feized,  as  is  proved  by  the  fentenccs  of  the  military  criminal 
tribunals,  which  are  fubjoined. 

Our  enemies  had  fpread  a  thoufand  abfurd  reports  refpc<Sing 
our  condu£^  in  conquered  countries  :  habituated  to  every  crime, 
they  imagined  that  the  horrors  which  they  occafioneJ  in  our  coun« 
try,  would  be  retorted  by  us  in  your's  ;  you  have  witneflTcd  the 
contrary :  fome  mifguided  individuals,  however,  have  fled,  and 
abandoned  their  alh  The  eighth  article  of  the  ordinance  of  the 
Hthof  Auguft  allows  them  15  days  to  return,  you  will  therefore 
do  well  in  letting  it  be  proclaimed  to-morrow  morning. 

Ill-difpofed  perfons  have  occafioned  you  to  entertain  apprehcn- 
fions,  refpedling  the  due  payment  for  thofe  articles  of  which  we 
may  ftand  in  need  :  you  will  fee  by  the  ordin;ance  which  1  inclofe 
to  you,  but  which  I  mud  requefl  you  to  return  to  me  as  foon  as 
you  have  perufed  it,  that  every  thing  that  is  legally  provided,  will 
bcpundually  paid  for.  You  will  alfo  fee  by  the  ordinance  of  the 
8th  of  September,  which  you  will  likewife  fend  back  to  me,  tha<- 
thofe  who  have  in  their  polfellion  merchandize  and  effefts  belong- 
ing to  emigrants  as  our  enemies,  are  immediately  to  declare  fo, 
under  the  fevered  penalties. — You  will  alfo  find  fubjoined  a  pro- 
clamation for  the  fuppreflion  of  ftock-jobbers,  our  common  ene- 
mies, who  are  making  every  effort  for  the  difcrcditing  of  bur  mo- 
Hey.  You  will  be  'fo  good  as  to  give  thefe  feveral  documents  all 
poflible  publicity,  and  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  them. 

Art.  8.     Every  inhabitant  of  a  conquered  country  abfent  from 
his  place  of  abode  is  permitted  to  return  within  a  fortnight  fron\ 
the  date  of  this  arret ;  after  that  period  thofe  who  do  not  return 
will  be  confidered  as  emigrants.     This  permiilion^  however,  is 
not  to  extend  to  thofe  who  have  been  guilty  of  any  crime  aig^inft 
the  Republic,  for  which  they  will  be  purfued  and  treated  as  the 
enemies  of  the  French  people.     It  is  not  to  extend  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  conquered  countries,  whofe  effedls  have  been  f<?quef-t 
tcred  by  laws  anterior  to  this  krret.     The  delay  granted  to  the  in- 
habitants of  places  aSually  blockaded  (hall  be  efti mated  from  the 
day  in  which  the  blockade  fhall  ceafe  ;   their  effeds,   howQVqr, 
ftall  continue  provifionally  fequcftered.

f  dblutipn  they  adopted  yefterday.  The  committees  refolvcd  t 
/u6>eftd  the  fitting?  of  the  Jacobin  Club,  that  the  hall  flioul

.  be  iiiifentiy  -fhub,  and  the  keys  depofitcd  wltTi  the  fcfcrctary  t^ 
the  committee  of  General  Safety  ;  that  the  adminiftrative  cbrti- 
miffion  of  Police  flipuld  hd  charged  with  the  execution  of  this 
t)rder>  and  ^n  account  of  it  given  to  the  Convention. 

Paffion  had  np  Ihare  in  this  reifolution  ;  it  was  diftated  by  the 
intcreft  6f  our  country  alone.     We  did  jufticc  to  the  raod 
■     which  the  Jacobins  hdve  done;  and  irt  (hutting  up  their  hall,  we 
have  refpeftcd  the  principles  which  ought  not  16  be  irtfringcdi 
!     We  were  of  opintort,  that  popular  focieties  ought  to  be  per* 
I'    taitted  every  where,  hecaufe  they  are  inherent  in  republican 
govemmeht ;  but  the  Jacobin  Club  we  could  n6t  cOhfider  as  a 
lociety  truly  and  purely  popular.     We  faw  in  it  mch  Itiirceljf 
known  in  the  revolution,  led  by  a  few>  perhaps,  too  well  knowa 
in  itj  and  ^hofc  influence  it  was  time  to  check,  hecaufe  It  might 
be  fetal  to  the  Republic.     We  thought  that  it  was  dihgerous 
i     for  France,  that  It  was  indecent,  that  it  wa^  difgraceful  to  the 
Convention  j  that  a  handful  of  men,  without  morals,  who  love 
not  their  country,  who  never  embraced  the  caufe  of  the  people, 
W  irt  ordet  to  betray  it^  fliould  fet  up  a  power  to  riVal  the 
Convention — /^7,  /aid  Ouquefnoyj  am   d  Juobin^    and  love  my 
'mntry,J^ — The  Jacobins  were  protected  and  fupported,  whekl 
they  vied  in  virtue,  and  not  in  powel*,  with  legitimate  authority* 
If  they  were  now  what  they  formerly  were,  the  true  friends  of 
the   people,"  would  they   attempt  to   vilify  the  Convention  ? 
Will  it  then  be  heccfiary  to  remind   the  reprcfentativesiof  the 
)eople  of  principled  that  Ought  to  be  engraven  on  their  hearts? 
what  well  ordered  government  have  two  rival  powers  been 
ieen?  In  wh^t  Republic  have  we  feeii  a  government  by  the  fide 
of  a  goVerrtment  ?  In  what  countrjr  have  we  ietn  by  the  fide  of 
&  legitimate  authority    a  capricious  authority  which  no  man 
avows,  and  for  whofe  a<Sls  rio  man  is  lefponfible?  On  the  27tl:, 
i  fay,    khc  JacoWms  were  in  operi  revolt :    (incie  that  period^ 
availing  themfelves  of  impunity,   believing  that  the  national 
fcprefentation  had  neither  ^outage  nor  charaSer,  that  it  con- 
fidered  them  as  the  facred  ark,  which  no  unhallowed  hand  wat 
permitted  to  touch,  they  have  continued  their  plan  of  revolt. 
In  that  fociety  they  hilve  dared  to  fay,  and  the  woids  were  ap- 
plauded by  iall  the  galleries,  that  the  breach  was  open,  and  the 
contending  armies  in  fight  of  one  another.     Ought  there,  I  afk 
you,  to  be  -two  parties  in  France?  There  is  but  one  Republic, 
thete  ought  to  be  but  one  Convention.     The  Jacobins  ^re  i 
faflion,  and  whatever  is  a  fa6tion  may  be  puniflied.     The  com- 
mittees, who  love  their  dountry,  whaVever  may  be  faid  of  them, 
who  wifti  to  prevent  divifionsj  who  wi(h  to  unite  all  the  (mem- 
ber* of  the  Convention,  have  thpught  it  ufeful  for  the  puhUc 
liberty  to  extinguifh  the  flame  of  difcord,  of  faction  anddiiron- 
.fion, '•'Tlic  committecg  are  of  opini(>n  that  the  v?hoU  ^ecvif^^ 
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vrill  applaud  the  fubllme  meafure  they  have  taken :  tbej  are  peN 
fuaded,  that  after  the  pubhc  opinion  was  (o  ft rongly  pronounced 
as  it  was  yeflerday,  it  was  their  duty  to  yield  obedience  to  that 
opinion,  and  to  prevent  the  fhedding  of  blood.  It  was  nevef 
our  intention  to  attack  the  popular  focieties*  We  (aid  to  our- 
felvesy  we  have  no  right  ro  fhut  the  gates  but  where  fiiAions 
arc  engendered,  and  civil  war  preached  up. — The  focieties  of 
the  fe&ions  are  truly  the  focieties  of  the  people.  We  will 
maintain  them,  the  committee  will  maintain  them. — (Tesj  yest 
exclaimed  all  the  numbers,) — "  I  move  that  the  Convention  ap- 
prove the  meafures  taken  by  the  four  comnbittees  to  fecure  the 
public  tranquillity,  and  confirm  the  public  liberty." — This  fpeech 
was  interrupted  almoft  at  every  fentence  by  loud  and  general 
applaufes.  The  queftion  was  inftantly  called  for,  and  feverat 
members,  by  way  of  infult  to  the  Jacobin  members,  and  to  fco 
if  any  of  them  would  have  the  courage  to  vote  againft  the  mo- 
tion, defired  thac  the  votes  might  be  taken  by  name. 
The  qucflion  was  put  and  carried  almoft  unanimoufly.

feveral  nations  v9\\\  follow  with  the  fame  alacrity,  zeal,  an<l 
fpirit,  which  they  have  on  all  occalions  fliewn  in  obeying  th6& 
bf  his  Royal  Highnefs. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  cannot  let  pafs  this  opportunity  of  bear^ 
tog  his  teftimony  to  thofe  qualities  in  the  troops  compofing  the 
army  under  his  command,  and  of  returning  his  beft  thanks  to 
the  officers  and  men  for  them. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  trufts  that  nothing  will  happen  during 
his  fliort  abfence,  to  caufe  any  regret  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  at 
his  being  under  the  neceffity  of  leaving  an  army,  which  it  is  his 
Royal  Highnefs^s  pride  to  hope  will  ftill  be  the  inftruments  of

The  flames  devout  their  habita- 
tions, and  the  earth,  covered  with  ruins  and  with  emblems  qf 
mourning,  refufes  even  a  fubfiftence  to  the  furvivors.  Such  are, 
Frenchmen,  the  wounds  which  have  beeti  inflidled  on  our  coun- 
try by  pride  and  impofture.  Wicked  men  have  abufed  your  in- 
experience :  it  was  in  the  name  of  a  righteous  God  that  they 
furnillied  you  with  parricidal  arms  ;  it  Was  in  the  name  of  huilia- 
tiity  that  they  devoted  to  death  thoufands  of  vi£lims;  it  was  in 
the  name  of  virtue  that  they  drew  together  a  band  of  wretches 
from  every  corner  of  France — thtit  they  made  it  the  receptacle 
of  monfters  votoited  out  of  evety  country.

Merlin  of  Douai  on  the  14th  Frimalrcy  {4th  December^  *794)  ^o^ 
the  following  Report  from  the  Committee  offuklii  Safety  to  tbt 
National  Convention  of  France^ 

I  COME  to  lay  before  yo^  another  intrigue  of  our  enemies ; 
but    whatever    fuccefs  they  may  have    promifed    themfelves 
from  it,  to  point  it  out  is  fufficient  to  render   it  abortive.     You 
liaveobferved  with  what  rapidity  rumours  of  peace  are  circulated  ; 
you  have    marked  their  fource,  and  detefted  the  contradiSiona 
with  whiv:h  news-writers,    transformed    into    plenipotentiaries, 
make  us  conclude  peace,  fometimes  with  one  of  the  allied  powers^ 
;md  fometimes  with  them  all*     Call  to  mind  with  what  affe^lation 
they  publiili,  that  we  will  not  accept  of  peace  with  any  neigh- 
bouring nation,  till  that  natiou  has  formed  itfelf  into  a  Republic  ; 
itallto  mind  all  the  writers  who  are  paid  here  to  circulate,  and  the 
orators  to  give  countenance  to  thismiferable  opinion,  and  to  reprc- 
fent  you  as  violating  every  principle.     Their  principal  obje£ls  is 
to  alienate  other  nations  from  you,  and  to  alarm  them  with  rcfpeft 
to  your  intentions.     But  nations  have  been  fpcedily  informed  re- 
fpeding  cqntriyances  and  infii^uations,  which  never  exiftcd  but  in 
fome  heads  that  have  fallen  under  the  fvvord  of  the  law.   Our  ene- 
t'     mieshave  changed  their  fyilem.     They  no  longer  reprefent  us  as 
the  conquerors  of  the  world,  or  the  deftroyers  of  all  governments. 
To  hear  the  cabinets  of  London. and  Vienna,  we  are  become  thch 
fnoft  ardent  idolaters  of  peace.     Never  was  a  pepple  fo  eafy  at  ne- 
gociation  f|S  we  ;  never  was  tiic  olive  branch  offered  and  accepted 
li^ith  naore  eagernefi^.     All  thefe   rumours  are  invented  to  annihi* 
late  the  ardour  of  our  armies,  arreft  their  progrefs,  diforganize 
them,  and  ftifle  our  energy.     We  miift  aflure  ohtrfelv^s  of  the  fo- 
iidity  of  the  ground  on  which  we  have  confolidatedthe  foundations 
of  the  glory  and  the  happinefs  of  the  Republic.     We  mufl,  therci 
fore,  examine  |t  to  a  great  depth,  and  not  truft  to  deceitful  appear- 
ances of  a  calm,  which,  perhaps,  may  be  foon  followed  by  the  moft 
iatal  temped.     Our  triumphs  and  our  principles  permit  us  at  once* 
to  wield  the  fword/and  to  fay  aloud  whatever  we  pleafe :  our  juf* 
tice  (hall  be  ever   infeparahle  from  our  glory.     Yes,    we  defire 
^eace  ;  but  we  define  it  guaranteed  by  our  proper  force,  and  by 
the  incapability  of  our  enemies  ever  to  hurt  us* 

With  tefpeft  to  the  greater  part  of  our  epemfes,  if  we  may 
j^)dge  of  ihem  by  the  ciTed  which  the  feeiipg^  of  j^r^Cet^  esvVk

<wght  to  produce,  and  by  the  fears  of  the  future  with  which  thej 
ought  to  be  imprefled,  there  isreafon  to  believe  that  they  dcfire  3 
fpeedy  peace.  Affuredly  the  time  cannot  be  far  diflant,  when, 
enlightened  by  the  republican  thunder  which  has  burft  upon  all 
of  them  at  once,  feveral  of  thofe  governments  excited  againft  us 
by  England  may  look  upon^  without  fear,  the  abyfs  in  which  that 
odious  power  hoped  to  precipitate  them.  When  Spain,  for  ex- 
ample, will  open  her  eyes  on  its  projefts,  when  (he  will  remark 
the  perfevering  afliduity  with  which  that  government  exaniines  the 
South  Sea  ;  all  the  pains  it  takes  to  confolidate  its  power  in  India, 
thence  to  contrive  by  ftealth  a  route  towards  America,  fall  in  the 
rear  upon  Mexico  and  Peru,  fo  long  the  objefts  of  its  infatiable 
cupidity,  and  make  itfelf  makers  of  them  by  open  force  as  foon  as 
it  can  do  To  without  danger  ;  when  at  length  feeing  her  true  inte- 
rells,  (he  will  perceive  that  England  was  her  true  aini  only  enetnyt 
and  that  of  all  the  dangers  which  threaten  her,  there  is  none  mere 
formidable  than  thofe  which  may  fpring  from  her  confklence  in  fo 
perfidious  an  ally. 

This  very  moment  ought  to  be  that  when,  ungrateful  towards 
the  nation  in  which  (he  owes  her  liberty,  the  (late,  perhaps,  which 
ought  the  mod  to  applaud  the  rearing  of  a  great  Republic  on  the 
ruin  of  a  monarchy,  whofe  treaty  of  1756  gave  fuch  additional 
ftrength  to  the  Houfe  of  Auftria ;  when  unfaithful  even  ta  liberty 
itfelf,  Holland  lamenting,  but  perhaps  too  late,  her  fatal  delu(]on9 
will  dread  feeing  her  treafures,  her  (hips,  her  edablifliments,  in 
both  hemifpheres,  fall  into  the  hands  ot  thofe  tyrants  of  th^  (eas 
whofe  audacity  (he  formerly  reftrained. 

The  King  of  Prudia,  doubtlefs,  will  foon  conclude,  by  per- 
csivingthat  it  is  in  a  folid  peace  with  France,  and  an  intimate 
union  with  the  neighbouring  powers  of  the  North,  that  he  can  find 
the  only  principles  of  his  duration,  the  only  force  which,  notwith- 
ftandingthe  politics  of  his  cabinet,  and  the  t^flics  of  his  armies, 
he  can  rcafonably  oppofe  to  the  devouring  ambition  of  Ruflia. 

With  refpeft  to  our  other  enen^iies,  whether  voluntarily  to 
the  froalition  by  their  vanity,  or  dragged  into  it  againil  their 
will,  ^n  confequenceof  their  weaknefs,  they  have  all  equally  and 
long  fince  (bewn  that  they  are  weary  of  it  by  their  regrets  and 
their  murmurs,  and  all  p^nt  for  the  moment  when  they  may  break 
its  bonds.  Several  of  them,  juftly  terrified  at  the  defpair  of  the 
principal  belligerent  powers,  feem  at  length  to  feel  the  neceflity  of 
uniting  with  one  another  to  prevent  the  partition  of  their  tcrrito-* 
rics  ;  a  partition  which  they  well  know  to  be  projcded  by  their 
allies  as  a  means  of  paying  themfelves  in  part  for  the  expenfes  of 
the  campaign. 

If  wc  are  afkcd,  in  the  mean  time,  Wl»at  are  the  difpodtions 
of  the  French  people  ?  Organs  of  their  will,  we  will  anfwer,  that 
«iwa/sjufl>  always  m^nanimouSjahv^vs  jealous  of  their  honpuij. 

as 
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as  of  their  liberty^  they  will  diftinguiih' their  enemies  tnd  the 

motives  of    their  aggieflion !    that    even    in    the    law  swhich 

their  viSories    give  them  a    right    to  didate,    they   will   not 

confound  the  ridiculous  pretenfions  of  weaktjels  and  of  vanity, 

with  the  intra£lable  pride  and  perfidious  power  of  tyranny  ;  that 

above  all  they  will  regard  the  fituation  of  thofe  whom  fear  and 

violence  have  compelled  to  march  in  the  train  of  the  chiefs  of  the 

league ;  and  finally,  that  in  tracing  with  their  triumphant,  but  ge« 

nerous  hand,  the  limits  within  which  it  will  be  proper  to  confine 

themfelves,  they  will  rejedl  no  offers  compatible  with  their  inte- 

refts  and  their  dignity,  with  their  repofe  and  fecurity.     Such  is 

their  pc^icy.     Their  proceedings  are  open,  like  the  glory  of  their 

anns.     With  their  enemies  they  will  treat,  as  they  have  fought,  in 

the  face  of  the  univerfe,  whom  they  call  to  be  the  witnefs  of  their 

juftice,  as  it  has  been  the  witnefs  of  their  viftories.     This  is  what 

may  be  publifhed  and  believed  of  our  intentions  ;  for  it  is  what  we 

will  always  avow,  and  never  change.     Let  us  therefore  fpeak  it 

here,  that  the  whole  Republic  may  refound,  and  our  brave  armies 

in  the  North  repeat  it  in  emulation.     No,  Frenchmen,  no,  you 

will  not  forget  the  caufe  that  induced  you  to  take  up  arms,  and  the 

only  conditions  upon  which  you  can  lay  them  down.     No,  you 

have  not  advanced  fo  rapidly  in  this  glorious  career,  to  flop  at  the 

moment  when  you  are  jufl  at  the  goal ;  and  when  you  are  fo  near 

feizing  the  prize  of  your  victories,  you  will  not  fi^flfer  it  to  efcape 

yob.    Let  not  our  enemies  exfcSL  it.     We  will  prove  to  them  by 

new  efforts  and  by  new  triumphs  that  we  wifh  for  peace,  but  peace 

wojrthy  of  our  de^nders,  worthy  of  the  French  people  ;  and,  in  a 

Word,  when  the  people  fhall  confider  war  as  no  longer  neCefTarjr 

fo  repair  outrages  offered  to  Its  dignity,  or  topreferve  themfelves 

from  new  infuhs,  then  only  will  they  dilate  peace. 

This  report  was  often  interrupted  by  loud  applaufes.

"  ^Tp^HAT  all  the  laws,  fixing  a  maximum  pn  provifions,  lhall 
X     be  refcinded,  and  ccafe  to  have  efficacy  fubfcquent  ta 
promulgation  of  this  decree." 
The  difcuilion  on  the  other  articles  was  adjourned.

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Five  Days  afterwards y  2ith  December y  1 794,  yohannot  prefenud U 
the  Convention  thefollozving  Proclamation  to  the  French  People,  to 
accompany  the  Decree  of  the  Repeal  of  the  Law  of  the  Afaximuniy 
which  was  adopted  accordingly, 

Frenchrrten, 

REASON,  equity,  the  intereft  of  the  Republic,  reproved 
long  ago  the  law  of  the  maximum ;  the  National  Convcfltion  re- 
vokes it,  and  the  more  the  falutary  motives  which  dictated  tiis  de- 
cree (hall  be  known,  the  more  it  will  have  a  right  to  yoiir  confi- 
dence. Ill  taking  this  meafure,  it  does  nor  miftake  the  circom- 
ftances  which  furround  it ;  it  forefees  that  bad  faith  will  endea- 
dour  to  perfoade,  that  all  the  evils  which  were  occupied  by  the 
maximum  itfelf  are  the  effeds  of  its  fuppreffion.  But  your  faith- 
ful reprefentatives  have  forgot  its  dangers,  and  only  looked  for 
public  utility. 

The  leaft  enlightened  minds  know  now,  that  the  few  of  the 
maximum  annihilated  from  day  to  day  commerce  and  agriculture : 
the  more  that  law  was  in  force,  the  more  it  became  iropradlicable. 
Oppreflion  did  in  vain  affume  a  thoufand  forms  \  it  met  with  a 
thoufand  obftacles :  it  was  conftantly  eluded,  or  it  only  toot 
away,  by  odious  and  violent  means,  fome  precarious  refources, 
which  it  was  foon  to  exhauft. 

It   is  then  that  law  which  became  (o  difaftrous,  that  con- 
duced us  to  an  exhaofted  ftate.     Confiderations  which  cxift  no 
more,  juftiftedrt  perhaps  at  firft  ;  had  not  the  Convention,  in  re- 
pealing h,  broken  the  chains  of  induftry.     It  belongs  to  induftiy 
freed  from  her  (hackles ;  it  belongs  to  regenerated  commerce  to 
muhrply  our  wealth  and  our  means  of  exchange.     The  fupplies 
of  the  Republic  are  entrufted  to  concurrence  and  to  liberty,  the 
only  bafes  of  commerce  and  agriculture.     But  after  fa  many  ca- 
lamities, their  benefits  will  not  be  as  fpeedy  as  our  wants  are  ur- 
gent.    Every  fudden  tranfition  to  a  new  order  of  things,  every 
change,  however  ufefui  it  be,  is  never  without  a  (hock,  and  offers 
almoft  conftant)y  foflie  inconvenience.     The  impatrence  of  the 
citizens  wanted  at  this  moment  to  fupply  itfelf,  at  any  price,  with 
the  goods  necelTary  for  their  confumption*    This  caufe,  added  to 
the  inclemency  of  the  feafon,  made  them  undergo  a  momentary 
jrife  in  their  price.     A  few  days  more,  and  we  (hall  fee  the  happy 
eifefts  of  a  decree,  which  malcvoltence  wiH  doubtlefs  calumniate, 
which  was  cona^nanded  by  the  welfare  of  the  people.    Let  all  fears 
vanifh  ;  the  government  watches  day  and  night.     Your  reprefen- 
tatives expe£t  every  thing  from  the  charafler  which  drftinguifhes 
the  French  nation,  and  the  provifions  (hall  be  fecured*     Frater- 
ihall  be  no  more  an  empty  name  among  us  \  it  fhall  rejeft 
;e  the  calcu^tions  of  avarice  and  the  falfe  alarms,  which  are 
4  ftiU 
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ftlil  more  fubfervlent  to  a  variety  of  fpeculators,  in  creating  a  fac- 
titious want ! 

You  will  not  compromife  five  years  labours  and  facrifices ; 
and  the  genius  of  liberty  will  triumph  this  day  over  all  the  paf- 
fions,  even  of  his  wants,  and  of  the  rigour  of  (he  elements,  as  ^  he 
has  triumphed  over  all  the  tyrants  of  Europe. 

Your  enemies  bcftir  themfelves  in  darknefs,  and  want  to  mif- 
lead  the  people ;  but  they  (hall  be  deaf  to  the  infmuations  of  per- 
fidy, and  (hall  only  rally  at  the  voice  of  the  country. 

Yefterday  royalty  feemed  to  confpire  from  the  bottom  of  its 
grave  ;  its  blafphemies  refounded  to  the  gates  of  the  fanfti^ary  of  . 
liberty.  But  this  laft  cry  of  royal  fanaticifm,  ftriking  all  the  re- 
publicans with  indignation,  unites  to  furnifh  them  frefh  energy. 
Juftice  and  reafon  will  bring  back  abundance  by  degrees.  The 
moil  magnanimous  nation  will  reap  at  lad  the  fruit  of  her  virtues ; 
and  her  reprefentatives  will  find  their  reward  ia  beholding  their 
bappinels* 


Jobannot  on  the  id  Nivofe^  (22d  December  1794)  in  the  Name  of  the 
Committees  of  Public  Safety^  General  Security^  Lcgiflation^  Com^ 
tnercef  and  Finance,  prefentcd  the  following  Report  to  the  French 
Convention. 

AFTER  having  diflipated  the  clouds  which  darkened  the  po- 
litical horizon  of  France,  you  wifti  to  enfure  to  the  nation, 
whofe  defliny  is  in  your  hands,  happinefs,  order,  and  tranquillity  : 
you  wifli  to  know  our  fituation,  our- means,  and  our  refources, 
and  to  ereft  ajuft  government  on  a  firm  and  liable  foundation. 

But  to  execute  a  plan  fo  worthy  of  you,  it  is  not  to  detached 
and  infulated  parts,  but  to  the  great  whole  of  this  noble  work  that 
your  attention  mu(l  be  direded.  Laws  of  detail  on  the  fubje^l  of 
finance,  commerce,  or  agriculture,  however  excellent  in  them- 
felves, will  become  abfolutely  null,  if  they  do  not  form  links  of 
one  general  chain  of  reform  and  amelioration. 

To  diredl  towards  one  great  and  ufeful  end  the  whole  of  the  ad- 
miniftration,  we  muft  place  ourfelves  at  that  height,  from  which 
we  can  embrace  at  once  all  its  parts,  and  foUqw  out  on  every  fide 
itsextenfive  ramifications. 

The  great  movements  of  empires  turn  chiefly  upon  theijc 
finances :  it  is  towards  our  finances,  then,  that  our  firft  views 
nriuft  be  dire6led~agricultufe,  commerce,  and  public  credit  yf\\\ 
next  occupy  our  attention.  The  external  relation  of  the  Repub- 
lic will  not  be  forgotten.  We  fliall  alfo  have  to  treat  of  the  public 
fpirit,  of  the  neceffity,  and  of  the  means  of  fixing  iti  uncertainty. 
If  wc  perceive  in  the  fceblenefs  and  vacillation  of  the  government 
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the  chief  caufcs  of  our  evils,  we  muft  have  recourfc  to  enejrgjr  and 
firmnefs  as  the  remedies. 

We  do  not  come  here  to  raife  alarms,  nor  to  difcourage  you  in 
the  purfultof  your  generous  plan — all  pur  errors  may  eafily  be  re- 
called ;  and  it  is  for  that  reafon  that  we  do  not  fear  to  difcover  them* 

Europe,  leagued  againft  uSy  flies  before  our  triumphant  armies, 
whilft  we  fliall  not  fear  to  tell  her  even  of  the  faults  which  we  have 
(committed  j  the  confefTjon  announces  the  inteotion  of  repairing 
them.  Let  it  be  for  us  the  ptelude  to  new  vidories,  and  for  our 
enemies  the  fignal  of  new  defeats. 

The  queftion  of  finance  which  moft  agitates  the  public  mind  at 
the  prcfent  n^oment,  is  that  relative  to  the  augmentation  i^hich 
has  every  where  taken  place  in  the  price  of  goods  and  merchandize. 
An  opinien,  which  is  rather  general,  afcribes  folely  to  the  too 
abundant  circulation  ofallignats,  the  embarraffmentsof  our  prcfeijt 
Ctuation,  the  fall  of  the  exchange,  and  all  the  evils  which  fpring 
from  it.  It  is  thought  that  thefe  evils  may  be  remedied  by  re* 
tiring  a  certain  quantity  of  affignats  from  circulation,  and  reducing 
the  mafs  of  paper-money  as  near  as  poflible  to  the  amount  of  the 
fpccie  which  formerly  circulated  in  France. 

This  opinion  is  in  fome  degree  founded  ;  for  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  the  too  great  emiflion  of  affignats  muft  have  a  dangerous  in- 
fluence on  the  opinion  which  is  entertained  of  their  value;  nor 
C^n  it  be  contefted  that  a  real  good  would  arife  from  their  diminu- 
tiooj  if  effefted  with  prudence,  and  by  means  which  the  moft  ri'. 
gorous  equity  would  not  be  aftiaraed  to  avow.  But  let  us  not  de- 
ceive ourftjves.  This  partial  meafure  will  only  produce  limited 
cfFeQs  ;  it  will  only  ferve  as  a  palliative  to  thofe  deep  wounds 
nvhich  we  muft  probe  to  the  bottom  before  we  can  apply  a  cure. 

The  aflignats,  whatever  be  their  mafs,  are  guaranteed  by  the 
very  beftof  fecurftes,  whofe  value  even  augment  in  proportion  as 
they  are  multiplied.  It  is  to  this  conftant  and  corrcfponding  pro^ 
greflion  between  the  courfe  of  republican  money,  and  thi^jjjrice  of 
.the  national  domains,  that  we  owe  thofe  inexhauftible'irefources 
which  have  aftonifhed  Europe,  and  which  have  prepared  the  tri- 
uniph  of  fourteen  armies. 

'  rrudence  requires,  that  we  (hould  hazard  nothing  which  may 
weaken  the  confidence  diic  to  our  paper  money,  and  to  the  value 
of  the  pledges  which  forms  its  fecurity.  Experience  has  too  well 
proved,  that  even  in  the  moft  peaceable  times  all  tampering  with 
the  coin  liJ^s  produced  the  moft  fatal  confequences.  Jn  this  critical 
fituation,  we  are  bound  to  prefent  to  you,  without  delay,  a  free 
and  equitable  plan,  by  which  the  quantity  of  our  aftignats  may  be 
iredpced  without  a  breach  of  good  faith,  or  a  violation  of  public 
credit.  Bptit  is  firft  neceflary  to  deftroy  the  prejudices  of  thof<j 
who  attribute  all  our  evils  folely  to  the  mafs  pif  Qur  aflignats. 
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The  firft  year  of  the  Republic  furnifhes  a  ftrikrng  proof  that  It  is 
tiot  to  their  greater  or  fmaller  mafs  that  their  difcredit  is  to  be  af- 
cribed*     When  Dumourier  finifhed  with  ignominy  a  campaign 
"which  he  had  commenced  with  fo  much  glory,  after  his  (hameful 
retreat  from  Belgium  our  aflignats  loft  more  than  they  do  at  prefent^ 
although  the  quantity  in  circulation  was  fo  much  lefs.   Where  (hall 
we  find  the  caufes  of  that  depreciation  ?     In  the  inquietude  of  the 
minds  of  men ;  in  the  ftorms  which  threatened  the  infant  Republic  ; 
in  the  inftability  of  public  opinion,   floating  inceflantly  between 
different  fattions,  without  knowing  where  to  fix  itfelf ;  in  (hort^ 
in  the  abfence  of  principles,  without  which  there  can  exift  neither 
fecurity  nor  confidence.     We  (hall  fee,  that  if  fuch  adventitious 
circumftances  had  not  produced  an  effeA  more  or  lefs  fatal  on  the 
credit  of  our  aflignats,  no  natural  caufe  could  have  fliaken  it.  The 
mod  certain  and  accurate  calculations  atteft  that  their  fecurity  ex- 
ceeds in  value  fifteen  milliards  (fix  hundred  millions  fterling.) 
This  valuation  is  made  from  the  a£lual  and  efFeftive  revenues  of 
the  national  domains,  as  they  have  been  paid  into  the  public  trea* 
fury,  viz. 

In  the  month  of  Germinal  Livres  20,850,000 

Florcal  -  Z4, 1 89,000 

Prairial  -  26,358,000 

Thermidor  -  24,010,000 

Frudlidor  25,168,000 

Meflidor  -  26,888,000 

Livres  147,463,000 

From  which  it  refults,  that  the  revenues  of  the  unfold  na- 
tional domains  amount  for  one  year  to  300  millions  (12  millions 
fterling,)  which  at  40  years  purchafe,  the  rate  at  which  they 
are  generally  fold,  give  us  a  real  value  of  12  millions  (480  mil- 
lions fterling.)  It  is  true,  that  in  the  revenues  above  mentioned, 
there  are  certain  fums  arifing  from  the  fale  of  perfonal  property  2 
but  they  are  more  than  balanced  by  the  perfonal  property  which 
ftill  remains  to  be  fold.  To  thefe  12  millions  we  have  to  ad4 
two  milliards  for  houfes  and  other  buildings  unfold,  and  one 
milliard,  which  we  calculate  at  the  loweft,  for  the  inheritances 
of  emigrants  which  muft  fall  to  the  nation.  The  final  reful^ 
is,  that  we  can  Ihew  property  amounting  to  15  milliards  as  a 
mortgage  for  our  afllignats. 

The  feafon  of  dilapidation  is  paft.  Your  expenfes  muft  b^ 
Amplified,  for  it  has  been  often  (aid,  and  faid  truly,  that  oeco- 
pomy  is  the  firft  favour  which  a  good  government  ought  to  befl»«ir 
upon  a  nation.  It  will  not  be  propofed  to  you  to  adopt  a  fyf* 
tern  of  oeconomy,  miferable  at  once  and  impolitic,  a  fyftem 
whicl}  deftroys  all  xi^ion^l  dignity,  s^4  whidii  t^irefufing  oc 
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giving  with  reluflance  the  ncccflary  encouragement,  flops  ii 
every  direction  the  energies  of  thought,  and  the  flights  of  ge- 
nius. No  parflmony  is  perhaps  more  hurtful  in  its  eiFe(5ls  than 
themoft  lavifh  prodigality.  Our  reforms  mull  be  the  great  and 
ufeful  in  their  objcdls,  as  well  as  their  refuhs. 

Shew  the  general  account  of  your  revenue  and  your  expendi- 
ture to  the  prefent  day-  Let  all  France  know  with  accuracy 
the  ftatc  of  your  aflignats,  and  of  every  fpecies  of  value  which 
has  entered  into,  or  iffued  from  the'public  treafury.  Let  a 
commiffion  be  appointed  to  draw  up  thefe  accounts  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  committee  of  Finance,  Publicity  is  the  bafis  of 
confidence,  as  it  is  the  fafe-guard  of  lilierty.  It  will  refalt ' 
from  fuch  inquiries  that,  after  creating  in  a  moment  a  million 
of  foJdiers  ;  after  providing  for  them  every  thing  requifite  for 
carrying  on  a  war  the  moft  terrible  of  which  hiftory  fpeaks; 
that  in  the  midft  of  diforder  and  dilapidation,  infeparable  from 
great  revolutionary  movements,  our  expenfes,  though  immenfe, 
iiave  been  lefs  than  we  had  reaibn  to  expedl,  and  that  the  re* 
fources  which  are  left  to  us  are  ftill  infinitely  fuperior.  Yon 
will  fee  that  our  whole  expenfes  do  not  exceed  nine  milliards 
(360  millions  fterling;)  that  our  receipts  amount  to  three  mil- 
liards (120  millions  fterling.)  Our  expenfes  are  therefore  re- 
duced to  fix  milliards  (240  millions  fterling.)  From  this  fum 
we  muft  deduft  the  ordinary  expenfes  of  government,  which  at 
all  times  would  have  amounted  to  two  milliards  (about  80  mil- 
lions fterling,^  and  there  will  remain  a  fum  of  four  milliards 
(160  millions  fterling,)  which  forms  theexpenfe  of  the  revolu- 
tion. We  have  made  head  againft  all  Europe — we  have  efta- 
1)liflied  liberty  upon  a  bafis  which  cannot  be  fliaken  [—Compare 
thefe  great  refultswith  thofe  of  the  ancient  government,  which 
expended  1500  millions  to  fupport  our  allies  in  North  America. 

Whilft  public  credit  will  take  root  by  a  perfect  knowledge  of 
our  refources,  we  /hall  be  able,  without  fliock  and  alarm,  to 
diminifti  the  mafs  of  aflignats.  The  rapid  fale  of  the  perfonal 
property  of  the  clergy,  and  of  the  national  buildings,  which 
coft  fo  much  in  repairs,  or  which  go  to  ruin  if  they  are  neg- 
ledted;  the  rfums  which  will  arife  from  the  arrangements  you 
will  have  to  make  with  the  families  of  the  emigrants,  for  luch 
parts  of  their  inheritances  as  belong  to  the  nation — from  thefe 
you  will  draw  confiderable  refources.  Still  thefe  obje6is  are  not 
fufficient  to  fulfil  your  views,  and  your  committees  will  prefent 
to  you  fucceflTively,  different  plans  to  effecftuate  that  purpofe. 
A  report  will  be  made  to  you,  which  will  have  for  its  objc(^,  to 
retire  in  one  year  from  circulation,  four  milliards  (160  millions 
fterling,)  by  free  ai^d  Voluntary  means. 

But,  it  is  nccdlcfs  to  differftble,  even  this  will  not  fulfil  the 
great' objeft 'yon  nave  ih  view.  In  fa6t,  it  is- not  folely  the  fu- 
c  '  '   .  perabundancc 
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perabgndance  of- the  fign,  but  alfo  the  fcarcity  of  the  articles' 
to  be  procured  with  it,  which  raifes  their  price.  Remember 
ihat  the  produce  of  our  colonies  has  fometimes  tripled  in  price, 
although  the  quantity  of  reprcfentative  figns  continued  the 
fame;  do  not  forget  that,  in  bad  feafons,  wines  often  double  in 
price,  under  the  fame  circum (lances.  Although  you  may  have 
diminifhed  the  quantity  of  affignats,  you  will  not  have  aug- 
mented the  quantity  of  goods  of  all  kinds;  this  is  the  end 
which  we  muft  attain.     How  then  are  we  attain  it  ? 

One  of  the  firft  caufes  of  our  wants  is  the  unfavourable  ba- 
lance of  trade,  which  in  the  year  1788,  was  80  millions  in  our 
favour.  How  much  it  is  againft  us  now  we  all  have  reafon  to 
know.  The  revenues  of  our  colonies  amounted  in  1788  to  235 
millions.  This  refource  is  for  the  prefent  dried  up.  The  ma- 
nufafturers  of  Lyons  brought  to  us  about  90  millions.  Tlic 
commerce  of  the  Levant,  which  produced  a  revenue  of  30  mil- 
lions, is  fufpended  until  the  French  flag  ifhall  fly  triumphant  in 
the  Mediterranean.  Thefe  caufes  have ^jroduccd  the  deficit  in 
the  balance  of  trade;  and  it  is  not  by  dimioifhing  the  mafs  of 
youraffignats  that  you  will  remedy  the  evil. 

We  have  been  inceflTantly  told  that  France  produces  every 
thing  we  require.  This  has  been  belied  by  experience,  but 
from  this  popular  error  has  arifen  the  law  of  the  maximum^  which 
your  committee  of  Commerce  will  foon  propofe  to  you  to  re- 
peal. From  this  fame  error  have  fprung  fo  many  laws  deflruc* 
tiveof  all  commerce  and  induftry.  If  we  had  not  loaded  our 
commerce  with  fhackles  ;  if  we  had  abandoned  it  to  itfelf;  if 
the  moil  innocent  fpeculations  had  not  become  crimes  in  the  eyes 
of  the  ignorant,  the  aftivLty  of  our  merchants  would  have  fu|x- 
plied  France  with  every  thing  ftie  required,  notwithftauding  the 
calamities  of  war;  but  the  government  became  merchant  itfelf: 
and  in  deftroying  the  induftry  of  individuals,  it  deflroyed  the 
fourceof  its  own  riches.  If  you  wifh  to  renew  and  to  multiply 
your  refouf'ces,  you  muft  give  encouragement  to  commerce* 
Thcfirft  thing  to  be  done  is  to  fupprefs  the  import  duties  on  all 
thofe  articles  which  we  (land  in  need  of. — ^Let  there  be  raifed 
only  a  fmall  retribution,  that  we  may  know  exa&ly  the  Aate  of 
our  importations,  and  the  balance  of  our  trade.  Let  your  com- 
mittee alfo  pfefent  to  you  a  lift  of  thofe  articles  of  which  the 
exportation  ought  prbvifioiially  to  be  prohibited.  In  every 
other  branch  let  exportation  and  importation  be  free,  and  let 
all  thofe  conditions  be  fupprcflTcd,  which  tend  only  to  cramp 
and  confine  our  commercial  operations:  let  able  commiflioners 
vifjt  the  manufafturing  communes  nnd  diftriiSs  to  give  them  that 
aflivity  fo  necefTary  for  the  public  profperity. 

The  arts,  under  the  diredlion  of  French  genius,  have  pro* 
vided  France,  as  if  by  miracles,  with  mulkets,  cannon,  powder 
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and  faltpetre.  Let  tliem  produce  with  the  fame  rapidity  the 
means  of  exchange  with  foreign  countries.  The  raw  material 
is  the  real  wealth  of  nations.  The  nations  which  poflefs  it  are  1 
richer  than  thofe  which  abound  only  in  gold.  With  the  creative  \ 
genius  of  the  French  people,  foreign  nations  will  foon  become  \ 
tributaries  of  our  induftry. — Decree  that  fpecie  may  be  exported 
—take  but  one  precaution — let  the  exporter  come  tinder  an  en- 
gagement to  bring  back  into  France  the  value  in  articles  of  the 
firli  neceflity — the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  of  Finance,  and 
of  Commerce,  will  offer  to  you  the  means  of  preventing  all 
abufes  in  this  particular. 

You  will  ftill  have  to  anfwer  the  general  wifheft  of  cvcrj 
commercial  town,  and  of  every  friend  to  juftice  in  the  Repub- 
lic, by  repealing  the  decree  by  which  the  property  of  foreigneri 
was  fequeftered.  By  the  decree  you  chain  down  our  merchants 
at  the  moment. when  you  tell  them  to  a6l :  you  break  private 
contrafts  at  the  moment  when  y6u  wifti  to  revive  commerce, 
which  can  only  have  private  contrafts  for  its  bafis.  ' 

It  is  now  time  to  tell  every  truth ;  and  if  there  is  one  which 
is  more  certain  than  another,  it  is,  that  no  power  upon  earth  hai 
a  right  to  enjoy  that  which  probity  revolts  at.  Tjie  eonfcieiice 
of  the  honeft  man  is  a  fanAuary,  into  which  no  human  power 
has  accefs.  Woe  be  to  that  government,  which  dares  to  violate 
]t-«-it  will  not  go  long  unpunifhed,  it  will  find  its  tOmb  amidft 
the  ruins  of  their  firll  principles,  which  form  the  bafis  of  the 
focial  compadt ! 

In  repealing  the  decrees  of  fequeftration,  you  will  fuppreii 
that  inquifition  which  intercepts  correfpondcnces,  and  thereby 
give  a  free  circulation  to  all  articles  of  exchange. 

You  will  re-eftablifh  your  credit,  and  reftore  plenty  to  the 
Republic,  by  forming  wife  relations  with  neutral  powers,  and 
by  fcrupuloufly  adhering  to  that  good  faith  which  they  have  a 
right  to  expedl  from  you.  There  is  one  people  above  all,'  with 
whom  our  ties  cannot  be  drawn  too  clofe,  and  that  is  the  peopU 
of  America.  They  gave  us  a  great  example ;  they  expedl  from 
us  a  fraternal  union  ;  yet,  with  regard  to  them,  we  have  fol- 
lowed the  example  of  the  perfidious  Englifh  in  their  oppreflion. 
Let  us  haften  to  decree  that  our  treaty  of  commerce  with  the 
Americans  fhall  be  facredly  obferved,  and  that  all  civil  and  mi- 
litary officers  are  prohibited  from  infringing  it  in  any  point. 

But  if  it  be  urgent  to  renew  thefe  bonds  of  concord  with  th« 
neutral  powers,  it  is  furely  no  lefs  fo  to  attach  all  individual 
hiterel^s  to  that  of  the  Republic,  and  to  extend  the  conquefl  of 
the  revolution  within  ourfelves.  Far  be  it  from  us  to  propoie 
imprudent  and  contradidlory  laws,  which  might  givea  rctfogadel 
iMtion  to  the  public  mind.  Patriotifm  and  piudence  forM 
them  equally;  but  there  are  general  meafure»  whicb^  id  (httCting| 

out 
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09t  all  criminal  and  chimerical  hopes,  would  give  a  great  ex- 
ample of  juftice>  and  would  propagate  the  law  of  tlie  Republic 
among  all  clailes  of  its  citizens.  Such  would  be  that  of  liqui- 
dating promptiyy  and  in  a  mafs,  the  whole  debts  of  the  emi- 
grants, as  you  have  done"  thofc  of  the  clergy,  by  declaring 
their  creditors  the  creditors  of  the  flate.  This  liquidation  is 
at  once  politic  and  moral.  The  intereft  and  the  gratitude  of 
800,000  perfons  will  add  ftrength  to  that  hatred  which  ought 
£verto  purfue  the  emigrants,  and  will  confirm,  without  return, 
the  fentence  of  perpetual  baniflimeiit,  wliich  they  have  defervcd. 
This  meafure  muft  be  accompanied  by  another.  We  muft  fettle 
with  the  relations  of  the  emigrants  for  that  portion  of  the  inhe- 
ritances which  belongs  to  the  nation.  Let  arbitrators  be  ap- 
pointed, (imple  forms  obferved,  and  early  periods  fixed  for  pay- 
ment:  by  this  means  the  fequeArations  will  be  taken  olF,  and 
the  families  reftored  to  their  liberty. 

As  the  nation  is  great  and  magnanimous  towards  its  debtors, 
£9  let  it  be  generous  and  indulgent  towards  its  creditors.  Let 
iCOmpenfations  be  admitted,  and  let  every  faculty  be  given  to  the 
debtors  Cor  liberating  themfelves. 

Tbefc  means  are  great,  but  their  efficacy  will  depend  upon 
theimpulfe  which  you  will  give  to  the  public  mind,  and  the 
fecurity  which  you  will  afford  fortlieir  being  followed  out  with 
eoiiftahcy  andeffeft.  The  government  muil  now  advance  with 
a  regular  and  fteady  pace.  Prcfent  to  the  floating  ideas  of  men 
a  refting-place  where  they  may  fix  themfelves.  Hitherto  our 
government  has  been  a  prey  to  all  the  paffions,  which  have 
reigned  by  turns,  by  means  more  or  lefs  violent,  and  under 
forms  more  or  lefs  popular.  Let  us  not  be  afraid  of  avowing  it : 
it  is  to  this  perpetual  vacillation  that  we  have  to  impute  all  our 
misfortunes.     Scarcely  do  our  republican  annals  embrace  tbre$ 

!^ears,  and  twenty  ages  feem  to  have  filled  their  courfe.  Revo- 
otjons  have  fucceeded  revolutions ;  men,  things,  events,  ideas, 
pvery  thing  has  changed,  every  thing  changes  dill;  and  in  this 
perpetual  flux  and  reflux  of  contrary  movements,  it  is  in  vain 
that  the  government  expetfts  that  confidence  which  can  only 
arife  from  a  wife  and  fteady  fyftcm  of  condudl,  and  a  ftrift  ad- 
herence to  true  principles. 

Commerce  foon  difappeared  amidft  this  conftant  fucceffion  of 
contrarieties,  in  a  country  where  individuals,  being  unable  to 
calculate  upon  any  thing  as  fixed,  faw  before  them  one  conti- 
nued profpedl  of  changes  fucceeding  each  other  .without  end» 
Credit  is  a  tender  plant,  which  requires  a  foft  ^nd  regular  tem- 
perature, and  which  will  not  grow  in  a  rugged  foil,  nor  flourifli 
in  a  boifterous  climate. 

It  is  time  to  put  an  end  to  the  reign  of  uncertainty,  and  to 
fxin  an  invariable  manner  the  principles  of  juftice  and  equity. 

Vol.  it.  l\  \(\\\^ 
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which  ought  to  guide  our  condu£l.  When  the  gOYcrn©cnt, 
advancing  with  a  firm  and  fteady  fiep,  will  have  {hewn  the  ttiie 
end  to  which  it  points,  and  will  have  laid  down  the  fyftcm  whicl^ 
it  means  to  purfue  ;  when  the  National  Convention ,  throwing 
afide  thofe  unhappy  diflenfions  which  have  too  long  clogged  it 
in  its  progrefs,  will  occupy  itfelf  only  with  the  happincfsoftbe 
people;  when  it  will  not  ceafe  to  repel,  with  indignation,  all 
jmeafures  which  pay  tend  to  infringe  thofe  principles  of  jiiftice 
and  good  faith  which  adiuate  its  condudt,  then  all  alarms  m\\ 
difappear,  and  it  will  not  be  in  vain  that  men  will  labour  for 
the  re-eftabliAiment  of  the  finances,  the  credit,  and  the  com* 

merce  of  the  Republic. ,    .«   . 

The  following  decree  wa^  |hep  propqfed  : 

I.  A  commiffion  fliall  be  appointed,  compofed  of  one  nicmbcc 
of  each  committee,  which,  in'conjunSion  with  the  committee  of 
Finances,  fhall  draw  up  an  account  of  the  general  condition  of  the 
flux  atid  feiflux  of  aflignats,  and  of  all  receipts  and  expenfes,  either 
in  metal,  in  ailignats,  or  other  articles 'of  value,  operated  in  tbi 
national  treafury,  fince  its  firft  eftablifliment  to  rtie  ift  Niyofc} 
and  which  account  fhall  be  laid  before  the  Convention.'  This  ac- 
count muft  particularly  fpecify  the  condition  ip  which  the  public 
treafure  was  on  the  21ft  of  September,  1792,  and  on  the  i6tk 
Thermidor  laft. 

II.  The  committee  of  Finances  is  charged  to  prefent,  as  foon 
as  poffible,  to  the  Convention,  an  account  of  the  ordinary  expenfei 
of  the  government,  and  of  the  means  toproyide  for  them, 

III.  The  committees  of  War,  and  of  Public  Safety,  fliall 
jointly  propofe  the  means  of  order  and  oeconomy  of  which  e3;tra- 
ordinary  expenfes  might  be  fufceptible. 

IV.  From  this  day,  the  merchants  and  manpfacfturers  fhall  lay 
in  their  provifions  under  the  advantage  of  the  liberty  of  trade,  Goi 
vcrnment  will  confine  its  commercial  operations  merely  to  what 
concerns  the  providing  for  the  wants  of  the  army  and  navy.  The 
raw  articles  of  every  defcription,  not  neceirary  for  the  army  or 
navy,  which  may  be  found  in  the  magazines  of  the  Republic,  01: 
Mrhichare  in  requifiiion  on  its  account,  fhall  immediately  be  put 
up  to  public  fale. 

V.  The  decrees  relative  to  the  fequeftration  of  the  property  be- 
longing to  fubjeds  of  the  powers  at  war  with  the  Republic,  iOiail 
no  longer  be  executed.  The  fums  delivered  up  by  French  citizen^ 
to  the  national  treafury,  in  confequence  of  thofe  decrees,  fhall 
all  be  returned  to  them. 

.  VI.  Citizens  pofTefling  fpecie  are  permitted  to  export  it,  pro- 
vided they  imgprt  an  equal  value  of  articles  of  the  firft  neceffity. 
The  committees  of  Public  Safety,  Finances,  and  Commerce,  fhall 
jointly  take  the  neceffary  meafures  in-order  to  regulate  that  ex- 
•  portation. 
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p)ftatioh,  poiht  but  the  objeds  to  be  imported^  and  prevent  the 
iibuf^s  which  nriight  be  introduced  by  the  lenity  of  this  article. 

VII.  The  decree  of  navigation  remains  fufpended  until  the 
caminittees  of  the  Navy  and  Commerce  ihall  have  prefented  to 
the  Convention  a  plan  of  the  means  by  which  the  execution  of  that 
iiecrce,  niay  be  rendered  more  certain  and  more  ufefuL 

VIII.  The  Convention  orders  all  the  agents  of  the  Republic, 
iiU  the  coihitiahders  of  the  armed  forces,  and  all  the  civil  aind  mili- 
kry  officers,  to  enforce  the  refpeft  for,  and  adherence  in  every 

f)int  t#,  all  the  articles  Contained  in  the  treaties  which  unite 
ranee  with  the  neutral  powers  of  the  old  Continent,  and  with 
tiie  United  States  of  America  :  no  attempt  (hall  be  made  contrary 
to  the  fpirit  of  thofe  treaties,  and  all  difpofltioris  found  contrary 
to  them  ihall  ht  annulled. 

IX.  All  the  Creditdrs  of  the  emigrants,  and  of  other  individu- 
als, whofe  property  is  forfeited  by  means  of  lawful  Confifcation, 
ire  declared  to  be  looked  upon  as  dire£t  creditor^  of  the  (late; 
from  which  are  excepted  the  creditors  of  thofe  who  have  been 
bankrupt,  or  notorioudy  infolvent  at  the  time  of  their  being  con- 
demned to  a  confifcatioh'  of  their  property. 

X. '  In  order  fpeedily  to'  put  in  a  ftate  of  cultivation  the  eftates  of 
the  emigrants,  and  thofe  confifcated  frobi  convidls,  the  fame  com- 
mittees (hall,  without  delay,  prefent  to  the  Convention  a  plan  to 
fettle  with  the  parents  of  th?  emigrants,  with  refpeft  to  the  (hare 
in  the  inheritance  which  belongs  to  the  Republic.  The  fequeftra- 
tion  upo(i  the  property  of  the  family  (hall  be  renioved  immediately 
lifter,  and  they  themfelves  (hall  be  difcharged,  if  no  other  charge 
is  foqnd  againft  them*. 

,  XI.  All  the  moveable  efFe£ls  of  emigrants,  belonging  to  the 
Republic,  (hall  be  publicly  fold  without  delay.  The  committer 
of  Finances  is  to  propofe  the  means  to  colle£l  thefe  efFefts,  and, 
without  difficulty  or  great  expenfe,  to  convey  them  to  the  place  of 
public  audion. 

.  XII.  A  lift  ihall  be  made  out  by  the  commifHonal  revenue,  of 
all  the  eftateswhich.it  is  neceflary  to  fell  immediately ;  as  alfo  of 
ill  the  buildings  and  houfes  unlet,  which  overburden  the  expenfes' 
6f  the  Republic  by  the  neceffity  of  watching  and  repairing  them. 

The  committee  is  alfo  charged  to  propofe  means  to  accelerate 
the  fale  q{  the  latter,  and  to  difpofe  of  them  for  at  Icaft  the  fum 
of  one  thoufand  millions  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  year. 

XIII*  The  committee  oi  Finances  (hall,  within  a  (hort  tipie, 
prefent  to  the  Convention  a  general  report  upon  the  laws  which 
point  out  cafes  by  which  individuals  forfeit  their  benefits  from  the 
public  funds,  in  order  that  the  Convention  might  repeal  thofe  ar- 
ticles which  (hall  be  fpund  too  rigorous. 

XIV.  The  commiffion  charged  to  e}^mine  into  the  a^ual  orga« 
^i;catian  of  government,  (hall  fpeedily  make  a  report  refpeding 
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meafurcs  to  infurc  its  aflivity,  and  to  give  to  it  all  the  neceifary 
ftrength  and  energy  ;  and  alfo  refpeSing  ntieafures  of  oeconomy 
and  reform  which  may  be  neceflfary  to  be  taken  for  the  public  in- 
tcreft,  and  the  punftuality  of  the  fervice,  either  in  the  adminiftra- 
tive  commiflions,  or  the  offices  depending  from  them. 

The  Convention  ordered  the  above  report  to  be  printed^  and  adi 
journed  the  difcuflion  of  the  decree  for  three  days.

National  CeN vention.     iiNivofe  [January  i,  1795.) 

Cambon, — You  have  been  generous  even  towards  nations 
which  have  been  unjuftto  you.  All  Europe  (hould  be  acquainted 
with  the  law  which  you  pafled  for  removing  the  fequedration 
from  the  effefts  of  foreigners.  I  think  that  the  fifth  article  which 
you  decreed  the  other  day,  fhould  be  withdrawn  from  the  decree 
which  we  are  now  to  difcufs,  and  be  made  a  particular  law.  I 
think  alfo  that  it  fhould  be  preceded  by  a  declaration,  in  which  the 
unjiift  afts  of  the  foreign-  powers  ftiould  be  ftated,  in  which  it 
fliould  be  folemnly  afTerted  that  RufHa  lirft  commanded  the  feizure 
of  effefis  belonging  to  the  natives  of  France,  and  that  Spain  imi- 
tated the  example  of  Ruifia  ;  that  neverthelefs  France  is  eager  ta 
be  generous,  and  to  return  to  principles  as  foon  as  fhe  commands 
to  viftory.  Finally,  I  move,  that  a  manifefto  be  drawn  up,  which 
fhall  be  tranflated  into  all  languages. — Decreed. 

Johannot  read  the  fixth  article  for  the  re-eftablifhment  of  public 
credit,  and  the  encouragement  of  commerce. 

After  a  long  debate  it  was  decreed  in  the  following  terms : 
The  citizens  are  permitted  to  export  fpecie,  6n  condition  of  im- 
porting the  value  of  fuch  fpecie  in  articles  of  the  firfl  neceffiiy. 
The  united  committees  of  Public  Safety,  Commerce,  and  Marine, 
are  within  two  days  to  propofe  the  neceflfary  meafures  for  regu- 
lating the  mode  of  thefe  exportations,  for  pointing  out  the  articles 
to  be  imported,  and  for  preventing  abufes  which  iiiay  arife  on  the 
fiibjea. 

The  feventh  article,  for  fiifpending  the  aft  of  navigation,  until 
the  committees  (hall  prefent  a  meafure  calculated  to  give  more 
certain  execution  to  the  aft,  was  referred  to  the  committees. 

"The  eighth  article  was  then  read.     The  Convention  orders  all 

the  agents  of  the  Republic,   all  the  commanders  of  the  armed 

forces^  and  all  the  civil  and  military  officers,  to  enforce  the  refpeft 

for,  and  adherence  in  every  point  to,  all  the  articles  contained  in 

-      *   '  the 
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the  treaties  which  unJie  France  with  the  neutral  powers  of  the  old 
Continent,  and  with  the  United  States  of  America  :  no  attempt 
lliall  be  made  contrary  to  the  fpirit  of  thofe  treaties,  and  all  dif- 
pofitions  found  contrary  to  them  fliall  be  annulled. 

It  was  decreed  without  any  debate. 

After  fome  debate,  the  ninth  article  was  decreed. 

All  the  creditors  of  the  emigrants,  and  of  other  individuals, 
whofe  property  is  forfeited  by  means  of  lawful  confifcation,  arc 
declared  to  be  direft  creditors  of  the  States ;  from  which  are  ex- 
cepted the  creditors  of  thofe  who  have  been  bankrupt,  or  notori- 
oufly  infolvent  at  the  time  of  their  being  condenuied  to  a  confifca- 
tion of  their  property. 

The  committee  of  Legiflatiire  nnd  Finance  arc  immediately  to 
propofe  means  of  accelerating  this  liquidation,  and  tc»  ^atethe  na- 
ture of  the  titles  which  (hall  be  admitted.

Sire,  our  Brother  and  Lord, 

WHEN  the  Aflemblyj  which  owes  its  exiftehce  to  you,  and 
which  has  ufed  it  only  for  the  deftrtiSion  of  your  power,' 
believes  itfelf  to  be  upon  the  point  of  confummating  its  guilty  en- 
tcrprize  ;  when,  to  the  indignity  of  holding  yoU  a  captive  in  the 
center  of  your  capital,  they  add  the  perfidy  of  wifhing  you  to  de- 
grade ypur  throne  by  your  own  hand  ;  when  they  even  dare  to  pre- 
fent  to  you  the  option  of  fubfpribing  the  decrees  which  are  to  oc- 
cafion  the  unhappinefs  of  your  people,  or  of  ceafing  to  be  King; 
•wc  haften  to  inform  your  Majefty,  that  the  powers,  whofe  affift- 
ance  we  have  claimed  for  you,  arc  determined  to  employ  their 
forces^,  and  that  thq  Emperor,  and  the  King  of  Pruflia,  have  juft 
contracted  a  mutual  engagement  to  do  fo.     The  fage  Leopold,' 
immediately  after  having  confirmed  the  tranquillity   of  his  own 
ftates,  and  reftored  that  of  Europe,  figned  this  engagement  at  Pil- 
nitz,  on  the  27th  of  laft  month,  conjointly  with  the  worthy  fuc- 
ceffor  of  the  Great  Frederick:  they  have  given  the  orrginal  into 
our  hands,  and,  for  the  purpofe  of  forwarding  it  to  yoti,  we  caufe 
it  to  be  printed  at  the  end  of  this  letter,  publication  being  at  pre- 
sent the  only  means  of  communication,  of  which  your  cruel  op-' 
preffprs  have  not  been  able  to  dcprivt  n%j 
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The  other  courts  have  the  fame  dirpontions  with  thofc  of  Vi^ 
enna  and  Berlin.  The  Princes  and  States  of  the  Empire  have  al- 
ready protefted,  in  authentic  afls,  againd  the  injuries  done  to  their 
rights,  which  jhey  have  refdved  to  fupport  with  vigour.  Yoii 
cannot  doubt,  Sire,  the  lively  intercft  \Vhich  the  Bourbon  Kings 
take  in  your  fituation  ;  their  Catholic  and  Sicilian  Majeflies  have 
given  unequivocal  teftimonies  of  it.  The  generous  fentiinents  of 
the  King  of  Sardinia,  our  father-in-law,  cannot  be  uncertain'. 
You  may  rely  alfo  upon  thofe  of  the  Swifs,  the  good  and  ancient 
friends  of  France.  Even  in  the  bofom  of  the  North,  a  magnani- 
mous King  is  ready  to  contribute  lo  the  re-cftablifbment  of  your 
authority  ;  and  the  immortal  Catherine,  to  whom  glory  of  no  fort 
isaftranger,  will  pot  mi|^  that  of  defending  the  caufe  of  ajl  fo- 
Vcreigns. 

It  is  not  to  be  feared,  that  th©  Britifli  nation,  too  generous  to 
oppofe  that  which  isjuft,  and  too  enlightened  not  to'  defire  that 
which  interefts  its  own  tranquillity,  will  be  inimical  to  the  views 
pfthis  noble  and  irrefillible  confederation. 

Thus,  in  your  misfortunes,  Sire,  you  have  the  confolation  io  fee 
all  the  powers  confpire  to  end  them,  and  your  firmnefs  in  the  prer 
Tent  critical  momerit  will  have  the  fupport  of  all  Europe. 

Thofe  who  know  that  they  cari  only  (hake  your  refolutions  bj 
touching  your  fenfibility,  will,  no  doubt,  rcprefent  the  aid  of  fo- 
reign powers  as  deftruftive  to  your  fubjefls  ;  that,  which  is  only 
meant  in  an  auxiliary  view,  they  will  inveft  with  purpofes  of  hof- 
tility,  anddefcrlbe  your  kingdom  to  you  as  overflowed  with  bloody 
diftradled  in  all  quarters,  and  menaced  with  difmemberment.  It 
IS  thus,  that,  after  haying  always  employed  the  moft  falfe  alanns  to 
caufe  real  evils,  ^hey  will  ufe  the  fame  means  to  perpetuate  them, 
It  is  thus  that  they  hope  to  continue  the  wounds  of  their  odious 
tyranny,  by  making  'it  to  be  believed,  that  wha^teyer  oopofes  it 
would  lead  to  a  harder  ftate  of  flavery. 

Biit,  Sire,  the  intentions  of  the  powers,  who  will  give  you  their 
afnilance,  are  as  direft,  as  pure  as  the  zeal  which  has  induced  us 
to  folicit  it :  they  have  nothing  dreadful  either  for  the  ftate,  or  for 
your  people.  It  is  not  to  attack  them  ;  it  is  to  render  them  the 
moftfignal  of  all  fervices,  that  they  would  fnatch  them  from  the 
dcfpotifm  of  demagogues  and  the  calamities  of  anarchy  You  are 
willing  to  confirm  more  than  even  the  liberty  of  your  fubjcdls, 
wheii  the  feditious  havefeized  uponyour's;  what  we  may  do  to 
reftore  it  to  you,  with  the  meafur^  of  authority  which  lawfully 
belongs  to  you,  cannot  be  fufpe^led  of  any  oppreflive  wifh.  0(i 
the  contrary,  to  reprefs  licentioufnefs  is  to  revenge  liberty  ;  to  re- 
eftablifh  the  public  force,  without  which  no  nation  can  be  free, '  is 
to  free  the  nation.  Thefe  principles,  Sire,  areyour*s;  the  fame 
fpirit  of  moderation  and  benevolence,  which  charadlerizes  your 
aSions,  will  be  always  the  rule  of  our  condudl,  it  is  the  foul  of 
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all  our  meafurcs  at  foreign  courts ;  and,  as^  the  depafitaries  of 
thofe  pofitive  teftimonies  of  views  equally  generous  and  equita. 
ble,  \ye  can  guarantee,  that  they  have  no  other  defire  than  that 
cf  putting  you  in  poflefTion  of  the  government  of  your  ftates, 
that  your  people  may  enjoy  in  peace    the  bleflings  which  you 
have  delVmcd  them, 
'  ]f  rebels  oppofe  to  this  defire  a  conceited  and  blind  refiftance, 
which  may  force  fojeign  armies  to  enter  your  kingdom,  they 
only   will  have  broughjt   them  there  ;  to  them  alone  let  the 
gViilty  blood  be  imputed,  which  it  may  be  neceflary  te  fliedj 
the  war  w  ill  be  their  work,  the  end  of  the  confederated  powers 
is  only  to  fupport  the  found  part  of  the  nation  againft  the 
delirious  ;  and  to  extinguifti  in  the  bofoiTi  of  the  kingdom  that 
volcano  of  fanaticifm,  the  propagated  eruptions  of  which  menace 
all  empires, 

Befides,  Sire,  there  is  no  reafon  to  believe  that  the  French, 
whatever  pains  piay  be  taken  to  inflame  their  natural  bravery, 
by  exalting  and  eledtrifying  their  heads  with  nqtipns  of  patrio- 
tifm  and  liberty,  will  long  facrifice  their  repofe,   their  effefts, 
and  their  blood,  to  fupport  the  extravagant  innovation  which 
has  only  madrj  them  unhappy.     Intoxication  has  but  a  time^ 
^he  fuccefs  of  a  crime  has  its  bounds ;  and  men  are  foon  weary 
of  excefs,  when  they  are  themfelves  the  vidians  of  it.  Prefcntly 
they  will  inquire,  why  they  (hould  fight  ^  and  they  will  £ti4 
that  it  is  to  ferve  the  ambition  of  a  faflious  troop,  whom  they 
defpife,  againfl:  a  King,  who  has  always  fliewn  himfelf  juft  and 
humane  :   Why  they  fhould  be  ruined  ?  and  they  will  find  that 
it  is  to  gratify  the  avarice  of  thofe  who  pofleflcd  themfelves  of 
all  the  riches  of  the  Hate,  making  the  moft  deteftal>le  ufe  of 
them,  and,  being  charged  to  rcftore  the  public  finances,  have 
precipitated  them  into  the  moft  dreadful  abyfs  :  Why  they  (hould 
violate  the  moft  facred  duties?  and  they  w^ill  perceive,  that  it 
is  to  become  poorer,  more  wretched,  more  haraifed,  more  taxed 
than  they  have  ever  been.     Why  they  fhould  overturn  the  an- 
cient government  ?  and  they  will  perceive,  that  it  is    in  the 
yain  hope  of  introducing  a  fyftem,  which,  if  it  was  pradlicable, 
would  be  a  thoufand  times  more  pregnant  with  abufe;  but  of 
which  the  execution  is  abfolutely  impoffible.    Why  they  fhould 
perfccute  the  minifters  of  God  ?  and  they  wmII  perceive,  that  it 
is  to  favour  the  defigns  of  a  proud  feft,  which  has  refolved  to 
deftroy  all  religion,  and  confequcntly  to  give  a  loofe  to  all 
crimes. 

Even  already  all  thefe  truths  are  become  perceptible ;  already 
the  veil  of  impofture  is  torn  in  all  parts,  and  the  murmurs  againft 
an  aflembly  which  has  ufurped  all  powers,  and  abolifhed  aU 
rights,  are  heard  from  one  extremity  6f  the  kingdom  to  the 
other. 
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-  Ju<Jg^  J^^>  Sire,  of  the  difpofition  of  the  greater  number  b^ 
the  movements  of  the  turbulent;  judge  not  of  the  public  fenti- 
meats  from  the  inaftion  of  its  fidelity,  and  its  apparent  indiffe- 
rence, when  you  were  flopped  at  V arennes,  and  a  troop  of 
fatelliles  re-condu£led  you  to  Paris ;  furprife  froze  all  minds, 
and  produced  a  deadly  filence.     What  they  conceal  from  you, 
what  fufficiently  denotes  the  change  which  is  daily  increafing  of 
the  public  opinion,  are  the  marks  of  difcontent  which  appear  in 
ail  the  provinces,  and  which  wait  only  for  fupport  to  break  out 
more  clearly :  it  is  the  demand  which  many  departments  have 
made,  that  the  affembly  fhould  give  an  account  of  the  enormous 
fums  wafted  during  their  adniiniftration  ;  it  is  the  terror  which 
the  chiefs  difcover,  and  their  reiterated  attempts  to  enter  into 
an  accommodation  ;  it  is  the  diftrefs  of  commerce,  and  the  re- 
cent explofion  of  defpair  in  our  colonies ;  the  abfolute  penury 
of  fpecie ;  the  refufal  of  the  taxable  to  pay  taxes ;  the  expe£la» 
tion  of  an  approaching  bankruptcy  ;  the  defedion  of  the  troops, 
who,  the  viftiras  of  all  forts  of  fedu£tions,  begin  torefent  them; 
and  the  increaling  progrefs  of  emigration.     It  is  impoffible  to 
mifinterpiet  fuch  fignals  ;  and  their  notoriety  is  fo  great,  that 
the  audacity  even  of  the  feducers  of  the  people  cannot  conteft 
their  truth. 
mi4        ^^^^  ^^  credit.  Sire,  to  the  exaggerations  of  danger  by  which 
they  endeavour  to  alarm  you.     They  know  that  regardmg  but 
little  the  danger  which  threatens  only  your  own  perfon,  you  are. 
tremblingly  alive  to  thofe  that  might  fall  on  your  people,  or 
ftrike  the  objefis  dear  to  your  heart;  for  thefe  objefts  it  is  that 
they  have  the  barbarity  to  keep  you  conftantly  in  fear,  while 
.  they  have  the  effrontery  to  boaft  of  your  liberty.   But  they  have 
ahufed  this  artifice  too  long,  and  the  moment  is  now  come  for 
turning  againft  the  fadlious  fpirits  who  infult  you,  the  weapon 
of  terror,-  which  has  hitherto  conftituted  all  their  force. 
-^xs:  ■         Great  crimes  are  not  to  be  apprehended  when  no  intereft  can 
'  a.i-  I      be  promoted  by  committing  them :  and  when,  if  committed, 
tic  M      there  is  no  means  of  avoiding  a  terrible  punifhment.     All  Paris 
^^^^  ■      knows,  all  Paris  ought  to  know,  that  if  a  fanatical  or  fuborned- 
0/  I       wickednefs  fliould  dare  to  attempt  your  life,  or  that  of  the 
-u    ■       Quetn,  powerful  armies,  chaiing  before  them  a  militia,  feeble 
•t    I       from  want  of  difcipline,  and  difcouraged  by  remorfe,  would  in- 
fiantly  fall  on  the  impious  city,  which  had  drawn  down  on  it* 
felf  the  vengeance  of  heaven,  and  the  indignation  of  the  uni- 
yerfe.     None  of  the  guilty  could  then  efcape  from  tlie  moft 
rigorous  punifhment — none  of  them  will  expofe  themfelves  to 
fuch  punifhments. 
But  if  the  blindeft  fury  fhould  arm  a  parricide  hand,  you 
'  would  fee.  Sire,  be  affured  of  it,  millions  of  faithful  citizens 
throw  themfelves  round  the  roval  family,  cover  you,  if  nccef- 
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fary,  with  their  bodies,  and  fhed  the  laft  drop  o{  their  ViooA  td 
prefcrve  your's.  Ah  !  why  will  you  hefitate  to  confide  in  th^ 
aiFctSlion  of  a  people,  whofe  happinefs  you  have  not  cfeafed  for  a 
moment  to  dcfire  ? 

Frenchmen  eafily  fuffer  themfelves  to  be  milled  J  btit  with 
equal  facility  they  return  to  the  path  of  duty.  Their  manners 
are  naturally  too  gentle  for  their  aftions  to  be  long  ferocious; 
and  their  love  for  their  kings  is  too  deeply  rooted  in  their  hearts 
for  a  fatal  illufion  to  eradicate  it  entirely.    • 

Who  can  be  more  powerfully  induced  than  we  to  entertain 
alarms  for  the  fituation  of  a  brother  tenderly  beloved  ?  But  by 
the  accounts  even  of  your  mod  daring  opprelfors,  the  refufal  of 
the  conftitutional  refumption,  which  we  underftand  to  have 
been  prefented  to  you  by  the  AlTembly  of  the  3d  of  this  month, 
will  not  expofe  you  to  the  danger  of  being  deprived  of  the 
royalty.  , 

But  of  this  there  is  no  danger.  Of  what  confcquence  is  it 
that  you  ceafe  to  be  king,  in  the  eyes  of  the  fadlious,  when  you 
will  be  fo  more  folidly  and  more  glorioufly  than  ever  in  the 
eyes  of  all  Europe,  and  in  the  hearts  of  all  your  £iithful  fub- 
je<fts  ?  Of  what  confequencc  is  it,  that  by  a  foolifh  enterprize, 
they  prefume  to  declare  you  deprived  of  the  throne  of  your  an- 
ceftors,  whilfl  the  combined  forces  of  all  the  powers  are  prepared 
to  fupport  you  on  it,  and  puniih  thofe  evil  ufurpers  who  have 
fullied  its  luftre  ? 

The  danger  would  be  much  greater,  if  in  appearing  to  con- 
fent  to  the  dilTolution  of  the  monarchy,  you  fhould  appear  to 
diminifh  your  perfonal  right  to  the  adiftance  of  all  the  monarchs; 
and  if  you  feemed  to  withdraw  yourfelf  from  the  caufe  of  fove- 
reigns,  by  confecrating  a  dodtrine  which  they  are  obliged  td 
profcribe.  The  danger  would  augment  in  proportion  as  you 
fhould  fhew  want  of  confidence  in  the  means  of  proteiEting  you  i 
it  would  augment  in  proportion  as  the  impreflion  of  that  auguft 
chara<Ser,  which  makes  guilt  fliudder  at  the  feet  of  royal  ma- 
jefty  when  w^orthily  fupported,  would  lofe  its  force  ;  it  would 
augment  as  the  appearance  of  abandoning  the  interefts  of  reli- 
gion might  excite  the  moft  dreadful  ferment.  In  fine,  it  would 
augment,  if  contenting  yourfelf  with  the  empty  title  of  king, 
without  power,  you  fhould  appear  in  the  opinion  of  the  vini- 
verfe  to  abdicate  the!  crown,  the  prefervation  of  which  ever) 
one  knows  is  indifpenfably  connefted  with  thofe  unalienabh 
rights  which  are  efTentially  inherent  in  it. 

The  moft  facred  of  duties,  Sire,  as  w^ell  as  the  mofl  ardcn 
attachment,  induce  us  to  lay  before  your  eyes  all  the  dangerou 
confequenccs  of  the  fmallcft  appearance  of  weaknefs,  at  the  fam< 
time  that  weprefcnt  that  mafsof  overbearing  force  which  ouglv 
to  be  the  fafeguard  of  your  firmjaefs. 

■W( 
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Wc  ought  ftill  to  announce  to  you,  and  wc  even  fwcar  at 
your  feet,  that  if  motives  which  it  is  impoffible  for  us  to  per- 
ceive, but  which  can  originate  only  from  the  excefs  of  that 
violence  and  conftraint  which  is  only  more  cruel  by  being  dif- 
guifed,  jfhould  compel  your  hand  to  fubfcribe  an  acceptance 
which  your  heart  rejcfts,  which  your  own  interell  and  that  of 
your  people  condemn,  and  which  your  duty  as  king  exprefsly 
prohibits ;  we  will  proteft  in  the  face  of  the  whole  world,  and 
in  the  mofl  folemn  manner,  againfl  this  illufive  af^,  and  all 
that  may  follow  from  it ;  we  will  fliew  that  it  is  null  of  itfelf> 
null  by  defe£t  of  liberty,  null  from  the  radical  vice  of  all  the 
operations  of  the  ufurping  ailembly,  which  not  being  an  a{rem« 
bly  of  the  ilates  general,  is  nothing.  We  are  fupported  by  the 
i:ights  of  the  whole  nation,  in  rejedting  decrees  diametrically 
oppofite  to  their  wifhes,  expreiTed  by  the  unanimous  tenour  of 
inftruSions  to  their  reprefentatives  ;  and  we  difavow,  on  behalT 
of  the  nation,  thofe  treacherous  mandatories,  who,  in  violating 
their  orders,  and  departing  from  the  miflion  entrufled  to  them, 
have  ceafed  to  be  its  reprefentatives.  We  will  maintain  what  is 
evident,  that  having  a£led  contrary  to  their  title,  they  have 
afted  without  power;  and  what  they  could  not  legally  do^ 
p^innot  be  validly  accepted. 

Our  proteft,  figned  in  conjunftion  with  us  by  all  the  princes 
pf  your  blood  who  are  connected  with  us,  fliould  be  common  to 
m  the  houfe  of  Bourbon,  whofe  eventual  claims  to  the  throne 
impofe  on  them  the  duty  of  defending  the  auguft  depofit,  Wc 
will  proteft^  for  you,  Sire,  in  protefting  for  your  people,  for  re* 
Jigion,  for  the  tundamental  maxims  of  monarchy,  and  for  all 
the  orders  of  the  ftate. 

We  will  proteft  for  you,  and  in  your  name,  againft  what 
cap  only  bear  its  falfe  impieifion.  Your  voice  being  ftifled  by 
oppf^ffion*  we  (hall  be  its  necelfary  organs;  and  we  exprefs 
your  real  fentiments,  as  they  exift  in  the  oath  of  your  acceflion 
to  the  throne,  as  they  h^^ve  appeared  in  the  adllons  of  your 
whole  life,  as  they  have  been  difplaycd  in  the  declaration 
which  you  mr^de  at  the  firft  moment  that  you  believed  yourfelf 
free.  You  neither  can  nor  ought  to  have  any  other,  and  your 
will  exifts  ok^ly  in  thofe  a£l$  where  it  breathes  freely. 

We  will  proteft  for  your  people,  who,  in  their  delirium, 
cannot  perceive  how  deftrudlive  this  phantom  of  a  new  conftitu- 
tion,  which  is  made  to  dazzle  their  eyes?  and  before  which  they 
are  vainly  made  to  fwear,  muft  become  to  them.  When  thefe 
people,  neither  knowing  their  lawful  cliief,  nor  their  deareft 
interefts,  fuiFer  themfelvcs  to  be  mifguided  to  their  deftru£lipn; 
when  blinded  by  deceitful  promifes,  they  fee  not  thofe  who  ex- 
cite them  to  deftroy  the  pledges  of  their  own  fecurity,  the  fup- 
porters  of  thqir  repofe,  the  principles  of  their  fubfiftence,  and 
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afl  the'  ties  of  their  civit  aflbclation,  it  becomes  neceffary  to 
claim  for  them  re-eftablifliment  of  all  thefe,  it  becomes  nccef* 
iary  to  fave  them  from  their  own  frenzy. 

We  will  proteft  for  the  religion  of  our  fathers,  which  is  at-* 
tacked  in  its  dogmas  and  worfhip,  as  well  as  its  minifters;  and 
in  order  to  fupply  your  want  of  power  at  prefent  to  difcharge^ 
in  your  own  pcrfon,  your  duties  as  eldeft  fon  of  the  church,  wc 
will:  affume  in  your  name  tlie  defence  of  its  rights ;  we  will 
oppofe  thofe  invafions  of  its  property,  which  tend  to  degrade 
it ;  we  will  rife  with  indignation  againft  aiSIs  which  menace 
the  kingdom  with  all  the  horrors  of  fchifm  ;  and  we  loudly  pro- 
fefs  our  unalterable  attachment  to  the  ecclefiaftical  rules  admit- 
ted in  the  ftate,  whofe  obfervance  you  have  fworn  to  maintain. 
.    We  will  proteff  for  the  fundamental  maxims  of  the  monarchy, 
from  which,  Sire,  you  are  not  permitted  to  depart ;  whrch  the 
nation  itfelf  has  declared  inviolable ;  and  which  would  be  totally 
reverfed  by  the  decrees  prefented  to  you ;  efpecially  by  thofe, 
tvhich,  in  excluding  the  king  from  all  exercife  of  the  legiflatire 
power,  abolifh  royalty  itfelf ;    by  thofe  which  deftroy  all  its 
fupports',  by  fuppreffing  all  the  intermediate  ranks;  by  thofej 
which,  in  levelling  all  ftates,  annihilate  even  the  principle  of  obe- 
dience; by  thofe  which  deprive  monarchy  of  the  juni^ions  moft 
effential  to  the  monarcliical  government,  or  which  render  it 
fubordinate  on  thofe  which  remain  ;  by  thofe,  in  fine,  which 
have  armed  the  people,  which  have  annulled  the  public  forcc^ 
and  which,  in  confounding  all  powers,  have  introduced  into 
France  popular  tyranny. 

We  will  proteft  for  all  the  orders  of  the  ftate,  becaufe,  indepen* 
dently  of  the  intolerable  and  impoflible  fuppreflion  pronounce4 
againft  the  two  firft  orders,  all  have  been  injured,  harafled,  de- 
fpoiled;  and  we  have  all  at  once  to  reclaim  the  rights  of  the  clergyj 
who  have  difplayed  a  firm  and  generous  refiftance  only  for  the 
intercfts  of  heaven,  and  thefundtions  of  the  holy  miniftry;  the 
rights  of  the  noblelTc,  who,  more  fenfible  of  the  outrages  com- 
mitted on  the  throne,  of  which  they  are  the  fupport,  than  of  the 
profecution  which  they  experience,  facrifice  every  thing  todifpla^f 
by  an  iliuftrious  zeal,  that  no  obftacle  can  prevent  a  French  gen- 
tleman from  remaining  faithful  to  his  king,  his  country,  his  ho- 
Tiour;  the  rights  of  the  magiftracy,  who  regret  much  more  than 
the  privation  of  their  ftntcs,  to  fee  themfclves  reduced  to  lament 
in  filence  the  abfence  of  juftice,  theimpunity  of  crimes,  and  the 
violation  of  laws,  of  which  they  are  effentially  depofitaries  ;  in 
fine,  the  rights  of  all  pofleflbrs,  fince  in  France  there  is  no  pro- 
perty which  has  been  refpetSted,  no  honeft  citizens  who  have 
not  fufFered. 

How  can  you.  Sire,  give  a  fincere  and  valid  approbation  to 
the  pretended  conftitution^  which  has  produced  fo  many  evils il 
5  Depofitarj 
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i-  DepoCtary  and  poffcflbr  for  life  of  the  throne  which  you  hav^ 
inherited  from  your  anceftors,  you  can  neither  alienate  its  pri- 
mordial rights,  nor  deftroy  the  conftitutivc  bafis  on  which  it  is 
founded. 

Born  defender  of  the  religion  of  your  dates,  you  can  neither 
confent  to  what  tends  to  its  ruin,  nor  abandon  its  minifters  ta 
diigrace. 

Owing  to  your  fubjefts  the  difcharge  of  juftice,  you  cannot 
rehoance  the  fun(^ion  effentially  royal,  to  caufe  it  to  be  con- 
du£led  by  tribunals,  legally  conftituted,- and  yourfelf  to  fuper-** 
intend  the  adminiflration. 

Proteftor  of  the  rights  of  all  the  orders,  and  of  the  poflef- 
iions  of  all  individuals,  you  cannot  allow  them  to  be  violate^ 
and  annihilated  by  the  moft  arbitrary  oppreifions. 
.   In  fine,  father  of  your  people,  you  cannot  abandon  them  ta 
dlforder  and  anarchy. 

If  the  quiet  which  encompafles  you,  and  the  violence  which 
binds  your  hands,  do  not  permit  you  to  fulfil  thefe  facred  duties, 
they  are  not  lefs  imprelfed  on  your  heart  in  charadlers  that  can- 
not be  effaced ;  an4  we  will  accomplifli  your  real  will,  in  fup^ 
plying,  as  muclvas  poffible,  the  impofllbility  in  which  you  now 
are  of  exercifing  it ;  fhould  you  even  prohibit  us,  and  Hiould 
you  even  be  compelled  to  call  yourfelf  free  in  prohibiting  us, 
thele  prohibitions,  evidently  contrary  to  your  fentiments,  as 
they  would  be  to  the  firft  of  your  duties ;  thefe  prohibitions, 
iffuedfrom  the  bofom  of  your  captivity,  which  will  not  in  reality 
ceafe,  till  your  people  have  returned  to  their  duty,  and  your 
troops  to  their  obedience ;  thefe  prohibitions,  which  can  have 
no  more  value  than  all  that  you  have  done  before  your  depar- 
ture, and  which  afterwards  you  difavowed ;  thefe  prohibitions, 
in  fine,  which  would  partake  of  the  fame  ntjlity  with  the  aft 
.of  approbation,  againft  which  we  fhall  be  obliged  to  proteft, 
cannot  certainly  induce  us  to  betray  our  duty  to  facrifice  your 
jntcrefts,  and  prove  wanting,  in  what  France  has  a  right  to  ex* 
pcft  from  us  in  fuch  circumftances.  We  fhall  obey,  Sire,  your- 
leal  command,  in  refilling  extorted  prohibitions,  and  we  fhall 
be  fecure  of  your  approbation  in  following  the  laws  of  honour. 
Our  perfeft  fubmifTion  is  too  well  known  to  you  ever  to  appear 
■doubtful.     May  we  foon  arrive  at  that  happy  moment,  when: 
re-eflablifhed  in  full  liberty,  you  fhall  fee  us  fly  into  your  arms,^ 
there  to  renew  the  homage  of  your  obedience,  and  fet  theexam'* 
pie  to  all  your  fubjedts  !

THE  executive  coun'ell,  deliberating  on  the  condu^  ©f  th« 
French  armies  in  the  countries  which  tliey  occupy,  efpe- 
cially  in  Belgia,  one  of  its  members  obferved, 

lit.  That  the  chains  and  trammels  which,  till  now,  navi- 
gation dnd  commerce  have  fufFered,  as  well  upon  the  Scheldt  as 
upon  the  Maefe,  are  direftly  contrary  to' the  fundamental  prin-> 
ciplcs  of  natural  law,  which  the  French  have  fworn  to  maintain. 

adly.  That  the  cpurfe  of  rivers  is  the  common  and  uiialienw 
able  property  of  all  thccountrtes  watered  by  their  banks;  that  a 
nation  cannot,  without  injuftice,  pretend  to  the  right  of  ©ccu^ 
pying  the  channel  of  a  river,  and  to  prevent  the  neighbouring 
Rations,  who  inhabit  the  upper  banks,  from  enjoying  the  fame 
sidvantage  ;  that  fuch  a  right  is  a  remnant  of  feudal  fervitude,  or 
at  Icaft  an  odious  monopoly,  which  could  only  be  eftablifhed  by 
force,  and  confented  to  by  weaknefs ;  that  confequently  it  is  re- 
vocable every  moment,  and  in  fpitc  of  all  conventions,  becaufe 
Biture  knows  as  little  of  privileged  people  as  of  privileged  indi-^ 
▼iduals,  and  the  rights  of  man  are  always  imprefcriptible. 

jdly.  That  the  glory  of  the  French  Republic  requires,  that 
■wherever  the  proteAion  of  her  arms  extends,  liberty  ibould  bt 
cflabliflied,  and  tyranny  overthrown. 

4thly,  That  when  to  the  advantages  procured  to  the  Belgian 
people  by  the  French  arms,  fliall  be  joined  the  free  navigation 
of  rivers,  and  the  freedom  of  the  commerce  of  thefe  provinces, 
not  onlv  the  people  will  have  no  farther  ground  of  their  own 
independence,  or  to  doubt  of  the  difintereftcdnefs  which  diredb 
thfe  Republic,  but  even  the  nations  of  Europe  cannot  then  re- 
fufc  to  acknowledge  that  the  deftrudVion  of  all  tvrannies,  and 
the  triumphs  of  the  rights  of  man,  are  the  foJe  ambition  of  the 
French  people. 

The  council,  ftruckwith  thefe  powerful  confiderati'ons,  de- 
crees, th»t  the  general  in  chief  commanding  the  French  armies 
in  the  exj^edition  of  Belgia  ihaU  be  enjoined  to  take  the  moft 
prccile  nicafures,  and  to  employ  every  method  which  is  in  his 
power  to  enfure  the  liberty  of  navigation  and  tranfport  in  the 
whole  courfe  of  the  Scheldt  and  the  Maefe.

^nthe  l^th  of  Unvember^  ^79^,  the  national  Convention  of  Frond 

decreed : 

The  National  Convention  declares,  in  the  name  of  the  French 
people,  the  union  of  what  was  formerly  called  Savoy  with  th« 
French  Republic. 

Savoy  fliall  form  an  eighty-fourth  department,  under  the 
name  ot  the  department  of  Mont  Blanc. 

The  primary  and  eleflorial  aflemblies  of  this  department  fliall 
k  immediately  formed,  for  the  appointment  of  deputies  to  the 
National  Convention. 

This  department  fliall  have  provltionaliy  a  reprefentatlon  of 
ten  deputies. 

•  Four  commiffioners  of  the  National  Convention  fliall  be  fcnt 
to  proceed  to  the  provifional  divifion  and  to  the  organizatioa  of 
of  this'  department  into  di(lri6ls  and  cantons. 

From  the  firft  of  January  next,  the  duties  of  the  French 
Republic  (hall  be  levied  upon  the  extreme  frontier  of  Savoy. 

The  minifter  of  the  public  contributions  is  charged  to  point 
Ottt  the  places  proper  f«r  the  eflabllfliment  of  the  new  ofiices. 


Oii/fe  igfA  of  Ntfvemier^  ^792>  the  National  Convention  of  Francs 
fajjed  the  following  Decree^  and  ordered  it  to  be  tranjlated  intif  all 
JLanguages  and  printed, 

THE  National  Convention  declare,  in  the  name  of  the 
f  ranch  nation,  that  they  will  grant  fraternity  and  afli fiance  ta 
all  thofe  people  who  wifli  to  procure  liberty,  and  they  charge 
the  executive -power  to  fend  orders  to  the  generals  to  give  aflili- 
ancc  to  fuch  people,  and  to  defend  citi/^ctis  who  have  fu&rcd, 
or  are  now  fufFering,  in  thecaufe  of  liberty. 

On  the  i^th  of  December^  ^792>  Cambon  faid  to  the  N ationat  CoHven^ 
tion  of  France^  in  the  name  of  the  Military  and  Diplomatic  Committees^ 
thai^  the  progrefs  of  Liberty  fhould  no  longer  be  checked.  ^*  You 
mujlj*  added  hcj  freely  declare  our  revolutionary  Power  in  evefj 
Country  which  we  enter,  2'ou  mujl  overturn  ejlablifhed  Conjlitu- 
tions,  and  convoke  Primary  Afpmblics,  This^  in/lead  of  infringe 
ing  on  the  Sovereignty  of  Naiiofis,  is  ejlablifhing  it,  I  now  prt- 
jent  a  Decree  for  that  purpoje.'* 

I.  THE  generals  in  ail  thofe  couptries,  w:bich  are  or  maybe 
occupied  by  our  armies,  (hall  immediately  proclaim,  in  the  name 
•f  the  Republic,  the  abolition  of  the  ancient  contrihutionti;, 
nobility,  taxes,  feudal  rights,  real  and  perfonal  fervitude,  the 
exclufive  right  of  hunting  and  fifhing,  and  all  privileges* — 
They  ihall  declare  to  the  people,  that  they  brlugx\\cva  ^^:itc^ 
liberty,  and ffMGrnitv. 


'■  t.  They  fhall  declare^  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  conftituteil 
ftuthorities  are  fupprefled;  they  fliaJl  proclaim  the  fovereignty 
of  the  people ;  they  fhall  convoke  the  primary  aflcmblies  to 
clecS^  judges  and  provifional  adminiftratorsi  and  ihall  poft  upthe 
proclamation  annexed  to  this  decree* 

3.  No  one  can  be  admitted  into  the  primary  aflembly,  nor  be 
«Ic6led  a  judge  or  adminifttator,  if  he  has  not  taken  an  oath  to  be 
faithful  ta liberty  and  equality  ;  and  if  he  has  not  renouncedaU. 
•  the  privileges  which  he  enjoyed.  The  members  of  the  exifting 
admmiflrations  and  judicial  powers  cannot  be  nominated.in  the 
firft  eledlion. 

4*  Tlte  generals  (hall  put  under  the  fafeguard  of  the  Repub- 
lic, all  the  landed  and  moveable  property  of  the  public  treafiiry 
'e(  the  princes,  their  adherents  and  abettors,  and  the  eftatesof 
all  law  and  religious  communities. 

5*  The  provifory  admiuiftration  fliall  be  charged  wiA  t])e 
objcflsput  under  the  fafeguard  of  the  French  Republic;  tliey 
ihall  have  power  to  raife  taxes,  fo  they  do  not  bear  heavy  qtk 
the  working  clafs  of  tlie  people. 

6*  The  National  Convention  /hall  appoint  commiffionejrs 
chofen  from  their  own  body  to  go  and  fraternize  with  the  people. 

7.  The  executive  council  fhall  alfo  appoint  comniiffioners  for 
the  fame  end,  and  to  regulate  the  fum  due  to  the  Republic  Ipr 
the  expenfes  it  may  have  incurred. 

8.  They  fliall  give  an  account  of  their  proceedings  every  fif» 
teen  days. 

9.  The  provifory  adminiftratfon  appointed  by  the  people 
{hall  ceafe,  when  the  latter  fliall  have  chofen  a  free  and  popular 
government. 

10.  The  French  Republic  fliall  keep  an  account  of  the  ex- 
penfes it  has  been  at,  and  fliall  make  arrangements  for  the  pay- 
ment of  tliefe  expenfes. 

11.  The  French  nation  declares,  that  it  will  confider  as  ene- 
mies thofe  people,  who,  rcfufing  liberty,  fliall  enter  into  accom- 
xnodation  or  negociation  with  their  tyrants. 

12.^  The  French  nation  fvvears  never  to  lay  down  its  arms 
until  the  countries  into  which  they  have  entered  fliall  be  frecj 
and  their  liberty  fecured. 

The  proclamation  referred  to  above  was  th^n  read.  It  was  in 
ifubftance  the  fame  as  the  above  decree,  and  was  ordered  to  be  fent 
to  the  generals  by  extraordinary  couriers. 

On  the  24//^  of  December  1792,  Barailon  fald  in  the  National  Ctin' 

vention  of  France^ 

WE  do  not  mean  to  carry  war  to  the  diftance  of  a  thoufanc 
leagues  from  us^  to  .grant  fraternity  and  afliftance  to  peop)< 

wit! 
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with  whom  we  are  not  even  acquainted.  This  decree  has  al- 
ready procured  us  many  enemies,  and  will  ftill  increafe  their 
fiumber.  The  Englifli  miniftry  have  already  teftificd  their  dif- 
pleafure  on  this  account  to  our  miniftry,  who  have  been  obliged 
to  interpret  it  in  a  reafonable  manner.  I  move,  therefore,  that, 
in  the  decree  of  November  19,  after  thefe  words,  **  the  Na- 
tional Convention  declares,  in  name  of  the  French  nation,  that 
itwill  grant  fraternity  and  affiftance  to  all  people,  may  be  added, 
^igainft  all  tyrants  with  whom  they  may  be  at  war.'*

*  fte  enemy  refpefting  liberty  and  equality,  which  ought  to  be 
tbebafis  of  the  French  Republic,  (hould  be  puniihed  with  death* 

Danton,  moved  as  an  amendment^ 
'  That  the  Convention  fliould  declare  that  they  would  not  in- 
terfere with  the  governnient  of  foreign  nations ;  but  that  they 
would  rather  bury  themfelv^s  under  the  ruins  of  tlieir  country, 
'  than  fuffer  foreign  powers  to  interfere  with  the  conftitutiorf 
vhich  they  wifhed  to  eftablifh, 
Thefe  motions  were  unanimoufly  applauded  and  adopted.- 
The  prefent  conjiitution  of  France  agreed  to  fine  e  the  revolution  of 
tbe^ifi  af  Afay^  ^793?  ^^o  declares  fubjiantially  the  fame  as  the 
fiiove  dectefi  moved  by  Danton.

MJIty  of  con(hi£llng  troops  :ind  artillery  by  roads  which  are 
become  impaffablc  by  bad  weather,  even  if  there  were  not  two 
a^rmies  to  guard  the  defiles  which  Separate  them  at  fo  great  at 
diftance  from  you.  I  invite  you,  in  confequence,  my  General^ 
to  fend^perfohs  worthy  of  your  confidence,  to  treat  with  out

Among  the  brave  defenders  of  this  fbrtrefs,  there  is  not 
one  who  is  not  affiired  in  his  heart  that  it  is  poffiblc  to  conduft 
troops  and  artillery  wherever  the  interefts  of  the  Republic  fhall 
demand  them.  You  have,  as  well  as  ourfelves,  the  means  of 
hearing  the  noife  of  our  approaching  army. — Our'conjeftures 
are  no  longer  doubtful— and  we  can  to  a  certainty  eflimate  the 
interval  that  feparates  us  from  them.

lition.     Our  ambition  confines  itfelf  to  demonftrate  to  the  whole 
Biiiverft  that  we  are  worthy  of  national  confidence.     They  have 
entmfted  in  our  hands  this  precious  depofit.

There  are  yet  three  Pruflian  prifoners  in  Landau,  whom  I  could 
not  fend  to  you  with  the  four  others,  becaufe  they  were  then  very 
unwell  in  the  hofpital ;  but  now  that  they  are  better,  I  propde  to 
exchange  4hem  for  the  three  French  prifoners  named  in  the  mar- 
gin.

HIS  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Hohenlohe  communicates  to  mc 
this  inftant,  the  letter  that  he  has  received  from  General  Lauba- 
dere.     This  letter  is  conceived  in  terms,  and  contains  exprcilions 
fo  extraordinary,  fo  contrary  to  good  manners,  and  to  the  ufages 
received  among  poliflied  nations,  that  I  cannot  fuppofe  that  the 
garrlfon  of  Landau  has  approved  of  it.     I  am  therefore  obliged^ 
without  any  other  explanation^    to  renounce  all  correfpondenoc 
with  the  general.     But  as  this  conduit  ought  not,    in  my  opinion, 
to  influence  the  motives  which  induced  us  to  agree  to  an  exchange 
©fprifoners,  I  entreat  you  to  make  choice  of  fuch  perfons  as  yon

would  be  extremely  dangerous  to  refpeft  or  modify  any  part 
thereof,  and  it  is  full  timg  to  deftroy  the  credit  which  a  faftion  has 
too  long  fupported,  that  wilhed  to  inflame  all  Europe. 

His  Royal  Highnefi  and  Count  Afettcrnich  received  the  deputies 
moft  gracioujly  \  and  promlfed  that  their  reprejentation^  Jhould  he 
laidbeforf  the  Emperor.

THE  motiyes,  Sife,  which  /majce  me  defire  my  recall  fron| 
the  army  [are  fpunded  upon  the  unhappy  experieivre,  th^t 
^liewant  of  conneftioi?^  the  diftruft,  the  egotifm,  the  fplrit  of 
cabal',  have  difcopc^rted  the  meafures  adopted  during  the  twolaft 
campaigns,  and  ftilWifcopcept  the  meafures  taken  by  the  com- 
bined arables.  Opp^efled  by  the  misfortune  of  being  invplved,  by 
theerror;  of  others,  in  \\ip  unfortunate  fituation  wherein  I  find 
myfelf,  I  feel  very  fenfibly  that  the  world  judges  of  military  char 
rafters  by  their  fuccefles,  without  examining  caufes.  Raifmg  the 
^egeorthe  blockade  of  Landau  will  make  an  epoch  in  the  hillory 
0f  this  unfortunate  war ;  and  I  have  the  misfortune  of  being  im- 
plicate4  ij^  J*«  T^^c  reproach  >vill  fj^ll  upon  me,  and  the  innocent 
^ill  be  confounded  with  the  guilty.  Notwithftanding  all  misforr 
tunes,  I  would  not  have  given  way  to  my  inclination  of  laying  at 
yourMajefty's  feet  my  defife  of  r^lincjuilhjng  a  career  which  has 
been  the  principal  fludy  of  my  life :  but  when  one  has  loft  one's

>expofed^l  ray  crabarrafTcnents,  my  troubles,  and  ray  misfortunes  j 
I  exerted  all  ray  efforts  to  prevent  any  inconveniency.:  unfortu.. 
nately  t)ie  event  has  proved  the  infufficiency  thereof;  it  is  there^ — 
fore  only  the  intimate  perfuafion  I  have  of  the  impoffibility  I  atiji^ 
in  to  effefl  what  is  right,  which  diflates  to  me  the  meafure  of  rc^. 
.quefting  your  Majefty  to  appoint  a  fuccefTor  to  rae  as  foon  as  pof* 
fible.     This  i?;)eafure,  however  afflifling  to  rae,  is  neyerthelcfs  s^ 
.confequence  of  thofe  forrowful  reflexions  1  have  made -upon  my 
fituation.     Prudence  requires  1   fhould  retire,  and  honour  advifes

Nothing  but  a  conjunc- 
ture of  circumftances,  as  difaftrous  as  uncommon,  could  have 
prevailed  on  me  to  adopt  a  meafure  which  is  foafflitling  for  my- 
felf. 

I  have  been  highly  flattered  by  the  opportunities  I  haye  now 
and  then  found  to  approach  your  Royal  Highnefs,  and  to  admire 
in  you  thofe  talents  which  cannot  fail  to  place  you  among  the 
great  men  of  our  age.  Europe  ftands  truly  in  need  of  them  at  a 
time  when  near  400,000  combatants,  and  80  line  of  battl^  fhips, 
fupportcd  by  an  inteftine  war,  have  in  vain  endeavoured  to  cruib 
^hat  confederacy  of  crimes  which  is  tyrannising  over  France^ 

I  am 
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I  am  emiocndy  happy  to  find  that  my  zeal  in  ferving  a  good 
Caufe  has  notefcaped  your  Royal  Highnefs's  notice.  Very  unfor* 
^unately,  indeedi  the  movements  of  the  army  have  been  often 
checked  at  the  very  time  when  the  greateft  energy  and  exertion 
^as  xeqnired. 

Ifp    after  the  fmrender  of   Mentz,    Houchard  had  been  at- 

tackedy  forced  back,   and  defeated^   the    reinforcements  which 

ftrengthened  the  army  of  the  North  would  not  have  reached  it ; 

and  of  coiurfe  the  check  near  Maubeuge  would  have  been  avoided. 

Saar  Louis,  ill  provided  with  proviiions,  and  deAitute  of  all  pro- 

te&ion  from  bombs,  would,  in  all  probability,  have  been  reduced 

Vithin  a  fortnight.     Aliace  might  then  have  been  turned  by  the 

Saa? •     The  poffeffion  of  the  Lauter  would  have  afforded  more 

(blid  advantages ;  and  if,  by  all  ooflible  means,  the  jundion  of  the 

aonies  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle  had  been  prevented,  and  the 

point  of  Bouquenon  gained,  Strafburgh  would  have  been  threat* 

eaed,  and  Landau  very  likely  fubdued* 

I  beg  your  Royal  Highnefs's  pardon  for  exprefling  my  regrets. 
Coipplatnts  are  ufelefs,  I  know;  but  fometimes  they  afrard  a 
momentary  relief:  permit  me  only  to  add,  that  if  you  have  any 
influence  over  my  fucceflbr,  I  would  wifh  you  to  prevail  on  him 
to  employ  all  his  credit  to  prevent  the  frittering  of  the  army  inta 
too  numerous  detachments^  the  confequence  of  which  is,  that 
being  every  where  too  weak  to  a£l  on  an  offenfive  plan,  our 
troops  are  obliged  to  confine  themfelves  to  defenfive  meafures 
whh  the  enemy  we  have  to  combat,  which  is  a  fault  productive 
of  the  mod  pornicious  confequences. 

It  is  with  the  fincereft  regret  I  leave  an  army  which  has  in« 
fpircd  me  with  the  higheft  elteem,  admiration,  and  attachment^

Berlin f  Jan.  31. 
'T^HE  extraordinary  ui^ncy  of  the  prefent  circumflances  induces 
^  me  to  write  this  letter  to  your  Highnefs,  in  full  aifurance  of 
jrour  Highnefs's  perfeA  knowledge  of  the  fituation  of  Germany* 
our  country.  The  dangerous  criils  in  which  this  country  is  thrown 
by  a  war  without  example,  with  a  formidable,  furious,  and  de« 
ftmdive  enemy,  who  already  menaces  the  fix  frontier  circles,  ta 
enter  them  with  fire  and  fword  :  fuch  a  crifis  is  too  well  known 
to  your  Excellence,  not  to  fee  the  npceffity  of  concurring  with  me 
and  with  every  ftate  animated  with  a  patriotic  zeal,  in  th?  moft 
proper  meafures  to  ward  off  the  danger. 

Among  all  the  meafures  which  the  empire  can  employ,  there 
is  none  which  appears  to  me  more  inefficacious  againd  an  enemy, 
irtwfe  numbers  dinaiiiiih  not^  and  who  oppofe  a  faoatig  fury  ia 
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battle,  the  refourccs  of  taftics,  and  a  numerous  artillery ;  nothing, 
I  fayy  is  more  infufficient  than  the  general  armament  of  the  inha- 
l)itants  of  the  circles  which  has  been  propofed.  This  meafure, 
fo  dangerous,  and  fo  fingidarly  delicate  in  itfelf,  is  ftill  more  in- 
admiflible,  becaufe  it  can  in  no  w^ys  aqcord  with  the  defence  of 
the  empire  by  my  troops;  npd  their  retreat  puft  infallibly  bqtlie 
confequence. 

As  it  is  impoflible  for  me  to  continue  si  war  (b  far  diftant 

'  from  the  frontiers  of  my  eftatcs,  and  which  is  fp  expenfive,  I 

have,  fome  montlis  (ince,  frankly  opened  myfelf  on  this  hetd  to 

the  principal  powers  who  take  part  in  the  war,  and  I  have  entered 

on  negociations  with  them,  which  cannot  yet  be  terminated. 

It  is  for  this  reafon  I  now  find  myfelf  obliged  to  demand  of 
the  empire  to  charge  itfelf  with  the  provifioning  of  my  army. 

In  reality,  the.  neceflary  meafu^-es  on  this  fubjeft  have  been 
lately  made  at  the  diet ;  but  your  High^efs  will  confider  that  itjs 
impoilible  to  wait  its  decidon  ;  fo  that  the  only  thing  which  it- 
inains  to  be  done,  is,  for  the  fix  frontier  circles,  who  have  moft 
need  of  defence,  to  aflemble  inmiediately,  for  the  purpofe  of  fur- 
niihing  the  faid  provifions  proviflor^ally,  until  the  diet  has  made  its 
conclujum. 

In  confequence,  I  beg  of  your  Highnefs,  in  the  moft  preiling 
manner,  that  your  Highnefs,  in  virtue  of  your  quality  of  arch- 
chancellor  and  direftor  of  the  circle,  woujd  immediately  con- 
voke the  faid  fix  circles. 

The  fpeedy  convocation  of  the  fix  circles,  and  their  furni(hihg 
my  army  with  provifions,  is  the  only  means  of  faving  Germ^my 
at  this  grand  crifis.  Without  this  it  will  be  impoflible  for  me  to 
make  my  troops  maintain  the  field  any  longer  againft  the  enemy^ 
I  (hall  not  fail,  though  with  regret,  to  order  them  back  into  ray 
flates,  for  their  own  defence,  and  to  abandon  the  empire  to  itfelf 
and  to  its  fate. 

It  is  in  the  hands,  therefore,  of  your  Highnefs,  that  I  put  the 
fafety  of  the  empire  \  and,  confident  of  your  wifdom  and  patrio- 
tifm,  I  expeft  you  will  employ  the  means  which  the  laws  of  the 
empire  give  you,  in  fuch  a  manner  that  my  views,  direded  to 
th«  good  of  the  country,  may  be  fulfilled,  and  that,  by  my  troops 
being  fupplied  with  provifions,  I  may  be  able  to  affure  th^  cmr 
pire  of  the  moft  efficacious  protedion  and  defence.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward  to  you  inclofed  a  letter  from 
Col.  Whitlock,  commander  in  chief  of  the  Britifh  forces, 
lam  informed  that  its  contents  are  ot  the  greateft  importance, 
and  that  it  may  reach  you  in  a  fafe  and  proper  manner,  I  fend 
you  an  Englifti  officer  with  a  flag  of  truce,  not  doubting  but 
you  will  procure  to  him  an  honourable  proteftion.  You  will 
befo  kind  as  to  give  him  your  anfwer,  which  he  will  deliver  to 
me  at  Jean  Rabel,  where  I  fhall  have  a  fufficlent  number  of 
men  for  the  immediate  execution  of  whatever  plan  you' may  do 
toe  the  honour  to  propofe. 

Should  you  prefer  to  communicate  with  a  ftiip  of  war,  there 
will  be  one  cruifing  in  the  canal  that  is  between  the  land  and 
laTortuc.  In  addition  to  what  maybe  propofed  in  the  letter 
froni  the  colonel,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  aflure  you,  on  the 
honour  of  a  Brltifli  officer,  that  all  pomble  care  (hall  be  taken 
to  fecure  to  you  every  thing  belonging  to  you,  and  you 
furely  do  not  doubt  but  the  moft  honourable  attention  will  be 
paid  to  your  perfon. 

The  fhip  of  war  has  orders  to  give  you  all  the  profcftion 
in  her  power.

Jeremse,  gth  Feb.  1794* 
Sir, 

IF  I  am  not  mifmformed,  concerning  your  prefent  fituation, 
it  is  fucb  that  you  will  not  be  furprifed  at  receiving  this  let- 
ter.  You  cAnnot  but  be  fiilly  acquainted  with  the  intentions  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  to  ufe  the  moft  vigorous  efforts  to  t^kc 
poflejffion  of  the  ifland  of  St.  Domingo,  or  of  that  part  of  it 
which  is  not  yet  fubdued  by  the  arms  of  Spain. 

I  hourly  expcft  confiderable  forces  from  England ;  the  army 
Mtiicr  my  command  has  lately  been  Confidtrably  reinforced. 

I  doubt  not  but  you  have  alfo  been  informed,  that  all  the 
members  of  that  party  of  the  National  Convention  of  France, 
who  had  fanc^ioned  the  meafure  for  fending  to  St.  Domingo 
civil  commiffioners,  who  are  looked  upon  as  the  caufe  of  the 
total  ruin  of  the  ifland,  have  for  that  crime  fuffered  an  igno* 
minious  death. 

Briffot,  the  leader  of  that  party,  was  accufed  of  three  Capital 
crimes,  the  firft  of  which  is,  that  he  advifed  the  meafure  of 
fending  hither  civil  commiffioners. 

The  unhappy  ftate  of  France  rendering  it  impraAicable  for 
that  nation  to  fend  fuccours  to  this  ill-fated  country,  feveral  of 
the  moft  refpeftable  proprietors  of  St.  Domingo  were  forced 
to  apply  to  England  for  protedlion ;  which  was  accordingly 
granted  to  them. 

I  now,  therefore,  in  the  name  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  do 
hereby  offer  to  you  the  fame  proteAion,  on  condition  that  ybxt 
ihall  firft  deliver  the  town  and  forts  of  Port  de  Paix  and  its  dc? 
pendencies  into  the  pofteflion  of  the  Britifli  government;  which 
being  complied  with,  the  officers  and  foldiers  ferving  under 
your  command  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  favours  as  have  bctti 
granted  to  thofe  of  the  Mole,  leaving  it  to  the  bounty  of 
his  Majefty  to  grant  to  yourfelf  the  rank  he  fliall  judge  yoB 
proper.  I  further  add,  that  as  a  reward  fot  the  canndence

Without  enlarging  on 
cur  fituation,  I  can  afTure  you,  that  wc  have  learned  to  bear 
all  the  fatigues  that  are  incident  to  war&re,  and  that,  when 
matters  come  to  atlecifion,  we  (hall  behave  like  true  foldier8> 
and  would  punifh  them  if  they  behaved  other  wife. 

ImprefTed  with  thefe  fentiments,  all  the  forces  with  which 
we  are  threatened  cannot  fliake  our  courage.  Like  the  three 
hundred  Lacedemonians  who  all  died  at  their  poft,  after  having 
flain  a  part  of  their  enemies,  we  will  defend  our  ftation  to  the 
lalt,  and  fell  our  lives  as  dearly  as  we  can.  If  ever  we  are  in 
your  power  you  will  take  us  in  arms,  and  then  you  will  treat 
^Tis  as  prifoners  of  war. 

Thefe  our  fentiments  are  infpired  by  ati  ardent  defire  of 
meriting  yonr  efteem  ;  we  ftiall  then  be  admired  by  our  coun- 
try and  praifed  by  you.  What  would  you  fay,  what  would 
you  think,  if  I  propofed  to  you  to  furrender  to  me;  if  you, 
being  much  inferior  in  number,  I  impofed  on  you  the  hard 
condition  of  dilhonour  ?  You  would  anfwer,  /  mu/i  die  at  my 
foji:  this  very  anfwer  then  I  make  to  you.  You  lay  great 
llrcfs  on  your  information  that  the  unhappy  flate  of  France 
renders  it  impradlicable  for  her  to  fend  us  fuccours ;  we  will 
wait  for  them,  and  ufe  the  laft  arms  of  defpair,  and  your  na- 
tion fliall  learn  what  a  republican  is  able  to  perform* 

I  alk  my  whole  army  to  cut  off  my  head  if  I  prove  a  traitor* 
Permit  me  now  to  complain  to  yourfelf  of  the  indignity  you

The  univerfe  has  its 
eyes  upon  us,  the  univerfe  will  fay,  there  ftill  exift  men  who 
preferred  death  to  diflionour;  we  (nail  ferve  as  examples  tp  all 
m'ditary  men,  and  your  country  itfelf  will  teftify  its  approba- 
tion. We  have  always  before  our  eyes  the  proverb  which  fays^ 
thetreafon  p^eafes  us  well,  but  the  traitor  is  detefted. 

The  commander  of  the  road,  impreffed  with  the  fame  fen- 
timents,  will  furrender  the  (hips  only  to  be  fwallowed  up  by 
the  deep.

WE  have  received  a  letter  from  the  magifirates  at  Fnuic- 
Ibrtj  defiring  to  contradi^  the  paragraphs  aflerting^  <<  thtt 
fodie  of  the  people  at  Francfort  had  infulted  the  Flinch  comtnif- 
fioners  :  that  it  was  true  the  fight  of  their  arrival  drew  a  ntnober 
tuf  fpedatorS)  but  there  was  .none  behaved  indecently,  or  eveo  at- 
tempted any  ofFenfive  a£i,  and  that  the  commiffioners  alio  win 
xeacty  to  give  the  lie  to  fuch  paragraphs,  being  void  of  all  tiulh.*' 
It  is  neverthelefs  true  that  their  entry  into  Francfort  was  ill  a

No.  iH,  (which  arti< 
can  only  have  becia  di<Slated  by  the  malevolent)  is  contrary  ro 
troth  •,  and  that  military  meafures  were  never  in  any  cafe  employ- 
ed againlt  the  biirg!)ers  or  inhabitants  of  this  city,  we  flatter  our- 
felves,  that  we  may  expcft  from  your  veracity,  that  you  will  re- 
voke the  purport  of  that  erroneous  article,  which  the  above-men* 
sioned  commiffioners  can  further  moll  completely  contradifl.

the  beginning  of  February y  11  <)^. 

THE  elefldrat  mintder  of  Braddenbourg  notifies  td  the  dietf 
now  aflfembled^  that  the  King  his  ma{Ter>  perceiving  the  in^ 
difpenfable  necefllity  of  continuing  the  war  againft  the  common 
enemy,  is  not  adverfe  to  the  increafe  of  his  army  on  the  Rhine  to 
BO1O60  fighting  men;  but  as  the  hoflilities  on  the  part  of  the 
French  are  rather  direded  againft  the  empire^  than  againft 
hisMajefty's  own  ferritoriesy  nothing  more  can  be  required  of  him 
than  his  Ample  contingent.  Being  willing,  however^  to  forego 
all  thefe  confiderations,  the  King  is  ready  to  fulfil  his  engage- 
mebtSi  provided  the  following  demands  are  previoufly  complied 
.  with: — 

1.  That  each  df  the  princes  and  ftates  of  the  empire  fliall  fur- 
nifli  immediately,  and  without  delay^  the  contingents  of  men 
pttfcribed.. 

a*  That  the  empire  fliall  provide  for  the  fubfiftence  of  the 
huffian  troopsj  by  prcferving  for  them  80,000  rations  of  breads 
and  24^000  rations  of  hay  and  corn  daily. 

If  the  Germanic  body  (hould  refufe  to  acquiefce  In  the  juft  de- 
mands of  his  Majefty,  fo  far  from  fending  any  future  force  to  the 
fuccoUr  of  the  empire^  he  will  feel  himfelf  under  the  neceflity  of 
recalling  his  troops  on  the  Rhine,  and  leave  no  more  than  the 
fimple  contingent  prefcribed  by  the  terms  of  alliance  between  the 
itates  of  Germany.

'TTHE  war  without  example,  which  his  Majefty  the  King  has 
-^  maintained  during  two  campaigns,  againft  a  furious  nation^ 
liot  upon  the  ftpntieis  of  his  own  dominions,  but  in  countries 
Very  diftant,  atid  already  almofc  entirely  exhaufted,  in  the 
inidft  of  the  gre;iteft  fcarcity  of  provifions,  of  difficulties  of 
^ery  fpecies>  vi'itfioiit  fparing  the  greateft  facrifices^  and  under 
the  neceflity  of  carrying  out  of  his  own  ftates  enormous  fums  in 
fpecie  ; — fuch  a  war  muft  neceflarily  have  undermined  theftrengtlt 
of  Pruflla  in  a  proportion  much  greater  than  that  of  the  poweri^ 
who  are  fituated  nearer  to  France.  His  Majefty^  for  this  reafon^ 
finds  himfelf  abfolutely  incapable  of  co-operating^  with  his  own 
refources  alone,  in  a  third  campaign,  with  the  fame  activity  that  h^ 
hitherto  has  done ;  he  is,  on  the  contrary i  under  the  neceffity  ot 
^vithdr^witigy  itk  a  few  "weeks^  his  troops  frojtx  the  fcontiers  of  the 
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German  empire,  which  he  has  till  now  fo  well  proteftcd  and  ie* 
fended,  and  of  ordering  them  to  retire  to  his  own  dominions^  if 
fome  method  or  other  is  not  found  te  provide  for  their  ps^y  and 
fupport.     The  King  has,  fom^  months  fince,  made  a  free  over- 
ture on  this  fubje£l  to  the  coalefced  powers,  from  which  there 
have  refuhed  negociations,  of  which  the  ifluc  will,  no  doubt,  to 
fatisfaSory ;'  but  of  which  the  refult  cannot  be  fo  iminediate  as 
the  neceflity  of  commencing  a  new  campaign.   In  the  uncertainty 
in  which  his  Majefty  is  thus  placed,  whether  he  will  take  a  fur- 
ther part  in  the  war,  and  in  the  impoffibility  which  arifes  from 
that  circumftance,  of  making  the  necelfary  difpofitions  for  the  fu- 
ture fupport  of  the  Pruflian  troops,  he  has  commanded  this  ftatc 
of  things  to  be  laid  before  the  diet  of  the  empire,  and  propofed 
at  the  fame  time,  that  the  empire,  in  a  body,  Ihould  charge  iifcif 
from  the  date  of  the  ift  of  February,  with  the  pay  of  the  army 
deftined  to  aft  againft  the  enemy ;  that  a  prompt  decifion  Ihould 
be  taken  on  this  fubjeft,  and  that  the  re-partition  of  the  quantum 
on  the  circles  fiiould  be  decreed.     The  urgency  of  the  prefcnt 
conjundure  fo  ftrongly  juftifies  and  fupports  this  propofition,  that 
it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  the  empire  in  general  will  acknowledge 
the  injuftice  of  expefting  that  his  Pruflian  Majefty  will  any  longer 
continue,  with  his  own  forces  alone,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  his 
dominions,  thofe  facrifices  which  he  has  hitherto  made  with  fo 
much  difintereftcdnefs  and  patriotifm  ;  but  that,  on  the  contrary, 
afier  fo  many  Pniflians  have  perifhed  in  the  defence  of  the  empire, 
and  the  facrcd  perfon  of  his  Majefty,  and  thofe  of  the  princes  of 
his  family  have  been  cxpofed  to  fuch  multiplied  perils  for  the  fame 
objei^,  it  now  is  the  duty  of  the  ftates  of  the  empire  to  concur 
ferioully,  by  all  the  means  in  their  power,  after  the  example  of  hii 
Majefty,  to  avert  a  danger  with  which  they  themfelves  are  threat- 
ened-    Although  his  Majefty  is  convinced  that  thefe  undeniable 
truths  will  make  a  due  impreifion  on  the  diet,  and  that  the  decifior 
of  that  body  will  be  conformable  to  his  expcftations  ;  yet,  confider- 
ing  the  nature  of  the  deliberations  of  the  diet,  that  decifion  wil 
deniand  more  time  than  the  urgency  of  the  danger  permits  ;  fincc 
if  the  King  is  to  continue  to  defend  and  proteft  the  empire  ir 
the  campaign  which  is  about  to  be  opened,     the  empire  muf 
charge  itfelf  without  delay,  with  the  fupport  of  the  Pruffian  army 
In  this  ftate  of  things,  the  only  expedient  that  remains,  is,  thai 
the  fix  anterior  circles  who  are  the  moft  expofed  to  danger,  and 
who  have  the  moft  need  of  protedlion,  namely,  thofe  of  Franco- 
jiia,  Bavaria,  Suabia,  the  eledloral  circle  of  the  Upper  RhinCt 
that  of  the  Lower  Rhine,  and  of  Wcftphalia,  ftiould  take  upon 
themfelves^  provifiohally,  from  the  dite  of  the  ift  of  February, 
Under  the  referve  of  the  eventual  decifion  of  the  diet,  and  until 
its  full  completion,  the  fupport  of  the  Prullian  army  which  afls 
againlt  the  f^ucmy.      The  provifions  to  be  delivered  to  it  will 
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f  comprehend  daily  41,966  rations,  and  82,154  poi lions,  with  the 
necelFary  wood,  draw,  carriages,  &c,  and  iliat  after  the  tlrci- 
fionof  the  diet  ihall  have  taken  place,  they  Ihall  receive  from  tl.e 
other  circles  an  indemnification  in  money,  propoctionjic  to  il\ei.r 
advances.  That  this  meafure^  which  circumltances  rciuier  fo  :;i- 
difpenfably  neceffary,  may  be  as  foon  as4)olIible  carritd  into  exe- 
cutioni  the  King  has  requeued  his  Serene  Highiurfs  the  Eleclor  of 
JJentz,  s^s  arch-chancellor  and  diredor  of  the  empire,  to  con- 
vcic  without  delay,  in  an  airembly  at  Francfort,  the  above- men-' 
tloncd  circles,  with  the  referve  at  what  is  due  in  fuch  cafes  to  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  as  chief  of  the  empire,  that  the  colledion 
and  partition  of  the  provifions,  that  meafures  may  be  taken  in 
concert  with  the  Prullian  commiilkry,  deputy  to  this  allembly 
of  the  circles,  the  Baron  de  Herdenberg,  without  delay,  and 
without  obferving  the  formalities  ufcful  in  other  cafcs^  but  in  this 
dcllrudive,  to  determine  the  place,  the  manner,  and  the  time  of 
delivering  them.  The  underfigned  js  commanded  at  tlie  fame 
time,  to  give  this  information  to  the  circles  of  the  JL^owcr  Rhine 
and  Wcftphalia^  and  to  reooeft  of  then)  to  deliberate  immediately 
upon  an  objeft  fo  imporiant  and  fo  urgent,  and  to  fend  to  Francr 
fort  a  deputation  which  may  co-pperatc  towards  it.  The  reafons 
which  niake  the  greateft  celerity  neceffary,  ;^re  too  evident  to  rc- 
juire  anv  further  illuftration  :  tlie  teaiing  afunder  all  the  bands  of 
fociety;  the  fubverfion  of  all  conftitutions,  political  and  eccle- 
fiaftical ;  the  annihilation  of  all  property,  and  the  deflru6lion  of 
eiery  fpecies  of  happinefs  and  profpcrity,  among  all  clalfes  of 
men  ;  fuch  would  be  the  melancholy  fate  of  Germany,  if  our 
country  were  to  be  conquered  by  a  nation  which  breathes  only 
murder  and  pillage  :  and  this  conqyell  would  be  the  almolt  Iuct 
citable  ponfequcnce  of  the  retreat  of  the  Pruffian  army,  to  which 
his  Majefty  would,  by  different  reafons,  b^e  infallibly  compelled, 
though  with  regret,  if  the  anterior  circles  did  not  relblve  witlu>ut 
delay,  the  provincial  maintenance  which  is  demanded  of  them, 
and  did  not  immediately  make  the  neceffary  difpofitions  to  that 
eiFeS,  His  Majefly,  full  of  confidence  in  his  co-eilates  ct  this 
,  circle,  affures  himfelf  that,  penetrated  by  the  urgency  of  circimi- 
ftances,  they  will  conduft  and  accelerate  this  negociaiion  with 
all  the  zeal  which  is  infpired  by  the  defence  of  their  own  exi<}- 
ence,  as  well  as  that  of  all  Germany.  At  the  fame  time  that  the 
underfigned  has  the  honour  to  recommend  with  the  greaidl  confi- 
dence, this  affair  to  the  patriotifm  of  the  tv\o  high  co^direclors* 
he  mufl  requefl  that  this  propofition,  made  on  the  part  of  the 
King  of  Pruflia,  may  be  immediately  communicated  to  the  whole 
circle,  and  that  the  affembly  of  the  circle,  at  prefcnt  feparated^ 
may  be  called  together,  to  take  the  affair  into  confideration,  and 
to  fend  a  deputation  to  the  affembly  of  Franconia,  for  which  the 
lettef  of  i:onvocation  of  the  Elefior  of  Mentz  will  foou  bt  \fi\3k^^^ 
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and  of  which  the  opening  will  very  probably  be  fixed  for  a  very  tulf 
period.  The  underfigned  ventures  to  hope,  from  the  femiments  of 
enlightened  patriotism  of  the  two  high  co-direSLors,  that  they  wiVj 
co-operate  with  all  their  efforts,  for  the  attainment  of  fp  importani 
an  obje£l ;  and  it  is  in  this  hope  that  he  will  es^peft  their  oe^Ura^ 
tion  to  be'cpnmiupicate^  to  his  court. 


Yerbal  Declaration  to  the  other  Deputies  from  ^arqn  de  Hugely 
Minifter  from  Aujlria^  tg  fhe  piet  of  thfi  Empire^  made  in  fei^ 
ruary,  1794. 

IN  the  prefent  podure  of  affairs,  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  deetxis 
it  necefTary  for  the  fafety  of  the  Germanic  body,  tnat  a  nume? 
rou^  army  belonging  to  the  circles  of  the  empire  fhould  be  af- 
fembled  on  the  Higher  Rhine,  under  the  orders  of  a  general ;  an4 
as  this  has  been  long  the  wifh  of  many  confidprable  flates,  theif 
auguft  chief  flatters  himfelf  that  all  the  members  will  be  eager  tp 
bold  their  refpedive  contingents  in  feadinefs,  apd  that  thofe  whQ 
formerly  redeemed  them  by  means  of  money,  will  henccfortli 
furnifh  men.  His  Imperial  Majefty,  in  order  to  give  a  new  proof 
of  his  folicitude  in  favour  of  the  Germanic  body,  will  confer  thf5 
.command  on  the  Prince  of  S^xe  Tefchen,  and  will  not,  ia  the 
^lean  tinpe,  make  any  alteration  wjth  regard  to  the  Auftfian  t|X)opft 
now  on  the  Rhine*

have  given  additional  force  and  flrength  to  the  numerous  hoflile 
armies  now  jn  the  field,  fo  that  they  fucceedcd  at  laft,  after  re- 
novated, daily,  and  mod  violent  attacks,  nptwithftanding  the 
lieadiefl  countenance  aqd  mofl  gallant  refiflance  on  the  part  of 
the  German  warriors,  to  rcrtake  by  their  fuperiority  a  part  of 
theconquefts— a  lofs  which,  in  all  probability,  would  not  have 
cnfued,  if  the  contingents  of  the  empire  had  been  properly 
fijnt. 

Tbis  general  requifition  of  all  the  fighting   men  effedled  a 

great  fuperiority,  and  changed  entirely  the  mode   of  making 

war,  increafedthc  dangers  and  difficulties  of  this  coercive  war, 

and  feenns  in  fome  manner  to  neceffitate  the  riflng  in  a  mafs  of 

the  inhabitants  of  the  frontiers  of  the  Netherlands,  Anterior 

Auftria,  Brifgau,  and  other  places,  in  order  to  procure  faficty 

to  the  property  of  the  royal  fubjedls  of  the  en^pire,  againft  the 

Wvag,es  branded  with  the  wildefl  excefles,  occasioned  by  an  enc- 

wy  driven  to  defpair  by  the  mifery  which   reigns  in  their  own 

.country,  and  emboldened  by  their  recent  fucccfTes.

I.  XXT^E^  ^'^  propofition  for  a  general  armament  of  the 
VV.    fubjcfts  of  the  empire  was  made  at   the  aflerably'of 
the  diet,  the  King  of  Pfuflia  reprefented  fuch   effential  diffi- 
culties againft  this  meafure,  that   he'C9uld  not  have  expeAe4/ 
that  the  prop.ofitioti  wopld  have  been  carried  to  a  conclujum, 

IL  For  this  reiifgn  his  Majefty  finds  himfelf  under  the  ne^ 
ceflity  of  laying  them  agaip  once  more  btforc  the  fix  neareft 
circles,  with  this  obferv^ion,  viz.  "  That  if  the  faid"  circles 
cannot  determine  with  themfelvcs  to  withdraw  the  faid  conchi- 
fum^  and  render  it  of  none  effedt,  he  will  be  forced,  however 
contrary  to  his  inclination,  to  withdraw  his  troops,  as  he  can- 
not expofe  them  to  the  dapgej:  which  mufl  neceffarily  xefult 
from  this  meafure. 

III.  The  reafons  that  his  Pruflian  Majefty  oppofes  to  a  ge- 
neral armament  of  the  inhabitants  pi  the  empire,  are  the  fol- 
Jlowing,  viz. 

'^^   I.  By  employing  the  peafapts  againft  the  enemy,  agriculture 
,  will  want  hands. 

2.  That  there  are  not  arms  fufficient  to  give  to  fucU  a  mafs 
of  people. 

3.  1  hat  it  is  impoffible,  in  fo  fliort  a  time,  to  teach  the  ma- 
nual exercifc  to  the  inhabitants. 

4.  It  has  been  found,  by  the  experience  of  the  two  laft  cam- 
paigns, that  the  foldiers  oppofed  to  tlie  French  muft  be  pefedllj 
cxercifed  to  make  head  againft  them. 

5.  Laftly,  independent  of  the  above  reafons,  it  is  infinitclj 
dangerous,  at  a  time  like  the  prefent,  when  the  French  an 
W'atching  every  advantage  to  infinuatc  their  principles,  to  af. 
femble  fuch  a  mafs  of  men,  whofe  ideas  upon  forms  of  go- 
vernment muft  be  various,  and  among  whom  confequently  dif 
fenfjons  might  arife,  difaftrous  in  their  confequences  both  Xx 
the  armies  and  to  the  conftitution  of  the  empire. 


Declaration  of  hl$  P ruffian  Majcfy^  delivered  to    the   States  of  th 
Germanic  Circles ^  afjcmbled  at  Frankfort y  In  February  1794. 

HIS  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruffia  could  not  but  hear  witl 
the  higheft  difpleafure,  that  defigns  were  imputed  to  him 
tending  to  fecularize  bifhoprics  and  chapters,  to  fupprefs  them 
and  to  appropriate  to  himfelf  certajn  cities  of  the  empire,  ii 
order  to  indemnify  himfelf  for  the  immenfe  fums  which-he  ha 
expended  for   near  two  years,  to  carry  on  the  war  againft  th' 
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FrehtT^'  aW  to  defend  againft  them  the  Germanic  empire  ana 
his  illuftrious  allies. 

His  Majefty,  confident  that  his  defigns  are  pure,  might  pafs 
in  (ilerice  over  fuch  rumours,  and  content  himfelf  with  the 
convidJiori  that  they  would  find  no  belief  on  the  part  of  thjft 
wcll-diipdfed  flates  of  the  empire :  but  to  give  the  moft  am^le 
fatisfadion,  and  to  confound  the  malevolent,  who  invent  fimi- 
lar  ftories  purpoTely,  and  perhaps  to  excite  diftrtift,  tjie  unider« 
figned  has  orders  formally  to  declare,  that  while  his  Majefty 
-makes  war  upon  the  French,  he  has  never  any  view  but  th« 
defence  of  the  Germanic  empire,  and  the  naaintenance  of  the  con- 
ftitution  ;    that  it  never  was  His  Maj6fty*s  defign  to  make  6on- 
quefts  for  himfelf;  and  that  if  conquefts  are  ntade  from  France, 
the  empire  will  have  its  fliare ;  that  he  never  conceived  the  leaft 
idea  of  indemnifying  himfelf  at  the  expenfe  of  the  empire,  whofe 
conttitutipn  has  always  been  facrcd  to  him,  and  for  whofe  main- 
tenance he  has  already  made  fo  many  facrifices,   as  is  generally 
known. 

The  underfigned  finally  declares,  that  His  Majefty  will  nevef 
belie  thofe  intentions  in  future,  and  will  be  always  ready  to  fecure 
and  guaranty  to  the  Germanic  empire  its  territory  and  conftitu- 
tion,  and  to  its  ftates  in  particular,  both  fpiritual  and  temporal, 
their  polfellions  and  rights;  in  a  word,  the  inviolable  maintenance 
of  the  whole  Germanic  body,  provided  the  empire,  and  above  allf 
thofe  fix  circles , which  are  moft  expofed  to  danger  at  the  prefent, 
will  co-operate  as  much  as  the  conllitution  and  patxiotifm  require 
of  them,

Letter  from  the  King  ofFruJjia  to  the  Prince  of  Saxi  Coburg* 

I  AM  eager  to  inform  you,  that  in  confequence  of  the  nego- 
ciations  which  have  hitherto  been  carried  on,  it  h  my  intention 
to  give  orders  to  my  Field-marfhal  MollendorfF  to  leave  behind  a 
corps  of  20,000  men,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-general 
Kalkreuth,  to  withdraw  with  the  reft  of  my  army  from  the  envi- 
rons of  Mentz,  and  to  march  towards  Cologne,     I  requeft  you, 
for  that  purpofe,  to  take  the  necefTary  meafures,  that  the  retreat 
of  the  moft  confiderable  part  of  my  troops  do  not  turn  out  advan* 
tageous  to  the  enemy,  but  that  the  fortrefs  of  Mentz,  and  the  em* 
pire  in  general,   remain  covered  againft  hoftile  invafion.     It  being 
in  other  refpedls  necelfary  t©  make  arrangements  to  procure  to  the 
troops  who  put  themfelves  on  their  march  the  necefTary  provifions 
on  the  road  to  Cologne,  their  departure  will  not  follow  fo  rapidly ; 
and  thofe  troops  Ihall  not  file  off  at  once,  .but  by  divifions — you 
will,  tljerefore,  have  time  fufficicnt  to  make  th^  necefTary  diipo- 
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'^ah^«    i  hcij^f  at  tht  fame  time,  that  you  itvIII  hiirc  tlie  gockirfe^    Ifc 
ko  take  fuch  meafures,  that  when  FIeid-niar{haI  MoIlendoHF  ihal/    fp 
Irave  finifhed  his  preparations,  andv^heh,  by  virtue  of  the  ortleti 
deceived,  hefhall  have  informed  you  of  the  days  on  which  the  troopii 
%all  depart^  the  execution  of  this  refoliitiori  do  not  fufFer  suiy  ob-

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DeclarattBn  of  the  King  of  Prujta  to  the  Oermah  Empire j  on  Inl 
fecrffion  from  the  prefent  Continental  CoHfcderacj. 

THE  period  being  arrived  in  which  his  Pruffian  Majelty  is 
forced  to  difcontinue  taking  that  adive  part  in  the  prefent  war^ 
iivhich  hitherto  has  been  the  effc£l  of  his  generofity  and  pure  pa-^ 
triotifm  ;   oh  account,   and  in  confideration  of  what  is  owing  b]^ 
his  Majefty^  to  the  prefervation  of  his  own  eftates*  atid  to  tte 
Ivelfare  of  his  fubjeds,  his  Majefty  thinks  it  particularly  hikduty' 
to  lay  before  their  Highnefles  the  Co-^States  of  the  German  empire^ 
the  real  caiifes  and  true  motives  by  which  he  was  induced  to  take 
fuch  a  refolutiolik 

At  the  time  wheh  the  French  nation^  in  thfe  unfdrtUnate  Jeltl-- 
Con  of  imaginary  liberty,  had  not  only  diflblved  every  tie  of  ci 
order  amongft  themfelves,  but  alfo  meditated  the  fubverfion  of  t! 
repofe  and  welfare  of  other  nations,  by  the  introdu£lion  of  thei 
anarchic  horrors,  and  in  fad>  had  already  fallen  in  an  hodile  man 
net  on  fuch  territories  of  his  Imperial  Majefty^  and  of  the  Gefmar — ^ 
empire,   as  were  neared  to  them,   his  Majeliy  thought  proper  tf  "^ 
unite  his  juft  arms  with  thofeof  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  after— ^ 
wards  with  thofe  of  the  whole  Gernian  empire,  and  thofe  of  hi  ^ 
other  allies,  in  ordefto  fet  bounds  to  the  de(tru£live  enterprifes  or  "t 
ft  delirious  nation,  and  to  reftore  peace  and  happinefs  to  thofe  a.^ 
giiiltiefs  as  highly  endangered  ftates.     This  obje£l  was  eVer  th  ^ 
guide  of  the  arms  of  his  Majefty  down  to  this  prefent  moment,  ancJ! 
more  impreftive  on  his  mind,  in  proportion  as  the  madnefs  of  th^' 
French  augmented,  and  the  danger  of  all  Germany  became  mor^ 
imminent.     The  eftbrts  of  his  Majefty  to  fet  a  boundary  againft 
this  mighty  torrent  of  ill-fortune  on  the  German  territories,  werc# 
it  is  true,  at  firft  but  proportioned  to  the  danger,   but  foott  ex- 
ceeded the  utmoft  of  his  ability.     The  war  was  not  a  wat  with  a 
civilized  nation,  and  well-difciplined  armies,  but  a  wat  with  a  de- 
lirious ar.dnevei-.Iiminifliing  fvvarm  of  men,  with  a  highly  popu- 
lous nation,  provided  with  every  refource  for  war  to  back  them-s- 
a  fet  of  men  \vho  did  not  fight  merely  far  vifkory,  but  who  fought 
by  fire,  f word,  and  the  poifon  of  their  pernicious  doftrineS^  td 
fyhvcxi  \\\z  whole  focial  editicc  of  German  v. 
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To  ^pofe  this  alinoft  unconquerable  enemy,  the  King*  <^ 
\k  pan,  Dropght  into  the  field  70,006  men,  and  thofe  his  chdiceft 
tr(x>gs  ;  with  thcfe  has  his  Majcfty  combated,  even  until  this  third 
tampaign,  under  every  imaginable  obdacle^  JFar  from  the  PnifOail 
dominions,  amidfl  already  exiiaufted  lands,  excefs  of  dearnelTs  of 
ihepeceflariesof  life,  andalmoft  infupportabVe  expenfe. 

jBefides  tbefe  unparalldled  efforts,  his  Majefty  has  made  ttf  thif' 
cop[»^n  caiife  every  podiblc  facrifice  which  the  natif»nal  (Irenstli 
ofPruiHa  would  permit;  nor  has  he  hefitated  to  expofe  eveb  nif 
facred  perfon,  and  the  princes  of  his  family,  to  every  danger  hf 
Fhlchr  the  rcpofe  and  fafety  of  Germany  could  be  conquered  from 
the  eoemy.  For  this  objc<^  alone  has  fo  much  Pruflian  blood  beeti 
fcilt—for  this,  fuch  immenfe  treafures  drained  from  his  dominions, 
ouch  a  war  mnft  necefi'arilv  have  moreexhauftedhisrefources  than 
thofe  of  fuch  powers  whole  dominions  lay  more  contiguous  to  thei 
fccDtf  oF  hoftility  ;  and  thus  his  Majefty  fell  into  an  abfolute  im- 
poffibility  of  taking  any  longer  that  aaive  {)art  from  his  own  pieanS, 
irithout  utterly  ruining  his  Own  dominions>  and  entirely  ex- 
taqftihg  the  jproperty  of  his  fubjefls. 

His  Majeftyj  hqweVer,  (till  remained  deeply  impreflfcd  with  1 
J>atri.Qtic  hope  of  being  ible  flill  to  lend  help  and  proteSion,  and 
that  with  increafed  force,  to  the  German  empire  ;  and  to  be  ena- 
bled to  do  this,  he  entered  into  a  negociation  with  the  confederate 
jpowersy  propofing  certain  arrangements  to  them,  the  principal 
points  bf  which  were,  befides  the  payment  of  a  fubfidy  to  him,  i 
nipuiation  that  the  fubfiftehce  of  the  greateft  jpart  of  the  Pruflian 
5vm)r  ihbuld  be  jproVided  for  by  the  empire  in  general  j  and  that^ 
iintil  a  final  plan  ihould  be  concluded  to  this  effefl,  that  the  fix  an- 
terior cirtles  of  the  empire,  who  lay  moft  expofed  to  danger,  and 
who  reaped  immediai6  benefit  from  the  defence,  fhould  be  charged 
i)rovifionaUy  with  the  furhiOiing  of  the  fame ;  and  it  was  alfo  de- 
clared to  the  diet  of  the  empire,  and  the  circles  abo^-mentioned# 
that  in  cafe  thefe  fr^nk  and  free  propofals  were  not  afcceded  to  bjr 
the  Emperor,  his  Majefty  would  be  compelled  to  withdraw  the 
greateft  p^rt  of  his  trck)p&,  and  to  leave  the  empire  fp  its  fate* 

Several  flateife  have  made  declarations  fiiitable  to  the  preffing  cir- 
biimftances  in  which  they,  and  the  whole  empire,  Were  placed  ; 
hi  particular  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs  of  Mcntzj  full  of  exalted  a  i4 
patHotic  fentiments  towards  the  empire,  complied  with  every  rc^ 

3ui(lt!on  Relative  to  the  fubfiftcnce  of  the  Pruflian  troops  which 
epended  upon  him,  apd  fummohed  ah  immediate  congrefs  of  th<^ 
fix  ciixles.  His  Majefty  entertained  a  juft  expeflation,  ihat 
iImila^.  gaiod  confequences  would  every  where  have  flowed  (joni 
his  t>atriot]c  intentions^  and  his  hard  earned  merits  in  his  former 
defence  of  tfec  whole  ertipire.  Every  retrofpeft  feemed  to  con- 
firm thefe  hopes;  on  one  fide,  the  paft  afforded  the  admoniflitng 
pid'ure  of  the  dreadful  torrent  of  anall  fubverting  enemy  ^  on  the 
V6uIL  O  0  ^\tfi\» 
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Other,  the  noble  and  heroic  ftand  of  the  PrulSan  artnjr»  ani 
iihmehre  facrifices  of  the  blood  of  his  ivarriors,  and  the  trea: 
of  his  dominions,  made  by  the  magnanimity  of  his  PrufCan 
letty.  Even  then  that  army  was  (landing  on  the  banks  d 
Khin^>  the  bulwark  of  the  whole  empire,  and  to  whjoh  the  ei 
did  hot  dare  to  penetrate  ;  but  the  fubHdence  of  that  army, 
dertaken  by  the  whole  empire,  was  the  fole  condition  under  v 
it  no  longer  could  be  eff«dtive,  and  which  the  phyfical  jmpoffil 
of  Pruffia  alone  beajring  the  burthen,  did  abfplutely  oblige  Pj 
to  ipfifl  upon.  Was  it  accedi^cl  to,  fo  as  the  future  s^rde> 
confolatory  profpeft  of  his  Majefty  afting  with  that  known 
crit'y— that  well  proved  fidelity,  in  the  defence  of  the  empirCj 
the  proteQion  of  its  conftitutibn,  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power  r 
every  impartial  obferver  might  have  eaflly  anticipated  the.  c 
quences  of  the  refufal  of  the  required  fubfiflence^  and  the  letu 
the  Pruflian  troops  into  his  Majefty 's  own  ftates.  Then  t 
the^  over-powertui  and  delirious  enemy  ravage,  uncontro 
throughout  the  empire,  and  with  plundering  and  murderous  h 
unbridled  and  unlimited,  bear  down  the  Germans,  their 
bandry,  all  law,  order  and  property,  fubvert  with  anarchic 
minations,  the  conftitutions  of  more  imperial  ftates,  anuil 
princes  and  nobles,  erafe  the  temples  of  religion^  and  drive 
the  hearts  of  Germans  their  natural  love  9f  virtue  and  orde 
the  aids  of  the  feJu£live  allurements  of  licentioufnefs,  and  the 
cepts  of  an  unfeeling  immorality. 

All  thefe  and  fimilar  obfervations,  fo  fimple  and  fo  obvio 
they  were,  did,  nev^rthekfs,  not  fucceed  in  bringing  th^  arr; 
tnent  for  the  fubfiftence  of  the  army  to  a  juft  conclu(k>n« 
propofal  was,  befides  this,  fufBciently  conneded  with  anoth 
rangement,  which  his  Majeily  had  defigned  to  offer  the  c 
derate  powers,  but  which  it  did  not  feem  good  to  his  Iniperial 
jefty  to  comply  with,  and  which  ofhef  ftates  did  alfo  not  apj 
Moreover,  this  propofal  gave  rife  to  an  exception,  Which^ 
fo  many  and  meritorious  a£lions,  fuch  unparalleled  faci 
which  his  Majefly  had  already  made,  he,  in  truth,  had  no  r 
to  expect,  and  on  which  his  Majefty,  not  without  much  fo; 
finds  it  his  duty  to  make  fome  remarks. 

The  fumraoning  af  the  fix  circles,  by  the  Eleftor  of  W 
has' been  reprefentcd  as  irregular,  though  in  fadl  it  is  ftridll) 
ftitutional.  Mcafures  there  were  propofed  precifely  contrad 
to  the  negociations  for  the  fubfiftencc,  and  the  univerfal  arm 
the  peafants  was  refolved  on,  though  it  is  plain,  that  fuch  a 
fure  is  as  ineiSci^nt  as  dangerous,  and  completely  adverfe 
pbjefi  propofed — inefficient  againft  an  enemy  who  preffes  fo 
in  a  inafh'  with  an  infanity  of  fury,  approved  taftics,  and 
merous  artillery— dangerous,  becaufe,  when  the  peafant  is  a 
and  brought  away  from  his  ordinary  mode  of  life^  the  enem] 
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eality  become  his  ts\oH  dangerous  feducer,  and  finally  advert;  io 
die  objed  propofed,  becauie  fuch  an  armament  is  wholly  ihccto- 
patible  with  the  operations  and  fubfiftence  of  difciplined  armie&» 
Thefe  reafons,  which  flowed  from  the  moft  fmcere  convidion  of 
bisMajefty,  have  been  reprefented  in  the  mod  odious  colours-; 
tod  the  nkotk  fsAfe  and  fcandalous  motives  have  been  attributed  to 
bim  for  his  diifcnt  to  this  meafure ; — and,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
airrangement  of  the  fubfidencet  projects  of  extending  his  domi- 
nidnsy  <)f  fecularizing  ecclefiaflical  territories,  and  of  opprelling 
the  empire,  have  been  rumoured  to  have  been  by  him  in  contemn- 
piation  ;  and  of  which  his  Majefty's  known  patriotifm,  and  ac* 
kbowledged  virtues,  will  form  the  bed  contradidion. 

After  what  is  paft,  every  hope  of  the  fubfiftcnce  being  acceded 
to^  being  now  vanifhed,  his  Majedy  does  now  renoimce  the  fame, 
auidalfo  every  refolution  of  the  empire,  and  of  the  circles  relative 
tbeieto. — his  Majedy  has  therefore  taken  the  refolution  no  longer 
to  grant  his  prote£tion  to  the  German  empire  ;  but  to  order  his 
liimyf  (excepting  twenty  thoufand  auxiliaries,  according  todif- 
frrent  treaties)  indantly  to  return  to  his  own  dominions. 

At  the  fame  time  that  his  Majedy  finds  himfelf  compelled  to 
withdraw  a  portion  of  his  troops  from  the  defence  of  thofe  dates, 
for  which  they  have  already  combated  with  fo  much  glory,  he  ex« 
preiles  the  mod  earned  wiihes,  that  thofe  confequences  be  has  abovs 
alluded  to  may  not  take  place,  but  that  the  exertions  of  his  Jm-r 
perial  Majedy,  and  of  the  empire,  may  eventually  infuse  to  both 
a  full  indemnity,  and  a  general  and  honourable  peace*  To  his 
Majedy  remains  the  jud  copfolatiop,  and  permanent  glory  of 
leaving  on  his  part,  m^e  fuch  facrifices  to  the  defence  and  fafety 
of  the  Emperor  ip  the  prefent  awful  crifis,  as  certainly  few  date$ 
in  Europe,  or  members  of  the  Germanip  body,  pouldi  without 
piuch  hedtation,  have  refolved  upon,

IN  ahfwer  to  the  claiiii  tniide  fcy  the  Comtc  de  Lcdnj-bach,  v 
the  name  of  his  Majefty  the  Errtperor,  as  chief  of  the  Ger 
manic  corps,  the  court  of  Berlin  has  rcfblved  to  declare,  Ai 
the  King  y^ould  never  refurfe  doing  his  duty  as  a  member  of  tffl 
empire ;  but  that  in  the  cafe  in  which  he  now'  is  eflfefltivdj 
called  on,  .he  will  iconduiSk  himfelf  after  the  example  of  tli 
other  Eleiftors  and  illuftrious  Co-eftates,  proportibnaWy  toW 
obligations,  according  to  the  Germanic  ccmftitution  and  IG 
ancient  ufage.

The  difpatch,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy,  has  been  received 
by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  from  the  Right  Hon,  Sir 
Gilbert  Elliot,  Bart,  dated  Corte,  the  21ft  of  June,  1794. 
Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  union  of  Cordca 
to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  is  finally  and  formally  concluded  ^ 
and  it  is  with  the  moft  fincere  fatisfadlion  that  I  find  myfe?f  en- 
abled to  aflure  you  that  no  national  a£t  was  ever  fandioned  by  z 
more  ihianimous  proceeding  on  the  part  of  thofe  who  were  autho- 
rifcd'to  do  it,  or  by  a  more  vniverfal  approbation,  amounting^  I 
may  fay,  to  enthufiafm  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

I  have  already  had  the  honour  of  tranfmitting  to  you  a  copy  of 
the  letter  addreffed  by  his  Excellency  my  Lord  Hood  and  myfelf^ 
to  his  Excellency  General  Paoli,  dated  the  21ft  of  April.  I  ftave 
the  honour  to  enclofe  to-day  a  copy  of  the  circular  letter,  addreffed 
by  General  Paoli  to  his  countrymen,  referring  to  that  whigh  he 
haJ  received  from  us,  an  Italian  tranllation  of  which  was  an- 
nexed. 

Letters  of  convocation  were  foon  after  iffued  for  the  affembly  of 
the  General  Confult  to  be  held  at  Corte,  on  Sunday  the  8tb  of 
June,  and  were  fo  framed  as  to  procure  the  moft  general  reprefcn* 
tation  known  in  thisjfland,  every  community,  which  is  the  fm all- 
eft  territorial  divifion,  having  fent  its  reprefentative,  and  the  ftate 
of  property  being  fuch,  that  although  none  but  landholders  werc^ 
cledors,  every  man,  almoft  without  exception,  has  voted. 

The  letters  of  convocation  fet  forth  the  occafion  of  their  being 

called  together ;  and  the  minutes  of  eleSion  in  every  community 

exprefled  the  general  nature  of  the  meafure  to  which  the  deputies 

Were  authorifed  to  confent,  fpecifying  diftinftly  the  union  of  Cor- 

lica  with  Great  Britain,    and  the  tender  of  the  crowju  to  his 

Majefty. 

I  have  the  honour  to  enclofe  copies  of  thefe  proceedings. 

The  deputies  met  at  Cort6  in  fufficicnt  numbers  to  conftitute 

the  aflemtly,  on  Tuefday  the  lOth  of  June.     Soa\e  days  were 

employed  in  verifying  their  powers,  and  determining  controvertc4 

ele^^ions ;  after  which  they  chpfe  General  Papli  as  their  prefi- 

dent,  and  Mr.  Pos^zo  de  Bargo  and  Mr.  Mufelli  their  fecretaries. 

On  Saturday  the  14th  inftant.  General  Paoli  opened  the  affem^ 

\>iy  by  an  excellent  and  eloquent  fpeech^  itating  concifely  the

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principal  evehts  which  had  occurredi  and  the  principal  meafurei 
adopted  by  himfelf  fmce  the  reparation  of  the  lad  General  Confult 
in. May,  17931  the  occafion  of  the  prcfent  convocation,  and  the 
leading  points  on  which  their  deliberations  (hould  turn* 

The  aflembly  voted  unanimoufly  their  thanks  to  General  Paoli, 
and  a  full  and  entire  approbation  of  all  he  had  done,  by  virtue  of 
thepowefs  formerly  vetted  in  him  by  the  General  Confult  of  1793, 

They  then,  firft,  declare  unanimoufly,  the  feparation  of  Cor- 
fica  from  France : 

And  fecondly,  with  the  fame  unanimity,  and  with  the  ftrongeft 
demondrations  of  univerfal  fatisfaSion  and  joy,  voted  the  union 
of  Corfica  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain. 

A  committee  was  then  appointed  to  prepare  the  articles  of  union} 
ztid  to  confider  the  proper  mode  of  tendering  the  crown  to  his 
Majefty. 

It  was  declared  that  all  who  came  fhould  have  voices  ;  and,  in 
faS,  feveral  perfons  of  charader  and  talents,  who  were  not  even 
members  of  the  affembly,  were  admitted  to  the  deliberations,  and* 
took  a  (hare  in  the  difcuflions  of  the  committee. 

The  articles  underwent  in  the  committee  a  very  full,  free,  and 
intelligent  difcufiion  ;  fuch  as  would  have  done  honour  to  any  af« 
fembly  of  public  men  in  any  country,  and  fuch  as  (iampt  the 
jrefult  with  the  fandion  of  a  deliberate  and  informed,  as  well  as 
a  free  and  independent  aflent. 
'   The  report  was  voted  with  unanimity  in  the  committee. 

It  was  prefented  to  the  aflembly  on  Thurfday  the  17th,  and  on 
that  and  the  following  day  was  opened,  and  mod  ably  as  well  a^ 
fully  expounded  to  them  by  Mr.  Bozzo  de  Bargo.  It  was  adopt- 
ed with  unanimity,  and  with  univerfal  applaufe ;  and  two  copies 
of  the  aft  of  union  were  figned  by  every  member  of  the  Cotifult. 

On  Thurfday  the  19th  of  June  I  received  a  deputation  from  the 
aflembly,  prefenting  to  me  a  copy  of  the  aft  of  union,'  and  in- 
\riting  me  to  return  with  them,  that  the  crown  might  be  tendered 
to  his  Majefty  by  the  aflembly  itfelf,  in  the  moft  folemn  and 
authentic  form. 

I  accompanied  the  deputation,  and  in  prefence  of  the  aflembly, 
received  from  the  prefident,  his  Excellency  General  Paoli,  in  the 
name  of  the  people,  the  tender  of  the  crown  and  fovereignty  of 
Corfica  to  his  Majefty. 

His  Excellency's  addrefs  to  me  is  contained  in  the  minutes. 

After  addrefling  the  aflembly  in  a  manner  which  appeared  to  m« 
fuhable  to  the  occafion,  I  pronounced  in  his  Majefty's  name  the. 
slc<!eptation  of  the  crown,  according  to  the  articles  contained  in 
the  aft  of  union. 

I  then  took,  in  his  Majefty 's  name,  the  oath  prefcribed,  ^^  to 
maintain  the  liberties  of  Corfica,  according  to  the  conftitutioii  and 
the  laws.*'

The  prefidcHt  then  tool  and  adminiftcred  to  the  aflembly  the 
oath  of  allegiance  and  fidelity ;  after  which  I  ligned  and 
fealed  the  acceptation  annexed  to  both  copies  of  the  a£t  of  union^ 
one  of  which  I  have  now  the  honour  to  tranfmit. 

The  day  following  (yefterday)  Te  Deuni  was  fung  in  tic 
cathedral,  accompanied  by  the  difcharge  of  artillery ;  and  prayers 
vere  offered  up  for  his  Majefty,  by  the  name  of  George  the  Third, 
King  of  Great  Britain  and  Corfica.  In  the  evening  the  town  was 
illuminated,  and  the  people  demonftrated  their  loyalty  and  joy  by 
every  means  in  their  power. 

The  aflembly  has  voted,  this  day,  an  addrefs  to  his  Majefty, 
fxpreflive  of  their  gratitude,  loyalty,  and  attachment  ;  and  have 
deputed  four  refpeSable  gentlemen  to  prefent  it  to  his  Majefty  izi 
London. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  difpatch  without  offering  my  very  humble 
congratufations  on  the  fortunate  termination  of  this  important  and 
interefting  affair,  at  once  advantageous,  as  I  truft,  to  the  contra£t« 
ing  parties,  honourable  to  his  Majefty,  and  gratifying,  in  every 
view,  to  his  royal  feelings,  as  well  as  to  thofe  of  his  Britifh 
ftibjeas. 

The  true  foundation  and  bafis  of  this  tranfadion  has  refted  on 
the  confidence  infpired  by  his  Majefty's  princely  virtues,  and 
the  exalted  reputation  enjoyed  throughout  the  world  by  the  Bri- 
ti(h  nation  for  every  honourable  and  generous  quality.  The 
people  of  Corfica  have,  on  one  hand,  done  homage  to  thofe  vir- 
tues, by  confiding  and  tendering,  even  folicitoufly,  the  fovereignty 
of  their  country  to  his  Majefty ;  they  have,  on  the  other  hand, 
heightened  the  value  of  that  confidence,  by  evincing  that  it  comes 
from  men  who  have  rejected  with  horror,  the  poifonous  and 
counterfeit  liberty  of  France,  without  being  ignorant  or  carelefs 
of  a  well-ordered  and  conftitutional  freedom. 

His  Majefty  has  accjuired  a  crown  ;  thofe  who  beftow  it  have 
acquired  liberty.  The  Britifti  nation  has  extended  its  political 
and  commercial  fphere  by  the  acceffion  of  Corfica  :  Corfica  ha$ 
added  new  fecurities  to  her  ancient  pofleflions,  and  has  opened 
frelh  fields  of  profperity  and  wealth,  by  her  liberal  incorporation 
with  a  vaft  and  powerful  empire. 

This  difpatch  will  be  delivered  to  you  by  Mr.  Petriconi,  a 
young  gentleman  of  this  country,  who  has  ferved  with  diftinSion 
throughout  the  war,  under  the  orders  of  General  Paoli,  and  psur« 
ticularly  in  the  fleges  of  Baftia  and  St.  Fiorenzo. 

I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  him  for  any  particulars  which  I  may 
have  omitted,  and  to  recommend  him  to  the  honour  of  your  atten- 
tion during  his  refidence  in  England.

Furiani,  May  i,  179^ 
P      Jlfojl  dearly  beloved  Countrymen^ 

^'  THE  unabated  confidence  with  which  you  have  honoured  n 
atid  the  folicitude  I  have  ever  had  to  promote  your  intereftsa 
to  enfure  your  liberty,  prefcribe  to  me  the  obligation  of  ftating 
ybVL  the  prefcnt  fituation  of  public  affairs. 

You  remember  how  many  cruel  and  treacherous  arrangeme 
vfrere  ttiade  by  the  three  commiflioners  of  the  French  Convent 
who  were  fent  over  to  our  ifland ;  and  in  what  manner  they 
tempted  to  concentrate  the  powers  of  government  in  a  fmall  nu 
ber  of  their  fatellites,  deflined  to  be  the  inftruments  of  thofc  1 
lences  and  cruelties^  which  were  to  be  exercifed  againft  all  ^ 
ilieaning  perfons,  and  againft  the  nation  at  large. 

The  unjuft  decree  which  ordered  my  arreft,  and  my  transfe 
the  bar  of  the  affembly,  was  the  firft  attempt  direSed  by  tl 
againft  your  liberty.  You  unanimoufly  declared  yourfelvcs, 
humbly  remonftrated  againft  an  a6l  deftgned  to  facilitate  the  c 
<SUtioii  of  the  enemy's  plots:  finally,  you,  in  a  general  aiTem 
declared  your  indignation  at  this  ad  of  injuftice  ;  and  you  adoj 
at  that  moment,  fuch  refolutions  as  were  confiftent  with  ) 
bwri  dignity,  and  with  the  public  welfare. 

I  accepted,  as  a  diftingu idling  proof  of  your  confidence, 
comitiiffion  you  were  pleafed  to  confer  upon  me,  for  providin 
thofe  critical  circumftances,  for  the  maintenance  of  your  fa 
and  liberty :  Anxious  that  you  fhould  not  be  expofed  to  any  1 
ger,  imlefs  indignation  and  neceflity  commanded  you  to  refii 
tried  every  means  which  prudence  and  moderation  fuggefted  t< 
at  that  time  ;  but  neither  your  juft  reclamations,  nor  my  ii 
Cence,  were  fufficient  to  recal  to  fentiments  of  reditude  and 
ftianity  a  violent  and  fanguinary  fadion,  irritated  by  the  n 
feiiftahce  you  had  made,  and  relolved  to  accompli (h  your  deft 
tion  :  for  which  purpofe  the  fubverfion  of  the  government 
6rdered,  and  the  members  of  it  profcribed,  conjointly  with  n 
other  zealous  pjitriots :  the  nation  was  declared  in  a  ftate  ol 
bellion  ;  orders  vrere  given  to  reduce  it  by  force  of  arms,  at 
tyeat  it  with  the  bloody  rigour  of  revolutionary  laws. 

RouPeii  by  thefe  qaufes,  by  the  endlefs  fucceffion  of  deftruc 
l^nd  ruin,  which  chara£lerifes  the  conduvfl  of  thofe  perfons 
exercife  thf  power?  of  government  in  France,  and  by  the  def 
tfon  of  all  religion,  and  of  every  form  of  worfliip,  enforced 
proclaimed  among  the  people  with  unexampled  impiety,  < 
Corfican  felt  ^h^  neceflity  of  feparating  from  the  French,  ai 
guairdin^  againft  the  poifonous  influence  of  the^r  errors^ 
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The  afts  of  hoftility  committed  by  the  French,  and  thofe  Cor- 
lican  traitors  who  had  taken  refuge  in  the  garrifons  of  Calvi,  Su 
Fiorenzo,  and  Baftia,  compelled  us  to  repel  them  by  force  of  arms« 
I  have  feen  with  infinite  fatisfadion,  during  the  courfe  of  a  whole 
year,  that  your  ancient  bravery  and  attachment  to  your  country 
were  not  in  the  lead  diminifhed.  In  yarious  encounters  the  ene* 
my  have  been  defeated,  although  numerous,  and  fupported  by 
artillery :  you  have  treated  the  prifoners,  taken  in  the  heat  of 
battle,  with  generofity  ;  whilft  the  enemy  have,  in  cold  bloody 
mafiacred  our  prifoners,  who  were  fo  unfortunate  as  to  fall  into 
their  hands :  in  all  thefe  agitations  we  have  kept  ourfelves  united^ 
and  exempt  from  the  horrors  of  licentioufnefs  and  anarchy ;  a 
happy  prefage  of  your  future  fate,  and  an  irrefragable  proof  that 
you  are  deferving  of  true  liberty,  and  that  you  will  know  how  to 
preferve  it  unfuUied  by  licentioufnefs  and  diflenfions. 

In  fpch  a  (late  of  things,  a  becoming  diffidence  made  me,  never-> 
thelefs,  apprehend  th^t  the  enemy  would  increafe  in  force,  and 
attempt  to  carry  into  execution  the  deftrudive  plans  they  had 
fonned  againft  you :  under  thefe  circumftances  I  felt  the  neceility 
of  foreign  afliftance;  and,  in  conformity  to  ycur  general  wifhes, 
and  to  the  public  opinion  and  univerfal  expectation,  I  had  recourfe 
to  the  King,  and  to  the  generous  and  powerful  nation,  which  had, 
on  other  occafions,  proteSed  the  remains  of  our  liberty  ;  a  mea« 
fure  dilated  by  the  public  fafety,  and  which  I  took  only  when 
every  conciliatory  offer  had  been  obftinately  rejcQed,  and  every 
hope  of  obtaining  moderation  or  juftice  from  the  French  Conven* 
tion  was  extin<Si. 

His  Britannic  Majefty*s  arms  have  made  their  appearance  in 
your  fupport :  his  Ihips  and  troops  are  employed  with  you  to  drive 
from  our  country  the  common  enemy,  and  the  blood  of  Britons 
and  Corficansis  conjointly  fhed  for  the  liberty  of  this  ifland.  Our 
enterprize  has  already  been  crowned  with  happy  events,  and  draws 
near  to  a  fortur^ate  completion. 

This  pleafing  afpeft  of  affairs  has  determined  me  to  turn  my 
thoughts  to  the  mod  efficacious  means  of  edabliihing  a  permanent 
freedom,  and  of  fecuring  our  ifland  from  the  various  events  which, 
till  this  moment,  hav^  kept  us  in  agitation. 

The  protedion  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  a  political 
union  with  the  Britifli  nation,  of  which  the  profperity  and  powerj^ 
uninterrupted  for  ages,  are  to  the  univerfe  proofs  of  the  excellency 
of  its  government,  have  appeared  to  me  to  accord  with  the  happi* 
nefs  and  fafety  of  Corfica.  The  univerfal  opinion  on  this  head^ 
evinced,  by  the  unreferved  inclination  you  have  ihewn,  an4 
ftrengthened  by  your  gratitude  for  benefits  received,  appears  for- 
tunately to  concur  with  mine.  I  have  therefore  made  the  proper 
overtures*  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  with  a  vievr 
tQ  e(tabU{h  this  defirable  vnion* 
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With  a  fatisfadion  never  to  be  erafed  from  my^  mind,  t  now  be- 
hold our  wifiies  anticipated,  and  our  hopes  realized :  the  memorial 
which  has  been  tranfmitted  to  me  by  their  Excellencies,  the  Ad- 
miral commanding  the  fleet,  and  the  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of 
his  Majefty,  affords  us  the  opportunity  of  eftablifhing  this  union 
in  the  manner  bed  adapted  to  the  benefit  of  both  nations,  and  to 
the  honour  of  his  Majefly.  I  cannot  better  make  known  to  you 
their  Excellencies'  fentiments,  than  by  a  faithful  tranflation  of  their 
memorial. 

The  nature  of  the  prefent  addrcfs  does  not  permit  mc  to^  enlarge 
upon  the  benefits  of  this  union,  which  tends  to  conciliate  the  moft 
extenfive  political  and  civil  liberty  with  perfonal  fecurity.  You 
are  convinced  of  thefe  truths,  and  will  regulate  your  condu£l  ac- 
cordingly :  I  neverthelefs  avail  myfelf  of  this  opportunity  to  de- 
clare to  you,  that,  in  taking  the  Engliih  conflitution  for  your  pio- 
del,  you  will  proceed  upon  the  moil  folid  principles  that  philofo- 
phy,  policy,  and  experience,  have  ever  been  known  to  combine  for 
the  happinefs  of  a  great  people,  referving  to  youpfelves  the  power 
of  adapting  them  to  your  own-peculiar  fituation,  cuftoms,  and  rcli* 
gioD,  without  being  expofed,  hereafter,  to  the  venality  of  a  traitorj 
or  to  the  ambition  of  a  powerful  ufurper. 

A  matter  of  fuch  importance  ought  neverthelefs  to  bc.difcuffed, 
and  agreed  to  by  you,  in  a  general  aflembiy,  at  which  1  entreat  you 
to  affifl  by  your  deputies,  on  Sunday  the  8th  of  the  enfuing  month 
of  June,  in  the  city  of  Corte.  The  provifional  government  will 
then  fuggeft  to  you  the  form  and  mode  of  the  elect  tons. 

I  befeech  you  to  imprefs  yourfelves  with  the  great  importanceof 
theaffiairs  on  which  you  have  to  determine  \  and,  on  that  account, 
let  it  be  your  care  to  fele6t  pcrfons  of  zeal  ajid  acknowledged  prQ- 
bity,  and,  as  much  as  may  be  in  your  power,  reputable  heads  of 
families,  intereftcd  in  goqd  government  and  the  profperity  of  the 
country.  Let  moderation  and  propriety  of  conduft  prevail  in 
your  alfcmblies,  that  no  perfon  among  you  may  have  the  mortifi- 
cation to  remark  any  diforder  in  the  moft  happy  moment  which 
has  occurred  in  the  courfe  of  our  revolutions,  and  in  pafling  'the 
niolt  important  zt\  of  civil  fociety.  In  the  mean  time,  let  every 
man  fuggeft  whatever  he  may  conceive  moft  ufeful  to  the  countrvj 
in  order  to  communicate  his  opinion  to  the  nation,  legally  repre- 
fentcd  and  alfembled. 

Corfica  is  now  juftly  regarded  by  foreign  powers  as  a  free  na* 
lion  \  her  refolutions  will,  I  hope,  be  fuitable  to  her  fituation,  and 
dictated  by  a  wifdom  and  by  a  love  for  the  public  good.  - 

With  refpeft  to  myfelf,  my  dearly  beloved  countrymen,  after 
having  devoted  every  moment  of  my  life  to  your  happinefs,  I  fhall 
cfteem  niyfelf  the  happieft  of  mankind,  if  through  the  means  I 
have  derived  from  your  confidence,  I  can  obtain,  for  our  country, 
the  opportunity  c^  forming  a  free  and  lafting  government,  and  c^ 
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preferving  to  Corfica  its  name,  its  unity,  and  its  independent 
wKiift  the  name^  of  the  heroes  who  have  fpilt  their  blood  in  its 
fupport  and  defence,  will  be,  for  future  generations,  object  of 
Bobie  emulation  and  grateful  remembrance.

ElUoty  Bart,  to  General  PaoU. 

yicloryy  Bajiia  Roads^  April  21,  I794« 

SIR, 

YOUR  Excellency  having  been  pleafed  to  reprefent  to  us,  on 
behalf  of  the  Corflcan  nation,  that  the  intolerable  and  perfi* 
dlous  tyranny  of  the  French  Convention  hairing  driven  that  brave 
people  to  take  up  arms  in  their  own  defence,  they  were  determined 
to  fhake  oiF  altogether  the  unjuft  dominion  of  France,  and  to  afiert 
the  rights  of  a  free  and  independent  nation  ;  but  being  fenfible  that 
their  own  efforts  might  be  infuilicient  to  contend  with  France,  or 
other  powerful  nations,  who  might  undertake  hoftile  attempts 
^ainft  them,  and  confiding  Implicitly  in  the  magnanimity  and 
princely  virtues  of  his  Britnnilc  Majefty,  and  in  the  bravery  and 
gencrofity  of  his  people,  they  were  defirous  of  forming  a  perpetual 
union 'With  the  Britifh  nation,  under  the  mild  and  equitable  go- 
vernment of  his  Majeity  and  his  fucceflbrs,  for  the  better  protec- 
tion, and  for  the  perpetual  fccurity  and  prefervation  of  their  inde- 
i)endence  and  liberties  :  and  your  Excellency  having  on  thcfe  con* 
idcrations,  folicited,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  Corfica,  his 
Majefty's  prefent  afliftance,  and  his  royal  proteftion  in  time  to 
come,  we  took  the  fame  into  our  moll  ferious  confideration  ;  and* 
knowing  his  Majedy's  gracious  and  afFe£lionatedlfpo(iticn  towards 
theCorhcan  nation,  and  his  readinefs  to  contribute  in  every  way, 
which  is  confident  with  juitice  and  the  intereds  of  his  fubjedls,  to 
the  happinefs  of  that  brave  people  ;  and  being  inverted  with  fuf- 
ficient  powers  for  that  purpofe,  we  determined  to  comply  widi 
your  requeft,  and  have  accordingly  furnifhed  the  aid  of  his  Ma-* 
jetty's  naval  and  military  forces  in  the  Mediterranean,  towards  ex- 
pelling the  common  enemy  from  the  ifland  of  Corfica. 

We  have  fince  been  honoured  with  more  fpecial  powers  and 
authority  to  concert  with  you;*  Excellency  and  the  people  of  Cor- 
fica, and  finally  to  conclude>  on  his  Majefty 's  behalf,  the  particu- 
lar form  and  mode  of  relation  which  (hall  take  place  betyireen  the 
two  nations. 

It  is  with  tlic  mod  lively  fatisfadtion  we  acquaint  your  Excel- 
lency, that  we  have  it  in  command  from  his  Majefty  to  affent,  on 
his  part,  to  fuch  a  fyftem  as  will  cement  the  union  of  our  two  na- 
tions under  a  common  Sovereign,  and,  at  the  fame  tiine,  fecurc 
for  ever  the  independence  of  Corfica,  and  the  prefervation  of  her 
Ancient  conilitution.  laws,  and  religion* 
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With  whatever  fatisfa^ion  his  Majefty  has  gracioufly  sjftoted 
to  propofitions,  which  promife,  perhaps  for  the  firft  time,  not 
only  to  afford  to  this  ifland  the  prefent  Dleffinjgs  of  tr^quillity  and 
peace,  and  a  Hidden  increafe  of  profperity  and  we^h,  but  alfoto 
eftablifli  its  national  independence  and  happinefson  afecure  and 
lafting  foundation  ;  his  Majedy  is,  however,  determikied  to  con- 
dude  nothing  without  the  general  and  free  confent  of  the  people 
of  Corfica. 

We  therefore  rcqueft  your  Excellency  to  take  the  proper  fteps 
for  fubmitting  thefe  important  matters  to  their  judgnient ;  and  as 
the  fmall  number  of  the  enemy,  at  prefent  inveft^d  by  the  Britilh 
and  Corfican  troops,  and  which  muft  foon  either  be  deftroyed  or 
yield  to  fuperior  force,  can  no  longer  give  any  udeafinefs  to  this 
country,  but  the  freedom  and  deliverance  of  Corfica  is  in  efieft  ac- 
complifhed,  we  beg  leave  to  fubmit  to  your  Excellency,  whether  it 
may  tiot  be  defirabic  to  take  the  earlied  meafures  for  terminating 
thefe  intereAing  concerns,  and  for  adding  a  formal  fan£lion  to 
that  union,  which  is  already  edablifhed  in  the  hearts  of  all  .our 
countrymen,  ^

CHAPTER   u.

Article  i.  TbeconftitutionofCorilca  is  monarchical,  according 
to  the  following  fundamental  laws. 

Art,  2.  The  legiflative  power  is  vefted  in  the  King,  and  in  (h^ 
Ifprefentativesof  the  people,  lawfully  eledled  and  ponvened* 

Art.  3*  The  Icgiflature,  compofed  of  the  King  and  of  the  re- 
prefentatives  of  the  people,  is  denominated  the  Parliament ;  the 
affcmbly  of  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  is  named  the  Houfc 
of  Parliament ;  and  the  reprefentatives  are  (tyled  Members  of  the

Done,  and  unanimoufly  decreed,  and  after  three  readings,  on 
three  fucceeding  days,  in  the  general  affembly  of  the  Corfican 
nation,  in  Corte,  this  day,  19th  June,  1794,  and  individually 
figned  in  the  alFembly  of  all  the  members  of  which  it  is  compofed. 

Signed  by  above  four  hundred  names. 

Continuation  of  the  Sejpons  of  the  igth  of  June^  1794. 
AI!L  the  members  of  the  aOembly  having  individually  figned.the 
conflitutional  a£t,  it  was  propofed  to  prefent  to  his  Excellency  Sir 
Gilbert  Elliot,  his  Britannic  Majefty 's  commiflary  plenipotentiary, 
in  order  that  it  might  be  accepted  by  him  in  his  faid  Majefty's 
name.  The  affembly  having  adopted  this  propofition,  decreed, 
That  the  faid  proportion  fliall  be  made  by  a  deputation  of  twelve 
members  who  were  chofen  and  commiflioned  for  this  purpofe. 

After  which  the  deputation,  having  executed  the  commiflion  af- 
figned  to  them,  re-entered  the  hall,  and  with  them  the  faid  Sir 
Gilbert  Elliot :  the  members  of  the  affembly  flood  up,  during 
which  he  approached  the  prefident,  and  pronounced  the  following 
acceptation : 
I,  The  underfigned  baronet,  member  of  the  Parliament  of 
'  Great  Britain,  member  of  the  privy  council,  and  commiffary  ple- 
nipotentiary of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  having  full  p<3wer,  ani 
being  fpecially  authorized  for  this,  purpofe,  do  accept,  in  the 
name  of  his  Majefty  George  the  Third,  King  of  Great  Britain, 
the  crown  and  fovereignty  of  Corfica,  according  to  the  conftitu- 
tion and  the  fundamental  laws  contained  in  the  aft  of  a  general 
affembly  held  at  Corte,  and  definitively  fettled  this  fame  day,  tht 
19th  of  June,  and  as  fuch  offered  to  his  Majefty  ;  and,  in  his  Ma- 
jefty's  name,  I  fwear  to  maintain  the  liberty  of  the  Corfican  nation^ 
according  to  the  conftitution  and  to  the  laws.  — 

The  prefent  acceptation  and  oath  is  by  us  figned  and  fealed.

The  faid  acceptation  and  oath  being  read,  the  faid  Sir  Gilbert 
Elliot  propofed  to  the  prefident  and  to  the  affembly  the  conftitiK 
tional  oath  ;  and  this  was  taken  by  them  in  the  following^ords  : 

*^  I  fwear  for  myfelf,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Corfican  nation, 
"which  I  reprefent,  to  acknowledge  for  my  Sovereign  add  King, 
"  his  Majefty  George  the  Third,  the  King  of  Great  BritaJn,  t6 
"  yield  him  faithful  obedience  accordingto  the  conftitution  and  the 
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^*  laws  of  Corgca^  und  to  maintain  the  faid  conilltutfon  and 
*<  laws." 

The  conftitutional  zSt  being  intirely  completed  and  finifhed, 
the  prefident  adjourned  the  feifion.  and  (igned  the  above,  as  did 
alfo  the  fecretaries,  the  year,  month,  and  day  above*tnentioned.

Speech  made  In  the  General  AJfcmbly  of  Corjicay  on  the  jlcceptathn  of 
the  Crovjti  aiid  Conflltution  of  the  Ifland^  by  his  Excellency  Sir  Gil" 
bert  Elliot. 

GENTLEMEN, 

IN  availing  myfelf,  for  the  firfl  time,  in  the  midft  of  the  Corfi- 
can  nation,  ot  the  privilege  of  calling  you  brothers  and  fellow  ci- 
tizens, a  refleftion  which  will  naturally  occur  to  every  one,  ex- 
cites in  me  the  mod  heart-felt  fatisfadlion;  independent  of  the  rc^ 
ciprocal  political  advaiuages  v/hich  we  may  derive  from  fo  clofc 
%  connexion,  I  fee,  on  the  prefect  occafion,  every  thing  that  can  , 
render  it  more  precious  and  more  eftimable  by  the  fentiments  of 
confidence  and  of  aftedion,  the  iirft  and  pure  principles  of  our 
vnioHj  which  they  will  for  ever  continue  to  cement  and  confoli- 
date. 

This  remarkable-truth,  which  it  is  impoflible  to  overlook,  can- 
fiot  be  n\entione4  without  a  ftrong  emotion  of  fenfibility  and  joy, 
Our  twp  nations  have,  for  a  long  period,  been  diiHnguifhed  by  a 
reciprocal  and  reiparkable  efleem.  Without  anticipating  th^ 
happy  end  to  which  this  inftin<9:ive  partiality,  this  fympathetic  at- 
tra^ion,  may  fome  day  lead  us,  we  have  given  to  each  other  in^ 
ftaiMses  of  confidence  on  every  occafion,  yet  no  relations  have  hi- 
therto fubfifted  betweefi  us,  except  thofe  of  reciprocal  and  volun** 
taiygood  ofEges.  Our  minds  have  been  prepared  by  Providence 
foof  the  fate  which  awaited  us,  and  the  Divine  Goodnefs,  intending 
pur  union,  has  ordained  that  it  fhould  be  anticipated  and  brought 
i^out  (if  I  may  fo  e^prefs  myfelf,)  by  a  fimilarity  of  charafter, 
^nd  by  a  conformity  of  views  and  principle^,  and,  above  all,  by  a 
pleadng  exchange  of  friendly  fervices. 

Xhis  facred  (rpmpaft,  whigh  I  received  from  your  hands,  is  not 
1^  fold  and  i^terefied  agreement  between  two  parties  who  met  by 
HC^Hd^it,  a|)d  form  a  contrad  founded  on  the  impulfe  of  the  mo- 
fttent,  or  op  a  felfifli  gnd  temporary  policy. — No  ;  the  event  of 
this  happy  day  is  only  the  completion  of  wiihes  we  had  previoufly 
&m(ied  :  to-day  our  hands  are  joined,  but  our  hearts  have  long 
^fnu|iit^d|,.apl  our  mottq  ihould  be  kmici  i^  non  di  venture^ 
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HowcYcr  reducing  this  profpeft  of  our  happinefs  may  appeal 

I  truft  (and  it  is  important  for  us  to  know  it,  as  vre  afluredly 

'j.,  do)  that  it  docs  not  depend  on  fcntimcnt  alone;  but  it  rcfts  on 

IV.    •         the  folid  bafis  of  the  true  intercfts  and  permanent  felicity  of  the 

i^  two  nations* 

I  will  not  mention  to  you  the  intereds  of  Great  Britaia  upon 
thisoccaCon  ;  not  that  they  are  of  little  confequence,  but  being 
of  a  nature  purely  political,  the  fubjedl  would  be  too  cold,  too 
dry,  for  this  important  day.     Befides,  it  i3  not  neccffary  on  this 
occafion  te  appreciate  them  in  detail.     I  fhall  confine  myfelf  tm 
this  remark,  that  every  poffible  advantage  which  Great  Britaia 
could  have  in  view  from  her  union  with  Corfica,  is  eflentially 
attached  to  your  political  and  abfolutc  independence  of  every 
European  power,  and  that  thefe  advantaged  are  not  only  com- 
patible with  your  interefts,  but  cannot  for  the  moft  part  exift^ 
and  ftill  lefs  flourifh,  but  in  proportion  .0  your  profperity. 
On  your  part,  what  is  neccflary  to  rcnicr  you  a  happy  people? 
r>s-"^         I  will  tell  you  in  two  words — liberty  at  nome,  and  fecurity 
abroad. 

Your  liberty  will  not  be  expofed  to  any  encroachments  from 
a  monarch,  who,  by  his  own  experience  and  the  example  of 
tnti  c  hisanceftors  for  feveral  generations,  is  pcrfuaded  that  the  liberty 
ot  o:  jnj  jjj^  profperity  of  his  people  is  the  only  foundation  of  the 
•oni^.  power,  the  glory,  and  the  fplendour  of  the  throne.  A  king 
who  has  ever  governed  according  to  the  laws,  and  whofe  fcepter 
^*  \*'  ,  is  at  once  ftrengthened  by  the  privileges,  and  embelliflied  by  the 
^'^  y.  luippiiiefs  of  his  fubjcfts.  Here  I  might  expatiate  on  the  augufl: 
^''  virtues  of  that  monarch  whom  you  have  chqfen  for  your  own; 
bat  they  are  known  to  all  his  fubjecfts  :  you  will  therefore  be- 
come acquainted  with  them  by  a  happy  and  certain  experience^ 
i  •  m  ^^  ^h's  teftimony  will  be  far  more  faithful  than  my  weak  voice. 
jT  ^' M  It  would  not,  however,  be  right  that  your  liberty  (hould  de- 

.../■  '  pcnd  folely  on  the  perfonal  virtues  of  the  monarch.  You  have 
therefore  been  careful  to  enfure  it  by  the  wife  confUtution  and  fun- 
damental laws  of  our  union,  which,  in  my  opinion,  conftitute  fo 
ttlentifU  a  part  of  the  a£l  you  prefent  to  me  this  day,  that  I  could 
not  (without  violating  the  confidence  repofed  in  me  by  my  fo- 
^rereign,)  agree  to  a  (yftem  which  might  have  degenerated  into 
tyranny  ;  a  condition  equally  unfavourable  to  the  happincls  of  him 
who  exercifes  it,  and  of  thofe  who  endure  it. 

If  his  Majefty,  therefore,  accepts  the  crown  which  you  have 
agreed  to  offer  him,  it  is  becaufe  he  is  determined  to  ^roteS:,  and 
sever  to  enflave  thofe  fiom  whom  he  receives  it;  and,  above  all, 
becaufe  it  is  given,  and  not  feized  upon  by  violence. 

'  For  external  fecurity,  you  wanted  nothing  blit  theconftant  and 
iftive  sUiaUce  of  a  maritime  power:  this  a^  infures  it  to  you; 
•dd  wbiift  you  enjoy  at  home  peace  and  tranquillity,  which  tbi 
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enemy  will  no  longer  be  able  to  interrupt,  yon  will  (hare  with  uf 
the  treafures  of  trade,  and  the  rovcreignty  of  the  feas. 

From  this  day  therefore  you  are  quiet  and  free.  To  preferve 
thf fe.  bleflings,  you  have  only  to  preferve  your  ancient  virtues, 
cpuragd,  and  the  facred  love  of  your  country ;  thefe  are  the  native, 
virtues  of  your  foil ;  they  will  be  enriched  by  thofe  which  accom* 
pany  oui  union,  and  which  you  will  derive  from  our  indufiry, 
from  our  long  experience,  (that  true  fource  of  political  wifdomj 
.smd  from  our  love  of  liberty,  at  once  enthufiaftic  and  enlightened. 
i  fpeak  of  that  liberty  which  has  for  its  objed  to  maintain  your 
civil  rights,  and  the  happinefs  of  the  people ;  not  to  ferve  ambition 
and  vice  :  that  liberty  which  is  infeparable  from  religion,  order, 
refpe£l  for  ihe  laws,  and  a  facred  regard  for  property  ;  the  firft 
principle  of  every  human  fociety  ;  that  liberty  which  abhors  every 
kind  of  defpotifm,  and  efpecially  that  mofl  terrible  of  all  defpo- 
lifm,  which  arifes  from  the  unreftrained  violence  of  the  human 
pal&ons*  Such  are  the  virtues  which  belong  both  to  you  and  to 
us.  On  their  happy  mixture  and  influence  on  each  other  depends 
the  profperity  of  Corfica,  immediate  liberty,  and  a  progreilive 
and  increafmgprofperity.  Such  is  the  text ;  to  which  I  hope  and 
venture  to  predi£l,  that  our  behaviour  to  each  other,  and  our  com* 
mon  deftinies,  will  always  prove  a  faithful  andj  a  fatisfadory  illuf- 
tration.

UNFORTUNATELY,  fmce  the  month  of  laft  January,  the 
necefljty  of  increafmg  the  forces  of  the  empire  is  become 
moft  urgent. 

The  war,  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  from  the  violent  meafures 
taken  by  the  ruling  party  in  France,  and  from  the  formidable  fupc- 
riority  of  numbers  of  their  armies,  having  taken  the  appearance  of 
the  moft  obftinate  ofFenfive  war,  renders  even  the  defenfive 
operation  of  the  combined  powers  not  only  painful  and  difficult, 
but  requires  an  extraordinary  exertion,  combination,  and  union 
of  power,  to  refift  the  deftrudive  enterprizes  of  enthudaftic  hqrdes, 
encouraged  by  various  and  alarming  fuccefles.  Which  exertion 
and  extraordinary  efforts,  on  our  fide,  are  the  more  preffing,  and 
require  the  fpeedier  to  be  put  into  execution,  as  there  is  no  time 
to  be  loft,  left  the  evil  fhould  rife  to  a  degree,  which  would  render 
the  united  forces  of  the  empire  infuiiicient  to  ftop  its  progrefs. 

The  country  being  in  danger,  ought  to  found  the  alarm  bell 
throughout  the  German  empire.  The  meafure  of  a  quintuple 
contingent  cannot  but  be  an  afflidling  effort  for  the  paternd  heart

of  your  Impfcrial  fovereign.  His  Majefty,  however,  hopes  that 
fucn  a  meafurc,  confidering  the  prefent  urgent  circuinflances,  and 
tbe  population  of  the  German  empire,  will  not  be  looked  upon 
as  extravagant.  The  Emperor  thinks  it  alnroft  unneceflary  further 
to  declare,  that,  on  account  of  the  facrifices  made  during  the  three 
lail  obftinate  campaigns  in  men  and  money,  that  his  Majefty,  with- 
out the  co-operation  of  the  ftates  of  the  empire,  is  totally  inca* 
(ttble  by  himfelf  to  continue  the  prote£^ion  of  the  empire,  his 
domeftic  refources  being  entirely  exhaufted,  by  having  already 
ibaiiied  all  the  political  nerves  of  his  hereditary  dominions,  for 
tbe  defence  and  protedion  of  tbe  empire. 


Memorial  from  the  Imperial  A4inifter  Count  Schlicky  to  the  AJpmhly 
of  the  Circk  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  prefented  on  the  l6th  of  Augujl^ 
1794. 

nPHE  underfigncd  Imperial  Minifter  is  exprefl3y  charged  to 
•*•  fubmit  inftanily  to  the  illuftrious  diet  of  the  circle  of  the 
Upper  Rhine,  the  following  moft  important  obfervations: 

His  Imperial  Majefty  has  not  failed  to  make  to  the  moft  pow- 
erful individual  members  of  the  empire,  all  the  reprefentations, 
admonitions,  and  demands  which  were  to  be  expe£ted  from  his 
Cncerc  love  for  his  country,  and  from  his  aflive  care  for  the  ge- 
neral welfare  of  the  empire.  Every  thing  which  the  Imperial 
court  forefaw  and  predi6^cd,  has  tnken  place  :  the  time  for  fpe- 
culating  upon  poflible  difafters  is  paft ;  and  the  imminent  dangers 
with  which  we  are  furrounded  demand  the  moft  prompt  and 
efficacious  meafures;  unlefs  we  wifli  to  renounce  atr-once  the 
welfare  of  the  empire,  and  abandon  again  to  tlie  ufurpation  of 
the  French,  the  territories  and  provinces  of  the  empire,  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Rhine  to  its  fource. 

The  prefent  war  involves  in  it  the  fate  of  our  conftitution, 
our  religion,  and  onr  properties.  The  Imperial  court  has  more 
than  once  reprefented  with  energy  to  its  allies  and  co-cftates  of 
the  empire,  that  a  powerful  nation,  to  which  all  means  were 
alike,  which  fet  at  defiance  every  law,  of  religion,  and  mora- 
lity, muft  inevitably  triumph,  if  other  nations  did  not  unite 
their  forces,  and  prepare  themfelves  to  make  in  time  a  vigorous 
tefiftancc* 

The  Imperial  court  did)  not  fall  to  obfervc,  that  it  could  not 
alone  defend  the  empire.  It  is  not  only  during  this  bloody  war 
and  the  courfe  of  its  fludlating  events,  that  the  Imperial  court 
has  fubmitted  thefe  reflcftions  to  the  empire;  hut  even  before 
the  commencement  of  a  war,  which  the  court  of  Vienna  did 
*^cry  thing  to  avoidj  it  did  not  fail  to.  make  known  to  the  ftates 
which  deniapded  its  protedtion^  that  (he  enterprise  was  full  of 
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'  danger,  and  that  the  refoarces  of  the  Houie  of  Auftria  were  li* 
niited. 

Upon  the  firft  explofion  of  terrible  war,  a  propofal  was  made^ 
for  putting  at  lead  the  frontiers  in  a  (late  of  defence  and  fecnrity : 
during  the  lad  interregnum  an  aflbciation,  and  a  ftri&  union  of 
the  anterior  circles,  proportioned  to  the  danger,  were  propofed, 
becaufe  thefe  provinces  were  moft  expofed  to  the  devaftationof 
the  enemy ;  becaufe  the  refolutions  of  the  whole  empire  would 
require  time,  and  the  diftant  ftates,  by  means  of  their  complf* 
eated  forms,  would  fave  themfelves  as  long  as  poffible  from  any 
a<Slive  co-operation.     Although  this  propoial  was  generally  »- 
mitted  to  be  proper  as  well  as  conftitutional,  yet,  through  ccr* 
tain  formalities,  it  has  failed  of  itsefFe<Sl. 

The  Houfe  of  Auftria  was  flattered,  that  after  the  eleAion  of 
the  Emperor,  grand  and  energetic  meafures  would  be  adopted 
by  the  whole  empire;  but  in  the  niean  time,  from  the  above 
prudent  precautions  being  neglefted,  thofe  provinces  were  left 
totally  defencelefs,  when  it  was  found  neceffary  to  remove  the 
body  of  Imperial  troops  commanded  by  Count  d*£rback;  the 
confequence  was,  that  Mentis  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemyi 
a  misfortune  of  which  the  magnitude  may  be  eflimated,  whea 
we  eoniider  that  almoft  the  whole  of  a  fecond  campaign  was  fpent 
in  attempts  to  retake  it. 

On  the  declaration  of  war  feveral  of  the  ftates  reprefented 
the  extreme  urgency  of  public  affairs,  and  refolved,  that.with« 
out  lofing  a  fingle  moment  in  preparation,  an  Imperial  army 
fiiould  be  regularly  confiituted;  In  order  to  carry  this  refoIatioQ 
into  efie^,  his  Imperial  Majefty  permitted  his  contingent  to 
join  the  .Jlied  powers.  But  the  want  of  money  equalling  this 
acceffion  to  their  force,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  ftates  of  the 
empire  which  could  not  raifc  and  equip  foldiers,  ftiould  furnifh 
their  contingents  in  fpecie,  according  to  a  very  moderate  com* 
putation. 

The  Imperial  court,  with  the  ftridteft  honour  and  pan<3uality 
and  much  to  its  prejudice,  has  replaced  thofe  contingents*  The 
circles  would  have  found  it  inconvenient  and  oppreflive,  if  the 
the  mode  of  furnilhing  their  refpeSive  contingents  had  been 
adopted  which  is  prefcribed  by  the  decree  of  i68i«  Some  ftates 
have  renewed  their  application  for  a  diminution  of  their  quota 
in  the  matricular  regifters  of  the  empire;  others  have  urged 
their  inability ;  and  fome  of  the  moft  aflive  ftates  have  withheld 
their  contingents  under  the  moft  frivolous  of  all  pretexts,  that 
an  Imperial  army  had  not  been  formed* 

After  the  viftories  of  the  allied  army  in  the  circle  of  fiour* 

gogne,  victories,  purchafed  by  torrents  of  blood  and  a  profufiotl 

"  of  treafure,  the  King  of  Pruffia,  at  the  commencement  of  the 

prcknt  campaign,  threatened  to  withdraw  his  troopti  affigning 

as 
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as  a  Feafon,  that  he  had  not  a  fub&dy  for  thtir  fupport*  In  this 
interval  of  inadtivity  the  enemy  procured  reinforcements,  and 
became  exceedingly  numerous  and  formidable.  Under  thefe  cir- 
cumilances  the  only  alternative  was  to  infiil  upon. the  inhabU 
tantt  of  the  circles  to  rife  in  a  mafs,  and  in  order  to  obviate 
everv  difficulty,  to  expedite  the  organization  of  the  array  in  a 
coniritutional  manner. 

Thus  his  Imperial  Majefty  has  uniformly  and  invariably  zSted 
as  became  his  dignity,  and  the  patenial  care  which  he  has  always 
evinced  for  his  fubje£ls.  But  the  arming  of  the  inhabitants  on 
the  frontiers  was  a  meafure  which  proved  abortive.  Some  of 
the  ftates  had  not  fufficient  confidence  in  their  fubjcdls,  and 
others  dreaded  tlie  expenfe. 

The  Imperial  army  is  not  complete  at  this  moment.     Two 
thirds  of  the  empire  arc  already  conquered,  and  the  enemy  is 
triumphant  every  where.     The  ftates  will  not,  or  fome  fay, 
cannot,  contribute,  and  that  is  the  only  pretext  by  which  they 
f    evade  the  contingents  of  the  empire. 

This  then  is  the  fupport  which  the  Imperial  and  Royal  court 
has  fo  much  defired  of  the  empire,  which  it  has  expefied  in  full 
confidence  of  the  public  fpirit  and  the  love  of  their  country  ;  this 
istbe  efFe£l  of  the  preffing  inftances  which  his  Imperial  Majefty 
f  has  generoufly  feconded  by  his  own  example.  AH  the  workt  knows 
how  much  this  court  has  done  for  the  defence  of  the  empire,  and 
for  the  common  caufe.  At  the  firft  breaking  out  of  the  war,  he 
icnt  to  the  field  a  numerous  and  well-provided  army ;  he  abandoned 
,  all  fecondary  views  by  not  contradling  any  other  engagements  than 
F  thofe  which  were  judged  produftive  of  general  utility.  The  war 
^  of  the  empire  being  decreed,  he,  to  his  own  detriment,  relieved 
;  the  ftates  from  the  performance  of  their  contingents  ;  at  the  firft 
unfavourable  blow  which  afFeded  the  empire,  his  Majefty  fent 
fpeedily  to  itsfuccour  the  army  of  the  referve  from  his  own  here- 
ditary ftates,  and  maintained  it  at  his  own  expenfe;  and  thus  he 
employed  all  the  force  of  his  houfe  to  fave  the  Germanic  body. 

The  Imperial  troops  have  almoft  fingly,  and  without  any  afr 
Cftance,  covered  the  circle  of  Suabia,  and  thus  have  hindered 
the  enemy  from  penetrating  as  far  as  the  frontiers  by  afcendir\g 
the  Higher  Rhine.  They  have  conduced  themfelves  valiantly 
in  thofe  quarters,  and  had  a  great  fliare  even  in  the  re-taking 
ofMentz.  Notwithftanding  the  well-founded  immunities  of 
his  houfe,  his  Majefty  has  given  in  Auftrian  Flanders,  and  in 
the  country  of  Brifgaw,  the  firft  ufeful  example  of  arming  the 
inhabitants ;  and,  at  the  firft  propofition  of  organizing  a  fcparate 
^^my  of  the  empire,  he  immediately  furniftied  an  extraordinary 
^ntingent  of  37,000  men.  This  conduft  merits  confideratioqi 
the  more  in  that  the  other  ftates,  who  take  hold  of  everr  prer 
^  to  refufe  theiy  contingents^  if  they  had  been  in  the  place  of 
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the  linperial  court,  and  poflcflcd  of  fuch  an  exemption,  ac« 
knowledged  by  the  Emperor  and  the  empire,    and   folcmnlj' 
maintained  upon  every  occafion,  would  have  regarded  the  de- 
mand of  fuch  a  fuccour,  under  the  name  of  a  contingent,  asaa 
infraction  of  their  rights  as  members  of  the  Germanic,  body. 

The  putting  on  foot  fuch  numerous  armies,  the  great  expenfc 
of  maintaining  them  with  the  current  coin  of  the  empire,  the 
events  of  the  v/ar  which  have  fucceeded  each  other  with  fuch 
rapidity  and  changes  of  fortune,  have  required  immenfe  foms, 
which  it  was  neceflary  to  fend  from  the  hereditary  ftates  into 
foreign  provinces;  and  to  fupply  this  his  Majefty  has  facrificed, 
with  an  unexampled  generofity,  his  own  revenues,  the  volun- 
tary fubfidies  of  his  faithful  fubje£ts,  and  his  individual  abi- 
lities. 

To  thefe  facrifices  ought  to  be  added  others  equally  great 
and  diflreffing.  His  Imperial  Majefty,  befides  his  numerous 
contingent,  has  kept  up  a  confiderabie  force  from  Baiie  to 
Philipfbourg,  for  the  general  defence  of  the  empire.  He  has 
even  employed,  for  the  proteftion  of  the  Germanic  body,  20,000 
men,  as  ftipulated  in  the  treaty  with  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  not- 
withftanding  the  important  fervices  which  thofe  troops  might  ; 
have  rendered  in  defending  his  own  pofleflions  in  the  Low  Coun- 
tries. He  ftill  undertakes,  however,  to  fupply  thein  with  bread 
and  forage. 

Another  facrifice  of  no  lefs  importance,  and  of  greater  pre- 
judice to  his  Majefty's  hereditary  ftates,  is,  the  Imperial  opurt 
has  not  applied  to  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  its  faithful  ally, 
to  oblige  the  62,000  Pruffians,  fubfidized  by  the  maritime 
powers,  to  march  into  the  Low  Countries.  According  to  the 
exprefs  terms  of  the  treaty,  thefe  troops  were  at  the  difpofal  of 
thefe  powers,  and  to  aft  in  fupport  of  the  common  caufe.  They 
would  have  been  employed  to  the  greateft  advantage  in  the  Low 
Countries,  and  by  co-operating  with  the  allied  armies,  might 
have  averted  the  calamities  which  have  taken  place. 

Thefe  extraordinary  efforts ;  tliefe  grievous  and  irreparable 

facrifices  which  have  not  been  feconded  with  energy  and  alacrity, 

can  only  protradl  for  a  ftiort  period  the  laft  melancholy  blow, 

which  the  empire  has  too  much  reafon  to  apprehend,  from  the 

conqueft  of  the  provinces  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  and  on 

the  other  fide  that  river.     However,  as  his  Majefty's  ftates  are 

in  fa6t  drained  of  their  men  and  money,  by  the  favourable,  as 

virell  as  by  the  adverfe  occurrences  of  this  deftrucSlive  war,  the 

extreme  remedy  muft  now  be  reforted  to,  in  order  to  prevent 

the  annihilation  of  our  troops,  ftiould  we  be  inclined  ftill  to 

parry  off  the  mortal  blow,  which  threatens  the  fubverfion  of  the 

confiitution  and  government  of  Germany. 

A,  The 
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Tfic  enemy,  availing  themfelves  of  the  perplexed  ft  ate  of 
public  affairs,  increafe  their  exertions  in  all  quarters,  and  fee  n 
determined  to  prevent  the   defeftion  of  the  armies,  deprcff.d 
by  a  feries  of  fatigue  and  defeats.     Their  progrefs  has  been  fo 
rapid,  and  their  army  fo  formidable,  that  the    Imperial  and 
Royal  court  will  be  unavoidably  obliged  to  withdraw  its  troops, 
and  to  ftation  them  within  its  own  frontiers,  if  the  empire  does 
oot  think  proper  to  oppofe  to  the  irruption  of  the  French  an 
adequate  force,  and  to  co-operate  with  his  Majefly  at  this  awful 
and  momentous  crifis.     His  Majefty's  folitary  efforts  would  be 
fruitlefs,  if  he  were  to  attempt  to  cover  the  frontiers  from  Baile 
to  Luxembourg ;  and  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  an   army  ex- 
bauiled  by  fatigue,  without  opportunity  of  recruiting   itfelf,' 
receiving  affiftance  from  no  one,  and  at  a  di (lance  (rom  home^ 
ought  to  make  an  effort  to  reach  their  own  country,  where 
they  would  be  better  furnifhed  with  neceffaries,  and  Supported 
by  the  faithful  inhabitants  of  the  Imperial  and  Royal  ftates* 
It  would  appear  at  leafl  equitable  to  hazard  his  lad  effort  inde« 
fence  of  his  own  dominions,  when  we  have  before  our  eyes  the. 
melancholy  truth,  that  with  the  mod  upright  and  fympathetic 
intentions,  it  is  impoifible  to  protect  his  friends  and  neigh-^ 
bours. 

The  fpiritual  and  temporal  communities  of  the  fuperior  and 
lower  clafles  are  ftill  poffeffed  of  treafures  which  remain-  un- 
touched, but  whigh  might  he  beneficially  applied.  The  people 
of  property  of  every  defcription  have  a  credit,  which  they 
QVght  to  lend  to  raife  great  fums  of  money,  to  complete  that, 
which  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  after  fuch  an  immenfe  influx  of 
money  into  the  empire,  only  drawn  from  its  own  hereditary 
dominions,  is  no  longer  able  to  afford  by  itfelf. 

It  is  onjy  by  fuch  an  influx  of  money,  that  the  ftanding  ar- 
mies can  be  fupplied  with  what  is  moft  neceffary  for  their  pre- 
fervation,  that  the  fortreffes  can  be  put  in  a  proper  ftate  of  de- 
fence, and  that  the  maffes  who  are  to  haften  to  the  frontiers 
win  b^  fupported. 

The  underGgned  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  is  charged  by  the 
Emperor  and  King  moft  folemnly  to  declare,  in  his  Imperial 
Majefty's  name,  that,  if  the  Imperial  Royal  court  is  abandon- 
ed ^t  this-decifive  crifis,  it  wiU  not  be  able  to  fave  the  empire  ; 
\mt  it  willconfole  itfelf  with  the' idea  of  having  doue  all  that 
:ou\d  poilibly  be  done  for  the  country ;  and  that  the  Imperial 
court  will  be  obliged  to  make  refponfible  before  God,  and  to 
pofterity,  for  all  thofe  misfortunes  that  will  then  unavoidably 
crufh  the  province  of  the  Germa^iic  empire,  and  for  the  mifery 
which  may  then  fpread  4nfe(5lions  all  over  Europe,  by.  the  pro- 
pagation of  principles  of  anarchy  ;  nay,  the  Imperial  court 
w'4l  piake  refponfible,  thofe  who  by  negle(S,  bj  ina^dliyity,  or 
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even  by  mercenary  private  vicwis,  ihall  hiVc  omrtttd  confcien* 
tioufly  to  exert  themfelves  for  the  general  prefervation.

YOUR  Excellency  well  knows  how  much  I  have  at  heart 
the  glory  of  the  Pruffian  arms,  and  that  of  your  E«ccl* 
Icncy,  and  how  mu<^h  it  muft  therefore  grieve  me  when  I  b^afd 
that  your  Excellency  might  have  faved  Treves,  and  prevented 
its  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  French,  who  were  not  in  force; 
but  that  it  was  refolved  to  do  nothing  to  fdcrifice  the  empire, 
only  with  a  defign  of  injuring  the  houfe  of  Auftria.  To  avoid 
being  under  Another's  command,  cities  and  whole  diftridls  w6re 
facrificed. 

Here  are  as  many  abfurdities  as  words.  It  is  known,  that 
on  the  26th  of  latt  July,  a  plalti  of  farther  operations  was  con- 
cluded at  Schwetzxngen,  between  the  three  field*marflials  who 
command  the  arinies,  in  which  plan  the  following  words  are 
mentioned  refpefting  Treves  : 

*<  Baron  Blankenftein,  general  of  cavalry,  has  orders,  that 
he  do  immediately  fend  his  artillery  of  referve  to  Treves,  in 
order  to  make  ufe  of  it  for  the  faid  polls,  as  foon  as  the  troops 
of  the  empire  fhall  arrive  there. 

The  faid  general  receives  alfo  orders  from  hence,  that  if 
he  entertains  well-founded  apprehenfions  of  being  attacked,  to 
retreat,  without  waiting  the  attack,  with  the  three  battalions 
of-infantry,  the  four  companies  of  Croatians,  and  the  five  ^ua* 
drons  of  cavalry,  to  the  ports  fituated  near  Wittlich." 

According  to  above-mentioned  plan,  the  Pruffian  army  is 
charged  to  cover  Hundfrucken,  and  the  ground  between  the 
right  bank  of  the  Mofelle  and  the  Rhine  ;  and  his  Excellfcitey 
Field-mar fhal  MollendorfFhad  nothing  farther  todo  withTrevcs. 

Notwithftanding,his  Excellency  feeling  a  concern  that  Treves 
fhould  be  maintained  as  long  as  ir  fliould  be  prafticable,  gave  roc 
orders  to  detach  Major-general  Von  Koehler  to  Ohcrftein.  It 
was  done.  General  Von  Koehler  broke  up  on  the  30th  of  July, 
and  arrived  near  Ohcrftein  on  the  2d  of  Auguft.  As' feveral 
reports  came,  that  the  eriemy*s  defign  was  more  upon  Treves 
than  upon  Manheim,  as  it  was  then  fuppofed,  I  made  Major- 
general  Von  Schmetau  follow  General  KalkreutH,  with  the 
perfeft  approbation  of  his  Excellency  Field-marfhal  Von 
Mollendorfft     Meanwhile  advice  being  received  that  2^  French 

officer 
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, officer  who  deferted^    brought  certain  intelligence  to  captain 

Von  Schultz  at  Birkenfeldt^  that  the  enemy  were  advancing 

againft  Treves,  his  Excellency  the  Field-marfbal  gave  orders 

to  march  on  the  5th,  and  to  attack  the  enemv  wherever  I 

ihould  encounter   thein.     I   was  ftationed  at  Fuhrfeldt,  and 

arrived  on  the  i^h,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  at  Cunerf- 

weiler,  two  leagues  beyond   Birkenfeldt.     My  front  reached 

much  about  the  fame  time  Weiikirchi  at  the  fpot  where  the 

foreft  of  Hochwald  runs  as  far  as  Cherf,  and  through  which 

the  enemy's  rear  had  juft  pafTed. 

From  the  5th  to  the  8th  of  Auguft  one  ftorm  fucceeded  an- 
other^  and  the  rains  were  inceflant.  Only  he  that .  knows  the 
/hocking  roads  up  the  Nahe,  through  Oberftein,  can  judge  what 
fervices  the  corps  under  my  command  rendered,  where,  being 
tried  above  all  human  ftrength,  difcontent  was  only  prevented 
by  the  flattering  confidence  which  that  corps  repofes  in  all  my 
meafurcs;  a  confidence  which  I  will  always  acknowledge  widi 
gratitude.  Already  on  the  6th  and  7th  my  front  charged  be- 
tween  Cunerfweiler  and  SelUach  the  hoftile  columns,  which 
wanted  to  penetrate  from  the  valley  of  Blies,  over  the  heights 
of  Neunkirchen  and  Selbach,  into  the  valley  of  Mettnick,  but 
whom  nothing  could  prevent  marching  through  Tholey,  The- 
len,  and  Neunkirchen,  to  gain  the  valley  of  Mettnick  from 
below.  The  en^my,  who  were  marching,  to  the  number  of 
18,000  men,  on  this  fide  of  the  Saar,  againft  Treves,  was  cut 
off  from  Saar  Louis  by  my  march ;  the  prifoners  whom  I  made, 
and  among  whom  there  are  feven  officers,  proved  that  I  was 
near.  They  were  without  bread,  and  I  expefted  the  greateft 
faccefs  on  the  next  day,  when  in  the  night  of  the  8th,  at  a 
quarter  before  eleven  o'clock,  I  received  intelligei^ce  by  the  ad- 
jutant whom  I  had  fent  to  Baron  Von  Blankenftein,  general  of 
cavalry,  that  the  enemy  had  penetrated  near  Pellingen,  and 
wer6  alfo  advancing  with  fuperior  force  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
Mofelle  through  fgel,  fo  that  his  Excellency  was  under  the 
neccflity  of  retreating  in  the  night. 

Every  man  who  knows  any  thing  of  the  ait  of  war,  the  ap- 
probation of  his  Excellency  Field-marfhal  Mollendorff, 
(which  is  of  fuch  infinite  importance  to  me)  and  my  whole 
corps  which  aflUled  me  with  fo  much  fidelity,  muft  do  me  the 
juftice  to  own,  that  I  have  done  far  more  than  could  be  ex- 
pefled.  Both  his  Excellency  and  I  have  our  documents  in  our 
hands  for  every  ftep  we'took.  He  therefore  who  will  prove, 
that  I  could  have  done  more,  (hall  be  welcome  to  me  as  a  friend  ; 
but  him  that  blackens  me  before  the  public,  from  ignorance  and 
malice,  I  decla;re  hereby  to  be  a  worthlefs  calumniator.  There 
never  wa$  a  fyliable  mentioned,,  t^at  one  general  (hould  be  un- 
4er  the  coinmand  of  another,  therefore  no  fuch  motive  can. 
cxift.  With  regard  to  the  aflertion,  that  tl^e  wax  Vs  ow\^  Q.^tx\^\ 
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on  by  Pruffia  in  order  to  injure  the  houfc  of  Aaflriay  it  can 
only  be  the  chimera  of  a  deranged  brain :  it  is  fo  contemptible 
an  aflcrtion,  that  I  would  approach  too  near  the  fublirae  fenti* 
nients  of  the  King  my  maft^r-^—fentiments  known  to  all  the 
world — were  I  to  lofe  a  word  in  anfwering  that  aflertion;  and 
if  it  be  faid,  on  the  part  of  the  empire,  that  cities  and  diftrids 
are  facrificed,  I  have  nothing  farther  to  anfwer,  but 
Ingratitude  is  the  world's  reward !

THAT  the  arming  of  the  people  in  that  remote  circle  is  as 
yet  only  a  meafure  in  contemplation,  fubje£t  to  recipro- 
cal  communication  with  the  neighbouring  ftates,  and  is  aUb 
particularly  deiigned  for  internal  defence :  thefe  arrangements 
therefore  being  entirely  local  are  exclufivejy  under  the  direc- 
tion of  each  particular  ftate,  ,whilft  the  means  of  directing  and 
following  up  their  different  meafu^es  depend  upon  the  adQem* 
bly  of  the  circle,  and  are  the  fuhje&s  of  its  correfpondcnce  with 
the  6thers* 

The  war  is  not  yet  finifhed,  but  care  will  be  taken  to  com- 
municate with  liis  Royal  Highnefs,  and,  in  the  m^an  time  bis 
letter  fhall  be  laid  before  the  ftates.

His  Majjefty  has  air 
ready  made  facrifices,  which  in  expenfes  far  exceed  tbofe  of  thf 
required  contingent.     His  troops  have  rendered  the  moft  dif- 
tinguiihed  fervice  to  the  empire.       The  expenfes  incurred  io 
the  re-conquefls  of  Frankfort  and  Mentz,  have  not  yet  reim- 
burfcd  his  Pruflian  Majefty.      The  war  in    Poland,    exi:Ued 
againft  his  Majefty  by  the  common  enemy,  in  revenge  for  hav- 
ing oppofed  hi&  brave  troops  againft  their  favage  incurfions  into 
the  German  empire,  difpenfes  his  Majefty  from  all  further  con-

The  Poles,  in  a  ftate  of  revolutionary  madnefs,    carry  on 
their  rebellion  with  fury,  which  forces  his  Majefty  to  defend 
his  own  dominions  with  all  his  might.

^pire  had  aded  in  as  difinterefted  a  manner,  and  with  as  much 
energy  as  himfelf,  Germany  would  have  been  faved  by  this 
time!

Sir, 

AS  I  perceive  by  the  Englilh  papers,  that  the  committee  of 
the  United  Society  for  furnifhing  the  army  with  cettain 
articles  of  winter  cloathing,  have  again  addrefled  the  public  for 
>id  to  continue  their  benevolence  to  this  army,  and  fuppofing 
that  it  may  be  fatisfa6tory  to  the  committee,  I  fend  herewith  a 
ftatement  of  the  receipt  and  iflues  of  donation  cloathing,  fince 
the  return  I  had  the  honour  to  tranfmit  to  you  in  January 
iaft. — I  need  not  explain  to  you,  Sir,  who  have  fo  meritorioufly 
flood  forward  in  promoting  the  means,  by  which  the  foldiers 
ferving  in  this  army  have  experienced  fo  much  real  comfort, 
how  very  acceptable  a  fupply  of  the  fame  will  be  to  deliver  to 
them,  againft  the  fevere  feaion,  when  they  will  moft  probably 
be  obliged  to  undergo  the  fatigues  of  a  winter  campaign.—. 
Permit  me  to  obferve,  that  great  coats,  (hoes,  flannel  waift- 
coats  and  drawers,  are  the  articles  moil  defirable  for  them  to  be 
fupplied  with*

Amtdjlthe  Dijajiers  tbt  Colony  of ,  Fort  Dauphin  has  experienced^  in 
cmfequence  of  the  dtfagreeable  ClrcumJIances  which  iaok  Place  on 
the  yth  of  July  lajl^  it  muji  be  of  great  Confolation  to  the  Colonies 
qf  St.  Domingo  to  obfervetbe  benevolent  and  generous  Sentiments  of 
the  King  ofSpain^  in  the  following  Letter  ofLe  Chevalier  D^Truf 
$q  Mr.  Malouet. 

Sir, 

IN  the  ab fence  of  the  amb^fTador,  I  havp  remitted  to  my 
court,  for  the  perufal  of  the  King  my  mpfter,  the  memofial 
you  prefented  to  me  in  the  name  of  the  colonial  planters  of. 
the  north  diftridl  of  the  ifland  of  St •  Domingo,  concerning 
the  unfortunate  events  of  the  7th  of  July  lad  at  Fort  Dauphin, 
fetting  forth  the  wiflies  of  the  inhnbitants  of  thofe  parts  to  be 
reinftated  in  the  peaceful  polTcffion  of  their  property.  His  Ca- 
»  tholic  Majefty  ieels  extremely  aiFeded  at  the  relation  of  the. 
atrocities  committed  by  tlic  people  of  colour  of  ^ean  Fran^ois^ 
whofecondufl,  fo  contrary  to  the  paternal  fentiments  of  his 
heart,  excite  his  juftice  againft  the  aggreflbrs  as  well  as  \\\% 
compaffion  for  the  vi6lims.  In  confequence  of  which,  the 
King  my  maAer  has  particularly  charged  me  to  declare  in  his 
Toyal  name,  to  you,  as  well  as  to  the  rell  of  the  proprietors  an4 
inhabitants  of  Fort  pnuphin,  and  to  all  good  Frenchmen  re- 
fjding  in  the  ifland  of  St*  Domingo,  that  their  property  will  he 
returned  and  cffe£lual!y  fepurcd  to  them  by  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty, and  that  the  moft  ftri<ft  orders  are  givqn  for  the  fcverefl;. 
punifliment  to  be  infli£ted  on  any  perfon  or  perfons  that  fliall 
in  any  way  be  found  guilty. 

I  take  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  communicating  to  you  this 
agreeable   intelligence,  which,  by   proving  to  all  Europe  the 
cijuitable  and  juft  views  of  the  court  of  Madrid,  will   render 
tp  the  colonies  that  peace  and  confidence  foeffential  to  their  re-' 
cftablifhment  and  profperity.

Hi&  Majefty  would  never  have  manifefted  any  fafpi* 
dons  refpe£ting  this  point,  if  unfortunately  experience  ba4 
not  ibewn  him,  that  from  the  time  the  inCreafe  of  the  afmy 
hadbeei^  determined  to  be  of  triple  the  nulnber  of  the  fotrtier 
eftablifhment^  that-  the  meafure  has  not  yet  been  aecomplifhed 
to  this  day.

Cotint  Schlick,  the  Emperor's  minifter  with  the  cirele  of 
Fiismcdtiia,  alfo  prefented  a  memorial  to  the  nflembly  of  that 
fiirdle,  ifi  fubftance  the  fame  with  that  prefentdd  to  the  circle 
of  the  Upper  Rhine  on  the  i6th  of  Auguft,  and  containing 
fsomplaittts  of  the  enormous  extradlion  of  fpecie  which  h^^s 
been  made  from  the  hereditary  ftates  of  Auftria  for  the  coun« 
tries  of  the  empire,  and  of  the  fcarcity  of  monqy  which  necef* 
fcrily  refultsfrom  this,  even  for  the  pay  of  the  Imperial  army; 
becaufetbe  circle$  not  having  provided  either  for  the  fuhfiftence 
^f  that  army,  or  the  regulation  of  the  price  of  neceflaries, 
thofe  neoeflaries  either  fail  entirely,  or  cannot  be  procured  for 
the  troops  under  an  enormous  price.

:  HIS  Pjfuflian  Majefty  feconds  the  reqiieft  of  hfs  Imperial 
Majjsfty,  fmce  both  courts,  after  having  indefatigabty  cont 
tjnued  the  war^  and  made  immenfe  facrifices,.  haye  a  right 
to  require  of  the  other  ftates,  that  they  dp  oppofe  with  ^11  tjieir 
might  the  danger  which  increafps  every  day,  and  to  fumifli 
without  delay  every  thing  that  Germ^nif;  good  fenfe  an4  fpirit 
deem  reqqifite.

COiSSIDERING  the  moft  dangerous  turn  which  the  prcfent 
war  agaiqt^  prance  has  taken,  in  feveral  events  which  fucr 
ceeded  each  other ;  coniidering  the  moft  imminent  danger  whicU 
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isinbre  anj  linore  approactiihg  with  rapid  (ll-Ides  the  frontiers  of 
the  circle  of  Franconia ;  confidering  farther,  not  only  the  af- 
flidive  apprehenfions  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  has  reiterately 
nunifeftedy  that  it  might  happen,  that  th6  auguft  hotife  of  Aufttia 
would  find  itfelf  fo  much  weakened^  as  to  be  under  the  neceffity 
of  retreating  to  its  own  frontiers^  without  being  capable  any 
loneer  to  fave  the  territories  of  the  Germanic  empire ;  and  that 
liis  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruflia  lias  likewife  recalled  a  coniider- 
aUe  number  of  his  brave  troops  from  the  theatre  of  war,  to  pro- 
teft  his  own  dominions,  and  iignified  that  according  to  circum- 
fiances,  the  rettiainder  might  alfo  be  withdrawn  ;  and  confider- 
ing the  internal  concerns  of  this  circle,  tender  the  fepofe  and 
the  momentary  re-eftablifliment  of  this  circle  at  leaft  neceflary 
at  this  prefent  period;  the  general  circle,  by  virtue  of  a  repeat- 
f  ed  proppfition  of  his  moft  ferene  Highnefs*  the  Prince  of  Saxe

2.  But  whereas,,  it  cannot  be  unlawful  or  fufpicious  to  any 
finglc  ftate  of  the  empire,  and  lefs  ftill  to  the  conftitutional 
Union  of  a  whole  circle,  whofe  union  has  for  its  original  and 
primitive  end,  tlie  public  fafety,  in  cafe  of  the  moft  urgent 
neceffity ;  and  when  its  deliverance  and  confervation  are  aC 
flake,  to  have  recourfe  to  the  fupreme  chief  of  the  empire,  as 
likewHe  to  the  principal  co-dates  and  the  refpedive  powers,  ia 
order  moft  humbly  to  fupplicate  his  Majefty,  by  a  refpeftful 
reprefentation  as  well  of  the  interior  concerns  of  this  circle,  as  oil 
account  of  the  danger  conftantly  increafing  from  without,  to  takci 
fuch  convenient  and  efficacious  meafures  as  his  Majefty  ftvall 
judge  proper ;  through  which,  by  means  of  a  previous  trucCj^ 
the  ceitation  of  hoftilities,  and  an  ever  defirable  peace  may  be> 
as  much  as  poffible,  obtained.

afTembled  in  Diet  at  Ratifbon. 

The  following  Ankle  is  taken  from  a  refpelfable  German  Print*     If 

is  dated  Erlangeny  gth  Dec.  1794.  « 

THE  Emperor,  on  the  20th  of  September  laft,"^  publifhed  aA 
edi£l  in  his  hereditary  ftates,  prohibiting  all  intereourfe 
with  the  French  nation,  and  particularly  that  no  money  (HouML 
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fee  paid  to  the  French^  or  to  tht  people  of  the  countries  coti^tt^fr 
ed  by  the  republican  troops.  The  ambaflador  from  the  cpurt  of 
Vienna  ha&fince  made  a  motion  \ti  the  diet  of  Ratifbdd^  that  the 
empire  ihonld  adopt  the  fame  prohibition  throughout  air  the 
ci-rcles.  But  a  number  of  ambafladors  protefted  formally  agalnil 
this  motion. 

The  ambafTador  from  the  eledlorate  of  Sitoiiy  irt  particular 
nkf  land  fald,  that  according  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  things^ 
prohibition  of  payment  ctiti  be  but  of  very  little  difadvantage  ^« 
the  French ;  whilft  at  the  fame  time,  a  number  of  the  fubje^ 
of  the  ftates  of  the  empire,  and  particularly  thofe  of  the  eleSo. 
fate  of  Saxony,  would  have  reafon  to, apprehend  from  fuch  a 
/ineafure  confiderable  loiTes. 

.    Befides  the  above  debates,  the  merchants  of  Francfort  havt 
JSnce  drawn  up  a  memorial  upon  this  fubjed,  which  has  alreadfti^ 
been  communicated  to  the  dilFerent  deputies  of  the  diet  at  Sl« 
ti{bon»    The  following  extraQs  of  this  memorial  are  verj^a* 
ter^fting : — 

*•  The  prohibitory  decree  of  the  Convention,  to  pay  tht 
jebts  due  from  French  merchants  to  thofe  of  other  countries^ 
tias  never  been  executed  with  any  degree  of  feverity.  Very  con* 
£derable  paymefnts  have  not  only  conftantly  been  made  by  the 
French  merchants  to  their  cieditors  in  Germany,  through.the 
medium  of  Switzerland,  and  other  neutral  ftates,  but  confider- 
able fums  in  arrear  are  yet  prom i fed.  A  fevere  prohibition  of 
ihat  nature  could,  indeed,  injure  a  few  individuals  in  France^ 
but  would,  at  the  fame  time,  put  a  ftop  to  an  immenfe  deal  of 
fpecie  being  feat  from  France  into  Germany.  That  nation^ 
who,  fince  the  revolution,  have  accuftomed  themfelves  to  ab- 
ftinence  and  felf-denial>  with  refpe£l  to  a  number  of  articles^ 
not  only  of  luxury,  but  even  of  neceffity,  would  only  be  in- 
duced by  this  meafure,  to  ahftain  from  and  deprive  themfelves 
of  limilar  indulgences,  which  at  the  fame  time  that  it  would 
injure  the  commerce  and  manufaftorics  in  Germany,  would 
alfo  ferve  to  render  the  enemy  more  hardened,  warlike,  and 
ferocious. 

"  Such  a  prohibition  can  do  no  injury  to  the  fubje£ls  of  the 
ftates  of  Auftria,  whofe  commercial  connedlion  with  France 
has  ever  been  of  trifling  importance;  but  fhould  fuch  a  prohibit 
tion  be  extended  to  prevent  payments,  and  even  the  reftoration 
of  property  left  in  truft  with  the  inhabitants  of  the,provinces 
conquered  by  the  French,  as  the  whole  of  Brabant,  FlanderSj 
Limburg,  Liete,  Aix  laChapelle,  the  greater  part  of  the  coun- 
try of  Deux  rOrtts,  the  whole  of  that  of  Saarbruckj  the  mofl 
confiderabU'part  of  the  Palatinate,  a  part  of  the  country  oi 
Treves  and  of  Cologne,  the  whole  of  Savoy,  part  of  the  cguntrj 
of  Piedmont^  a  confiderable  part'  of  the  United  Netherlands) 
*c. 
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*<  The  National  Convention  undoubtedly  will  not  fail  to  fcize 

upon  the  book  of  all  the  French  merchants^  and  thofe  of  their 

toaquered  provinces,  and  by  feizing  on  the  property  belonging 

to  the  foreign  fubje£ls,  find  new  refources  to  carry  devafiatioa 

into  the  territories  of  the  allied  powers/*

THAT  the  warmeft  and  moft  merited  thanks  be  prcfented  to 
bis  Majefty  the  Emperor,  as  well  for  the  facrifices  which 
be  h;^  not  cealed  to  make,  with  magnanimous  conftancy,  of  his 
Wu  refources  for  faving  Germany,  as  for  the  paternal  folici- 
tode  with  which  be  has  conftantly  watched  over  the  welfare  of 
the  empire,  of  which  the  tenor  of  the  Aulic  decree  (of  the  13th 
of  Auguft  laft)  furniflies  the  moft  convincing  proof:  and  that 
in  confequence  of  the  laft  decree  of  the  empire,  of  the  5th  of 
May,  by  which  the  neceffity  was  already -acknowledged  of  the 
ikugmentation  of  the  forces;  and  it  was  determined  to  effect, 
«|reeab]^e  to  legal  forms,  the  augmentation  of  the  contingents 
M  the  eippire  to  the  quiixtufle,  as  his  Imperial  Majefty  haA 
propofed,  from  the  eflential  motives  of  the  danger  and  urgent 
oeceffity  in  which  Germany  was  placed^  that  the  faid  aug* 
mentation  to  the  quintuple,  abfolutely  conformable  tq  the  con- 
Aitution  of  the  empire,  fhall  be  executed  in  the  fame  manner 
that  it  was  agreed  by  the  refolution  of  the  23d  November,  1792, 
to  carry  into  tStSt  the  triple  augmentation  by  all  the  ftates  of.

7h  following  Account  of  the  very  inter cjiing  Proceedings  of  the  Ger^ 
man  Diet  on  this  important  ^ejiiony  is  taken  from  the  bejl  in* 
fo^n^d  German  Prints* 

TN  the  fitting  of  the  diet  on  the  20th  of  OSober,  the  Eleflor  Pa. 
■^  latine  propofed  that  they  fliould  endeavour  to  procure  an  ho- 
pottr^ble  peace ;  and  although  on  the  14th  the  plan  for  a  quintuple 
((the  contingentSji  taking  for  its  bafts  the  conclufion  of  the  college 
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(ft  prinics,  had  been  agitated,  the  cleftor  of  Mtntz  availed  himfclf 
cf  the  tneafure  fuggefted  by  tht  couft  of  Mtmich,  ia  ord^r  td  com- 
Ifitinicate  to  the  diet  in  his  Capacity  of  arch-chancellor,  throvgb 
hi^  direSforial  minifter,  this  important  propofition^  of  which  th^ 
following  is  a  copy : 

"  His  eminence  the  Elector  has  heard,  through  his  minifter  at 
the  diet  of  the  empire,  that  the  regifter  for  voters  hid  been  opened 
ifl  the  fhred  colleges  of  the  empire  on  the  Aulte  Iniptrkli  decitei 
relative  to  the  quintuple,  and  that  the  two  fuperior  coU^g;rs  hi 
a£iually  concluded  their  votes  on  that  fubje^«  His  Eie36ral 
Highnefs  will  endeavour  to.furnifhhis  quintuple  as  quickly  as  pof- 
iible,  and  will  generally  exert  every  poilible  effbit  to  acquit  him- 
felf  6i  Whdt  the  exigency  of  the  moment,  and  tlie  dangers  wbki 
threaten  his  country,  demand*  He  is  equally  cotlvincerf  (Ml  thk 
.part  of  the  other  ftates  of  the  empire,  that  they  will  do  dWf 
thing  with  the  fame  zeal  that  may  tend  to  ^hte  the  forcte  Of  tlif 
Germanic  body,  at  the  opening  of  the  next  campaign,  in  tlMffilif 
tKat  h  deflred. 

}h  the  fnean  time,  his  Kle£loral  Highnefs  wouM  nof  cMMit 
from  his  dlrecSory,  that  the  wifh  which  the  Elcdior  Palatine  has 
ejtpf  effed  on  this  occafion  to  the  regifter, — ^That  frcwi  this  p6lMi 
We  fhould  endeavour  With  equal  ferioufnefs  to  put  M  cnt  t^  AiS 
rtiihoiis  war  by  an  aceptable  peace, — appears  W  hJfff  i6  ttiarit  tilt 
more  feflous  attention  and  further  confideratioh  ;  his  Mtljcftft 
the  Emperof,  having  gracionfly  declated,  when  urging  the  abc^ 
decree  of  the  quintuple,  that  he  wa^  ready  to  Hften  to  all  other  pto* 
pofitions  which  might  be  made  to  him  on  iht  meah^  of  faVidg  tb* 
Germanic  empii'e. 

The  eOipire  6ngagedin  the  war  for  its  fiefs  in  Alface  and  Lc^r— 
iaine,  and  on  Ao  other  Account ;  that  is  to  fay,  it  defired  that  thejf 
inight  be  reftored  to  the  ftaie  in  which  they  were  guarantied  l» 
France  by  the  treaty  of  1648.     The  empite  in  no  point  wifhed  t 
interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  France,     But  inftead  of  dbtaii*^**', 
ingthis  objedl,  the  empire  has  lod  one  country  after  another  ;  an 
the  parties  of  the  provinces  wl.ich  the  enemy  have  not  taken  po: 
felFion  of  have  mod  particularly  fuffcred.     It  appears,  thercfor^^^ 
to.his  Elefloral  Highnefs,  as  being  at  all  events  neceffary,  at  th    — 
moment  we  are  aSively  preparing  for  a  new,  and,  as  it  is  to  b 
ikopcd,  a  more  fortunate  campaign,  that  we  (hould  (hew  to 
peaceable  Germanic  citizens  that  we  have  a  ferious  intention 
procuring  peace  for  the  empire. — The  Germanic   empire  can^ 
without  hefitation,  declare  to  the  French  nation,  that  prelervatioBP-  > 
and  not  aggrandifement,  is  its  only  view;  and  that,  in  othes  i^^ 
fpeds,  it  never  intended  to  trouble  itfelf  about  the  events  whid^ 
happen  in  the  interior  of  France. 

The  French  people  learn  from  this,  that  they  have  it  at  their 
.option  to  be  at  peace  with  the  Germanic  empire  ;  bot  Ihould  thef, 
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dgaioft  every  expectation,  refufe  peace  ;  fhouldthey,  (Contrary  td 
the  principles  which  they  fo  often  manifeded,  be  .defirous  of  mak^ 
jiig  conquefts,  the  inhabitants  of  Germany  would  be  the  more 
ftrongly  convinced,  that  no  other  refoiirce  is  left  to  them,  but  to 
continue  the  evils  of  war  with  patience,  and  to  make  all  thofe  fa- 
crifices  for  their  own  prefervation,  whicha  war  of  this  defcriptiori 
neceflarily  requires  of  every  individual  that  loves  his  country,  of 
his  own  exigence. 

Maturely  weighing  all  thefe  confiderations,  his  EleAoral  High- 

nefs  deems  it  his  duty,  as  arch-chancellor  of  the  empire,  not  to  let 

the  above  propofal  of  the  Palatine  court  remain  unnoticed  ;  but  he 

rather  charges  his  direAorial  minifters  to  concert  meafures  together 

without  delay,  on  this  fubjed,  with  the  Imperial  commiflion,  and 

the  legations  to  the  diet,  in  order  to  prepare,  with  the  greateft  dif- 

patch  poflible,  according  to  ufages  and  forms,  deliberations  upon 

this  mod  momentous  fubjed,  and  to  get  up  as  fpeedily  as  poflible 

an  advice  from  the  empire,  to  be  prefcnted  to  his  Imperial  Ma^ 

The  queltion,  in'  what  manner  this  propofal  of  peace  is  to  b« 
made)  is  intimately  connefled  with  this  queflion  : 

Ought  this  propofal  adually  to  be  made  ?  That  this  latter  quef- 
tioti  ought  abfolutely  to  become,  ^t  the  fame  time,  an  objed  of 
deliberation  and  refolution. 

His  Eleftoral  Highnefs  is  of  opinion,  that  the  Germanic  etnpire 

tnay  very  eafily  anfwer  this  queflion ;  it  combats  for  the  preferva- 

Uon  of  its  fundamental  peace  of  the  year  1648,  guarantied  by  the 

crownof  Sweden,  which  remains  neutral  intheprefent  war;  it  cannot 

therefore  be  an  objeft  of  difficulty,  to  requefl  his  Swedifh  Majefly^ 

in  the  name  of  the  Germanic  empire,  to  procure  the  above  terms 

Jo  the  Germanic  corps  by  an  efficacious  mediation.      The  crown 

of  Sweden  will  certainly  not  wave  fuch  an  honourable  mediation^ 

as  foon  as  the  empire  (hall  declare,  that  it  wahts  nothing  but  what 

is  conformable  to  the  treaty  of  Weflphalia ;  his  Swedifh   Majefly. 

is,  in  other  refpefts,  a  principal  flatc  of  the  empire,  confequently 

is  eflentially  interefied  in' the  welfare  of  the  etnpire,  for  which  his 

contingents  are  obliged  to  fight.     The  fame  confiderations  occur 

tefpe&ing  the  King  of  Denmark,  who,  as  king,  is  alfo  neutral  in 

the  prefent  war.     His  Ele^loral  Highnefs  believes  therefore, 

That  the  Danifh  and  Swedifh  courts  ought  to  be  requefled,  on 
ihe  part  of  the  empire,  to  interpofe  mofl  efficacioufly  with  thf' 
French  nation  for  an  acceptable  peace.  ■ 

In  other  refpeSs,  winter  is  on  the  point  of  fetting  in,  daring: 
Which   the  negociations  may  be  carried  on,  provided  the  twol, 
above-mentioned  courts  immediately  exert  their  beft  endeavours 
for  a  temporary  truce.     His  Elefioral  Highnefs  has  nothing  elfci. 
in  view  by  this  propofition,  but  to  procure,  according  to  his  duty 
is  a  co-ftite  and  ^rch-chancellor  of  the  empire;  the  repofc  and  wclh

^ar  frum  encroachhig  in  the  lead  degree  upon  the  rights  of  his  c^^ 
ftatcs^  who  may  be  (lill  involved  as  powers  in  the  prefekil:  difi^f: 
trous  war. 

As  foon  as  this  propofal  was  made,  the  miniftcrs  of  Trcvej, 
Cologne,  Palatine,  Bavaria,  and  Brandenburgh,  as  well  as  moft  of 
the  college  of  princes,  acceded  to  it  without  referve. 

It  was  alfo  almoft  unanimoufTy  agreed,  to  endeavour  to  procure 
^n  ai^miflice,  in  order  to  conclude  a  peace  during  the  winter ;  and 
His  afllrted,  that  Baron  do  I>ah)berg,  coadjutor  of  Mentz,  is  to  go 
to  Paris  to  efFed  this  fo  falutary  work  ;  which,  if  it  ihouM  meet 
with  any  fuccefs,  ought  furely  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  negp- 
eiator,  efteemed  at  all  times  for  his  wifdom  and  moderation. 


in  the  Sittings  of  the  German  Diet  on  the  6th  of  November^  the  Am- 
hajfador  from  the  Ele^or  of  Mentz  made  the  following  important 

■  Motion^  with  refpe^  to^  the  Deliberations  upon  his  former  Prof^fi* 
tiony  relative  to  a  Negociation  of  Peace. 

WHETHER  it  would  not  be  thought  neceflary,  on  account  of 
the  prefent  urgent  and  dangerous  fituation  of  public  aflfairs,  to 
abridge  the  uiual  term  of  deliberations,  which  confided  of  fix 
weeks,  to  only  four  weeks  ? 

The  ambaflador  from  the  Elector  of  Cologne  faid,  that  the  Elec- 
tor his  piafter  infifted  upon  the  adhering  to  the  ancient  cuflom^ 
sefpeding  the  deliberations  in  the  diet,  namely,  that  lix  week^' 
after  the  making  of  the  motion,  the  diet  ihould  enter  into  the  pire-^- 
deliberation.  Whether  the  motion  (faould  be  debated  by  the  mcm^ — 
bcrs  of  the  diet  ? 

The  ambafTadors  from  Auftria  and  Bohemia  were  of  the 
opinion  ;  adding,  that  fix  weeks  were  at  lead  neceflary  for  eac 
member  to  take  into  confideration  fuch  an  import;|nt  propofitioru 

The  ambaiTadors  from  the  Palatinate  and  Saxony  fupported  th^ 
motion. 

The  ambaflador  from  the  Elector  of  Brandenburg  had  no  ob— 
jeSion  to  it.  ' 

The  ambafladors  from  the  courts  of  Conftance  and  Wurtem-^ 
berg,  and  the  reft  of  all  the  courts  of  Germany,  voted  in  favour  o^ 
the  motion,  which  was  then  carried  by  a  majority  of  votes,  thaC 
t^e  deliberations  ihould  commence  within  four  weeks  after  that 
day,  namely,  on  the  5th  of  DecemA>er  next. 

It  was  then  requefted,  that  the  court  of  the  Eledorate  ef  Mettt? 
fhould  ftate  the  order  of  the  debates  of  tbat  day  ^  which .  the  toi* 
buflador  ftated  as  follows ;

into  a  negociation  of  peace^  or  at  lead  of  a  cefTation  of  hoHilt** 
lies  ? 

2.  Which  are  the  means  by  which  fuch  a  negociation  may  be 
dKained  ? 

It  is  faid  that  the  court  of  Vienna  h  not  at  all  inclii>ed  to  favour 
Ihis  motion  of  the  Eledor  of  Mcntz,  The  Auftrian  ambaifadors, 
h  feveral  courts,  intimated,  that  the  Emperor  expe<&ed,  that, 
sfter  the  expemfesand  lodes  he  incurred  during  this  war,  that  the 
empire,  ivith  refpeS  to  a  peace,  or  continuation  of  war,  would 
leave  entirely  the  decifion  to  him  alone.  The  Emperor,  how- 
ever, is  determined  not  to  oppofe'  the  free  deliberation  onthiat  fub- 
jeft  by  the  diet,  and  will  only  exercife  his  power  of  negocJating 
fur  peace,  or  continuij^g  the  wai:. 


Previoufly  to  the  opening  of  the  protocol  on  the  5th  of  Decem- 

htXj  for  coUeaiug  the  fuffrages  on  the  pacificatory  propodtion  of 

the  Elei^or  of  Mentz,  the  Imperial  oiiniiter  received  from  the 

Aiiliq chancery  of  th«  empire  at  Vienna^  preliminary  indrudiona 

on  this  important  objedi.     The  following  Is  the  fubdancc  of 

thera:

ment'Of  peace ;  unlefs  (as  the  propodtion  affords  reafon  to  fnf* 

ffiOf)  the  EleStOr  of  Mentx  can  give  fome  information  on  thiaf 

fiibjeftk     That  moreover,  and  above  all  thingS)  his  Iiiiperial  Ma*^ 

jfifty  is  bound  to  confult  his  allies,  particularly  the  Kings  of  Pruf-» 

fiaand  Great  Britain,  becaufe  from  the  commencement  of  the  wai^ 

lotiiBtprefept  period,  they  had  fo  powerfully  aflift^din  the  defence 

of  the  endpife^and  had  made  fo  many  (acrifices,    Hia  Majcfty^ 

further,  cannot  doubt,  that,  in  an  afiair  of  fuch  Ugh  impoltanc^

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a  co-date,  he  will  allow  a  free  courfe  to  affiitrs,  iii  the  hope  (h^ 
at  the  conclufion  of  the  deliberations  of  the  empire^  hegociatio^ 
for  peace  will  not  be  propofedto  him  alone.

(irable,  but  wiihed  that  peace  be  by  no  means  humiliating,  bui 

lafting.

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•  3*  The  Eleftor  of  Colognfe  voted  for  peace,  and  fignified  that 
the  empire  ought  not  to  make  the  interior  government  of  Fratice, 
nor  the  family  interefts  of  fome  of  the  principal  German  powers, 
anobjedlof  its  concern  ;  a  future  campaign  held  out  but  a  fmall 
profpeft  of  fuccefs  for  the  arms  of  Germany  ;   meanwhile  the  quin- 
tuple contingents  ought  to  be  fumiihed  above  all  things;  and  the 
dilatory  dates  ought  to  be  prcfled  hard.     In  fuch  a  manner,  an 
equitable  peace  would  be  advifeablc  ;  but  thofe  dates  of  the  empire, 
whoha4  loft  their  property,  their  rights  and  polfcflions,  ought  to 
obtain  a  complete  reftitution  of  the  fame,  &c.

That  the  more  his  Bri* 
ttinic  Majefty  was  convinced  that  all  the  co-ftates  of  Germany 
Icfired  only  a  favourable  peace,  and  the  more  certain  he  was  that 
his  end  was  not  to  be  attained  by  precipitation  and  eagernefs,  but 
raly  by  patriotic  efforts,  and  employing  all  their  poflible  forced 
tgainft  the  danger,  as  well  as  by  a  friendly  and  confidential  con- 
:orrence  of  councilsj  he  the  lefs  expefted  that  this  fubjeft  would 
lave  been  taken  into  public  confideration^  and  that  a  propofition 
»pon  it  would  have  been  made  in  Co  unexpeSed  a  manner,  and  witlj 
uch  little  preparation >  fo  abfolutely  without  the  knowledge  or  any 
)revious  concert  between  the  courts  and  the  powers  whofe  fuccouf 
mdafliftance  the  empire  had  hitherto  received,  and  ftill  hoped  for 
ind  expefted  ;  fuch  a  propofition  being  confequently  more  adapted 
0  produce  prejudicial  cor^fequences  and  embarraffment  than  a  falu« 
ary  effe(9:.  '  That  his  Majefty,  imprefled  with  the  fentiment  of  his 
[ignity,  as  co-(late^  and  conformably  to  his  rights  and  obligationrs 
n  that  quality,  could  not  difpenfe  with  his  making  this  declaration^ 
fith  this  hope  and  confidence  ncverthelefs,  that  none  of  his  co- 
lates  will  entertain  the  idea  of  ceafing  for  a  moment  the  neceffary 
>rcparations  for  continuing  the  War,  and  effeftuating  the  arma- 
ttent  fo  highly  necelfary  for  the  beft:  general  defence,  which  is  the 
•nly  meafare  capable  of  producing  circumftances  which  will  ren- 
ter a  peace  prafticable.**

In  the  fitting  of  the  Imperial  Diet,  of  the  12th  Dec.  many  of 
the  free  cities  of  the  empire  gave  their  vote  for  peace  in  the  siiEr-^ 
mitlve. 

On  the  15th  no  votes  were  given. 

In  the  fitting  of  the  19th  of  December,  the  minifter  of  the 
Eledbr  of  Bohemia  gave  his  opinion  of  a  peace,  which  was  in  tUb 
affirmative  ;  but  the  minifter  expreflfed  the  fame  apprehenfions  al« 
teidy  expreflfed  by  the  Eledlor  of  Treves,  refpciling  the  difliciilty 
of  obtaining  fuch  an  .obje£l,  confidering  that  there  was  not  ais  yet 
any  regular  governrhent  eftablifhed  in  France. 

The  remaining  fiates  who  had  not  voted,  amounting  to  afbout 
twenty,  cxpeSed  their  in(lru£tions  before  the  21ft.. 

In  the  fitting  of  the  Diet  on  the  22d  of  December,  f  794»  ^

The  protocol  being  then  opened  for  a  general  conclufum,  the 

conclufum  of  the  college  of  the  eledors,  as  the  two  fuperior  colleges 

of  the  empire,  who  gave  their  aflent  by  a  great  majority  of  votdl, 

^as  then  taken  for  its  bafis, 

Albthe  free  Imperial  cities  joined  in  their  votes  with  the  tw© 

fiiperior  colleges. 
The  opinion  of  the  Eleftor  of  Hanover  found  very  few  con- 

^s;    and  the  propofition  of  the  Eleftorof  Mentz,  made  by 

Baron  Straufs,  was  fo  powerfully  feconded  by  the  Pruflian  and 

Bavaro-Palatine  Minifter,  that  it  pafled  by  a  great  majority  of 

ftifFrages.  "^

by  the  dtftruflion  of  the  property  of  individuals,  and  by  the  moft 
unb.r idled  licentiqufnefs  :    they  have  already  fought  to  put  thar 
principles  in  execution  in  feveral  countries.     Their  declarationsof 
war,  not  lefs  unjnft  than  infidious,  made  again  ft  the  Kingof  Eng- 
land as  weH  as  againfl  all  the  other  fovereigns  of  Europe;  thcif 
different  invafions,  in  contempt  of  the  moft  folemn  treaties,  in 
Flanders,  in   Holland,  in  the  empire,  in  the  dominions  of  the 
Pope  and  thofe  of  his  Sardinian  Majefty  ;   the  fpeedy  diforgani- 
zation  of  the  ancient  governments  of  thofe  countries,  where  they 
have  eftablifhed  no  other  law  than  their  difaftrous  anarchy,  furniw 
inconteftable  proofs  of  it.     The  principal  powers  of  Europe  have 
at  length  united  themfelves  to  ftop  the  progrefsof  a  contagion  which 
Jeads  to  the  deftrudion  of  all  focial  ties.     Their  firft  efforts  have 
np^t  b^cn  without  fuccefs  ;  and  the  prefent  fituation  of  France,  th« 
fiircts  employed  againft  it  promife  the  moft  happy  termii^tioO' 
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If  aoy  power  from  fentiments  of  prudence  or  fear  ha$  not  yet  bee^l 
;}ble  to  exprefs  its  adherence  to  lo  good  a  caufe^  (the  mjcSt  of 
which  is  the  prefervation  of  religion^  gpvernmenty  and  the  livo^ 
and  property  of  all  honeil  individuals)  the  fame  motives  exifi  np 
longer,  and  the  allied  powers,  who  haye  already  made  fuch  grea^ 
facrifices  for  (lopping  the  progrefs  of  the  French,  have  a  right  tp 
require  the  neutral  powers  to  join  them*  In  other  times  and  in 
other  circumftances^  neutrality  might  be  laudable,  but  in  this  mo- 
ment it  is  not  poflible;  for  no  Hate  whatever  can  remain  an  in* 
difterent  (jpedator,  much  lefs  one  having  connexions  with  the  de- 
ftroyers  or  France,  without  being  reputed  an  adherent  to  their  dc- 
teftable  principles  ;  without  exciting  the  refentment  and  the  juft 
fufpicions  of  other  dates,  and  above  all  of  the  dates  their  neigh* 
bours ;  without  having  its  territory  regarded  as  a  pedilential  fo« 
icus  which  receives  and  preferves  in  its  bofom  the  enemies  of  the 
whole  univerfe  ;  and  confequently  without  running  the  rifle  of  0'" 
vengeance  which  would  be  but  too  well  founded,  and  furuiibing 
motives  for  reviving  old  claims  which  it  is  for  the  intered  of  the 
Serene  Republic  fliould  be  forgotten. 

It  is,  then,  time  that  all  governments,  that  all  honed  men  fliould 
unite  and  immediately  take  firm  and  vigorous  meafures  for  pre* 
venting  their  own  dedruflion  ;  for  in  circumdances  fo  critical,  if 
the  good  remain  timid  and  ina£live,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  law 
will  be  without  energy,  and  that  the  fuperiority  may  change  tp 
the  fide  of  the  wicked. 

It  is  under  the  veil  of  a  perfidious  friendfliip,  that  the  agents  of 
^hofe  Aiho  themfelves  have  feized  the  fuprcme  power  in  France, 
JTeek  to  undermine  the  foundations  of  the  governments  where  they 
live,  and  to  feize  the  fird  favourable  opportunity  to  bring  about  a 
revolution  e^al  to  that  which  has  fpread  devadation  and  ruin  over 
a  country  formerly  fo  flourifhing,  the  Serene  Republic  cannot  be 
ignorant  of  the  fecret  plots  of  thofe  who  are  permitted  to  refide  in 
the  city  and  territory  of  Genoa,  who,  as  agents  of  that  atrocious 
faction,  carry  on  a  dark  correfpondence  with  the  evil  minded  per- 
fons  of  Piedmont  of  Milan,  and  of  Lombardy,  and  audacioufly 
ufe  the  mod  perfidious  manoeuvres  to  feduce  the  citizens  even  of  Ge- 
noa, where  they  are  already  permitted  to  zSt  the  mader,  violating 
the  rights  of  the  people  in  the  port,  outraging  with  impunity  all 
thofe  who  will  not  become  their  accomplices,  and  infringing  the 
mod  facred  laws  of  nations*  It  is  unfortunately  but  too  true  that 
they  have  found  means  to  gain  partizans  among  fome  people  who 
might  have  been  expeded  to  be  very  far  from  nouriihing  fenti- 
ments fo  little  compatible  with  the  honour  and  the  interefls  of  their 
country,  and  fo  irreconcileable  with  the  form  of  the  government 
under  which  the  Republic  has  flourithed  for  centuries  ;  but  thefe 
perfons  ought  to  know  that  the  &rd  authors  of  a  revolution  are 
^moft  always  it$  fird  yidim;*

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1^  It  IS,  then,  from  thcfc  confidcrations  and  to  tcftify  the  true  anrf 
Sincere  intereft  that  the  King  my  maftcr  takes  in  the  prefervation 
and  profperity  of  the  Republic,  that  the  underfigned  minifter  ple^ 
nipotentiary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  invites  the  Serene  Govern* 
fnent  to  repel  the  dangers  which  menace  it ;  to  co-operate  with 
the  allied  powers  in  re-eftabli/hing  order,  and  a  permanent  peace 
in  Europe ;  to  Cut  all  ties  whatever  with  the  prefeni  rulers  of 

,  France,  and  to  drive  from  its  bofom  all  their  agents  and  adherents. 
No  motives  of  fear  can  prevent  the  Republic:  from  declaring  itfelf ; 
for  the  underfigned  aiTures  it  df  the  protection  of  the  powerful 
■fleets  of  the  -King  his  mafter.     The  naval  forces  that  the  felf- 
ilyled  National  Convention  of  France  had  lately  at  its  difpofal, 
are  no  longer  in  its  power,  nor  can  they  again  lie  in  the  hands  of 
the  Convention  in  any  change  which  can  happen.     The,  flags  of 
England,  Spain,  and  Naples  fly  without  the  leaft  interruption  in 
%11  the  Mediterranean,  and  a  part  of  the  naval  armaments  of  the 
two  firft  powers  are  already  in  the  port  of  the  Republic,  ready  to 
fupport  its  decifiop  ;  and  all  the  combined  forces,  if  wanted,  may 
direfted  tp  the  fame  purpofe. 

The  Republic  never  pronounced  on  a  more  important  queftion. 
In  adopting  the  propofitions  now  made  it  has  all  to  gain  and  nothing 
to  lofe  :  its  government ;  its  commerce  ;  the  fortunes  of  Genoele 
individuals  will  be  fecured  from  the  fyflem  of  robbery  and  de* 
•flruftion  that  the  abettors  6f  the  Convention  wiQi  to  propagate* 
All  the  ports  of  Italy  and  thofe  of  France  which  are,  or  may  be 
tinder  the  proteflion  of  the  allies,  will  be  opened  to  it :  it  will 
conciliate  by  this  the  afFe6lion  of  all  the  powers  in  Europe^  parti- 
cularly of  England,  and  of  that  for  which  it  ought  to  have  the 
dearelt  friendfhip  as  having  formed  the  bafis  of  its  public  profpe- 
rity, and  the  riches  of  its  inhabitants. 

A  neutrality,  on  the  contrary,  which  by  the  pofition  of  the  Re- 
public tends  ncceflarily  to  feed  the  war,  and  to  prolong  calamity, 
is  for  the  allied  powers  a  filiiation  even  more  alarming  and  infi- 
nitely more  prejudicial  than  a  ftate  of  decided  hoflility  :  the  Re- 
public, then,  will  rather  join  ihofe  powers  than  raife  difcuffions 
greatly  prejudicial  to  commerce,  (on  which  depends  its  political 
exiftencc,)  andexpofe  itfelf  in  the  end  to  incalculable  misfortunes* 
The  underfigned  has  the  honour  to  rcqueft  the  fecretary  of  ftate  to 
prefent  his  refpe6lful  homage  to  the  Serene  Government  in  com- 
municating the  fcntiments  exprelfed  in  the  prefent  note. — He 
flatters  himfeif  that  the  Serene  Republic  will  receive  them  as  the 
tnoft  complete  proof  of  the  love  of  the  King  his  mafter,  and  of 
his  Majefiy's  defire  to  perpetuate  and  confolidate  the  harmony  and 
good  underflapding  which  have  fo  long  exifted  between  their  re- 
fpe£live  ftates  :  he  makes  no  doubt  that  the  Serene  Republic  wiW 
>nfw€r  by  an  immediate  decifion  precife  and  conformable  to  the 

^pipiofj  tiiut  his  Majefty  cul^iUiu^  o?  \l^  \u(lice,  prudence,  and 
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Vifilom.  The  undertigneil^has  ihe  honour  to  add^  that  Jbe  j>e;r^ 
fuades  himfelfj  the  King  his  mafter  would  employ  with  pleafuf^ 
his  good  offices  to  procure  an  anaicable  adjuftment  ot  the  old  difputes 
which  fubfift  between  the  Serene  Repiiolic  and  his  Sardinian  Ma- 
jcfty,  and  remove  even  the  fmalleft  fubjeft  of  mifunderftanding 
between  the  two  powers*

On  the  22d  of  January,  1794,  in  the  morning,  a  brig  without 
colours  appeared  linder  the  very  guns  of  the  batteries^  and  took  a 
pofition  to  intercept  fome  Genoefe  velfels  coming  from  the  Levant* 
One  of  the  batteries  fired  a  gun  as  a  fignal  to  the  brig  to  keep  ofF. 
The  brighoifted  Englilh  colours,  and  kept  cruifingofFthe  entrance 
of  the  port.  The  battery  of  the  old  mole  fired  a  gun  as  a  fecond 
fignal,  but  the  brig  keeping  her  pofiiion,  three  (hots  were  fired 
from  the  battery  of  the  Lantern,  which  obliged  her  to  flieer  off. 

Our  Government  was  no  fooner  informed  of  the  violation  of 
our  territory  by  an  Englifh  cutter,  than  it  fent  an  official  note  to 
the  Englifh  Conful,to  complain  of  a  proceeding  fo  contrary  to  the 
right  of  nations,  and  to  demand  a  ratisfa6iion  proportioned  to  the 
offence.  In  the  afternoon  arrived  a  cartel  fhip  with  two  Engliii 
officers,  who  having  obtained  permiffion,  to  land  and  to  go  to  their 
conful,  delivered  to  him  a  letter  from  Captain  Sutherland,  and  then 
returned.  In  a  ihort  time  after  the  Englilh  Conful  came  to  prefent 
to  our  Government  the  following  note  from  Captain  Sutherland^  . 
which  he  accompanied  with  another,  to  complain  perfonally  of 
fome  injurious  exprellions,  and  menacing  Ihouts,  which  t^e  peo- 
ple alTembled  in  great  nimibers,  had  uttered  on  the, landing  of  the 
two  Engliih  ofHcers.

Jhip  the  Diadem^  injight  of  Genoa, 
As  three  fhots  were  fired  this  morning  on  one  of  the  cutters  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  though  at  a  time,  when,  in  my  opinion, 
they  were  committing  nothing  that  could  provoke  fuch  an  outrage, 
and  as  I,  as  well  as  all  the  officers  employed  in  the  blockade,  have 
confined  our  attention  to  that  fingle  object,  without  having  ever 
allowed  ourfelves  to  take  the  lead  ftep  that  could  endanger  the  life 
of  anyVubjed  of  the  ftate,  I  take  the  liberty  to  Beg  you  to  inform 
me  whether  this  violent  meafure  indicates  any  change  in  our  dif- 
pute  with  the  ilate  of  Genoa,  And  whether  I  am  henceforward  to 
confider  it  as  a  declared  enemy.

The  Geiioefe  Govwnment  did  not  delay  anfwering  both  thc(e 
complaints  ii  the  Conful^  and  thofe  cf  Captain  Sutherland,  by  a 

note^ 
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ItM^  which  t^^  trUnfmifted  fo  the  former,  and  ccuchecl  In  flhcfc 

terms. 

The  Government  of  Genoa,  highly  fenfible  to   the  injuries 
iMThich  in  his  note  of  the  22d  inft.  the  Britiih  Conful  aflures  were 
Uttered  agiainft  him,  as  well  as  againft  the  officers  and  crew  6f  the 
cartel  (hip  which  brought  them,  has  given  orders  that  this  fad  be 
irerifxed,  in  order  to  adopt,  in  confequence,  meafu res  for  granting 
a  juft  reparation  ;  however,  the  Government  muft  confefs,  that 
«t  this  time,  it  knows  no  authority  capable  of  reftraining  the  po- 
jftilar  clamours  which  have  arifen  in  this  affair.     The  Itagnation 
of  commerce,  occafioned  by  the  Englifh  (hips,  a  blockade  which 
lafts  folong,  and  which  becomes  daily  more  rigorous,  the  veiyfe- 
rious  prejudices  refulting  froqn  it  to  every  clafs  of  the  citizens,  are 
paturally  the  motives  of  the  above-mentioned  clamours,  common 
to  every  commercial  nation  which  fees  itfelf  injured  in  its  right  s 
what  popular  commotions  would  not  motives  of  far  lefs  importance 
Ikave  given  rife  to  in  London! 

However,  the  moft  Serene  Government  of  Genoa,  ever  con^ 
fiant  in  the  fyftem  of  neutrality  and  peace  which  will  never  be 
troubled  on  their  part,  can  fee,  in  the  event  of  the  22d  inft.  which 
is  the  fubjeS  of  Captain  Sutherland's  complaint,  only  the  eflfeft 
bf  their  neutrality  and  thofe  means  of  defence  which  they  have  pro- 
mifed,  in  the  face  of  Europe,  to  employ  againft  every  aggreflbr* 
The  purfuit  of  the  velfels  under  the  cannon  of  the  place,  a  fpecics 
of  hoftility  committed  in  the  prefence  of  a  whole  people,  are  the 
motives  of  fuch  a  conduft,  juftified  as  well  by  the  laws  as  by  the 
fight  of  nations  ;  without  that  it  cannot  be  faid  that  they  have  in 
any  wife  deftroyed  that  ftatc  of  peace  which  our  Government  has 
propofed  to  maintain,  and  which  it  moft  earneftly  defires  to  fee 
maintained  by  the  Brili(h  agents  in  the  Mediterranean.

I  am  further  ordered  to  fignify  to  you,  the  furprife  and  g"*^'*

■were  accompanied  with  a  violation  of  the  Genoefe  territory.

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noa,  afforded  the  mod  Serene  Government  ftrong  grounds  to

I  am  commanded.  Sir,  to  declare  to  you,  that,  whenever  the 
'  Engliih  vefiels  (hall  endeavour  to  chace  any  ihips  within  the

The  moft  Serene  Government  defires  that  you  will  commu- 
nicate thefe  determinations  to  the  Britifli  Minifter,  Mr.  Drake^ 
in  order  that  they  may  be  tranfmitted  to  his  court,  from  which, 
a  fall  reparation  for  the  aggreilions  committed  by  its  marine 
commanders  is  expefled.

The  Court  of  Vienna  ordered  Count  Girola,  Charge  d'Affaires 
from  the  Emperor  at  the  Republic  of  Genoa,  to  iranfmit  an 
official  note  to  the  Senate,  requefting  that  the  Republic  ihould 
not  fufier  any  French  (hip  to  pafs  through  its  territories.  The 
Republic  in  the  beginning  of  teb.  1794,  gave  an  anfwer,  in 
which  it  dated  : — 

That  the  neutrality  of  Genoa  has  hitherto  proved  advan*- 
tageous  to  the  combined  powers,  in  preventing  the  French  from 
nvading  Italy  ;  that  the  tcrritorie?  of  the  Republic  of  Genoa 
bad  already  been  violated  by  the  Sardinian  troops,  who  matched 
through  Oneglia  and  Laone,  without  the  confent  of  its  Go- 
vernment;  that  at  prefent  the  Republic  was  mod:  gricvoufly 
opprefled  by  the  Britifli  navy  ;  that  there  was  no  probability  of 
the  French  committing  any  violation  of  territory  againft  the 
Republic,  becaufe  that  nation  had  always  more  particularly 
refpefted  the  neutrality  of  Genoa  than  the  combined  powers  ; 
and  that  above  all,  the  Republic  of  Genoa  was  determined  to 
perfcvere  in  the  obfervance  of  the  ftri£ieft  neutrality. 

Jf^ote  from  Af.  Tilly  the  French  Chargi  des  Affaires  at  Genoa  to  tht

To  the  Secfetary  of  State, 

THE  Charge  d'Affaires  of  the  French  R^epublic  having 
l>cen  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  feveral  Genoefe,  wfaofe  affift- 
ance  he  ne;eded  for  the  fervice  of  his  nation,  hisfuite,.  and  him- 
fclf,  has  experienced  what  perhaps  never  before  happened  to  any 
foreign  minifter,  namely,  that  thofe  who  are  the  beft.afieiSted 
towards  France  and  French  republicans,  dare  not  manifisft  their 
real  (entiments  for  fear  of  perfecution.  In  the  interim,  the 
fet vices  ef  a  fargeon  aad  others  being  indifpeck{iblt,xhf^  CVqx](^ 
•  Vol.  IL  Y  y  ^KS^sIw^'^ 
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i' Affaires  thought  proper  to  engage  them,  attaching  them  to  his 
perfon,  and  for  the  fervice  of  the  French  nation,  at  the  fame 
time  notifying  to  thefe  individuals,  by  a  paper  ftamped  with  the 
feal  of  the  French  Legation^  the  cnoice  he   had,  with  their 
approbation,  made  of  them. 

From  that  moment  they  were  entitled  to  wear  the  French 
cockade  ;  but  they  avoided  doing  fo  from  an  apprehenfion  of 
giving  offence  to  the  Genoefe  Government.  The  Charge 
d' Affaires  approved  of  this  referve,  confidering  that  the  cockade, 
of  which  oialevolent  pretend  to  be  afraid,  might  furnifti  a  ntw 
ground  for  calumnious  charges,  on  the  part  of  thofe  who  fpeakc 
of  revolutionary  defigns,  which  they  fully   know  have  never 

'  been  meditated. 

The  Charge  d' Affaires  has  already  faid,  and  repeated  to  th^ 
Secretary  of  State,  that  with  refpeft  to  Genoa,  there  never 
were  any  plans  of  revolution,  unlefs  thofe  propofed  by  certain, 
noble  Genoefe,   who,  in   meditating  them,  fought  their  owr» 
importance  and  intereft.     The  Charge  d' Affaires  knows  theni^ 

^nd  if  he  does  not  name  them,  it  is  through  refpeS  and  huma— 
'nity — through  generofity.  This  is  one  of  the  imputations,  th& 
true  ground  of  which  is  a  hatred  of  the  French  revolution  ;  and 
to  this  caufe  are  owing  the  meafures  of  precaution  and  vigi- 
lance propofed  and  executed  by  thofe  who  fpread  what  they 
know  to  be  unfounded  alarms.  I  muft  remark  that  thiscondu^ 
can  have  no  other  view  than  to  create  a  mifunderftanding  be- 
tween the  two  Republics ;  and  to  this  I  muft  impute  the  impri- 
fonment  of  feveral  Genoefe  attached  to  the  fuitc  of  the  Charge 
d' Affaires. 

Will  it  be  faid  that  the  latter  has  failed  to  obferve.  the  decrees 
by  which  the  French  Convention  declares  that  the  Government 
of  France  will  not  interfere  with  that  of  other  nations?  Can 
this  imputation  be  brought  againft  him  becaufe  he  interferes  in 
favour  of  two  individuals  who  refifted  the  .confederacy  againft 
France,  andvthe  latter  of  whom  rejoiced  at  the  re  capture  of 
Toulon,  wrefted  from  the  hands  of  corrupted  foreigners  and

]f  the  Charge  d' Affaires  is  to  remain  a  calm  fpeftator  of  their 
imprifonment,  he  is  not  to  be  fo  with  refpedt  to  the  furgeon 
Bononi :  it  is  notorious  that  he  is  a  furgeon  in  the  French  fcr-

-.  The  Genoefe  Government  either  agrees  or  denies  that  the 
Charge:d*  Affaires  has  the  power  to  admit  a  furgeon,  ^  Genoefe 
bv  birth,*  into  the  fervice  of  the  French  Republic.  If  it  agrees,

WITH  refpeft  to  the  furgeon  Bononi,  who  has  held  conver- 
fations  tending  to  excite  a  popular  infurreftion,  the  Secretary  of 
State  is  charged  to  remind  M.  Tilly  of  the  principles  of  public 
right  univerfally  acknowledged  and  obferved,  and  in  conformity 
to  which  no  minifters  of  foreign  powers  have  ever  been  allowed 
to  communicate  the  inviolability  they  enjoy  in  the  country  in 
which  they  refide  to  any  citizen  of  that  country.  In  |confor- 
mity  to  thefe  principles,  the  Secretary  of  State  is  convinced 
that  the  Charge  d' Affaires  will  withdraw  the  patents  he  has 
granted  ;  feeing  that  they  will  not  be  acknowledged  to  have 
any  validity  either  by  the  government  or  the  magiftrates.

to  confider  as  nugatory  the  papers  or  patents  by  which  the 

Charge  d'Affaires  has  put  Bononi  under  the  (helter  of  the  French 

nation.     The  Charge  d' Affaires  does  not  acknowledge  as  public 

rights,  papers  drawn  up  by  the  orders  or  under  tlie  aufpices  of 

kings.     It  is  to  afcertain  and  eftablifli  the  true  public  right  that 

the  French  are  armed.     Until  this  work  of  theirs  fliall  be  com* 

pleted,  their  minifters  refident  in  foreign  ftates  are  bound  pro-» 

\ifionalIy   to  make  the  French  name  refpefted,  by  conducing 

themfelves  conformably  to  reafon  and  jufticc,  which  are  the 

only  bafis  of  the  true  public  right.     Now  it  was  reafonable  and 

juft  that  the  Charge  d'Affixires  Ihould  put  under  the  fafeguard  of 

his  nation  the  Genoefe  individuals  with  whofe  fervices  he  could 

not  difpenfe,  and  who  were  well  founded  in  their  apprchenfions 

that  they  would  be  perfecuted  for  the  faid  fervices. 

Of  five  individuals  put  under  this  fafeguard,  which  the  Gq- 
noefe  Government  feems  to  confider  as  nothing,  one  is  impri- 
foned,  and  another,  notwithftandinghis  age  and  JnfiTmitJes,'j« 
threatened  with  the  feme  punifliment.  Their  cqu^uQc^vVl  v^c>^^

whether  they  are  worthy  to  be  confidered  as  belonging  to  a  na- 
tion armed  to  curb  oppreffion. 

It  will  be  feen  if,  at  a  time  when  noble  and  ignoble  Genoefc 
arc  ferving  the  coalefced  powers,  in  military  and  other  capacities, 
the  French  Republic  will  look  calmly  on  the  imprifonment  of 
certain  Genoefc,  fome  of  them  for  being  the  friends  of  the  French 
republicans,  and  for  rendering  them  the  fervices  which  huma- 
nity, independently  of  any  other  confideration,  called  on  them 
to  perform.  It  will  be  feen,  whether  at  a  time  when  a  villain 
cjad  in  the  livery  of  a  nobleman  can  aflaffinate  with  impunity 
an  honeft  man,  acknowledged  by  the  Charge  d' Affaires,  and 
admitted  into  the  fervice  ot  his  nation,  is  to  be  imprifoned  with 
impunity. 

If  at  Genoa  there  are  thofe  who  oonfpire  againft  the  tran- 
quillity of  the  ftate,  it  is  not  Bononi,  Morando,  or  Frederic! ; 
it  is  thofe  who,  having  at  their  command  fpies,  whom  they  con- 
vert at  will  either  into  denunciators  or  witneflcs,  have  led  the 
Government  to  adopt  oppreffive  meafures  towards  the  above 
individuals — to  meafures  injurious  to  the  French  nation  :  it  is 
thofe  who  favour  the  confederacy  againfl  France,  which  will 
entail  on  their  country  themiferies  they  alone  deferve. 

They  confpire  againil  Bononi,  Morando,  Frederici  and  others, 
becaufe  they  are  ferviceable  to  the  Charge  d' Affaires.  They 
•confpire  againfl  the  French  nation,  becaufe  it  had  made  the 
virtue  they  hate  the  order  of  the  day.  The  Charge  d'Afiaires^ 
by  remaining  at  his  pod,  notwithflanding  all  their  efforts  to 
oblige  him  to  abandon  it,  has  preferved  the  Genoefe  Republic 
from  more  mifchiefs  than  the  faid  Republic  will  ever  be  able  to 
bring  on  France.  So  long  as  he  fhall  remain  here,  he  will  con- 
tidue  to  oppofefranknefs  and  candour  to  the  cowardice  and  per- 
fidy of  the  confpirators  who  accufe  him  of  confpiring. 

The  Governs  nt  of  Genoa  received  a  DeclaratloHy  dated  from  Su 
Fiorenzo  the  20 tb  of  ^ugujij  1794,  figned  by  Lord  Hood^  and 
Sir  Gilbert  Elliot^  by  which  they  announce  the  raijing  the  Blockak 
of  the  Port  of  Genoa.  "The  following  is  the  Conclufion  sf  the 
iiote. 

FOR  thefe  reafons  his  Majefly  defers  to  thofe  fentimentsof 
peace  and  good  will  which  he  has  never  ceafed  profeffing,  and 
has  refolved  not  only  to  put  an  end  to  all  hoftilities,  but  to 
forget  all  the  fubjedls  of  difcontent  which  he  has  hitherto  ex- 
perienced, and  to  put  an  end  to  thofe  differences  which  have 
arifen  between  his  Majefty  and  the  moft  Serene  Republic,  referv- 
ir.g  to  himfelf  the  reclamations  which  the  interefls  of  his  fub* 
je£tS|  and  thof^  pf  his  allies^  which  confifl  of  the  greater  part 

of 
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of  Europe,  and  of  the  human  race,  render  indifpenfably  neced 
fary,  refpefting  the  future  condudl  of  the  Republic. 

It  is  with  extreme  fatisfa£lion  that  the  under figned  have  the 
honour  to  announce  to  the  Government,  as  the  cffc£t  of  his 
Majefty's  generous  fentiments,  the  railing  the  blockade,  and 
theceflfation  of  hoflilities  on  the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majefty« 
Mr.  Drake,  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  from  his  Majefty,  will 
foonrefurae  his  funcSlions,  well  aflured,  that  they  will  not,  ia 
future,  be  interrupted  by  any  complaints;  and  that  good  inteU 
ligence  and  friendlhip,  which  are  fo  agreeable  to  his  Majefty, 
and  which,  in  the  prefent  crifis^  are  fo  necefiary,  and  perhapS: 
indifpenfable,  to  the  fafety  of  the  Serene  Republic,  will  exift 
hereafter  between  the  two  powers.

The  Government  of  Genoa  anfwered  the  above  Note  by  another  to  the 

following  purport. 

THE  Government  of  Genoa  confiders  the  raifmg  of  the 
blockade  of  the  harbour  of  this  capital,  and  the  ceiiation  of  all 
hoftilities,  as  an  a£l  of  the  infallible  recSlitude  of  his  Britannit 
Majefty ;  in  confequence  of  which,    while  this  Government 
does  not  doubt  that  proper  inftruftions  will  be  given  for  that 
purpofe  to  the  commanders  of  the  Britifti  fliips  and  vefTels,  to 
regukte  their  conduft  towards  the  Republic,  the  faid  Govern- 
ment cannot  but  infift  again  upon  the  reftitution  and  indemni- 
£cation  which  form  the  ohje6t  of  feveral  notes  formerly  pre- 
fented  by  the  minifters  of   Genoa   to  the  court  of  London. 
And  as  the  favourable  exprefEons,  by  which  the  Britifh  com- 
mifTaries  and  Mr.  Drake  accompany  this  communication,  tend 
to  afture  the  moft  Serene  Republic  of  the  pacific  intentions  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  Genoefe  Government  anfwers  the 
fame  by  evincing  its  true  and  genuine  acknowledgment.     In 
confequence  of  thefe  afTurances,  which  he  values  highly,  the 
Republic  of  Genoa,  neutral  llnce  the  commencement  of  this 
war,  and  always  firm  to  fupport  the  fame  fyftem,  even  at  the 
fight  of  the  approach  of  the  armies  of  the  belligerent  powers, 
againft  her  territories,  has  no  reafon  to  forefee,  from  the  con* 
du6l  {he  obferved,  any  remonftrances  on  the  part  of  the  Britifh 
fubjedis,  or  of  the  allies  of  England,  nor  to  fear  an  interrup- 
tion of  her  good  underftanding   with  the  court  of  London^ 
which  fhe  was  always  defirous  of  maintaining,  and  which,  in 
cafe  of   any  event  of  war,    flie  muft   always  more   and  more 
defire,  without  prejudice  to  the  good  harmony  with  all  the  other 
belligerent  powers.     The  loyalty  with  which  the  moft  Serene 
Republic  exprcfles  thefe  juft  fentiments,  from  which  it  cannot 
depart  without  putting  the  Republic  into  danger,  fhall  be,  on 
all  occafions,  a  fure  pledge  of  her  condufl;  juft  at  this  moment 
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it  cannot  bat  he  tBc  moft  authentic  token  of  her  conftant  fen* 
timents  towards  the  Britifli  court,  with  which  flie  has  never 
:Ceafed,  during  the  prefent  war,  to  preferve,  on  her  part,  the 
moft  perfeft  harmony,  till  fuch  time  as  the  hoftilities  which 
took  place  on  the  part  of  the  Englilh  agents  neceffarily  re* 
ilri£led  their  full  difplay* 


.TT^e  Armies  of  the  Belligerent  Powers  being  in  the  Neighbourhood  «j 
,     Genoa  J  the  Doge  iffiied  the  following  Manifejio  to  the  Govcrneny 
i^c».of  the  Republic^  on  the  ^d  of  September  y  ij^^^ 

ALWAYS  faithful  to  the  falutary  fyftem  which  we  haw 
adopted,  of  a  perfeft  neutrality  during  the  prefent  war,  we  think  it 
proper  that  alt  the  inhabitants  of  the  Serene  Republic  Ihould  ak- 
ilain  from  taking  any  part  in  the  operations  of  the  belligerent 
powers  or  their  armies.  Be  cautious,  therefore,  that  they  render 
them  no  perfonal  fervices ;  that  they  do  not  labour  for,  or  aJBift 
then),  at  the  requifition  of  the  commanders  of  either  army»  in 
tranfporting  arms,  artillery,  or  ammunition,  or  in  the  repairing 
:or  con(lru£ting  roads ;  as  a  violation  of  this  order  will  incur  the 
indignation  of  the  public* 

Genoa y  OHoher  19,  1794* 
-     Admiral  Lord  Hood,  during  his  fhort  ftay  at  Genoa,  prefenied 
-to  the  Government  a  note,  uhich  fct  forth  that  he  feized  the  occa-. 
fion  of  his  arrival  in  the  port  of  Genoa,  to  prefent  his  refpcds  to     : 
the  Doge  and  the  Senate,  and   to  aluirc  them  of  the  regard  and 
goocl-will  of  his  Britannic  Majcfty.     It   enlarged  on    the  dangers 
that  threatened  Genoa  in  particular,  and  Italy  in  general,  from  the 
ferocious  and  barbarous  French.     It  invited  the  Republic  to  make 
common  canfc  with  the  allies,  and  afflired  the  government  that  his 
lordfliip  was  ready  to  employ   all  the  Britiih  force,   under  his 
command,  in  concert  with  the  Genoefe.    It  concluded  with  reprc- 
fenting  that  bad  weather  and  the  wants  of  his  fleet  might  make  ft 
nccefiary  for  hini  to  enter  the  port  with  a  greater  number  of ,  (hips 
than  the  decree  pf  neutrality  alloweil.     On  this  point  his  lordthip 
rcqneiled  a   precipe  and  favourable  anfwer. 

The  Government  returned  for  anfwer,  that  tl>e  Republic  would 
always  endeavour  to  dcferve  the  regard  and  good- will  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majelly  ;  that  the  Republic  would  itri6lly  obfen'e  the  neu- 
trality it  had  profefled,  h«id  no  enemies,  and  confequently  no  need 
of  alTiilance  ;  and  that  a  greater  number  of  ihips  of  war,  than  that 
fpecitied  in  tlie  decree  of  neutrality,  could  not  be  admitted  into  the 
port  without  hazarding  the  repofe  and  the  dignity  of  the  Republic. 

After  long  expeding  the  recal  of  the  French  minifter  Tilli,  wc 
ireglj^d  10  fee  his  fuccelfox  at  length  arijivcd.     Tilli,  by  afFe^ing 
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iqnical  Jacobinifm,  did  not  fervc  the  caufe  of  his  cdiintry  ;  he 
obtained  no  partizans,  but  among  perfons  of  no  account.  Villi- 
ars,  who  fucceeds  him,  (hews  even  by  his  exterior  that  he  means 
tofoUoNV  a  different  courfe  ;  he  has  begun  his  miflion  by  obtain- 
ing the  arreft  of  his  predeceifor,  who  will  be  conveyed  to  the 
ncareft  French  poft,  and  thence  to  Paris. 

A  courier  with  difpatches  was  fent  about  this  time  to  Vienna 
from  the  archduke  Ferdinand  of  Milan  ;  the  contents  of  which  are 
faid  to  have  related  to  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Drake,  the  Britiih  envoy, 
at  Alleflandriay  where  he  demanded  from  the  Auftrian  generals,  ia 
the  name  of  Admiral  Lord  Hood,  a  categorical  anfwer,  in  writing, 
whether  there  was  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Auftrian  gene- 
rals to  attempt,  before  the  winter,  a  ferious  expedition,  in  order  to 
drive  the  French  out  of  the  Genoefe  territories  ;  adding,  that  ia 
cafe  fuch  an  expedition  fhould  not  be  determined  on,  his  Excel- 
lency Admiral  Lord  Hood  will  think  it  ufelefs  to  remain  any  longer 
with  his  fquadron  in  thofe  feas,  and  will  therefore  endeavour  to 
put  in  with  his  fleet  into  the  ports  of  Corfica. 

Mr.  Drake  further  declared,  that  in  the  latter  cafe  his  Excel- 
lency the  Britifh  Admiral  will  render  public  his  correfpondcncc 
with  the  Auftrian  generals  upon  this  fubjeft,  in  ord^r  publicly  to 
manifcfl  that  it  had  not  been  his  fault  that  fo  little  had  been  done 
during  this  laft  fummer ;  and  that,  on  his  part,  far  the  laft  three 
months,  he  had  cor^lantly  made  offers  to  fupport  the  operations  of 
the  war  at  land  with  his  naval  forces. 


Speech  of  Citizen  Dcrothce  Villiars^  Envoy  Extraordinary  from  the 
French  Republic  to  the  Republic  of  Genoa ^  at  his  firjl  Audience  <if 
the  Doge  J  Utl.  igth,  1794. 

I  COME,  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republ'fci  ^o  draw  clofer 
the  bonds  of  union  with  the  Republic  of  Genoa.  The  neu- 
trality which  the  Genoefe  Government  has  obferved,  and  the  efforts 
to  make  it  adopt'a  different  line  of  conduft,  is  a  new  proof  that  the 
fpirit  of  juftice  which  direds  it  is  never  loft  fight  of,  and  that  its 
true  interefts  are  fo  many  barriers  for  keeping  it  diftin£l  from  its 
neighbours,  and  preventing  it  from  mixing  with  them.  •  In  fomc 
dates  there  are  men,  who,  feeling  themfelves /compelled  to  refort 
to  calumny,  have  painted  the  French  in  the  feveral  periods  of  their 
revolution,  as  burfiing  all  the  bands  of  political  and  focial  con- 
nexion, and  refembling  rather  a  horde  of  cannibals  than  a  civilized 
people.  Wife  and  juft  men  have  rejedled  thefe  perfidious  infinua- 
tions,  and  feen  in  the  unfaithful  pifture  only  the  tempefts  infepa- 
rable  from  theconqueft  of  liberty,  and  the  neceflity  of  anniliilating, 
HI  regenerated  France,  the  ambitious,  the  traitors,  and  the  pre- 
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tended  patriots  difletrtinated  over  her  vaft  territory,  for  the  purpofe 
of  introducing  into  It  diforder>   ravage,  and  death.     A  monftexr 
generated  from  a  political  embrio,  and  by  means  of  a  counterfeit 
popularity,_become  the  idol  and  the  chief  of  a  party,  too  long  pro- 
tected the  odious  machinations  of  that  party.     He  rent  at  will  the 
bofom  of  his  country,  which  he  had  abufed  by  his  bafe  hypocrify. 
What  has  been  the  confequence  ?  The  execration  of  his  name, 
and  the  glory  of  the  French  people.     Let  your  Serenity  vouchfafe 
to  caft  your  eyes  over  the  annals  of  revolutionary  France,    Ycu 
"Will  fee,  on  the  one  hand,  all  the  tyrants  of  Europe  united  to  com- 
bat us ;  employing  all  the  means  of  corruption  that  perverfenefs 
gives  birth  to ;  working  upon  all  the  paflions  that  divide  men,  and 
fometimes  niiflead  the  wife ;  attempting  treafon,  calumny^  impof- 
ture,  and  civil  war. — On  the  other,  a  nation  brave,  powerful,  ge- 
nerous, fixing  the  attention  of  the  aftoni(hed  univerfe  ;  founding 
its  liberty  amid  thefc  very  tempefts;  repelling  Machiavelanifm, 
and  proieding  virtue ;  encouraging  agriculture,  commerce,  fci- 
cnces,  the  arts  ;  drawing  after  it,  in  every  quarter,  the  chariot  of 
vidtory,  and  ftanding  ereft  on  the  ruins  of  guilt  and  of  tyranny. 

The  French  are  not  ignorant  that  their  intentions  were  calum- 
niated when  they  took  port  on  the  Genoefe  territory ;  but  I  dc- 
cliN,  in  ^he  name  of  the  French,  whofe  organ  I  am,  that  the  ap- 
parent invafion  had  no  obje6t  but  that  of  defending  the  mofl  Sefienc 
Republic  againft  infringements  of  its  liberty,  which  dangerous 
neighbours,  inftigated  by  a  formidable  naval  power,  meant  to 
attempt. 

I  know  that,  about  the  middle  of  the  century,  the  Genoefe  peo- 
ple defeated  by  their  courage  the  infenfate  plans  of  their  oppref- 
fors ;  but  permit  me  to  remind  them,  that  there  arc  circumftauccs 
under  which  it  is  better  to  anticipate  aggreflions,  and  endeavour 
to  render  them  impoflible,  than  to  wait  for,  even  with  the  certainty 
of  repelling  them. 

I  conclude  with  repeating  the  folemn  wifli  of  the  French  Re- 
public, to  maintain  with  the  mod  Serene  Republic  of  Genoa,  that 
community  ©f  interefts,  that  fvveet  fraternity  which  unites  the  peo- 
ple of  both  ;  and  I  proteft  to  your  Serenity,  whofe  illuilrious  an- 
ceftor  deferved  well  of  his  country  by  eftablifhing  liberty  in  it» 
that  in  my  political  labours  wi^th  the  Genoefe  Government,  I  (ball 
always  take  for  my  guide  the  candour  which  is  the  infeparable 
companion  of  virtue,  and  the  franknefs  which  is  one  of  the  faircft 
rights  of  liberty.

way  during  the  fVar. 

WE,  Chriftian  the  Seventh,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Denmark  and  Norway,  &c.  &c.  make  known  by  thefe 
prefentSjThat  as  we,  for  the  fafety  and  fecurity  of  our  fubjefts,  have 
made  known  and  pu!)lilhed  by  our  former  orders  and  proclamations 
of  the  22d  and  25th  of  February,  1793,  as  foon  as  the  war  broke 
out  between  the  belligerent  naval  powers,  that  all  the  veflels  or 
fliips  of  our  fubjefts,  failing  from  any  harbour  in  our  dominions, 
and  bound  to  the  north  or  wcitern  feas,  (hould  be  provided  with 
fuch  fea-pafles  and  (hip's  documents  as  by  the  treaties  had  been  fti- 

i)ulatcd  between  us  and  the  belligerent  powers  ;  having  alfo  in  om: 
aid  orders  and  public  proclamations  ftatcd  in  what  manner  per- 
fons  (hould  be  qualified  to  obtain  fuch  papers  and  documents,  wc 
do  further  order  and  demand,  on  purpofe  to  prevent  all  deviation 
which  might  or  could  in  time  happen  contrary  to  our  pleafure,  as 
not.being  mentioned  in  the  ftipulated  treaties  between  belligerent 
powers  and  us,  as  follows,  viz, 

1.  Wc  order  and  comm.nd  all  our  comptrollers  and  officers  in 
our  fcveral  cuftom-houfcsat  our  fea-ports,  that  they  (hall  not  per- 
mit or  allow  anyveflel  or  (hip,  belonging  to  any  of  our  fubjcfls,  to 
clear  out  for  any  foreign  ica-port,  without  being  duly  provided 
with  the  aforefaid  paffesand  dpcuments,  that  our  orders  and  com- 
mands concerning'this  matter  may  be  more  ({ridlly  obferved  and 
followed. 

2.  Should  any  vefTel,  bound  to  a  neutral  harbour,  take  in  fuch 
goods  or  merchandize  as,  ii  they  were  conGgned  to  any  harbour  of 
tnc  belligerent  powers,  would  he  contraband,  and  as  fuch  (lipu- 
bted  in'the  treaties  between  ihofe  powers  and  us;  alfo,  mentioned 
in  our  former  orders  and  proclamations  of  22d  and  25th  February, 
1793,  we  do  further  order  and  demand,  that,  befides  the  oath  which 
the  mafter  and  freighter  of  the  (hips  were  ordered  to  make  on  fuch, 
occafion  before  the  appointed  magillrates  as  before-mentioned,  thp 
perfon  who  (hips  fuch  goods,  with  the  mafter  of  each  of  fuch  vcf- 
lels,  (hall  be  bound  to  make  a  fpecial  declaration  conformable  to 
the  invoice  and  bills  of  lading  (befides  his  aAual  entry  and  clear- 
^ce  at  the  cuftom-houfe),  which  (hall  contain  the  different  (pc- 
cifications  of  the  goods,  tqgether  with  their  quantity  and  value  ; 
and  this  declaration  is  to  be  iigned  by  the  perfon  who  (hips  the 
<^^go>  l>y  the  captain,  and  a(iirmed  by  the  comptroller  of  the  cuf- 
Runs  where  the  vcflfel  enters  and  clears  out,  who  is  direflly  to  for- 
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^ard  the  fame  to  our  commiflioner  of  the  cuftomsi  that  the  con '^ 
fignmcntof  fuch  goods  may  be  authentically  proved,  if  not  loft  by 
fea,  or  feized  on  her  arrival  at  iier  deftined  port* 

This  alteration  muft  be  made  in  the  foUov^ing  manner :— A 
^rfon  who  (hips  fuch  goods  (hall  be  bound  to  get  a  certificatt 
from  the  conful  or  vice-conful^  or  in  cafe  of  there  not  being  any 
there,  from  a  magiftrate,  or  any  other  authorized  perfon  at  fuch 
place,  that  the  veffel  arrived  there  and  delivered  her  cargo  agree- 
able to  his  former  declaration  ;  and  fuch  certificate  is  either  to  U 
fent  from  thence  diredly  to  the  commiffioner  of  the  cuftoms,  or  as 
foon  as  the  veflel  arrived  at  her  home  port. 

In  cafe  fuch  a  certificate  fhould  not  be  delivered,  within  a  pro* 
portionabk  time  to  the  length  of  the  voyage,  our  college  of  com* 
merce  has  orders  to  demand  an  explanation  from  the  perfon  who 
fhipped  the  goods,  who  is  to  make  a  declaration  on  oath,  whether 
he  has  received  any  intelligence  concerning  laid  cargo. 

Should  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  not  be  able  to  prove  by  certifi- 
cate that  the  goods  were  landed  in  a  neutral  port,  and  fuch  a  veffel 
not  being  loft  or  captured,  he  fhall  forfeit  twenty  rlx  dollars  fc^ 
each  commercial  laft  of  the  fhip,  to  our  royal  college  of  com- 
merce, and  the  captain  liable  to  be  profecuted  by  law.  <

WE,  Chriflian  VI L  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  make  known 
by  thefc  prefents :   whereas,  we  have  publicly  and  folemnly 
declared,  that  we  will  on  no  account  take   part  in  thew^ 
which  now  unfortunately  prefTes  down  fo  many  countries  and 
nations:  and  whereas  and  notwithftanding  we  have  declared 
with  equal  publicity  and  folemnity,  that,  under  the  mofl  per- 
fe£l  neutrality,  we  expert  and  denruind  no  more  liberties  and 
advantages  for  the  commerce  and  navigation  of  our  dominions 
and  countries,  than  thofe  which  the  laws  of  nations  acknow- 
ledge, and  our  treaties  with   the  belligerent  powers  expreffly 
allow  ;  yet  we  have  learned  with  anxiety  and  difpleafure,  that 
the  ftiips  of  our  fubjedls,  though  their  cargoes,  only  conflfied 
of  lawful  merchandize,  and  though  they  bore  our  pafl*port,  arc 
ncverthelefs  frequently,  and  in  great  numbers,  taken  up  in 
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their  free  and  lawful  courfes,  and  detained  againft  the  will  ol 

the  captains  and  traders  of  thofe  fliips. 
With  the  care  which  we,  as  king  and  father  of  this  country, 

owe  to  the  rights  of  every  free  nation,  independent  of  every 

other  flate,  we  have  made  amicable  and  ferious  remonftrances 
to  obtain  a  fufficient  indemnification  :  but  thus  far  fuch  indem-^ 
nification  has  not  only  not  followed,  but  the  capture  of  ihips 
continue,  under  more  oflFenfive  circumftances.  There  are,  how- 
ever, fome  hopes,  that  our  continued  friendly  propofals  will  not 
be  ufed  in  vain^ 

In  order  that,  during  the  continuance  of  the  above  circum- 
ftances, the  means  be  rendered  applicable,  by  which  we  claim 
the  due  indemnification,  and  which  are  required  as  well  by  pru- 
dence and  neceifity  as  by  the  honour  and  independence  of  our 
empire  and  country,  we  found  ourfelves  under  the  neceiEty, 
not  only  to  fit  out  a  part  of  our  naval  force,  which  lies  ready, 
in  combination  with  the  fleet  fitted  out  in  a  neighbouring  king- 
dom, to  put  itfelf  into  motion,  but  to  augment  this  armament 
with  a  ftill  greater  number  of  fhips  of  war,  which  arc  kept  in 
readinefs. 

Our  faithful  people  have  with  noble  fentiments  paid  regard 
to  the  extraordinary  expenfes  which  fuch  an  armament  requires, 
even  then,  when  they  oflFered  voluntary  contributions,  without 
there  being  any  demanded  by  us,  to  diminish  the  lofs  which  our 
royal  abode  fuftained  on  the  26th  of  February  ult. — ^We  have 
therefore  applied  all  thofe  voluntary  contributions  which  have 
come  to  hand,  to  the  prefent  urgent  exigencies  of  the  ftate,  re- 
nouncing the  greater  convenience  which  the  building  of  a  n^w 
palace  might  have  procured  us* 
[Here  follow  the  regulations  and  terms  upon  which  the  new  taxes  are 

rai/edf  and  which  are  wholly  uninterejiing  to  the  En^tijh  reader. '^ 

Copenhagen^  July  26,   1794-     /'  is /aid  that  the  Danijh  Afinijier 
'  in  London  has  received  Orders  to  demand  of  the  Britijh  Court  a

Plan  'cfa  Revolution  in  Sweden^  communicated  by  Baron  d*Armfeldt  to 
bis  jifficiates  there f  and  dif covered  early  in  1794* 

DURING  my  journey,  I  have  confidered  of  a  revolution 
which  ihould  be  efFe(^ed  ip  Sweden  without  e£Fufion  of 
blood,  clamour,  or  any  kind  of  diforder,  which,  on  the  con- 
trary, fhould  reinft*ite  all  power  and  authority,  and  procure  the 
Regent  tranquillity  for  the  prefent,  and  at  the  clofe  of  his  go* 
vernment,  influenceand  refpedi;  This,  which  at  firft  view  appears, 
a  riddle,  is,  upon  nearer  in  veftigation,  very  true*  Let  us  firft  exa- 
mine theiituation  of  the  Regent  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs,  ^d 
leave  for   a  moment  out  of  the  quedion,  the  intereft  of  the 
kiqg  and  the  welfare  of  the  country  ;  a  fermentatioii,  the  na- 
ture of  which  cannot  bq  defcribed,  becaufc  the  perfons  who  oc- 
cafion  it,  although  all  equally  turbulent  and  revolutionary,  arc 
very  different  in  their  principles  and  intentions: — the  adiuinif- 
tration  without  energy ;  the  chiefs  of  the  government  full  of 
felfifti   defires,  hatreds,  and   low   views,  without  experience, 
genius,  or  prirKiples  ;  daring,  fearful,  impetuous  in  their  in- 
tentiong,  hefitating  in   the  perfofmance  of  feliem  ;  in  a  word, 
improper  coun fellers  for  the  Regent.     What  will  be  the  confe- 
quence  of  all  this,  when  one  adds  to  it  the  neighbourhood  of 
Ruflia,  and  the  diflatisfadion  which  the  Emprefs  thinks  (he  has 
reafon  to  entertain  againft  the  Regent?  Can  he,  when  he  cojn- 
iiders  thefe  circumftances,  hope  to  maintain  himfelf  in  the  go* 
vernmfent  three  years  longer  ?  Various  apparent  or  unforefeeii 
occurrences  are  ready  to  precipitate,  or  at  leail  to  expofe  him ; 
and  even,  if  from  refpe6l  to  the  will  of  the  late  King,  he  were 
poffibly  to  be  retained  in  the  port  he  now  is,  what  would  be 
the  fituation  when  the  King  came  of  age  ?  Detefted  by  all  per- 
fons of  merit ;  without  influence  or  refpeft  in  the  nation,  he 
would  endeavour  to  make  a  party;  the  clofe  of  his  go  vein- 
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iifieotvrouM  only  be  employed  to  that  purpofe,  and  if  the  King 

were  not  facrificed  to  it,  the  war  which  enfued  would,  at  leaft^ 
notincreafe  his  profperity  in  the  fame  degree  as  it  would  be  de« 
trimental  to  the  King  and  the  public  welfare.  To  accompliih 
the  purpofe  without  violence,  by  an  tmavoldable,  but  at  the 
fame  time,  peaceable  and  fortunate  revolution,  I  fhould  wi(h 
the  Einprefs  to  reprefent  to  the  Duke,  in  a  friendly,  but  very 
commanding  tone : 

Firft,  In  confideration  of  the  genius  and  underftanding  of  the 
King,  he  ought  to  affi  A  at  all  councils,  but  without  exercifing 
any  authority  until  he  attains  the  age  of  eighteen. 

Secondly,  That  the  following  perfons  ftiould  have  feats  in 
the  council : — ift,  The  fenefchal  of  the  kingdom.  2dly,  The 
King's  governor.  Count  Gyldenftople,  3dly,  The  perfon 
who  might  be  at  the  head  of  foreign  affairs.  4thly,  The  chan- 
cellors and  fecretaries  of  ftate.  5^hly,  Baron  Armfeldt. 
Sthly,  General  Toll,  ythly,  The  prefident  of  the  exchequer. 
Within  twenty-four  hours,  the  Duke  fhould  appoint  Baroa 
Tauhe,  prefident  of  the  chancery,  on  the  fume  terms  as  Ulric 
Schefier  held  that  office,  and  it  fhould  afterwards  depend  on 
him  to  take  bis  own  meafures  with  refpedk  to  his  fecretarieSy 
ckrks,  &c. 

Baron  Frederic  Sparre  fhould  retire  with  a  penfion.  High 
oflices  are  unnecefTary  in  fmall  fUtes.  (He  was  high  chan- 
Dellor.) 

I  fhould  be  reipftated  in  my  office  of  governor  of  Stockholm, 
with  all  the  privileges  which  were  annexed  to  it  in  the  time  of 
Carl  Sparre,  exciept  any.  concern  with  the  palace  of  Stockholou 

Governors  Lagerbring  and  Nordin  fhould  be  fecretaries  of 
ftate  ;  the  firft  in  his  former  depaitmcnt,  the  other  in  Rofen- 
hlad's  ;  and  Crorifledt  fhould  have  his  former  fituation  of  fecre* 
taiy  of  flate  in  the  naval  department. 

6eres  or  Zibet  fhould  be  chancellor  of  the  court.  I  ima- 
gine the  latter  would  rather  chufe  a  foreign  embafly,  if  not,  he 
(bould  have  this  office. 

Toll  to  be  promoted  to  the  prefidency  of  the  war-office^ 
with  the  mofl  extenfive  patronage  over  the  date  and  manage- 
ment of  the  army. 

Hakanfon  to  be  prefident  of  the  exchequer. 

The  chancellor  of  juflice  ought  to  retire,  and  be  replaced 
by  a  rigid,  equitable,  and  refpefted  man,  but  not  a  Loaftbjom. 

Axel  Ferfen  to  be  adjutant-general,  and  have  the  flaff  to 
sommand  in  Stockholm. 

F.  T.  AminoflF  to  have  Liljehom's  place;  and  that  office 
(hould  be  eflabliflied  for  him  which  the  late  King  propofed,  viz. 
rhief  of  the  life  guards,  abolifhing  the  captain -lieutenants, 
whoic  places  are  only  court  eiuployments;  by  which  means  this 
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«&rp^,  which  is  nt>w  of  no  tife,   might  be  rendered  goodan^ 
ferviccable. 

With  refpeft  to  the  other  employments  which  wowld  fe 
changed,  and  perfons  who  would  be  difcharged,  it  fhovildbe 
done  cArefuliy  and  with  great  management,  without  fuflfering 
cither  difplealure  or  hatred  to  appear. 

After  all  were  fixed  in  their  pofts,  within  three  months  calm 
would  be  reftorcd  to  Sweden,  and  Jacobinifm  exterminated. 

To  give  tfkSt  to  this  negociation  with  the  Duke  Regent,  a 
fipall  Ruffian  fleet  would  be  required  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Stockholm,  lill  every  thing  ihould  be  properly  Tettled* 

Memorial  to  her  Adaje/Iy  the  Emprefs. 
THE  critical  and  dangerous  fituation  in  which  Sweden  now 
isr  cannot  be  concealed,  and  when  a  man  loves  his  country  and 
wiihes  really  to  ferve  it,  he  cannot  endeavour  to  colour  its  dan-* 
gers;  he  muft  have  courage  to  coatemplate  them  trt  their  whole 
extent)  and  not  fuffer  himfelf  to  be  blinded,  and  think  that  pal- 
liatives will  be  of  fervice,  when  the  moft  powerful  remedies 
ought  to  be  immediately  adminiftered.  We  cannot  therefore 
deny,  that  the  government,  from  the  beginning,  has  been  inti- 
midated from  all  operation  and  ftrength  by  a  fadlion  powerful 
irom  its  boldnefs^  the  number  of  its  adherents,  and  its  crimes; 
that  government  thought  it  fliould  gain  this  faflion  by  an  cx- 
ceffive  remiiTncfs,  and  an  ignominious  compliance  ;  that  the 
government,  therefore,  by  its  imbecility  and  its  pufillanimous 
behaviour  has  increafed  the  infolence  of  the  faftion,  which, in- 
fiead  of  rei[nefting  favour  and  attention,  makes  open  demands. 
The  liberty  of  the  prcfs  has  been  granted,  through  which  the 
fpirlt  of  rebellion  has  been- circulated  in  the  provinces  and  the 
army  ;  too  late  the  unfortunate  confequences  of  it  are  obferved, 
and  t!ie  partv  which  occafioncd  it,  endeavours  in  vain  by  re- 
liraints  at  laft  put  on  it,  to  prevent  them.  The  fa^ion  per- 
ceives the  progrefs  it  makes,  knows  its  influence,  and  that  by 
}t%  rtrength  the  law  is  without  effe<S,  except  againft  thofe  who 
Ivifh  to  defend  the  prerogatives  of  the  throne,  and  maintain 
public  order.  The  fadlion  preponderates  now  fo  much,  that  it 
makes  all  the  faults  of  government  advantageous  to  itfelf,  and  ac- 
counts it  criminal  if  government  endeavours  to  regain  its  fteadi- 
nrfs  and  influence.  It  is  in  this  manner  that  the  views  of  the 
ia^^ron  nre  forwarded,  when  government,  in  its  weakncfs, 
w»fhc(l  to  fhew  its  ftrength,  and  by  ilfuing  orders  in  a  command- 
ing tonr,  exi^offs  its  impotence,  and  gives  occafion  for  atFronts 
snd  l)Iamc.  Such  is  our  internal  fituation.  The  party  makes 
alfo  ufe  of  the  fame  influence  to  confound  the  politics  with  re- 
fpecl  to  foreign  powers,  by  making  infamous  treaties  with  what 
eix\U  itfeU  the  lren<;h  Republic,  a^id  its  private  agents  in  Con-* 
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fiantinople  and  Stockholm,  whO|  probabljTf  were  the  occafiom 
of  aflembling  troops  near  the  capital,  and  fitting  out  the  fleets 
for  which  purpofe  they  perhaps  alfo  advanced  money.  Swedeo. 
has  thus  oa  a  fudden  become  a  fountain  for  revolutionary  prin-* 
ciples  in  the  north,  which  ought  more  efpecially  to  awaken  tha 
attention  of  Ruffia,  particularly  as  Sweden,  at  the  fame  time, 
in  a  boflile  manner,  enters  into  negociations  contrary  both  to 
its  own  Interefts,  and  to  the  views  of  the  Ruffian  cabinet.  It 
mufty  therefore,  with  fhame  and  grief  be  acknowledged,  that 
Sweden,  by  error  on  error,  with  refpe£t  both  to  its  internal 
and  foreign  adminiflration,  has  reduced  the  Emprefs  to  tbene^ 
ceffity  of  commencing  hodilities.  It  is  with  regard  to  thefleps 
to  be  taken,  perhaps  as  haftily  as  unavoidably,  that  the  follow* 
ing  reflexions  are  ventured  to  be  laid  before  her.  It  is  palpable 
that  the  evil  arifes  from  the  weaknefs  of  government,  this  agaia 
from  the  Duke  Regent's  diffidence  of  himfelf,  the  confequence 
of  which  is,  that  he  will  be  to  the  lad,  the  paffive  indrument  of 
a  commanding  and  inexorable  Fa£lion,  which  he,  in  an  impro- 
per manner,  has  endeavoured  to  gain.  The  error,  therefore, 
with  refpedl  both  to  our  iiHernal  and  foreign  concerns,  which 
happen  among  us,  do  not  ariie  from  any  perfonal  ill-will  of  the 
Regent  to  Sweden,  or  the  neighbouring  powers ;  the  evil  infal- 
libly arifes  from  accidental  circum fiances,  and  cannot  be  re- 
garded as  the  mature  and  well  contemplated  projects  whick 
coibe  from  a  fteady  government.  The  confequence  of  which 
again  is,  that  a  change  of  perfons,  by  which  the  Duke  would 
be  fupported  by  people  who  were  with  courage  and  fincerity  at-i 
tached  to  their  country,  the  king,  and  thofe  political  principles, 
which  are  ferviceahle  to  all  ftates,  would  at  once  fave  Sweden 
and  our  young  King,  as  well  as  the  Regent,  and  this  confe- 
quence would  be  fo  much  more  certain,  as  being  effeded  by  tl>e 
mediation  of  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs,  it  would  be  retained  un- 
der her  proteflion  upon  the  line  which  (hall  now  be  marked 
out.  The  advantage  of  refcuing  Sweden  by  mild  but  vigo- 
rous ileps  will  be  (hewn. 

Here  alfo  another  advantage  offers,  no  lefs  palpable,  that  the 
Emprefs,  by  this  means,  will  have  an  opportunity  of  again  evin- 
cing that  ufeful  fuperiority  which  fecures  to  her  the  glorious  pri* 
vilege  of  fettling  the  fate  of  Europe  during  the  prefent  revolu- 
tions. Her  compliance  will  increafe  the  fplendour  of  that  gloi^ 
to  which  viSories  and  conqueds  contribute  ;  for  whilft  the  latter 
leftify  the  extent  of  her  genius,  the  former  will  evince  the  excel- 
lence of  her  heart.  She  will,  therefore,  think  it  worthy  of  her. 
Dot  to  increafe  her  power  at  the  expcnfe  of  Sweden  by  iniernal 
wars  there,  but,  on  the  contrary,  by  her  poweiful  affiftance  deli- 
ver the  kingdom^  undiminiihcd  and  freed  from  the  delirium  oC 
5  Xv.xo  \k\v:xv^ 
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revolutions^  to  the  young  monarchy  to  whotn  (he  probiifed  to  be 
m  mother,  and  who,  with  the  confcioufnefs  of  a  filial  attachment, 
fo  fincerely  afpires  to  that  name  :  (he  will  then,  not  confound  the 
government  with  its  oppreflfors,  nor  the  natioiv  with  the  govern- 
ment, in  a  manner  which  would  allow  the  faSion  an  opportunity 
of  giving  the  appearance  of  a  national  bufinefs  to  that  which  in 
itfelf  would  only  redound  to  its  private  advantage  ;  and  the  foi- 
lowiiig  would  be  the  moft  fervi'ceable  method,  together  withtk 
moft  (uitable,  to  reftore  order  to  Sweden. 

Her  Majedy  the  Emprefs  ihould  make  a  declaration,  that  fte 
IS  acquainted  with  all  the  fecret  plots  which  the  cabinet  of  Stock- 
holm hasfet  in  motion  againd  Ker,  that  (he  will  make  this  known 
to  the  world,  and  that  that  government  was  the  (iril  to  break  the 
treaty ;  but  far  from  making  ufc  of  this  as  a  reafon  for  breaking 
with  a  King  whom  (he  loves,  and  whofe  attachment  (he  wifhcsto 
retain,  or  againft  a  generous  nation  which  (he  efleems,  (he  only 
wifhes  to  punifh  thole  perfons  who,  iince  the  death  of  Gu(bYus 
III.  furround  the  Regent,  lead  him  into  miftakes,  feducehimto 
fail  in  the  facrednefs  of  his  promife,  and  in  the  refpe^  whkhhc 
owes  to  the  memory  of  his  brother,  and  treacherouUy  precipkatc 
them  iiHto  an  unfathomable  depth  of  misfortunes:  that  in  hopes 
the  Regent  would  not  involve  himfelf  in  thefe  dangers,  (he  fuf- 
fered  the  regulations  of  the  late  king  to  pafs  unnoticed  ;  But  that 
when  the  Regent,  inftead  of  fnffering  himfelf  to  be  amended  by 
an  unfortunate  experience,  appears  daily  to  be  more  overpowerctl 
by  that  fa£lion  to  which  he  fo  imprudently  has  abandoned  himfelfi 
and  which,  in  his  name,  expofes  the  advantages  of  the  good 
Swedes,  as  well  a's  thofe  of  her  Majefl:y  the  Emprefs,  to  danger, 
ihe  finds  herfelf  under  the  necellity  to  rellore  order,  and  for  her 
ovvn  fecurity  to  require  the  following  alterations  : 
"  I.  In  regard  to  the  genius  and  enlightened  underftanding of 
the  King,  he  ought  to  allift  at  all  councils,  but  at  the  fame  ticoc 
without  any  authority  till  he  attain  the  age  of  eighteen. 

2.  To  admit  into  the  council  and  appoint  to  the  moft  impor- 
tant places,  as  well  in  Stockholm  as  i lie  provinces,  fuch  perfoni 
as  may  be  known  no  Icfs  for  their  attachment  to  the  political  prin- 
ciples with  refpeft  to  the  kingdom  and  foreign  powers  which  the 
former  government  was  ruled  by,  than  for  their  courage  to  retain 
them  in  full  force.  If  the  fmalleft  difficulty  (hould  arife,  it  will 
be  very  eafy  to  give  a  nearer  explanation,  even  in  cafe  it  fhould 
be  nccelfa.y  to  name  them.  What  ought  particularly  to  be  ob- 
ferved  is,  to  require  the  expulfien  of  thofe  who  might  be  danger- 
ous Of  fufpeded,  whofe  number,  at  the  utmoft,  would  not  exceed 
twelve  or  fifteen  perfons,  and  who  are  fo  well  known  as  not  to  be 
miftafcen,  and^  befides,  could  be  pointed  out  by  thofe  in  the  king- 
dom who  have  remained  faithful. 

The 
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TW  agrecincht  with  the  Duke  might  be  confined  to  thefe  two 
points  ;  but  to  fupport  this  demand,  which  being  made  con- 
cife  and  clear,  would  not  bear  any  contradid^ion,  a  fTeet  near 
Stockholm  would  be  necelTary  till  every  thing  is  completed  and  fet 
in  order.  It  may  be  depended  on,  that  the  Regent  wtjbld  congra- 
tulate himfelT  on  a  violence,  which  would  be  only  fuch  in  appear- 
ance, but,  in  fa£l,  would  forthe  prcfent  and  the  future  fecure  to  him 
rcfpe£t>  and  deliver  him  from  the  dangers  in  which  he  has  involv- 
ed himfelf ;  and  alfo,  that  this  is  the  only  means  of  preventing 
the  evil  from  taking  foot;  and  that,  which  now  only  requires  a 
well-timed  and  fpeedy  refolution,  ihall  prevent  the  nccelfity  of 
requiring  at  a  future  period,  many  years  of  war  and  cnormouaex- 
penfes,  as  well  as  cofling  rivers  of  blood.

THE  Emprcfs  of  Ruflia  has  thought  proper  to  fit  out  a  fleet 
of  twenty-five  fail  of  the  line,  and  a  proportionable  number  of 
frigates  to  cruize  in  the  Eaft  and  North  feas,  forthe  purpofe  (ia 
conjunftion  with  the  Englifh  maritime  forces)  of  preventing  the 
fending  of  any  provilions  or  ammunition  to  France  :  the  Emprefs 
therefore  requeits  the  King  of  Sweden  not  to  permit  his  ftiips  of 
war  to  t^keany  SwediiTi  merchantmen  laden  with  any  fuch  com- 
modities, under  their  convoy.  Her  Imperial  Majeftyhas  further 
©rdered  all  merchant  (hips,  which  her  fquadron  may  meet  in  thofe 
feas,  to  be  fearched,  to  fee  if  their  cargoes  confill  of  any  fuch 
goods  :  all  which  is  done  for  this  reafon,  namely,  that  no  neutra- 
lity can  take  place  with  refpe£t  to  a  government  confiding  only  of 
rebels.

In  January y  1794,  the  Divan  having  declared  to  the  Aiimjlers  of  the 
Allied  Powers  that  the  Porte  would  remain  inviolably  attached  /• 
its  neutrality^  the  RuJJian  AmbaJJador  replied^ 

THAT  the  Emprefs,  determined  to  take  an  aftlve  part  in  a 
canfe  common  to  all  fovereigns,  would  never  fufFer  a  power

6f  the  Divan  as  a  declaration  of  war. 


In  yune^  I794f  '*^  Ruffian  Minijler  at  the  Vorte^  M^  deKultxteji^ 
made  to  the  Reis  Effendi  feveral  PropqfitionSf  of  which  the  follows 
ing  are  the  principal, 

I.  A  POSITIVE  declaratiqathat  the  Porte  would  not  interfen 

in  the  adual  affairs  of  Poland. 
II..  That  it  (hould  oblige  all  the  French  frigates  and  armed  vcffds 

to  quit  the  coaftsof  the  Archipelago  ;  and  free  all  the  ports  o^ 

that  fea,  over  which  the  navy  of  France  had  of  late  exercifed  t 

kind  of  dominion. 
I IJ.  That  no  alterations  ihould  be  made  in  the  cuftoms  and  duties* 

IV.  That  a  free  pafTage  fhould  be  allowed  to  Ruffian,  frigates 
through  the  canal  of  Conftantinople. 

"y.  That  the  Princes  of  Moldavia  and  Wallachia,  being  Greelfl^« 
and  ill  treated  by.  the  Ottoman  minifters,  ihould  be  confidere^ 
under  the  immediate  protection  of  her  Imperial  Majefty. 
To  thefe  the  Reis  Effendi  replied j 

I.  On  this  propofition  he  could  give  no  anfwer  on  the  momentf 
as  it  belonged  to  the  Sultan  himfelf  to  decide  upon  points  whichf 
concerned  the  intereft  of  his  empire. 

II.  That  the  Porte  would  not  confent  to  offer  any  violence  tothi 
French  frigates  in  queftion. 

III.  That  the  Porte,  as  well  as  every  other  free  and  independent 
ftate,  w^ould  make  whatever  regulations  it  thought  fit  in  the  du« 
ties,  without  fufFering  the  interference  of  any  foreign  power. 

"IV.  That  the  free  navigation  of  the  canal  of  Conflantinople  would 
be  a  violation  of  the  treaties  and  conventions  already  fubfifting 
between  the  two  courts. 

V.  That  the  Princes  of  Moldavia  and  W^allachia,  though  GreekS|| 
being  tributary  to  the  Porte,  could  demand  no  other  tre^tmentj 
but  what  was  conformable  to  ihofe  ufages  and  cuftoms  whidi 
the  Ottoman  court  had  ever  obferved  to  all  its  dependencies.

'  THERE  exifts  between  the  belligerent  powers  and  the  natiow; 
ItiutuaHuties,  regulated  by  treaties,  or  in  default  of  thefc^bvtlie 
law  of  nations. 

The  neutral  nations  are  bound  to  an  exad  impartiality  towardl 
ilic  parties  at  war  ^  they  ought  to  afliU  none  of  them. 
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.  They  cught^  confcqtiently,  not  to  permit  in  their  cmmtiy,  tht 
fitting  opt  or  anning  of  men  of  war,  or  privateers,  in  favour  of 
otic  belligeFent  power  again  ft  another. 

Their  harbours  ought  neither  to  be  the  refuge  of  privateers^ 
which,  if  at  all  received,  ought  to  be  allowed  to  enter  them  only  hi 
,  cafes  of  the  moft  urgent  neceffity  ;  and  they  have  a  right  to  make 
them  put  to  fea  again  as  foon  as  they  have  undergone  the  mod 
indifpenfable  repairs.  The  armed  (hips  have  no  right  to  bring  up 
jtnd  carry  their  prizes  into  thofe  ports  ;  and  the  belligerent  powers 
ooght  on  their  part,  to  abftain  from  all  hoflilities  among  the  neu« 
find  nations  ;  they  ought  to  refped  their  territories. 

But  the  above  duties  being  perfedly  reciprocal,  it  cannot  be 
required  from  one  party  to  make  facrifices  for  the  fake  of  con« 
forraity,  if,  on  the  other,  thofe  duties  are  difowned  and  neglefted : 
if  thefe  principles  are  applied  to  the  prefent  jundure,  is  it  fuppofed 
tfttt  a  nation,  which  has  violated  all  that  is  facred  among  men,  has 
the  fame  rights  as  other  nations  ?  that  the  French  democrats,  in-» 
ftead  of  being  treated  like  pirates  by  the  Turks,  ought  to  be  ad- 
mitted on  an  equal  footing  with  the  ancient  and  (incere  friends 
of  the  country  ? 

But  the  Ottoman  officers  who  command  in  certain  provinces 
io  not  confine  themfelves  to  a  partiality  in  favour  of  the  French, 
difficult  to  be  interpreted  ;  they  even  feem,  fince  the  beginning  of 
the  prefent  war,  to  have  loft  fight  of  all  the  obligations  of  neutra* 
lity  acknowledged  by  civilized  nations.  At  Smyrna  the  failors  of 
the  Conviention  were  feen  to  commit  open  hoftilities  againft  the 
Britilh  ofHcers  and  feamen,  without  the  aggreffors  having  been 
jiven  up,  or  even  fearched  after. 

In  the  fame  harbour  of  Smyrna,  (hips  have  been  at  difl^rent 
times  feen,  arming  and  fitting  out  as  privateers  againft  the  Englifh^ 
without  the  fmalleft  interruption  on  the  part  of  the  magiftrates* 
Prizes  taken  by  the  French  cruizers  were  feen  to  have  heea 
brought  thither  publicly  and  without  obftacle. 

A  fquadron  of  frigates  and  armed  (hips  of  that  fame  nation^ 
remained  in  the  harbour  as  frequently,  and  as  long,  as  it  thought 
pyroper ;  it  blocked  up,  as  it  were,  the  harbour  of  Smyrna,,  and 
Uiterrupted  the  commerce  of  nations  (or  near  two  years. 

In  this  felf-fame  podtion,  and  in  the  diftance  marked  out  hy 
iHt  rules  of  neutrality,  the  French  armed  fhips  took  prizes,  and 
^Vcn  in  fight  of  the  Turkifh  fortrefles  they  fearched  and  plundered 
](ieutral  (hips,  and  even  thofe  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  Sublime  Porte, 
lyhat  is  the  confequence  to  be  drawn  from  thefe  fads  ?  It  is  na« 
tural  to  fuppofe,  that  what  is  lawful  for  one  party,  muft  alfo  be 
lawful  for  the  other.  A  Britifh  officer  of  the  royal  navy  afted  in 
confequence  ;  he  attacked  and  captured  one  of  the  enemy's  frigate^. 
in  a  bay  called  Turkifh,  having,  however,  previoufly  made  himfelf 
iu^  tfiat  thybipe  was  ^either  a  Turkifh  fort  ot  flag  Ia  iX^.  in  order* 
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to  avoid  every  thing  that  might  be  deemed  an  infult  to  the  jnrif* 
didion  of  the  Sublime  Porte ;  and  having  afterwards  refolved  to 
indemnify  the  inhabitants  of  the  coafl  for  the  damage  he  might 
have  done  them,  if  they  had  a3ually  been  fuSerers,  he  offered 
freely  to  me  to  promulgate  his  name. 

If  the  French  democrats  were  fufccptiblc  of  thofc  feelings  which 
influence  other  men,  that  occurrence  would  have  brought  tkcm  to 
their  fenfes,  and  feeing  that  an  abufe  fubfequent  to  the  indulgence 
»  which  they  enjoyed  on  the  part  of  the  Turkifli  commandants, 
might  be  followed  by  difagreeable  confcquences,  amd,  finally,  even 
compromife  the  Sublime  Porte  herfclf,  they  would  have  taken  the 
refolution  to  forbear  from  committing  their  unlawful  depredations, 
and  to  conform  themselves  forthwith  to  the  rulos  prefcribed  by  the 
law  of  nations* 

But  the  refult  was  quite  different ;  the  French  having  obtained 
cxclufive  immunities  and  privileges  from  the  Turkilh  government, 
talk  of  avenging  themfelves  on  thofe  who  durft  imitate  their  ex- 
ample ;  they  have  the  audacity  to  threaten  the  peaceful  inhabitants 
of  Smyrna  with  pillage  and  death  ;  they  provided  arms,  colleded 
combuftibles,  and  h^ld  conventicles  to  concert  the  execution  oi 
their  plaiis. 

.  The  conduft  which  the  Sublime  Porte  fhould  obferve  in  thi§ 
refpe<S,  is  plain  and  evident ;  the  partiality,  or  rather  the  too  great 
weaknefs  of  the  governors  who  command  her  provinces,^  has  been 
the  origin  of  this  evil ;  let  that  weaknefs  ceafe  ^  let  the  French 
be  obliged  to  obferve  the  articles  of  neutrality,  or  elfe  find  no  moce 
the  indecent  protection  which  they  hitherto  enjoyed  in  the  harboBfi 
and  roads  of  the  TurkilTi  empire.  Let  the  Porte  maintain  goodl 
order  in  her  territories,  by  a  refpcSahle  armed  force,  and  I  dare  to 
anfwer,  that  no  exccfs,  no  irregularity  will  be  committed  by  the 
oiUcers  pf  his  Britannic  Majefly*

Proclamation  of  the  Canton  of  Bsrute  in  Augujiy  1794. 

WE  the  Avoyer,  the  Little  and  Great  Council  of  the  city  and 
republic  of  Berne,  &c.  make  known  by  thefe  prefent&-» 
PuWic  fame  has  fufBciently  informed  us  of  the  deplorable  fcenei 
which  have  overwhelmed  the  city  of  Geneva.     That  republic,  in 
lyhofc  profperity  we  have  conftantly  taken  an  intereft,  refulting 
from  long  and  intimate  relations  as  allies,  and  the  habitual  con- 
lieflions  of  neighbourhood,  is  delivered  up  to  unheard-of  calamities 
of  which  it  is  not  poflible  to  forefce  the  extent^  the  duration,  or  the 
^onfequenges.     At  the  moment  that  we  had  reafon  to  hope  for  the 
retarn  of  peace  and  tranquillity,  by  the  cftablilhmcat  of  the  licw 
6rder  of  things,  which  the  government  had  folemoly  announced  Vtk 
vs^  the  fame  as  had  the  Canton  of  Zurich,  a  band  of  tumultuous 
ihch  atta<Jk€d  a^nd  overthrew  by  main  force,  public  liberty  and  peTir 
fonal  fafety;  they  violated  private  houfes^arreiled  individuals,  an4 
dragged  them  to  prifon.     Thefe  violences  were  committed  even 
againft,  the  miniiters  of  religion,  in  a  manner  fuch  as  feemed  ta 
announce  the  intended  profcription  of  religion,  in  a  city  hitherto 
remarked  as  its  great  fupporter.     Citizens  were  facrinced  evei^ 
againft  the  will  of  the  majority  of  voters.     New  vidiims  were 
pointed  out ;    new  attempts  were  made  againft  perfdns  and  pro* 
perty,  even  in  defpite  of  oaths,  of  forms  eitablilhed,  and  the  lawt 
of  the  ftate ;  and  Geneva  Awaits  in  confternation  the  fate  whick 
the  fangninafy  men  who  have  ufurped  the  right  of  difpofmg  of  the 
Eves  and  fortunes  of  all  the  citizens  are  preparing  for  her. 

We  fee  with  extreme  grief  the  fad  deiUny  of  a  city  whofe  hapr 

pinefs  has  been  at  all  times  the  obje6l  o(our  <;ares,  and  which,  by 

its  proximity,  fo  nearly  interefts  bur  own  ftate  and  tb^t  of  alt 

Switzerland.     But  the  knowledge  wc  have  gained  of  the  criminal 

participation  of  many  individuals   of  cur   own-  country   aggnt* 

\ates  ftill  more  our  grief  and  indignation.     Our  paternal   folici- 

tude  for  the  fafety  and  honour  of  our  country,  not  permitting 

us  to  tolerate  on  our  territory  thefe  men  fullied  with  qriipeSj^ 

Ve»  by  the  prefent  publication,  interdift  their  entrance  into,-  our 

territories;  and  will,  that  all  thofe  of  our  fubjedis  who  fliall  be 

kiiOwn  to  have  had  any  part  in  thefe  atjrocious  fcenes,  be  inftantly 

denounced  and  feized  ;    referving  to  ourfelves  to  pronounce  the 

^jiftiiCbment  which  their  culpahk  conduQj  in  a  city  fo  long  our 
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liLy>  nuerits.  We  doubt  nat,  dear  and  faithful  cit!defls»  tlii|>  pa^Hi 
cipating  in  the  fame  fentiments  thai*  animate  ut^  you  will  redouUt 
your  a^ivity  and  zeal  in  the  execution  of  this  preient  ordiluincc.

5thly9  That  arms  and  ammunitions  fhall  be  permitted  to  be 
purchafed  in  Switzerland,  by  tlie  agents  of  the  committee  of  Pub-* 
lie  Safety,  for  the  ufe  of  the  armies  of  the  French  Ropublic*

'  WE  are  informed,  Citizen,  that  the  emigrants  and  exiled  priefts

Mid  that  they  have  even  fucceeded  in  gaining  fome  confidence  in 
this  ftrange  aifertlon. 

We  can  attribute  only  to  thefe  falfe  rumours  the  facility  with 
which  the  catholic  cantons  appear  to  tolerate  them  on  their  terri- 
tory. V  The  refult  is,  that  thefe  men  deem  themfelves  within  the 
reach  of  intriguing  in  the  departments  on  the  borders,  there  io 
prepare  new  diforders  and  new  misfortunes.

The 
former,  always  incorrigible,  and  invariably  the  enemies  of  liberty, 
have  fufFered  no  abatement  of  their  criminal  hopes  and  libejticidal 
prettnfions.  The  moment  is  now  arrived,  when  the  revolutioniftsy 
wearied  with  living  among  men  who  have  not  ceafed  for  a  mo- 
ment to  be  inimical  both  to  them  and  the  French  Republic,  have 
been  forced  to  rife  for  the  completion  of  the  work  ,which  had  nearly 
been  entered  on,  and  to  enfure  the  everlafting  triumph  of  the  prin- 
pies  of  equality  in  our  country.

Before  eight  in  the  evening  the  refult  of  the  deliberation  will  ht 

publiffaed,  mentioning  the  number  of  the  fufFrages.

REVOLUTIOKACY    TRIBUNAL. 

Revolutionary  citizens, 

FOR  nearly  a  century,  liberty  has  painfully  contended. againft 
iriftocracy  :  the  people  of  Geneva  now  fhuggle  for  the  refloration 
3^ their  rights.  For  nearly  a  century  the  country  has  been  harafled 
Tf  the  pretenfions,  conflantly  renewed,  of  certain  citisens,  who 
derfuaded  themfelves  that  the  people  were  made  for  tbem^  and  that 
:he  Republic  was  their  inheritance. 

The  revolution  of  1792  had  apparently  the  c&&  of  termina^ 
ing  fbr  ever  the  reign  of  the  ariftocracy  you  havp  too.  long 
tnanred;

Bat|  revolutionary  citizens,  thofc  anxtmg  jotx  .trHo'  fimdlal 
that  the  above  revolution  had  done  every  thing  td  eftalbliih  in 
;this  Republic  the  reign  of  equality,  vvere  ftiriangely  abuiird  !-t- 
Thofe  who  conceived  that  the  conftitution^  latterly  9cceptti, 
.would  iecure  to  the  people  all  the  advantages  of  libEertji  were 
much  miftaken  !     You  invited  all  the  Genevefe  to  the  enjoy- 
•rpicnt  of  the  rights  of  citizienfhLp ;  but  the  enemies  ofcquHitf 
,<;o5tinued  the  Tame,   with  all  their  pretenfions  and  all  their 
prejudices*     In  accepting  the  con (litut ion  you  extinguiChedthe 
Viuocracy  of  the  laws ;  but  the  ariftocracy  of  naneS9  ofricbeSf    ' 
lAOd.  of  manners,  loft  no  part  of  its  energy  and  a&ivtty* 

The  entire  mafs  of  the  ariftocrats  and  their  adherents  remain- 
xd  in  •  the  pofture  of  an  enemy  whom  a  check  has  juft  humbldli 
but  wlio  waits  the  firft  favourable  opportunity  to  wreak  his  re- 
>iehgc,  and. recover  his  fuperiority. 

With  an  utter  deteftation  of  the  principles  of  the  conftitution, 
it\\ty  had  acceptf^d  it,  becaufe  it  covered  them,  as  well  as  ihe 
.citizens  in  general,  with  its  fliield;  and  becaufe,  under  ihdter 
j»f  jtbe  fevcrc  meafurcs  it  had  adopted  againft  the  abufes  of  an- 
(tfaority,  and  of  the  fcrupulous  formalities  to  which  it  fubjeflcd 
jlhecourfe  of  jufticc,  they  migltt  manoeuvre  fecretly  with  fure 
impunity. 

f   .SF-beir  hoftile  difpofitions  were,  however,  not  equivocal.-r- 
HfiVe  you  in  reality  feen  them  renounce  their  pretenfion%  and 
■a.  j»\r.e  their  old  errors  ?  Have  you  obfervcd  the  diflblution  of  .that 
icaiulalous  coalition  which  was  formed  to  combat  equality?  Kive 
you  fecn  them  embrace  the  excellent  opportunities  afFoidedthem 
hy  our  civic  fellivals,  to  fraternize  with  us  ?    Inihort,  have  you 
feen  one  of  them  even  abandon  the  faftidious  pomp  of  ariftocracyi 
to  unite  fincerely  with  us  around  the  fimple  ftandard  of  liberty  ? 
J^p.;-:— but  you  have  feen  the  criminal  obftinacy  with  wbidi 
fome  of  them  refii fed  to  take  the  civic  oath,  and  with  what  re- 
pugnance others  confented  to  pronounce  it.     You  haVe  heard 
their   counter-revolutionary  prediftions  and  prophecies ;  and 
no  longer  ago  than  the  lall  year,  when  the  Piedmontefe  pene- 
trated into  Mont  Blanc,  you  faw  them  come  out  from  their  re- 
treats, fly  to  the  walls,  and  there  colle£k  in  groups,  with  the 
manifefl:  intention  to  profit  by  the  circumftances,  and  i^ccovcr 
their  loft  afcendancy.   You  have  heard  them  figh  for  a  counter- 
revolution in  France,  which  could  not  fail  to  bring^hout.oine 
in  this  Republic;  and  exprefs  their  wiflies  for  the  fuctefs  of  the 
confederate  powers,  the  royalifts  of  la  Vendee,  and  the  rebels 
of  Lyons,     You  anuft  recoUefl  their  derifions,  bravadoes,  and 
deinonftrations  of  joy,  at  the  news  of  the  mifcarriages  occa^ 
fionally  fuftaincd  by  the  French  republican  armies.     You.have 
heard.tlj.ca»  bbaft.of  rendering  our  revolution  abortive  by^the 
derangement  of  the  finances ;  and  you  have  feen  them  concur 

-  \  ...toward^ 
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tXMardi  this  aim,  by  reJ€£Hng  the  firft  plan  of  an  edi£l  on  {ftib- 
contribntionsi  nianilefting  at  the  fame  time  iimilar  view9  risf 
to  that  which  was  to  have  been  prefented  to  the  fov^f 
Kmi  council  on  the  19th  of  the  fame  month.  i 

Mou  may,:  perhaps,  have  been  ignprant  that  .their  emiflariel 
in  SwitxerlaOd  have  made  the  ftfongeft  efforts  to  deter  our  allied 
firoiQ  acknowledging  our  conftitutional  regimen ;  and  that  foam 
^f  them,  whole  names  are  not  as  yet. known,  took  meafurea  t 
JeW  weeks  ago  to  co-operate  in  a  counter-revolutionary  piaii 
with  the  French  emigrants,  having  no  lefs  a  tendencv  than  t6 
light  up  a  new  Vendee  in  the  departments  which  border  on  our 
territory  ;  to  provoke  hoftilities  between  the  French  Republic 
and  the  Helvetic  body ;  and  to  make  our  city  the  center  of 
union  for  the  ariftocrats,  and  a  point  qi  fupport  for  their  liber» 
Ci^idal  tneafures. 

Their  incorrigible  attachment  to  ariftocracy,  their  countem 
lev^lutionary  wifhes,  their  plans,  and  their  arrangements,  were 
not  unknown  to  the  French ;  and  this  is  what  ferved  to  preja^ 
dice  the  latter  fo  ilrongly  againft  our  Republic.  .  Thc^  could 
not  conceive  but  that  with  us  the  revolution  in  favour  of  liberty- 
would  terminate  in  giving  to  the  ariftocracy  an  entire  freedom 
€0  intrigue  with  impunity ;  and  they  conceived  that  they  ought 
to  miftruft  a  people  who  boafled  of  having  bellowed  a  triumpli 
on  the  principles  of  liberty  and  equality,  and  who  had  at  the 
fame  time  allowed  a  tranquil  refidence  among  them  to  a  multi- 
tude of  ariflocrats  who  did  not  even  take  the  precaution  to  dif- 
femble  their  averfion  for  liberty  and  equality,  and  their  joy  at 
the  triumphs  of  the  enemies  of  the  French  Republic. 

-Remark  alfo  that  their  number  and  their  union  gave  them  a 
powerful  influence  in  the  aflemblies  of  the  fovereign  council* 
Their  fuffrages,  united  to  thofe  of  fo  many  pretended  patriots^  . 
of  fo  many  whofe  lukewarm  and  indifferent  difpofitions  made 
them  unworthy  of  that  title,  might  with  facility  have  enabled 
them  to  fubvert  the  laws  moft  favourable  to  the  people,  and  the 
inftitutions  moft  eflcntial  to  their  happinefs. 

Revolutionary  citizens,  it  is  time  that  this  contention  (hould 
terminate.  It  is  time  that  the  people  fhould,  without  obftacie 
or  impediment,  fet  about  the  organization  of  their  happinefs, 
•They  are  wearied  with  having  to. watch  unceafingly  the  enemies 
b^  whom  they  are  furrounded,  and  with  wafting  their  time  in 
difconcerting  their  plots.  The  compafs  of  our  walls  is  too  nar- 
row to  contain  two  clafles  of  people  fo  oppofite  in  their  princi- 
ples and  manners.  There  will  be  no  peace  among  us  until 
there  (hall  be  but  one  party  in  the  Republic — that  ot  equality, 
liberty,  independence,  and  fraternity  :  until  the  enemies  of  the 
people  ihall  be  for  ever  prevented  from  revolting  againft  them.

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Tb^  cxp^rieftce  of  what  Jhas  pafTed  ought  to  inftiuft  JWi 
How  has  it  been  contrived  that  at  various  times  the  tnomeotzij 
iuccefies  of  the  friends  of  liberty  were  foon  followed  by  gnuit 
mifcarriages  r — that  the  tranfitory  checks  ofariftocracy  were  the 
fore-runners  of  the  moft  fignal  fucceflcs  on  their  fide  ?  k  ii 
becaufe  the  friends  of  liberty  were  fo  fimple  as  to  think  that  the 
cnading  of  laws  was  fufficient  for  their  fecurity.  What  is  it 
that  has  propped  the  criminal  audacity  with  which  ariftocracy 
has  unceaiingiy  renewed  its  pretenfions  and  its  enterprizes  r-* 
Impunity,  and  the  clemency  of  the  people,  which  has  encou- 
raged their  enemies  to  defy>  to  combat,  and  to  make  a  fportof 
them.  You  mud  have  perceived,  revolutionary  citizens,  that 
ariftocracy  needed  a  leflbn  which  it  fliould  never  ceafe  to  re- 
member ;  that  it  ihould  be  for  ever  fickened  from  a  repetition 
of  its  criminal  proje£ls.-  It  is  for  the  accomplishment  of  tbii 
mim  that  you  have  eftablifhed  a  revolutit>nary  tribunal,  charged 
to  make  an  example  as  well  of  the  chief  ariftocrats  who  wiik 
to  found  their  fuprcmacy  on  the  degradation  of  their  fellow 
citizens,  as  of  the  fubaltem  ariftocrats  who  have  degraded  their 
qualities  of  man  and  citizen,  by  becoming  the  fervilo-  tools  (rf 
the  upper  ariftocracy. 

By  this  terrible  meafure  we  muft  begin  ;  but  it  will  not  be 
fufficient  to  complete  the  revolution.  There  are  ftill  greater 
additional  plans  to  be  adopted  to  confolidate  its  fuccefs,  to  pur^ 
the  air  of  our  country  of  every  ariftocratic  infection,  and  to 
obtain  for  the  country  a  fatisfadtion  for  all  the  damages  and 
wrongs  it  has  fuftained  from  its  perverfe  children.  It  is  to 
be  our  tafk  to  accomplifli  a  revolution  of  principles  and  man- 
ners, to  regenerate  the  public  mind,  and  to  found,  without 
any  delay,  inftitutions  calculated  to  enfure  the  profperitvof 
the  people,  to  form  true  citizens,  and  to  beftow  happineis  on 
all.  The  revolutionary  tribunal,  engaged  in  the  trial  of  pri- 
ibners^  cannot  efficacioufly  attend  to  thefe  objedls.  It  is,  not- 
withftanding,  urgent  to  provide  for  them ;  and  this  tribunal 
ought  there/ore  to  be  fo  organized  as  to  facilitate  its  labours, 
and  to  procut^  the  means  of  reaching  its  high  deftination  with 
celerity  and  regularity.  W^,  in  confequence,  offer  for  your 
confideration  and  difcuffion,  the  following  plan  : 

I.  There  (hall  be  added  to  the  21  members  of  the  revolutio- 
nary tribunal,  11  other  members  to  be  named  by  the  revolu- 
tionary clubs. 

II.  Thefe  32  citizcms,  in  conjunflion,  fhall  inftantly  cho^ 
II  of  their  own  body  to  form  a  revolutionary  committe«. 

III.  The  remaining  21  members  fhall  compofe  the  revolu- 
tionary tribunal  properly  fo  called,  to  be  altogether  engaged  in 
the  trials. 

.  IV»  TUe  revolutionary  committee  fliall  be  charged — 

I.  T« 
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I*  To  regulate  che  mode  and  maximum  of  the  confi&ations 
and  indemnities  towards  the  Republic^ 

2.  To  adopt  all  the  meafures  calculated  to  enfure  the  fuccefs 
of  xfae  revolutiony^  as  well  as  thofe  whidi  concern  the  jpublic 
iafety. 

^  3*  To  form  the  plans  of  fuch  public  eftahliihments  as  wHl 
concur  towards  the  happinefs  of  the  people. 

4*  To  fuperintend  all  the  obje£ls  of  an  adminiftrationy  purely 
revolutionary.     And, 

5«  To  lay  before  the  revolutionary  focicties  fuch  extraordi* 
nary  meafures  as  circumftances  may  reauire*. 

V .  The  powers  of  the  committee  ftiall  continue  foi;  one  month 
after  the  fund^ions  of  the  revolutionary  tribunal  ihall  have 
ceafed. 

VI.  With  rcfpeS  to  whatever  does  not  belong  to  revolutio- 
nary meafures,  the  conflituted  authorities  fliall  continue  to  ex- 
^cife  their  funflions,  each  of  them  conforming  la  this  refped 
to  the  cuftomary  regulations.

.  THE  tribunal  you  eftablifhed,  to  do  juftice  to  the  peopte  on 
their  enemies,  has  at  length  terminated  its  labours :  it  has  now 
to  difcharge  an  cfTential  duty,  that  of  fubmitting  to  you  an  ac- 
count of  its  operations. 

Engaged  in  fo  arduous  a  taflc,  the  members  of  the  tribunal 
have  had  for  a  bafis  no  rule  whatever,  no  particular  law,  no 
organization :  and  notwithftanding,'when  they  entered  on  their 
funftions,  they  found  on  the  books  of  the  gaoler  more  than  40P 
prifoners  ;  they  accordingly  began  by  eftablifliing  the  ofiencet 
which  were  to  be  fubmitted  to  their  judgment,  and  thefe  they 
divided  into  the  feven  following  clafles : 

1.  The  refolution  for  the  guarantee,  and  of  confequence,  for 
the  entry  of  foreign  troops. 

2.  The  armaments  againft  the  patriots,  both  in  the  city  and 
territory, 

3.  The  machinations  againft  the  eftabliihment  of  equality 
and  liberty. 

4.  The  machinations  againft  the  independence  of. the  Re- 
public*

\t  Thus  are  \\\t  people  at  length  avenged ;  and  thus  is  the 
druggie,  which  laded  for  a  century  bet;wcen  the  oppreflbrsand 
the  opprcdld,  terminated.  Independence  has  fufFered  no  out- 
rage; liberty  and  equality  triumph;  and  national  juftice  haf 
for  ever  taken  up  her  abode  in  th.e  Republic. 

In  the  midft  of  the  immenie  labours  with  which  it  has  been 
charged,  the  tribunal  has  tiot  been  able  to  pay  an  attention  to 
all  thofe  who,  having  conduced  themfelves  in  a  way  contrary 
to  liberty  and  equality,  were  perhnps  dtferving  of  punifliment. 
For  this  piirpofe,  it  would  have  been  neceffary  to  protraft  the 
cxijfteAte  of  the  tribunal  a  third  time  :  but  every  citizen  muft 
be  fatisfied,  that  the  lellbn  which  has  been  given,  as  terrible  as 
K  is  jiift,  ouglit  to  be  luflicient.  If,  however,  fuch  fhould  be 
the  refult  of  the  immediate  events,  that  the  ariftocracy,  now  fo 
completely' fubjugated,  ftiould  again  dare  to  raife  its  head  ;  that 
thofe  who  have  not  been  tried  ftiould  prcfume  to  avail  them- 
fclvesof  that  ckmency,  by  emj^loying  any  manoeuvres  what- 
ever, recolleft,  revolutionarv  citizens,  that  in  luch  a  cafe  there 
remains  an  authority  capable  ot  reprcfling  theft  attempts.  The  ^ 
revolutionary  committee  has  the  intermediate  power  of  punifhr 
i  ing 
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jMlbcm,.  as-  wUl  -appear %  two  claufcs  of  the  refoltttloa  by 
«£ich  it  is  conftituJted.     They  arq  as  follow : 

Art.  4.  Sed^ion  2. — To  take  all  uieafures  calculated  tp  fecure 
^e  fucccfs  of  the  revolution,  as  well  as  all  thclfe  rqlativiB  X9 
{ublic  fecrecy. 

Section  5. — To  propofe  to  the  revolutionary  fociptics  every 
4Deafure  which  circumilances  may  call  for. 
.  Let  thofe  tremble,  then,  who  may  form  the  culpable  proje£k 
pf  impediiig  the  progrefs  of  the  revolution  in  any  manner  what- 
efcr,  and  of  thus  preventing  the  attainment  of  the  aim  which 
eferygood  citizen  ought  to  have  in  view,  that  of  making  th^ 
Ceocvefe  at  length  a  nation  of  brethren. 

It  becomes  the  tribunal  to  remind  the  revoluttonift^,  that 
having  been  eftablilhed  by  them,  it  has  never  for  a  finale  inr 
^nt  loft  fight  of  the  dircft  -and  immediate  power  of  its  conftir 
iHCEts.     That  conformably  to  this  principle  it  has  confidered  it 
ataduty  to  attend  to  all  the  requiiitions  made  to  it-  in  the  name 
cif  the  revolutionary  mafs ;  and  that  thus  all  the  ope  rations  and 
Sentences  of  the  tribunal,  againft  which  no  proteft  has  heen 
ffade,  are  confirmed  by  the  tacit  approbation  of  the  revolution- 
}&$•    The  tribunal  has  not  negledcd  to  provide  for  the  means 
tf  executing  the  fentences  it  has  pailed  :  and  to  the  end  that  no 
doubt  fhould  remain  on  that  head,  declares  that  it  has  charged 
the' revolutionary  committee  to  carry  thefc  fentences  into  execu- 
tion without  abatement  or  rcfervation,  to  be  watchful  in  ob- 
serving all  the  infraibions  which  thofe  againft  whom  they  have 
teen  pronounced  may  attempt,  and  to  apply  the  penalty  annexed 
to  all  fuch  attempts.     It  has  at  the  fame  time  enjoined  the  revo- 
lutionary committee  to  inveft  with  the  fame  powers  the  ordinary 
Inbunals,    whenever  the  revolutionifts-  ihall  thiJik  proper  to 
break  up  the  faid  committee. 

Revolutionary  citizens,  now  that  the  crifis  of  the  revolution 
Js  pafied ;  now  that  the  vengeance  of  the  people  has  heen  exer- 
cifed,  the  ideas  of  the  citizens  ought  to  be  dirc£tcd  to  the  means 
of  fecuring  the  profperity  of  the  nation.  To  attain  this  end 
each  citizen  ought  to  ufe  his  beft  endeavours  to  convert  the  re- 
volution itfelf  to  the  advantage  of  the  people.  For  this  pur- 
ppfe  you  have  a  revolutionary  authority  to  which  this  charge  is 
intri^fted  :  its  principal  duty  being  to  determine  on  the  reftitp- 
tionsto  be  made  by  the  enemies  of  the  people,  and  of  courfeon 
%\^e  qpnjributions  which  the  country  has  a  right  to  exaft  from 
^very  citizen  proprietor.  Il  is  to  make  a  juft  application  of  thp 
ifpnnsi  which  may  refult  from  thismcafure,  by  appropriating  them 
to  public  eAabliihments,  agricultural  rewards,  manufa^ries, 
(kc.  Tbjs  plan  demands  the  concurrence  of  all  the  citizens, 
i^yho  are  well  informed  on  any  of  thefe  heads ;  and  the  country 
accordingly  puts  them  in  a  ftate  of  requiiition.     Be  con.Edeut^ 
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revolutionary  citizens,  in  the  iffue  of  the  revolution*  Confine 
yourfelves  at  this  time  to  the  cuflomary  vigilance  it  behoffls 
every  citiaen  to  obferve;  refume  your  civil  duties;  return  to 
your  manufa£tories  and  avocations;  and  fay  to  yourfelves^  that 
next  to  the  love  of  the  country,  the  love  of  induftry  is  your 
chief  duty.  Recoiled^  that  tyrants  employ  two  principal  means 
to  enilave  nations — idlenefs  and  corruption.  Men  who  aim  at 
being  independent  always  become  fo;  and  there  can  be  no  Re- 
public where  debauched  and  corrupted  men  are  to  be  found.  The 
country  requires  that  in  this  revolution  all  the  virtues  ihouldbe 
difplaydd,  and  morality,  both  public  and  private,  prevail  in  allthe 
a£tions  of  the  citizens.  It  demands  a  complete  regeneration; 
and  be  confident  of  it,  revolutionary  citizens,  you  will  in  vain 
liaye  brought  about  a  revolution  to  crufh  arjftocracy  and  all  its 
vices;  you  will  in  vain  have  repreffed  the.abufes  of  riches,  if 
you  negledl  to  proclaim  juftice,  probity,  and  virtue,  not  by 
words,  but  by  deeds  and  good  examples ;  you  will  otherwlfc^ 
fooner  or  later,  witnefs  the  return  of  corrupters  and  corrupted. 
The  members  of  the  tribunal  return  into  the  clafs  of  fimple 
citizens  :  in  that  quality  they  haften  back  with  earnednefs  to  their 
Are-fides,  and  unite  themfelves  in  every  particular  to  the  revolu- 
tionary citizens  to  defend  the  equality,  the  liberty  and  the  inde^ 
pendence  of  the  Republic.

If  thefe  are  founded  on  particular  circumftances,  on  tran- 
fient  events,  they  muft  yield  to  time,  which  reftores  human  crea- 
tures and  their  paffions  to  their  original  nothing.  Thus  we  fee 
liations,  who  follow  no  law  but  the  will  6i  a  defpot,  making  al« 
Jianciss,  )>reaking  thofe  alliances,  and  cutting  one  another's  throats^ 
^s  the  caprice  of  their  tyrants  may  happen  to  difbte.  l^ations,  op 
jhe  other  hand,  who  have  elevated  themfelves  to  the  dignity  crfthQ 
human  fpecies,-  who  have  founded  their  governments  on  the  facred 
Tights  of  man,  have  no  interelt  but  to  maintain  entire  the  prin"» 
ciples  which  fecure  to  them  the  enjoyment  of  liberty.  This  in» 
tereft,  no  more  admitting  of  modification  than  principles,  cements 
between  nations  a  flable  and  durable  amity. 

Fear  not,  then,  citizens,  that  France  will  break  the  ties  which 
bind  her  to  Geneva.  In  her  name,  I  announce  to  you  thatber 
intention  is  to  live  in  good  underftanding  with  you.  Whatever 
may  be  the  refources  and  the  power  of  the  French  people,  however 
fplendid  the  fuccefs  of  their  arms,  however  exacted  the  courage  of 
their  numerous  battalions,  they  will  never  over-run  the  territoty 
pf  their  faithful  friends.  Juflice  ami  regard  to  principles  will  ftay 
)vithout  effort  the  impetuous  torrent  which  overflowed  itsbanb 
only  to  fweep  away  the  enemies  of  liberty.  * 

It  is  not  to  make  flaves,  to  trample  upon  ftates  lefs  powerful 
than  their  own,  to  change,  as  kings  do,  cities  into  tombs,  and 
peopled  countries  into  deferts,  that  the  French  have  armed.  T*hcy 
armed  to  re-eftablifh  and  maintain  among  themfelves  the  facred 
principles  that  ought  to  reign  among  men,  among  na^tions,  and 
which  were  to  be  found  only  in  the  writings  of  the  philofophers  of 
^Geneva.  At  his  voice  it  is  that  the  French  nation  has  roufeditfelf 
from  its  Long  torpor,  broken  her  chains,  fapped  all  prejudices,  and 
overturned  a  throne.  The  holy  tree  of  liberty,  of  which  RoulTeau 
cultivate^  the  feeble  plant,  foon  fprung  up  near  his  grave,  and  mixed 
its  branches  with  thofe  that  overlhadow  the  tomb  of  that  great  man. 

It  is  under  their  hofpitable  ihade  I  come  to  afTure  you  that  the 
French  people  will  never  do  any  thing  to  the  prejudice  of  your  in- 
dependence. As  incapable  of  exercHing  as  of  fufiering  tyranny, 
.  they  meddle  not  in  the  domeftic  affairs  of  any  government,  and 
endure  no  meddling  in  their  own.  The  facred  word  I  now  give 
^o  you  the  French  Republic  will  keep ;  for  tyrants  alone  have  the 
ihameful  prerogative  of  being  perjured.

Liberty,  for  which  Geneva  has  combated  for  two  centuries  ; 
the  prefent  (he  has  made  to  the  world  of  the  moft  eloquent  de- 
fenders of  the  rights  of  the  people  ;  and  even  the  wrongs  done  he^ 
by  France  when  enflaved,  were  fure  pledges  of  the  good  will  of 
France  free  and  regenerated. 

Impure  men  may  haye  exerted  themfelves  foi"  a  mdtneht,  to 
deprive  us  of  this  precious  good  will ;  but  their  fljccefs,  founded 
On  impoilure,  could  not  be  of  long  duration.  France  herfelf,  as

CONSIDERING  that  it  is  their  duty  to  prevent  the  citizens 
of  the  Republic  of  Geneva  from  experiencing  even  a  temporary 
Inconvenience,  the  fyndics  and  council,  without  authorizing  xe- 
prifals  until  the  States  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefland  order  the 
^xccutipn  of  their  decree^  command  provifiotially  all  merchants. 
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bankers^  and  other  perfons  who  are  conneded  with  the  flMidumtt^ 
hankers,  and  other  perfons  in  Holland,  to  lodge  in  the  hands  of  the 
fccretaries  of  the  council  at  the  Chancery,  within  a  week  fiqm 
the  date  hereof,  an  cxatSt  ftatement  of  what  they  owe  totheDutcby 
and  order  them  not  to  pay  fuch  debts  under  a  penalty  equal  to-tln^ 
debt,  or  to  the  fum  that  may  be  paid. 

The  fyndics  and  council  further  forbid  every  perfon,  who  has 
drawn  upon  Holland,  and  whofe  draft  has  not  yet  been  honoured, 
to  reimburre  the  bearer  of  fuch  draft  without  the  permiffion  of  At 
council.

A  RUMOUR  has  been  fpread  abroad  throughout  our  city, 
which  gives  much  uneailnefs  to  our  fellow-citizens,^  and  in  par* 
ticnlar  to  the  merchants  who  frequent  the  fairs  of  Frankfort: 
it  is,  that  they  are  henceforth  to  be  excluded  from  them  in  foch 
a  manner,  that  they  (hall  not  enjoy,  as  heretofore,  the  liberty 
of  making  purchafes. 

We  wifli  to  perfuade  ourfelves,  that  this  report  is  totally 
deftitute  of  foundation ;  we  cannot,  indeed,  guefs  what  motivdi 
could  have  determined  your  lordfliips  to  adopt  a  meafure  againft 
the  Genevcfc,  which  you  have  never  inforced  but  againft  the 
individuals  of  a  nation  with  whom  you  may  happen  to  be  at  war, 
or  thofe  perfons  whofe  proceedings  are  likely  to  be  repugnant  to 
juftke  and  public  order. 

If  the  city  of  Geneva  cannot  quote  in  its  own  favour,  the 
fervices  rendered  to  the  city  of  Frankfort,  it  may  at  leaft truly 
affirm,  that  it  has  never  done  any  thing  which  could  be  conu- 
dered  by  your  lordfliips  as  an  aft  of  hoilility. 

Theeffeftsof  thecommotions  which  have  lately  taken  place 
among  us,  have  been  entirely  confined  to  the  walls  of  our  city;     | 
they  are  not  of  a  nature  to  alter  our  external  conneftions,  and 
ftill  lefs  our  political  ones, 

Geneva  is  ft  ill  a  free  and  independent  city,  whofe  revolutions 
are  in  no  wife  afFcftcd  by  any  foreign  power.  The  objcft  of 
•  the  revolution  which  has  lately  taken  place,  was  never,  as  has 
been  pretended,  to  bring  it  under  the  dominion  of  the  French, 
but  to  execute  juftice  on  the  internal  enemies  of  oar  independ- 
ence and  our  conftitution. 

The  government,  fuch  as  it  was  cortftituted  during  the  laft 
luring,  by  our  fovereign  affembly,  and  fuch  as  it   was  recog- 
nized by  our  ancient  and  faithiiil  allies,  the  worthy  cantoni^of 
Zariqh  and  Berne,  Via?i  V)^\\  ^^t&iN^iw  \»\xl\uv  tne  ordinary 
kumdaries. 
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The  extraordinary  meafures  which  have  been  adopted  toi 
Totne  weeks  paft,  are  temporary  meafures  of  furety,  and  will 
ceafe  fo Toon  as  the  neceflary  arrangements  for  precluding  future 
commotions  (hall  have  been  definitively  agreed  upon. 

There  does  not  therefore  exift  any  thing  among  us,  which  caift 
determine  your  lordfliips  either  to  break  or  to  fufpend  the  com- 
mercial conne6):ions  between  our  two  cities,  which  cannot  but 
contribute  to  their  mutual  profperity. 

The  protetStion  with  which  your  lord(hips  have  conftantly 
honoured  tbofe  of  our  fellow-citizens,  who  frequent  the  city 
of  Frankfort,  and  for  which  we  befeech  you  to  receive  our  fin- 
cere  thanks,  affords  us  room  to  hope,  that  you  will  give  a 
fevourable  reception  to  the  prefent  letter;  and  that  j^ou  will 
tontlnue  your  beneficence  well  as  in  regard  to  thofe  in  o«r 
city,^as  to  thofe  of  our  fcUow-citiaens,  whofe  affairs  may  in- 
duce them  to  fojourn  at  Frankfort. 

We  beg  your  Lordihips  to  be  perfuaded,  that  we  fliall  not 
omit  any  occafion  to  give  the  moft  effe<5lual  teftimoaiea  of  out 
ievotion  and  affeftion.

Great  asthedifparity  between  the  caufe  in  which  the  Poles  ar6. 
engaged,  and  that  of  the  Jacobins,  muft  appear  to  all  impartial 
minds,  attempts  are  mad^  to  injure  them  with  tfiefe  powerful 
courts  now  fo  judly  leagued  againft  the  real  Jacobins ;  they  think 
to  impofe  upon  the  fagacity  of  the  cabinets  of  Europe,  and  deceive 
thofe  minifters  whofe  penetration  nothing  can  efcape.  They  can, 
however,  only  delude  the  mifinformed  public,  by  falfely  and  in- 
jurioufly  mifreprcfenting  the  proceedings  of  Poland  as  an  effort  of 
Jacobinifhi.  Our  enemies  wifh.  to  brand  with  fo  deteftable  a  pur-

To  fiich  mifreprefentations  is  owing  the  miftake  of  the  foreiga 
gaxettes,  in  regarding  the  events  of  the  9th  of  May,  as  a  popular 
dFervefcence  to  which  the  regular  courfe  of  juftice  was  obliged  to 
yield  ;  yet,  in  faft,  nothing  has  been  precipitated.  The  crimes 
of  the  perfons  executed  were  committed  openly  in  the  face  of  the 
nation,  and  they  were  condemned  by  the3  national  opinion*  The 
effences  being  fo  publicly  known,  the  proofs  could  not  be  want* 
ing  i  the  Rullian  archives  furniflied  the  depot  of  crimes  againft 
the  ftate,  and  the  fpace  of  three  weeks  was  airiply  fufBcient  to 
GOlIedt  the  ncceffary  evidence  of  the  guilt  of  the  parties.  Nothing 
more  remained  but  the  execution  of  the  law,  thoOgh  their  punilh* 
ment  might  have  been  retarded,  but  for  fome  of  their  fecret  adhe- 
rents,  who  in  their  imprudent  rage  provoked  the  indignation  of  the 
people,  by  circulating  the  falfc  and  perfidious  alarm  of  the  8th  of 
May.  The  people,  then,  excited  by  the  enemies  of  their  repofc, 
.and  being  made  acquainted  with  their  artifices,  demanded,  with  a 
general  voice,  their  fentence  and  execution  ;  which  took  place  the 
next  day,  as  announced  in  all  the  public  papers.  This  was  not 
done,  as  reported,  upon  fimple  fufpicion,  but  upon  full  proof  of

•  Would  it  have  been  prudent,  when  an  enraged  people,  in  armt 
and  confulron,  having  recourfe  to  the  chicanery  of  forms,  and  de« 
ferring  for  a  time  the  punifhment  of  the  guilty,  to  give  rife  to  a 
tumult,  in  which  the  innocent  may  fufFer,  and  the  general  fecuritj 
he  endangered  !  Have  we  not,  in  a  recent  inflance,  had  an  example 
of  a  people,  happy,  and  juftly  proud  of  their  conftitution,  and  re« 
prefented  by  their  Parliament  ?  Have  we  not  feen  them,  without 
hefitation,  difpenfew;th  their  habeas  corpus,  the  palladium  of 
their  loved  conftitution,  in  conformity  to  the  wife  propofal  of  its 
government,  at  a  moment  of  expofure  and  of  danger  ?  This  is  a 
fufHcient  proof,  that  perilous  and  urgent  fituations  are  not  to  be 
fubie£^ed  to  the  forms  of  ordinary  procedure,  , 

The  foreign  gazettes  alfo  fpeak  of  one  D*Aigle,  whom  they 
fuppofed  to  have  been  acknowledged  here  by  the  government,  and 
introduced  to  the  king  as  agent  of  the  French  Republic  ;  but  the 
impofture  will  vanifh,  when  it,is  known  that  the  fame  D'Aigle, 
inuead  of  being  received  in  fuch  a  capacity,  has  been  detained  as 
a  fiifpeded  perfon  in  the  prefent  circumftances. 

As  to  the  other  falfe,  malicious,  and  ridiculous  infinuations  with 
which  the  foreign  papers  abound,  of  our  revolutionary  tribunals, 
bonnets  rouge,  cropt  hair,  fans  culotte  drefs,  and  impunity  for 
all  offences  during  the  revolution,  &c.  they  are  abfurdities  not 
worthy  to  be  refuted,  and  arife  from  an  unpardonable  ignorance 
of  the  charaSer  and  manners  of  Poland  and  its  troops.  They  have 
even  prefumed  to  employ  malicious  criticifm  on  the  religious 
worihip,  and  the  prayers  which  our  generaliflimo  Kofciuiko  is  in 
the  habit  of  offering  up  to  Heaven  previous  to  a  battle— a  cuftom 
which  fhould  ferve  as  an  example  to  all  others,  and  furnifh  the 
world  with  a  proof  that  jacobinifm  and  irreligion,  fo  far  frooL 
jbeing  generally  adopted,  have  gained  no  profelytes  in  Poland. 


AMERICA. 

AN.ampIe  feleSion  of  the  moft  important  papers  relative  te 
the  points  in  difpute  which  have  arifen  between  Great- 
Britain  and  America  fincethe  commencement  of  the  prefent  war, 
as  well  as  of  the  papers  and  proceedings  between  the  French  go- 
vernment and  the  United  States,  is  here  given  ;  but  it  would  be  as 
inconfifVent  with  the  plan  of  this  work,  as  inconvenient  to  its  li- 
mits, to  infert  all  the  ftate  papers,  on  the  non-performance  of  the 
iljpulations  of  the  treaty  of  peace  in  1783,  which  have  been  re-, 
/cently  brought  intodifcuflion.  They  are  publifhed  in  two  piw^- 
Dhlets  by  pcb;:ett^  and  are  of  much  importance  in  copfidering  the 
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lliiefenc^s  between  this  country  and  America ;  but  are  of  no  im^ 
portance  with  regard  to  the  French  war.  The  following  ihoit 
jilatementy  howeVer^  may  be  neceflary  to  explain  paflages  and  allu- 
fions  in  other  papers ,  afterwards  given  at  full  length. 

In  i79iy  Mr.  Hammond,  the  Britifh  minifter  to  the  United 
&ates,  began  a  corrcfpondence  with  Mr.  Jefierfon,  the  American 
lecretary  of  ftate  ;  which  had  for  its  obje£t  the  improveinent  of 
the  commerce  between  the  two  countries,  and  the  termination  of 
atl  mifunderftanding*  Mr.  Jeflierfon  UrA  entered  into  the  fnbjedi 
of  complaint  in  a  note  dated  Philadelphia,  15th  Dec.  I79i»  ia 
which  he  contended,  the  provifional  and  definitive  treaties/  ia 
their  7th  article,  (lipiilated  that  his  <^  /Britannic  Majefty  fhould^ 
with  all  convenient  fpeed,  and  without  caufing  any  drftnidion, 
or  carrying  away  any  negroes,  or  other  property  of  the  Americas 
inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his  armies,  garrifons,  and  fleets  from  the 
lakl  United  States,  and  irom  every  port,  place,  and  harbour  witbia 
the  fame.*' 

But  the  Britifh  garrrfons  were  not  withdrawn  with  all  conve* 
nient  fpeed,  nor  have  ever  yet  been  withdrawn  from  Michilliraack* 
inac,  on  Lake  Michigan ;  Detroit,  on  the  ftreight  of  Lakes  Erie 
and  Huron ;  Fort  Erie,  on  Lake  EIrie :  Niagara,  Ofwego,  oa 
Lake  Ontario  ;  Ofwegatchie,  on  the  river  St.  Lawrence ;  Point 
Au-fer,  and  Dutchman's  Point,  on  Lake  Champlain. 

2d.  Tl)e  Britiih  officers  have  undertaken  to  exercffe  a  jurifdic- 
tron  over  th^  country  and  inhabitants  in  the  vicinities  of  thofe 
forts  V  and, 

3d.  They  have  excluded  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  from 
navigatrng,  even  on  our  fide  of  the  middle  line  of  the  rivers  and 
lakes  eftabliflied  as  a  boundary  hetween  the  two  nations. 

By  thefe  proceedings  we  have  been  intercepted  entirely  from  the 
commerce  of  furs  with  the  Indian  nations  to  the  northward;  t 
commerce  which  had  ever  been  of  great  importance  to  the  United 
States,  not  only  for  its  intrinfic  value,  but  as  it  was  the  means  of 
frheriOiing  peace  with  thofe  Indians,  and  of  fuperfeding  theneccf- 
£}ty  of  that  expend ve  warfare  we  have  been  obliged  to  carry  oo. 
with  them  during  the  time  that  thefe  pofts  have  been  in  other 
lands. 

On  withdrawing  the  troops  from  New- York,  ift,  A  targe  em- 
barkation of  negroes,  of  the  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  tbc 
United  States,  took  place  before  the  commiffioners  on  our  part  for 
infpefting  and  fupcrintending  embarkations  had  arrived  there,  and 
without  any  account  ever  rendered  thereof.  2d.  Near  three  thou- 
fand  others  were  publicly  carried  away  by  the  avowed  order  of  the 
Britifh  commanding  officer,  and  under  the  view,  and  againft  the 
rcmonftrances  of  our  commiffioners.  3d.  A  very  great  number 
were  carried  off  in  private  vclfels,  if  not  by  the  exprefs  permiffion, 
yet  certainly  without  oppoTition  on  the  part  of  the  conmianding 
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officer,  Who  alone  had  the  means  of  preventing  it,  and  without 
admitting  the  infpeftion  of  the  American  commiflioners ;  and* 
4th.  Of  other  fpecies  of  property  carried  away,  the  commanding 
officer  permitted  no  examination  at  al\. 

A  difference  of  opinion^  too,  having  ari fen  as  to  the  river  in- 
tended by  the  plenipotentiaries  to  be  the  boundary  between  us  and 
the  dominions  of  Great-Britain,  and  by  them  called  tl^e  St.  Croix  ; 
which  name,  it  feems,  is  given  to  two  different  rivers,  the  afcer- 
taining  of  this  point  becomes  a  matter  of  prefent  urgency  :  it  has 
heretofore  been  the  fubje£h  of  applications  from  us  to  the  govern- 
ment of  Great-Britain* 

There  are  other  fmaller  matters  between  the  two  nations  which 
remain  to  be  adjufled  ;  but  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  refer  thefe 
for  fettlement  through  the  ordinary  channel  of  our  minifters,  than 
to  embarrafs  the  prefent  important  difcuffions  with  them :  they 
can  never  be  obilacles  to  friendfhip  and  harmony. 

Permit  me  now.  Sir,  to  alk  from  you  a  fpecification  of  the  par- 
ticular a£is,  which,  being  coniidered  by  his  Britannic  Majedy  as  a 
non-compliance  on  our  part  with  the  engagements  contained  in  the 
4th,  5th,  and  6th  articles  of  the  treaty,  induced  him  to  fufpend  the 
execution  of  the  7th,  and  render  a  feparate  difcuffion  of  them  inad- 
miflible. 

In  anfwer  to  this,  Mr.  Hammond,  the  Britifli  minifter,  in  a  me* 
morial,  dated  the  5th  of  March,  1792,  complains,  that,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  treaty,  in  many  of  the  dates  the  fubjefts  of  the  crown,  in 
endeavouring  to  obtain  the  reftitution  of  their  forfeited  eftates  and 
property,  upon  refunding  the  price  to  the  purchafers,  have  been 
treated  with  indignity — menaced,  expofed  to  perfonal  danger,  and 
in  fome  inftances  imprifoned.  Profecutions  have  been  commenced 
againfl  his  Majefty's  fubjecls  for  the  part  which  they  had  taken  in 
the  late  war.  In  many  of  the  dates,  laws  have  adually  paffed,  de- 
laying the  legal  invedigation  of  jud  claims,  and  abridging  the  de-. 
mands  of  Britifli  merchants.  Local  regulations,  in  refpeft  to  the 
tender  of  property  in  difcharge  of  jud  debts,  have  prevailed  to  fuch 
an  extent  as  to  amount  to  a  prohibition  of  fuits. 

In  many  of  the  State  courts  decifionshave  taken  place,  reducing 
the  amount  of  Britifti  debts,  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  origi- 
nal contracts;  and  fome  of  thofe  courts  havepofitivdy  refufed  to 
take  "cognizance  of  fuits  indituted  for  the  recovery  of  Britifli 
debts.  He  then  proceeds  to  fliew,  more  particularly,  the  difficul- 
ties thrown  in  the  way  of  Britifli  fubjeds  endeavouring  to  recover 
their  property  in  America ;  and  concludes  with  obferving,  that 
fuch  is  the  nature  of  the  fpecific  fafts  which  the  king,  my  mader^ 
has  confidered  as  infraSions  of  the  treaty  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  and  in  confequence  of  which  his  Majedy  has  deemed  tit 
expedient  to  fufpend  the  full  execution,  on  his  part,  of  the  7th  ar- 
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tide* of  t^t  treaty.  On  this  head  alfo,  it  is  Heceflary  to  premife 
the  following  evident  diftindion  :  That  the  king  has  contented 
htmfelf  with  a  mere  fufpenfion  of  that  article  of  the  treaty ;  where- 
as the  United  States  have  not  only  withheld  from  fubjeds  of  the 
crown  that  redrefs  to  which  they  were  ehtitled  under  the  terms  of 
the  treaty,  but  alfo  many  of  the  itates  have,  fubfequent  to  tht  peacei* 
pafTtd  new  legiflative  regulations  in  violation  of  the  treaty,  and  im- 
pofmg  additional  hardfhips  on  individuals,  whom  the  national  faith 
of  the  United  States  was  pledged,  under  precife  and  folemn  ftipu- 
lations,  to  infure  and  protefk  from  future  injury. 

On  the  grounds,  therefore,  of  the  irreparable  injury  which  many 
claifes  of  his  fubje£ls  have  fuflained,  and  of  the  heavy  expenfe  to 
which  the  Britiih  nation  has  been  fubjeded  by  the  non- perform* 
ance  of  their  engagements  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  the 
meafure  that  the  king  has  adopted  (of  delaying  his  compliance  with 
the  7th  article  of  the  treaty)  is  perfe£lly  juttifiable. 

To  all  the  complaints  of  Mr.  Hammond,  Mr.  JefFerfon  replied 
at  great  length,  and  with  much  minutenefs,  in  a  memorial  dated 
the  29th  of  May,  1792,  which  the  Britifli  minifter  tranfmittcd  to 
his  court  ;  but  to  which,  fo  late  as  the  fummer  of  I794»  he  had 
received  no  fuch  anfwer  as  enabled  him  to  give  any  further  expia- 
tion to  the  United  States.

Mr.  Jifer/otTf  Secretary  of  State,  to  Mr.  Pinckneyj  Afmtfter  PUai' 
potenliaryfrom  the  United  States  with  Great-Britain. 

Sir, 

WE  have  received,  through  a  channel  which  cannot  be  confi- 
dercd  as  authentic,  the  copy  of  a  paper,  ftylcd,  *^  Additional  In- 
ftruftions  to  the  Commanders  of  his  Majefty's  Ships  of  War,  and 
Privateers,  &c.''  dated  at   St.  James's,  June  8th,   1793*     If  this 
paper  be  authentic,   I  have  little  doubt  but  that  you  will  have 
taken  meafurcs  to  forward  it  to  me*     But  as  your  communicatioa 
of  it  may  mifcarry,  and  time  in  the  mean  while  be  loft,  it  has  beefl 
thought  belter  that  it  ihould  be  fuppofed  authentic  ;  that,  on  that 
fuppofition,  1  ihould  notice  to  you  its  very  exceptionable  nature^ 
and  the  ncceflity  of  obtaining  explanations  on  the  fubjeft  from 
the  Brititti  government ;  defiring,  at  the  fame  time,  that  you  will 
confider  this  letter  as  proviiionally  written  only,  and  as  if  never 
written,  in  the  event  that  the  paper,  which  is  the  occafion  of  it,  be. 
not  genuine. 

The  firft  article  of  it  permits  all  veflels,  laden  wholly  or  impart 
with  corn,  flour,  or  meal,  hound  to  any  port  in  France,  to  be  ftop* 
ped,  and  fent  into  any  Britiih  port,  to  be  purchafed  by  that  go-* 

vernment,

vernment,  or  to  be  rclcafed  only  on  the  condition  of  fecurity  given 
by  the  mafter,  that  he  will  proceed  to  difpofe  of  his. cargo*  in^  the 
ports  of  fome  country  in  amity  with  his  Majefty. 

This  article  is  fo  manifedly  contrary  to  the  law  of  nations,  that 
nothing  more  \«rould  fecm  necelfary,  than  to  obfcrve  that  it  is  fo. 
Rieafon  and  ufage  have  eftablilhed,  that  when  two  nations  go  to 
war,  thofe  who  chiife  to  live  in  peace,  retain  their  natural  right  to 
purfue  their  agriculture,  manutaflures,  and  other  ordinary  voca- 
tions ;  to  carry  the  produce  of  their  induftry,  for  exchange,  to  all 
nations,  belligerent  or  neutral,  as  ufual ;  to  go  and  come  freely, 
without  injury  or  moleftation  :  and,  in  fliort,  that  the  war  among 
others,  (hall  be,  for  them,  as  if  it  did  not  cxift.  One  reftriftion 
on  their  natural  rights  has  been  fubmitted  to  by  nations  at  peace  ; 
that  is  to  fay,  that  of  not  furniftiing  to  either  party  implements 
merely  of  war,  for  the  annoyance  of  the  other,  nor  any  thing  what- 
ever roa  place  blockaded  by  its  enemy.  What  thefe  implements 
of  war  are,  has  been  fo  often  agreed,  and  is  fo  well  underftood,  as 
to  leave  little  queftion  about  them  at  this  day.  There  does  not 
exift,  perhaps,  a  nation  in  our  common  hemifphere,  which  has 
not  made  a  particular  enumeration  of  ihem,  in  fotne  or  all  of  their 
treaties,  under  the  name  of  contraband.  It  fuffices,  for  the  pre- 
fcnt  occafion,  to  fay,  that  corn,  flour,  and  meal,  are  not  of  the 
clafs  of  contraband,  and  confequently  remain  articles  of  free  com- 
merce* Acukure,  which,  like  that  of  the  foil,  gives  employment 
to  fuch  a  proportion  of  mankind,  could  never  be  fufpended  by  the 
vrhole  earth,  or  interrupted  for  them,  whenever  any  two  nations 
Ihould  think  proper  to  go  to  war. 

The  ftate  of  war,  then,  exifting  between  Great-Britain  and 
France  furnifhes  no  legitimate  right  to  either  to  interrupt  the 
agriculture  of  the  United  States,  or  the  peaceable  exchange  of 
its  produce  with  all  nations  ;  and  confequently,  the  aflTumption  of 
it  will  be  as  lawful  hereafter  as  now,  in  peace  as  in  war.  ,Na 
ground,  acknowledged  by  the  common  rcafon  of  mankind,  aulho- 
rifes  this  a6i  now  ;  and  unacknowledged  ground  may  be  taken  at 
any  time  and  all  times.  We  fee,  then,  a  practice  begun,  to 
which  no  time,  nocircumftances,  prefcribe  any  limits ;  and  which 
ftrikes  at  the  root  of  our  agriculture;  that  branch  of  induftry, 
which  gives  food,  cloathing,  and  comfort,  to  the  great  mafs  of  the 
inhabitants  of  thefe  ftates.  If  any  nation  whatever  has  a  right'  tO' 
(hut  up,  to  our  produce,  all  the  ports  of  the  earth,  except  her  own 
and  thofe  of  her  friends,  fhe  may  (hut  up  thefe  alfo,  and  fo  confine 
us  within  our  own  limits.  No  nation  can  Tubfcrihe  to  fuch  pre- 
teniions ;  no  nation  can  agree,  at  the  mere  will  and  intereft  of  an- 
other, to  have  its  peaceable  induftry  fufpended,  and  its  citizens  re-- 
dtJCed  to  idlenefs  and  want.  The  lofs  of  our  produce,  if  deftined 
for  foreign  markets,  or  that  lofs  which  would  refult  from  -an  ^rbi« 
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trary  reftralnt  of  our  markets,  is  a  tax  too  (erious  for  us  to  acqui- 
efce  in.  It  is  not  enough  for  a  nation  to  fay,  we  and  our  friends 
will  buy  your  produce.  We  have  a  right  to  anfwer,  that  it  fuits 
us  better  to  fell  ta their  enemies  as  well  as  their  friends.  Oorihips 
do  not  go  to  France  to  return  empty ;  they  go  to  exchange  the 
furplus  of  one  produce,  which  we  can  fpare,  for  furplufles  of  other 
kinds,  which  they  can  fpare,  and  we  want ;  which  they  can  fur- 
nifli  on  better  terms,  and  more  to  our  mind,  than  Great-Britain 
or  her  friends.  We  have  a  right  to  judge  for  our fe Ives  what 
market  beft  fuits  us,  and  they  have  none  to  forbid  to  us  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  neceflaries  and  comforts  which  we  may  obtain  from 
any  other  independent  country. 

This  aS,  too,  tends  direftly  to  draw  us  from  that  ftate  of  peace 
into  which  we  are  wiihing  to  remain.  It  is  an  eflential  charaftcr 
of  neutrality,  to  furnifh  no  aids  (not  (lipulated  by  treaty)  to  one 
party,  which  we  are  nut  equally  ready  to  furnifti  to  the  other.  If 
we  permit  corn  to  be  fent  to  Great -Britain  and  her  friends,  wcare 
equally  bound  to  permit  it  to  France.  To  reftrain  it,  would  be  a 
partiality  which  might  lead  to  war  with  France ;  and,  between  re- 
Itraining  it  ourfelves,  and  permitting  her  enemies  to  reflrain  it  un- 
rightfully, is  no  difference.  She  would  confider  this  as  a  mere 
pretext,  of  which  fhe  would  not  be  the  dupe ;  and  on  what  ho- 
nourable ground  could  we  otherwife  explain  it?  Thus  we  fliouW 
fee  ourfelves  plunged,  by  this  unauthorifed  aft  of  -Great-Britain, 
into  a  war,  with  which  we  meddle  not,  and  which  we  wifli  to 
avoid,  if  juftice  to  all  parties,  and  from  all  parties,  will  enable  us 
to  avoid  it.  In  the  cafe  where  we  found  ourfelves  obliged,  by 
treaty,  to  withhold  from  the  enemies  of  France  the  right  of  arm- 
ing in  our  ports,  we  thought  ourfelves  in  juftice  bound  to  withhold 
the  fame  right  from  France  alfo  ;  and  we  did  it.  Were  we  to 
withhold  from  her  fupplies  of  provifions,  we  Ihould,  in  like  man- 
per,  be  bound  to  withhold  them  from  her  enemies  alfo,  and  thus 
Ihut  to  ourfelves  all  the  ports  of  Europe  where  corn  is  in  demand, 
or  make  ourfelves  parties  in  the  war.  This  is  a  dilemma  which 
Great-Britain  has  no  right  to  force  upon  us,  and  for  which  no  pre- 
text can  be  found  in  any  part  of  our  condud.  She  may,  indeed^ 
feel  the  defire  of  flarving  an  enemy  nation  ;  but  Ihe  can  have  no 
rig;ht  of  doing  it  at  our  lofs,  nor  of  making  us  the  inflrumcnt 

of  it. 

The  prefidcnt,  therefore,  defiresthat  you  will  immediately  enter 
into  explanations  on  this  fubjeft  with  the  Britifh  government. 
Lay  before  them,  in  friendly  and  temperate  terms,  all  the  demon- 
ftrations  of  the  injury  done  us  by  this  aft,  and  endeavour  to  obuiin 
a  revocation  of  it,  and  full  indemnification  to  any  citizens  of  thefe 
A^tes,  who  may  have  fufFered  by  it.  In  the  mean  time,  accom- 
pany your  reprcfentations  with  every  affurance  of  our  earned  de- 
fire 
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jire  to  live  on  terms  of  the  beft  friendihip  and  harmony  with  theiti,- 
and  to  found  our  expeAations  of  juftice  on  their  part,  on  a  ftri^ 
obfervance  of  it  on  our's. 

It  is  with  concern,  however,  I  atn  obliged  to  obfcrve,  that  fo 
marked  has  been  the  inattention  of  the  Britifli  court  to  every  ap- 
plication which  has  been  made  to  them  on  any  fubje£t  by  this  go<» 
vernment(not  a  fingleanfwer,  I  believe,  having  ever  been  given  to 
one  of  them,  except  in  the  aft  of  exchanging  a  minifter)  that  it 
may  become  unavoidable  in  certain  cafes,  where  an  anfwer  of 
fome  fort  is  neceifary,  to  confider  their  fil^nce  as  an  anfwer — per- 
haps this  is  their  intention.  Still,  however,  deflrous  of  furniihing 
no  colour  of  offence,  we  do  not  wifli  you  to  name  to  them  any 
term  for  giving  an  anfwer.  Urge  one  as  much  as  you  can  with- 
out commitment ;  and  on  the  firft  day  of  December  be  fo  good  as 
to  give  us  information  of  the  ftate  in  which  this  matter  is,  that  it 
may  be  received  during  the  feflion  of  Congrefs. 

The  fecond  article  of  the  fame  inttrudion  allows  the  armed 
veflels  of  Great-Britain  to  feize,  for  condemnation,  all  veffels  on 
their  firft  attempt  to  enter  a  blockaded  port,  except  thofe  of  Den« 
mark  and  Sweden,  which  are  to  be  prevented  only,  but  not  feized^ 
on  their  firft  attempt.  Of  the  nations  inhabiting  the  fhores  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  and  pradifing  its  navigation,  Denmark,  Sweden^ 
and  the  United  States,  alone  are  neutral.  To  declare  then  all 
neutral  velFels  (for. as  to  the  veiTels  of  the  belligerent  powers  no 
order  was  neceifary)  to  be  legal  prize  which  fhall  attempt  to  enter 
a  blockaded  port,  except  thofe  of  Denmark  and  Sweden,  is  exa£lly 
to  declare  that  the  velfels.of  the  United  States  ftiall  be  lawful  prizc^ 
and  thofe  of  Denmark  and  Sweden  ftiall  not.  It  is  of  little  confe« 
quence  that  the  article  has  avoided  naming  the  United  States,  fincc 
it  has  ufed  a  defcription  applicable  to  them,  and  to  theiTi  alone^ 
while  it  exempts  the  others  from  its  operation  by  name.  You 
will  be  pleafed  to  afk  an  explanation  of  this  diftinAion,  and  you 
will  be  able  to  fay  in  difcufling  its  juftice,  that  in  every  circum- 
ftance  we  treat  Great-Britain  on  the  footing  of  the  moft  favoured 
nation,  where  our  treaties  do  not  preclude  us,  and  that  even  thefe 
are  juft  as  favourable  to  her,  as  her's  are  to  us.  Poflibly  ftie  may 
be  bound  by  treaty  to  admit  this  exception  in  favour  of  Denmark 
and  Sweden,  but  (he  cannot  be  bound  by  treaty  to  withhold  it  from 
us;  and  if  it  be  withheld  merely  becaufe  not  eftabliflied  with  us 
by  treaty,  what  might  not  we,  on  the  fame  ground,  have  withheld 
from  Great-Britain  during  the  ftiort  courfe  of  the  prefent  war,  as 
well  as  the  peace  which  has  preceded  it  ? 

Whether  thefe  explanations  with  the  Britifti  government  (hall 
be  verbal  or  in  writing,  is  left  to  yourfelf.  Verbal  communica- 
tions are  very  infecure,  for  it  is  only  to  deny  them,,  or  to  change 
their  terms,  in  order  to  do  away  their  effect  at  any  time.    Thofe 
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;ii  writing  have  many  and  obvious  advantages,  and  onght  to  be  pre* 
ierredy  unlefs  there  be  obilaclcs  of  which  we  are  not  apprized.

ift,  THAT  it  (hall  be  lawful  to  ftop  and  detain  all  veflelsltadd 
wholly  or  in  part  with  com,  fiour,  or  meal,  bound  to  any  port  in 
France,  or  any  port  occupied  by  the  armies  of  France,  and  to  fend 
them  to  fuch  ports  as  ihall  be  moil  convenient,  .in  order  that  fad 
com,  meal,  or  fiour,  may  be  purchafed  on  behalf  of  his  Majefty*s 
gcuremroent,  and  the  ihips  be  reieafed  after  fuch  purchale,  and  aftet 
a  due  allowance  for  frei^t,  or  that  the  matters  of  fuch  (hips  oa 
giving  due  fecurity,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  court  of  admiralty, 
be  permitted  to  proceed  to  dlifpofe  of  their  cargoes  of  com,  mcali 
or  fiour,  in  the  ports  of  any  country  in  amity  with  his  Majeily. 

2d,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  commanders  of  his  Majeftj's 
fhips  of  war  and  pri\*ateers,  that  have,  or  may  have  letters  of  roar^pie 
ag^nft  France,  to  feize  all  (hips,  whatever  be  their  cargoes,  that 
flttU  be  found  attempting  to  er:ter  any  blockaded  port,  and  to  fend 
the  fame  for  condemnation,  together  with  their  cargoes,  except 
the  (hips  of  Denmark  and  Sweden,  which  (hall  only  be  prevented 
'from  entering  on  the  firft  attempt,  but  on  the  fecond  (hall  be  fent 
in  for  condeomation  I  ike  wife. 

3d,  That  in  cafe  his  Majcily  iTiall  declare  any  port  to  be  block* 
add,  the  commanders  of  his  ^{Jj^.nly*s  ihips  of  war  aixi  privateers, 
that  have,  or  may  have  Ietter5  of  marque  againil  France,  are  hereby 
enjoined,  if  they  meet  with  ihips  at  fca,  which  appear  from  their 
papers  to  be  delliced  to  fuch  blockaded  port,  but  to  ha\*e  failed 
from  the  ports  of  their  refpeilive  CL»ur.tr:cs,  before  the  declaration 
of  the  blockade  ihall  have  arrived  there,  to  advertife  them  thereof 
and-  to  admonifh  them  to  go  to  other  ports,  but  they  are  not  to  mo* 
left  them  after ward5,  unieU  it  ihall  appear,  that  they  have  coniinued 
their  courfe  with  intent  to  enter  xvx  biockaded  port,  in  which  cafe 
tfaey(hali  be  fubjeclto  capture  and  condemnation,  as  thai!  likewifeall 
(hips  wherefoever  found,  that  ihail  appear  to  have  failed  from  their 
pofts,  bound  to  any  port  which  his  Majefty  ihail  have  declared  to 
he  blockaded,  after  fuch  declaration  thall  have  been  kiu>wn  in  the 
country  from  wbich  the<  (ailed^  zrA  all  ihips  which  in  the  courfe

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of  the  voyage  (hall  have  received  notice  of  the  bloclade  in  any 
manner,  and  yet  ihall  have  purfued  their  courfe  with  intent  to  en-*' 
ter  the  fame.

I  HAVE  the  honour  of  tranfmitting  to  yoii  a  copy  of  an  additional 
inftniftion,  given  by  his  Majefty's  order  in  council,  to  the  com- 
mindersof  the  Britiih  armed  veffels,  refpeding  the  commerce  of 
Qcvtral  nations  with  France  in  the  articles  of  grain,  and  alfo  with 
reganl  to  fuch  French  ports  as  may  in  the  courfe  of  the  war,  be 
Uocked  by  his  Majedy  or  of  the  other  powers  engaged  in  the  war. 

In  communicating  to  you  this  paper,  it  is  neceifary  for  me  to  re- 
nark,  that  by  the  law  of  nations,  as  laid  down  by  the  moft  modern 
«rriters,  it  is  exprefsly  (lated,  that  all  provifions  are  to  be  confidered 
IS  contraband,  and  as  fuch  liable  to  confifcation ;  in  the  cafe  where 
he  depriving  an  enemy  of  thefe  fupplies,  is  one  of  the  means  in- 
snded  to  be  employed  for  reducing  him  to  reafonable  terms  of 
eace. — The  aftual  fituation  of  France  is  notorioufly  fuch,  as  to 
:ad  to  the  employing  of  this  mode  of  diftr effing  her  by  the  joint 
perations  of  the  different  powers  engaged  in  the  war,  and  the  rea- 
ming which  in  thefe  authors  applies  to  all  cafes  of  this  fort,  is 
srtainly  much  more  applicable  to  the  pre/en t  cafe,  in  which  the 
iftrefs  refults  from  the  unufual  mode  of  war,  employed  by  the 
lemy  himfelf,  in  having  armed  almoft  the  whole  labouring  dafff 
Fthe  French  nation,  for  the  purpofe  of  commencing  and  fupporting 
aftilities  againft  all  the  governments  of  Europe. — But  this  reafon* 
ig  is  moft  of  all  applicable  to  the  circumftances  of  a  trade  which 

now  in  a  great  meafure  enHrely  carried  on  by  the  aftually  ruling 
arty  of  France  itfclf,  and  which  is  therefore  no  longer  to  be  re- 
urded  as  a  mercantile  fpeculation  of  individuals,  but  as  an  imme- 
iatc operation  of  the  very  perfons  who  have  declared  war,  and  are 
ow  carrying  it  on  againft  Great-Britain. — On  thcfc  confiderations, 
lercfore,  the  powers  at  war  would  have  been  juftifiable  if  they  had 
Mifidered  all  prpvifions  as  contraband  ;  and  had  direfied  them  as 
ich  to  be  brought  in  for  confifcation. 

But  the  prefent  meafure  purfued  by  his  Majefty's  government,  fo 
ir  from  going  to  the  extent  which  the  law  of  nations  and  the  cir- 
jmftaucesof  the  cafe  would  have  warranted,  only  has  prevented 
le  French  from  being  fupplied  with  corn,  omitting  all  mention  of. 
her  provifions,  and  even  with  rcfpeft  to  corn,  the  regulation 
lopted  is  one,  which  inftead  of  confifcating  the  cargoes,  fecures; 
i  the  proprietors,  fuppofing  them  neutral,  a  full  indemnification 
w  any  lofs  they  may  pollibly  fuftain. 

With  refped  to  the  rule  that  has  been  adopted  rclatiire  to  ports 
oekaded,  it  is  conformable  to  the  general  law  and  pra^ice  of-  all 
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nations,  and  the  eiitception'  there  mentioned  as  to  Denmark  and 
Sweden,  has  reference  to  exi(ling  treaties  with  thofe  powers ;  and 
cannot,  therefore,  give  any  juft  grounds  of  umbrage  or  jealoufy  to 
other  powers,  between  whom  and  Great-Britain  no  fuch  treaties 
fubfift. 

Before  I  conclude  this  letter,  I  deem  it  proper  to  exprefs  my 
hope  that  you.  Sir,  will  perceive,  in  the  communication  itfelf  of 
this  paper,  a  proof  of  my  willingnefs  to  furnifli  this  government 
with  any  intelligence  that  may  be,  interefting  to  it,  and  thereby  to 
anticipate  the  neceflity  of  inquiries  on  the  fubjeft  ;  and  I  cannot 
avoid  farther  adding  my  convidiion  that  the  explanation  I  have 
now  given  of  this  meafure,  will  fatisfaftorily  evince  the  propriety 
of  recurring  to  it  in  the  prefent  inftance*

I  HAVE  yet 'to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favour  of  the 
I2thinftant,  covering  an  additional  inftrufliion  to  the  commanders 
of  Britifh  armed  veffels,  and  explaining  its  principles,  and  I  receive 
It  readily  as  a  proof  of  your  willingnefs  to  anticipate  our  inquiries  on 
fubjefls  interefting  to  us.  Certainly  none  was  ever  more  fo  than 
the  inftrudion  in  queftion,  as  it  ftrikes  at  the  root  of  our  agricul- 
ture, and  at  the  means  of  obtaining  for  our  citizens  in  general,  the 
numerous  articles  of  neceflity  and  comfort  which  they  do  not  make 
for  thcmfclves,  but  have  hitherto  procured  from  other  nations  by 
exchange.  The  paper  had  been  before  communicated  to  the  pre* 
fident,  and  inftru£iions  immediately  fent  to  our  minifter  at  London, 
to  make  proper  reprefentations  on  the  fubjed,  in  the  efFeftof  which 
we  have  all  that  confidence  which  the  juftice  of  the  Britilh  govern- 
ment is  calculated  to  infpire.  That  *'  all  provifions  are  to  be  con- 
fidered  as  contraband  in  the  cafe  where  the  depriving  an  enemy  of 
thefe  fupplies  is  one  of  the  means  Intended  to  be  employ ed^^  or  in 
any  cafe  but  that  of  a  place  aHually  blockaded,  is  a  pofition  entirely 
new.  However,  the  "difcuflion  having  been  transferred  to  another 
place,  I  forbear  to  enter  into  it  here. 

We  had  conjectured,  but  did  not  before  certainly  know,  that  the 
diftindion  which  the  inftruftion  makes  between  Denmark  and  Swe- 
den on  the  one  hand,  and  the  United  States  on  the  other,  in  the  cafe 
ol  veifels  bound  to  ports  blockaded^  was  on  the  principle  explained 
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>y  you,  that  what  wts  yielded  to  thofc  countries  by  treaty,  it  h  not 
Jnfricndly  to  rcfufe  to  us,  becauji  not  yicldtd  to  us  by  treaty »  I  fliall 
[\ot  conteft  the  right  of  the  principle,  as  a  right  to  its  reciprocity 
Deceflarily  refults  to  us,

T^E  inclofcd  copy  of  additional  inftrudions  to  the  commanders 
df  Britifh  men  of  war  and  privateers  will  lliew  the  further  cm- 
barraflTiftent  to  which  pur  commerce  will  be  fubje^led  in  the  pre- 
fcntwar.    Thefe  inftruftions,  though  dated  the  8tl»  of  Jime,  were 
not  finally  iflTued  to  the  admiralty  till  the  28lh.     Lord  Grenvillc 
juftifies  them  from  the  authority  of  the  writers  on  the  law  of  na- 
tions, particularly  2d  Vattel,  72,  73,   and   urges,  that  by  the 
ioftrine  there  laid  down  they  have  not  gone  fo  far  as  they  would 
have  been  juftified  in  proceeding,  conlidcring  the  profncft  they 
kave  of  reducing  their  enemy  bv  fuch  means,  the  inltruc^ions  not 
extending  to  all  kinds  of  provifions,  nor  ro  confifcations  of  ihofe 
kinds  that  are  mentioned.    That  the  exifting  circumfbnces  juftify» 
iDgthem  in  confidering  grain  as  among  contraband  articles,  they 
come  within  the  pioclamation  iifued  by  the  prefident.     That  ihp 
French  government  are  in  faS  the  only  importers  of  grain  into 
that  country.     That  the  meafurc  was  fo  gnardcrf  by  directing  the 
property  to  be  paid  fpr,  together  with  the  freight,  that  the  owners 
Could  fufFcr  no  lofs,  a  liberal  price  being  always  allowed  in  thefe 
Cafes,  and  he  was  hopeful  the  matter  would  be  fo  conduced  as  to 
give  fatisfaSion  to  the  parties  concerned.     I  urged  every  argu- 
ment that  fuggefted  itfelf  to  me,  in  fi^pport  of  the  neutral  rights 
'^hieh  I  contended  were  injured  jn  this  inflancc,  pointed  to  incon- 
veniendes  that  would  attend  the  execution  of  the  inftru£lions, 
and  urged  that  the  cafe  put  by  Vattel,  of  a  well-grounded  hope  of 
reducing  the  enemy  by  famine,  did  not  exiil,  provifions  being  now 
cheaper  in  the  ports  of  France  than  in  thofc  of  England.     Lord 
Grenville,  on  being  aflced,  faid,  Spain  would  purfu?  the  fame  line 
of  conduS  ;  and  upon  its  being  objected,  that  even  their  late  con- 
vention with  RuflTa  did  not  extend  to  thi?  objeft,  he  anfwered, 
that  though  it  was  not  exprefsly  mentioned,  it  was  fully  puderftood 
by  both  parties  to  be  within  the  intention  of  it.     At  the  clofe  of 
tlic  converfation,  I  told  him,  1  fliould  tranfmit  thefe  inflru£lions 
to  you,  accompanied  by  his  reafons  in  their  juftification.     Lord 
Grenyille  fpoke  in  high  terms  of  approbation  of  the  aufwers  to

THE  frequent  interruptiQn3  our  veffels  experience,  efpecially  ia 
navigating  the  European  feas,  induce  me  to  addrefs  ypu  in  cypher. 

I  have  had  Teveral  converfations  with  Lord  Grenville,  but  do  noj 
find  that  this  government  will  at  all  relax  in  the  meafures  they  have 
adopted  towards  the  neutral  nations, — I  have  urged  every  thing  in 
my  power,  in  oppofition  to  the  policy,  as  well  as  the  right  (^thcfe 
meafures,  and  have  afTured  him  they  will  be  coi^fidered  by  our  gPt 
yernment  a$  infringements  of  the  neutral  rights.  As  I  cannot 
fpeak  from  authority  on  this  fubje£l,  I  have  not  fatd  what  meafures 
we  {hall  adopt  in  confequence,  although  I  have  ilrongly  infilled 
on  the  detriment  to  the  conrniercial  interefts  of  this  country,  which 
muft  neceflarily.  enfue  from  the  various  impeditiients  oppofed  to  a 
free  intercpnrfe,  as  well  as  from  the  ill-will  they  will  excite.  | 
may  perhaps  eft i mate  too  highly  the  bleffings  of  peace  in  general, 
and  the  advantage  of  our  neutral  fituation,  notwithilanding  all  the 
deduSions  to  be  made  on  account  of  the  condudl  of  this  countiy* 
But  it  appears  to  me,  that  ^f  the  United  States  ihould  deem  it  ne^ 
ceflary  to  go  beyond  the  line  of  remonftrances  on  this  occafion, 
prudence  will  didlate,  that  our  oppofition  fhould  be  confined  tcj 
Commercial  regulations.

HAVING  in  my  formet  cominunications  related  the  condud 
bf  this  government  to  the  neutral  powers,  with  the  reafons  afligned 
l>y  Lord  Greiiville  for  thi§  condu^,  which  reafons,  as  far  as  they 
conccrji  enemy's  property  on  board  neutral  veffels,  his  Lordfhip  in- 
ftM-med  me  he  had  direSed  Mr.  Hammond  to  rcprefent  fully  to  our 
government,  I  have  only  to  add,  that  from  fubfequent  converfa- 
tions,  there  does  not  appear  any  probability  of  the  Britifh  govern- 
tnent  relinquiOiing  this  point :  thefe  meafures  are  attended,  for  the 
prefeht,  with  greater  inconvenience,  and  confequent  irritation  to 
bur  citizens,  on  account  of  the  court  of  admiralty  having,  as  yet, 
pven  no  decifion  on  the  freight,  demurrage,  &c.  to  be  allowed  to 
8ic  veffels  brought  in  ;  on  this  fubjeft  I  have  made  repeated  appli- 
cation, (for  although  I  am  convinced  of  the  refpeft  due  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  judiciary  of  every  nation,  yet  if,  in  any  cafe,  a  de- 
lay of  juftice  may  be  deemed  equivalent  to  a  denial,  it  certainly 
may,  in  the  cafe  of  veffels,  circum (lanced  as  many  of  onr's  are,) 
and  the  court  of  admiralty  having  adjourned  to  the  4th  of  Septem- 
ber, without  any  decifion  on  thefe  points,  I  reiterated  my  reprefen- 
tation  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  who  appealed  to  be  furprifed  at  the 
further  procrafli nation  ;  and  I  am,  from  circumftances,  inclined 
to  think,  that  he  will  endeavour  to  accelerate  this  bufinefs  at  the 
time  to  which  the  court  ftands  adjourned.     As  I  thought  it  right 
that  the  evidence  of  our  oppofition  to  the  meafures  purfued  here/ 
Ihould  not  reft  merely  on  official  converfation,  I  took  an  opportu* 
2iity  of  bringing  forward  the  difcuffibn  in  writing,  fo  far  at  lead  as 
to  amount  to  an  authentic  document  of  our  claim,  with  fome  of 
the  reafons  in  fupport  of  it,  at  the  fame  time  that  I  endeavoured  fo 
to  guard  it^  as  to  leave  our  government  unembarraffed  in  any  line 
they  may  think  proper  to  purfue.

>\M1L  PINCKNEY  has  the  honour  of  acknowledging  the  re- 
ceipt of  Lord  Grenville's  note  of  the  31ft  ult.  and  of  cxpreiUng 
his  obligation  for  the  affurance  therein  contained,  that  his  Loiti* 
Ihip's  endeavours  will  be  exerted  to  prevent  as  far  as  ppflible^  an/' 
iiiconvenience  to  which  the  European  commerce  of  the  citizens 
of  the  United  States  of  America  may  be  liable, 'from  the  meafures 
unavoidably  refulting  from  the  exiftitig  ftate  of  waf  ;  and  as  his 
Lordihip  iuts  adverted  to  an  obierv^tion  contained  ia  Mr*  Pinck- 
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ney's  note  of  the  lid  ult,  he  will  take  the  liberty  of  briefly  ftailng 
the  principal  reafons  which  fuggefted  his  remark,  that  **  fomeof  the 
meafures  ot  this  government  will  be  conddered  by  the  United  States, 
as  infringements  on  the  neutral  rights/*    The  meafures  alluded  to 
arc  particularly  thofe  which  contravene  the  principles,  that  free 
Ihips  make  free  good?,  and  which  prevent  certain  articles  of  pro- 
vifion,  the  produce  of  the  United  States,  from  being  carried,  in 
their  ov\n  vellbls,  to  the  unblpckaded  ports  of  France.     With  rc- 
fpe£l  to  the  firil,  it  is  conceived,  that  as  commerce  has  been  more 
ditFufcly  cultivated,  and  its  principles  better  underftood,  the  law  of 
nations,  relating  thereto,  has  received  material  improvements  fincc 
the  publication  of  the  molt  modern  and  moft  approved  writers  on 
that  fub}c<3,  and  that  whatever  doubts  may  formerly  have  exified 
on  this  point,  that  the  fenfe  of  a  coniiderable  majority  of  the  mari- 
time powers  of  Europe  has,  within  the  laft  twenty  years,  been 
clearly  exprcffcd  in  favour  of  the  principle  of  free  (hips  making 
free  goods,  which  has  been  manifefted,  by  their  praflicc  in  the 
latter  years  of  the  American  war,  by  the  itipulations  entered  into 
at  that  time,  and  by  their  having  inferted  the  fame  in  their  latcft 
treaties.     Of  thefe,  the  treaties  entered  into  between  the  Uiiitcd 
Slates  and  feveral  European  powers,  are  among  the  moft  recent; 
all  of  which  fupported  this  doflrine  by  exprefs  ftipulation ;  and 
even  Great  Britain  muft  admit,  that  this  principle  contains  nothing   . 
Jiihonourabte  or  improper,  fmce  ihe  has  adopted  it  in  her  com- 
mercial treaty  with  France  ;   and  it  may  not  be  amifs  here  to  re- 
mark, that  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  is  as  advantageous 
to  Great  Britain,  taking  all  circumftanccs  into  confideration,  as 
that  of  France  has  been  :  fuppofing,  then,  the  queftion  of  right 
to  be  waved,  would  it  be  deemed  unreafohable  for  the  United  States 
to  exped  equal  advantages  with  thofe  France  would  have  en- 
joyed in  fimilar  circumftances  ?  But  the  right  now  contended  for, 
appears  not  only  fupported  by  modern  pra6^ice,  but  to  be  conform- 
able to  reafon  ;  for,  if  two  nations  have  the  misfortune  of  being 
engaged  in  war  againft  each  other,  it  is  evidently  contrary  to  the 
dilates  of  reafon  that  a  third,  who  has  no  concern  in  the  quarrel, 
and  has  offended  neither  party,  (hould  be  injured  thereby,  or  be  de- 
barred from  that  intercourfe  with  either,  which  is  not  immediately 
connedled  with  military  operations.     And  although  people  in  a 
ftate  of  war  have  in  general,  a  right  to  feize  or  deftroy  their  enemy's 
property,  yet  they  cannot  be  juftified  in  going,  for  that  purpofe,upon 
neutral  territory  ;  (in  conformity  to  which  dodrine,  the  Britifli  fliip 
Grange,  captured  by  a  French  frigate  in  the  bay  of  Delaware,  was 
lately  liberated  by  order  of  the  American  government ;)  and  the 
diftindlion  drawn  between  neutral  territory  and  neutral  veflels  docs 
not  appear  to  form  a  difference  fufficiently  fubftaiitial  to  preclude 
the  application  of  the  fame  principles  to  both*     It  may  be  hew 
addedi  tha:t  in  the  laft  viSty  the  Americans  adopted^ .  and  carried 

into 
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into  eiFe&y-this  principle  to  the  advantage  of  Britidi  fubjedsy  har* 
ing  adually  liberated  feveral  Britiih  cargoes  captured  on  board  of 
neutral  veffcls.  Mod  of  the  arguments  oppofed  to  the  firft  mea- 
fure  will  apply,  with  equal  force,  to  that  of  bringing  American 
provifion  veftels,  bound  to  the  unblockaded  ports  of  France,  into 
this  kingdom. — ^To  which  it  may  be  added,  that  if  Mr/Pinckney's 
information  is  juft,  (and  he  has  omitted  no  opportunity,  which  his 
fituation  has  afforded  him,  of  obtaining  accurate  intelligence  on 
this  fubjeft,)  the  reafon  ailigned  by  writers  on  the  law  of  nations 
for  mcafures  of  this  nature,  namely,  the  well-grounded  hope  of  re- 
ducing an  enemy  by  famine,  does  not  apply  in  the  prefent  inftance ; 
becaufe  the  price  of  the  articles  pointed  out  in  the  additional  in- 
ftruflions  is  lower  in  the  French  ports,  than  in  thofe  of  this  king- 
dom, where  there  is,  by  no  means,  any  fcarcity.  Arguments 
founded  on  the  inconvenience  attending  the  execution  of  meafures, 
may  fairly  be  adduced  againft  their  adoption ;  thcfe  are  fo  nu- 
merous, and  fo  obvioully  oppofed  to  both  meafures  now  under  con- 
fideration,  that  it  would  be  luperfluous  to  feleft  any  but  thofe  ctr- 
cumftances  which  prefs  in  a  peculiar  manner  upon  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  Under  this  head,  it  may  be  obferved,  that  for 
want  of  arrangements  being  made  for  the  fecurity  of  American 
fcamen  in  the  ports  of  this  country,  they  are  fubjeft  to  the  various 
hardlhips  Mr.  Pinckney  has  fo  frequently  detailed  to  Lord  Gren- 
ville  ;  of  courfe  their  being  captured  and  brought  into  thefe  ports, 
renders  them  liable  to  thofe  difadvantages  they  would  otherwifc 
have  avoided.  Grain  being  the  principal  export  of  the  United. 
States,  if  they  are  prevented  from  carrying  that  commodity  to  the 
French  ports,  they  are  not  only  deprived  of  that  branch  of  com- 
merce, but  are  prevented  from  drawing  thofe  commodities  from 
France,  for  which  they  have  occafion  ;  for  in  cafe  of  die  capture 
and  fale  of  their  property  here,  other  regulations  prevent  remit- 
tances being  made  from  hence  to  France,  to  purchafe  the  fupplics 
they  want.  Another  inconvenience  peculiar  to  the  Americans  is« 
that  the  fimilarity  of  language  renders  them  more  obnoxious  to  the 
irritation  arifing  from  contumelious  treatment,  too  oAen  exhibited 
by  the  captors  to  thofe  whom  they  have  taken  ;  which  may,  in  part, 
be  attributed  to  thofe  perfons  being  interefted  in  widening  the 
field  of  capture,  who  are  neceflarily  employed  in  executing  this 
meafure  ;  it  renders  them  alfo  more  accellible  to  offers  of  bribery, 
to  commit  unworthy  adbions  ;  on  both  of  which  fubjefls,  reprefen- 
tations  have  been  already  made  ;  but  the  evil  Mr,  Pinckney  mod 
fincerely  deprecates,  is  the  animofity  the  execution  of  thefe  mea- 
fures almolt  unavoidably  generates  between  the  parties  concerned 
therein  ;  which,  by  extending  in  their,  refpeftive  countries,  may 
eventually  diminifti  that  friendihip,  which  jt  is  the  intcreft,  and,  he 
truilsi  the  defire  of  both  nations  to  augment.

Thefe  arguments  might  be  detailed  much  more  at  length,  and 
others  adduced  to  corroborate  them :  but  Mr.  Pinckney  has  deemed 
it  neceflfary  ohly  touch  upon  lome  of  the  reafons  on  which  his  ob- 
fervation  was  founded,  to  obviate  the  idea  of  his  wifhing  to  claims 
in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  exemptions  to  Whfch  they  are  iiot^ 
In  reafon,  entitled.  At  the  fame  time,  he  iffures  Lord  CSrenvilld 
6f  the  due  fenfe  which  will,  at  all  timesi  be  entertained  by  his 
country,  for  any  circumftances  of  particular  attention  to  their  com- 
merce^ and  of  their  earned  defire,  by  a  reciprocation  bf  good  offices^ 
to  increafe  the  mtitual  advantages  of  both  nations. 

Mr.  I^inckncy  begs  leave  to  make  his  beft  acknowledgments  td 
Lord  Grenville's  declaration  of  perfonal  efteem,  and  to  offer  bis 
fentiments  of  refpedful  confideration  for  his  Lordfhip.

Lord  GRENVILLE  has  had  the  honour  to  receive  Mn 
Pinckney's  note  of  the  22d  July,  with  the  memorandum  accom- 
panying it  ;  he  has  direded  inquiry  to  be  made  refpeding  the 
cafes  of  feveral  (hips  mentioned  by  Mr.  Pinckney,  which  he  ap-« 
pfehends,  however,  to  be  all  in  a  courfe  of  legal  adjudication,  and 
confequently  not  in  a  ftatc  to  admit  of  the  interference  of  govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  Pinckney  may  be  affured  of  Lord  Grenville*s  beft  endea- 
vours at  all  times  to  prevent,  as  far  as  poffible,  any  inconvenience 
ariiing  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  United  States  in  their  European 
commerce,  from  the  meafures  Which  unavoidably  refult  from  the 
ftate  of  war,  in  which  the  maritime  countries  of  Europe  are  en- 
gaged. But  it  is  impoflible  for  him  not  to  remark,  in  reply  to  the 
obfervations  contained  in 'Mr.  Pinckney's  note,  that  the  fteps 
adopted  by  this  government,  fo  far  from  being  infraftions  of  the. 
neutral  rights,  are  more  favourable  than  the  law  of  nations  on 
that  fubjeft,  as  eftabliftied  by  the  moft  modern  and  moft  approv- 
ed writers  upon  it ;  and  that  the  rule  laid  down  here,  has  becft' 
marked  "vvith  circumftances  of  particular  attention  to  the  com* 
merce  of  America,*  in  the  inftance  which  Lord  Grenvillc  has 
already  had  the  honour  of  pointing  out  to  Mr.  Pinckney. 

Lord  Grenville  avails  himfelf  of  this  opportunity,  to  aflurc 
Mn  Pinckney  of  his  fincere  efteem  and  confideration.

NO  alteration  has  tal^en  place  fince  my  la(l,  in  the  condud  of 
this  government  towards  the  neutral  powers  ;  tl\ey  ftill  aflert  the 
propriety  of  preventing  the  provifions  fpecified  in  their  additional 
mftrudionsy  from  being  fent  to  French  ports,  and  of  making 
prize  of  their  enemy's  property,  in  whatever  veflels  it  may  be 
found — the  execution  of  thefe  meafures,  of  courfe,  creates  much 
uneafinefs  among  our  citizens,  whofe  commerce  is  much  injured 
thereby — I  receive  afTurances  th^t  their  court  will  amply  redrefs 
the  irregularities  whjch  may  be  committed  by  their  cruifers,  upon 
proper  application  ;  but  thefe  ^re  frequently  of  a  nature  to  be 
with  difficulty  brought  under  the  cognizance  of  the  judiciary  ^ 
and  I  find  our  fea-faring  people  ip  general,  rather  inclined  tq 
futimit  to  the  firft  inconvenience,  than  riik  the  event  of  a  law- 
foit.  The  court  of  admiralty,  in  the  beginning  of  the  prefent 
month,  adjudged  freight,  demurrage,  and  expenfes  to  an  Amen 
rican  veffel,  whofe  cargo  was  condemned,  1  am  hopeful,  fince 
this  precedent,  that  it  will  be  allowed  in  all  other  cafes,  which 
will,  of  courfe,  prevent  fo  many  of  our  veflels  from  being 
l>iought  in.  The  protection  afforded  our  feamen  remains  alfo 
pnthe  fame  footing  ;  they  profefs  a  willingnefs  to  fecure  to  us  all 
|ieal  American  feamep,  when  proved  to  be  fuch  ;  but  the  proof 
they  will  not  difpenfe  with — our  confuls  are  allowed  to  give  pro^ 
tedions,  where  the  mafter  of  the  yeflel,  and  the  mariner,  fwear^j 
that  the  party  is  an  American,  native,  and  citizen,  which  protec- 
tions, in  general,  are  refpeSed,  though  fome  irregularities  occa- 
fionally  take  place — fo  many  objeftions  are  made  to  the  arrange- 
ment we  propofe  on  this  fubjedl,  that  I  fee  no  profped  of  it$ 
taking  place.

copy  of  his  ftatement,  together  with  the  dpcuments  upon 
which  it  is  founded.

Sir,  Philadelpbiay  March  7. ^  1794- 

ON  my  fucccfJSon  to  the  department  of  State,  I  found  a 
large  voljame  of  complaints,  which  the  notification  had  col- 
leded,  againil  feveri^ieson  our  trade,  various  in  their  kindan4 
degree.  Having  reafon  to  prefume,  as  tlie  faft  has  proved, 
that  every  day  would  incr/eafe  th^  catalogue,  Ihave  waited  to. 
digeft  the  mal's,  until  time  (hould  have  hccn  allowed  for  exbii> 
biting  the  diverfified  forms  ip  which  our  commerce  has  hourly 
fuffered.  Every  information  is  j^  length  obtained^  which  may 
be  expedted. 

When  we  examine  the  dpcuments,  which  have  been  tranfc 
mitteid  from  diiFerent  parts  of  the  union,  we  find  the  Britifli, 
tlie  French,  the  Spaniards,  and  the  Putch,  charged  with  at«i 
tacks  upon  our  commerc^.' 

It  is  urged  againft  the  Britifh, 

J.  That  their  privateers  plunder  the  American  veflels,  throw 
them  out  of  their  courfe  by  forcing  them,  upon  groundlefs 
fufpicion,  in^p  ports,  other  than  thofe  to  which  they  were  dcf- 
tincd  ;  detain  them,  eyen  Jjfter  the  hope  of  a  regular  confifca- 
tion  is  abandoned;  by  their  negligence,  while  they  hold  the 
pofTefTion,  expofe  the  cargoes  to  damage,  ar^d  the  veJTels  tq  dc- 
flrudtion,  and  maltreat  their  crews. 

2.  1  hat  Britifli  fhips  of  war  h^ve  forcibly  feized  mariners, 
belonging  to  American  veflels,  and  in  one  infl:ance,  under 
the  protection  of  a  Portuguez^  fort. 

3.  That,  by  Brilifli  regulations  and  pra(5lice,  our  com  and 
provifions  are  driven  from  the  ports  of  Frjince,  and  reftri£ted 
to  the  ports  of  tlic  Britifli,  or  thofe  of  their  friends. 

4.  'J'hat  our  veflels  are  not  permitted  to  go  from  the  Britifli 
ports  in  the  iflands  without  giving  fecurity  (which  is  not  at- 
tainable, but  with  difiiculty  and  expenfe)  for  the  difcharge  of 
the  cargo  in  fome  other  Bri\ifl\,  or  a  neutral  port. 

^.  That  witliout  the  imputation  of  a  contraband  trade,  as 
defined  by  the  law  of  nations,  oui:  veffel§  ^re  captured  for  car- 
rying 
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^ing  t>il  a  tommetcial  intercourfc  with  tlie  French  Weft-In- 
dies, although  it  is  tolerated  by  the  laws  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic ;  aod  tliat  for  this  extraordinary  conduct,  no  other  excafe  is 
klledgedi  than  that  by  fonie  tdiSt  of  a  king  of  France,  this  in« 
tercburfe  was  prohibited ; — ^and, 

6.  That;the^condu£k  of  the  admiralty  in  the  Bfitifl^  iflands 
IS  impeachable  for  an  ea^cefs  of  rigour,  and  a  departure  from 
ftriff):  judicial  purity ;  and  the  expenfes  of  an  appeal  to  England^ 
too  heavy  to  be  encountej:ed>  under  all  the  circuniftances  of 
difcouragemcnt.

Under  this  complication  of  mifchief,  which  perfecutes  our 
commerce,  I  beg  leave,  Sir,  to  fubmit  to  your  conflderation^ 
whether  reprefentations,  as  far  as  fafts  may  juftify,  ought  not 
to  be  imraediately  prefled  upon  the  foreign  governments,  ia 
thofe  of  the  preceding  caies  for  which  they  are  refponfible. 
^  Among  thefe  Iclafs,  !•  The  violence  perpetrated  by  public 
fhips  of  war.  2.  Prohibitions,  or  regulations  inconfiftenC 
with  the  law  of  nations.  3.  The  improper  conduft  of  courts*

and,  6%  The  breach  of  public  coatradts.  How  far  a  govern- 
ment is  liable  to  redrefs  the  rapine  of  privateers,  depends  upon 
the  peculiarities  of  the  cafe.  It  is  incumbent  upon  it,  hoMCr 
ever,  to  keep  its  courts  freely  open,  and  to  fecure  an  impartial 
hearing  to  the  injured  applicants.  If  the  rules  prdjcribed  to 
privateers  be  100  loofe,  and  opportunities  of  plunder  or  ill*

States;  and  that  the  prefident  of  the  United  States  be  autborifed 
-to  give  fueh  inftfuAions  to  the  revenue  officers  of  the  tlnited 
^States,  as  Aiall  appear  better  adapted  for  carrying  the  (aid  refoM 
Intion  into  full  effedl.

THE  underfigned  Envoy  of  the  United  Slates  of  Amerioi 
has  the  honour  of  reprefcnti^g  to  the  Right  Hon.  Lord.  Gren« 
yillcy  his  Britannic  Majefty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  de- 
partment of  foreign  affairs : 

:  That  a  very  confiderable  number  of  American  veflels  have 
been  irregularly  captured,  and  as  improperly  condenuied,  bj 
certain  of  his  Majeity's  officers  and  judges. 

That,  in  various  inftances,  thefe  captures  and  condemnations 
were  fo  conducted,  and  the  captured  placed  under  fuch  unfa- 
vourable ciicumftances,  as  that,  for  want  of  the  fecurities  tc- 
quired,  and  other  ohiiacics,  no  appeals  were  made  in  fome  cafes^ 
nor  any  claims  in  others. 

.  The  underfigned  prefumes  that  thefe  fadls  will  appear  from 
the  documents  which  he  has  had  the  honour  of  fubmitting  to  hit 
Lordlhip's  confideration ;  and  that  it  will  not  be  deemed  necct 
ftry  at  prefent  to  particularize  thefe  cafes,  and  their  merits,  or 
detail  the  circumftances,  which  difcriminate  fome  from  others, 

rThat  great  and  extenfivc  injuries  having  thus,  under  colour 
of  his  Majefty's  authority  and  coinmiflions,  been  done  to  a 
numerous  clais  of  American  merchants,  the  United  States  can 
fpr  reparation  have  recourfe  only  to  the  juftice,  authority,  alid 
interpofition  of  his  Majefty.  That  the  veflels  and  propertv  taken 
and  condemned  have  been  chiefly  fold,  and  the  proceeds  divided 
among  a  number  of  perfons,  of  whom  fome  are  dead,  fome 
unable  to  make  retribution,  and  others,  from  frequent  removals, 
and  their  particular  circumftances,  not  eafily  reached  by  civil 
procefs. 

That  as  for  thefe  loflTes  and  injuries,  adequate  compenfation, 
by  means  of  judicial  proceedings,  has  become  impradticable ; 
and  confidering  the  caufcs  which  combined  to  produce  them, 
the  United  States  confide  in  his  Majefty's  juftice  and  magnani- 
mity, to  caufe  fuch  compenfation  to  be  made  to  thefe  innocent 
fufferers,  as  may  be  confiftent  with  equity  :  and  the  underfigned 
flatters  himfelf,  that  fuch  principles  may  without  difliculty  be 
adopted,  as  will  ferve  as  rules  whereby  to  afcertain  the  cafes  and 
the  amount  of  compenfation. 

So  grievous  are  the  expcnfes  and  delays  attending  litigated 
fuits,  to  perfons  wbofc  fortunes  have  l>cen  fo  materially  afl^Sed ; 
and  fo  great  is  the  diftance  of  Great  Britain  from  America,  that 
the  underfigned  thinks  he  ought  to  exprefs  his  anxiety,  that  a 
mode  of  proceeding  as  fummary  and  little  expenfive  may  be  dc- 
vifcd,  as  circumftances  and  the  peculiar  hardflxip  of  thefe  calies 
may  appear  to  permit  and  require. 

And 
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And  as  (at  leafl  in  fome  of  thefe  cnfes)  it  may  1>e  expedient 
and  neceilary,  as  well  as  juft,  that  the  fentences  of  the  courts 
of  vice-admiralty  fliould  be  revifed  and  correded  by  the  court 
of  appeals  here,  the  underfigned  hopes  it  will  appear  reafoti- 
able  to  his  Majefty,  to  order  that  the  captured  in  queflion  (who 
have  not  already  fo  done)  be  re-admitted  to  enter  both  their  ap« 
peals  and  their  claims. 

The  underfigned  alfo  finds  it  to  be  his  duty  to  reprefent,  that 

the  irregularities  befoie  mentioned  extended  not  only  to  the  cap* 

tare  and  condemnations  of  American  veflels  and  property,  and 

to  unufual  perfonal  feverities,  but  even  to  the  impreflment  of 

American  citizens,  to  fervc  on  board  of  armed  veflels.     He  for^^ 

bears  to  dwell  on  the  injuries  done  to  thefe  unfortunate  indivi* 

duals,  or  on  the  emotions  which  they  muft  naturally  excite, 

either  in  the  breads  of  the  nation  to  whom  thfey  belong,  or  to 

the  juft  and  humane  of  every  country.     His  reliance  on  the 

juftice  and  benevolence  of  his  Majefty,  leads  him  to  indulge  a 

pleafing  expeftation,  that  orders  will  be  given,  that  Americans, 

fo  circumftanced,  be  immediately   liberated,    and  that  perfons 

Jionoured  with  his  Majefty^s  commiflions,  do  in  future  abftain 

from  iimilar  violences. 

It  is  with  cordial  fatisfadlion  that  the  underfigned  refledls  on 
the  impreflions  which  fuch  equitable  aftd  conciliatory  meafures 
would  make  on  the  minds  of  the  United  States,  and  how  natu- 
rally they  would  infpire  and  cherifli  thefe  fentiments  anddifpo* 
fitions,  which  never  fail  to  preferve,  as  well  as  to  produce^ 
rtfyeSt,  efteem  and  friend  (hi  p.

THE  underfigned  fecretary  of  ftate  has  had  the  honour  to 
lay  before  the  King  the  minifterial  note  which  he  has  received 
from  Mr.  Jay,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipoten- 
tiary from  the  United  States  of  America,  refpefting  thealledged 
irregularity  of  the  capture  and  condemnation  of  feveral  Ameri- 
can veflels,  and  alfo  refpevSing  the  circumftances  of  perfonal 
feverity,  by  which  thofe  proceedings  are  ftated  to  have  been  ac- 
companied in  fome  particular  inftances. 

The  underfigned  is  authorifed  to  aflfure  Mr.  Jay,  that  it  is  liis 
Majefly's  wifli,  that  the  mofl:  complete  and  impartial  juftice 
Ihould  be  done  to  all  the  citizens  of  America,  who  may  in  faft 
have  been  injured  by  any  of  the  proceedings  above  mentioned. 
All  experience  fhews,  that  a  naval  war,  extending  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  globe,  muft  unavoidably  be  proilu6live  of 
fome  inconveniehces  to  the  commerce  of  neutral  nations;  and 
that  ho  care  can  prevent  fome  irregularities  in  the  courfe  of  thofe 
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proceedings,  which  are  univerfally  recognized  as  refulting  from 
the  jull  rights  incident  to  all  belligiprent  powers.  But  the  King 
will  always  be  defirotis  that  tbefe  inconveniencies  and  irregiw 
laities  fhould  be  aS  pfiuch  limited  as  th^  nature  of  the  cafo  will 
admit,  and  that  the  fulleft  opportunity  (hould  be  given  to  |J1  . 
to  prcfpr  their  complaints,  and  to  obtaip  redrefs  and  compeoiiiv 
tipn  where  they  are  due* 

)n  Mr.  Jay's  note,  mention  is  made  of  feveral  cafes  whers 
thp  parties  have  hitherto  omitted  to  prefer  their  claims,  and  of 
others,  where  no  appeals  have  been  made  frqip  the  fentences  of 
CQndemnatipn  pronounced  in  the  firft  inflance. 

As  tp  th^  cafes  of  the  firft  defcription.  Lord  Gr^ville  ?ppre« 
heud§  that  the  regular  courfe  of  law  is  ftill  open  to  the  claiiDr 
arfts;  and  that  by  preferring  appeals  to  the  commiffickncrs  of 
pri^  ca\ife$  here,  againft  the  fentence  of  the  courts  below,  the 
whole  merits  of  thpfe  cafes  may  be  brought  forward,  and  tl|^ 
iDoft  complete  jufticepbtained. 

In  the  c^fes  pf  fecond  defcription,  the  proceedings  nrvigbtk 
le  difficult,  from  the  lapfe  of  the  time  ufually  allotted  for  pre*^ 
ferring  appcals.-^^r-But  his  Majefty  being  anxious  th^t  no  tempo* 
lary  or  local  circumftances,  fuch  as  thofe  to  which  Mr.  Jay  rcn 
fers  in  his  note,  ihould  impede  the  courfe  of  fubft^ntia^  jufti^ 
las  been  pleafed  to  T^fer  it  to  the  proper  officers  to.  ^nfider  of 
a  mode  of  enlarging  the  time  for  receiving  tlie  appeals.  In  thofe 
cafes,  in  order  to  admit  thp  clainiants  to  bring  \he\x  complaintt 
before  the  regular  court  appointed  for  that  purpofe* 

The  underfigned  has  no  doubt  that  in  this  manner  a  very  coiVi 
fid^rable  part  of  the  injuries  alledgcd  to  have  been  fuffered  by 
the  Americans,  may,  if  the  complaints  are  well  founded,  he 
rcdreffed  in  the  ufual  courfe  of  judicial  proceeding,  at  a  very 
fmall  expenfe  to  the  parties,  and  without  any  other  interpofitidh 
of  his  Majcfty's  Government  than  is  abov^^  ftated—^uotil  lh€ 
xefultand  effcft  of  thefe  proceedings  (hall  b^  known,"  ncdefin 
nitive  judgment  can  be  formed  refpeSing  the  nature  a^id  extent 
of  thofe  cafts  (if  any  fuch  fhall  ultimately  be  found  taexift,) 
where  it  fliall  not  have  been  practicable  to  obtain  fubftantial  re- 
drefs in  this  mode. — But  he  does  not  hefitate  to  fay  beforehand, 
that  if  cafes  fhall  then  be  found  to  exift,  to  fuch  an  extent  a$ 
properly  to  call  for  the  interpofition  of  government,   wher^ 
without  the  fault  of  the  parties  complaining,  they  fliall  be  unable, 
from  whatever  circumftances,  to  procure  fuch  redrefs  in  the  ot- 
dinary  courfe  of  law,  as  the  jufticeof  their  cafes  may  intitle 
them  to  expeft.   His  Majefty  will  be  anxious  that  juftice.fhould 
at  all  events  be  done,  and  will  readily  enter  into  the  difcuffion 
of  the  meafures  to  be  adopted,  and  th^  principles  to  be  cftaUilhcA 
for  that  purpofct 

wafc 
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With  reFpcft  to  all  aQs  of  pcrfonaK fever Ity  and  violehcej  ac 
^e  King  mud  entirely  difapprove  every  fuch  tranfadion,  fo  hi^ 
Majefty's  Courts  are  always  opene  for  the  piinffliment  of  offences 
of  this  nature ;  and  for  giving  redrefs  to  the  fuflferers  in  every  cafe 
%rhere  the  faAcan  beeftablifhed  by  fatis&dory  pfobf  9  nor  does  it 
appear  that  any  cafe  of  that  nature  can  exift,  wher^  there  would 
t)ethe  ftnalleft  difficulty  of  obtaining,  in  that  mode,  fubfia^tial  and 
exemplary  juflice. 

On  the  fubjeA  of  the  imprefs,  Lord  Grenville  has  only  to  affure 
Mr.  Jay,  that  if,  in  any  inflance,  American  fea'itien  have  beeA' 
imprefTed  into  the  Kihg's  fervice,  it  has  been  contrary  to  the 
Kind's  defire;  though  fuch  cafes  may  have  occaflonally  arifen  from 
the  oiiBculty  of  difcriminating  between  Britifh  and  American  fea- 
men,  efpeciallyj  where  there  fo  otteti  exifts  ah  iiitereft  and  inten** 
tipn  to  deceive: — whenever  any  reprefentation  has  been  made  to 
Lord  Grenville  on  the  fubjed^  he  has  never  failed  to  receive  his 
Majcfty's  commands  for  puttifig  it  in  a  proper  courfe,  in  order  that 
the  fafis  might  be  inquired  into,  and  afcertaliied;  and  to  the  intent 
jduit  the  perlons  in  queflion  might  be  reledfedj  if  the  fads  appeaired 
to  be  (atisfadorily  eftablifhed* 

With  refped  to  the  defire  exprefled  by  Mr.  Jay,  that  neW 
turders  might  be  given  with  a  view  to  prevent,  as  far  as  it  is  poflible, 
•the  ^ing  any  juft  ground  of  complaint  on  this  head,  Lord  Gren* 
Ville  has  no  teaion  to  doubt  that  his  Majefty's  intentions  refpeding^ 
this  point  are  already  Aifiicicntly  underUood  by  his  Majefly^ 
officers  employed  on  that  fervice :  but  be  i)as,  neverthelefs,  obtained 
his  Klajefty's  permilGon  to  aifure  Mr^  Jay,  that,  inftrudions  to  the 
ffieft  deiired,  will  be  renewed  in  contequence  of  his  application* 

The  underfigned  avails  himfelf  with  pleafure  of  this  opportu- 
siTify  lio  renew  to  Mr.  Jay  hi$  dflur^nces  of  his  fmcere  eileem  and 
co&&fei9iipn.

AT  a  meeting  of  the  mtrcbahts  yefterday,  they  intruded  tbei^ 
committee  to  inform  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  that  it  is  the  wift  of 
the  fufFerers,  by  the  depredation  of  the  Brltiih,  that  perfofiflfbe 
appointed  for  obtaining  the  proofs  in  the  Weft-Indies>  and  for 
entering  claims  and  appeals  if  it  {hould  be  found  neceflaryi  and 
alfo  for  profecuting  thofe  claims  in  Europe^  that  they  Iruft  the 
'whole  bufmefs  will  be  profecuted  at  theexpenfe  of  gdvernnlent^ 
and  that  the  claimants  will  furnifli  fuch  documents  as  they  may 
be  polfeifed  of  to  the  perfonis  appointed. 

At  the  fame  time  that,  the  committee  tranfmit  this  refolutionj 
they  beg  leave  to  ftate  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate  their  own  opinions 
upon  this  important  fubjefl:,  and  what  they  believe  td  be  theopi* 
nions  of  fuch  cf  their  fellow  fufFerers  as  they  have  had  an  oppor* 
tunity  of  conAilting. 

They  confider  the  comriiUnication  of  Lord  Grenville  to  Mf« 
Jay,  as  read  to  them  and  fince  publiflied,  to  amount  td  nothing 
more  than  an  extenfion  of  the  time  for  entering  appeals,  and  ^ 
didant  expe£lation  of  fomc  compcnfation  from  government  in  cafe 
the  aggreiTors  fhall  be  unable,  and  their  being  called  upon  at  this 
jnoment  to  bring  forward  their  claims,  leads  them  to  fear  that  the 
American  minilkr  may  be  induced  to  acquiefce  in  fome  fuch  ar- 
rangements as  is  there  held  out. 

If  the  negociation  Ihould  refult  in  any  thing  like  this,  we  arc 
firmly  perfuaded  that  a  great  prt^portion  of  the  fufFerers-  would 
rather  abandon  their  claimii  than  encounter  fo  certain  an  expenfe 
for  fo  uncertain  a  remedy. — They  are  too  well  acquainted  with  the 
delays  and  expenfe  of  Britifh  courts,  and  in  numerous  inftances 
the  property,  though  great  in  the  aggregate,  is  divided  into  fo 
many  hands  as  to  render  it  impoflible  to  get  a  general  agreement 
to  join  in  fuch  a  profccution.

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.  Ihdced  if  the  common  procefs  of  the  courts  are  to  .be  relied  on, 
]lt  cah  only  be  an  objedl  to  thofe  who  have  large  property  to  puiy. 
Iiie  il>  for  after  all  the  expenfe  is  incurred  and  the  delay  borne^ 
they  muft  have  their  own  remedy  againft  the  owners  of  privateers 
or  captiutis  of  men  of  war  who  may  not  have  the  means  of  com« 
^nfationln  their  power^  and  then  only  can  they  have  recourfe  to 
the  Briti(h  government. 

Urid^  the  influence  of  (uch  opinions  as  thefe,  it  is  not  to  he 
Wondered  at  that  the  merchants  fhould  be  unwilling  to  concur  in 
any  meafure  that  would  bind  them  to  a  general  contribuiion  :  thofe 
tf  llielii  who  think  their,  claims  of  AifHcient  magnitude,  and  have 
the  means  left,  will  profecute  their  claims;  vhilea  number  of 
others  will  rely  on  the  judice  of  their  own  country.  .    ., 

From  inquiry  of  the  perfons  met,  it  appears  that  there  v/ere 
i>ut  few  who  had  not  alre^idy  obtained  authentic  copies  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  courts,,  though  they  were  not  many  who  had  not 
entered  appals.  It  v.  as  iimierdood  too,  that  the  appeals  may  hp 
kntered  in  England,  without  notice  to  the  captors  from  the  appel- 
lants. 

Should  that  opinion  be  well  founded,  and  that  the  government 
,of  the  United  States  think  proper  to  take  upon  itfelf  the  profecu- 
tioD  of  the  claims  in  England,  it  would  be  reafonablc  and  proper 
that  the  merchants  (hould,  at  their  own  expenfe,  obtain  the  prcr- 
cieedings  of  our  courts ;  and  thofe  who  met  authorifed  us  to  In&rAi 
you,  that  under  that  condition,. they  vvoul^  not  do  fo. 

We  have  thought  it  better,  on  fo  important  a  fubje£l,  to  comr 
municate  to  you  in  %vriting  the  inflrudion  given  to  us  and  tii'.e 
.crpinion  we  entertain,  at  the  fame  time  to  alfure  you.  Sir,  that  we 
will  give  every  affiftance  in  our  power  to  government  in  the  bufv* 
JM^fs  for  which  we  are  chofen,  and  will  attepd  at  all  times  when 
fcm  may  thinlc  it  neceifary  to  call  upon  us.  In  the  difcharge  of 
the  truft  repofed  in  us,  we  fhall  probably  find  it  neceflary  to  cor- 
•refpond  with  the  merchants  in  other  ftates  tocoUeft  their  opinions 
upon  this  important  bufmefs,  and  will  communicate  freely  to  you 
jany  information  we  obtain  that  may  be  deemed  ufeful.

Telurn. 

The  prefident  has  appointed  Mr.  Samuel  Bayard>  a  gentleman 
of  the  law  in  this  city,  and  of  known  refpeftability,  of  taleiit^and 
chara£ler,  to  pnxreed  immediately  to  London,  as  agent  of  claims 
and  appeals.  He  will  fail  in  the  Adriana,  now  on  the  point  of 
departure  for  Great  Britain  from  this  port.  He  will  be  authorized 
to  bind  the  United  States,  under  thedireflion  of  Mr.  Jay,  for  the 
cofts  and  damages  attending  the  profecutions  ;  and  the  necefikiy 
connfel  will  be  engaged  on  the  part  of  the  United  States^ 
-  'It  will  be  expeded  that  the  itipulation  which  you  have  niadeift 
yoiir  letter  be  accurately  executed,  to  wit:  That  the  merchanti 
will  obtain  the  proceedings  of  the  courts ;  the  expenfe  of  the 
'records  will  be  reimburfed  to  the  United  States. 

It  will  be  proper,  however,  that  you  obtaih  fuch  information 
as  is  poirefled  by  the  department  of  ftate,  of  thd  records  which 
have  been  already  procured  and  forwarded  ;  and  I  tak<;  the  liberty 
of  .cautioning  you  againft  an  error,  into  which  you  fcem  to  hsfvc 
fallen,  *^  that  there  were  a  few  who  had  not  obtained  authentic 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  courts."  Technical  precifion  is 
not  abfolutely  underltood  by  unprofeflional  men  ^  and,  therefo^ 
what  is  fair  to  the  eye,  will  not  always  refift  the  criticifm  of  court! 
But  as  foon  as  correal  records  are  got,  let  them  be  forwarded  to 
our  Miniller  Plenipotentiary  in  London.  What  notice  may  be 
neceffary  to  the  captors,  or  whether  the  appeals  and  claims  ought 
to  be  entered  in  the  Weft  Indies,  I  will  not  undertake  to  deters 
mine  ;  but  this  inquiry  will  be  the  firft  made  by  Mr.  Bayard  after 
his  arriving  in  London,  and  inftruSions  will  be  given  to  endeavour 
t'j  remove  every  difficulty  on  this  head.

WE  are  going  to  give  you  a  talk,  which  we  do  by  defire  of 
our  chiefs  and  people  of  our  land,  and  as  it  is  a  talk  which  con-^ 
cerns  peace  and  happinefs,  as  a  nation  we  muil  defire  that  you 
open  your  ears  and  attend  thereto. 

Our  land  hath  for  fcveral  years  been  in  great  confiifion  and 
diflreis,  occaftoned  by  bad  talks  fent  into  it,  and  bad  people 
who  have  crept  into  it  and  impofed  upon  us :  this  niition  now 
plainly  fee  that  ruin  awaits  them  if  matters  continue  in  their 
prefent  ftate,  and  therefore  arc  fully  determined  to  eftablifh  a 
firm  and  lading  peace  with  all  nations  and  people.  In  order 
j;hat  we  do  not  meet  with  any  interruption  in  accomplifliing  fo 
^edrable  an  objc6t,  this  talk  is  fent  to  you,  to  defire  that  you 
do  not  on  any  account  interfere  in  our  national  concerns,  as 
lieretofore  you  have  done,  to  the  great  detriment  and  injury  of 
eurfelves  and  friends. 

We  are  well  acquainted  with  the  talks  you  fend  into  our  land, 
and  the  mifchief  they  l^^ve  made  among  our  foolifh  young  pco* 
jjlc,  and  are  refolvea  to  have  no  more  fuch  doings;  our  wholy 
nation  alfo  fees  that  you  take  by  the  hand  the  men  of  our  jani 
who  have  brought  trouble  and  difgrace  upon  us,  and  your  talk& 
^ave  prevented  juftice  being  done,  and  fatitfacStion  given  by  our 
nation  tp  our  neighbours,  for  the  murders  and  robberies  coni- 
pnitted  upon  them  :  this,  Mr,  Panton,  you  had  no  bulinefswith. 
To  repeat  all  the  bad  advice  our  people  have  had  from  you  fince

We»  have  been  too  long  blinded  by  imppfition  ;  our  cye^,  Vf

Perfonally  appeared  before  me,  John  Gibfon,  one  of  the  affo- 
ciate  judges  for  the  above  county,  Daniel  Ranfon,  who  duly 
fworn,  depofeth  and  faith,  that  he,  this  deponent,  has  traded 
for  fome  time  pafl  at  Venango,  with  the  Senecas  and  other  In* 
dians,    that  a  chief  of  the  Senecas  called  Tiawaneas,  or  the 
Broken  Twig,  came  there  and  informed  him  it  was  likely  the 
times  would  foon  be  bad,  and  advifed  him  to  move  off  hisfih 
mily  and  efFedls  in  three  or  four  days  ;  on  this  he  alked  the  In- 
dian how  he  knew  the  times  would  be  bad  ;  he  thea  informed 
liim  a  belt  of  wampum  had  been  fent  by  the  Britifh  and  the  In- 
dians,  inviting  him  to  a  council  at  Buffaloe  Creek,  that  he  had 
declined  going;  that  the  meflengers  then  informed  him  of  the 
intended  plan  of  the  Indians ;  he  faid  the  corn-planter  had  been 
bought  by  Britifh  gold,  and  had  joined  them ;  that  he  intended 
commg  to  Venango,  on  pretence  of  holding  a  council  refpeding 
the  murder  of  the  Indian  at  Venango  by  Robinfon;  that  theft 
they  expefted  the  Britifh  and  Indians  would  land  on  Prefqtfiflc.

jgo  back,  after  difcovering  this,  the  Indians  will  kill  me;  that 
thfe  Indian  informed  him  that  a  number  of  canoes  were  cblTedel 
!at  Junifhadegb,  and  paid  for  by  the  Britifli,  for  the  purpofeof 
conveying  the  Indians  down  the  river;  that  on  his  return  from 
Cuflcwago  to  Fort  Franklin,  he  found  a  chief  of  the  Onondaga 
of  the  name  of  Standing  Stone,  who  was  a  friend  of  his,  who  in- 
formed  him  that  the  corn-planter  had  taken  money  from  thepri- 
tiih,  and  had  jtlined  them ;  he  thought  the  times  would  fobn  be

Reply  of  his  Excellency  Lord  Dorchefter  to  the  Indians  of  the 
ieven  villages  of  Lower  Canada,  as  deputies  from  all  th6 
nations  who  were  at  the  general  council  held  at  the  Miami, 
in  the  year  17939  except  the  Chawanous,  Miamis,  and 
Loups. 

Children — I  have  well  confidered  your  words,  and  am  now 
prepared  to  repJy. 

'    Children — You  have  informed  me  that  you  are  deputed  by 
the  feven  villages  of  Lower  Canada,  and  by  all  the  nations  or 
the  upper  couutry,  which  fent  deputies  to  the  general  council, 
lieid   at  the  Miamis,    except  the  Chawanous,    Miamis,   and  . 
Loups. 

'  Children — ^You  remind  me  of  what  paflcd  at  the  council  firp 
held  at  Quebec,  juft  befoie  my  laft  departUiC  for  England, 
when  I  promifed  to  reprefent  their  fituation  and  wi(hes  to  the 
King,  their  father,  and  exprefled  my  hope  that  all  the  grievan- 
ces they  complained  of,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  would 
ibon  be  done  away  by  a  juft  and  lafting  peace. 
^  Children — I  remember  all  very  well ;  I  remember  that  they 
pointed  out  to  me  the  line  of  feparation  which  they  wifhed  for 
between  them  and  the  United  States,  and  with  which  they  would 
be  fati^fied  and  make  peace. 

Children-^!  was  in  expectation  of  hearing  from  the  people  of 
the  United  States  what  was  required  by  them ;  I  hoped  I  fhould 
have  been  able  to  bring  ydu  together,  and  make  you  friends* 
•    Children-- 1  have  waited  long,  and  liftened  with  great  atten^ 
iion^  but  I  have  not  heard  one  word  from  them* 
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Clrildren-^I  flattered  myfclf  wtth  the  bope  ^hat  the  line  prp^ 
pofed  in  the  year  eighty-three,  to  feparate  us  from  tl]^  United 
States  v^hich  was  iinmediately  broken  by  themfelves  as  foonas' 
the  peace  was  figned>  would  have  been  minded,  or  a  nevr  oriQ 
drawn  in  an  amicable  manner;  here  alio  i  have  been  dU^i^pt 
pointed. 

Childrerf — Since  my  return  I  find  no  appearance  of  a  lint

From  Edmund  Randolph  to  Mr.  Hammond. 

Sir,  PhiladelphUty  May  ao,   1794* 

IT  cannot  be  unknown  to  you  that  a  fpeech,  laid  to  be  ad** 
dfefled  onthe'xoth  of  February,  1794,  to  feveral  Indian  nations^ 
and  afcribed  to  the  governor  general  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  at 
Quebec, 'has  appeared  in  moft  of  the  public  prints  in  the  United 
States.  With  fo  many  circumftances  of  authority,  after  re- 
tfnaiatng  fo  long  without  contradiction,  it  might  have  juftiiied 
«if  in  inquiring  from  you,  whether  it  was  really  delivered  under 
Britifh  authority.  Our  forbearance  thus  to  inquire  \t  confonua* 
ble  with  the  moderation  which  has  dire6ted  the  conduA  of  our 
government  towards  Ciireat  Britain,  and  indicates,  at  the  fame 
time,  our  hope,  from  the  declaration  of  your's,  that  its  views 
would  prove  ultimately  pacific,  and  that  it  would  difcountenancc; 
cv«ry  meafure  of  its  officers  having  a  contrary  tendency. 

Even  now.  Sir,  while  I  entertain  a  firm  perfuafion  that  in 
{irtfuming  this  fpeech  to  be  genuine  I  cannot  well  err,  I  fhall  be 
ready  to  retracSt  the  comments  which  I  am  about  to  make,  if  you 
fliould  think  proper  to  deny  its  authenticity. 

At  the  very  moment  when  the  Britifh  miniflry  were  forward- 
ing afiurances  of  good  will,  does  Lord  Dorchefter  fofler  and  en- 
courage, in  the  Indians,  hoftile  difpofitions  towards  the  United 
States;  If  it  was  a  part  of  the  American  character  to  indulge 
fufpicion,  what  might  not  be  conje<3ured  as  to  the  induence 
by  which  our  treaty  was  defeated  in  the  lafl  year,  from  the  af- 
fembling  of  deputies  from  almbft  all  the  nations  who  wer^  at  the 
laft  general  council  on  the  Miami,  and  where  enmity  againfl  us 
cannot  be  doubtful  ?  How  nearly  would  that  fufpicion  approach 
to  proof,  were  we  to  recolleft  that  fo  high  an  officer  as  himfelf 
would  not  rafbly  hazard  this  exprefSon  !  *^  I  fhould  not  be 
furprifed  if  we  were  at  war  with  the  United  States  in  the  courfe 
of  the  prefent  year;  and  if  we  are,  aline  muft  then  be  drawn  by 
Ihc  warriorf." 

But 
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,  livit  this  fpeech  bnlv  forebodes  hoflility;  khb  idtelU^etiCf 
)9shich  has  been  receivea  this  morning  is,  if  true,  hoftility  itielf; 
Th^  preliilent  of  the  United  States  has  nnderftood,  through 
channels  of  real  confidence,  that  Governor  Simcoe  has  goiietd 
the  f06t  ti>f  the  rapids  of  the  Miami,  followed  bj  three  compa- 
nies of  a  Britifli  regiment^  in  order  to  build  a  fort  there.  Per*^ 
init  me  to  aik  whether  thefe  things  be  fo  ?  It  has  been  ufual  for 
each  party  in  a  negociation  to  pay  fuch  deference  to  the  prcten- 
£ons  of  the  t)ther^  as  to  keep  their  affairs  in  the  fame  pofture^ 
uxitil  the  negociation  was  concluded.  On  this  principle  you 
complained  in  your  letter  of  the  5th  of  July,  1792,  of  the  jurif- 
di£tioh  exercifed  under  the  ftate  of  Vermont,  within  the  dillri& 
pccupied  hy  the  troops  of  your  king,  and  demanded  that  our 
government  fhould  fupprels  it,  from  refpe<9  to  the  difcuffioH 
which  was  pending.  On  this  principle,  you  were  aflured  that 
.proper  meafures  fhould  be  adopted.  On  the  fame  principle  yod 
renew,  on  the  loth  of  March,  I794>  a  fimilar  application,  aoi 
are  anfwered  that  the  meafures  of  the  government  fhould  cortt^ 
ipond  with  its  affurances.  Accordingly,  althotigh  the  ion^ 
garrifons,  and  diftrids  to  which  you  relate,  are  confefledly  mtifi 
in  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  yet  have  our  citizens  beetf 
forbidden  to  interrupt  you  in  the  occupancy  of  them  :  what  xe^ 
turn  then  have  we  a  right  to  expe£t ; 

But  you  will  not  fuppofe  that  I  put  the  impropriety  of  thtt 
prefent  aggreffion  upon  the  pendency  of  the  negociation :  I 
quote  this  only  to  (hew  the  contraft  between  the  temper  obfervel 
on  your  part  towards  us,  and  on  our  part  towards  you.  This 
pofTeflion  of  our  acknowledged  territory  has  no  pretext  of  JlatU 
quo  on  its  fide  ;  it  has  no  pretext  at  all ;  it  is  an  a£k,  the  hofti-" 
lity  of  which  cannot  be  palliated  by  any  conne£kion  with  the 
^legociatipn  :  it  is  calculated  to  fupport  an  enemy  whom  we  are 
feeking  to  bring  to  peace. 

A  late  miffion  of  the  United  States  to  Great  Britain  is  an 
unequivocal  proof,  after  all  that  has  happened,  of  the  fmccre 
wifli  of  our  government  to  prcferve  peace  and  a  good  undcr- 
ilanding  with  your  nation  ;  but  our  honour  and  fafety  require 
that  an  invafion  fhall  be  repelled. 

Let  me,  therefore,  inform  you,  Sir,  that  I  have  it  in  charge 
from  the  prefident  of  the  United  States,  to  requeft  and  urgcvou 
to  take  immediate  and  cfFecSlual  meafurxjs,  as  far  as  in  you  lies, 
to  fupprefs  thofe  hoftile  movements;  to  call  to  mind  that  the 
army  of  the  United  States,  in  their  march  againft  the  enemy, 
will  not  be  able  to  diftinguifh  between  them  and  any  other 
people  aflTociated  in  the  war ;  to  compare  thefe  encroachments 
wjth  the  candour  of  our  condufl,  and  the  dodlrines  which  yott 
have  maintained,  and  to  admonifh  thofe  who  fhalL  throw  obfla- 
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des  in  the  way  of  negociation  and  tranqtiillityy  that  they  will 
he  irdpoofible  for  all  the  unhappy  confequcnces*

In  anfwer  to  your  letter  of  the  20Ch  current,  which  I  did  not 
receive  until  late  in  the  afternoon  yefterday,  it  is  neceflary  for 
file  to  premife,  that  whatever  may  be  my  perfonal  opinion  with 
refped  to  the  ftyle  and  manner  in  which  you  have  thought  pro- 
per  to  addrefs  me  upon  the  prefent  occafion,  it  is  not  my  inten- 
tion to  offer  any  animadvcriion  upon  them,  but  to  proceed  with 
temper  and  candour  to  the  examination  of  the  fubjedis  of  your 
letter. 

Though  I  never  can  acknowledge  the  right  of  this  govern- 
ment to  require  from  me  fo  categorically  as  you  have  required 
it,  an  explanation  of  any  meafure  emanating,  from  the  gover« 
Bors  of  Canada,  over  whofe  adlions  I  have  no  controul,  and  for 
whofe  condu6l  I  am  not  refponfible,  I  am  willing  to  admit  the 
authenticity  of  the  fpcech  to  certain  Indian  nations,  to  which 
you  have  alluded,  and  which  you  have  afcribed  to  the  governor- 
general  of  his  Majefty's  poffeffions  in  North  America:  but  in 
Order  to  afcertain  the  precife  fenfe  of  the  only  paffage  of  that 
fpeech  to  which  you  have  referred,  and  of  which  you  have 
given  merely  a  partial  citation,  I  fhall  quote  the  paflage  at 
length  : 

"  Children, 

'^  Since  my  return,  I  find  no  appearance  of  a  line  remains  ; 
and  from  the  manner  in  which  the  people  of  the  States  pufli  on 
and  ad:,  and  talk  on  this  fide,  and  fron\what  I  learn  of  their 
condu6i  towards  the  fea,  I  (hall  not  be  furprifed  if  we  are  at 
war  with  them  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  year ;  and  if  fo,  a 
line  muft  be  drawn  by  the  warriors.'' 

From  the  context  of  this  whole  paflfage,  it  is  manifeft  that 
Lord  Dorchefter  was  perfuaded  thatjhe  aggreflion  which  might 
eventually  lead  to  a  ftate  of  hoftility,  had  proceeded  from  the 
United  States ;  and  fo  far  as  the  ftate  of  Vermont,  to  which  I 
prefume  his  Lordfhip  principally  alluded,  was  implicated,  lam 
convinced  that  that  perfuafion  was  not  ill  founded  ;  for,  not** 
Withftanding  the  pofitive  alfurances  which  I  received  from  your 
predeceflbr  on  the  9th  of  July,  1792,  in  anfwer  to  my  letter  of 
the  5th  of  the  fame  month,  of  the  determination  of  the  general 
government  to  difcourage  and  reprefs  the  encroachments  which 
the  ftate  and  individuals  of  Vermont  had  committed  on  the  terri* 
tory  occupied  by  his  Majefty's  garrifons,  I  aflert  with  confi- 
dence, that  not  only  thofc  encroachments  have  never  been  in 
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juiy  mantifr  rcpreflcd»  but  that  recent  infringements  in  that 
quarter,  and  on  the  territory  in  its  vicinity,  Ji^ve  fince  beep 
committed.  Indeed,  if  this  allertion  of  mine  could  require  any 
jcorroboration,  I  would  remark,  that  though  the  (pace  of  fifty 
days  had  ejApfed  between  my  letter  of  the  ibth  of  March,  17941 
upon  this  fubjefk,  and  your  anfwer  of  the  2^th  of  April,  17949 
yQU  did  rfot  atteippt  to  deny  the  fa£ls  which  I  then  dated,  and 
liehich  I  now  explicitly  repeat. 

In  regard  to  your  declaration  that  Governor  Simcoe  hasgoiw 
tQ  the  foot  of  the  rapids  of  the  Miami,  followed  by  three  comv 
panics  of  a  Brltifli  regiment,  in  order  to  build  a  fort  there,  1 
have  no  intelligence  that  fuch  an  event  has  a£tually  occuritd» 
But  even  admitting  your  information  to  be  accurate,  much  will 
depend  on  the  place  in  which  you  aflert  that  the  fort  is  intended  to 
be  erefted,  and  whether  it  be  for  the  purpofe  of  protecting  fub-    j 
jedls  of  his  Majefty,  refiding  in  diftri£ls  dependent  on  the  fort    | 
pf  Detroit,  or  of  preventing  that  fortrefsirom  being  ftraigbt^t    i 
cd  by  the  approach  of  the  American  army.     To  either  of  which-^  ' 
cafes,  I  imagine  that  the  principle  of  the  Jiaiu  quo^  until  the 
final  arr4ngement  of  the  point  in  difcuffibn  between  the  two 
countries  fhall  be  concluded,  will  ftridlly  apply. 

In  order,  however,  to  corredt  any  inaccurate  information  you 
jnay  have  received,  or  to  avoid  any  ambiguity  relative  to  thif 
circumftance,  I  fhall  immediately  tranfmit  copies  of  your  letter 
and  of  this  anfwer,  as  well  to  the  governor-general  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  pofleffions  in  North  America,  and  the  governor  of  Upper 
Canada,  as  to  his  Majefty's  minifters  in  England,  for  their  rc^ 
fpe£live  information.     Before  |I  conclude  this  letter,  I  muftbc 
permitted  to  obferve,  that  I  have  confined  to  the  unrepiefied  and 
continued  ^ggreffions  of  the  ftate  of  Vermont  alone,  the  perfua? 
fion  of  Lord  Dorchefler  that  they  were  indicative  of  an  exifting 
hoftile  difpofltion  in  the  United  States  againft  Great  Britain, 
and  might  ultimately  produce  an  aftual  Itate  of  war  on  their 
part.     If  I  had  been  defirous  of  recurring  to  other  fources  of 
^ifquietude,  I  might,  from  the  allufion  of  his  Lordfliip  to  the 
condu(S  of  this  government  towards  the  fea,  have  deduced  other 
motives  of  apprehenfion,  on  which,  from  the  folicitude  you 
evince  to  eftablifli  a  contraft  between  the  temper  obfcrved  oa 
your  part  towards  ns,  1  might  have  conceived  myfelf  juftified 
in  dilating.     I  might  have  adverted  to  the  privateer$  originally 
fitted  out  at  Charles-Town,  at  the  commencement  of  the  prefent 
hoililities,  and  wliich  were  allowed  to  depart  from  that  port, 
not  only  with  the  confent,  hut  under  the  exprefs  permiffion  of 
the  governor  of  South  Carolina.     I  miglit  have  adverted  to  the 
prizes  made  by  thefe  privateers,  of  which  the  legality  was  in  fooic 
jpeafure  admitted,  by  the  refufal  of  the  government  to  reftorc 
fyiph  as  were  mad^  antecedently  to  the  5th  of  June,  1793-    ^ 
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thi^hi  have  adveited  to  the  permiffion  granted  by  this  govetri- 
tnent  to  the  commanders  of  French  ftiips  of  war,  and  of  priva- 
te's, to  difpofe  of  their  prizes  by  fale  in  ports  of  the  United 
States*  I  might  have  adverted  to  the  tw6  privateers,  Le  Petit 
Democrate,  (now  La  Cornelia)  and  Le  Carmagnole,  both  il- 
legally fitted  out  in  the  fiver  Delaware,  and  whicli,  in  confe-  * 
juence  of  my  remonftrances,  and  the  aflurances  I  received,  t 
included  would  have  been  difmantled  ;  but  which  have  remain- 
ed during  the  whole  winter  in  the  port  of  New  York,  armed^ 
ind  now  are,  as  I  am  infornned,  in  a  condition  to  prbceed  im- 
nediately  to  fea.  I  might  have  adverted  to  the  c6ndil6l  which 
this  government  has  obferved  towards  the  powers  combined  againft 
Fran<^e  in  the  enforcement  of  the  embargo  ;  for,  while  theveflfels 
3f  the  former  are  fubjedled  to  the  rcftridlion  of  that  meafure,  thofe 
rf  the  latter  have  been  permitted  to  depart  from  Hampton  Roadr 
though  three  weeks  had  elapfed  fubfequently  to  the  impofition  of 
the  embargo;  though  they  were  amenable  to  its  operations,  and 
Plough  they  were  chiefly  laden  with  articles  calculated  to  fupport 
an  enemy  whom  we  are  feeking  to  bring  to  peace.  I  might  hava 
adverted  to  the  uniformly  unfriendly  treatment  which  his  Maje(ly'$ 
Ihips  of  war,  and  officers  in  his  Majefty*s  fervice,  have,  fince  thd 
commencement  of  the  pfefent  hoftilities,  experienced  in  the  Ame- 
rican ports;  and  laftly,  I  might  have  adverted  to  the  unparalleled 
infult  which  has  been  recently  offered  at  New- Port,  khode  Iflandji 
not  by  a  lawlefs  colleftion  of  the  people,  but  by  the  governor  and 
council  of  that,  ftate,  to  the  Britilh  flag,  in  the  violent  meafuresi 
purfued  towards  his  Majefty's  floop  of  war  Nautilus,  and  in  the  for«^ 
cible  detention  of  the  officers  by  whom  (he  was  comfnanded. 

I  have,  however,  forborne  to  expatiate  upon  thefe  points,  be- 
caufe  I  am  not  difpofed  to  confiderthem,  as  1  have  before  ftated^ 
as  neceflary  elucidations  of  the  immediate  objeft  of  your  letter, 
and  much  lefs  to  urge  them  in  their  prefent  form  as  general  topics 
of  recrimination.

IF  the  letter  with  which  you  honoured  me  on  the  aid  ult.  had 
not  entered  into  a  train  of  recrimination  againft  the  United 
States,  I  (hould  not  now  trouble  you  with  a  return  to  its  unpleaHint 
topics.  Among  the  reafons,  which  would  have  induced  me  to  add 
nothing  to  my  letter  of  the  ift  of  laft  month,  it  would  have  bfcerl 
pf  fome  weight,  that  by  filence  I  fliould  avoid  the  repetition  of  a 
flylc  and  manner,  which  feem  to  have  produced  a  perfonal  excite- 
ment. 

As  you  are  willing  to  admit  the  authenticity  of  Lord  Dordief* 
tct*s  fpeech,  we  will,  with  your  approbation,  referve  for  a  future  . 
^ifcuffion,  OJD  what  occafion,  and  to  what  degree,  an  exjkix^tiflRl 
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may  be  required  by  the  government  of  the  United  Stal^  £ronl  t 
foreign  mini(ler« 

X  ^leSed  only  one  paiTage  of  that  fpeech,  becaufe  in  it  vmcoa* 
centered  the  real  obje£t  of  the  whole ;  which  was  to  declare  ao 
expc&ation,  that  Great  Britain  would  be  at  war  with  the  United 
States  in  the  Courfe  of  the  prefent  year,  and,  if  ihe  were,  to  caufd 
the  warriors  to  draw  a  line.    This  is  the  undifguifed  fenfe  of  the 

Evernor-general,  unaffeded  by  the  preliminary  words  which  yoo 
ve  thought  proper  to  quote  :  it  is  your  own  interpretation. 
For  b  far  are  you  from  conttadiding  my  aflertion»  that  Lord 
Dorchefter  foftered  and  encouraged  in  the  Indians  hoftile  difpofi* 
tions  towards  us,  that  you  confine  the  greater  part  of  your  remain* 
ing  obfervations  to  vindicate  his  perfuaiion  and  your  own,  that  the 
principal  aggreifion,  leading  to  hoftility,  proceeded  from  the 
United  States ;  and  to  fugged  many  others  of  the  fame  tendency, 
upon  which  you  would  not  dilate. 

I  (hall  not  flirink,  Sir,  from  your  charges. 

1.  Notwithftanding  the  territory,  upon  which  certain  inhabit- 
ants of  Vermont  are  reprefented  in  yoUr  letter  of  the  5th  of  July, 
1792,  to  have  trefpafled,  belongs  to  the  United  States ;  yet  on  the 
^tti  of  the  fame  month  did  my  predecefTor  give  you,  as  is  admitted, 
pofitive  aflurances  of  the  determination  to  difcourage  and  repreis 
the  fubjeil  of  your  complaint.  The  neceflary  inflruclions  were 
accordingly  forwarded  to  that  (late.  On  examining  your  corre* 
fpondence  with  my  department,  it  docs-  not  appear,  that,  from  the 
9th  of  July,  1792,  to  the  loth  of  March,  1794,  upwards  of  nine- 
teen months,  our  government  ever  underftood  from  yourfelf,  or 
any  authority  of  his  Britannic  Majcfty,  that  the  original  dilFatif- 
faftion  continued  ;  nor  was  any  difcontent  heard  from  that  quar- 
ter through  other  channels,  except  what  related  to  outrages  upon 
our  own  citizens  by  Britifh  fr.bjcdis.  Then,  indeed,  thirty  days 
after  the  hoftile  tribes  of  Indians  had  been  aflemblcd  by  Lord  Dor- 
chefter at  Quebec,  you  renew  your  reftaonftrance.  Although  it 
cannot  be  by  any  mepns  believed  that  this  was  written  in  order  to 
uflicr  in  the  intelligence,  which  foon  after  arrived,  of  his  fpeech; 
yet  it  is  difficult  to  account  for  fo  long  an  interval  under  the  cir- 
cuniftances  fuppofed  ;  nor  ought  my  ^nfwer,  although  delayed  for 
fifty  days,  until  the  29th  of  April,  1794,  to  be  conftrued  into  an 
affent  to  any  charge,  fince  at  the  end  of  that  period  having  been 
di(appointed,  as  my  letter  (hews,  in  one  opportunity  of  informa- 
tion, and  no  other  prefenting  itfcif,  we  were  not  in  a  capacity  of. 
contradidling  your  alFertioirs.  However,  Sir,  the  inilrudions 
ifTutd  in  confequence  of  your  application, c^veyed  pofitive  orders 
for  the  corredlion  of  what,  upon  examination,  (liould  be  found 
irregular. 

2.  Among  the  points  to  which  you  intimate  that  you  might 
hzvQ  atlvertedj  is  enumerated  the  fitting  out  of  two  privateers  at 
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CKatleftown,  South  Carolina.    Whatever  this  tranfadion  might 
have  been,  ^it  probably  occurred  at  the  commencement  of  the  war, 
and  before  the  exigence  of  the  war  was  communicated  to  our  go- 
vernment by  any  of  the  powers  engaged*     Had  fuch  a  tranfadion 
bcca  known  to  the  prefident  in  time,  you  can  well  judge  from  his 
adual  condudi  what  he  would  then  have  done.     His  proclamation 
on  the  22d  of  April,  1793 ;  his  call  upon  the  ftate  governors  on 
the  26th  of  the  fame  month,  to  co-operate  with  him  in  the  work  of 
impartiality  and  peace  ;  the  fyftem  of  rules  which  he  eftabliihedt 
ai^  which  were  imparted  to  you,  are  unerring  indications  of  the 
fpirit  of  thofe  meafures  on  which  he  had  determined.     He  fup- 
preiled  the  confular  Courts,  which  attempted  to  pafs  fentences  of 
condemnation  on  captures ;  he  reftored  feveral  veflels  to  Britifli 
owners;  profecutions  have  been  inftituted  againft  the  violators  of 
neutrality.     In  a  word,  Sir,  what  has  been  required,  under  the 
fanflion  of  the  law  of  nations,  which  has  not  been  fulfilled  ?  HoW 
many  things  have  been  fpontaneoufly  done  to  evince  our  impar* 
tiality  ?  Let  me  requeft  you  to  review  my  predeceflbr's  letters  to 
you  of  April  22,  May  15,  June  5,  Auguit  7,  8,   2C,  Sept.  5  and 
12,  1793 ;  and  to  fay  if  more  could  be  well  expefted  from  us? 
After  fuch  demonftrations,  it   might  have  been  hoped  that  the 
equipment  of  thefe  two  privateers  would  not  rife  again  in  the  fhape 
of  a  charge.     But  the  letter  of  the  5th  of  June  being  conceived  of 
itfelf  to  be  fatjsfaflory,  is  here  inferted. 

In  the  letter  which  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  you  on  the  i5tFi 
of  May,  in  anfwer  to  your  feveral  memorials  of  the  8th  of  that 
month,  I  mentioned  that  the  prefident  referved  for  further  confiidc- 
ration  a  part  pf  the  one  which  related  to  the  equipment  of  two  pri- 
vateers in  the  port  of  Charlcftown  ;  the  part  alluded  to  was  that~ 
wherein  yoi^  exprefs  your  confidence  that  the  executive  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  would  purfue  meafures  for  repreffing 
fuch  praSices  in  future,  and  for  reftoring  to  their  rightful  owners 
any  captures  which  fuch  privateers  might  bring  into  the  ports  of 
the  United  States. 

Th6  prefident,  after  a  full  inveftigation  of  this  fubjeft,  and  the 
mod  mature  confideration,  has  charged  me  to  communicate  to 
you,  that  the  firft  part  of  this  application  is  found  to  be  juft,  and 
that  efFeflual  meafures  arc  taken  for  preventing  repetitions  of  the 
a£l  therein  complained  of;  but  that  the  latter  part,  defiring  reiti- 
tution  of  the  prizes,  is  underftood  to  be  inconfiftent  with  the  rules 
which  govern  fuch  cafes,  and  would  therefore  be  unjuftifiable  to- 
wards the  other  party. 

The  principal  agents  in  this  tranfadion  were  French  citizens. 
Being  within  the  United  Slates,  at  the  moment  a  war  broke  out 
between  their  own  and  another  country ,jhey  determine  to  go  iiv. 
its  defence  :  they  purchafe  arms,  and  equip  a  veffel  with  their  own 
money,  man  it  themfclres,  receive  a  regular  commifljon  from  their - 
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tiation,  depart  ouf  of*  the  United  States,  and  then  cothmeiice  hodi* 
lities  by  capturing  a  veflfeK  If,  under  thefe  circumftanceSy  the 
commiflion  of  the  captors  was  valid,  the  property,,  according  to 
the  taws  of  war^  was  by  the  capture  transferred  to  them  ;  and  it 
would  be  an  aggreflion  on  their  nation  for  the  United  States  to 
refcue  it  from  them,  whether  on  the  high  feas,  or  in  coming  into 
their  ports.  If  the  commiflion  was  not  valid,  and  confequently 
the  property  not  transferred  by  the  laws  of  war  to  the  captors^ 
then  the  cafe  would  have  been  cognizable  in  our  courts  of  admi- 
ralty,  and  the  owners  might  have  gone  thither  for  redrefs  ;  fo  that 
on  neither  fuppoiition  would  the  executive  be  juftifiable  in  inter* 
^fing. 

With  refpefl  to  the  United  States,  the  tranfadion  can  in  no 
wife  be  imputed  to  them.  It  was  in  the  firil  moment  of  the  war 
— in  one  oi  their  moft  diftant  ports — before  meafures  could  be  pro* 
vided  by  the  government  to  meet  all  the  cafes  which  fuch  a  ftatc 
of  things  was  to  produce,  impoflible  to  have  been  knoWn,  and 
therefore  impoflible  to  have  been  prevented  by  that  government* 

The  moment  it  was  known,  the  mott  energetic  orders  were 
fent  to  every  ftate  and  port  in  the  Union,  to  prevent  a  repetition  of 
the  accident.  On  a  fuggellion  that  citizens  of  the  United  States 
kad  taken  part  in  the  adl,  one,  who  was  defignated,  was  inftantly 
<?ommittcd  to  prifon  for  profecution  ;  one  or  two  others  have  been 
fince  named,  and  committed  in  like  manner  ;  and  fhould  it  appear 
that  there  were  (till  others,  no  meafures  woidd  be  fpared  to  bring 
(hem  to  juftice.  The  prefident  has  gone  even  farther ;  he  has  re* 
quired,  as  a  reparationof  their  breach  of  refpeft  to  the  United 
J^tates,  that  the  velfels  fo  armed  and  equipped  (hall  depart  from  our 
ports. 

You  will  fee.  Sir,  in  thefe  proceedings  of  the  prefident,  une- 
quivocal proofs  of  the  line  of  ftrict  right  which  he  means  to  pur- 
fue.  The  meafures  now  mentioned  are  taken  in  juftice  to  the  one 
party  ;  the  ulterior  meafure,  of  feizing  and  reftoring  the  prizes, 
is  declined  in  juftice  to' the  other  ;  and  the  evil,  thus  early  arretted, 
will  be  of  very  limited  efFefts  ;  perhaps,  indeed,  foon  difappear  al- 
together. 

As  to  thepermiflion  from  the  governor  of  South  Carolina  for 
the  departure  of  thofe  privateers  from  port,  you  may  aflure  your- 
ftlf  of  a  proper  inquiry ;  and  I  take  the  liberty  of  requefting  any 
evidence  which  you  may  have  of  it. 

3.  Wiih  fo  many  direct  proofs  in  your  hands,  of  the  opinion 
conftantly  maintained  by  our  government  againft  the  legality  of 
captures  in  general  made  by  illegal  privateers,  it  is  not  cafily  ex- 
plained why  the  validity  of  thofe  before  the  5th  of  June,  17931. 
lliould  be  argued,  from  a  refufal  to  leftore  them.  The  above  re- 
cited letter  of  that  date  neither  aflBrms  nor  difaffirms  their  validity; 
but  declines  the  granting  of  reftitution,  as  being  inconfiflcnt  with 

I  the 
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tht  rules  which  govern  In  fuch  cafes.  Thefe  rules  arei  that  if  the 
commiilion  be  good,  the  capture  is  good  ;  if  the  comoiiilion  be 
bad,  the  captuie  is  bad ;  but  whether  it  be  good  or  bad  is  not  i)^ 
cided  ;  it  being  enough  to  prove  that  the  tranfadlion,  for  the  re^« 
fons  afligned,  can  in  no  wife  be  ioiputed  to  the  United  States, 
But  if  captures  of  this  kind,  prior  to  the  5th  of  June^  ^793»  ^ 
xeally  amount  fas  is  conceived  by  fotnej  to  no  very  confiderable  va« 
Iqe^  this  would  t>f  itfelf  lelTen  the  importance  of  the  infinuation. 

4.  The  fecretary  of  war  has  undertaken  to  afcertain  the  precile 
Hate  of  the  privateers  Le  Petit  Dcmocrate  and  Le  Carmagnole, 
and  the  refult  will  be  communicated  to  you.  In  the  mean  time  it 
is  a  matter  of  fome  furprize,  that  veflels,  whofe  iingle  employment 
and  profit  mud  <on^  in  cruizing  on  the  ocean,  thould  have  re- 
mained in  the  port  of  New  York  during  the  whole  winter,  and 
probably  Up  to  the  date  of  your  letter  (May  22d,  17Q4«)  May  it 
not  be  prefumed,  that  their  aftivity  has  been  checked  by  the  inter- 
vention of  the  government  ?  But,  Sir,  if  they  have  not  been  diC- 
mantled,  your  letter  brings  the  firft  notice  of  the  omiflion. 

5.  It  is  true  that  the  fale  of  prizes  made  by  French  cruizers  has 
not  been  prohibited  in  the  United  States,  and  that  our  treaty  with 
France  has  been  fo  interpreted,  as  not  to  contemplate  a  freedom  to 
fell.  The  next  refort  was  to  the  law  of  nations,  which  was  fcru- 
puloufly  fearched  by  the  executive,  with  the  pure  defire  of  difco- 
yering  truth  and  jultice  to  all.  Upon  this,  as  on  many  other  oc- 
cafions,  the  civilians  differ ;  Vattel  declaring,  that  a  privateer  maf 
qury  his  prize  into  a  neutral  port,  and  there  freely  fell  it ;  Mar* 
tens  affii-ming  the  fame  dodrine,  if  it  has  not  been  otherwife  regu« 
lated  by  treaty  :  and  others  oppofing  it.  In  this  fchifm  among  tb« 
ijir^iters,  it  was  refolved  by  the  prefident  of  the  United  States  to  im- 
pofeno  reftraint  uponthofe  fales;  and  to  refer  them,  as  affairs  of 
kgiflation,  to  Gongrefs,  ,at  the  earUert  moment  of  their  ftifion* 
Thus  much  has  been  obferved,  not  as  my  final  anfwer,but  merely 
to  introduce  an  aflurance,  that  I  will  follow  you  in  the  main  dif- 
Oiflion,  when foever  you  Ihall  bring  it  forward  in  detail* 

6.  Undoubtedly,  Sir,  you  have  been  mifinformed,  that  thc-vcf* 
fels  of  France  have  been  permitted  to  depart  from  our  ports,  not* 
withftanding  the  embargo.  As  the  hiftory  of  the  executive  pro- 
ceedings is  neither  long  nor  entangled,  it  fliall  be  frankly  dated  to 
you.  As  foon  as  the  embargo  vyas  laid,  exprefles  and  advice  boats 
were  difpatched,  to  notify  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  and  revenue 
cutters,  and  all  others  concerned  in  its  execution.  The  refolution 
impofing  it,  involved  all  foreign  nations  ;  the  inftruftions  from  the 
prefident  of  the  United  States  favoured  no  nation,  direftlyor  indi- 
reflJy.  A  French  fnow.  La  Camille,  which  had  defcended  the 
river  Delaware  as  low  as  Newcaftlc,  on  her  Y^y^g^i  was  (topped 
by  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  and^  the  prefident,  adhering  to 
perfect  tmpartiaUty,  could  not  thin)c  hizhfelf  juftifiedi  togratify  the 
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Jninifter  of  the  French  Republic  with  a  pa0|M)rt»  PafTports  hemg 
kept  under  the  fpecial  view  of  the  prefident,  were  ifliied  only  afkr 
his  examination  of  each  cafe  ;  and  the  total  number  of  them  does 
not  exceed  twenty  fix.     Among  them  was  one  to  yourfclf ;  one  to 
an  agent  who  was  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies,  upon  a  bufinefs  coa- 
nested  with  the  late  captures  and  condemnations  in  various  Bri* 
ti(h  courts  of  admiralty  ;  one  to  a  citizen,  whofe  veflel  was  iindet 
trial  in  Bermuda,  and  who  was  anxious  to  forward  the  Britifli  ia- 
firudions  of  the  8th  of  January,  1794,  with  a  hope  of  refcuinghcf 
from  conhfcation  ;  one  to  the  friends  of  Jofliua  Barney,  then  10 
Jamaica  ;  twenty  for  the  accommodation  of  feveral  unfortunate 
inhabitants  of  St.  Domingo,  to  fome  of  whom  our  government 
was  advancing  money  for  their  fupport,  and  who  could  no  longer 
endure  their  feparation  from  home ;  one  to  fome  other  perfons  in 
peculiar  circumdances,  defirous  of  returning  to  the  Weft  Indies; 
and,  in  the  lad  inftance,  one  to  the  minifler  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic.    If,  therefore,  by  any  other  paflport  or  permifliooy  the  em- 
bargo has  been  relaxed,  it  was  unauthorifed  by  the  prefident,  and 
unlawful.     The  diflance  of  Hampton  Road  from  this  city  being 
more  than  300  miles,  the  officers  of  government  refident  berecouU 
not  learn  at  the  moment  what  was  pailing  there*    No  intelligence 
of  an  official  nature,  or  of  any  real  importance;  no  compkint 
from  any  other  foreign  minifter,  or  any  other  perfon,  has  fince 
reached  us.     If,  Sir,  you  (hould  happen  to  polTcfsthe  informatiofli 
I  a(k  it  as  a  favour  of  you  to  defignate  who  granted  the  permiifion, 
and  under  what  circumftances  the  French  veflels  left  that  road, 
An  inveftigation,  however,  has  been  and  Ihall  be  purfued,  on  our 
part,  without  delay.     If  the  law  has  been  violated,  it  (hall  be  vin- 
dicated ;  but  a  violation  of  law  is  very  remote  from  a  permiflionof 
the  government. 

7,  The  uniformly  tmfriendly  treatment  which  the  Britifh  offi- 
cers are  faid  to  have  experienced  in  the  United  States,  cannot  be 
anfwered  until  it  Ihali  be  more  explicitly  defined.     Did  this  treat? 
inent  break  forth  in  words  or  nations  not  cognizable  by  law?  If 
fo,  no  complaint  can  be  offered  to  government.     Or  in  words  or 
^(Sions  which  were  Co  cognizable  ?  Our  courts  are  free  to  foreign- 
^s  againfl  citizens,  and  independent  of  influence.     To  yourfelf  let 
me  appeal,  that  on  tlie  reprefentations  which  you  thought  proper 
to  lay  before  the  prefi.Icnt  in  relation  to  the  Britifh  conful^t  &!- 
timore,  the  Britifh  confiil  at  Norfolk,  and  the  commander  of  the 
Dx'dalus  frigate,  tiie  neceifary  meafures  were  promptly  adopted  \ 
the  rcTult  has  been  tranfmitted  to  you,  and  no  objeftion  has  been 
returned  :  nor  was  the   government  backward  in  its  interference 
in  the  late  aiFair  of  Philadelphia.     And  thefe  being  the  only  occur- 
rences of  the  kind  within  my  knowledge,  I  truft  that  no  example 
can  be  produced  of  government  refuling  to  extend  its  proteflion 
on  every  fcafonable  occafion.

%  The  events  at  Newport,  in  Rhode-Ifland,  are  accurately 
detailed  in  the  proceedings,  which  I  have  the  honour  of  enclofing 
to  you.  Within  the  limits  of  the  prefent  letter,  I  cannot  do  more; 
^s  it  might  be  an  ufelefs  taik  to  detain  you  with  my  remarks,  when 
none  of  them  might  be  adapted  to  the  animadverdons  which  you 
meditate.  It  is  enough,  therefore,  for  me  to  engage,  that  thefe 
animadverfions,  whenever  they  ihall  appear,  ihall  receive  parti- 
cular attention. 

Although,  Sir,  your  charges  agaiqft  the  United  States  are 
(ketched  only ;  the  impreffion,  which  may  have  been  intended, 
canpot  be  counteraded  too  foon,  by  fuch  general  elucidations, 
as  at  a  future  day  may  be  more  minutely  unfolded.  But  let  thef^ 
fiiAs  be  as  they  will ;  are  they  indicative  of  a  hoflile  difpofition  in 
the  United  States,  and  ought  they  ultimately  to  produce  a  (late  of 
war  ?  This  is  not  the  place  for  us  to  i^eport  our  complaints.  But 
compare  them  with  the  whole  of  your  catalogue ;  and  (liy,  what 
may  our  feelings  be  ?  Yet  we  prefer  peace. 
'  Q.  As  Lord  Dorchefter's  endeavour  to  fiir  up  the  Indiana 
againd  us  is  without  judification  j  fo  is  the  expedition  of  Go« 
vemor  Simcoe  without  pretext. 

That  you  have  received  no  intelligence  of  fuch  an  event  having 
adually  occurred,  leaves  room  to  conjecture,  that  you  may  not 
be  without  intelligence  of  it  having  been  defigned  ;,and  that  it  has, 
therefore,  probably  taken  place.  But  you  infift,  that  much  will 
depend  on  the  place  intended  for  the  fort.  Let  the  point  allotted 
for  it  on  the  Miami,  be  known  ;  the  place  is  for  our  immediate 
purpofe,  adequately  marked  out  by  being  on  that  river.  A  fingle 
glance  of  the  eye  over  the  map,  proves  that  its  fource  is  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States.  In  its  whole  length  it  is  flanked  on 
each  fide  by  our  territory :  its  very  mouth  is  to  the  fouthw^rd  of 
our  line,  as  recognifed  by  our  treaty  with  his  Britannic  Majefty. 
On  no  part  therefore  of  the  rapids  can  a  fort  be  built^  but  w\^ia 
our.  country. 

*  This  being  fixed,  your  argument  is,  that  if  the  fort  be  for  the 
purpofe  of  protecting  fubje£ts  of  his  Majefty,  refiding  in  di(lri6ts 
dependent  oi\  the  fort  of  Detroit,  or  of  preventing  that  fprtrefs 
from  bei^g  ftraitened  by  the  approach  of  the  American  army ;  the 
principle  of  ^atu  quo,  until  the  final  arrangement  of  the  point  in 
difcuiuon  between  the  two  countries  ihall  be  concluded,  will 
ftridly  apply. 

To  chai^ge  by  hoftile  movements  the  conditiorx  of  ai  thing,  con-» 
cerning  which  a  treaty  is  opened,  not  being  confons^ii  with  a 
fpirit  of  adjuftment^  the  principle  of  Jiatu  quo  has  beei;^  generally 
adopted.  The  nearefl  point  of  the  rapids  to  Detroit  cannot  be 
Icfs  than  fifty  miles  :  they  have  never  been  coi^fiidei^ed,  they  never 
could  be  confideredjj  as  appending  to  Detroit.  But  you  proceed 
^e  fay,  that  the  pimofcd  affumption  of  territory  may  depend  oa 
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di(lri£ls  which  depend  on  Detroit.     It  i»  too  obvious-  to  dwell 
upon  the  remark,  that  if  Detroit  which  lies  within  the  United 
States,  becomes  the  firft  ftation  from  which  a  didnSt  ftill  farther 
in,  may  arife,  and  that  from  this  diflrid  another  didrid  may  be 
generated,  one  encroachment  may  beget  another  ad  injinhum.    It 
will,  however,  be  very  acceptable  to  underiland  with  accuracy, 
bow  much  of  our  territory  towards  the  Miami  was  aAually  pelf, 
feffed  by  the  military  eftablifliment  of  Detroit  at  the  time  of  peace. 
I  mention  the  military  eftabliihment ;  becaufe  if  any  fubjeds  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty  refide  beyond  the  line  of  adual  pofTeffioOi 
they  are,  as  being  within  our  limits,  under  our  jurifdidion. 
.    To  prevent  the  fortrefs  of  Detroit  from  being  ftraigbtened  by 
the  approach  of  the  American  army,  is  either  a  new  modification 
of  the  preceding  idea,  or  founded  upon  an  untenable  fufptcioo. 
For  the  queftion  muft  recur,  are  the  rapids  an  appendage  to  De- 
troit ?  Were  they  connected  with  it  at  the  peace  ?  If  convenience 
only  were  to  be  confulted,  and  a  wide  range  of  unfettled  territoryt 
))y  being  fuitable  to  the  momentary  circumdances  of  one  nation, 
is  to  be  transferred  for  that  reafon  alone  from  another,  which  is 
the  true  proprietor,  we  might  even  then  controvert  the  conveni- 
cncy  of  the  rapids  to  Detroit.     If  right  be  confulted,  our  right  is 
complete.     Is  then  our  territory  to  b^  thus  feized  ?    Nay,  nKHti 
Sir,  I  am  authorifed  to  fay  to  you  explicitly,  that  the  American 
^rmy  has  no  in(lru£tions  to  ftraigHlen  or  annoy  that  pod  ;  and  that 
if  the  defcent  on  the  rapids  was  didated  by  this  confideration,  it 
ought  to  be  difcontinued,  as  being  without  caufe«

HAVING,  in  conformity  to  the  aflurance  exprefled  in  my 
letter  of  the  22d  ult.  immediately  tranfmitted  copies  of  that  letter 
and  of  your*s  of  the  29th  ult.  to  the  governor-general  of  his  Ma- 
jcdy's  polfeflions  in  North  America,  to  the  governor  of  Upper 
Ca,nada,  and  to  his  Majedy's  miniders  in  England,  I  concluded 
that  any  further  communication  between  us  on  the  fubjedl  of  thofe 
letters  would  for  the  prefent  have  been  fufpended  ;  but  as  you  have 
refum^d  the  difcuflion  at  fome  lengtl^  in  your  letter  of  th^  ad  cur- 
rent, (which  I  had  the  honour  of  receiving  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
4th/)  it  is  incy mbent  upoii^e  to  reply  ijd  jietai!  (q  the  fe yei^I  points 
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you  have  ftated,  and  which  you  have  been  pleafed  to  reprcfent 
as  **  a  train  of  recriminatioA  againft  the  United  States  ;'*  al- 
though)  one  alone  excepted,  I  had  merely  collaterally  adverted 
to  them,  as  referring  to  the  allufion  of  Lord  Dorchefter  **  to 
the  conduft  of  this  government  towards  the  fea,'*  and  had  ex-/ 
preffly  afierted  that  I  was  not  difpofed  to  urge  them  as  general 
topics  of  recrimination. 

I  am  perfcftly  willing  to  referve  for  a  future  period  any  gene- 
ral difcuflion  that  you  may  inftitute  with  regard  to  the  occafions 
upon,  and  the  degrees  to,  which  •*  an  explanation  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  government  of  the  United  States  from  a  foreign 
ninifter  f*  but  I  muft  be  permitted,  Sir,  to  repeat,  that  **  I  never 
can  acknowledge  the  right  of  this  government  to  require  from 
me  fo  categorically  as  you  have  required  it,"  any  explanation  of 
meafures  purfued  by  other  fervants  of  the  crown  in  other  de- 
partments, over  whoft  a6tions  I  have  no  controul,  for  whofe 
condufl.  I  am  not  refponfible,  and  with  whom  I  have  no  other 
public  connexion  than  that  which  refults  from  tlie  circumftances 
t)f  being  employed  in  the  fervice  of  the  fame  mafter. 

Your  extraft  from  Lord  Dorchefter's  fpeech  appearing  to  be  % 
partial  mutilated  citation,  inafmuch  as  it  was  not  a  detached,  fepa- 
jrate  pofition,  but  a  member  of  a  fentence  immediately  connefted 
with  and  flowing  from  parts  which  preceded  it,  I  efteemed  propi^ 
fo  quote  the  whole  paffage.  From  this  it  is  nianifeft  that  Lord 
Dorchefter  founded  his  expreffion,  that  he  ftiould  not  be  furprifed 
if  Great  Britain  was  at  war  with  the  United  States  in  the  courfe  of 
the  prefent  year,  on  hisknowledgeof  the  conduit  of  the  inhabitants 
ot  the  United  Statesas  well  on  the  fide  of  Canada  as  to  wards  the  feal 
I  therefore,  Sir,  cannot  but  imagine  that  thefenfe  of  "  the  governor- 
general"  is  materially  afFedled  by  the  preliminary  words :  for  cer- 
tainly there  is  an  evident  diftinftion  between  the  expreffion  of  aa 
opinion  that  the  conduft  of  the  United  States  might  eventuatly 
lead  to  a  ftate  of  hoftility  between  them  and  Great  Britahi,  ana 
the  detached,  unconnefted  aflertion,  that  it  would  not  be  a  mattet 
bf-furprife  to  him,  if  Great  Britain  fliould  be  at  war  with  the 
United  States,  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  year.  With  refpe^t 
to  your  declaration,  that  I  have  not  contradifted  your  "  aflertion 
that  Lord  Dorchefter  follered  and  encouraged  the  Indians  in  hof- 
tiie  difpofitions  towards  the  United  States,"  1  have  no  difficulty 
in  confefting  that,  asthofefew  words  contain  the  whole  of  yoinr 
alfertion  upon  this  matter,  they  really  efcaped  my  notice.  Had  I 
attended  to  them,  I  fliould  certainly  not  have  omitted  remarkingt 
that  I  deduced  from  the  whole  tenor  of  the  fpeech,  an  inference 
different  from  your  aflertion,  which  can  apply  to  thofe  paflagpi 
only  of  the  fpeech,  wherein  Lord  Dorchefter  demonftrates  hr^ 
Tegret  at  the  continuance  of  the  war,  and  his  concern  that  his  hope 
of  a  pacification  being  efFefled-had  been  difappointdd-:— oftothoft 

lii2  Viv^ 
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in  which  he  alludes  to  the  infringements  by  American  citizens  on  i 
the  territory  occupied  by  his  Majefty's  arms.  Iii  none  of  thofe 
paflages,  however,  has  his  Lordlhip  exprefled  any  perfonal  fenti- 
xn^nt  relative  to  the  origin  of  the  Indian  war,  or  to  the  caufes 
that  have  hitherto  retarded  the  reftoration  of  peace,  which  can  be 
conftrued  into  a  difpofition  to  impute  more  of  blame  in  either 
ca(e  to  one  party  than  the  other.  But  even  if  I  had  admitted  your 
aflertion  to  the  fulled  extent,  I  could  not  have  been  deterred  by 
that  Confideration  from  meeting  the  difquifition,  when  I  refle^edf 
that  I  could  contraft  with  that  aflertion  a  precedent  in  the  anoals 
of  the  United  States  of  no  very  ancient  date.  For  it  cannot  be 
unknown  to  you,  Sir,  that  on  the  6th  of  January,  ijSOy  at  a 
period  of  proiound  peace  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  Governor  Sinclair  afliired  the  Indians,  whom. he  had  con- 
vened at  Mufkingum,  that  Great  Britain  at  the  conclufion  of  the 
war  had  ceded  the  Indian  iflands  as  the  price  of  peace  for  herfelf* 
His  words  (after  an  endeavour  to  explain  the  nature  of  the  claims 
of  the  United  States  to  the  lands  of  the  Indians  by  a  comparifoa 
adapted  to  the  local  relations  of  the  latter)  are  juft  fo,  <f  Brother^ 
it  was  with  the  Britifli  and  you.  Contrary  to  ycnir  folemn  en- 
gagements, you  joined  them  in  the  war  againlt  us,  and  did  us 
fnuch  harm.  After  a  long  ftruggle  we  got  the  better.  They 
aflted  for  peace,  and  your  lands  were  given  up  as  part  of  the  price." 
Surely,  Sir,  language  cannot  be  devffed  more  capable  of  infpiring 
implacable  hoftility  in  the  Indians  than  this,  which  afTumes  at 
a  hOi  of  notoriety,  that  at  the  peace,  the  Britifli  Govcrdroent 
abandoned  the  interefls  of  thofe  whom  it  had  deluded  into  a  co- 
operation with  it  during  the  war,  and  whole  lands  it  formerly 
ceded  as  the  price  of  pacification  for  itfelf.  Indeed  this  govern- 
ment feemed  afterwards  fenfible  of  the  impropriety  of  this  lan- 
guage, fince  the  31ft  day  of  July,  1793,  Meflrs.  Lincoln,  Ran* 
dolph,  and  Pickering,  informed  the  Indians  that  this  conftruc* 
tion  of  the  patt  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  which  fettled  the  boun- 
dary between  the  poffeflions  of  Great  Britain  and  thofe  of  the 
United  States,  was  erroneous:  **  for  as  the  King  had  not  pur- 
chaicd  the  country  of  the  Indians,  be  of  courfe  could  not  give 
it  away." 

I  fhall  now,  Sir,  proceed  to  ofFer  fome  obfeyvations  on  thofe 
parts  of  your  letter  which  are  intended  to  feryc  as  anfwers  ta 
trhat  you  have  denominated  my  **  charges.'* 

I  ft.  I  have  never  for  a  moment  denied  that  the  territory  on 
which  I  reprefented  encroachments  to  have  been  committed  by 
the  ftate  and  individuals  of  Vermont  was  within  the  boundary 
of  the  United  States;  but  I  prefumed  that,  until  t])e  ^points  in 
difcuflion  between  our  refpeftive  countries  (hould  be  amicably 
arranged,  no  part  of  the  territory  occupied  by  perfons  refiding 
underthe  |>roteAion  of  hisMaJefty^s  garrifonS|  (hould  be  forcibly 
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^rcflcd  from  that  proteflion,  cither  by  the  entcrprizcs  of  tIA 
Aat€  of  Vermont,  or  by  the  unauthorifed  aggrefHons  ot  indi-^ 
viduah.  Under  this  prefumption,  I  addreiTed  my  letter  of  the 
5th  of  July,  1792,  to  your  predcceflbr,  and  on  the  fame  prin- 
ciple I  flated  in  my  letter  to  you  of  the  loth  of  March,  i794f 
that  tlie  grievances  of  which  1  then  complained,  had  never  beea 
redrefled.  It  is  true  that  nineteen  months  elapfed  between  the 
dates  of  thofe  different  letters ;  but  if  from  this  circumftance  it 
be  inferred  as  a  matter  deferving  of  attention,  that  during  this 
fpace  **  this  Government  never  underftood  from  myfclf  or  any 
other  authority  of  his  Britannic  Majel^y,  that  the  original  dilla- 
tisfaflion  continued,  it  is  no  lefs  remarkable  that  I  ftiould  never 
have  received  any  thing  but  aflurances  that  that  fource  of  diC* 
fatisfa£kion  fhould  be  removed,  and  that  in  this  interval  and  to 
this  moment,  no  foGts  of  it  having  been  removed  have  ever  been 
communicated  to  me  by  your  predeccfTor  or  yourfelf,  to  oppofe 
thofe  which  I  formerly  advanced,  and  have  fince  repeated* 
Through  cafual  channels  of  communication,  I  Jiad  colle(5led 
that  the  interpofition  of  the  government  had  not  produced  the 
tSc&9  which  from  its  aiTurances,  I  had  expe(Sed,  but  the  cvU 
dence  did  not  appear  to  me  of  importance  fufficient  to  found  any 
complaint  upon  it.  The  firil  authentic  intimation  of  the(e 
circumilances  was,  indeed,  communicated  to  me  by  Lord  Dor* 
cbefter  in  a  letter  which  I  received  tliree  or  four  days  antecedentljf 
to  the  date  of  mine  to  you  of  the  lOth  of  March,  and  in  which 
his  Iord(hip,  who  had  not  long  before  returned  from  England^ 
acquainted  me  that  thofe  cncroachiiiCnts,  the  firll  adls  of  which 
had  occurred  during  his  abfcnce,  ftill  continued  unredreiled* 
Here  it  is  neceffary  tor  me  to  obferve,  with  refpeft  to  your  re- 
petition of  the  aifertion  you  advanced  in  your  letter  of  the  2otb 
ult.  of  the  Indians  to  whom  his  fpeech  was  addrefTed,  having 
been  aflembled  by  Lord  Dorchefter'sdire£l ions,  that  unlcfs  your 
means  of  intelligence  are  more  accurate  than  mine,  I  entertain 
«^  firm  convi(Sion,  that  the  mformation  on  which  you  have 
founded  your  aiTertion,  is  totally  erroneous.  For  I  can  affurc 
you,  Sir,  that  I  have  rcafon  to  believe  that  thofe  Indians  were 
not  aHembled  by  Lord  Dorchcfter,  but  that  the  fpeech  in  qucllion 
was.an  anfwer  to  a  meffage  brought  by  a  deputation  of  Indians, 
who  had  proceeded  to  Quebec,  Ipontaneoufly  and  unfolicilcd  by 
his  lordfhip.  This  belief  is  farther  confirmed  by  the  fccond 
paragraph  of  the  fpeech  itfelf,  **  children,  you  have  informed 
me  that  you  are  deputed  by  the  feven  villages  of  Lower  Canada, 
&c«**  I  fhall  not  however  dwell  on  this  part  of  your  letter,  as 
the  pafTage  of  it  to  which  I  have  laft  reft^rred  connected  with  the 
fucceeding  fentence — '*  although  it  canhot  be  by  any  means 
believed  that  this  was  written  in  order  to.  ufher  in  the  intelli- 
gence which  foon  after  arrived  of  his  fpeech,  yet  it  is  difficult  to 
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account  forfo  long  an  interval  under  the  circumftancesfuppofcd'* 
— fcem  to  convey  an  infinuation  fo  unmerited,  that  I  feel  too 
much  the  refpeft  that  I  owe  to  the  court  which  I  have  the  ho- 
nour of  ferving,  and  to  my  own  charadler,  to  urge  farther  any 
argument  which  might  be  conflrued  into  a  folicitude  to  reTute 
it.  Though  your  letter  of  the  29th  of  April,  after  a  delay  of 
50  days,  may  not  be  regarded  as  an  aflfent  to  any  charge  I  had 
made,  I  neverthelcfs  do  not  efteem  myfelf  guilty  of  any  impro- 
priety in  having  imagined  that  that  fpace  of  time  might  have 
cnalvled  you  to  return  me  an  anfwer  more  concluiive  than  a 
renewal  of  the  aflfu ranees  which  I  had  received  nearly  two  yean 
before.  You  will,  I  am  perfuaded,  Sir,  recollefl:  that  in  almoft 
every  converfation  which  I  had  with  you  during  this  intervil^ 
I  requeued  you  to  acquaint  me  when  I  might  expe£^  a  reply  to 
my  letter,  and  that  you  imputed  the  delay  to  the  preflure  of 
other  bufmefs  and  to  a  defire  of  obtaining  fome  information  from 
•Mr.  Williamfon  of  the  Gennefle  country  who  was  then  in  town. 
To  this  laft  circumftance  you  have  alluded  in  your  anfwcrsof 
the  29th  of  April ;  but  however  accurate  might  be  the  know- 
ledge of  Mr.  Williamfon,  or  of  any  other  private  gentleman,of  the 
places  to  which  I  had  referred,  I  cannot  avoid  remarking,  ths* 
in  the  courfe  of  fifty  days  fuch  evidence  might  have  been  ob- 
tained from  the  liigheft  public  authority  of  Vermont  (the  Go- 
vernor) as  would  have  either  confirmed  or  contradidlcd  the  fafls 
I  had  fpecified. 

2d.  In  adverting  to  the  privateers  illegally  fitted  out  at 
Charleftown,  and  allowed  to  depart  from  that  port  under  the 
«xprefs  permiflion  of  the  governor  of  South  Carolina,  I  furely 
cannot  have  been  confidered  as  imputing  that  aggreffion  to  the 
general  government.  But  when  Lord  Dorchellcr  had  alluded 
to  **  the  condu6t  of  American  citizens  towards  the  fea,'*  this 
tranfadlion  naturally  occurred  to  me,  as  indicative  of  the  cx- 
iftence  of  an  hoftile  difpofition  to  the  powers  combined  againft 
France  in  the  chief  magiftrate  and  in  individuals  of  the  ftate  of 
South  Carolina  :  and  1  truft  you  are  yourfelf  convinced  from 
evidence  which  I  have  recently  fubmitted  to  you,  that  that  dif- 
pofition continues  to  exift  unimpaired.  How  far  Mr.  Jefferfon*$ 
letter  of  the  5th  of  June  appeared  fatisfaftory  to  me,  you  will 
collcft  from  my  memorial  of  the  7th  of  the  fame  rnoth  in  an- 
fwer to  it,  which  (in  conformity  to  your  example)  I  fuhjoin  to 
this  letter.  From  that  memorial  it  is  evident,  that  though  I 
rendered  juftice  to  the  affurances  of  the  general  government,  I 
xecited  as  matters  of  notoriety  the  different  fa6ls  of  the  illegal 
equipment  of  the  privateers  in  queftion,  and  expreflly  and  unequi-- 
vocally  affer ted,  as  a  circumftance  equally  notorious,  that  •*  they 
were  fuffercd  to  pafs  the  fort  near  Charleftown  under  a  written 
permillion  from  the  governor  of  South  Carolina.'*    I  have  never 
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yet  learned)  however,  that  any  inquiry  has  been  infiituted  inta 
thcconduiSl  of  that  officer  from  any  quarter  whatfoever, 

3d.  From  the  fame  paper  it  is  alfo  evident  that  I  have  never 
acquiefced  in  the  propriety  of  the  determination  of  this  govern- 
ment not  to  reftore  veflels  captured  previoufly  to  the  5th  of 
Jane— as  well  as  for  the  reafons  which  I  have  here  dated,  as 
Qecaufe  I  have  never  perfedtly  comprehended  the  principles 
which  could  legalize  the  prizes  antecedently  to  that  period,  and 
invalidate  thofe  which  were  made  fubfequently  to  it.  The  lift 
q£  thofe  prizes  annexed  to  the  memorial  will  evince  that  (what- 
ever may  have  been  "  conceived  by  fome")|  their  value  was  not 
inconfiderable«  But  even  if  their  amount  had  been  lefs  conii- 
d^rable,  the  queilion  in  a  national  point  of  view  could  not 
have  been  efie^cd  by  that  circumflance, 

4th*  I  derive  great  fatisfa<Stion  from  your  afTurance  tha 
f*  the  fecretary  of  war  has  undertaken  to  afcertain  the  precifc 
ftate  of  the  privateers,  Le  Petit  Democrat  and  La  Carmagnol," 
fince  from  the  lateft  accounts  I  have  received  from  New  York^ 
I  am  inclined  to  apprehend  that  they  both  continue  there  com- 
pletely armed,  have  numerous  crews  on  board,  and  are  in  every 
Tefpe<^  in  a  condition  immediately  to  proceed  to  fea.  It  is  in- 
deedka  matter  of  fome  furprize  that  they  fliould  have  fo  long 
remained  in  that  port,  but  it  is  not  lefs  fingular  that  vou  lhoul4 
regard  my  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo,  as  *'  bringing  the  firft  no- 
tice of  the  omiffion  ojf  their  having  been  difmantled  :"  for  if  you 
refer  to  a  letter  from  me  to  your  predeceffor  of  the  27th  of  De-p 
eember,  1793,  you  will  find  the  following  expreffions : 

"  The  dangers  to  be  apprehended  from  ihefe  laft  mentioned 
veflels'*  (privateers  illegally  fitted  out  in  ports  of  the  United 
States)  *<  ft  ill  continues  to  exift  to  a  very  alarming  degree^ 
Since,  notwithftanding  the  repeated  afiurances  I  have  received 
from  the  federal  government  of  its  determination  to  exclude 
thofe  privateers  from  any  future  afylum  in  its  ports,  and  the 
^ncerity  of  its  defire  to  enforce  this  determination,  I  have  rea- 
fon  to  infer  that  in  other  quarters  means  have  been  fuccefsfully 
deviled  either  to  elude  its  vigilance  or  to  render  nugatory  its  ih- 
juh^ions.  This  inference  arifes  from  the  information  I  have 
received — that  the  privateers  Le  Citoyen  Genet  fitted  out  at 
Charleftown,  was  on  the  21ft  of  Auguft  laft  permitted  to  return 
to  the  port  of  Philadelphia  for  the  fecond  time ;  to  remain  there 
fome  days,  and  then  to  proceed  to  fea  for  the  purpofe  of  com- 
mencing new  depredations,  which,  as  it  appears  from  the  public 
prints,  flie  is  now  profecuting  in  the  adjacent  feas — that  the  Le 
Petit  Democrat  and  La  Carmagnol,  both  fitted  out  in  the  De- 
laware,, were  permitted  to  enter  the  port  of  New  York,  and  to. 
continue  therein  unmolefted  during  a  great  part  pf  the  nionths. 
of  Aucuft, .  September  mi  Ot^ober  laft—that  the  latter  veflel  is 
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ftni  in  tliat  port ;  and  that  the  former,  having  failed  from  thenw 
in  company  with  the  French  fleet,  under  the  command  of  Admiral 
Sercy,and  having  feparatcd  from  it  at  fea,  proceeded  firfttoBofton, 
and  afterwards  returned  for  a  fecond  time  to  Ncv«r  York,  where 
(he  at  prefent  remains.  / 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  ftate  thefe  lad  mentioned  particti« 
lars  in  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  communicated  to  me; 
but  if  my  information  has  been  erroneous,  it  will  afford  me  the 
iincered  pleafuirc  to  have  my  error  corrected. 

5th.  As  you  have  not  controverted  the  propriety  of  my  alludinfl; 
to  the  permiflion  of  this  government  to  the  commanders  of  FreiK^ 
armed  (hips  to  difpofe  of  their  prizes  by  fale  in  the  ports  of  the 
United  States,  but  have  admitted  that  **  your  treaty  with  France 
has  been  fo  interpreted  as  not  to  contemplate  a  freedom  to  fell,** 
and  that  writers  on  the  law  of  nations  entertain  different  fenti- 
inents  upon  the  fubjeft,  it  is  neceflary  for  me  to  make  only  one  re- 
Qiark,  that  as  by  the  treaty  with  France,  prizes  made  by  veiTels  be- 
longing to  the  greateft  part  of  the  powers  combined  againil  her 
are  excluded  from  admiilion  into  the  American  ports,  the  ope" 
ration  of  the  permiffion  to  fell,  that  was  granted  by  the  govern* 
ment,  has  been  partial,  and  has  been  folely  beneficiai  to  Francei 

6th.  In  my  aflertion  that  the  veifels  of  France  had  been  per- 
mitted to  depart  from  Hampton  roads,  notwithdanding  the  impofi- 
tion  and  continuance  of  the  embargo,  I  certainly  did  not  mean  to 
infinuate  that  they  were  allowed  to  fail  under  an  exprefs  permiffion 
from  the  government ;  but  it  is  a  fad  of  univerfal  notoriet}^  that 
the  whole  of  the  convoy  under  Rear-admiral  Vanftable,  amounting 
to  about  one  hundred  and  fifiy-fix  veflels  (including  fhips  of  war 
and  merchant  (hips)  did  fail  from  Hampton  roads  on  the  17th  of 
April,  although  the  impofition  of  the  embargo  had  been  known 
there  for  more  than  a  fortnight  antecedently  to  that  date,  and  had 
been  rigidly  enforced  with  refpeA  to  all  other  merchant  (hips 
•whatfocver  :  and  I  really  cannot  perceive  any  very  material  dif- 
tinftion  between  an  implied  permiflion  to  thole  particular  French 
veflels  to  depart  from  Hampton  roads,  and  a  negleft  of  employing 
any  coercive  means  of  preventing  them  from  departing.  But  I 
muft  farther  remark,  that  not  only  thefe  french  veflels  were  not 
fo  prevented,  but  alib,  that  on  the  7th  of  April,  Rear-admira^  Van- 
flable  iflued  an  order  to  Mr.  John  Cooper  (an  American  citizen] 
forcibly  to  take  polTcflion  of  the  American  brig  Venus,  which  was 
,  laden  with  flour  on  account  of  the  French  government,  and  which 
was  detained  in  Norfolk  harbour  in  confcquence  of  the  embargo- 
that  in  conformity  to  this  order,  Mr.  Cooper  forcibly  took  poflet 
fton  of  the  brig  Venus,  and  on  the  8th  of  April  delivered  her  tp 
Rear-admiral  Vanftable  ;  and  that  Mr.  Wilfon,  lieutenant-cotonel 
commandant  of  Norfolk  county,  whofe  duty  it  was  to  prevent  any 
infra^on  of  the  law,  orevioufly  (on  the  ^tk  of  April)  gave  hw 
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official  fan£lion  to  the  propriety  of  this  veflers  (the  Venqs}  pro* 
ceeding  to  join  the  French  fleet,  notwithdanding  the  proviGons  of  * 
the  embargo.  The  whole  of  this  tranfadion  is  contained  in  the 
ioclofed  copies,  from  authenticated  documents  in  my  pofleiEony  of 
the  letters  of  Rear-admiral  Vanftable,  Mr,  Cooper,  and  Mr. 
Wilfon.  At  the  very  moment  when  thefe  meafures  of  partiality  and 
favour  were  purfued  at  Norfolk  towards  the  French  (hips,  the  mod 
Icrupulous  caution  was,  as  I  before  dated,  employed  to  prevent 
any  other  velfels  from  contravening  the  embargo.  One  or  two 
which  had  attempted  to  fail  immediately  after  the  receipt  of  the 
intelligence  of  its  being  impofed,  were  brought  back  and  detained, 
during  its  continuance  :  and  a  fmall  fchooner  named  the  Berry^ 
belonging  to,  or  being  under  the  diredion  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  his 
Majeily's  conful  at  Norfolk,  was  on  the  5th  of  April  forcibly  feized 
aad  dripped  of  her  fails,  by  order  of  a  General  Matthews,  under 

Kretence  that  die  was  preparing  to  elude  the  embargo,  although 
In  Hamilton  had  aifured  General  Matthews  that  it  was  not  his 
intention  to  allow  the  veiTel  to  depart  until  its  expiration :  although 
namader  was  appointed  nor  any  feamen  engaged  for  her,  nor  had* 
flie  any  provifions  or  water  on  board.  From  this  minute  datement 
of  the  tranfa£iion  in  the  only  port  to  which  I  alluded,  I  conceive 
inyfelf  fully  judified  in  having  adverted  to  the  cpndud  which  had 
■bcca  obferved  by  this  government,  or  the  officers  a£ling  linder  its 
authority,  towards  the  powers  combined  againd  France  in  the  tn* 
forcement  of  the  embargo. 

7th.  With  refpedl  to  the  uniformly  unfriendly  treatment  which 
Bntidi  officers  have  experienced  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States^ 
I  had,  exclufively  of  thofe  indances,  on  which  I  have  addrefled 
fpecific  complaints  to  you,  feverai  other  cafes  of  a  (imilar  nature  in 
my  contemplation,  which  it  is  needlefs  for  me  at  the  prefent  to 
enumerate*  They  are,  however,  all  of  them  Imputable  folely:  to 
the  unauthorized  aggreflions  and  infults  of  individuals,  and  not  in 
any  manner  to  any  ill  difpofition  in  the  government  itfelf.  I-q 
fa£l,  in  no  indance  whatfoever,  have  any  Britidi  odicers  been  im« 
plicated  in  any  kind  of  immediate  original  difcudion  with  the  go? 
vernment,  except  in  the  cafe  of  the  paifport  which  1  folicited  in 
behalf  of  certain  Britilh  officers,  who  were  prifoncrs  of  war  ;  ani- 
xious  on  every  confideration  to  return  to  their  native  country;  and 
whic{i  was  refufed. 

8th.  I  confidcr  the  infult  offered  at  Newport  to  his  Majedy's 

.  floop  of  war  Nautilus,  to  have  been  unparalleled,  fince  the  meafures 
purfued  there  were  direftly  contrary  to  the  principles,  which  in 
all  the  civilized  dates  regulate  cafes  of  this  nature  ;  for  if  on  the 
arrival  of  a  diip  of  war  in  a  Jiuropcan  port,  information  be  given 

.  that  the  diip  of  war  has  on  board  fubjedls  of  the  fovereign  of  that 
port,  application  is  made  to  the  officer  commanding  her  who  him- 
ielf  conduds  the  invedigation,  and  if  he  difcovers  that  any  fuch 
.     YpL.  II,  Kkl;  tvL\>\^&^ 
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fubjeAs  be  on  board  of  his  vefleti  hfe  ineimedtateTy  fetetfk  tlicn } 
but  if  he  be  not  fatisiied  that  there  be  any  fuch,  his  declarati<m  ta 
that  e6c£\f  on  his  word  of  honour^,  is  vniverfally  credited.    But 
the  Icgiflature  and  judges  of  the  ftate  of  Rhode  Ifland  rsfufedto 
accept  the  afTurances  of  the  commander  of  the  Nautilus^  or  to  allow 
him  to  originate  orprofecute  the  inquiry  himfelf,  and  fOK:ibly  de- 
tained him  and  his  lieutenant  prifoners,  by  virtue  of  the  z&  of 
afiembly,  until  the  veflTci  was  fearched,  and  the  American  or  pre^    { 
tended  American  feamen  were  liberated.     I  am  certainly  not  in-     j 
clined  to  difpute  the  merit  which  the  governor  of  Rhode  Ifland     ; 
afcribes  to  himfelf  for  limiting  the  fupplies  granted  to  the  Nautilus 
to  fuch  an  amount  as  was  merely  neceflary  to  carry  her  to  her  def* 
tined  port,  though  this  limitation  in  the  ftipulations  6f  the  treaty     ' 
with  France  is  confined  to  privateers  only,  and  does  not  extend  to 
royal  or  national  (hips  of  war. — But  I  muft  contend  that  tbofc  in* 
dividuals  of  the  legiflative  or  judiciary  departments  of  Rhode  Ifland^ 
who  were  concerned  in  this  tranfaSion,  conduced  themfelves  M^ 
ther  with  moderation,  with  decency,  nor  with  that  refpe£l  whidi 
was  due  to  the  commander  of  a  vefTel  belonging  to  a  fovereign  with 
whom  their  country  was  at  peace. 

9th.  Having  in  the  preceding  part  of  this  letter  vindicated  Lord 
Doirchefter  from  the  accufation  of  his  having  *<  endeavoured  to 
ilir  up  the  Indians  againft  the  United  States,"  it  is  needlefs  for  ae 
ta  enlarge  upon  that  topic.  In  regard  to  the  expedition  of  Gover* 
nor  Simcoe,  as  I  have  really  no  accurate  knowledge  of  the  precife 
fituation,  in  which  it  is  aiTerted  that  officer  has  ere£led  or  intends 
to  ered  a  fort,  fo  I  muft  defire  to  decline  all  further  difcuffion  upod 
this  fubjed,  until  I  (hall  receive  fuch  information  from  Governor 
Rrmcoe,  or  from  the  Governor- general  of  his  Majefty's  poire(Bons 
in  North  America,  as  will  enable  me  to  enter  into  corred  and  de- 
finite explanations  of  the  meafures  they  may  have  purfued  in  this 
yefpeft.  But  from  the  diftinguifhed  charader  and  reputation  of 
both  thofe  officers,  1  entertain  no  doubt  that  whatever  thofe  mcs- 
fares  may  have  been,  they  will  appear  to  have  been  adopted  on  a 
fenfe  of  their  expediency,  and  to  have  been  ^rofecuted  on  juft  ani 
equitable  principles.

BEFORE  I  had  the  honour  of  receiving  your  letter  of  this  date, 
A  had  requeued  and  obtained  from  the  Prefident  of  the  United 
States  permiffion  to  publifli  your  other  letter  of  the  7th  inft.  and 
it  was  immediately  given, — The  clerks  in  my  department  having 
been  particularly  engaged  to-day,  the  tranfcription  for  the  prefe 
fh^U  be  begun  to-morrow. 

Being  at  prefent  anxious  only  to  make  a  few  obfervations  on  a 
matter  of  faft,  permit  me  to  fum  up  the  material  parts  of  your 
reafoning  in  this  fliort  reply  \  that  neither  the  whole  paiTage  of  Lofd 
Dorchefter*s  fpeech,  nor  the  whole  fpeech  itfelf,  nor  yet  the  manner 
of  the  Indians  affembling,  whether  by  invitation,,  or  of  their  own 
accord,  varies  the  hoftile  tendency  of  the  fentence  which  I  quoted ; 
that  when  the  conduct  of  Governor  St.  Clair,  in  1789,  and  of  the 
commiirioners  in  1793,  '^  introduced  as  a  juftification  of  the  effort 
on  the' part  of  Lord  Dorchefter  to  the  extent  which  I  haveafcribed 
to  him,  it  may  be  anfwered,  among  many  other  confiderations^  that  | 
you  have,  perhaps  unintentionally,  afforded  room  to  fuppofe,  that  ' 
this  effort  was  didated  by  a  fpirit  of  reprifal ;  that  if  the  meafuies 
of  the  governor  or  of  the  commiflioners,  which  were  direfted  to 
peace  for  ourfelves  with  the  favages,  not  to  war  againft  any  other 
nation,  had  been  jultly  exceptionable,  they  would  have  been  pro* 
bably  remonftrated  againll  before  this  day  ;  that  it  might  be  rea- 
fonably  prefumed  that  the  diifatisfadion  exprefled  againft  the  peo- 
ple of  Vermont  was  removed,  after  an  acquiefcence  of  ninetecft 
months  without  a  complaint ;  fince  we  could  communicate  from 
hence  nothing  on  that  head  wiiich  was  not  better  known,  to  thofc 
who  were  on  the  fpot ;  that  the  declaration  in  my  letter  of  the  2d, 
inft.  v/as  not  that  my  predeccflbr's  letter  of  the  5th  June,  1792,  was 
fatisfadlory  to  you,  but  only  that  it  was  conceived  of  itfelf  to  btf 
fatisfadlory  ;  that  there  is  a  clear  di[lin^illon  between  an  exprefs 
pcrmillion  to  fell  prizes,  and  the  not  prohibiting  of  fuch  fales, 
when. the  writ<2rs,on  the  law  oi  nations  were  divided  on  the  right 
ib  to  prohibit ;  that  we  miift  wait  further  fa<Qs  before  the  inCnu- 
ation  concerning  the  embargo  is  again  difcuiTed  \  but  that  any  un- 
lawful violation  of  an  embargo,  or  the  want  of  coercive  means 
for  preventing  a  fleet  of  156  veflels,  including  ifaips  of  war  and 
X  xperchandizei

merchandize,  from  departing  from  Hampton  road,  which  is  not 
many  miles  diflaht  from  the  fea,  is  not  even  an  implied  p^rmifiidn  ; 
that  the  fate  of  the  fmall  fchooner  Berry  is  no  other  than  the  fate 
of  the  French  fnow  La  Camilie ;  that,  as  you  impute  all  the  in* 
(lances  of  ill  treatment  to  the  Britiih  officers^  to  vfhich  you  have 
alluded,  "  Solely  to  the  unauthorized  aggrellions  and  infults  of 
individuals,  and  not  in  any  manner  to  any  ill  difpofition  in 
the  government  iiftlf,"  it  is  enough  to  repeat  the  freedom  and 
probity  of  our  courts  for  granting  full  redrefs  to  fuitors  of  every  na- 
tion ;  that  it  was  the  incontrovertible  privilege  of  our  governmeni: 
to  refufe  the  paflTport  folicited  for  the  Britiih  officers,  without  in* 
fringing  its  maxims'of  impartiality  ;  and  that  no  fenfe  of  expedi- 
ency  can  juftify  a  further  penetration  into  our  territory. 

The  matter  of  facl,  to  which  I  have  now  referred,  refpeSs  your 
letter  of  the  27th  of  December,  1 793.  It  was  received  before  I 
came  into  office;  filed  away  with  an  indorfement  indicating  it  to 
be  unneceflary  for  me  to  a6l  upon  it ;  and  marked  as  relating  to 
the  velTel  Hope  only.  The  contents  of  your  letters  having  been 
generally  noted  on  the  back  with  accuracy,  it  was  imagined  that 
no  other  cafe  than  that  of  the  Hope  was  contained  in  this  letter, 
and  that  it  was  unconnected  with  ihe  queftion  before  us.  This 
then  will  account  for  the  pafTing  of  it  over,  if  indeed  it  fhould  be 
Jieceffary  to  do  fo,  when  it  is  not  contended 'tiki t  from  the  ajth  of 
December,  1793,  ^^  ^'^^  ^^d  of  May,  1794,  near  five  m^ths,  bur 

government  heard  any  thing  from  yourfelf  upon  the  fubjedl ;  and 

ffhen  during  the  time  of  thofe  privateers  continuing  idle  in  the 

port  of  New  York,  they  could  be  of  no  injury  to -their  enemies. 

I  trull,  however,  that  I  (hall  foon  be  in  a  capacity  of  tranfmittingj 

to  you  the  whole  tranfadlion.

IF>  after  the  information  upon  which  my  letter  of  the  20th 
May,  17941  was  founded,  any  confiderable  doubt  had  remained  of 
Goverhor  Simcoe's  invafion,  your  long  filencc,  without  a  refutatioa 
of  it,  and  our  more  recent  intelligence  forbid  us  to  quedion  iH 
truth :  it  is  fupported  by  the  refpedable  opinions  which  have  been 
fmce  tranfmitted  to  the  executive,  that,  in  the  late  attack  on  Fort 
Recovery,  Britifh  officers  and  Britifh  foldiers  were  ott  the  foy 
ground  aiding  our  Indiait. enemies. 

But,  Sir,  as  if  the  governor  of  Upper  Canada  was  refolved  to 
deftroy  every  poffibility  of  difbelieving  his  hoftile  views,  he  hasfent 
to  the  Great  Sodus,  a  fettlement  begun  on  a  bay  of  the  fame  name 
on  Lake  Ontario,  a  command  to  Captain  Williamfon,  who  de- 
rives a  title  from  the  ftate  of  New  York,  to  defift  from  his  enter- 
prize.  This  mandate  was  borne  by  Lieutenant  Sheafie  under  1 
military  efcort;  and  in  its  tone  correfponds  with  the  form  of  ill 
delivery,  being  unecjuivocally  of  a  military  and  lioftile  nature.

1  AM  commanded  to  declare,  tliat,  during  the  inexecution  of

HAVING  a  (jpecial  commifflon^  and  inftrudions  for  that  pur«i 
pofey  from  the  lieutenant-governor  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  pro«^ 
vince  of  Upper  Canada,  I  have  come  here  to  demand  by  what  au* 
tfaority  an  eftablifliment  has  been  ordered  at  this  place,  and  to  re* 
dilire  that  fuch  a  defign  be  immediately  reiinquifhed,  fortherea<* 
Kms  flated  in  the  written  declaration  accompanying  this  letter,  fpr 
the  receipt  of  which  proteft  I  have  taken  the  acknowledgment  of 
your  agent,  Mr.  Little.  I  regr^  exceedingly,  in  my  private  aa 
well  as  public  charader,  that  I  have  not  the  fatisfa^lioai  of  feeing 
you  here ;  but  I  hope,  on  my  return,  which  will  be  about  a  week 
hence,  to  be  more  fortunate.

The  pofltion  of  Sodus  is  reprefented  to  be  feventy  miles  within 
the  territorial  line  of  the  United  States,  about  twenty  from  Ofwe- 
^  and  about  one  hundred  from  Niagara. 

For  the  prefent  all  caufes  of  difcontent,  not  connected  with  our 
^ftem  territory,  ihall  be  laid  afide ;  and  even  among  thefe  fhall 
Hot  be  revived  the  root  of  our  complaints,  the  detention  of  the 
pods. 

But,  while  peace  is  fought  by  us  through  every  channel  which 
honour  permits,  the  governor  of  Upper  Canada  is  heaping  irrita- 
tion upcm  irritation.  He  commenced  his  operations  of  enmity  at 
the  rapids  of  the  Miami ;  he  next  aflbciated  Britifh  with  Indian  force 
to  i^ffault  our  fort ;  he  now  threatens  us,  if  we  fell  our  own  trees 
and  build  houfes  on  our  own  lands.  To  what  length  may  not  Go- 
iremor  Simcoe  go  ?  Where  is  the  limit  of  the  fentiment  which  gave 
birth  to  thefe  mtrufions  ?  Where  i^  the  limit  of  the  principle 
which  Governor  Simcoe  avow  ? 

The  treaty,  and  all  its  appendages,  we  have  fubmittcd  to  fair 
difcuffion  more  than  two  years  ago.  To  the  letter  of  my  prede- 
ccffor,  on  the  129th  of  May,  1792,  you  have  not  been  pleafed  to 
inake  a  reply  ;  except  that  on  the  20th  June,  i793»  the  22d  No- 
vember, 1793,  ^"^  ^^'^  February,  1794,  no  inilruaions  had  ar- 
rived from  your  court.  To  fay  the  beftof  this  fufpenfion,  it  cer- 
tainly cannot  warrant  any  new  encroachments,  however  it  may 
recommend  to  us  forbearance  under  the  old. 

It  is  not  for  the  governors  of  his  Britannic  Majefiy  to  interfere 
with  the  meafures  of  the  United  States  towards  the  Indians  with- 
in their  territory.     You  cannot,   Sir,  be   infenfible  that  it  has 

growa 
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gttywn  into  a  maxiniy  that  the  affairs  of  the  Indians  within  the 
boundaries  of  any  nation  exclufively  belong  to  that  nation.  But 
Governor  Simcoe,  difregarding  this  right  of  thfe  United  States,,  ex- 
tends the  line  of  ufurpation  in  which  he  marches,  by  referring  to 
the- ancient  and  extinguifhed  rights  of  his  Britannic  Majefty.  For, 
if  the  cxifting  condition  of  the  treaty  keeps  them  alive  on  the 
fouthcrn  fide  of  Lake  Ontario,  the  Ohio  itfelf  will  not  ftop  the 
career. 

You  will  pardon  me.  Sir,  if,  under  thefe  cxceflcs  of  Governor 
Simcoe,  I  am  not  difcouraged  by  your  having  formally  difclaimcd 
a  control  over,  and  a  refponfibiiity  for,  the  governors  of  his  Britan- 
nic Mnjefty,  from  reforting  to  you  on  this  occafion.  You  are  ad- 
drelTed  from  a  hope,  that,  if  he  will  not  be  reftrained  by  our  remon- 
ftrances,  he  may  at  lead  be  apprised  through  you  of  the  confe- 
quences  of  fclf-defence.

Upper'Canada. 

Sir,  Nazy  Hally  Off.  20,  1794. 

1  Wi\S  laft  night  honoured  with  5'our  Kxcellency's  difpatcb, 
inelofing  the  copy  of  a  letter  to  you  from  Mr.  Randolph,  fecrC" 
tary  of  Hate,  dated  on  the  ifl:  of  Septemher,  3nd  your  anfwer, 
which  intimates  the  intention  of  tranfmitting  k  to  me  by  the 
iiril  oportunity. 

It  appears  upon  the  perufal  of  Mr.  Randolph's  letter,  that  I 
;ini  called  upon  by  the  refpedl  due  to  his  official  fituation,  pu^!' 
iicly  to  fratc  the  mifreprefentations  of  that  gentleman;  and  on 
this  conlideration,  not  to  pafs  them  over  in  that  iilence  which 

would 
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would  otherwifs  beft  be eome  the  language  and  manner  which  the 
Secretary  of  State  permits  himfelf  to  make  ufe  of  in  his  aninlad^ 
verfions  on  my  condud. 

My  having  executed  the  orders  of  his  Majefty's  commander  irt 
chief  in  North  America,  Lord  Dorchefter,  in  re-occupying  a 
poft  upon  the  Miami  river,  within  the  limits  of  thofe  main- 
tained by  the  Britifh  forces,  at  the  peace  in  the  year  1783,  upoa 
the  principles  of  felf-defence,  againft  the  approaches  of  an  army 
which  menaced  the  King's  pofleflions,  is  what  I  prefume  Mr. 
Secretary  Randolph  terms  *^  Governor  Simcoe*s  iftvafion.'* 

The  motives  which  led  to  this  re-occupation  furnifli  the  true 
grounds  for  difcuffion  ;  but  the  eftabliftimcnt  of  a  military  poft, 
from  its  own  nature,  muft  have  been  fo  unqueftionahle,  as  not 
to  have  required  from  you,  Sir,  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Randolph, 
an  avowal  or  a  denial;  nor  does  it  appear  to  me,  that  he  has 
introduced  fo  public  an  event  as  a  matter  of  doubt  in  itfelf,  but 
folely  as  aground-work  for  ufhering  into  the  world  "  opinions** 
ttanfmitted  to  the  executive  government  of  the  United  States, 
¥7hich,  however  refpediable,  are  but  "  opinions,''  that  Britifli 
officers  and  Britifli  foldiers  aided  an  attack  made  by  the  Indians 
on  Fort  Recovery.  Such  an  infmuation,  Sir,  introduced  as 
fubfidiary  evidence  of  a  fadl  which  required  no  proof,  will, 
undoubtedly,  on  the  undifcerning,  imprefs  a  belief  that  the 
Britifh  troops,  inftead  of  adliering  to  that  principle  of  felf- 
defence  on  which  a  poft  at  the  Miami  was  re-ettablifhed,  were 
United  in  arms  with  the  Indians  in  an  attack  upon  a  poft  held  by 
the  United  States. 

As  if  to  promote  fuch  a  belief,  Mr.  Randolph  proceeds  to 
Comment  on  the  proteft  delivered  to  Mr.  Williamfon  at  the 
harbour  of  the  Great  Sodus ;  he  terms  this  proteft,  which  I 
tranfmitted  in  obedience  to  Lord  Dorchefter's  orders,  *'  a  man- 
date borne  by  Lieutenant  SheafFe,  under  a  military  efcojrt,  and 
in  its  tone  correfponding  with  the  form  of  its  delivery,  being 
unequivocally  of  a  military  and  hoftile  nature.'* 

Mr.  Randolph  feems  peculiarly  anxious  to  confider  every 
tranfaftion  of  the  King's  government,  in  its  mode,  as  well  as 
in  its  fubftance,  as  hoftility,  otherwife  he  could  not  but  have 
feen  in  the  proteft  delivered  by  Lieut.  Sheaflf^  to  Mr.  William* 
fon,  not  a  tone  of  hoftility,  but  a  fpirit  of  conciliation,  expla- 
natory of  the  juft  principle  on  which  the  fettlement  in  q^uef* 
tion  is  termed  an  aggreffion  ;  the  inexecution  of  the  treaty  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States:  nor  is  it  poffible  to  conceive  that 
lefs  offenfive  language  could  be  made  ufe  of,  confift^nt  with  the 
formality  neceffary  to  fubftantiate  a  proteft,  requiring  the  fuf* 
pehfion  of  the  exercife  of  a  controverted  claim. 

Had  Mr.  Secretary  Randolph  made  due  inquiry,  he  would 
iave  found  that  the  military  efcort  Confifted  of  an  officer  ex- 
■   Vox,.  IL  Lll  ^\^^%Vj 
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prefsly  fent  to  accompany  Lieut.  Sheafll;,  dnd  fevetl  perfons  to 
row  the  boat,  foldiers  moft  certainly,  but  unarmed,  withotl 
military  habiliments,  and  iii  the  drefs  they  wear  for  the  pur- 

{^ofes  of  fatigue.  It  alfo  might  be  prefumed  from  Lieut.  Sheaffe's 
etter,  that  he  was  perfonally  acquainted  with  Capt.  William- 
fon,  and  in  truth  this  cifcumftance  was  of  Tome  weight  in  the 
appointment* 

The  general  language- and  condud;  of  Mr*  Williamfon,  par* 
ticiilarly  in  the  propofals  of  his  fpeculation  at  the  Sodus,  baTc, 
of  late,  manifcfted  adifpofition  fo  incompatible  with  thofe  views 
of  conciliation  which  are  the  true  intereils  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States,  that  it  became  proper  to  fele<5l  fuch  a  perfon 
as  Mi-.  SheafFe  for  this  duty,  being  a  gentleman  of  great  difcre* 
tion,  incapable  of  any  intemperate  or  uncivil  condudft,  and  cer- 
tainly not  difqualified  by  being  a  lieutenant  in  his  Majefty's 
fervice. 

Such,  Sir,  are  the  circumftahces  of  this  tranfaflion,  which, 
Mr.  Randolph  is  pleafed  to  term  my  **  hoftile  views*" 

The  following  paragraphs  do  not  feem  to  require  illufiration: 
it  can  efcape  no  perfon  that  what  in  the  beginning  of  Mr.  Ran- 
dolph's letter  to  you  he  has  dated  as  refpe£lable  "  opinions,'* 
tranfmitted  to  the  executive  government,  is  no  longer  confined 
to  "  opinions  ;'*  bujt  the  Secretary  of  State  aflerts,  as  a  matter  of 
tail,  "  that  the  governor  of  Upper  Canada  ailbciated  Britifii 
with  Indian  force  to  aflfault  our  fort." 

In  refpe£l  to  Mr.  Randolph's  alTertion,  and  his  appeal  to  yon, 
Sir,  that  ^^  it  is  grown  into  a. maxim  that  the  affairs  of  the  In- 
dians within  the  boundaries  of  any  nation,  exclufively  belong 
to  that  nation,"  I  cannot  admit  fo  general  and  fo  novel  a  prin- 
ciple, as  applicable  either  to  the  territory  or  boundary  under 
confideratlon  ;  I  do  not  recognife  its  birth,  nor  any  fiate  of  its 
exiftence.  It  will  be  difficult  for  the  Secretary  of  State  to  prove, 
that  it  has  governed  theconduft  of  the  United  States  ;  it  is  not 
to  be  found  in  the  exprefs  provifions  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht; 
it  was  never  aflumed  by  the  Britifli  nation  prior  to  that  compad; 
it  is  irurompatible  with  the  natural  rights,  and  injurious  to  the 
acknowledged  independency  of  the  Indian  Americans. 

The  Britifli  government  has  not  involved  itfclf  in  difputes 
with  the  Indians  by  afting  in  fo  vague  and  i^^Iet^rminate  a  man- 
ner :  it  has  ever  done  jultice  to  their  natural  rights ;  nor  has  it 
violated  the  ftipulations  purpofeiy  made  for  their  fupport  and 
definition^  in  confequence  of  fuch  an  uniform  condu£t.  Sir, 
the  Indians  are  conflantly  folicitous^for  the  prefence  of  fome  oif 
the  King's  officers  or  fubje<lls  at  their  public  meetings;  and  I 
have  the  mod  full  perduafion^  that  had  the  United  States  con^i 
curred^with  the  confederacy  iq.^  their  requeft,  that  the  King 
woijild  extend  bis  good  offices  to  the  mediating  power  between 
5  them 
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them  in  the  prefent  war,  and  that  in  confequence  his  Majefiy 
had  gracioQfly  permitted  as  requefled,  or  with  more  obvious  pro- 
priety, yourfelf,  to  have  been  prefcnt  at  the  late  treaty ;  in  luch 
a  cafe,  I  am  confident  that  peace  would  have. been  eftabliihcd 
on  this  continent,  to  the  fatisfadiion  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  comfort  of  the  Indian  nations;  and  fcarcely  in  a  leiler  de- 
gree to  the  benefit  of  his  Majefty's  fubjeAs  in  this  orovince, 
who  are  materially  interefted  that  their  neighbours  mould  on 
all  (ides  flourtfh  in  wealth,  peace,  and  profperity* 

As  the  clofe  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  letter  feems  intended 
through  you,  Sir,  ^'  to  apprize  me  of  the  confequences  of  felf- 
defence,  fhould  I  not  be  rcdrained  by  remonftrances,"  the  date 
of  it  cannot  poffibly  efcape  my  notice;  it  bears  that  of  the  ift 
day  of  September,  and  on  the  22d  of  Auguft  General  Wayne 
advanced  to  the  poft  at  the  Miami,  laid  waAe  the  pofTel&ons  of 
the  King's  fubjedts  under  its  proteftion,  and  fummoned  it  to 
furrende;r.  It  may  here  be  proper  to  obferve,  that  fo  ill  infor* 
roed  was  that  officer  of  the  very  principles  on  which  he  made  his 
invaiion,  or  **  felf-defence,*'  that  in  his  fummons  he  requires 
5^  the  garrifon  to  remove  to  the  neareft  poft  occupied  by  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefly  in  I783."  Had  this  requifition  been  complied 
withj  the  garrifon  muft  have  advanced  up  the  Miami  river  into ' 
the  Indian  country,  beyond  the  pofl  whofe  evacuation  {lad  been 
4emaoded. 

The  difcretion,  good  condu£l,  and  magnanimity  of  Major 
Campbell,  the  commander  of  that  garrifon,  prevented  theconv 
mencement  of  war,  and  all  its  dreadful  confequences. 

Upon  the  comparifon  of  circumftances,  the  march  of  General 
Wayne,  the  date  of  Mr*  Randolph's  letter,  I  cannot  but  con- 
jeAure  that  it  was  written  not  to  remonfirate  againft  <'  my  ex<* 
ceiles>*'  but  to  prepare  the  minds  of  men  for  whatever  con-* 
fequences  might  have  arifen  from  the  movement  of  General 
Wayne's  army  ;  and  could  the  temperate  forbearance  of  Major 
Campbell,  and  the  event  of  the  enterprize  haVe-  been  forefeen» 
(if  I  may  be  permitted  to  revert  to  the  objeS  of  this  letter)  I 
.  cannot  believe  that  I  (hould  have  been  fpared  the  neceffity  of 
taking  notice  of  Mr.  Secretary  Randolph's  publication,  or  of 
controverting  the  aiTumptions  of  a  gentleman  for  whom  I  have 
always  entertained  the  moft  profound  refpe£lit 

To  all.  Sir,  who  knew  my  private  fentiments,  to  yourfelfi 
Sir,  who  are  acquainted  with  my  public  condu£t,  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's  miuifters,  and  the  officer  chief  in  command*  who  have 
approved  of  ray  AriGt  adherence  to  their  orders,  and  the  confe- 
<iaent  impartiality  which  I  have  maintained  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Ifidiai>  American^  any  juftification  or  expofitiou 
of  my  fentiments  is  unneceflary ;  even  Mr«  Secretary  Randolph 
liiis  officially  in  his  pofleffion  fufficient  prooJ|s  of  m^  gQod  wiU  (a 

LIU  ^ifcJ^ 
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the  government  and  people  of  the  United  States.  They  ought 
to  have  flieltercd  mc  from  the  imputations  to  which  I  have  been 
f  xpofcJ.  I  h?ivc  ever  (hewn  the  utmoft  inclination  to  cultivate 
the  moft  perfeft  harmony  between  his  Majefty's  fuhjciSls  and 
thofe  of  the  United  States;  and  have  looked  forward  to  an  ho- 
nourable termination  of  exiting  differences  with  the  moft  anxious 
folicitude. 

From  Mr%  Randolph  to  Mr»  Hammond. 

Sir,  Phlladelphlay  Nov.^O^  I794* 

UNDER  any  afpeft  of  the  affairs  of  the  United  ^ates  in  rc» 
lation  to  Great  Britain,  I  fhould  decline  a  difcuffion  with  the 
Jicutenant-governor  of  Upper  Canada.  The  minifter  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty  is  the  proper  correfpondent  for  the  Secretary 
of  State,  upon  fubje6ls  affefting  their  two  nations  ;  and  his 
^communications  will  be  always  received  with  the  attention  due 
to  his  ch^irafter,  and  with  a  temper  flowing  from  a  love  of  truth 
and  of  harmony. 

But  l^fore  I  could  enter,  Sir,  even  with  yourfelf,  intd  any 
examination  of  the  letter  which  the  Lieutenant-governor  thought 
proper  to  addrefs  to  you  on  the  20th  ultimo,  1  fhould  take  the 
liberty  of  alking,  whether  it  has  been  tranfmitted'  to  me  as  a 
pap?r  which  I  am  free  to  eflimate  according  to  its  merits,  by 
waving  a  reply,  without  violating  my  refpeft  for  your  func- 
tions ;  or  whether  it  is  adopted  as  the  fenfe  of  your  govem- 
jnent  ?  This  preliminary  inquiry  would  be  rendered  abfolutely 
recefTary ;  fince  on  a  former  occafion  you  difavowed  a  refpon- 
libility  tor  the  conduft  of  the  Britifh  governors  in  Canada;  anid 
in  your  letter  of  the  27th  inft.  enclofing  that  of  the  Lieutenant- 
governor,  you  leave  it  too  uncertain  how  far  you  approve  its 
doftrines,  its  aflfertions,  and  its  ftatements. 

If  it  is  to  be  underftood,  that  to  all  thefe  your  alTent  is  given, 
^and  it  were  expedient  now  to  revive  our  former  controverfy,  I 
fhould  requeft  you  to  define  precifely,  what  is  meant  by  the 
apology  for  the  fort  at  the  Rapids  of  the  Miami,  as  being  the 
•'  re-occupying  of  a  poft  upon  the  Miami  river,  within  the 
limits  of  thofe  maintained  by  the  Britifh  forces,  at  the  peace  in 
the  year  1783.'*  I  fhould  urge  an  explicit  declaration,  whether 
Britilh  officers  and  foldiers  dfd  or  did  not  aid  the  attack  made  by 
the  Indians  on  Fort  Recovery ;  and  would  at  the  fame  time  dc* 
tall  the  evidence,  upon  which  we  have  been  induced  to  believe 
it,  t  fliQuld  beg  to  be  informed  how  the  nature  and  fpirit  of  the 
fnandate,  borne  by  two  Britifh  oflScers  and  feven  Briti/h  foldiers, 
were  in  faft,  or  on  principle,  transformed  into  the  garb  of  peace, 
by  the  abfence  of  arms,  and  ^^  military  habilimeots,"  the  drefs 
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of  fatigue,  or  the  fricndfhip  of  Lieutenant  Sheaffefor  Mr,  Wil- 
liamfon,  I  fhould  willi  to  know  whether  Governor  Simcoe 
derives  from  his  inftrudlions,  or  any  other  warrant  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty,  an  authority  to  deny  that  it  is  inadmiffible  for 
one  nation  to  intermeddle  with  the  Indians  within  the  territories 
of  another. 

I  ihould  oppofe  the  conclufion,  that  what  may  not  be  found 
in  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  does  not  exift,  under  the  fanftion  of  the 
law  of  nations,  and  efpecially  in  regard  to  the  ufages  of  America, 
But,  for  reafons  which  may  be  eafily  conceived,  I  would  not, 
without  the  moft  clear  neceflity,  recur  to  the  circumftance 
which  prevented  a  treaty  with  the  northern  ui\tes  of  Indians  in 
the  laft  year.  Nor  (hould  I  wafte  a  moment  in  refuting  the 
fafpicion,  that  my  letter  of  the  ill  of  September  was  "  written 
to  prepare  the  minds  of  men  for  whatever  confequences  might 
have  arifen  from  the  movement  of  General  Wayne's  army," 
becaufe  on  the  20th  of  May  I  complained  of  the  creflion  of  the 
fcrt,  and  you  were  then  informed  that  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  in  their  march  againft  the  enemy,  would  not  be  able  t6 
diftinguiih  between  them  and  any  other  people  aflbciated  in  the 
war. 

Thefe,  however,  and  many  other  ftriking  features  in  the  let- 
ter, and  condu6k  of  Governor  Simcoe,  will,  I  hope,  at  no  dif- 
tant  day,  be  conftgned  to  oblivion  by  the  reparation  of  our  in- 
juries, and  the  reftitution  of  our  rights.  Until,  therefore,  I 
ihall  be  difappointed  in  this  hope,  I  (hall  not  willingly  open  4 
new  fourcc  of  altercation.

IN  anfwer  to  your  letter  of  yefterday,  which  I  have  this 
moment  received,  it  is  expedient  for  me  merely  to  remark,  in 
addition  to  the  motives  that  I  have  already  affigned,  as  inducing 
m^  to  tranfmit  to  you  a  copy  of  the  letter  addreffed  to  me  by  the 
Lieutenant-governor  of  Upper  Canada  ;  that,  as  in  your  letter  of

1  TAKE  an  opportunity  offending  thisdifpatch  by  means  of 
Mr.  Hammond,  to  whom  I  lofe  no  tiine  in  giving  ihiformatioii 
of  the  important  event,  that  Mr.  Wayne,  with  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  penetrated  to  the  fort  at  the  Miami,  which  be 
fummoned  tO  furrender,  and  upon  Major  Campbell's  refufal,  at

ihips  of  war  (hall  be  obliged  to  ihew ;  on  the  contrary,  no  fheU 
ter  or  refuge  (hall  be  given  in  their  pofts,  to  fuch  as  (hall  have 
made  prizes  of  the  fubje<5ls,  people,  or  property  of  eithef  parties; 
l5ut  if  fuch  (hall  come  in,  being  forced  by  (Irefs  of  weather,  or 
the  danger  of  the  fea,  all  proper  means  (nail  be  vigoroufly  ufed 
that  they  go  out  and  retire  from  thence  as  foon  as  poffible.'* 

And  whereas  it  is  the  duty  and  intereO:  of  this  (late,  as  a 
tohftituent  member  of  the  union,  with  (incerity  and  good  faitH 
to  bbferve  foliemn  ftipulations,  I  have  thought  proper,  by  and 
wiUi  the  advice  of  the  honourable  the  privy  council  of  the  (late» 
t6  ifluc  this  proclamation,  hereby  requiring  the  citizens  of  thti 
ftate  carefully  to  avoid  all  ads  and  proceedings  whatfoever, 
which  may  in  any  manner  tend  to  contravene  the  faid  article, 
emoining  alt  officers  civil  and  military,  accordmg  to  the  duties 
or  their  refpeftive  ftations,  to  be  vigilant  and  a£live  in  prevent- 
iiig  any  iqfraflion  thereof.  And  I  do  by  thefe  prefents  further 
require  the  officers  of  the  different  ports  within  this  ftate,  to 
report  to  the  executive  of  the  ftate,  from  time  to  time,  thecon*^ 
duft  of  any  perfon  or  perfoni  who  may  be  guilty  of  any  violation 
of  the  injunftion  aforefald,  fhould  any  fuch  there  be.

yames  Monroe,  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  from  the  United  States  of 
America^  to  the  Citizen  Prejidcnt  of  the  National  Convention  of 
the  French  Republic.  ' 

Citizen  President, 
HAVING  arrived  fome  days  ago,  with  a  comroiflion  from 
the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  reprefcnt  thofe 
ilates,  in  quality  of  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  French  Re- 
public, and  not  being  informed  of  the  competent  department, 
or  of  the  forms  eftablilhed  by  law  to  recognize  my  chara£ler,  I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  make  known  my  miflion  dircdlly  to  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  nation.  To  them  it  belongs  to  deter* 
mine  the  day,  and  prefcribe  the  mode  in  which  Ifliallbc-rc- 
Cognifed  as  the  reprefentative  of  theh:  ally  and  republican  fiftcr. 
They  will  alfo  have  the  goodnefs  to  point  out  the  department 
to  which  I  muft  apply  to  he  received  in  the  charafler  I  bear. 
I  make  the  communication  with  the  more  pleafure,  as  it  gives 
hie  an  opportunity,  not  only  of  expreffing  to  the  reprefentatives 
of  the  free  citizens  of  France  my  perfonal  •attachment  to  the 
taufeof  liberty,  but  of  afluring  them,  at  the  fame  time,  in  the 
hioft  pofitive  mattner,  of  the  profound  intereft  which  the  go- 
Vernment  and  the  people  of  America  take  in  the  liberty,  the 
fuccefs,  and  the  profperity  of  the  French  Republic.

Efchaiferiaux  foon  afterwards  reported  iii  the  name  of  the 
corrtrt^ittee  of  Public  Safety. — The  minifter  of  a  free  people 
prefents  himfelf,  and  you  have  diredted  us  to  offer  our  ideas  ort 
the  mode  of  receiving  him.  We  know  of  no  mode  but  thai  of 
the  friendfliip  and  fraternity  which  charadlerife  a  free  nation. 
The  fall  of  the  throne  has  drawn  with  it  the  rubbifti  of  the  old 
idiplomatic  fyftcm,  and  the  tradition  of  all  the  ridiculous  cere* 
monies  which  the  pride  of  courtiers  had  invented.  The  true 
diplomatic  fyftem  of  free  ftates  is  mutual  defence  and  mutual 
benefits.  Let  defpots  place  their  glory  in  a  vain  reprefentatibn; 
the  high  fpiritcd  republican  difdains  the  falfe  fhevv  of  mo- 
narchies. The  majefty  of  the  people  is  like  their  liberty,  frank 
and  limple.  The  firft  fight  formerly  prefentedto  a  foreign  mi* 
iiifter  in  France,  was  a  corrupted  court  and  haughty  Haves* 
He  wa^  immediately  furrounded  by  all  that  cringed  at  the  feet 
of  a  maftcr.  One  tyrant  careffed  in  his  perfoil  the  pride  of  an- 
other 
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Otter  tyrant.  Friendihip,  franknefs,  the  people  and  their  rc- 
prefentatives,  form  the  fpeftacJe  which  we  muft  prefent  to  the 
minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  America.  The 
public  fquare,  in  which  were  the  people,  the  temple  of  the 
laws,  the  fenate,  was  the  place  where  a  great  people  formerly 
received  ambafladors.  Such  ought  to  be  our  republican  ideas  on 
the  admiflion  of  foreign  minifters.  It  is  in  vain  that  defpots 
coalefce ;  an  eternal  pa6t  of  freedom  and  power  is  going  to  unite 
free  nations.  They  are  going  to  ally  themfelves  for  the  happi- 
nefs  of  the  world.  Guilt  has  united  kings ;  nature  has  created 
a  fecret  alliance  in  the  hearts  of  independent  nations.  Nature 
repels  from  our  frontiers  the  flaves  that  furround  them ;  Ihe 
now  feeks  out  for  us  brethren  beyond  the  ocean.  Let  French 
liberty  be  this  day  allied  anew  in  the  fece  of  the  world,  with 
American  liberty.  Let  the  ambaflador  of  that  Republic,  which 
fet  us  the  example  of  breaking  the  chains  of  tyrants,  and  re- 
covering our  rights,  come  and  fwear  amid  the  reprefentatives  of 
tiie  French  nation,  the  confirmation  of  the  fraternal  alliance 
which  muft  make  the  liberty  of  the  two  continents  triumphant. 
Let  him  be  admitted  among  us  as  a  friend  ;  let  all  proud  cere« 
iDony  vaniih  at  the  moment  when  the  fouls  of  the  two  repub- 
lican nations  correfpond  and  unite.  Let  friendfhip  be  his  only 
introducer  ;  in  the  body  of  the  Convention,  after  declaring  his 
miffion,  let  him  receive  from  the  Prefident  the  exprefSon  of  the 
fentiments  of  fraternity  of  the  French  people,  of  their  defire 
to  form  an  alliance  which  may  be  the  beginning  of  the  en- 
ifranchifement  of  the  human  race.     Your  committee  propofes : 

That  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  (hall 
be  introduced  into  the  body  of  the  Convention,  and  prefent  the 
objefi  of  his  million.  The  Prefident  fhall  give  him  the  frater- 
nal embriice,  in  token  of  the  friendfhip  which  unites  th^e  Ame- 
rican with  the  French  people. 

That  the  Prefident  of  the  Convention  fhall  write  to  the  Pre- 
fident of  the  American  Congrefs,  inclofing  a  copy  of  the  mi- 
iiotes  of  the  fitting.

Republics  ought  to  be conne(^ed  with  oiie  another.  In  many 
refpe&s^  they  have  all  the  fame  intereft ;  but  this  maxim  is  tU 
pecially  true  with  regard  to  th^  republics  of  America  and  France. 
Their  governments  have  a  great  analogy ;  thej^  both  cheri(h  the 
fame  principles^  and  reft  on  the  farne  bafis,  the  equal  and  una- 
lienable rights  of  man.  Even  the  remembrance  of  common 
dangers  Will  augment  their  harmony  and  cement  their  union^ 
America  has  had  her  days  of  oppref&on,  of  difficulty,  and  oi 
Tvar ,  but  her  fons  were  virtuous  and  brave,  and  the  tempeft 
that  fo  long  obfcured  her  political  horizon  has  difperfed,  aii4 
left  her  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  peace  and  independence.

confcquenpes-  America  is  not  an  unconcerned  fpedlatrefs  of 
your  efforts  in  the  prefent  crilis.  I  lay  before  you,  in  thedcr 
claration^  of  each  branch  of  our  government,  declarations 
founded  on  the  affedlion  of  the  great  body  of  our  citizens,  the 
moft  convincing  proofs  of  their  fincere  attachment  to  the  li- 
berty, the  pro(perity,  and  the  happinefs  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic.

|ny  own  heart,  in  wifhing  happinefs  and  liberty  to  the  French 
nation,  I  exprefs  the  fentiments  of  my  country;  and  that  \t\ 
(loing  every  thing  in  my  power  to  preferve  and  perpetuate  the 
harmony  that  fo  happily  lubfifts  between  the  twp  l^epublics,  \ 
fhall  promote  their  mutual  intereft. 

It  is  to  this  grand  objefl  that  all  my  efforts  fhall  be  dircded.

Cltiiien  Prefident,  the  Convention  having  decreed  that  the  flags 
of  the  American' and  French  Republics  ihall  be  united,  and  fly 
together  in  the  place  of  the  fitting  of  the  National  Convention,  in 
teftimony  of  the  union  and  friendfhip  which  ought  ever  to  fubfift 
between  the  two  people,  I  thought  that  I  could  not  better  mani* 
feft  the  profound  impreflion  which  the  decree  made  upon  me,  and 
"the  acknowledgments  of  my  conftituents,  than  by  preparing  theff 
colours,  in  order  to  offer  them,  in  their  name,  to  the  reprefenta- 
tives  of  the  French  people. 

I  have  had  them  executed  after  the  manner  laft  decreed  by  the 
Congrefs  ^^  and  I  have  entrufted  them  to  Captain  Barnery,  an  offi- 
cer of  diftinguifl>ed  merit,  who  rendered  us  great  fervices  by  fea 
during  the  revolution.  He  is  charged  to  pi:efent  them  to  vou,  and 
to  place  them  wherever  you  (hall  appoint*  Accept,  then,  this

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flag.  Citizen  Prcfident,  as  a  new  pledge  of  the  fenfibility  with 
which  the  American  people  always  receive  the  proofs  of  intereft 
and  friendfhip  given  to  them  by  their  good  and  brave  allies,  as 
well  as  of  the  pleafute  and  eagernefs  with  which  they  improve 
every  circumftance  that  tends  to  cement  and  confolidate  the  unioQ 
and  concord  of  the  two  nations.

Citizen  Prefident,  having  been  charged  by  the  minifter  ple« 
Bipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  bear  to  the  Con* 
vention  the  flag  which  they  defired — th6  flag  under  the  aufpices  of 
which  I  had  the  honour  to  flght  with  our  common  enemy,  in  the 
war  which  accompliflied  our  liberty  and  independence,  I  fulfil  nnr 
honourable  commiflion  with  the  moft  lively  fatis&fiion,  and  remit 
jt  into  your  hands.

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

THE  circumilances  under  which  you  are  now  aflembled^  re« 
quire  your  moft  fcrious  attention. 
•   We  are  engaged  in  a  conteft,  on  the  iffue  of  which  depend 
ibc  maintenance  of  our  conftitutiou,  laws,  and  religion  {  and 
the  fecurity  of  all  civil  fociety. 

You  muft  have  obferved>  with  fatlsfadlion,  the  advantages 
which  have  been  obtained  by  the  arms  of  the  allied  powers^  and 
th«  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  general  fitaation  of 
Europe  fince  the  commencement  of  the  war.  The  United 
Provinces  have  been  protefted  from  invafion ;  the  Auftriaa 
Netherlands  have  been  recovered  and  maintained  ;  and  places  of 
confiderable  importance  have  been  acquired  on  the  frontiers  of 
France.  The  re-capture  of  Mcntz,  and  the  fubfequent  fuc- 
ceffes  of  the  allied  armies  on  the  Rhine,  have,  notwithftanding 
the  advantages  recently  obtained  by  the  enemy  in  that  quarter, 
proved  highly  beneficial  to  the  common  caufe.  Powerful  ef- 
forts have  been  made  by  my  allies  in  the  fouth  of  Europe ;  the 
temporary  poflcffion  of  the  town  and  port  of  Toulon  has 
greatly  diftrefled  the  operations  of  my  enemies ;  and  in  the  ciN 
comftances  attending  the  evacuation  of  that  place,  an  impor- 
tant and  dccifive  blow  has  been  given  to  their  naval  power,  by 
the  d'rftinguifhed  conduft,  abilities,  and  fpirit  of  my  com- 
manders, officers,  and  forces,  both  by  fea  and  land. 

The  French  have  been  driven  fron^  their  poffeffions  and  fifhery 
^t  Newfoundland,  and  important  and  valuable  acquifitions  have 
been  made  both  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies. 

At  fea  our  fuperiority  has  been  undifputed,  and  our  com- 
merce fo  efFe<51ually  protefled,  that  the  loffes  fuftained  have 
been  inconfiderable,  in  proportion  to  its  extent,  and  to  the  cap- 
tures made  on  the  contfafted  trade  of  the  enemy.

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The  cirCtiaiftflnces  by  which  the  filrther  progrefs  of  tiie  allies 
jpus  hiChertQ  been  impeded,  dot  only  prote  the  neceffity  of  vi- 
gour and  perfeverance  on  our  pari^.  but,  at  the  fame  time,  con- 
firm the  expectation  of  ultimate  fuccefs.

every  prin.cipic  of  jufticc,  humanity,  and  religion,  evidently 
^roduftiveof  internal  difcontent  and  confqfion  in  France,  aod 
tending  rapidly  to  cxhauft  the  natural  and  real  ftrength  of  that 
jcountry,  appears  to  prove,  in  the  ftrongeft  manner,  the  necef. 
fity  of  vigour  and  perfev^rance  on  our  part,  and  to  afford  in  it- 
fclf  a  juft  expcdation  of  ultimate  fuccefs. 

We  muft  undoubtedly  join  with  your  Majefty  in  regretting 
the  neceffary  continuance  of  the  war;  bu)t  we  are  perfaaded 
that  it  would  be  inconfiftent  with  theeflential  interefts  of  your 
Majefty's  fubje£ls  to  look  ]to  the  reftoration  of  peace  on  stnj 
grounds  but  fuch  as  may  provide  fo^  their  permanent  fafety,  and 
for  the  independence  and  fecurity  of  Europe  c  ^nd  it  is  impof- 
^ble  for  us  not  to  perceive  that  the  attainment  of  thefe  ends  is 
obftruiSed  by  the  prevalence  of  a  fyftem  in  France,  equally  in- 
compatible with  the  happinefs  of  that  x:puiitry,  i^nd  with  the 
tranquillity  of  all  other  nations. 

We  acknowledge  your  Majefty's  goodn^fs  in  having  dlreSed 
to  be  laid  before  u$  copies  of  the  declaration  which  your  Ma* 
•}efty  has  thought  proper  to  ifTue,  and  alfo  of  the  (eypral  poi^ 
ventions  and  treaties  which  your  Majefty  has  concluded.     • 

We  moft  cordially  rejoice  that  your  Majefty  has  fo  much 
reafon  to  refle£t  with  fatisfa£lion  on  the  fteady  loyalty  and  firm 
attachment  tp  the  eftabliflied  conftitution  and  governmenty 
which,  notwlthftanding  the  continued  efforts  employed  to  mif- 
lead  and  to  feduce,  have  been  fo  generally  prevalent  amongft 
all  ranks  of  your  Majefty's  fubjeils.  The  zeal  and  alacrity  qf 
the  militia  to  provide  for  our  internal  defence,  and  the  diftiri- 
guifhed  bravery  and  fpirit  difplayed  on  every  occailoh^  by  your 
Majefty's  forces,  both  by  feaand  land,  are  the  natural  refiAt4)f 
thefe  fentiments,  and  might  well  be  expedled  from  a  brave  and 
free  people,  animated  by  the  example  of  your  Majefty's  illuf- 
trious  progeny,  and  fenfible  of  the  value  of  thofe  bleflings 
which  it  is  the  objedl  of  all  our  exertions  to  preferve* 

Although  we  muft,  at  all  times,  lament  the  neceflity  of  any 
-  additional  burthens,  we  feel  it  our  indifpenfable  duty  toipake  a 
fpeedy  and  ample  provifion  for  the  pubjiic  fervice ;  and  we  ihall 
endeavour  to  defray  thofe  expenfes  which  the  exigencies  of  the 
time  muft  require,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  avoid,  as  far  as  pof- 
£ble,  any  preifure  which  could  be  feverely  felt  by  the  nation. 

Your  Majefty  may  be  aftured,  that  in  all  our  deliberations  we 
ean  never  lofe  fight  of  the  true  grounds  and  origin  of  the,  war. 
Wc  have  been  called  upon,  by  every  motive  of  duty  and  felf- 
•  -j^efervation,  to  repel  an  attack  made  upon  your  Majefty  and 
your  allies,  founded  upon  principles  which  tend  to  deftroy  all 
property,  to  fubyert  the  laws  and  religion  of  every  civiliaied 
nation,  and  to  into*oduce  univerfally  that  wild  and  deftmftive 
fyftemi  xff  tajpine,  anarcbyi  aii4  impiety^  tl^e  cfit^  of  wbicli> 

'at 
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asf  tlsey  blve  alteady  been  manifefted  in  Ftznce,  fumlfh  a  dro«^« 
filly  but  ufefuly  leflbn  to  the  prefent  age,  and  to  pofterity. 

We  are  fenfible  that  the  difcontinuance,  or  relaxationy  of  our 
exertions  Could  hardly  procure  even  afhort  interval  of  delufive 
repofe,  and  could  never  terminate  in  fecurity  or  peace  :  and  wo 
truft  that  all  your  Majefty's  fubjeds,  impreUed  with  the  nocef^ 
fity  of  defending  whatever  is  moft  dear  to  them^  and  relying; 
Wjtfa  confidence  on  the  valour  and  refources  of  their  country^ 
On  the  combined  efForts  of  fo  large  a  part  of  Europe^  and»  above 
all,  on  the  inconteftable  juftice  of  their  caufe,  will  ftady  ta 
render  their  conduft  a  contraft  to  that  of  their  enemies  ;  and 
i>y  cultivating  and  pradtifmg  the  principles  of  humanity,  and 
tfie  duties  of  religion,  will  endeavour  to  merit  the  continuance 
of  the  Divine  favour  and  protedlion,  which  have  b^cn  fo  cmi«* 
hiently  experienced  by  thefe  kingdoms. 

Afr.  Fox  moved  in  Amendment  to  tnfert  thefe  Words. 
To  recommend  to  his  Majefly  to  treat,  as  fpeedily  as  poffible^ 
for  a  peace  with  France  upon  fa^  and  advantageous  terms,  with- 
fetft  any  reference  to  the  nature  or  form  of  government  that 
might  exift  in  that  country.

On  Thurfday,  23d  January,  his  Majefty'sanfwer  to  the  addrefs 
of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  was  read  to  their  Lordfhips  as  follows : 

My  Lords, 
I  RETURN  you  my  warmeft  acknowledgments  for  this-very  du- 
tiful and  loyal  addrefs.  The  fentiments  you  exprefs  refpe£king  the 
prefent  important  fituation  of  public  affairs,  and  the  zeal  and  unioi^ 
yoti  have  manifefted  in  fupport  of  thofe  meafures,  which  can  alone 
tend  to  maintain  the  deareft  jnterefts  of  my  people,  and  to  fecure 
the  tranquillity  and  independence  of  £urope,  cannot  fail  of  pro- 
ducing the  happieft  tfk&s  both  at  home  and  abroad.  You  may  be 
affured  that  nothing  fhall  be  wanting  on  my  part  to  employ  with 
energy  and  vigour,  in  a  caufe  of  fuch  deep  concern,  thofe  refourcet 
which  I  derive  from  the  wifdom  and  firmnefs  of  my  Parliament^ 
and  from  the  general  attachment  of  my  people  to  the  conftitutioa 
and  government  of  their  country,  and  to  the  intcrefts  of  humanity, 
order,  and  religion,  throughout  all  Europe.

r  <<  That  an  humble  addrefs  be  prefented  to  bis  M^efty^  humbly 
to  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  the  French  nation  hatre  exp.refsly 
lecogniztd  the  fftcred  principle^  that  no  country  poiTelTes  the  riebt 
to  interfere  with  another  independent  nation.  To  ftate  to  his 
>ifa}e(ly9  that  in  the  i  iStb  and  ( 19th  articles  of  the  conftitution  of 
France^  t{hey  have  decls^red,  that  the  French  are  the  friends  and  the 
natural  allies  of  every  free  people,  and  that  it  does  not  interfere 
with  the  government  of  other  nations. — Humbly,  therefore,  to  be- 
feech  his  Miajefty,  in  his  equity  and  juftice,  to  acknowledge  the 
French  Republic,  and  thereby  lay  the  foundation  of  a  fpee^y  re* 
conciliation. and  permanent  peace."

That  inftrudlion  be  given  to  the  Committee  on  this  bill  to 
iatroduce  a  claufe  fpr  regulating  foreign  troops  in  this  kingdom, 
and  fubjedling  them  to  military  law.

Dijfentient. — Fifft,  Becatife  ^*  It  is  contrary  to  law  for  the 
Crown  to  keep  an  army  in  this  kingdom,  either  in  time  of  peace 
or  in  time  of  war,  without  the  previous  confent  of  Parliament  ;** 
and  it  is  effential,  that  this  important  confVitutional  principle 
(which  was  unequivocally  admitted  in  the  debate)  (hould  be  for 
ever  maintained  inviolate  in  this  country.  And  the  friends  of 
public  liberty  ought  ever  to  bear  in  memory  the  admirable  vote  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  on  the  5th  day  of  May,  1641,  when  it 
Was  refolved^  **  That  this  Houfe  doth  declare,  that  whofocvtr 
fhall  give  counfel  or  affiftance,  or  join  in  any  manner,  to  bring  any 
foreign  force  into  the  kingdom,  unlefs  it  be  by  command  of  his 
Majefty,  with  the  confent  of  both  Houfes  in  Parliament,  fliall  be 
adjudged  and  reputed  a  public  enemy  to  the  King  and  kingdom,'^ 

Secondly,  Becaufe  the  annual  mutiny  bill  is  a  proof  that  the 
Crown  cannot  perpetuate  or  aflfume  a  prerogative  which  Parlia- 
ment annually  beftows,  nor  exercife,  at  its  own  difcretion,  that 
power  which  the  legiflature  fpecially  limits. 

Th!rdly>  Becaufe  it  is  a  mod  dangerous  doflrine,  that  the 
Crown  has  a  right  (by  virtue  of  an.  "  undefined  prerogative,'*)  to 
do  any  z&  which  is  not  warranted,  either  by  common,  or  by  fta- 
tute  law,  under  the  frivolous  pretence  of  its  appearing  to  minifters 
to  be  ufefol.  And  the  fupinenefs  of  Parliament,  in  the  reign  of 
King  lanics  the  Second^  wlien  fo-  many  ads,  riotorioufly  illegal^

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^vere  (committed  by  the  Crown,  and  yet  pafled  unnoticed  by  ttil 
two  Houfes^  clearly  proves,  that,  from  the  want  of  vigilance  in 
c^hain  Parliaments,  precedents  may  be  eftabliflied,  /ubverfive  cff 
the  firft  principles  of  national  freedom. 

Fourt|ily,  Bccaufe  the  maintaining  of  a  foreign  iirmy  on  the 
eftabliihment,  or  within  the  territory  of  this  kingdom,  is  in  open 
defiance  of  the  very  aft  of  Parliament  which  fettles  the  crown  on 
the  prefent Royal  Family  ^namely,  the  12th  and.i3tb of  William 
III.  chap,  the  2d.)  which  exprefsly  enafts,  •*  That  no  perfon 
born  out  of  the  kingdoms  of  England,  Scotland,  or  Ireland,  or  the 
dominions,  thereunto  belonging  (although  he  be  naturalized,  or 
made  a  denizen,  except  fuch  as  are  born  of  Englilh  parents)  (hall  ' 
be  capable  to  enjoy  any  office  or  place  of  truft,  either  civil  or  mili- 
tary." And  the  aft  of  the  29th  George  II.  chap,  the  5th,  is  a  proof 
th^t  the  legiilature  deemed  a  fpecial  aft  of  Parliament  neceffary, 
to  enable  the  King  to  employ  even  a  limited  number  of  fubaltern 
fcftign  officers  in  America,  only  under  certain  reftriftions  and 
qualifications. 

Fifthly,  Becaufe  *^  foreign  mercenaries  have  always  been  un^ 
ufeful,  or  dangerous  to  thofe  who  employ  them.  Their  ^ondudf. 
at  firft,  has  generally  been  peaceable  and  enfnaring  ;  at  laft,  fedi- 
tious  and  deftruftive  ;  and  thofe  ftates  that  have  Carried  the  points 
wliich  they  intended,  by  their  affiftance,  have  ufually  in  the  event 
been  enflaved  by  them.*' 

And  Sixthly,  Becaufe  a  prerogative  in  the  executive  power,  to 
introduce  any  number,  without  limit,  of  armed  foreign  hirelings 
into  any  country,  without  the  previous  and  exprefs  confent  of  th«    • 
legiilature,  is  totally  incompatible  with  any  form  of  a  free  confti- 
tution  ;  for,  not  only  that  government  is  tyrannical,  which  is  aftu* 
ally  tyrannically  adminiftered,  but  that  government  alfo  is  tyranni-    • 
cjI  (however  adaiiniftered)  where  there  is  no  fufficicnt  fecurity 
againit  its  being  tyrannically  adminiftered  in  future.

I.  Becaufe,  with  the  exception  of  only  one  noble  Lord,  not  oner 
of  his  Majefty's  minillers,  it  was  in  the  debate  unanimoolly  admk-* 
ted,  that  the  keeping  in  this  country  troops,  whether  native  or  fo- 
xcign,  in  time  either  of  war  or  peace,  without  the  confent  of  Par- 
iiamcnt,  is  unconftitutional.  And  as  it  was  alfo  admitted^  vmahi' 
mouHy  and  unequivocally,  that  the  troops  in  qneftion  ait  here  upon 

«.       grounds 
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grounds  of  fitnefs  and  expediency  ;  and  as  the  confideration  of 
fitnefs  and  expediency,  though  they  render,  and  in  faft  in  the  pre- 
fcnt  inftance  do  render,  not  only  juftifiable,  but  highly  meritbrious, 
do  in  no  degree  fo  change  the  nature  as  to  make  it  more  or  lefs 
conditutional. 

II,  This  bill,  though  of  a  nature  to  be  Very  fparingly  adopted, 
yet  was  of  particular  propriety  ;  for  in  a  matter  of  great  momept, 
it  declared  the  law,  faved  the  conftitution,  and  did  juftice  to  the 
motives  of  the  executive  government. 

III,  Becaufe  the  flopping  of  this  bill  leaves  the  troops  here, 
without  any  confent  of  Parliament. 

IV,  Becaufe  the  effect  of  the  declarations,  by  which  the  right 
of  the  Crown  fo  to  keep  troops  here  was  difclaimed,  however 
ftrong,  general,  and  unequivocal,  is  yet  tranfitory  and  fugitive  ;

To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  the  events  of  the  laft  cam^ 
paign  have  demonftratcd  the  extreme  improbability  of  conquering 
France,  even  under  the  fingular  circumftance  of  a  general  confe* 
d^racy  formed  agaipft  her ; 

That  the  duration  of  an  extepfive  confederacy,  neceflarily  flow^. 
^nd  ill-combined  in  its  operations,  is  not  to  he  depended  on  from 
cjay  to  day,  and  formed,  as  the  prefent  js,  with  powers,  who  it  iff 
to  be  apprehended  from  the  exhaufted  ftate  of  their  finances,  wailed 
by  profufion  and  war,  can  only  fulfil  theu  engagements  to  us  by 
being  fubfidized,  the  great  burden  of  expenfe  ^nd  odium  muft  uU 
timately  fall  upon  Great  Britain  and  Ireland : 

That  the  war  to  be  in  future  as  fuccefsful^  as  it  has  hitherto 
proved  adverfe,  it  ought  not  in  found  policy  to  be  continued,  be-i. 
:aufe  no  acquifitions  of  territory  car\  $e  of  i^ealx  |ind  m.uch  lefs  of 
id^^uate  benefit,  at  the  rifle  of  prolonging  the  prefent,  and  layitif^ 
tjie  foundation  of  iiiture  wars  ; 

Q  o  o  ^  TiVc^X 
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That  a  lofs  to  the  nation  incalculable,  and  almoft  beyond  ima* 
gination,  mufl  follow  from  the  diminution  of  produd  and  con* 
funsption  ;  thd  Aagnation  and  de(lru£iion  of  capital,  and  the  gene- 
ral decay  of  trade,  which  have  aiifen  in  the  place  of  that  redudion 
of  debt  and  taxes,  which  we  Mrere:  taught  to  exped,  and  which  is 
fo  effential  to  our  external  independence,  and  to  our  internal  trail* 
quillity  and  happinefs : 

That  the  dilmemberment  of  France,  if  attainable,  fo  far  from 
fecuring  the  balance  of  power  in  Europe,  muft  endanger,  if  not 
overturn  it,  as  it  cannot  fail  to  augment  the  ftrength  of  the  greater 
European  powers,  who,  from  their  ambition,  and  the  policy  which 
they  have  lately  adopted,  of  acting  in  concert,  already  threaten 
the  extin£lion  of  the  independent  dates  of  the  fecond  and  third 
order,  upon  whofe  prefervation  the  liberties  of  Europe  cffentially 
depend ; 

That  opinions  and  fentiments  once  widely  diffeminated  cafi- 
not  be  controlled  by  arms,  and  therefore  it  behoves  every  go- 
vernment, which  would  guard  againft  the  progrefs  of  democratic 
principles,^to  avoid  the  evils  which  gave  birth  to  them  in  France: 

That  the  obedience  paid  by  the  French  nation  to  its  provi- 
Conary  government,  when  in  the  aft  of  oppofing  a  confederacy 
attempting  to  control  its  interior,  though  a  ftrong  proof  that 
the  prefent  war  is  more  likely  to  confirm  than  to  deftroy  fucha 
government,  yet  is  no  proof  that  the  French  nation  will  conti- 
nue that  obedience  to  i*,  provided  we  fufFer  them  to  return  to  i^ 
ftate  of  external  peace,  while  it  may  be  yet  time  for  the  national 
good  fenfe  to  operate  : 

That  experience  has  demonftrated  the  futility  of  every  attempt 
to  interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  France,  even  if  the  jufticc 
p{  it  were  problematical,  and  that  we  mufl:  deferve  the  deepeft  re- 
proach which  a  nation  can  incur,  if,  to  ferve  the  mere  occafional 
purpofes  of  the  confederacy,  we  encourage  farther  revolts  in 
that  country,  where  we  find  that  we  are  unable  to  fulfil  our 
promifes  of  prefent  fupport,  or  to  fave  thofe  who  have  put  4 
confidence  in  us,  from  ruin  and  extermination : 

Therefore  to  implore  his  Majefty  to  declare,  without  delay, 
liis  difpofition  to  make  peace  upon  fuch  difintcrefted  and  liberal 
terms,  as  are  heft  calculated  to  render  the  peace  between  any 
two  nations  lading,  and  to  communicate  fuch  declaration  to  his 
allies,  that  an  immediate  end  may  be  put  to  that  daily  effbfion 
of  human  blood,  which,  if  fuffercd  to  proceed,  muft  change  the 
charafter  of  the  nations  of  Europe,  and  in  the  place  of  that 
improving  fpirit  of  humanity,  which  has  till  lately  diftinguiflied 
modern  times,  fubftitute  a  degree  of  favage  ferocity  unexample4 
in  the  annals  of  mankind.

•bear  to  exprefs  their  deep  concern  that  his  Majefty  ihould  have 
been  advifedto  enter  into  engagements,  the  terms  of  which  ap- 
pear to  this  Houfe  to  be  wholly  incompatible  with  the'declara- 
^tions  repeatedly  made  to  this  Houfe  from  the  Throne,  relativ6 
to  the  profefled  objefts  of  the  prefent  unfortunate  war. 

To  prefent  to  his  Majefty  the  affli^lion  and  alarm  of  his  failh<* 
ful  Commons,  that  his  Majefty  (hould  have  been  advifed  to  make 
^  "  .common  caufe'*  with  powers  whofe  objefts  are  unavowed  and 
undefined,  but  from  whofe  condu6l  Iiis  faithful  Commons  have 
too  much  ground  to  dread  that  they  carry  on  war  for  the  purpofc 
of  didating  in  tl^  internal  affairs  of  other  countries ;  views  whiclii 
have  been  repeatedly  and  folemnly  difavowed  by  his  Majefty  and 
.  his  Minifteis,  and  which  are  utterly  abhorrent  from  thofc  princi^ 
pies  upon  which  alone  a  free  people  can  with  honour  engage  in 
War. 

'.  To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  if  the  prefent  war  had  been 
what  his  Majefty's  mefTage  in  the  laft  feflions  of  Parliament  ftated 
^  to  be,  a  war  of  aggreftion  on  the  part  of  France,  and  of  defence 
en  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  that  by  a  treaty  previouily  inexiftencc 
between  his  Majefty  and  the  king  of  Pruffia,  the  co-operation  and 
affiftance  of  that  power  were  infured  to  this  country.  That  it 
does  not  appear  to  this  Houfe,  that  the  fuccours  ftipulated  by  the 
defenfive  treaty  of  1788,  have 'been  required  by  his  Majefty,  but 
that  a  convention  has' been  entered  into,  the  ftipnlations  of  which 
have  no  other  tendency  than  the  involving  us  in  fchemes,  as  foreign 
to  the  true  intereft,  as  they  are  repugnant  to  the  natural  feelings 
of  Englifhmen,  and  of  impofing  a  reftraint  upon  hi$  Majcfty's 
known  difpofition  to  avail  himfelf  of  any  circumftanccs  which 
might  otherwife  enable  him,  confiftently  with  the  honour  of  his 
Crown,  and  the  welfare  and  fecurityof  the  country,  to  relieve  hip 
people  from  the  prefent  burdenfome  and  calamitous  war. 

To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  the  irruptions  of  the  French 
Into  Savoy,  and  their  poffeftipn  of  that  part  of  the  doipinions  of  the 
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I^lng  of  Sardinia,  did  not  appear  to  his  Majefty  fo  far  to  endangef 
.  the  balance  of  power  in  Europe  as  to  induce  his  Majefty,  on  that 
nccounty  to  commence  hoftilitiesagai nil  France.     That  his  faith- 
ful Commons  do  therefore  ex  prefs  their  difapprobation  of.thsit 
.  part  of  the  treaty ,  recently  concluded  between  bis  Majedy  and 
fhe^ingof  Sardinia^  by  which  his  Majefly  is  bound  not  to  lay 
down  his  arms  until  the  reditu tioq  of  Savoy  fhall  have  beenaccom- 
plifhed :  a  fpecies  of  engagement  which  it  can  at  no  time  (ex- 
.cepting  in  cafes  of  the  greated  emergency)  be  either  prudent  or 
proper  to  contrary  and  much  lefs  for  an  objed  which  was  not 
cteemed  in  his  Majefty's  wifdom  to  be  fo  conne^^ed  with  the  intereft 
of  this  country,  as  to  occafion  a  declaration  of  war,  which  caiw 
not  now  be  confidered  by  his  faithful  Commons  as  of  fufficieat 
importance  to  be  made  the  indifpenfabte  condition  of  peace. 

To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  it  appears  tq  his  faithful  Coow 
mons  to  be  the  general  tendency  of  thefe  engagements^  to  involve  m 
in  connexions  of  undefined  extent,  for  obje&s  which  we  difapprovc^ 
9tttd  have  difavowed ;  and  this,  with  powers  on  whofe  principles  of 
equity  and  moderation  we  are  inftru^ted  by  experience  to  have  mi 
reliance,  and  whofe  complete  fuccefs  may»  in  our  opioion^  prove 
iatal  to  the  liberties  of  Europe* 

To  reprefent  to  his  Majedy,  that  having  thus  expreiled  our  fei>* 
lipents  upon  the  engagements  which  his  Majefty  has  been  advifed 
to  contrad,  we  feel  it  our  bounden  duty  moit  humbly  and  earneftlj 
to  implore  his  Majefty  to  confider  of  fuch  meafures^  as  to  his 
Toyal  wifdoii)  fliall  feem  adapted,  confidently  with  that  national 
faith  which,  in  common  with  his  Majefty,  we  defire  to  prefervc 
feligioufly  inviolate,  to  extricate  himfelf  from  engagements,  which 
oppofe  fuch  difficulties  to  his  Majefty *s  concluding  a  feparate  peace^ 
whenever  the  intereft s  of  his  people  may  render  fuch  a  meafure 
advifeable,  and  which  certainly  countenance  the  opinion,  that  his 
Majefty  is  ading  in  concert  with  other  powers,  for  the  unjuftifiablo 
purpofe  of  compelling  the  people  of  France  to  fubmit  to  a  form 
of  government,  not  approved  by  that  nation. 

The   above   addrcfs  was   negatived   by    a    majority    rf    13&

On  the  1 8th  of  March  the  Earl  of  Guildford  moved  in  the 
Houfe  of  Lords, 

That  it  is  the  opinion   of  this  Houfe,  that  his  Majefty  has.

has  no  concern,  and  motives  which  have  been  repeatedly  difavowed 
by  the  King's  minifters.

Houfe  to  confider  of  making  provifion  towards  enabling  his  Ma- 
jefty  to  fulfill  the  engagements  which  his  Majelly  has  entered  into> 
as  well  as  to  defray  any  extraordinary  expeufes  which  may  be  in* 
curred  for  the  fervice  of  the  prcfcnt  year,  and  to  take  fuch  mca* 
fures  as  the  exigency  of  affairs  may  require.

dous and  pernicious.  7'hcv  continued  the  fame  condud:  without 
injmy  experienced  by  the  public,  without  accelTipn  of  ft/cf^b, 
without  the  prooi'  of  any  cnange  in  their  (yfte^s  or  defigns.  Wc 
cannot  therefore  without  betraying  the  truft  repofed  in  us,  cpi^eDf, 
to  resign  the  liberties  of  all  our  fellow  fubjefls  to  the  difcretionof 
the  Icrvants  of  the  crown,  on  no  better  ground  than  that  of  a 
catalogue  of  offences  which  have  been  long  notorious  to  the  whole 
kingdom. 

2dly,  Bccaufe  even  the  proof  that  fome  indiyjduals  entertain 
Ihofe  dcfperate  (jcfigns  which  have  been  afcribed  to  them  would 
Xiot,  in  our  opinion,  form  any  juftification  of  the  prefent  jnea« 
fure.  From  the  revolution  to  the  complete  defeat  of  the  preteii- 
lions  of  the  Houfe  of  Stuart  the  wifdom  of  our  ance/lors  d^d  not 
deem  the  exiflence  of  a  zealou^,  powerful^  and  indc^ti^g^le  Ja* 
cobite  party  a  fuflicient  re^on^  without  overt  a^s  of  re^ellioi^,  or 
adual  exifting  confpiracy,  for  fubjefling  the  perfonal  liberty  of 
the  whole  kingdoni  to  the  will  of  miniftess^  M ifen4)Ie^  ^pdjoed, 
and  precarious  is  our  condition^  if,  at  the  pleafvire  cf  ji  Wl4CW  ^ 
viGpnaries  and  incendiaries  (characters  which  every  age  produces, 
and  difguifes  which  the  agents  of  every  government  msty  aflume,) 
our  liberties  are  to  be  laid  under  a  legal. i^terdi^,  and  nxinifiert  are 
to  be  veiled  with  an  arbitrary  power  over  the  p^jrfdns  of  ?llthe 
freemen  of  this  realm* 

3dly,  Becaufe,  even  if  the  danger  hadbee^  asjea^  anjj  Ippu- 
nent  as  is  pretended,  it  might  b^ye  be^p  provided  i^gainft  by  -ipea* 
Aires  far  lefs  odious  than  that  of  depriving  the;fubje^'of  thole  rights 
of  perfonal  feciirity  which  didinguifhes  th|e  Britifh  «Qpftiti;$ion 
1)eyond  any  other  free  government  ancient  or  modern j  ^4(fi)W^^"E

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tHeihbted  to  be  executed,  we  fefel  ddrfelves  bound  io  ej^prefi  ii 
%our  Majefty  our  gratitude  for  the  paternal  care  which  your  Ma- 
jcfty  has  (hewn  for  the  deareft  intcrefts  of  your  people,  ia  having 
taken  fuch  meafures  as  might  fieft  tend  to' defeat  all  fuch  pfiftpoTdi 
and  to  bring  the  authors  and  abettors  of  them  fo  public  jiiftke. 

We  haVe,  on  otif  p^rt,  pfoteecded  whhotit  dela*,  Hftct  thfc  «• 
ample  of  6ur  anceftors,  and  tinder  the  jnft  hnpTcmdn  of  the  exi- 
gency of  fuch  a  fituation,  td  veft  in  your  Majefty,  fey  faw^  fuch 
additional  powers  as  feem  beft  calculated  to  provide  for  the  public 
peace  and  tranquillity  :  and  ^e  i-ety  with  confidence  ()h  your  MaV 
jefty's  etnploying  all  legal  arid  codftitiitiohal  mentis  fdf  the  pufliik- 
tnent  of  Aich  crimes ;  for  the  fupprefflon  of  th^  firft  appearance 
of  any  tumult  of  diforder  conne6ted  with  theiti ;  and,  genentUy, 
for  the  giving,  as  the  circumftances  manifeftly  require,  full  energy 
ahd  vigour  to  the  execution  of  tht  laws  by  which  all  your  Ma- 
jefty *s  fubjeds  are  equally  protedted,  and  from  which  alone  they 
c^  derive  the  fecure  enjoyment  of  property,  of  liberty^  and  (rf 
life  itfelf.  ;         '    ' 

And  we  beg  leave  to  afTure  your  Majefty,  that,  as  vte  are  (leter- 
mined  to  defend  with  refoliition  and  vigour,  againft  onr  foreign 
enemies,  the  rights  of  your  Majefty's  crown,  the  fafety  and  wel- 
fare of  our  country,  and  the  exiftence  of  good  order  and  civil  fo* 
ciety,  fo  we  will,  oft  every  occafion^  afford  to  your  Majefty.  the 
fulled  fupport  and  affiftance  in  maintaining  inviolate  the  free  con« 
ftitution  of  thefe  realms,  ill  preferving  internal  peace  and  tran- 
quillity, and  in  refitting  the  defperate-  purpofes  of  thofe  wha 
would  introduce  among  us  the  miferies  which  nowprevailjn  France; 
fuch  being  the  condudl  which  we  ffeel  t6  be  due  from  us,  as  faith- 
ful and  afFedtionate  fubje^s,  and  as  meii  deeply  iinprefled  tvith 
the  value  of  the  blefllngs  which  we  enjoy. 

On  Fi-iday  the  30th  of  May,  the  Duke  of  Bedford  ift  the  Houfc 
of  Lords,  and  N^r.  Fox  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  moved  the 
following  refolutions,  which  were  negatived  in  the  flrft  by  lij 
Lords  againft  13,  and  in  the  fecond  by  208  Commoners  agaiftft  57. 

Refolved,  I,  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  during  the  ft- 
veral  changes  which  took  place  in  the  conftitution  and  govern- 
ment of  France,  before  the  commencement  of  hoftilities,  and 
more  particularly  after  the  events  of  the  loth  of  Auguft,  179^1 
when  his  Majefty  was  advifed  by  his  minifters  to  fufpend  all  offi- 
cial communication  with  France,  it  was,  and  continued  to  be,'  the 
profe'fled  principle  and  policy  of  his  Majefty's  government,  care- 
fuliy  to  obferve  a  ftridl  neutrality,  and  uniformly  to  abftain  front 
any  interference  with  refpefl  to  the  internal  affairs  of  France, 
That  when  his  Majefty  was  advifed  to  make  a  further  augroenta^ 
tion  of  his  forces  by  fea  and  land  at  the  beginning  of  the  laft  year, 
it  was  for  the  declared  purfofe  of  oppofing  views  of  aggrandife- 
3  ^sv^^^ 
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mcnt  and  ambition  on  the  part  of  France,  and  that  when  his  Ma« 
|e{ly  acquainted  Parliament,  that  ads  of  hoftility  had  been  diredied 
by  the  government  of  France  ^gaipft  his  Majefty's  fubjeds,  and 
after  war  had  been  declared  againft  his  Majedy  and  the  United 
Provinces,  the  then  avowed  objcdl  of  prpfecuting  the  war  on  our 
part  was  to  oppofe  all  views  of  further  aggrandifement  imputed 
to  France,  and  thar  the  prgfepution  of  the  war  on  this  ground,  and 
for  ^e  attainmei>t  of  this  objeA,  w^s  approved  by  both  Houfesof 
Pariliment. 

Refolved,  II.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  at,  or  before* 
the  end  of  April,  1 793,  the  armies  of  France  were  obliged  to  eva- 
cuate Holland  and  Flanders,  apd  to  retire  within  their  own  terrt-r 
tory  ;  apd  that  the  Prince  of  Cobourg,  commander  in  chief  of  the 
^mperor's  forces  in  Flanders  cjid,  op  the  5th  of  April,  engage  and 
declare  that  he  would  join  and  co-operate  with  General  DumDurier^ 
to  give  to  France  her  conftitutional  King,  and  the  conftitutioa 
yrhich  (he  had  formed  for  herfelf ;  and  that  the  Pripce  of  Cobourg 
did  alfo  then  declare,  on  his  word  of  honour,  that  if  any  ftrong 
places  fhould  be  delivered  over  to  his  troops,  he  fhould  confider 
fhem  no  otherwife  than  as  facrcd  depofits ;  and  that  on  the  gth  of 
the  fame  ipontii,  all  the  preceding  declarations  of  the  Prince  of 
Pobourg  were  revojced. 

Refolyed,  III.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that,  by  the  ijth 
{urtide  of  the  treaty  concluded  with  the  Landgrave  of  Heffe  CaiTelt 
pnthe  lOtli  of  April,  1793,  his  Majefty*s  minifters  were  of  opi- 
nion that  the  fituation  of  affairs  had  then  entirely  changed  its  afped^ 
tn  confequence  of  which  his  Majefiy  might  not  have  occafion  for 
the  Heflian  troops,  and  migjit  he  at  liberty  to  relinquifh  their  fer-p 
vice,  on  certain  conditions  of  compenfation  to  be  made  to  thci 
|L.andgrave. 

Refolved,  IV.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that,  on  the  14th 
of  July,  I793»  a  convention  was  concluded  between  his  Majefty 
and  the  King  of  Pruflia,  in  which  their  Majefties  reciprocally  pro« 
piifed  to  continue  to  employ  their  refpedlive  forces  as  far  as  their 
circumftances  would  perq^^it,  in  carrying  on  a  war  equally  juft  and 
peceflary. 

Refolved,  V.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that,  on  the  a3d  of 
Auguft,  1793,  Lord  Hood  declared  to  the  people  of  Toulon,  that 
he  had  no  other  view  but  that  of  rejiorlng  peace  to  a  great  nation^ 

Jponthe  tnoil  juft,  liberal,  and  honourable  terms. — That  the  in- 
abitants  of  Toulon  did  in  return  declare,  that  it  was  their  unani- 
mous wifh  to  adopt  a  monarchical  government,  fuch  as  it  was  origi- 
nally formed  by  the  Conftituent  Alfembly  of  1789  ;.  and  that  Lord 
Hbody  by  his  proclamation  of  th?  28th  of  Auguft,  accepted  of  that 
declaration,  and  did  then  repeat  what  he  had  already  declared  to 
the  pieople  of  the  fouth  of  France,  that  he  took  poflcflion  of  Tou<-i 
Mn»  and  held  it  in  truft  only  for  Louis  the  X  Vllth. 
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Refolvcd,  VI.  Thlf  if  ippeari  t6  tWs  Hdiife,  thki  Qte  conftim* 
tion^  to  which  the  declarition  zttd  acce{jeahce  ftatbd  ii^  ffie  pfeiied* 
ing  refolution  are  applied,  was  the  famci  Whibh  his  M^jefly^s  aifi* 
.balfador  at  the  Hague  did,  in  d  memorial  Bx^^fcmeti  to  th6  Siifef 
General  on  the  25th  of  January,  1793,  defcribe  in  tlje  fofto'rtrinj 
terms,  vix.  "  It  is  not  quite  four  years  fince  certain  rhifcreaiits, 
alVumfhg  the  name  of  philofophers,  have  prefumed  to  think  them- 
ieives  capable  of  eftablifhing  a  new  fyHetA  6f  thii  fot:ietV;  id 
order  to  realize  this  dream,  the  offspring  of  vanity,  it  VedaiiU  ijfc- 
ceffary  for  them  to  overturn  and  deftroy  all  ef{ablil}ied  ncJtidns  of 
lubordination,  of  morals,  and  of  religion ;"  and  that  thii  d&frrip^ 
tion  was  applied  by  the  faid  ambaifador  to  a  gDveiiinleht  witk 
which  his  Majefty  continued  to  treat  and  negbciate  frdrti  ife  infKtu- 
tion  in  178(9  to  its  diflblution  in  Augtift,  179a  ;  and  th^t  hisMa- 
jefly's  ambaifador  was  ilot  recalled  from  Paris  t^iltil  thiaft  govtrho 
Dient  was  diflblved. 

Rcfolved,  VII.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  by  the  declairatiott 
made  by  his  Majefty 's  minifters,  and  dated  on  the  29th  of  Oftobtr, 
J793»  "  That  his  Majefty  demands  only  of  France,  that  fbmelcs 
gitimate  and  ftable  government  fhould  be  eihbliifiied,  fbuhded  on 
the  acknowledged  principles  of  nniverfal  jufHce,  and  capablb  ci 
maintaining  with  other  powers,  the  accuftofned  relations  of  Unioi{ 
atld  peace  ;**  and  that  his  Majefty,  in  treating  for  the  rc-eflabKlh- 
ment  of  general  tranquillity  with  fiich  a  gbvcmment,  **  VrbuU 
•  propofe  none  other  than  equitable  and  moderate  cohdiTiohS,not  ftigh 
as  the  expenles,  the  rifquesv  and  the  facrificcrs  of  the  wit  ihig^ 
juftify  ;"  and  that  his  Majefty  hoped  t6  find  iii  the  othei*  pb^cfrs, 
engaged  with  him  in  the  c'dmm6n  caufe,  fentiments  and  views  per- 
fc&ly  conformable  to  hi^  6Wn. 

Refolved,  VIII.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that,  at  thie com- 
mencement of  the  war,  the  profecution  of  it  was  considered  by  his 
Majefty,  as  a  caufe  of  general  Concern,  in  vlhich  his  Majefty  nid 
every  reafon  to  hope  for  the  cordiil  co-operation  of  thoft  powcrt 
who  Were  united  with  his  Majefty  by  the  ties  of  alliance,  and  who 
fblt  an  intereft  iri  the  fame  caufe. 

Refolved,  IX.  That  it  does  not  appear  to  this  Houfe,  that  itt  tfiC 
profecution  of  a  war,  confidered  by  hi$  Majefty  as  a  caufe  of  gene- 
ral concern,  and  as  a  common  caufe,  his  Majefty  has  received  that 
cordial  co-operation,  which  we  were  led  to  expeft  from  thofe 
powers  who  were  united  with  him  by  the  tjes  of  alliance,  and  Whd 
were  fuppofed  to  feel  an  intereft  in  the  fame  caufe. 

Refolved,  X.  That,  on  a  review  of  the  conduft  of  the  fevertd 
powers  of  Europe,  from  whom,  if  the  cjrtiffe  Was  cotntnOtt,  aftd  if 
the  concern  was  general,  fuch  cordial  cfo-ci|^€frtrtion  txright  haVc 
been  expedled,  it  appears  to  this  Hoiife  that  many  6(xhdicp&(^ 
haVe  not  co-operated  with  hrs  Majefty;  that  the  Kflfr^rtfs  of  RufB3 
has  not  contributed  iuiiuy  fSxi^  tO  ihe  fufi^rt  X)f  this  licWrtartftn 
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Caufe  :  that  the  crowns  of  Sweden  and  Denmark  have  united  to 
fupport  their  neutrality,  and  to  defend  themfelves  againil  any  at- 
tenipt  to  force  them  to  take  part  in  this  common  caiife  ;  that  Po- 
land is  neither  able  nor  inclined  to  take  part  in  it ;  that  Switzer« 
land  and  Venice  are  neutral ;  that  the  King  of  Sardinia  has  re- 
quired and  obtained  a  fubfidy  from  Great  Britain,  to  enable  him  to 
zSt  even  on  the  defenfive ;  that  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  pro- 
fefling  to  make  common  caufe  with  his  Majefty  in  the  war  againft 
France,  is  bound  to  it  by  nothing  but  his  own  judgment,  in  the 
courle  of  events  which  may  occur,  and  that  he  is  at  liberty  to  aban- 
lion  the  common  caufe  whenever  he  fhall  judge  that  he  cannot  any 
longer  with  judice  and  dignity  continue  the  war;  that  the  efibrts 
of  Spain  and  Portugal  have  been  completely  inefiedluah 
''Rclblyed,  XI.  That  with  refpect  to  the  powers  who  were 

frincipals  in  the  prefent  war,  (viz.  the  States  General,  the 
king  of  Pruflia,  and  the  Em;:eror)  it  appears  to  this  Houfe, 
that  the  States  General,  having  refufed  to  contract  for  the  pay- 
ipent  of  their  portion  of  the  fubfidies  to  be  paid  to  the  King  of 
Pmfl&a,  beyond,  the  term  of  the  prefent  year,  have  th<srehy  re- 
ierved  to  themfelves  a  right  to  withdraw  froip  the  fupport  of  the 
war^  at  that  period,  and  to  throw  the  whole  burden  of  it  upoa 
Great  Britain — That  the  King  of  Pruflia  being  bound  by  the 
-Convention  of  July,  1793,  to  a6l  in  the  mod  perfcifi  concert 
and  the  moft  intimate  confidence  with  his  MajeAy,  upon  all 
the  objcSs  relative  to  the  prefent  war ;  and  having  then  pro- 
mifed  to  continue  to  employ  his  forces,  as  far  as  circumftances 
Would  permit,  in  carrying  on  the  war ;  and  his  Majefty  having 
£nce  been  obliged^  by  the  IVeaty  of  the  19th  April,  1794,  to 
grant  to  the  King  of  Praflla  an  enormous  fubfdy,  in  order  to 
engage  him  to  continue  to  co-operate  in  the  profecution  of  ther 
war^  it  follows  that  the  King  of  Pru-^a  is  no  longer  a  principal 
party,  nor  even  an  auxiliary  in  the  fuid  war  ;  but  that  he  bafely 
lends  out  his  troops  to  this  country  in  returii  for  a  moft  profit- 
able  pecuniary  compcnfation,  at  our  expenfe  ;  and  that  Great 
Britain  is,  in  fad^,  loaded  with  his  proper  ihare  of  the  burthen  ^ 
of  a  war,  which  is  faid  to  be  the  common  caufe  of  every  civilized 
ftate — Finally,  that  if  it  were  expedient  or  necelTary  to  purchafe 
t)ie  King  of  rruffia*s  co-operation  on  fuch  terms,  the  £mperor» 
whofe  interefts  are  moVe  direftly  at  ftake,  was  full  as  much, 
bound  in  reafon  and  juflice  as  his  Majefty  or  the  States  General 
could  be,  to  contribute  equally  to  that  expenfe ;  and  that,  if 
at  any  future  period  of  the  war,  the  Emperor's  finances  ftiould 
lie  fo  exhaufted  as  to  make  it  impoflible  for  him  to  maintain  it 
on  his  part,  at  his  own  charge,  his  Imperial  Majefty  will  be 
.^  fnvited  and  encouraged,  if  not  juftified,  by  the  example  and 
fnccefs  of  the  King  of  Pruflia,  to  call  upon  this  country  to  de- 
^ay  the  whole  expenfe  of  whatever  army  he  uxa.^  cquXatyw^  \i(^ 
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employ  againft  \ht  French  ;  nor  does  it  appear  ta  Ais  Houfe 
hy  what  diftirtdion  in  policy  or  in  argument  the  terms  granted 
to  the  King  of  Pruffia  can  be  refufed  to  the  Emorper,  whofe 
cfForts  and  expenfes  in  the  courfc  of  the  war  have  infinitely  ex- 
ceeded thofe  of  Pruffia ;  or  how  this  country  can,  in  prudence 
or  with  fafety,  decline  a  compliance  with  iuch  demands,  if  it 
be  true,  as  has  been  declared,  that  the  dedrudlipn  of  the  prefent 
French  government  is  eflential  to  the  fecurity  of  every  thing 
which  is  moll  dear  and  valuable  to  us  as  a  nation. 

Refolved,  XII.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  in  con- 
fquence  of  the  events  of  the  war  on  the  continent  and  elfewher^ 
all  views  of  agerandifement  and  ambition  on  the  part  of  France' 
fuppofmg  the  t  rench  to  entertain  fuch  views,  are  evidently  \Uk- 
attainable,  and  muil  be  relinquished  by  France ;  and  that  thiere- 
fore  the  obje£t  of  the  war,  as  it  was  originally  profeft  on  our 
part,  'viz.  the  refloration  of  peace  on  terms  of  permanent  fecu- 
rity, is  now  attainable,  and  may  be  fecured,  provided  that  on 
one  fide,  the  French  fhi^il  be  content  with  the  pafleffion  and 
iafety  of  their  own  country;  and  that  we,  on  the  other,  fliould 
adhere  to  the  principle  of  juftice  and  policy,  fo  often  declared 
by  his  Majefty  and  avowed  by  his  minifters,  of  uniformly  ab« 
fiaining  from  any  interference  with  refpe£t  to  the  internal  afiaiii 
i>{  France. 

ReTolved,  XIIL  That'  it  Js  the  duty  of  his  Majefty*8  miniften 
to  avail  themfelves  of  the  prefent  circumftances  of  the  war,  ^d 
to  promote  a  pacification  by  every  means  in  their  power,  by  pro* 
pofing  to  France  equitable  and  moderate  conditions,  and  above 
all  things,  by  abftaining  from  any  interference  in  the  internal 
affairs  of  France. 

Refolved,  XIV.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Houfe,  that 
in  every  poffible  cafe,  it  is  equally  defirable  that  his  Majefty 
fliould  make  an  explicit  declaration  of  his  views.  If  it  \% 
the  intention  not  to  interfere  in  the  internal  government  of 
France,  nothing  can  contribute  fo  much  to  advance  a  negotiation 
with  thofe''who  now  exercife  the  power  of  governnvent  in  that 
country,  as  fuch  a  declaration  folemnly  and  explicitly  made. 
If  on  the  other  hand  it  is  intended  to  interfere,  it  is  highly  effcn* 
tial  to  make  the  degree  of  interference  precifely  known,  to  in- 
duce fuch  parts  of  the  French  nation  as  are  diflatisfied  with  the 
prefent  government,  to  unite  and  exert  themfelves  with  fatisfec- 
tion  and  ieeurity. 

On  the  roth  of  July,  Mr.  Sheridan  made  the  following  motiort 
Jn  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  which  was  negatived  without  a  di?i- 
fion,  *'  That  there  be  laid  before  the  Houfe,  an  account  of  nu)- 
nies  iflued  to  and  received  by  the  King  of  Pruffia,  in  purfuance, 
of  the  treaty  concluded  betweea  bis.  Majefty  :&id  the  King  of 

Pruffia, 
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Prul&a,  iigned  at  the  Hague,  the  19th  of  Aprils  1794,  together 
with  an  account  of  the  troops  which  have  been  employed  in 
concert  with  his  Majefty*s  troops,  in  purfuance  of  the  faoM 
treaty."

On  Friday 9  nth  July^  bis  Mqjejiy  went  in  State  to  the  Houfe  ef 
I^ars ;  and  ieingjeated  on  the  Throne^  and  the  Commons  attenJUn^ 
at  the  Bavy  delivered  the  following  moff  gracious  Speech : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
.  THE  ftate  of  public  bufinefs  enables  me  to  clofe  this  ic&iqa^ 
of  Parliament,  in  doing  which  I  have  again  to  acknowledge  that 
affiduity  and  zeal  for  the  interefts  of  my  people,  of  which  yotii 
bad  beiore  given  me  fo  many  proofs,  and  which  have  been  U>, 
particularly  manifefted  in  the  prefent  year. 

I  am  perfuaded  that  you  entertain  too  juft  a  fen(e  of  the  na« 
lure  and  importance  of  the  conteft  in  which  we  are  engaged,  tcy 
fxiStv  your  zeal  to  be  abated,  or  your  perfeverancc  fhaken,  by 
die  recent  fucceffes  of  the  encnty^in  the  Netherlands. 

In  a  moment  which  fo  ftrongly  calls  for  energy  and  vigour^ 
It  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to  me  to  refle<Sl  on  the  uniform  iKill 
i^d  bravery  €>f  my  fleets  an4  armies,  the  undau^ited.  fpirit  and 
iin  wearied  exertions  of  my  ofBcers  and  troops  in  every  fituationy 
and  the  general  public  fpirit  of  my  people,  which  have  never  at 
any  period  been  more  confpicuous. 

I  have  obferved  with  the  higheft  fatisfa£lion:  the  rapid  and  va^^. 
luable  acquifitions  made  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies^  the  fuc« 
cefsful^ operations  which  have  been  carried  on  in  the  Mediter* 
ranean,  and  the  brilliant  and  decidve  vidory  obtained  by  mj. 
fleet  under  the  command  of  Earl  Howe,  an  event  which  muft 
ever  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  moft  glorious  in  the  naval  hif«^ 
tory  of  this  country. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons^ 
I  return  you  my  warmed  thanks  for  the  cheerfulnefs  and 
liberality  with  which  you  have  granted  the  large  fupplies  which, 
were  neceflary  for  th^  fervice  ot  the  year,  and  for  the  mainte-^ 
nance  of  a  caufe  equally  important  to  the  fecurity  and  happinefs 
of  every  clafs  of  my  fubjeds. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
I  feel  it  incumbent  upon  me  particularly  to  acknowledge 
your  diligence  in  the  inveftigation  of  the  deligns  vrhich  hadf 
oeen  formed  againft  the  government  and  conftitution  of  thefe 
kingdoms,  and  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence  you  have  re^ 
pofed  in  me  on  this  occafion.    It  will  be  a  principal  objeA  of 
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ittehtibn  to  make  a  Vigorous  aiid  prudent  life  of  the  lidditional 
powers  vefted  in  me  for  the  proteftion  and  lecurity  of  my  peo- 
ple ;'  ahd  rielying,  as  I  do,  tvith  the  utmoft  confidence,  on  thtf 
uniform  loyalty  and  public  fpirit  of  the  great  body  of  my  fub- 
je^Uy  I  have  no  doubt  of  fpeedily  and  eiFedually  reprefling  every 
attempt  to  difturb  the  public  peace,  and  of  defeating  the  wicked 
defigns  which  have  been  in  agitation. 

'  It  muft  not,  however,  be  forgott'en,  that  thefe  defigns  againft 
our  domeftic  happinefs  are  eflentially  cgnneded  with  the  fyftem 
now  prevailing  in  France,  of  which  the  principles. and  fpirit  are 
irrecopcileably  hoftile  to  all  regular  and  eftabliihed  government : 
and  that  we  are  therefore  called  upon  by  every  confideration  of  our 
own  internal  fafety  to  continue  our  efforts  in  conjun6lion  with 
my  allies,  and  to  perfevere  with  increafed  vigour  and  exertion  in  a 
conteft,  from  the  fuccefsful  termination  of  which  we  Can  alone 
expe£t  to  eftabliOi  on  a  folid  and  permanent  foundation  the  future 
ffecurity  and  tranquillity  either  of  this  country,  or  of  the  other 
nations  of  Europe.

ExtraB  of  a  Letter  from  Captain  Lucas,  of  his  Majejfy*s  Ship  Sphynx, 
to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  Plymouth,  the  2  ifi  Infiantm 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  infonnation  of  my 
Lords  CommifConers  of  the  Admiralty,  that,  being  on  a  cruize  off 
Cape  Clear,  on  Sunday  the  1 2th  infbmt,  we  faw  a  fail  to  the  weftward, 
ftandins;  before  the  wind :  we  tacked  after  hen  At  noon  (he  bore  up 
to  cro6  us,  which  was  prevented*  At  two  P.  M*  (he  began  an  un- 
foccefsful  fire,  hoifted  the  national  flag,  and  in  about  tenor  twelve  mi<- 
Botes  ftruck  to  his  Majefly's  colours. 

She  proves  to  be  the  La  Trompeufe,  a  National  brig,  mounting  1 8 
fix-pounders,  commanded  byMonf.  BiUer,  a  fecond  captain,  three  ueu- 
tenaats,  and  105  men;  quite  a  new  vefiel,  cutter  built,  and  ftorei 
complete  for  three  months.

Rear^  Admiral  Macbridie,  in  his  letter  to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  31ft 
ult.  mentions,  that  Sir  John  Borlaie  Warren,  captain  of  his  Majefty's 
Ihip  Flora,  bein|  on  a  cruize  on  the  coaft  of  France,  had  captured, 
and  fent  to  Portimouth,  a  French  republican  brig,  named  La  Vipere, 
of  16  fix-pounderS|  105  men,  quite  new/ coppered,  and  only  four  days 
from  Havre.

9th  inftant,  a  letter  was  received  from  commodotc 
Fordy  commander  in  chief  of  his  Majefly's  (hips  at  Jamaica^  addrefled 
to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  the  7th  of  Decembers  17939  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  an  extrad ;  with  a  copy  of  the  letter  to  which  it  refers. 

'*  I  requeft  yoa  will  be  pleated  to  inform  the  Lords  Commiffionen 
of  the  Admiralty,  that  fince  my  letter  of  the  24th  of  No^mber  laft» 
by  the  Antelope  packet,  nothing  material  has  happened  to  the  fqaadron 
under  my  command,  except  the  capture  of  the  Inconflant  French  in- 
sate,  by  the  Penelope  and  Iphigenia,  the  particulars  whereof  are  ftated 
in  Captain  Rowley  fs  letter  to  me  herein  inclofed ;  and  to  which  I  (hall 
add  (m  juflice  to  the  commendable  zeal,  activity,  and  enterprife  of 
thofe  officers  on  all  occafions,  the  high  condition  and  difcipline  of  theif 
fhip$),  that,  in  my  opinion,  either  of  them  alone  would  ha?e  accooh 
plilhed  what  fell  to  their  united  efforts.'' 

Tenelopei  Fort  Royal  HarbouTf  'Jamaica^  Nw.  JOj  1793* 
«  Sir, 

'<  I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  failed  from  Mole  St.  Nicholas 
on  the  20th  inflant,  having  received  intelligence  that  the  luconftant 
frigate  was  expelled  to  leave  Port  au  Prince,  to  convoy  a  large  armed 
merchantman.  On  the  day  following,  I  fell  in  with  his  Majefty's  ihip 
Iphigenia,  Captain  Sinclair,  to  whom  I  gave  orders  to  keep  company, 
and  was  proceeding  to  Port  au  Prince,  when  I  was  informed  from  Leo- 
^nne,  that  the  Inconilant  had  failed  with  two  fmall  veflels  for  Petit 
Treu,  but  was  daily  expedled  back. 

I  immediately  made  fail  with  intention  of  trying  to  take  or  deftrojr 
her  in  the  harbour ;  but  on  the  night  of  the  25th,  we  had  the  good 
fortune  to  fall  in  with  her,  and  after  exchanging  a  few  broadfidcs,  (he 
druck  her  colours  to  the  frigates. 

The  Penelope  had  one  man  killed  and  feven  wounded  ;  amongft  the 
latter  is  Mr.  John  Allen,  midfhipman.  The  Inconftant  had  fix 
killed,  amongft  whom  was  the  firft  lieutenant^  the  captain,  and 
twenty  wounded ;  of  whom  three  are  iince  dead. 

From  the  gallant  behaviour  of  lieutenant  Malcolm,  the  officers,  and 
fliip's  company,  I  have  every  reafon  to  flatter  myfclf,  that,  had  either 
of  his  Majefty's  frigates  been  fingle,  they  would  have  been  equally 
fortunate  in  capturing  her. 

I  beg  leave  to  add,  that  captain  Sinclair's  very  favourable  report 
of  the  condudl  of  his  officen  and  (hip's  company,  is  fuch  as  does  tnem 
the  greatefl  honour,

Li  purfuance  of  your  orders,  I  proceeded  with  the  ihips  Aiethufa,  Me« 
lampus.  La  Nymphe,  and  Concoide,  to  cruize  on  the  coaft  of  France;, 
and  on  the  23d  inft.  from  variable  winds  being  to  the  weft  ward  of 
Guemfey,  Rock  Dover  bearing  £.  by  S.  four  or  five  leagues,  the 
Seven  Iflands  S.  S.  W.  four  or  five  leagues,  Guemfey  N.  E.  half  eaft 
feven  or  eight  leagues,  I  difcovered  at  four  in  the  momins;  four  fail, 
ftanding  out  to  fea  upon  the  larboard  tack,  the  wind  S.  S.  W.  and,  a^ 
the  morning  began  to  break,  I  faw  from  their  manoenvres  and  firing  of 
guns  they  were  fome  of  the  enemy's  fhips  of  war.  Thev  foon  aUer- 
wards  appeared  in  a  line  of  battle  on  the  larboard  tack ;  and  as  our  fhips 
from  having  chafed,  were  not  coUeifled,  I  made  the  fignal  to  form 
in  facceflion.  We  croffed  each  other  on  contrary  tacks,  and  the  ene- 
my began  the  adlion  at  a  confiderable  diftance ;  their  fternmoft  fhip 
having  paifed  over,  they  again  tacked ;  but  the  wind  changipg  two 
points  in  our  favour,  I  perceived  it  was  poflible  to  weather  them,  and 
therefore  made  the  fignal  for  the  (hips  to  eneage  as  they  came  up,  fa 
as  to  prevent  the  enemy  gaining  their  own  more,  and  to  oblige  them 
to  come  to  a  clofc  adlion :  I  am  happy  to  fay  we  fucceeded  in  this 
objedl. 

The  engagement  lafted  nearly  three  hours,  when  two  of  the  (hips 
ftruck  :  I  then  made  the  fignal  for  thofe  who  were  coming  up  to  pur- 
fue  and  engage  the  enemy,  as  from  the  fituation  of  this  (hip,  having 
led  the  line  mtp  adlion,  fhe  was  incapable  of  continuing  the  pur^ 
fuit.

^chaneing  fides  in  the  fmoke,  it  prevented  him  from  annoying  us.  She 

was  defended  with  the  greateft  bravery  from  twelve  till  a  quarter  paft 

two  P.  M.  when  being  filenced,  and  totally  unmanageable,  they  called . 

they  had  furrendered.     She  proved  to  be  L'Engageante,  of  34  guns 

and -four  carronades,  with  300  men.

As  the  firft  lieutenant)  Charles  Apthorp,  was  moftly 
with  me,  I  had  an  opportunity  of  obferving  the  fpirit  of  enterprise 
which  pervaded  his  condud^,  and  I  muft  acknowledge  the  great  affi(^- 
ance  he  was  of  to  me,  from  tlie  able  manner  in  wliich  he  performed 
the  various  duties  I  employed  him  upon ;  and  am  convinced  alfo  of 
the  good  conduft  of  lieutenants  Boys  and  Evans,  who  commanded  on 
the  main  deck.

Rear  Admiral  Kingfmill,  in  his  letter  to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  Coik, 
the  1 7th  inftantj  gives  an  account  of  the  arrival  or  captain  Boyles,  of 
his  Majcfty's  (hip  Swiftfure,  with  the  French  frigate  TAtalante,  of  38 
guns  and  274  men,  commanded  bv  Monf.  Linois,  which  he  captuxed 
the  7th  inflant,  after  a  chace  of  thirty-nine  hours.

Extras  of  a  letter  from  Francis  Laforeyy  E/q,  Captain  of  his  Majeftys 
Jbip  Carysfort  of  z%  gunsy  to  Mr.  Stephens^  dated  in  Fly  mouth  Soundt 
the  'jth  inftant^ 

On  the  29th  of  lad  month,  being  in  latitude  46  dejg^.  38  min.  north, 
longitude  9  deg.  40  min.  weft,  his  Majefty's  (hip  MX  in  with,  and, 
after  an  a^ion  of  an  hour  and  fifteen  minutes,  captured  a  French  fri- 
gate (late  his  Majefty's  (hip  the  Caftor)  commanded  by  Monf.  L'Aoil- 
Ber,  mounting  32  guns,  and  manned  with  200  men. 

She  had  parted  company  from  the  French  fquadron  on  the  24th  ia 
chace  of  a  Dutch  brig,  which  (he  had  in  tow  when  we  firft  difcovered 
her,  and  which,  upon  our  coming  up,  was  enabled  to  efie^  her  efcape. 

I  have  the  fatisfadlion  of  reporting  to  their  lordfliips  the  uniform 
good  condud  of  the  ofiirers  and  crew  of  his  Majefty's  (hip  I  have  the 
honour  to  commandT;  and  I  feel  myfelf  indebted  to  lieutenants  Worfclf 
and  Sayer  for  the  (Ipirited  example  they  fet  to  a  new  fhip's  company. 

Herewith  I  tranlmit  a  return  of  the  lofs  fuftained  by  his  Majcfty's 
(hip  in  killed  and  wounded,  with  as  accurate  a  one  as  we  have  bcca 
able  to  obtain  of  that  of  the  enemy.

Le  Caftor — 16  feamen  killed ;  9  feamen  wounded.

The  folloixjing  is  an  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  William  Parker^  Efq,  Cap* 
tain  of  his  Majefty*s  Ship  Audacious ,  to  Mr,  Stephens,  dated  in  Ply 
mouth  Sound,  on  the  ^d  infiant, 

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  their  lordfhips  information, 
that,  on  the  28th  ult.  in  the  morning  about  eight  o'clock,  his  Majcf. 
ty's  fleet,  under  the  command  of  Earl  Howe,  then  in  the  latitude  47 
deg.  II  min.  north,  longitude  14  deg,  10  min,  weft,  got  fight  of  that 
of  the  enemy. 
.     .   *  -        The 
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The  wind  blew  ftrong  from  the  foathward,  and  the  enemy's  fleet 
diredUy  to  windward. 

.  Every  thing  was  done  by  his  Majefty's  fleets  per  fignals  from  the 
JEarl  Howe  (preferving  them  in  order)  to  get  up  with  the  enemy,  who 
appeared  to  be  forming  in  order  of  battle.  But,  as  I  apprehend  hit 
lordfhip  confidered  their  condadl  began  rather  to  indicate  an  inten- 
tion of  a  voiding  a  general  a^on^  at  fifty- five  minutes  after  one  o'clock 
he  direded  a  eeneral  chace. 

It  was  juft  becoming  dark  when  his  Majefty's  (hip  under  my  com- 
mand arrived  up  with  the  rear  ihip  of  the  enemy's  line.  I  immedi- 
ately commenced  a  -^tty  clofe  action,  which  continued  near  two  hours 
without  intermifiion ;  never  exceeding  the  distance  of  half  a  cable's 
length,  but  generally  clofer,  and  feveral  times  in  the  utmoft  difficulty 
to  prevent  falline;  on  board,  which,  as  his  laft  effort  to  appearance,  at 
about  ten  o'clock  he  attempted  to  efifedt.  At  this  time  his  mizen- 
maft  was  gone  by  the  board,  his  lower  yards  and  main  top-fail  yard 
(hot  away ;  his  tore  top- fail  being  full  (though  Hying  out  from  the 
top-fail  yard,  the  Iheets  being  (hot  away)  he  fell  athwart  our  bows» 
bat  we  teparated  without  being  entangled  any  time.  He  then  direded 
his  courfe  before  the  wind»  and,  to  appearance,  pafTed  through  oc 
clofe  afiern  of  the  (hips  in  the  rear  of  our  line. 

When  the  enemy  feparated  from  athwart  our  bows,  the  company  of 
■his  Majedy's  ihip,  under  my  command,  gave  three  cheers,  from  the 
idea,  taken  from  the  people  quartered  forward,  that  his  coloiurs  were 
ftruck.  This  I  cannot  myfelf  take  upon  me  to  fay,  though  think  it 
likely,  from  his  fituation  obliging  him  to  pafs  through  or  near  to  our 
line  :  but  certain  it  is,  he  was  completely  beaten ;  his  fire  flackened 
towards  the  latter  part  of  the  adlion,  and  the  laft  broadfide  (the  (hipsT 
fides  almoft  touching  each  other)  he  fullained  without  returning  morq 
than  the  fire  of  two  or  three  guns. 

His  Majefty's  (hip  under  my  command,  at  the  time  we  feparated, 
lay  with  her  top-fails  aback  (every  brace,  bowling,  moft  of  her  Hand- 
ing and  all  her  running  rigging  (hot  away),  in  an  unmanageable  ftate. 
It  was  fome  time  before  I  coutd  get  her  to  wear,  to  run  to  lee- 
ward of  the  French  line,  under  cover  of  our  own  fhips,  which,  by 
what  I  could  judge  by  their  lights,  were  all  pret^  well  up,  and  toler- 
ably formed. 

This  being  effeded,  I  turned  all  hands  to  the  repairing  our  damages, 
to  get  into  readinefs  (if  pofiible]  to  refume  our  ftation  at  day-light. 

The  rear  of  the  French  line  had.  been  engaged,  at  a  diftance,  bj 
rear-admiral  PaHey's  divifion,  and  fome  other  ihips  that  did  not  fetch 
fo  far  to  windward,  a  confiderable  time  before  I  arrived  up  with 
them ;  and  this  very  (hip  was  engaged  by  one  of  his  Majefly's  (hips,  at 
fome  didance  to  leeward,  the  time  I  did. 

The  night  being  very  dark,  I  could  form  but  little  judgment  of 
the  fituation  x)f  our  fleet  with  refpedl  to  the  French,  in  point  of  dif- 
tance,  other  than,  not  hearing   any   firing  after  our  own  ceafed,  I 
concluded  they  were  fcarcely  far  enough  to  windward. 
*    Soon  after  day-light  the  next  morning,  to  our  uttermoft  chagrin  and 

,  altonilhment. 
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aftoniihment,  we  difcoveied  nine  fail  of  the  enemy's  (hips  about  tluee 
miles  to  windward. 

The  Aadacious  then,  with  her  landing  rigging  but  very  indifier' 
cntly  fcoppered,  her  fore- fail  and  top- fails  unbent^  main  top-fail  in  the 
top  in  the  adt  of  bending,  we  put  before  the  wind,  with  the  main  and 
fore  top- mad  (lay-fails  only,  ill  fet,  from  the  ftays  being  ihot  awaf ) 
but,  it  being  hazy  with  rain,  and  foon  becoming  thick,  we>  for  a  time 
were  covered  from  their  view,  and  before,  as  I  apprehendj  they  had 
formed  a  judgment  of  what  we  were. 

The  greateft  exertion  was  ufed  by  every  officer  and  man  in  the  daip 
to  get  the  other  fore-fail  and  main  top-fail  bent.  The  fore  top-mat 
being  fo  badly  wounded)  the  fore  top- fail  was  of  but  little  moment ; 
however,  the  people  brought  the  damaged  fail  to  the  yard  again,  thoogk 
it  could  not  he  hoifted ;  but,  before  we  got  the  fore- fail  and  main  top- 
£ul  fet,  the  haze  cleared  off,  and  we  foon  difcovered  oarielves  to  it 
chafed  by  two  of  the  enemy's  (hips.  At  this  period  we  faw  the  ihip 
we  had  engaged^  without  any  maft  (landing,  and  pa(&d  her  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  diftance.  Tne  (hips  coming  up  with  us  very  hHk,  oai 
fituation  became  very  alarming,  until  we  got  the  main  top-gallant-iail, 
main  top-mail,  and  top-gallant  (ludding-fails  fet,  when  it  was  judged 
we  nearly  preferved  our  diftance.  However,  from  the  fore-maft  beug 
in  a  tolerable  ftate  of  fecurity,  at  half  paft  nine  we  were  about  fetting 
a  lower  fludding-fail,  when  three  fail,  that  had  been  difcovered  to  the 
eaftward  fome  time  before  (viz.  two  (hips  and  a  brig),  coming  pretty 
near  to  us,  hoifted  French  colours. 

The  (late  of  our  mads  did  not  admit  of  making  alteration  in  our 
courfe ;  they  obferving  our  (battered  date,  and  two  (hips  in  chace  of 
us,  dood  athwart  us  boldly  within  (ire,  and  (hot  were  exchanged ;  the 
one  a  large  frigate  and  the  other  two  corvettes ;  but,  as  we  had  fo  much 
fail  out,  they  fell  adern  for  a  condderable  time  :  at  length  the  frigate 
came  within  diot  of  us  again,  and  haraffed  us,  by  a  didant  cannonade 
upon  the  quarter,  upwards  of  an  hour,  but  without  doing  us  any  ma- 
terial injury,  we  only  firing  fome  of  our  after-guns  upon  each  deck  at 
her.  She  was  obfervcd  to  make  a  fignal  to  the  (hips  adern,  and  foon 
after,  viz.  about  half  pad  twelve  o'clock,  with  the  two  corvettes>  haul- 
ed her  wind,  and,  by  its  becoming  hazy,  the  whole  were  foon  out  of 
fight. 

Having  been  chafed  twenty- four  leagues  dircdly  to  leeward,  and 
the  crippled  date  of  the  bowfprit  being  fuch  as  judged  impoffibleto 
ftand  if  the  (hip  was  hauled  to  the  wind,  I  confidered  the  endeavour- 
ing to  find  the  fieet  again  might  put  his  Majedy*s  (hip  (in  her  66- 
feSive  date),  to  too  much  rifque,  and  therefore  judged  it  mod  advan- 
tageous for  the  fervice  to  proceed  to  port  without  lofs  of  time  to  lefit; 
which  I  hope  may  meet  with  their  lordlhips  approbation. 

I  mud  beg  you  will  be  plealcd  to  reprefent  to  their  Iord(hip8» 
that  the  ccndu(*\  of  the  lieutenants  of  his  Majedy's  (hip,  under  mj 
command,  during  the  aftion,  merits  all  the  praife  I  can  bedow  upon 
them  ;  as  alfo  that  of  lieutenant  Crofton,  of  the  69th  regiment,  whofe 
alertnefs  and  adivity  with  his  men  at  fmall  arms,  in  fupporting  the 

feamen 
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ISeaDden  armed  to  defend  the  boarding  (which  occurred  twice  daring  • 
the  aftion)  gave  me  perfe*^  fatisfadion. 

The  conduft  of  ^ny  (hip's  company,  alfo  that  of  the  foldiers  of  the 
6Qth  regiment,  exceeded  every  poffible  expe^ation ;  in  fad,  the  whole 
of  the  officers  and  men,  in  their  different  departments,  behaved  in  a 
rooft  exemplary  manner. 

'Tis  wonderful,  after  fuch  an  adlion,  that  I  have  the  happinefs  to 
(ay,  the  whole  numl^er  killed  and  wounded  are  but  twenty-two : 
Three  were  killed  on  the  fpot.  One  died  foon  after,  and  the  life  of 
two  more  is  defpaired  of. 

The  captain  and  fome  of  the  officers  of  a  French  corvette,  which  we 
took  polfeffion  of,  and  burnt  a  few  mornings  before,  by  the  Earl  Howe's 
order,  viewed  the  (hip  we  had  engaged,  while  paffing  her  in  the 
morning,  and  were  of  opinion  (he  is  called  la  Revolutionnaire,  for- 
aierly  the  Bretagne» 

.  In  cafe  their  Lordlhips  (hould  have  any  enquiries  to  make  further, 
X  have  difpatched  lieutenant  Jofeph  Bingham,  my  fenior  lieutenant  on 
board,  with  the  charge  of  this  letter,  who  is  a  very  excellent  officer, 
and  an  intelligent  young  man,  and,  I  trullj  capable  of  giving  every  re« 
quifite  information.

*  Thinking  it  may  not  be  neceflfary  to  make  a  more  particular  report 
of  my  proceedings  with  the  fleets  for  the  prefcnt  information  of  the  lords 
Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  I  conHne  rhy  communications 
chiefly,  in  this  difpatch,  to  the  occurrences  when  in  prefence  of  the 
enemy  yefterday. 

Finding,  on  my  return  off  Bred  on  the  19th  paft,  that  the  French 
fleet  had,  a  few  days  before,  put  to  fea;  and  receiving,  on  the  fame 
evening,  advices  from  Rear- Admiral  Montague,  I  deemed  it  requifite 
to  endeavour  to  form  a  junftion  with  the  Rear- Admiral  as  fopn  as  po(fi- 
l^e,  and  proceeded  immediately  for  the  ftation  on  which  he  meant 
to  wait  for  the  return  of  the  Venus.  ^ 

But  having  gained  very  credible  intelligence,  on  the  21ft  of  the 
fame  month,  whereby  I  had  reafon  to  fuppofe  the  French  fleet  was  then 
but  a  few  leagues  farther  to  the  weftward,  the  courfe  before  ftecred  was 
altered  accordingly. 

On  the  morning  of  the  28th,  the  enemy  were  difcovercd  far  to 
windward,  and  partial  adlions  were  engaged  with  them  that  evening 
and  the  next  day« 

The  weather  gage  having  been  obtained,  in  the  progrefs  of  the  laft 
mentioned  day,  and  the  fleet  being  in  a  fituation  for  bringing  the'

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enemy  to  clofe  a^ion  the  ift  inftant)  the  (hips  bore  up  together  for  that 
purpofe,  between  fevcn  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

The  French,  their  force  confifting  of  twenty- fix  (hips  of  Hie  lioet 
oppofed  to  his  Majefty's  fleet  of  twenty-five  (the  Audacious  haying 
parted  company  with  the  ftemnsofl:  (hip  of  the  enemy's  line,  cap- 
tured in  the  night  of  the  28th)  waited  for  the  adion,  and  fafhiined 
the  attack  with  their  cuftomary  refolution. 

In  lefs  than  an  hour  after  the  clofe  a^ion  commenced  in  the  centnci 
the  French  Admiral,  engaged  by  the  Queen  Charlotte,  crowded  off, 
and  was  followed  by  molt  of  the  (hips  of  his  van  in  condition  to  cany 
fair  after  him,  leaving  with  us  about  ten  of  twelve  of  his  crippled  or 
totally  difmafted  (hips,  exclufive  of  one  funk  in  the  engagettaent. 
The  Queen  Charlotte  had  then  loft  her  fore  top-maft,  and  the  main  top- 
maft  fell  over  the  fide  very  foon  after* 

The  greater  number  of  the  other  (hips  of  the  Britilh  fleet  were,  at 
this  time,  fo  much  difabled,  or  widely  feparated,  and  under  fuch  cir- 
cumftapces  with  rcfped  to  thofe  (hips  of  the  enemy  in  a  ftate  for  adion, 
and  with  which  the  firing  ftill  continued,  that  two  or  three,  even  of 
their  difmantled  (hips,  attempting  to  get  away  under  a  fpritfail  fing^yi 
or  fmaller  fail  raifed  on  the  ftump  of  the  foremaft,  could  not  he  de« 
tained. 

Seven  remained  in  our  po(refiion,  one  of  which,  however,  funk 
before  the  adequate  afliftance  could  be  given  to  her  crew ;  but  many 
were  faved. 

The  Brunfwicky  having  loft  her  mizen-maft  in  the  adlion,  and  drift- 
ed to  leeward  of  the  French  retreating  (hips,  was  obliged  to  put  away 
large  to  the  northward  from  them*  Not  feeing  her  cha(ed  by  the  en^ 
my,  in  that  predicament,  I  flattered  myfelf  (he  may  arrive  in  fafety  at 
Plymouth.  All  the  oth6r  twenty- four  (hips  of  his  Majefty's  fleet  rc-af- 
fembled  later  in  the  day ;  and  I  am  preparing  to  return  with  them,  as 
foon  as  the  captured  (hips  of  the  enemy  are  fecured,  for  Spithead. 

The  material  injury  to  his  Majefty's  (hips,  I  underftand,  is  confined 
principally  to  their  mafts  and  yards,  which  I  conclude  will  be  fpeedily 
replaced. 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  collet  regular  accounts  of  the  killed 
and  wounded  in  the  different  (hip.  Captain  Montagu  is  the  only 
oficer  of  his  rank  who  fell  in  the  aflion.  The  numbers  of  both 
defcriptions  I  hope  will  prove  fmall^  the  nature  of  the  fervice  confider« 
ed ;  but  I  have  the  concern  of  being  to  add,  on  the  fame  fubjedl,  that 
admiral  Graves  has  received  a  wound  ia  the  arm,  and  that  rear-ad- 
mirals Bowyer  and  Failey,  and  captJ  Hutt  of  the  Queen,  have  each 
had  a  leg  taken  efF;  they  are,  however,  I  have  the  fatisfaflion  to  heait 
in  a  favourable  ftate  under  thofe  misfortunes.  In  the  captured  (hipsi 
the  numbers  of  killed  and  wounded  appear  to  be  very  confiderable. 

Though  I  (hall  have,  on  the  fubjcct  of  thefe  di&rent  a^Hotts 
with  the  enemy,  diftinguilhed  escamples  hereafter  to  report,  I  prefume 
the  determined  bravery  of  the  feveral  ranks  of  officers,  and  the 
(hips  companies  employed  under  my  authority,  will  have  been  already 
fuficiently  denoted  by  the  efted  of  their  fpixited  exertions ;  and  I  truil»

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I  (hall  be  excnfed  for  poftponing  the  more  detailed  narrative  of  the 
other  tranfa^ons  of  the  fleet  thereon,  for  being  communicated  at  a 
fbtare  opportunity ;  more  efpecially  as  my  firft  captain,  fir  Roger  Cur- 
ti%  who  is  charged  witn  this  difpatch,  will  be  able  to  give  the  far- 
ther information  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  admiralty  may  at  this 
time  require.  It  is  incumbent  on  me,  nevertbelefs,  now  to  add,  that 
I  am  greatly  indebted  to  him  for  his  councils,  as  well  as  condn^  in 
every  branch  of  my  official  duties ;  and  I  have  fimilar  affiftance,  in  the 
hte  occurrences*  to  acknowledge  of  my  fecond  captain,  fir  Andrew  ' 
Douglas.

A  Letter^  of  tvhich  the  follom>ing  is  a  copy ,  from  Admiral  Earl  Howe  U 
Mr,  Stephens^  fupplementary  to  his  LQrdJbip*s  letter  of  the  id  inftdMt 
fuhlijhed  in  tl  e  London  Gazette  Extraordinary  of  the  1 1  th,  *was  re' ' 
ceived  late  laji  night. 

In  the  extraft  of  the  journal  herewith  enclofed,  the  proceedings  of 
the  fleet  are  ftated  from  the  time  of  leaving  St.  Helen's  on  the  2d  of 
laft  month  to  that  of  the  firft  difcovery  of  the  French  fleet  on  the  28th 
of  the  fame.  For  the  farther  information  of  the  lords  commiflionen 
of  the  Admiralty,  I  have  now  therefore  to  relate  the  fubfequent  tranf- 
adlions  not  already  communicated  in  my  difpatch  of  the  2d  inflant,  to 
be  delivered  by  my  firft  captain,  Sir  Roger  Curtis. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  28th,  the  enemy  were  difcovered  1^ 
the  advanced  frigates,  far  diftant  on  the  weather  bow.  The  wind  then 
frelh  from  the  S.  by  W,  with  a  very  rough  fea. 

They  came  down,  for  fome  time,  in  a  loofe  order,  feemingly  nn- 
apprized  that  they  had  the  Britifh  fleet  in  view.  After  hauling  tojtfic 
wind  when  they  came  nearer,  they  were  fome  hours  before  they  could 
completely  form  in  regular  order  of  battle  upon  the  ftarboard  tack; 
the  Britilh  fleet  continuing  as  before  in  the  order  of  failing. 

The  time  required  for  the  enemy  to  perfedl  their  difpofition,  had  fa- 
cilitated the  nearer  approach  of  his  Majefty's  fleet  to  them,  and  for  the 
feparately  appointed  and  detached  part  of  it,  commanded  by  rear- 
admiral 
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admiral  Pafleyt  to  be  placed  more  advantageoufly  for  making  an  im« 
predion  on  their  rear. 

The  fignals  denoting  that  intention  being  made,  the  rear-admiral^ 
near  upon  the  clofe  of  the  day,  led  his  divifion  on  with  peculiar  firmnefs, 
and  attacked  a  three-decked  ihip  (the  RevoIutionaire)>  the  llemmoft  in 
the  enemy's  line. 

Making  known  foon  after  that  he  had  a  top-mail  difabled)  afliilance 
was  direded  to  be  given  to  him  in  that  iituation.  The  quick  approach 
of  night  only  allowed  me  to  obfervc,  that  lord  Hugh  Seymour  (Con- 
way) in  the  Leviathan,  with  equal  good  judgment  and  determined 
courage,  pulhed  up  alongiide  of  the  three-decked  French  (hip,  and  was 
fiypported,  as  it  appeared^  by  captain  Parker  of  the  Audacious^  in  the 
moft  fpirited  manner* 

The  darknefs  which  now  prevailed  did  not  admit  of  my  making  any 
more  accurate  obfervations  on  the  condud  of  thofe  fhips  and  others 
concerned  in  the  fame  fervice ;  but  I  have  (ince  learned  that  the  Le- 
Tiathan  ftretched  on  farther  a-head,  for  bringing  the  fecond  (hip  from 
the  enemy's  rear  to  adion,  as  foon  as  her  former  flation  could  be  occu- 
pied by  a  fucceedin?  Britilh  (hip ;  alfo  that  the  three-decked  (hip  in 
the  enemy's  rear  aforefaid,  being  unfuilained  by  their  other  ihipsi 
§ruck  to  the  Audacious,  and  they  parted  company  together  foon  after. 

The  two  opponent  fleets  continued  on  the  (larboard  tack,  in  a  parallel 
diredlion,  the  enemy  (lill  to  windward  the  remainder  of  the  night. 
The  Briti(h  fleet  appearing  in  the  morning  of  the  29th,  when  in  order 
of  battle,  to  be  far  enough  advanced  for  the  (hips  in  the  van  to  make 
ibme  farther  impreflion  on  the  enemy's  rear,  was  tacked  in  fuccefilon 
with  that  intent. 

The  enemy  wore  hereupon  from  van  to  rear,  and  continued  edging 
down  in  line  a-head  to  engage  the  van  of  the  Briti(h  fleet;  when  ar- 
rived at  fuch  diflance  as  to  be  jud  able  to  reach  our  moil  advanced 
fliips,  their  head  moil  (hips,  as  they  came  fucceflively  into  the  wake  of 
their  refpe^ive  feconds  a-head,  opened  with  that  diftant  fire  upon  the 
lieadmoft  (hips  of  the  Britifh  van.  The  fignal  for  pafiing  through  their 
line>  made  when  the  fleet  tacked  before,  was  then  renewed. 
-  It  could  not  be  for  fome  time  feen,  through  the  fire  from  the  two 
fleets  in  the  van,  to  what  extent  that  (ignal  was  complied  with.  But 
as  the  fmoke  at  intervals  difperfed,  it  was  obferved  that  the  Ca^far,  the 
leading  (hip  of  the  Britifh  van,  after  being  about  on  the  (larboard  tack, 
and  come  abreaft  of  the  Queen  Charlotte,  had  not  kept  to  the  wind ; 
and  that  the  appointed  movement  would  confequently  be  liable  to  fail 
of  the  porpofed  cffe^k. 

The  Queen  Charlotte  was  therefore  immediately  tacked  :  and,  fol- 
lowed by  the  Bellerophon,  her  fecond  aftern  (and  foon  after  joined  by 
tbc  Leviathan),  paiTed  through  in  adlion,.  between  the  fifth  and  (ixth 
ihips  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy's  line.  6he  was  put  about  again  on  the 
larboard  tack  forthwith,  after  the  enemy,  in  preparation  for  renewing 
the  aftion  with  the  advantage  of  that  weathermoil  fltuation. 

The  reft  of  the  Britilh  fleet  being  at  this  time  pafiing  toleeward, 
and  without  the  fternmoil  (hips,  moflly  of  the  French  line,  the  enemy 

wore 
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wotc  again  to  the  caftward  in  fucceflion  fur  fuccduring  the  difabkd 
(hips  of  their  rear ;  which  intention,  by  reafon  of  the  then  difanitccl 
ftatc  of  the  flcetj  and  having  no  more  than  the  two  crippled  (hips,  the 
Bellerophon  and  Leviathan>  at  that  time  near  me,  I  was  unable  to  ob^ 
llrua.  ^  ^  - 

The  <fnemy  having  fuccecded  in  that  operation,  wore  round  again, 
after  fomediitant  cannonading  of  the  neareft  Briti(h  (hips^  occaiionalljr 
returned,  and  flood  away  in  order  of  battle  on  the  larboard  tack,  fol- 
lowed by  the  Briti(h  fleet  in  the  fame  order  (but  with  the  weadier 
gage  retained)  as  foon  as  the  (hips  coming  forward  to  clofe  with  the 
Queen  ^..harlotte  were  fuitably  arranged. 

The  fleets  remained  feparated  fome  few  miles,  in  view  at  times  on 
the  intermiflion  of  a  thick  fog,  which  lafled  moil  part  of  the  two  next 
days. 

The  commander  of  a  fleet,  their  lordfliips  know^  is  unavoidably  fo 
confined  in  his  view  of  occurrences  in  time  of  battle,  as  to  be  litde  e^ 
pable  of  rendering  perfonal  teftimony  to  the  meritorious  fervicc  of  offi* 
cers  who  have  profited,  in  a  greater  extent^  by  the  opportunities  to  ^ 
tinguifh  themfelves  on  fuch  occaflon. 

To  difcharge  this  part  of  my  public  duty,  reports  were  called  fer 
from  the  flag  oflicers  of  the  fleet,  for  fupplying  the  defedls  of  myob- 
fervance^  under  the  limited  circumflances  above-mentioned.  Thofe 
oflicers,  therefore,  who  have  fuch  particular  claim  to  my  attention,  are  the 
admirals  Graves  and  flr  Alex.  Hood ;  the  rear-admirals  Bowyerj  Gaidno^ 
andPafley;  the  captains  lord  Hugh  Seymour,  Pakenham,BerkeleyiGa» 
bier,  John  Harvey,  Payne,  Parker,  Henry  Harvey,  Pringle,  Dunk-- 
worth,  and  £lphinflone.  Special  notice  is  alfo  due  of  the  captain 
NichoUs  of  the  Sovereign  and  Hope  of  the  Bellerophon,  who  became 
charged  with,  and  well  conduced  thofe  (hips  when  the  wounded  flig 
officers,  under  whom  they  refpedlively  ferved  therein,  were  no  longer 
able  to  remain  at  their  pofls ;  and  the  lieutenants  Moncktonof  theMajfi- 
borougli,  and  Donnelly  of  the  Montagu,  in  fimilar  fituations.  Thcfc 
feledions,  however,  (hould  not  be  conftrued  to  the  difadvantage of  other 
commanders,  who  may  have  been  equally  deferving  of  the  approbation 
of  the  lords  commiflioners  of  the  Admiralty,  although  I^m  not  enabled 
to  make  a  particular  ftatement  of  their  merits. 

To  the  reports  from  the  flag  officers  are  added  thofe  required  from 
the  feveral  captains  of  the  fleet,  whereby  their  lordlhips  will  become 
more  particularly  acquainted  with  the  meritorious  fervices  of  the  fcTC- 
ral  commanders,  and  animated  intrepidity  of  their  fubordinate  officen 
and  (hips  companies ;  to  which  the  defeat  of  the  enemy,  with  cvciy 
advantage  of  fituation  and  circumfl:ance  in  their  favour,  is  truly  to  be 
afcribed.  To  the  like  purport,  I  beg  my  teftimony,  in  behalf  of  tbd 
oflicers  and  company  of  every  defcription  in  the  Queen  Charlotte,  vasf 
be  accepted*

confiantf  to  Mr.  Stephens y  dated  in  Smyrna  Bay,  yune  30,  1 794. 

I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  jpou,  for  the  information  of  my  lords  com* 
loiffioners  of  the  admiralty,  that  I  failed  from  Naples  Bay  the  ill  inft. 
in  company  with  his  Majcfty's  (hips  named  in  the  margin*,  having 
uader  convoy  one  Engliih  merchantman  and  fcven  Dutch,  and  arrived 
irith  them  in  fafety  at  this  place  the  2  ad. 

Being  off  the  ifland  of  Argentierra  on  the  16th  inftant,  I  received 
information  that  the  French  commodore  had  been  feen,  the  evening 
before,  between  the  iilands  of  Fino  and  Miconi  convoying  three  mer- 
chantmen. I  immediately  gave  diredlions  to  the  hon.  captain  Paget 
to  remain  with  the  convoy,  and  made  fail,  with  his  Majefty's  (hips, 
Leda  and  Tartar,  in  the  hopes  of  coming  up  with  them  before  they 
could  reach  the  ifland  of  Scio.  Being  in  (ight  of  the  faid  ifland  at 
day-light  next  morning,  and  there  being  no  appearance  of  the  enemy, 
I  then  hauled  our  wind  to  rejoin  the  convoy ;  and  in  the  afternoon  was 
informed,  by  the  mafter  of  the  Mercury  Smyrna  (hip,  of  what  captain 
Paget  had  difcovered.  I  then  left  the  convoy  under  the  care  of  cap- 
tain Freemantie  of  the  Tartar,  and  with  the  Leda,  made  all  fail  tor 
Miconi  Bay,  where  we  did  not  arrive  rill  eariy  the  next  morning,  and 
'Aeie  found  captain  Paget  in  po(reffion  of  La  Sybille  and  the  three  met* 
ch^ntmen,  as  ftated  in  his  letter  to  me,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclofe  for 
tdbeif  lordfliips'  information. 

Too  much  praife  cannot  be  given  to  captain  Paget,  for  the  very  ju« 
dicioas  and  able  manner  with  which  he  condndled  him  (elf  throughout 
tiie  bufinefs,  and  the  great  care  he  took  in  placing  his  (hip  in  fuch 
maimer  as  not  to  injure  the  inhabitants ;  and  the  humanity  ne  (hewed 
the  prifoneriB,  and  to  thofe  who  were  wounded  and  had  got  on  (hoxe 
after  (he  ftruck,  does  him  the  hieheft  honour. 

The  very  high  difcipline  and  good  order  of  his  (hip  manifefted  it* 
(elf  on  every  occa(ion  by  the  alertnefs  with  which  everv  point  of  duty 
was  carried  on,  though  flie  was  much  weakened  by  being,  before  the 
a6Hon,  74  working  men  (hort  of  her  complement. 

And  it  is  with  the  greateft  fatisfaAion  I  convey  to  their  lord(hipa 
the  encomiums  captain  Paget  bellows  on  lieutenant  Bri(bane,  and  the 
reft  of  his  officers,  which,  I  am  perfuaded,  they  highly  merit, 

I  beg  leave  to  point  out  that  the  ifland  of  Miconi  is  perfedly  de- 
fenceleis ;  there  being  neither  a  fort,  flag,  or  even  a  Turkifli  inhabitant 
on  it* 

The  Romncy  and  Tartar,  with  La  Sybille,  arrived  here  this  day ;  the 
latter  is  pierced  for  forty-eight  guns,  and  mounts  twenty- fix  eighteen 
pounders  on  the  main  deck,  making  ufe  of  a  (hifting  gun  for  the  fpare

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  the  Hon,  Captain  Paget ^  of  his  Majefy^sl^hif 
Romney-y  to  Captain  Montgomery  of  the  Inconftant^  dated  in  MicmuBift 
June  18,  1794. 

I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  that  yefterday  momingy  on  my  paflip 
between  the  iflands  of  Tino  and  Miconi  (in  his  Majefty's  fhip  Romncfi 
under  my  command,  and  the  convoy  I  had  the  honoar  of  itceiTUg 
charge  of  from  you  the  preceding  day)  I  difcovered  a  frigate  im^ 
national  colours,  and  a  broad  pendant,  at  anchor  in  ftion,  with  tlutt 
merchantmen.     Judging  the  convoy  to  be  in  perfeA  fafety»  as  you  mi 
in  fight  from  the  mall  head,  I  made  the  fignal  for  them  to  make  thtbd 
of  their  way  towards  you,  hauled  my  wind,  and  came  to  an  anchor  in 
Miconi  road,  within  a  little  more  than  a  cable's  length  from  theFiendi 
commodore.     I  immediately  fent  to  him  to  defire  he  would  ftrikoUi 
colours,  and  furrender  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  that  1  Ihould  be  into 
him  :  He  fent  me  for  anfwer  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  fivcc 
of  my  (hip ;  that  he  was  well  prepared  for  me  both  with  men  aodafr 
munition,  and  that  he  had  made  oath  never  to  ftrike  his  coloatv.  BydM 
time  he  had  placed  his  fhip  between  me  and  the  town  of  Miconi,  wbi4 
obliged  me  to  carry  out  another  anchor,  and  warp  the  fhip  further  a-hea^ 
in  order  that  my  guns  might  point  clear  of  the  town.  At  one  P.  M.  I  pt 
abreaft  of  him,  and  having  fecured  the  fhip  with  fprings  on  thecafafc% 
I  gave  him  a  broadfide,  which  he  inflantly  returned.     The  araOB 
lafted,  without  a  moment's  intermiflion,  for  one  hour  and  ten  xntnotth    | 
when  I  had  the  fatisfadion  of  feeing  the  national  colours  haoled  dovfii 
and  of  taking  pofTeflion  of  her  and  the  merchantmen.     She  proved  n> 
be  La  Sybille,  of  forty- fix  guns  and  four  hundred  and  thirty  iBfl*i 
commanded  by  commodore  Rondeau.     I  have  fent  on  board  to  take 
the  command  of  her,  Mr.  Brifbane,  firfl  lieutenant  of  the  Romney,  14  .

La  Sybille  had  fifty-five  men  killed,  including  the  fecond  lieutenant 
and  captain  of  marines,  and  one  hundred  and  tlirec  wounded,  nine  of 
which  are  fince  dead.

I  beg  you  will  be  pleafcd  to  inform  their  lordfhips,  that  I  failed  with 
the  (hips  under  my  command,  as  per  margin  *,  agreeable  to  their  orderS} 
on  Sunday  morning  the  19th,  from  Cawfand  Bay;  and  the  windha?- 
jng  given  me  the  opportunity,  on  the  following  evening  I  (haped  a 
courfe  for  Ufhant,  with  the  hope  of  falling  in  with  any  (hips  which 
might  leave  the  port  of  Bred  on  the  commencement  of  the  eaftcdjr 
wind;  the  fuccefs  of  this  intention  affords  me  the  pleafure  of  begging 
you  to  acquaint  my  lords  commilTioners,  that  at  day-break  in  the  roonw 
ing  of  the  2  id,  U(hant  bearing  eaft  about  eight  or  ten  leagues,  we  had 
the  good  fortune  to  fall  in  with  the  French  national  frigate  La  Revoltt- 
tionnaire;,  to  which  the  whole  of  the  fquadron  gave  chace.

From  the  very  fickly  ftate  of  many  of  the  French  prifonen,  ttA 
almofl  a  certainty  of  their  dying  if  embarked  to  proceed  to  Madraa,  I 
was  induced,  from  motiv.es  of  humanity,  to  leave  oehind  feveral  officcn 
and  men,  having  written  to  Mr.  Malartie,  governor  of  the  Ifle  rf 
France,  to  requcft  he  would  releafe  the  fame  number  of  our  pfr 
fonens,  and  of  the  fame  rank  as  thofe  that  I  had  left  at  Mahe ;  aboo^ 
one  hundred  and  forty  more  deferted,  and  got  into  the  woods.  The 
st^h  I  made  the  Rcfiftancc's  fignal  to  chafe,  and  flie  brought  in 
the  Deux  Andres,  from  Mofambique,  loaded  with  four  hundred  and 
eight  flavca.  The  ift  of  June  I  failed  with  his  Majcfty's  fhipa  vA 
mzn,  ^ndohthe  i8th  anchored  at  Madras.

Cateau,  April  12*  liQAt 
Sir, 

It  is  with  the  ereateft  fatisfadlion  that  I  have  the  pleafure  to  ac- 
quaint you,  for  his  Majelly's  information,  with  the  fignal  fuccefs  which 
has  attended  the  general  attack  made  yefterday  by  the  armies  of  the 
combined  powers. 

According  to  the  plan  propofed,  the  Auftrian,  Britifh,  and  Dutch 
armies  alTembied  on  the  i6th  on  the  heights  above  Cateao,  in  order  to 
be  reviewed  by  his  Imperial  Majefty ;  after  which  the  Auftrian  ind 
Sritifh  armies  pafied  the  Selles,  and  encamped  in  front  of  this  tcmn, 
while  the  Dutch  formed  their  camp  immediately  in  its  rear. 

At  nine  o'clock  on  yefterday  morning  the  three  armies  moved  for- 
wards in  eight  columns.  The  firft  column,  compofed  of  Aoftriattiod 
Dutch  troops,  under  the  command  ofprince  Chnftian,  of  Heile  Dann- 
flaidt,  advanced  upon  the  village  of  Cfadllon,  which  was  forced  after 
feme  refiilance,  in  which  the  enemy  loft  four  pieces  of  cannon^  tod 
from  thence  proceeded  acrofs  the  Sambre,  and  took  a  pofition  at  Far* 

rill 
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rill  between  the  Sambrei  and  the  Petite  Helpe^  (q  as  to  inveft  Lin^ 
drecics  on  that  fide. 

The  fecond  colamn,  commanded  by  Jieutenant.^eral  Alyintzc^ 
and  confiftine  of  the  Auftrian  armyi  moved  forwards  upon  Mazinruet* 
and  having  £fced  the  enemy's  entrenchments  at  that  place,  as  wdj  as 
at  Oify,  proceeded  to  Nouvioil,  and  took  pofleffion  this  morning  of  die 
whole  wood  called  the  foreft  of  Nouvion. 

The  third  column,  which  eonfifted  of  the  main  body  of  the  Auftrian 
armyy  and  with  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  prince  of  Cobourg 
went  themfelvesy  proceeded  along  the  high  road  leading  from  Cateau 
to  Guiie ;  and^  after  carrying  the  two  villages  of  Ribouville  and  of 
Waffigny,  where  the  enemy  were  ftrongly  entrenched^  detached  the 
advanced  guard  forwards,  which  took  poffeflion  of  the  heights  callec) 
the  Grand  and  Petit  Blocos,  and  pulhed  forward  this  morning  as  far 
8S  Henappes. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  colun^ns  were  formed  of  the  army  under  mf 
eommand.  Of  the  firft  of  thefe  I  took  the  diredioui  having  lieutepanCr 
general  Otto  under  me.  Lieutenant-gpneral  Sir  WUliam  £rikin(S  com- 
manded the  other  column. 

My  column  was  intended  to  attack  the  redoubts  and  village  of  Vanx* 
as  well  as  to  render  itfelf  raafteii  if  poffible,  of  the  wood  called  thp 
Bois  de  Bohain,  which  the  enemy  had  ftrongly  entrenched. 

In  confequence  of  the  very  great  defiles  and  ravines  which  we  foun4 
cm  oar  march,  my  column  was  not  able  to  arrive  at  the  point  of  attack 
till  one  o^clock  in  the  afternoon. 

As  foon  as  the  cavalry  of  the  advanced  guard  appeared  upon  the 
heights^  the  enemy  began  a  very  fevere  cannonade,  from  the  efieAs  of 
which»  although  very  near,  they  however  were  enabled,  in  a  great  mea- 
faiei  to  cover  themfelves  by  the  natural  inequalities  of  the  ground. 

Having  examined  the  enemy's  jpofition,  and  finding  it  very  ftrongj  I 
determined  to  endeavour  to  turn  it  by  their  right,  and  for  this  purpofb 
ordered  the  whole  of  the  column  to  move  forwardsi  under  cover  of^thp 
high  ground^  leaving  only  a  fufficient  quantity  of  cavalry  upon  the 
heights  to  occupy  the  enemy's  attention.  Strong  batteries  likewifb 
were  formed,  which  kept  up  a  fevere  fire,  and  protend  the  q[|ovemei\t| 
very  confiderably. 

As  foon  as  the  troops  had  gained  fufficiently  the  enemy's  flank,  the 
advanced  guard,  under  the  command  of  major-general  Abercrombyi 
was  direAed  to  begin  the  attack,  and  two  compai^ies  of  the  light  corps 
of  Odonnel,  fupported  by  the  two  grenadier  companies  of  the  firft  re« 
giment  of  Guards,  under  the  command  of  colonel  Stanhope,  ftormed 
and  took  the  Star  Redoubt,  above  the  village  of  Vaux,  while  the  three 
battalions  of  Auftrian  grenadiers,  led  oh  by  ipajor-general  Petrafli,  at-^- 
tacked  the  wood,  and  made  themfelves  naafters  of  the  works  whi^b  the 
enemy  had  conftruded  for  its  defence. 

The  enemy's  fire  at  firft  was  very  (bvere ;  but  when  the  troops  ap- 
proached, they  began  to  retreat  on  all  fides,  and  were  foon  put  to  light. 
I  immediately  detached  a  part  of  the  cavalry,  confifting  or  hnffijirs,  and 
^ne  fquadron  of  the  i6ih  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  commanded  by

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major  Uppert  of  the  former  corpi,  rpund  the  wood  to  the  rightt  whq 
completely  fucceeded  in  cutting  them  oflF,  took  four  pieces  of  cannon 
and  a  howitzeri  with  a  confiderable  lofs  of  men  on  the  part  of  the  ene- 
my ;  whilft  the  cavalry  of  the  advanced  guard  on  oar  left»  under  the 
command  of  colonel  Devay  of  the  regiment  of  arch-doke  Ferdinand's 
huflarsy  purfued  them  through  the  woo4>  suid  drove  them  into  the  vil- 
lage  of  Bohain,  which  they  evacuated  immediately. 

Sir  William  Erikine  was  equally  fuccefsful  with  his  columns  which 
was  intended,  by  the  villages  of  Marets  and  Fremont*  to  turn  the 
wood  of  Bohainy  in  order  to  facilitate  my  attack.  He  met  widi  no 
lefiftance  till  he  arrived  at  the  village  of  Fremont,  where  he  found  the 
cnemv  ftroagly  polled ;  he  immediately  formed  his  line,  and  having  . 
detached  the  brigade  of  Britifh  infantry,  and  the  Auftrian  regiment  S 
Cuirafliers  of  Zetchwitz,  with  four  fquadrons  of  Britifh  light  dragoci^, 
under  the  command  of  lieutenant-general  Harcourf,  in  order  to  torn 
the  pofition,  he  attacked  it  in  front  with  three  battalions  of  the  regi- 
ment of  Kaunitz,  fupported  by  a  well-dire^d  fire  of  the  Auftrianand 
Britifh  artillery  of  the  Refer ve,  under  the  command  of  lieutenant* 
colonel  Congreve,  and  fucceeded  completely  in  driving  the  enemjr 
from  the  redoubts,  where  he  took  two  picfces  of  cannon  and  a  pair  of 
colours.  He  from  thence  proceeded  to  turn  the  wood  with  a  pait  of 
the  corps,  leaving  the  reft  upon  the  pofition  at  Fremont* 

The  fixth,  feventh,  and  eighth  columns  were  intended' to  obfcrre 
the  enemy  on  the  fide  of  Cambray ;  the  firfl  of  thefe  compofed  of 
Aullrians,  and  commanded  by  major-general  count  Haddick,  paihe4 
forwards  as  far  as  the  village  of  Crevocoeur,  and  detached  fome  light 
troops  acrofs  the  Scheldt,  without  meeting  with  any  re^ftancc. 

The  feventh  column,  confifting  of  Aunrians  and  Butch,  under  the 
Hereditary  Prince  of  Orange,  moved  forwards  upon  the  high  road  lead- 
ing from  Cateau  to  Cambray,  and  advanced  beyond  Beauvois  with  the 
eighth  column^  compofed  chiefly  of  Dutch  troops,  commanded  hy 
major-general  Geyfau,  covered  the  Hereditary  Frincc  of  Orange's  right 
flank,  and  moved  forwards  in  front  of  St.  Hilaire.  Neither  of  thefe 
lafl  columns  were  in  the  leaft  engaged ;  but  this  morning  the  enemy 
attacked  the  Frince  of  Orange's  advanced  guafd,  who  repulfed  them 
with  great  eafe. 

The  fignal  fuccefs  which  has  attended  thefe  exteniive  and  compli- 
cated operations  has  determined  his  Imperial  Majefty  to  begin  imme- 
diately the  fiege  of  Landrecies ;  and  dierefore  the  Hereditary  Prinoi 
of  Orange,  who  will  have  the  diredion  of  the  flege^  has  moved  this 
evening  with  the  greateifl  part  of  his  camp  from  Beauvois,  and  taken  a 
pofition  fo  as  to  complete  the  invef^iture  of  that  fortrefs ;  while  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  with  the  grand  army,  covers  the  operations  of  the 
fiege  on  the  fide  of  Guife,  and  that  under  my  immediate  conunind 
does  the  fame  towards  Cambray. 

Wliat  adds  greatly  to  the  eeneral  fatisfadion  upon  this  occafion  is, 
the  inconfiderahle  lofs  which  the  combined  armies  have  fufbined, 
whilft  that  of  the  enemy  has  been  very  great.     The  Britifh,  in  parti- 

CttlaT>  have  been  peculiarly  fortunate.  The  Hon.  Captain  CarktoDi  of 

the 
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ttui  Royalty  aLyoiing  ofiicerofjproimfiDg  merits  is  the  only  one  we  have 
to  regret ;  nor  has  any  one  officer  been  wounded :  of  privates  we  had 
three  killed  and  (ix  wounded. 

The  enemy  has  loft  in  thefe  various  attacks  upwards  of  thirty  pieces 
of  cannon,  of  which  nine  were  taken  by  the  column  under  my  com* 
mand>  befides  the  two  which  were  taken  by  lieutenant  general  Sit 
William  £rskinei 

I  have  equal  fatisfadlion  in  reportinz»  from  my  own  obfervation^  an4 
Ae  account  I  have  received  from  Sir  William,  fir&ine,  the  fpirit  and 
good  condad  of  all  the  officers  and  men  under  my  command;  but  I 
nave  particular  obligations  to  lieutenant«generals  Sir  William  Efikine 
and  Otto>  as  well  as  to  major-general  Abercrombyi  who  commanded 
the  advanced  guard  of  my  oolumny  to  colonel  Devay^  major  lippert  of 
tbc  Aaftrian  hufrars>  and  to  lieutenant  Qolonel  Count  Mcffeku  of  the 
Aoflrian  etat  majon 

I  cannot  help  likewife  mentioning  the  good  eonduAand  bravery  of 
iienteoant  Fage  of  the  Britilh  artillery,  who  diftinguiihed  himfelf  very 
taoch  by  the  ikill  and  adtivity  with  which  he  dire^ed  oae  of  the 
nfteties*

Oh  Sunday  morning  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Otange,  ikade  a  ge« 
iieral  attack  upon  the  poftft  which  the  enemy  dill  occupied  in  the  front 
iif  Landrecies,  and  fucceeded  in  getting  pofleffion  of  them  all,  and  in 
t^ngby  ftorm  their  intrenched  camp,  and  a  very  ilrong  redoubt, 

Sridch  they  h4d  thrown  up  at  the  village  of  Eloqtic^,  withiii  fix  hun- 
red  yards  of  the  place.  He  took  advantage  of  this  redoubt  to  cover 
the  left  flank  of  the  ttench^,  which  were  opened  the  fame  evening. 
Mu^h  praife  is  given  to  the  behaviour  of  the  Auftrian  and  Dutdi 
floops  upon  that  occafion. 

-  Accoi^ifig  to  the  original  plan,  adopted  before  the  battle  of  the  i  Tth, 
it  was  determined  to  withdraw  the  detached  corps  of  each  army,  at 
fooj^  as  the  poiition  for  the  invefture  of  Landrecies  was  piooeriy  fecur- 
td ;  and  in  confeqiience,  the  orders  were  given  the  night  oefore  laft, 
that  tiiefe  corps  (hould  retire  as  this  -raoming. 
But  yefterday  the  enemy  attacked  two  detached  corps  of  the  Prince 
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ef  Cobourg's  tttny,  at  Grand  BIocus  and  Nodvion,  under  the  6om> 
mand  of  major  general  Bellegarde,  and  lieatenant  general  AWintzj. 
The  Prince  pf'Cobourg  fent  to  defire  me  to  fupport  the  former,  and  I 
marched  immediately^  with  five  battalions  of  AnftrianSf  and  major 
general  Sir  Robert  Lawrie's  brigade  of  Britifk  cavalry.  I  did  not| 
boweveri  arrive  till  the  affair  was  over^  general  Bellegarde  haviag 
repulfed  the  enemy>  with  great  flaughterj  and  having  taken  §aat 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  one  howitzer. 

As  the  enemy  appeared  in  great  force  on  general  Alvintzy's  front, 
the  Prince  of  Cobourg  did  not  think  it  proper  to  fapport  a  poft 
whieh  was  of  no  importance  to  him,  and  which  was  at  any  rate  to  b6 
d>andoned  that  night ;  general  Alvintzy  was  therefore  ordered  to  re- 
tire to  his  pofition  in  the  line,  which  he  did  in  great  orderi  aad, 
with  very  inconfiderable  lofsi  although  expofed  to  tae  enemy's  can- 
nonade. 

>  I  this  morning  recdived  a  report  from  lieutenant  general  Worob, 
who  commands  a  detached  corps  of  the  army  at  Denatng,  that  the  ene* 
my  attacked  him  in  great  force  on  Saturday  ;  that  at  firft  his  advanced 
polls  were  obliged  to  retire,  and  that  the  enemy  had  aheady  got 
pofleffion  of  the  village  of  Abfcon,  and  of  one  of  die  redoubts  oonii  ' 
hant ;  but,  upon  a  reinforcement  coming  up,  the  enemy  were  cooi- 
pletely  driven  back  with  great  lofs.  The  Heffians  however  fufibed 
confiderably,  having  loft  five  ofiicers,  and  feventy  men  killed  and 
wounded. 

General  Wurmb  expreiTes  hirafelf  highly  fatisfied  with  the  hs- 
Haviour  of  the  divifion  of  the  Auftrian  hufilars  of  Leopold^  and  the  Hef-

A  Letter i  of  ^which  the  following  is  a  Copyy  dated  Cateauy  April  2^9 
1 794,  *wa5  laft  night  recei'veahy  the  Right  Hon,  Henry  Dmtdasi  bii 
Majefty's   "Principal  Secretary    of  State  for  the  Home   Depmriment^ 
from  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York,

In  confequence  of  a  requeft  from  the  Prince  of  Cobourgi  I  iei^f 
the  jday  before  yeilerdavt  a  detachment  of  cavalry  to  reconnoitre 
the  enemy,  who  were  reported  to  have  afierobled  at  the  camp  de  Cdaff. 
near  Cambrai.  This  patrol,  with  which  general  Otto  went  himfelf, 
found  the  enemy  in  great  force,  and  fo  flrongly  polled  at  the  viibge 
of  Villers  en  Cauchie,  that  he  fent  back  for  a  reinforcement^  which 
I  immediately  detached  i  it  confiftcd  of  two  fquadions  of  the  Zetcb- 
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witz  cairaffien*  major-general  Manfel's  brigade  of  heavj  caraliyj 
ind  thd  nth  regiment  of  light  dragoons.  As  they  could  not  ar«* 
rive  till  it  was  dark,  general  Otto  was  obliged  to  delay  the  attack  till 
the  next  morning,  when  it  took  place  foon  after  day  break.  He 
then  ordered  two  iquadrons  of  huuars,  and  two  fquadrons  of  the  6£m 
teenth  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  to  charge  the  enemy,  which  thqr 
did  with  the  greateft  fuccefs ;  and,  finding  a  line  of  infantry  in  the 
xear  of  the  cavalry,  they  continued  the  charge  without  hefitatioof 
and  broke  them  likewife.  Had  they  been  properly  fupported,  the  ia* 
tire  deftniAion  of  the  enemy  muft  have  been  the  confequence ;  botf 
by  feme  mi(Uke>  general  Manfel's  brigade  did  not  arrive  in  time 
fer  that  purpofe.  The  enemy,  however,  were  completely  driven  backt 
and  obliged  to  retreat,  in  great  confufion,  into  Cambrai>  with  the  lois 
q£  twelve  hundred  men  killed  in  the  fields  and  three  pieces  of  canooi^ 

Hie  sallantrv  difplayed  by  thefe  troops>  but  particularly  by  the 
t5th  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  does  them  the  higheft  honor;  and, 
ooofidering  the  danger  of  their  fituation,  when  left  without  fupportf 
the  lo(s  they  experienced  is  not  coniiderable.  The  only  officer  wound- 
ed was  captain  Aylett;  of  the  1 5th  regiment,  who  had  the  misfortune 
to  be  feverely  wounded  by  a  bayonet  in  the  body. 

Inclofed  I  tranfmit  a  return  of  the  killed^  wounded^  and  miffing  upon 
diis  occaiion. 

.  The  firft  parallel  at  Landrecies  is  in  fuch  forwardnefs  that  it  is  in« 
tended  to-night  to  convey  the  cannon  into  the  batteries,  which  are  to 
open  to  morrow.  The  enemy  attempted  this  morning  to  make  two 
iortiesi  but  were  driven  back  with  confiderable  lofs*

As  I  thought  his  Majefty  might  isrifli  to  he  informed,  as  ibon  ia$ 
poffible,  of  the  fuccefs  which  the  combined  troops  under  my  cona- 
itiand  h^d  had  on  the  26th  inftant,  I  difpatched  my  aid  de  camp,  capt^ 
)4urray,  from  the  field  of  battle,  and  talce  this  opportunity  of  giving 
|roB  ibme  further  details  concerning  the  adlion. 
-  It  appears  that  the  attack  of  the  enemy  was  intended  to  be  generti 
along  the  whole  frontier,  from  Treves  to  the  fea. 

Tw  corps  which  attacked  that  under  my  command,  confifted  of  ^ 
polumn  of  eight  and  twenty  thoufand  men,  and  feventy-nine  piectff 
fi[  cannon,  which  marched  out  of  Cambrai  the  preceding  night  at 
twch'C  o'clpck,  and  a  fmallerone,  whofe  force  I  am  nojt  juftly  sc- 
Mainted  with,  which  moved  forwards  by  the  way  of  Fremont  an4 
Marets.  The  enemy  formed  their  line  at  day-bitak  in  the  morning^ 
aod»  under  favour  of  a  fog<  advanced  to  the  attack  of  the  villages  t!| 
iny  irofity  which,  beii^g  occupied  by  light  troops  only,  they  potTeiTe^ 
tfiemfelves  of  without  much  refinance ;  and  advancing,  formed  their 
i^ttack  upon  the  village  of  Troifville,  into  which  they  had  aflually  eftw 
tered,  but  were  diilodged  again  by  the  well-diredled  fire  of  grape- (hot 
from  twQ  dritiiji  fix-pounderS|  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-co- 
lonel Congreve. 

Their  movements  being  now  plainly  feen,  and  their  left  appearing 
to  be  unprotedled,  I  determined  to  detach  the  cavalry  of  the  right

the  Blues,  lil,  3d,  5th  Dragoon  Guards,  and  Royals,  under  the  com« 
mand  of  lieutenant-general  Otto,  and  to  turn  them  on  thatfiank;  ^hililf 
by  a  (evere  cannonade  from  our  front,  I  endeavoured  to  divert  theic 
attention  from  this  movement.  Some  light  troops  were  likewife  di- 
reeled  to  turn,  if  polTible,  their  rieht  flank ;  but  having  received  n 
*very  ievcre  fire  from  a  wood,  which  they  imprudently  approached  too 
near,  they  were  obliged  to  retire :  they  however  immediately  ral- 
lied, and,  after  driving  the  enemy  back,  took  from  them  two  pieces  of 
cannon; 

General  Otto  completely  fucceeded  in  his  movements.    The  enemy 
.  ivtit  attacked  in  their  flank  and  rear,  and  although  they  at  firft  at- 
tempted to  refifl,  they  were  foon  thrown  into  conflifion,   and  the 
(laughter  was  immenfe.     Twenty-two  pieces  of  cannon,  and  a  rexy 
gteat  quantity  of  ammunition,  ^11  into  our  hands. 

Lieutenant-general  Chapuy.  who  commanded  this  corps,  with  three 
iiondred  and  finy  officers  and  privates,  were  taken.

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While  tUt  wa^paffing  on  the  right,  we  were  pot  lefs  fbrtnnateoi 
ear  left. 

The  cavalry  of  the  left  wing  having  moved  forwards  to  obfenredie 
enemy's  coluoin,  which  was  advancing  from  Fremont  and  Maiets^  tjie 
7th  and  nth  regiments  of  light  dragoonsi  with  two  iqaadrani  d 
mrch-duke  Ferdinand's  huflarsj  under  the  command  of  major  &t- 
phanitz^  attacked  their  advanced  guard  with  fo  much  fpiric  and  io- 
petuofity^  as  to  defeat  them  completely.  Twelve  hundred  men  were 
left  dead  on  this  part  of  the  field ;  ten  pieces  of  cannon>  and  ele?eo 
tumbrils  filled  with  ammunitioni  were  taken* 

I  cannot  fufficiently  exprefs  my  thanks  to  lieutenant-general  Otis 
for  the  manner  in  which  he  condudled  the  movements  of  we  cavaliyof 
the  right  wing,  as  well  as  to  prince  Schwartzenberg  and  colonel  VWe 
(the  latter  of  whom  commanded  the  two  brigades  of  Britilh  cawr 
after  general  Manfell's  death)  for  the  fpirit  and  gallantry  with  wUd 
fbcy  led  on  the  troops* 

'The  coolnefs  and  courage  manifefted  by  all  the  officers  and  foUiea 
of  his  Majeily's  troops,  demand  my  higheft  acknowledgments;  wd 
it  is  a  duty  1  owe  to  them,  to  defire  that  you  will  lay  my  humbk  f&> 
commendation  of  them  before  his  Majefty. 

Enclofed  I  fend  the  returns  of  the  killed  and  wounded^  which  I  m 
Iiappy  to  find  are  not  fo  confiderable^  as,  fioni  the  feverity  of  the  ic-

Sir, 

It  is  with  peculiar  fatbfa^ion  that  I  have  tlie  pleafure  to  aequainC 
you  with'  the  furrendec  of  Xaandrecies. 
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At  ten  o'clock  thia  morning  the  town  offered  to  capitata^i  and  tt* 
quefted  a  fufpeniion  of  arms  for  forty-eight  hours,  to  arranee  the  ar* 
tides;  but  tnis  was  abfolutely  refufed,  and  they  were  allowed  ooljr 
half  an  hour  to  come  to  a  determination^  which,  upon  a  fecond  it» 
quefty  was  extended  to  an  hour.— Before,  however,  this  time  waselapC' 
ed,  the  deputies  of  the  town  came  out,  and,  after  a  very  (hort  coDKr« 
cnce,  agreed  to  deliver  up  the  place  thb  evening  at  five  o'clock,  and 
that  the  earrifon  (hould  be  prifoners  of  war. 

This  fortunate  event,  which  was  not  expelled  to  happen  fo  foon, 
makes  up  for  the  difagreeable  intelligence  which  we  received  this  day 
of  a  check,  which  general  Clairfayt  had  had  at  Moucron. — This  poft 
had  been  retaken  m>m  the  enemy  by  a  corps  of  Hanoverians,  under , 
the  command  of  major-general  count  Oenhoufen,  the  nieht  before; 
but  the  enemy  having  in  a  manner  furrounded  it,  general  Clair&yt, 
%vho  had  joined  the  Hanoverians  with  fix  battalions  of  Auftrians,  waft 
at  laft  obliged  to  retreat^  and  had  taken  up  a  new  pofition,  in  order  to 
cover  the  high  road  from  Tournay  to  Courtray. 

In  confequence  of  this  intelligence,  th  Emperor  has  defired  me  to 
march  this  evening,  as  quick  as  poffible,  to  St.  Amond,  ^nd  from  tbenoei 
if  necefiar)',  to  Tournay,  to  the  afiifiance  of  general  Clairfayt.

In  confequence  of  the  Emperors*  requefi,  which  I  mentioned  in  my 
letter  of  the  30th,  I  marched  at  twelve  o'clock  the  night  before  laft, 
with  all  the  troops  under  my  command,  from  tbe  camp  near  Cateau, 
and  proceeded  here  with  part  of  the  cavalry  yeflerday  evening ;  bat, 
ftom  the  exceffive  heat  of  the  day,  and  a  fevere  ftorm,  which  lafM 
the  whole  night,  the  infantry  was  not  able  to  arrive  till  this  momiog* 

I  went  over  by  appointment  to-dav  to  Tournay,  to  meet  gene- 
ral Clairfay t,  in  order  to  confult  with  him  upon  th^  necefiary  operas 
tions  for  compelling  the  enemy  to  retire  from  Flanders,  and  had,  at 
the  fame  time,  an  opportunity  to  enquire  more  fully  into  the  un« 
fortunate  afi^air  of  the  29th. 

General  Clairfayt  told  me,  that  the  enemy  had  taken  the  advantage 
of  his  abfence  at  Dcnain,  to  attack  and  carry  the  pod  of  Moucroo> 
and  confequcntly  Gourtray  hfcif,  which  was  incapable  of  defence. 
That)  with  regard  to  the  affair  of  the  29th,  it  had  oeen  his  intendoa 
to  attack  the  enemy,  as  foon  as  fix  battalions  of  Auftrian  iofantrf) 
.which  had  been  fent  to  hin)  from  the  Emperor's  army,  were  anived; 

but 
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but  that  the  enemy  had  been  before  hand  with>  and  began  themfelves 
the  attack :  that  his  troops  behaved  with  much  courage  and  refolution^ 
from  eight  o'clock  in  the  morningi  when  the  attack  begunj  till  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon;. but  that^  as  foon  as  the  order  was  given  to 
retreat^  from  the  intricacy  of  the  country,  they  fell  into  a  confufioO) 
from  which  it  was  impoiiible  ever  to  rally  them. 

I  h^e  not  as  yet  received  the  returns  of  the  lofs  upon  this  oc«- 
cafion  ;  but  I  fear  it  is  pretty  coniiderable. 

The  brave  garrifon  of  Menin^  under  the  command  of  mJajor-gene- 
ral  Hammerftem^  after  fuftaining  the  attack  for  four  days^  finding  no 
probability  of  fuccour,  gallantly  determined  to  force  their  way  through 
the  enemy>  which  they  affeded  without  any  great  lofs^  though  con- 
tinually haraffed  in  their  march* 

This  garrifon  confided  of  four  battalions  of  his  Majefty's  Hano* 
verian  troops  and  four  companies  of  the  loyal  emigrants. 

'  I  am  lorry  that>  from  fome  recent  changes  in  the  dsflribution  of  the 
troops  in  Flanders,  I  have  it  not  in  my  power  to  name  the  Ttgi" 
ments  which  have  diftinguilhed  themfelres  fo  much*    They  retired' 
to  Ingelmunfter* 

The  enemy  has  not  as  yet  made  any  attempt  to  penetrate  into  the 
country.

They  were,  however,  repuUed,  with  the 
I6u  of  three  pieces  of  cannon  and  two  hundred  men  killed.

The  enemy  having  attacked  me  yellerday  in  difierent  column%  ttf 
the  ^pont  of  jq^qqp  menj  I  have  the  fatisfadion  to  inform  yoa,  thit 
after  a  fharp  engagement  which  laft  five  hoars^  we  repulfed  thf m  with 
great  lofs^  having  taken  from  them  13  pieces  of  cannoOj  and  above 
400  prifoners. 

The  attack  began  at  day-break»  when  the  enemy  attempted  to  turn 
jnj  left  flank,  but  were  driven,  back  by  the  AqiLrian  regiment  of 
J^unitz,  which  was  poiled  in  a  wood  to  cover  as  on  that  Sde»  ^ 

The  enemy  then  directed  their  next  efforts  againft  my  centret  upoa 
which  they  sidvanoed,  under  a  heavy  caanonade,  with  great  relbludoo; 
but  a  favourable  opportunity  prefenttng  itfelf,  of  attacking  tl^ea  oa 
their  right  flank,  which  did  not  feem  to  be  protected,  lieutenant-ge- 
neral Harcourt  was  detached  for  that  pnrpofe,  with  flxteen  fquadrons 
of  Britifli  cavalry*  and  two  of  Auftrian  huflars.  Gjeneral  Harcourt) 
having  fucceeded  in  gaining  their  flanks  attacked  tliem  with  fo  mach 
lefolution  and  intrepidity,  tnat  they  immediately  began  to  retreat,  in 
the  courfe  of  which  they  were  foon  broke,  and  fuflfeied  coniideniblt 
lofs. 

Whilft  this  was  pafling  in  the  corps  under  my  particular  command, 
that  of  the  Hanoverians  on  my  xight  was  attacked  with  eqoad  vigouf : 
this,  however,  after  a  fevere  contefl,  terminated  to  the  advantage  of 
the  Hanoverians,  who  maintained  their  pofl,  and  repulfed  the  eoe- 
jny  with  great  lofs. 

Incioied  I  fend  the  return  of  the  killed  and  wounded. 

I  have  many  thanks  to  return  to  lieutenant-general  Harcourt,  at 
well  as  to  major  general  Dundas  and  Sir  Robert  Lawrie,  for  the  coaragi 
and  good  condu^  which  they  fhewed  upon  this  occailoQ.  The  officers 
and  men  of  the  troops  which  they  led,  merit  alfo  every  commendation, 
having  well  fupported  the  reputation  whicfi  they  had  already  acqoiied 
by  their  condudl  on  the  26th  of  laft  month.

joift  co-operatioa  with  the  troops  under  the  command  of  general  Chit« 
&7t>  to  compel  the  enemy  to  evacuate  Flanders. 

On  the  1 6th,  at  nightj  the  army  moved  forwardj  for  this  purpoic» 
in  five  columns. 

The  two  columns  on  the  left  were  intended  to  force  the  paflage  of 
ihe  MarquC)  and>  by  a  vigorous  attack  on  the  enemy's  pofls  along  the 
river,  to  cover  the  operations  of  the  three  remaining  columns :  thefo 
were  deflined  to  force  the  enemy's  polls  by  Roubaix,  Waterloo,  and 
Moocron,  thus  to  favour  general  Clairfayt's  pafTage  of  the  Lys,  and 
then,  by  a  junction  with  his  corps,  to  have  cut  off  the  communication 
between  Lifle  and  Courtray. 

Unfortunately  the  two  columns  on  the  left  forced  the  paiTage  of  tht 
Marque  fo  late,  and  were  fo  much  fatigued  by  the  length  of  their 
march,  that  they  were  not  able  to  accomplifh  the  remainder  ef  the 
propofcd  plan,  while  the  column  on  the  right,  under  general  Bufche^ 
finding  the  enemy  at  Moucron  in  much  greater  numbers  than  had  been 
expected,  was  under  the  necelfity  of  relinquiihing  its  attack,  and  of 
leireating  to  its  former  pofition  at  Warcoing. 

l4eutenant-6;eneral  Otto  proceeded  with  his  column  through  Leeci 
to  Waterloo,  mm  whence,  after  fome  refinance,  he  drove  the  enemy^ 
and  paflied  on  to  Tourcoing. 

My  column  condfted  of  feven  battalions  of  Britiih,  five  of  Ai|(lrians# 
and  two  of  Heffians,  with  fix  fquadrons  of  light  dragoons,  and  four 
of  huifars.  We  moved  forward  from  Templeuve  to  Lannoy,t('hich  we 
forced  the  enemy  to  evacuate,  after  a  ihort  cannonade,  in  which  I  had 
.the  misfortune  to  loofe  major  Wright,  of  the  royal  artillery,  a  brave 
anid  deferving  officer. 

Having  left  the  two  Heflian  battalions  at  Lannoy,  I  proceeded  to 
Roubaux,  where  we  found  the  enemy  in  great  drength  both  of  men 
and  cannon.  The  refinance  was  proportionably  ftronger,  but  equally 
tmavailing,  as  the  enemy  foon  found  themfelves  compelled  to  retirc;i 
which  they  did  towards  Moucron. 

^Having  at  this  time  no  intelligence  of  the  two  columns  on  my  right 
aiti  left,  notwithftanding  I  had  made  every  efFcrt  to  obtain  it,  I  did 
not  think  it  prudent  to  advance  any  furthert  but  was  refolved  to  have 
left  my  advanced  guard,  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-general 
Abercrombv,  at  Roubaix,  and,  with  the  remainder  of  my  corps,  to  have 
taken  a  poution  on  the  heights  behind  Lannoy.  The  orders  for  this 
pnrpofe  were  given ;  but  having  acquainted  his  Imperial  Majefty,  who 
nad  advanced  to  Lannoy,  with  my  intention,  the  necedity  of  co-operat* 
ing  with  general  Clairfayt  induced  his  Majefly  to  direct  that  I  (hould 
proceed  to  the  attack  of  Mouveaux. 

I  accordingly  direded  the  attack  to  be  made  by  lieutenant-general 
Abercromby,  with  the  four  battalions  of  guards.  He  found  the  enemy 
ftrongly  intrenched,  but  having  cannonaded  it  for  fome  time,  the  good 
countenance  of  the  flank  battalion  of  guards,  who  advanced  to  itorm 
it  with  the  utmolt  order,  fupported  by  the  firfl  battalion,  and  fe* 
conded  by  the  7th  and  1 5th  light  dragoons,  under  lieu  tenant- golonel 
Churchill^  compf  ^ed  the  enemy  to  retire,  with  th^  lofa  of  three  pieces 

of 
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«F  eannonf  and  of  a  confiderable  number  of  meui  who  weie  cot  d6wa 
by  the  light  dragoons  in  the  purfait,  which  was  continued  as  fti » 
Bonderes. 

Upon  matoiely  confiderine  the  nature  of  our  fitoation^  I  diicAed 
fieutenanl-generai  AbercroinDy  to  remam  at  MouYcaux  with  the  foot 
battalions  of  guards ;  ^and  having  pofted"  feur  Auftrian  battaUons  to 
cover  Roobaixf  I  detached  the  iecond  brigade  of  Britilh  infimtiy,  no- 
der  the  command  of  major-general  Foxy  to  take  poft  on  my  lefti  oa 
Che  great  road  leading  from  Lifle  to  Roubaix.  The  cavalry  was  di- 
vided with  thefe  fevend  corps  for  the  purpofe  of  patroling,  die  natoie 
of  the  country  not  admitting  of  their  being  of  any  other  nfe.  Mjr 
advanced  pofts  communicated  with  thofe  of  general  Otto,  on  my  ligfati 
who  I  now  found  had  got  poflfeffion  of  Turcoing. 

Early  the  next  morning  the  enemy  attacked  the  pofts  of  TofcmngiB 
great  foroCy  and  I  received  an  application  from  colonel  Devay,  who 
commanded  there,  to  make  a  diverfion  in  his  favour ;  for  which  [Nit' 
pofe  I  fent  two  battalions  of  Auftrians,  giving  them  expreis  diremsis^ 
if  they  (hould  be  prefied,  to  fall  back  upon  me ;  but^  by  fome  ffli(> 
take^  inftead  of  domg  fo»  they  joined  colonel  Devay.  From  this  at- 
cumftance,  an  opening  was  left  on  my  rights  of  which  the  enemy 
availed  himfelf  in  the  attack  upon  my  corps,  which  took  place  fooo 
after,  and,  by  ib  doing,  obliged  me  to  employ  the  only  battalion  I  had 
left,  to  iecore  a  point  which  was  of  the  utmoft  confequence  to  us. 

At  thl&  period  a  very  confiderable  column  of  the  enemy,  whidi  we 
have  fince  learnt  amounted  to  1 5,000  men,  appeared  advancing  fiom 
Liile,  whilil  another  corps,  having  forced  its  way  through  general 
Otto's  poiition  by  Waterloo,  attacked  us  on  the  rear.  The  ftw  troopi 
that  remained  with  me,  foon  gave  way  before  fueh  fuperior  irainbeni 
nor  was  it  in  my  power,  with  every  efibrt  I  could  ufe,  affiftediyy  tbofe 
of  the  officers  who  were  about  me,  to  rally  them.  At  that  moncBt 
the  advanced  parties  of  the  column  from  Lide  (hewed  themfelves  alfo 
upon  the  road  bet^^'een  Roubaix  and  Mouveaux,  and  I  found  it  im- 
pofTible  to  fucceed  in  the  attempt  which  I  made  to  join  the  brigade  of 
guards* 

Thus  circumftanced,  I  turned  my  attention  to  join  general  Fox'i 
brigade,  but  upon  proceeding  to  Roubaix  for  that  purpofe,  I  foondHt 
in  the  pofTefiion  of  the  enemy. 

Thus  completely  cut  offfrom  every  part  of  my  corps,  nothing  remained 
for  me  to  do  but  to  force  my  way  to  that  of  general  Otto,  and  to  coo* 
cert  meafures  with  him  to  free  my  own  troops. 

This  1  effefied,  accompanied  by  a  few  dragoons  of  the  i6th  regi- 
ment, with  great  difficulty ;  but  the  project  of  marching  upon  Lannovy 
to  which  general  Otto  had  confented,  as  a  meafure  which  would  great!/ 
facilitate  the  retreat  of  my  corps,  being  given  up,  upon  finding  that 
the  Heifians  had  been  obliged  to  abandon  that  place,  I  found  myfelf 
under  the  painful  ncceflity  of  continuing  with  general  Otto's  coloniB 
the  remainder  of  the  day. 

Previous  to  this,  I  had  fent  orders  to  general  Abercromby  to  retire 
from  MouvcaVx  to  the  heights  behind  Roul;»aixj  where  it  was  my  in- 

tentioa

t^ntion  to  have  afleinbled  tay  corps ;  and  the  Coldftream  battalion  had 
been  polled  to  cover  the  communication  till  he  effe^ed  his  retreat. 
In  confequence  of  thefe  dire^onsi  general  Aberbromby  began  his  re- 
treat, and  on  his  arri? al  npon  the  heights  of  Roubaixt  finding  himfelf 
farrounded  upon  all  fidesy  without  a  poffibility  of  aiiembling  the  corps> 
he  determined  to  continue  it  lo  Lannoy.  This  he  eSeded,  amidft  the 
repeated  attacks  of  the  ehemy^  who  poured  upon  him  from  all  parts* 
General  Abercromby  found  Lannoy  alfo  in  pofleffion  of  the  enemy, 
but  he  avoided  the  town  by  marching  round  it  under  a  very  heavy  fire, 
imd  foon  after  reached  Templenve, 

Major  general  Fox^  after  fuftaining,  with  great  refolution»  a  very  viffor« 
ooa  attack  from  the  principal  part  of  the  column^  which  came  from 
Liflcy  began  his  retreat  alfo ;  and  finding  himfelf  cut  off  from  the  bri- 
gade of  guards^  and  Lannoy  occupied  by  the  enemy^  he  direfled  his 
march  upon  the  village  of  Lecrs>  at  which  place  he  joined  the  column 
of  lieutenant  general  Otto. 

'  I  enclofe  you  a  return  of  our  lofs  uuon  this  occafion.  I  rtgnt  that  it 
48  fo  grestt ;  but  when  the  nature  ot  the  afUon  is  confidered,  and  that 
it  was  conducted  in  a  country  the  moft  favourable  to  the  views  of  the 
enemy  that  they  could  have  wifhed  for,  while  their  perfed^  knowledge 
of  thefe  parts  enabled  them  to  take  every  advantage  of  it,  it  might 
have  been  expedled  to  have  been  ftill  more  confiderable.  From  the 
badnefs  of  the  roads,  the  lofs  of  the  horfes,  and  the  timidity  of  the  dri- 
vers, the  leaving  a  part  of  our  artillery  became  inevitable.  I  am  to 
defire  that  yon  will  aflure  his  Majefty,  that  the  officers  and  men  (hew- 
ed all  the  firmnefs  and  refolution  on  this  occafion  that  could  be  ex- 
pected from  them  ;  and  it  would  be  an  in^uftice  done  to  the  reft  to 
diftingnifh  any  particular  corps.  The  abilities  and  coolnefs  with 
which  lieutenant  general  Abercromby,  and  major  general  Fox,  conduct- 
ed  their  different  corps,  under  thefe  trying  circumftances,  require,  how- 
ever, that  I  (hould  particularly  notice  them. 

It  is  a  peculiar  confolation  to  me,  that  the  column  under  my  command 
executed,  to  the  full  extent,  their  intended  part  of  the  operation  ;  and 
that  in  the  check  which  they  afterwards  fnnained,  the  condud  of  th^ 
Britifh  troops  has  entitled  them  to  the  warmed  expreffions  of  gratitude 
and  admiration  on  the  part  of  his  Imperial  Majefty*

Henry  Dundasy  bis  Majefiy's  Principal  Secretary  of  Stat*  for  the 
Home  Department. 

Sir,  Toumayi  May  23,  1794. 

I  have  the  fatisfa^ion  to  acquaint  yooj  for  his  Majelly's  information^ 
that  yellerday  morning  the  enemy  having  made  an  attack  upon  the 
combined  army,  under  the  command  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  were  re* 
polfed,  after  a  long  and  obftinate  engagement. 

The  atuck  began  at  five  o'clock,  but  did  not  appear  to  be  (erious 
tSt'tovvards  nine,  when  the  whole  force  of  the  enemy  (confining,  ac- 
hiding  to  every  account,  of  upwards  of  one  hundred  thoufand  men) 
was  brought  agsinft  the  right  wing,  with  the  intention  of  forcing,  if 
poffiUe,  ue  paUage  of  the  Scheldt,  in  order  to  inveft'  Toumay. 

At  firft  they  drove  in  the  out-pofts,  and  •bliged  general  Bufche's 
corps,  which  was  pofted  at  Efpierres,  to  ^1  back  upon  the  nuin  army ; 
but  upon  fuccour  being  fent,  general  Wallmoden,  who,  though  very 
tmwell,  had  retaken  the  command  of  the  Hanoverians,  mamtained 
his  pofition.  The  enemy,  by  conftantly  bringing  up  frelh  troops, 
were  enabled  to  continue  the  attack,  without  intermiiEon,  tiU  mne 
o'ckck  at  night. 

The  troojps  of  the  right  wing  being  greatly  fatigued,  it  became  ne- 
ceflkry  to  lupport  them  from  my  wing;  for  which  purpofe,  befides 
leven  Auftrian  battalions,  I  detached  the  fecond  brigade  of  Britilh, 
mder  the  command  of  major-eeneral  Fox.  Nothing  could  exceed  the 
fpirit  and  gallantry  with  which  they  conduced  themlelves,  particularly 
in  the  ftorm  of  the  village  of  Pontechin^  which  they  forced  with  the 
bayonet.  The  enemy  immediately  began  to  retreat,  and  during  the 
mght  withdrew  all  their  pofts,  and,  according  to  every  information, 
have  fallen  back  upon  Lifle« 

Seven  pieces  of  cannon,  and  about  coo  priibners,  have  fallen  into 
our  hands,  and  the  enemy's  lofs,  in  killed  and  wounded,  is  faid  to 
amount  to  little  ihort  of  twelve  thott(and  men,  which  is  by  no  means 
improbable,  as  they  were  expofed  to  an  inceflant  fiie  of  cannon  and 
mofouetry  for  upwards  of  twelve  hours. 

Ine  manner  m  which  general  Fox  condudled  the  brigade  of  Britifh 
infantry  of  the  line  merits  my  warmeft  approbation.

to  Fontaine  TEveque  \  and  that  he  has  completely  defeat  thtiB,,aod 
obliged  them  to  retreat  in  great  confufion  over  the  river,  which  he  in« 
tended  to  pafs  with  his  army  to-day  in  purfuit  of  thena* 

The  enemy  has  loft  near  fifty  pieces  of  cannon,  and  above  five 
thoufand  men,  three  thoufand  of  whom  are  prifoners.  The  lo&of  the 
Auilrians  has  been  very  inconfiderable,  as  they  in  a  manner  furprifcd 
them. 

Accounts  were  likewife  received  to.day  that  the  enemy  has  made  an  in- 
road into  the  duchy  of  Lnxembourg^^  with  an  army  of  forty  thoufand  meo, 
and  has  taken  pofleffion  of  Arlon,  which  has  obliged  general  Beanlieo 
(who  had  moved  forward  with  the  troops  under  his  command,  and  had 
taken  the  town  of  Bouillon  by  ftorm)  to  retire,  and  to  fall  back  on 
Marche,  in  order  to  cover  Namur.

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that  the  communication  between  that  place  and  Oudenardej  unlefs  hy 
a  great  detour,  was  entirely  cut  off!  Thinkin?  that  it  was  neceffiuy  I 
ihould  have  this  information  as  foon  as  poffibiei  he  returned  in  the 

night. 

This  movement  of  the  enemy,  by  forcing  general  Clairfayt  to  retire, 
and  bringing  them  nearer  to  the  banks  of  the  Scheldt,  rendered  the 
pofition  before  Toumay,  which,  fince  the  departure  of  prince  Cobourg^ 
had  always  been  hazardous,  no  longer  tenable;  and  I  therefore  quitted 
it  this  day,  leaving  only  a  garrifon  in  the  town,^  and  marched  with  all 
die  Britifli,  and  part  of  the  lieffian  troops,  to  this  place,  in  order  to  be 
ia  leadinefs  to  fupport  Oudenarde,  which  was  menaced,  and  aftually 
fimmoned  this  day.

and  the  cntmy  remained  in  pofleffion  of  the  field  of  battle.  The  Prince 
of  Coboufg  was  retreating  to  a  ftrong  poiition  near  Hal. 

An  accoant  had  juft  been  received  at  Nivelle,  that  Charleroy  had 
fidlcn  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.

Haying  received  intelligence,  on  Tuefday  night,  that  the  enemy 
loA  moved  forws^rd  in  great  force  upon  general  Clairfayt's  portion, 
and  that  they  had  detached  a  corps  to  attack  Oudenarde,  I  found  it 
abfolutely  neceifary  for  the  defence  of  the  Scheldt,  to  march  immedi* 
s^ly  to  uiis  place,  as  from  hence  I  could,  with  greater  facility,  fupport 
that  place,  and  move  upon  any  point  at  which  they  might  attempt 
to  force  a  paflage. 

•  The  enemy  obliged  general  Clairfayt  to  abandon  his  po&tion  at 
Deynfe,  and  fall  back  upon  Ghent  on  Wednefday,  where  they  again 
attacked  him  the  next  diay,  but  were  fortunately  repulfed. 

This  retreat  of  general  Clairfayt  rendered  it  impoffible  for  general 
Walmoden  to  fupport  hjmfelf  with  fo  fmall  a  body  of  troops  as' 
he  bad  under  his  command  at  Brujges.  He  therefore  found  it  necef- 
lary  to  abandon  that  place  on  Thurfday,  and  to  fall  back  to  Land- 
march,  and  join  general  Clairfayt's  right  flank. 

The  con/equences  of  thefe  lafl  movements,  though  necefTary,  are 
exceedingly  unpleafant,  as  all  immediate  communication  with  Oftend 
it  cutoff. 

Yefterday  the  enemy  made  another  attempt  upon  Oudenarde,  which 
they  cannonaded  the  whole  day,  and  even  carried  in  the  afternoon  the 
fkoxbourg ;  but  were  driven  out  again  in  the  night,  and  have  now  re« 
treated  to  a  fmall  diflance. 

Yefterday  evening  I  received  the  difagreeable  intelligence  Of  the' 
Prince  of  Cobourg's  having  failed  in  his  attack  upon  the  French  army 
at  Goifelies  and  Fleurus,  as  well  as  of  the  fiirrender  of  Charleroi.

A  Letter,  of  nvhich   the  following  is  an  Extraff,  dated  Cortjke^  Jufy^ 
1 5,  I  '794,  has  been  received  from .  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of 
York,  by  the  Right  Hon,  Henry  Dundas,  one  of  fits-  Majefiy's  Princi' 
fal  Secretaries  of  State  .•— 

On  Sunday  afternoon  the  enemy  attacked  all  the  out-pofts  occu|tted 
by  ray  advanced  corps  in  front  of  the  canal  leading  from  Bniflel^  to 
Antwerp,  and  being  greatly  fuperior  in  numbers,  drove  them  into  the 
town  of  Malines^  upon  which  place  they  like  wife  fired ;  but«  upon  a 
reinforcement  arriving,  under  the  command  of  the  Earl  of  Moirai  dis 
enemy  fell  back,  with  fome  lofs. 

This  morning,  however,  they  renewed  the  attack^  and  having  fuc- 
ceeded  in  obliging  the  pofls-on  the  left  of  Malines  to  abandon  the 
canal,  and  to  retreat  from  the  Dyle,  lieutepant-general  Dalwig 
thought  himfelf  obliged  to  fall  back  to  Welhem,  where  he  has  taken 
up  a  pofition,  to  cover  that  pafs  of  the  river.  I  have  detached  loud 
Moira  to  take  pofTelTion  of  the  village  of  Du^ei  upon  his  left ;  and 
general  Walraoden,  with  the  Hanoverians,  is  at  Lierre.

"^  I  therefore  ordered  lieutenant-general  Abercromby  to  march  with 
the  refervc  during  the  night,  with  direAions  to  reconnoitre  the  poft  at 
day. light,  and  to  a«5l  as  he  Ihould  judge  beft,  from  what  he  could  dif- 
cover  of  the  force  of  the  enemy. 

Lieutenant-general  Abercromby  having  advanced  a^  direded,  found 
the  enemy  in  luch  (Irength  as  left  little  room  to  doubt  of  the  proximity 
of  their  army,  and  he  accordingly  retired,  but  in  fuch  good  order  as 
prevented  the  enemy  from  making  any  impreffion,  although  they  fol- 
lowed him  for  fome  diflance. 

About  this'  time  I  received  private  information,  upon  which  I  could 
rely,  and  which  was  confirmed  by  the  obfervation  of  my  patroles^ 
and  the*  reports  of  deferters,  that  the  enemy  had  been  reinforced  by 
the  corps  which  had  hitherto  been  a£tios;  in  Weft  Flanders,  as  well  at 
by  a  column  of  the  army  which  had  been  employed  before  Valen- 
ciennes and  Conde. — The  fame  information  affured  me,  alfo,  that  the 
column,  which  had  been  marching  towards  Maeftricht,  had  fuddenly 
returned  towards  us. 

From  thefe  accounts,  and  what  I  knew  of  the  previous  ftrehgth  of 
the  enemy,  it  appeared  that  the  ad^ual  force  now  advancing  againft 
roe,  and  whofe  objefl  could  only  be  an  attack  upon  my  army,  could 
fcarcely  be  lefs  than  eighty  thoufand  men. 

The  hazard  of  an  adion  with  fuch  a  very  great  difparity  of 
nambers,  could  not  but  become  a  matter  of  the  moft  ferious  confidera- 
tion ;  and,  after  the  moft  mature  deliberation,  I  did  not  think  myielf  * 
at  liberty  to  riik,  in  fo  unequal  a  conteft,  his  Majefty's  troops,  or 
thofe  of  his  allies  ferving  with  them,  I  had  the  utmoft  reliance  oa 
their  courage  and  difcipline,  and  I  had  no  doubt  but  that  thefe 
would  have  enabled  me  to  refift  the  firft  efforts  of  the  enemy ;  but  it 
could  fcarcely  be  expeded  that  even  by  the  utmoft  exertion  of  thefe 
qualities  they  would  be  able  to  withftand  the  reiteratied  attacks, 
which  the  vaft  fuperiority  of  the  enemy  would  enable  them  to  make, 
and  which  we  know,  from  experience,  is  a  general  principle  upon  which 
they  ad. 

A^uated  by  thefe  reafons,  and  the  further  information,  which  I  re- 
ceived about  noon,  that  the  enemy  were  marching  in  confiderable 
ccdbmns  toward  my  left,  in  which  part  my  pofition  was  moft  vulner- 
able,  I  determined  on  retreating  acrofs  the  Meufe.  The  army  ac«< 
cordingly  marched  at  three  o'clock,  and,  without  any. lofs  whatover, 
took  up  a  pofition,  which  had  been  previouily  reconnoitered,  about 
three  miles  in  front  of  this  place,  from  which  they  croffed  the  river 
yefierday  morning.

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pcA'on  At  left  of  the  37th  regiment,  which  was  occnpied  bjr  a  ^ 
cjK:fafnent  of  Rohan  huffars*  having  been  forced^  major  Hope,  whp 
commanded  the  37th,  and  who  diftingniihed  himfelf  exceedingly,  was 
ebliffed  to  retreat  upon  the  Dyke  along  the  Waal^  which  he  continued

The  evacuation  of  Nxmeguen  took  place  on  Friday  night.  Hit 
Majcfty's  troops  retired  without  any  lofs;  which  would  alfo  have  been 
the  cafe  with  the  Dutch*  but  for  an  unfortunate  chance  fhot,  wlucb 
carried  away  die  top  of  the  maft  of  the  flying  bridge,  to  which  lbs 
hawfer  was  made  faft»  confequently  the  bridge  fwung  round,  and  thcf 
were  taken  prifonen,  to  the  aAbunt  of  about  four  hundred.

Tie  following  report  has  been  received  from  General  Walmoden  h 
hit  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  Tork^  and  tranfmitted  by  hts 
Royal  Highnefs  to  the  Right  Moth  Henry  Dundas^  one  of  Us 
Majejlfs  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  ; 

Head  Q^arteia^  Amheimf  Dec;  1 1. 

The  movements  of  the  enemy,  and  the  works  carried  on  at  Nimegoeo, 
and  fcveral  other  points  of  their  line,  appeared  to  indicate  an  attackj 
when  the  march  of  a  ftrong  column  yeiterday,  from  the  enyirons^ 
Emerick  to  Nimeguen,  left  me  Utde  doubt  that  they  had  fome  in^B^ 
diate  enterprize  in  view. 

At  fiit  o'clock  this  morning  about  eighty  boats  of  varioas  fiates»  wiik 
troops  on  boafd,  came  down  a  branch  of  the  Waal,  and  were  carried 
by  the  ftrcam  to  our  fide  of  the  river  near  the  poft  of  Ghent,  where,  h- 
voured  by  a  thick  fog,  they  efie^ated  a  landii^  and  made  k  rigorois 
attack  on  our  battery  there,  which  returned  their  filWt  but  cooUnocbe 
defended  againft  their  numbers,  eovered  by  a  very  beaty  fire  of  ihot  and 
fteHs  from  the  ftrang  batteries  they  had  eieAed  on  d^  other  £de  die 
river. 

"Major 
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Major  Thicle,  with  the  regiment  of  Stockhaufcn,  a  battalion  of  that 
of  Sa^cc-Gothay  and  the  picquets  which  he  had  called  in,  made  an  a€* 
tempt  to  recover  the  battery »  but  he  was  repuHed  in  this  attack. 

In  the  mean  time  the  general  of  infimtryy  Bafche»  arrived,  and  led 
thefe  troops  to  a  fecond  attacks  without  being  able  to  drive  away  ths 
enemy;  but,  on  receiving  a  reinforcement^  coniiiling  of  the  id  and 
fd  battalions  of  grenadiers>  be  ordered  a  third  attack  to  be  made  witH 
the  bayonet :  it  was  executed  without  firing  a  fingle  (hot ;  and  the^ 
enemy,  having  proviouily  fpiked  fone  gunt  w  the  battetyj  and  fct  firs 
to  a  tew  houfes,  4led  with  great  precipitatioi^to  their  boats. 

General  fiufche>  on  his  return  from  this  fuccefsful  attacki  was  ftrucl; 
in  hb  arm  and  cheil  by  a  fall  from  an  cight-pounder>  which  proved 
fatal  in  a  very  few  minutes. 

His  lofs  is  very  much  to  be  regretted.  Major  Bachmeifler,  of  thcf 
regiment  of  Saxe-Gotha,  a  very  deferving  officer^  fell  alfo  in  the  ac-r 
tion. 

No  exa^  return  has  been  received  of  our  loft;  that  of  the  enemy  if 
not  known,  as  they  carried  o^"  with  them  their  wounded,  and  evea 
foBie  of  their  dead. 

The  attack  appears  tQ  have  been  made  on  feveral  pofts  of  our  line, 
parricularly  Fort  St^  Andre,  Pouvert,  Panderonj  and  ^  Ifle  of  ,By« 

LieotenaQt-JKneral  Wamec)^  vr ports,  that  at  Byland  fome  of  their 
boats  were  funk  by  the  fire  of  the  batteries  in  attsmpriag  the  pa&ge 
pf  the  river,  god  that  the  grea«eft  pai^  (^  the  troops  oa  board  ivere 
drowned,

yXL  the  camp  equipage* 

MayencCy  JWixy  26, 

Marechall  MollendorlF,  on  the  24th  inftant,  furprlzed  the  French  iq 
their  entrenchments  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kaiferflautem,  and  de- 
feated them  with  great  lofs.  The  force  of  the  French  confifted  of 
about  twelve  thopfand  men.  They  were  pofted  behind  the  defiles  of 
Otterbach>  Hagelfbach,  and  the  Lauter*  The  whole  of  this  countiy 
ifas  covered  with  redoubts  and  entrenchments ;  feveral  dykes  had  beea 
cuty  and  the  bridges  were  every  where  d^lt|:oyed :  while  three  ftroi^ 
portions  were  prepared,  to  faciliate  their  retreat  in  cafe  of  acddents. 
T{i^  lofs  of  the  French  amounts  to  one  thoufand  killed^  more  than  two 
tl^ufand  prifoners,  eighteen  pieces  of  cannoui  and  two  howitzen^ 
Aftier  the  eneagement,  Marechall  MoUendorff  eftablifhed  his  lie|d 
quarters  at  Winnweillef,  and  the  Prince  of  Hohenloe  Ihgelfiogen 
took  poffeffion  of  Nieuftadt.  The  advanced  pofts  of  the  Froffian  ^% 
my  extend  as  far  as  Dpux  Fonts  and  Carllberg.

On  the  jd  ii^anti  1  left  the  ifland  of  Malta^  baring  on  board  150 

fujpern6merariesi  46  of  whom  are  'die  officers  and  private  marines 

of  his  Majefty's  (hip  Romneyj  the  remainder  Maltefcy  intended  for 

the  fleet;    On  the  night  of  the  7thj  pafled  the  S«  W.  point  of  Sandi- 

ti\2Lj  and  fteeied  a  cousie  Sxu  Toidoa.  On. the  gth^  about  eleven  A.  M. 

made  Cape  Sicia>  but  found  a  current  had  fet  us  fome  leagues  to  the 

Ivefiward  of  our  expcAation  :  hauled  our  wind  ;  but  it  blowing  hard 

from  the  eailwardy  with  a  flrong  }ee  currenty  we  could  but  juft  fetch 

to  the  weftward  t)f  the  above  Ctpe^     Tlie  wind  jmd  coriaent  cmitinii« 

ingy  we  could  nor>  till  the  evening  of  the  nth,  get  as  &r  to  wind- 

ward  as  Cape  Sepet ;  having  that  evening,  a  licde  before  ten  o'clcck» 

found  the  (hip  w^d  be  able  to  fetch  into  Toolon  if  I  wifhed  it,  I  did  - 

not  like  to  w^t  till  morning,  as  we  had  bqen  thrown  to  Icewacdy  and 

paving  fo  jnany  men  on  board,  I  thought  it  my  Indifpenfible  dd^  I0 

j|et  tn  as  faft  as  polTibie*     At  ten  I  okieied  tte  hands  to  be  tnmea  op 

to  bring  the  Ihip  to  anchor,  being  then  abreft  of  Cape  Sepet,  e^tedsg 

the  outer  harbour.     Not  having  a  pilot  on  boai'd,  or. any  perfon.ie* 

quainted  with  the  port,  I  placed  two  midfkipmen  to  look  out  widi 

night  glai&s  for  the  fleet ;  but  not  difcovering  any  (hips  untx)  we  got 

•fiear  the  entrance  of  the  inner  harbour,  I  fuppofed  they  had  moored 

up  there  in  the  eaftem  gale  ;  at  the  fame  time  feeing  one  ve£fel,  with 

feveral  other  lights,  which  I  imagined  to  be  the  fleets,  I  entered  the 

.  inner  harbour  under  the  topfails  only ;  but  finding  I  could  "not  weatfSet 

'abr=g,  which  lay  a  little  way  above  the  point  called  the  Gnmd  Totfi 

I  ordered  the  forcfail  and  driver  to  be  fet,  t^  be  ready  to  tack  when 

we  were  the  other  fide  the  brig.     Soon  after  the  brig  hailed  us,  but  I 

cobld  not  make  out  in  what  language:  I  fuppofed  they  wanted  to 

know  what  fliip  it  was,    I  told  them  it  was  an'£ngliTh  fri^gftte  called 

the  Juno. 

'1  hey  aAfweredy  Viva;  and  after  aildn^,  in  Engliih  and  Frendi,  for 
fome  time,  what  brig  (he  was,  and  where  the  Britifh  admiral  lay,  they 
appeared  not  to  underfland  me,  but  called  out,  as  we  pafTed  under  their 
Jtern,  lufF,  which  made  me  fuppofe  there  was  ihoal  water  near.  The 
helm  was  inflantly  put  a  lee,«'but  we  found  the  (hip  on  (horci  before 
ihe  got  head  to  wind.  There  being  very  Kttle  wind,  and  perfedlf 
fmoothy  I  ordered  the  fails  to  be  clewed  up  and  handed  :  At  tnis  rime 
a  boat  went  from  the  brig  towards  the  town.  Before  the  peo|^  were 
fill  off  the  yards,  we  found  the  (hip  went^a  ftcm  very  faft,  by  aflawrf 
wind  that  came  down  the  harbour:  We  hoifted  the  driver  and  mizeo 

^ay-faiJ,  keeping  the  flicets  to  windward  to  give  herftcrn  Way  aslong 

'as 
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gs  poffibte)  that  (he  might  get  further  from  the  fhoal.  Ilie  inflant  fii^ 
loft  her  way,  we  let  go  the  beft  bower  anchor,  when  (he  tended  head 
CO  wind,  the  after  part  of  the  keel  was  aground,  and  we  could  not 
fnove  the  rudder.  I  ordered  the  launch  and  cutter  to  be  hoifted  out,  and 
to  put  the  ketch  anchor,  with  two  hawfers  tn  them,  to  warp  the  ihip 
further  of.  By  the  time  the  boats  wefe  out,  a  boat  came  ailing  fide» 
after  having  been  hailed,  and  we  thought  anfwered  as  if  an  officer  had 
been  in  her :  the  people  were  all  anxious  to  eet  out  of  her,  two  of  which 
appeared  to  be  the  officers :  One  of  them  laid,  he  came  to  inform  me^ 
it  was  the  regulation  of  the  port,  and  the  commanding  officer's  orders^ 
that  I  muft  go  into  another  branch  of  the  harbour,  to  perform  ten 
days  quarantme.  I  kept  alking  him  where  lord  Hood's  (hip  lay ;  but 
his  not  giving  me  anv  (atisfadlory  anfwer,  and  one  of  the  midlhipmen 
having  at  the  fame  inilant  faid,  **  They  wear  national  cockades,"  I 
looked  at  one  of  their  hats  more  (leadfaftly,  and  by  the  moon- 
light, clearly  diftinguKhed  the  three  colours.  Perceiving  thev 
were  fafpedted,  and  on  my  queftionin^  them  a£;ain  about  lord  Hood, 
(m6  of  them  ieplied|  **  Soyez  tranquille,  les  Anglois  font  des  braves 
Gens,  nous  les  traitons  bien ;  I'admiral  Anglois  eft  forti  il  y 
a  qnelque  Tems/'  It  may  be  more  f$£iy  conceived  than  any 
words  can  exprefs  what  I  felt  at  the  moment.  The  circumftance  of 
our  fituation,  of  courfe,  was  known  throughout  the  (hip  in  an  inftant, 
and,  faying  we  were  all  prifonen,  the  officers  foon  eot  near  mcy  to 
know  owr  Stuation.  At  the  fame  time  a  flaw  of  wind  coming  down 
the  harbour,  lieutenant  Webly,  the  third  lieutenant  of  the  ihip,  faid 
to  me*  '*  I  believe.  Sir,  we  (hall  be  able  to  (etch  out,  if  we  can  get 
her  under  faiL"  I  immediately  perceived  we  (hould  have  a  chance  of 
faving  the  (hip ;  at  leaft,  if  we  did  not,,  we  ought  not  to  lofe  his  Ma* 
jefty's  (hip  without  fome  contention.  I  ordered  every  perfon  to  their 
ilefpeftive  ftations,  and  the  Frenchmen  to  be  fent  below :  They  per. 
ceiving  fome  buftle,  two  or  three  of  them  began  to  draw  their  fabres; 
on  which  I  ordered  fome  of  the  marines  to  take  the  half-pikes,  and 
force  them  below,  which  was  foon  done;  I  ordered  all  the  Nbltele 
between  decks,  that  we  might  not  have  confufion  with  too  many  men^ 
I  believe  in  an  inftant  fuch  a  change  in  people  was  never  feen ;  every 
officer  and  man  was  at  his  duty,  and  I  do  believe,  within  three  minutes^ 
every  fail  in  the  (hip  was  fet,  and  the  yards  braced  ready  for  cafting. 

The  fteady  and  adive  affiftance  of  lieutenant  Turner*  and  all  the 
officers,  prevented  any  confufion  from  aridng  in  our  critical  (ituation. 
As  foon  as  the  cable  was  tort,  I  ordered  it  to  be  cut,  and  had  the  good 
fortune  to  fee  the  (hip  ftart  from  the  (hore  ;  the  head  fails  were  fiUed : 
A  favourable  flaw  of  wind  coming  at  the  fame  time,  got  eood  way  on 
her,  and  we  had  then  every  profpedl  of  getting  out,  if  the  forts  did 
not  difal^  us.  To  prevent  our  being  retarded  by  the  boats,  I  order- 
ed them  to  be  cut  adrift,  as  alfo  the  French  boat.     The  moment  the 


not  inore  than  three  (hip's  lengths,  me  began  to  fire,  alfo  a  fcrt  a  little 
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eu  the  ftarboard  bow,  and  foon  after  all  of  them^  on  both  fides^  as 
they  could  bring  their  guns  to  bear.  As  foon  as  the  fails  were  weA 
brimmed,  I  beat  to  quarters^  to  get  our  guns  ready,  but  not  with  an 
intention  of  firing  till  wc  were  furc  of  getting  out.  When  we  got 
abreaft  of  the  centre  part  of  the  land  of  Cape  Sepet>  I  was  afraid  we 
fhduld  have  been  obliged  to  make  a  tack>  bat  as  we  drew  near  the 
(hore,  and  were  ready,  (he  came  up  two  points',  and  juft  weathered  the 
Cape.  As  we  pafTed  very  clofe  along  that  fhore  the  batteries  kept  up 
as  brilk  a  fire  as  the  wetnefs  of  the  weather  would  admit,  Wnen  I 
eould  a^rd  to  keep  the  thip  a  little  from  the  wind,  I  ordered  feme 
guns  to  be  fired  at  a  battery  that  had  juft  opened  abreaft  of  us,  which 
quieted  them  a  little.  We  then  ftopped  firing  till  we  could  keep  her 
away,  with  the  wind  abaft  the  beam,  when  for  a  few  minutes  we  kept 
up  a  yeiV  brilk  fire  on  the  laft  battery  we  had  to  pafs;  and  which  I  b^ 
lieve  muft  otherwife  have  done  us  great  damage.  At  half  paft  twelve^ 
being  out  of  reach  of  their  (hot,  the  firing  ceafed  :  Fortunately  we 
had  no  perfon  hurt.  Some  (hot  palFed  through  the  fails,  part  of  the 
ftanding  and  running  rigging  (hot  away,  and  2  French  36  powid  (hot, 
that  ftruck  the  hull,  was  all  the  damage  we  received.,

It  appears  by  difpatches  which  were  received  yeilcrday  by  the  Right 
Hon.  Henry  Dundas,his  Majelty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  fi)rtfae 
Home  Department,  from  Vice- Admiral  Lord  Hood,  and  Lieutenant- 
General  David  Dundas,  dated  St»  Fiorenzo  in  the  Ifland  of  Corfica,  the 
21ft  and  2  2d  of  February,  1 794^  that  the  town  and  garrifon  of  MorteUi 
furrcndered  on  the  loth  of  that  month;  that  the  ftrong  redoubt  and 
batteries  of  the  Convention  were  taken  by  ftorm  on  the  17th,  after  a 
fevcre  cannonading  of  two  days;  that  the  fame  night  the  enemy  aban- 
doned the  tower  of  Forneli  and  two  confiderable  (ea  batteries  depend- 
ent upon  it;  that  on  the  19th  they  retreated  from  St.  Fiorenzo  ta 
Baftia;  that  previous  to  their  retreat  one  of  their  frigates  was  funk,  and 
another  burnt  in  the  gulph ;  and  that  the  town,  forts,  and  port,  were 
taken  poffeiTion  of  the  fame  day  by  his  Majefty's  land  and  fea  forces. 

The  lofs  of  the  Britifti  confifts  of  thirteen  killed  and  thirty-nine 
wounded,  befides  fix  failors  of  the  Fortitude  killed,  and  fifty-fix 
wounded,  from  the  fire  of  the  Fort  of  Mortella.

Sir,  FUlory-t  St.  Fiorenxoy  Feb*  22,  1 794. 

Having  received  repeated  information  how  much  the  French  were 
ftraightened  for  provifions  in  Coriica,  I  had^  for  a  condderable  time 
paftf  kept  (hips  conftantly  cruiiing  between  Cape  Corfe  and  Calvi ; 
and,  after'Hf^  leaving  the  roadof  Torsion^  I  judged  it  more  neceflary 
to  prevent  fuccours  being  thrown  in  as  nmch  as  pofliblei  my  mind 
being  imprefled  with .  the  importance  th^  ifland  muft  be  of  to  the 
Fftaeh,  m  the  flate  the  (hips  and  arfenal  of  Toulon  were,  and  that  it 
was  very  much  fo  to  Great  Britain^  and  that  of  St.  Fiorenzoy  a  very 
good  one  for  the  reception  of  his  Maje((y's  fleet  in  this  part  of  the  Me- 
diterranean.    I  therefore  made  an  attempt  to  drive  the  French  out  of 
itj  fo  foon  as  I  could  get  a  fufficient  fupply  of  provifions  and  winC)  be- 
ing in  daily  expe^tion  of  the  former  from  Gibraltar^  and  the  latter 
&om  Fore  Mahon  and  Altcant;  and  in  the  mean  time  I  (ignified  to 
Mieral  Dundas  my  intention  of  fending  lieutenant-general  major 
«loehler  to  Corfica,  and  requeued  he  would  give  them  proper  inftruc-. 
tiODS  for  informing  themfelves  of  general  Paoli's  real  fituationi  and  that 
of  the  French;  and  after  they  had  been  there  a  weeky  I  received;  in 
Ifce  aftemooD  of  the  23d  of  laft  monthy  a  very  encouraging  reporty  and 
It  the  fame  time  certain  information  that  the  French  had  a^ualhr  em* 
fcarked  at  Nice  8000  troopty  which  wercy  at  all  rifqucy  to  puih  for  the 
iilandf  under  convoy  of  two  frigates,  a  corvette,  zebeck,  and  other 
armed  veflels.  That  fame  evening  I  detached  three  more  frigates  to  the 
fenior  olBftcery  the  more  eileAuaUy  to  line  the  coaft,  and  to  guard  Baftia 
alio;  at  the  ^me  I  ordered  the  Ardent,  and  a  floop  of  VillaFranca ;  andj 
in  cafo  ke  found  the  French  frigates  there,  captain  Sutton  was  diref^ed 
to  call  to  him  the  Diadem  and  other  cruizers  from  before  Genoa,  and 
cmife  from  Villa  Franca  to  Antibes ;  but  if  he  found  the  French  frigate 
fiuled,  he  was  co  proceed  and  join  me  ofFSt«  Fiorenzo,  as  I  intended  to 
pit  to  fea  the  next  momin?.     I  could  not  however  get  away  until  the 
afternoon  forwantof  wincU  At  four  o'clock  I  weighed  anchor,  accom- 
panied by  fixty  fail  of  (hips  and  veiTels,  including  ^army  vidluallers, 
aorfe  tranfports,  and  others, '  having  1 800  unfortunate  Toulonefe  on 
board,  and  the-  Vi^ory  and  Frincefs  Royal  had  400  more.     I  gave  the 
convoy  in  charge  of  the  Gorgon,  with  three  gun-boats  to  bring  up 
the  rear.     Juft  at  fun-fet  next  evening  I  was  within  three  miles  of  the 
Ifle  Roafla,  where  lieutenant-colonel  Moore  was  waitingy  but  having 
no  frigate  or  cutter  with  me,  I  was  unable   to  fend  for  him ;  but 
obferving  the  Juno    at  fomc  little   diftance,  I    made  her  captain's 
fignal,  and  diret^d  him  to  (land  in,  and  fetch  the  colonel  off  in  the 

K  2  night, 
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up  to  Porto  Ferrani)  which  I  had  a  ^ir  profpe^ 

fetting  to  before  night;  .but  in  the  aiternoony  when  we  were  widim 
ve  leagues  of  Elbai  the  weather  was  fo  extremely  thicki  that  the  pilot 
declbed  the  charge  of  the  (hip ;  confeqoently  1  was  driven  to  leewaid 
6f  the  iflandj  where  I  pafled  three  verv  difagieeable  nightsy  hafiog 
had  two  main-topfails  blown  to  rags,  and  the  topfail-yard  lendend  to- 
tally anferviceable.  However  we  got  fafe  to  Porto  Ferrai;^  on  the 
29th ;  and  baring  got  all  the  (hips  (iet  to  rights^  and  fent  for  bread  tod 
wine  from  Leghorui  I  put  to  fea  again  on  the  6th  inftant;  coounodofe 
Linzecy  with  moft  of  the  tranfports,  got  oat  the  evening  before.  On 
the  7th  the  commodore  having  the  diredion  of  difembarkibg  tl» 
troops  at  the  time^  and  in  the  manner  lieutenant-general  jpwidas  boold 
.  defirej  anchored  in  the  bay  to  the  weft  ward  of  Mortella  Pointi  with 
the  feveral  ihips  and  tranfports  under  his  command.  The  troops  weitf 
moftly  landed  that  evening,  and  pofleffion  taken  of  a  height  whick 
overlooks  the  tower  of  Mortella. 

The  next  day  the  general  aiid  the  commodore  being  of  opinion  tint 
it  was  advifeable  to  attack  the  tower  from  the  bays  wt  Fortitude  and 
juno  were  ordered  asainft  it>  without  making  tliuv  Icaft  impreffion  \y 
a  continued  cannonade  of  two  hours  and  a  half;  and  the  former  (hip 
being  venr  much  damaged  by  red-hot  (hot|  both  hatiled  oSL  Ths 
walls  of  the  tower  were  of  a  prodigious  thicknefsj  and  the  parapet  when 
there  were  two  eighteen  pounders^  was  lined  with  baft  jonk  five  fieel 
from  the  walls>  and  filled  up  with  {and ;  and,  although  it  w^  camo. 
naded  from  the  height  for  two  days^  within  one  hundred  and  fiftjr 
yards,  and  appeared  m  a  very  (battered  date,  the  enen^y  ftill  held  out; 
but  a  few  fhot  fettin^  fire  to  the  bafs,  made  them  call  ^r  quartei. 
The  number  of  men  m  the  tower  were  33;  only  two  were  woondsdi 
and  thofe  mortally. 

On  the  I  ith  I  was  again  forced  from  the  gulph  by  ji  fttong  weftedy 
^ale,  and  took  ihelter  under  Cape  Corfe;  and,  upon  the  wind  abatio^f 
It  fell  at  once  calm,  which  prevented  my  return  ofiT  St,  Fiorenzo  uatil 
the  morning  of  the  1 7th.  At  nine  that  evening  the  enemy'i  worki 
were  ftormed  and  taken,  with  inconfiderable  lofs  on  the  part  of  bii 
Majefty,  but  the  French  fuilered  much ;  and  on  the  igth  in  tbe  even- 
ing the  empty  town  of  Fiorenzo  was  taken  podefiion  of,  the  whole  of 
the  garrifon  having  gone  off  towards  Bailia  m  the  two  preceding  dayi. 
I  herewith  tranfmit  you  the  copy  of  a  letter  from  commodore  Lin;;<e 
to  me,  and  one  from  captain  Young  to  him,  with  the  ftate  of  his  Ma* 
jelly's  (hip  Fortitude  under  his  command;  and  an  account  of  the  killed 
and  wounded. 

The  cool  and  intrepid  condud  of  captain  Young  cannot  be  too 
much  admired,  or  that  of  captain  Woodley  of  the  Aicide,  who,  from 
having  a  correA  knowledge  of  the  bay,  nobly  offered  his  fervice  to 
place  the  Fortitude,  which  he  did  with  the  greateft  judgment ;  and  the 
handfpme  teftimony  captain  Young  bears  of  it,  makes  it  unneceffary  for 
me  to  fay  a  wor4  in  Ws  praifp;  but  I  felt  it  very  much  my  duty  to 
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Vfnte  commodore  Linzee  the  letter  I  alfo  herewith  tranfmity  a  copy  of^ 
as  well  as  copies  of  letters  the  commodore  and  1  have  been  honoured 
with  from  lieutenant-fi;eneral  Duodasy  which  will  fhew  that  exertions 
were  not  wanting  in  the  ofiicers  and  Teamen  of  his  Majefly's  navy. 

I  (hoald  be  wanting  in  eratitude  as  well  as  juftice  to  lieutenant- co- 
lonel Moore,  and  major  Koehler,  was  I  to  omit  acquainting  you  how 
much  I  feel  myfelf  indebted  for  their  very  great  zeal  and  exertion  is 
informing  themfelves  of  the  ftate  of  the  country  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Fomelli>  and  cannot  help  attributing  much  to  both  for  our  fuccefs* 
With  xefpe^  to  their  condudl  in  the  field »  I  leave  lieutenant-general 
^Duiidas  tofjpeak  of  it;  but  I  nnderftand  that  it  has  been  highly  meri* 
torioosy  as  has  that  of  the  whole  of  the  troops.  Captain  Woodley  will 
be  the  bearer  of  this-letter>  to  whom  I  beg  to  refer  you  for  fuch  parti- 
colars  as  you  wi(h  to  be  informed  of,  as  he  is  perfedly  well  acqu^unted 
with  every  tranfaflion  from  the  landing  of  the  troops  to  this  hour.  I

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  your  lordfliip^  that  it  being  the  optnion^ 
rfUeotenant-general  Dundatt^urcll  as  my  own,  that  an  attack^  both 
hf  fea  and  land,  (hoald  be  m^H^  fpeedily  as  poflible  on  the  tower  c^ 
Mortella,  in  order  to  fecure  lIHIbchorage  in  that  bay  for  his  Majefty'a 
ihips,  and  to  have  eaf^  comnniiitcation  with  the  troops  on  (hore.  | 
imrficdiaitely  diredkd  ms  Majefty's  (hips  Fortitude  and  Juno  for  that 
iervice.  The  land  wind  in  the  morning  was  too  faint  for  them  to 
weigh;  at  one  o'clock  P.  M*  the  fea  breeze  came  tn^  and  thejr  immc-^ 
4tAtely  got  under  fail,  and  both  (h^  (with  the  affiftance  ot  captain 
Woodley,  who,  with  great  zeal  and  a^vity,  voluntarily  undertook  to 
tffift  captain  Young  in  placing  the  (hips  againft  the  tower,  he  having 
a  very  good  knowledge  of  the  bay,  and  which  he  executed  with  great 
(kill  i^nd  JMdgment)  when  a  very^fevere  and  well-dire^^  fire  was  Kept 
Qp  by  both  mips  for  two  hours  and  a  half.  CaptaSn  Young,  whoTe  cool, 
Aeady,  and  gaUant  condu^  was  very  confpicuous,  dcferves  the  hieheft 
eiiccndiums,  as  by  his  exertion  the  flames,  which  at  feveral  tiQies 
broke  out  by  the  red-hot  (hot  lodged  in  the  (hip's  fide,  wereextin- 
gni(hed,  which  would  otherwife  have  inevitably  deftroyed  her:  his 
officers  and  (hip^s  company  have  their  (hare  of  merit  on  the  occa« 

Captain  Hood  of  the  Juno,  who  fortunately  received  no  damage, 
iSA  tvtry  thing  that  his  fituation  could  adinit  of,  and  conduced  him« 
IclfUkie  an  experienced  and  good  pfficer.

In  obedience  to  your  orders,  I  went  yefterday  in  his  Majedy's  ihip 
Fortitude,  which  I  command,  againift  the  tower  of  MorteUa,  where  I 
Temained  two  hours  and  a  half;  when  finding  that  neither  the  fire  of 
the  Fortitude,  nor  that  of  the  Juno  (who  was  extremely  well  placed  to 
hatter  the  tower),  had  made  any  material  impreffion ;  and  the  main- 
isaft  of  the  &ip  being  mucb  wounded,  many  of  the  (brouds  cut  awajf 
three  of  the  lower-d^ck  guns  difmounted,  feveralhot  (hot  in  the  hull, 
and  many  men  bldwn  up  by  the  explofion  of  powder  from  a  powder- 
box  which  was  flruck  by  a  hot  (hot;  and  being  fo  near  the  tower  and 
the  rocks,  that  if  the  wind  (hould  die  away  it  would  be  difficulty  and 
if  it  ihould  change  fo  as  to  blow  on  (hore,  it  might  be  impolfible  toget 
away,  I  thought  it  prudent  to  haul  oflF.  Soon  Sttt  I  had  done  fo,  the 
(hip  was  perceived  to  be  on  fire  from  the  main-deck  to  the  upper  put 
•f  the  quick  work  on  the  quarter-deck,  occafioned  by  a  hot  mot  that 
had  lodged  in  the  fide;  but  after  cutting  out  the  (hot,  and  opening  the 
fide  in  different  places,  the  fire  was  extinguifhed  without  having  done 
any  material  damage. 

I  bad  infinite  pleafure  in  obferving,  Airing  the  whole  of  the  adioD, 
the  mod  cool,  intrepid  courage  in  auHU^cers  and  men  of  the  For* 
titude.;  and  I  am  particularly  ple^fedjBw  this  opportunitv  of  doin|[ 
them  juftice,  by  faying,  that  I  do  noTlwik  any  men  could  do  tliar 
duty  better ;  and  I  have  only  to  regret  with  them,  that  their  exertions 
were  not  attended  with  better  fuccefs. 

And  if  captain  Woodley  will  allow  me,  I  (hall  be  happy  alfo  in 
having  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  the  very  great  affiflancel 
received  in  placing  the  (hip,  from  his  knowledge  of  the  place,  and 
from  the  coolnefs  and  clearnefs  with  which^  he  gave  his  diredionS} 
as  well  as  for  the  advantages  I  reaped  from  his  (kill  and  prefencc  of 
mind  during  the  whole  of  the  adlion.

Idefireyou  will  exprefs  to  captain  Young,  and  throufi;h  him  to  his 
officers  and  (hip's  company,  the  very  high  fatbfadion  their  cool  and 
intrepid  condn^  has  given  me,  and  reqneft  they  will  accept  my  wann-> 
eft  'thanks.  You  wiU  be  pleafed  alfo  to  make  my  grateful  acknow- 
ledgements to  captain  Woodley  for  placing  the  Fortitude  with  fo  much 
judgment,  as  well  as  for  the  very  able  afliftance  he  gave  to  captain 
Young.  And  I  cannot  omit  to  defire  you  will  fignify  to  captain  Hood 
how  much  I  was  delighted  to  fee  the  Juno  fo  judicioufly  Rationed;  and 
I  was  no  lefs  fo,  in  obferving  the  (hips  withdrawn  in  fo  officer-like  a 
manner,  for  one  would  not  have  in^agmed  that  either  had  received  the 
fmalleft  damage,  which  mud  clearly  manifeft  the  drideft  attention  of 
the  officers  and  men  to  the  orders  of  their  captains. 

The  general  has  made  a  further  demand  for  fand  bags ;  you  will 
therefore  dired  the  refpedive  captains  with  you  to  have  as  many  made 
as  they  can,  out  of  any  unferviceable  fails  thev  may  have  on  board,  and 
alfo  fupply  any  planks  they  can  fpare  for  platlorms.

I  now  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  after  eftablilhing  )>at« 
teries  on  the  rocky  mountains  that  overlook  the  enemy's  pofts  at  For* 
nelli,  and,  after  a  fevere  cannonading  for  two  days,  which  difmounted 
guns,  and  greatly  damaged  his  works,  we  laft  night,  juft  at^the  rifing  of 
the  moon,  made  a  combined  attack,  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-co- 
lonel  Moore.  Our  lofs  was  moderate ;  that  of  the  enemy  confider- 
able.  We  were  completely  fuccefsful ;  gained  all  the  heights  and  pofts 
of  Fomelli,  and  have  thereby  fecured  the  undifturbed  pofleffion  of 
Mortella  Bay,  and  of  this  (ide  of  the  Oulph  of  Fxorenzo. 

Without  the  wonderful  efibrts  of  the  omcers  and  men  of  commodore 
Linzce's  fquadronj  we  had  no  reafonable  profp^^  of  fuccefs;  and  my 
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6eft  adtnowledgments  are  dae  to  ca^taiin  Diddbnj  captain  CooK^

Sir,  Sf,  Fiorenzdf  Feh^  2I>  1 794* 

1  had  the  honour  of  informing  you  from  Porto  Ferfara,  on  the  4tk 
killant,  of  our  intention  to  fail  for  the  Gulph  of  St.  Fiorenzo  in  Cor- 
nea.    The  diilodging  of  the  French  from  6aftia,  St.  Fiorenzo,  and 
Calvi,  the  three  principal  pofls  they  held  in  Corfica,  and  the  attaining 
of  io  fecure  a  harbour  as  St.  Fiorenzo  for  our  own  fleet,  appeared  10 
important  an  obje<L^,  that  although  our  military  force  was  but  fmall) 
deficient  in  many  of  the  mod  eflential  points  of  equipment,  and  the 
feafon  of  the  year  was  far  from  encouraging,  I  was  induced  to  ao 
quiefce  in  an  attempt  that  (hould  appear  to  promife  the  moft  diftant 
hojpes  of  fuccefs.     Two  intelligent  and  e^Cpcricnccd  officers  were  fcnt 
to  confer  with  general  Paoli,  to  examine  local  fituations,  and  to  report 
on  the  whole  of  the  cir^umftanccs,  which  they  did  favourably ;  the 
fieet  therefore  failed  from  the  Bay  of  Hieres  (where  we  had  laid  fince 
the  19th  of  Decen>ber)  on  the  24th  of  January,  and  proceeded  towards 
St.  Fiorenzo ;  but  the  following  day  a  very  violent  gale  of  wind,  which 
lafted  for  three  days,  difperfed  and  endangered  the  fleets  and  obliged 
us,  with  great  difficulty,  to  gain  Porto  rerrara,  in  the  river  Elba,, 
where  we  remained  fome  days  making  preparation. 

On  tjie  5th  of  February  we  again  failed ;  but  as  the  three-decked 
Skips  were  not  fo  well  qualified  for  thcfe  narrow  feas  and  dangerous 
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<x>a(ls  at  this  feafod  of  the  year^  commodore  Linzee,  with  three  ihips 
of  the  line'and  two  frigatess  was  detached  with  the  troops  in  iranTports ; 
aod  on  the  7th  in(lant>  in  the  morningj  we  anchored  in  an  open  and 
ejcpofed  bay  adjoining  to  that  of  Mortella,  which  we  wifhed  to  occupy, 
as  it  affords  the  bed  anchorage  in  the  gulph  of  Fiorenzo.  The  fame 
evening  the  troops  were  landed^  confiding  of  the  fecond  battalion  of 
the  royals,  iithi  25th,  30th,  5#th^  51ft  and  69th  regiments,  amount* 
ing  to  about  1400  men  bearing  arms. 

Affthe  enemy,  befide  the  town  of  Fiorenzo,  pofTeded  ievcral  heights 
and  points,  in  order  to  co;nmand  the  anchorage  of  the  weft  fide  ofthe 
gulph,  it  was  necefla ry  to  di (lodge  them,  before  the  fqaadron  could 
anchor  in  fecurity ;  and  thefe  points  in  fucceflion,  on  entering  the 
gulph,  were  the  tower  of  Mortella,  the  redoubt  and  batteries  of  the 
Convention,  and  the  tower  of  Fornelli>  with  two  confiderable  (ca  bat- 
teries depended  upon  it. 

Expeding  little  oppofition  from  Mortella  tower,  and  trufting  from 
intelligence,  that  we  could  approach  near  enough  to  that  of  Fomelli» 
to  attack  it  with  light  artillery,  lieutenant-colonel  Moore  was  detached 
en  the  8th  with  the  royal  and  51ft  regiments,  a  fmall  howitzer,  and  a 
4x-pounder,  to  effed  this  purpofe ;  but  after  a  march  of  ftven  or  eight 
miles,  through  a  rocky,  deiert,  and. mountainous  country,  defiitote 
of  roads,  and  where  the  artillery  was  carried  by  a  detachment  of  failoii^ 
under  captain  Cook,  he  arrived  on  the  heights  immediately  abofe 
Fomelli,  and  then  found  that  the  diilance  was  too  great  to  hope  fbc 
any  eEcd  from  his  fmall  guns.  The  iame  day  we  began  from  a  com« 
ounding  height,  within  1 50  yards,  to  batter  the  tower  of  Mortella  3 
btit  it  was  not  till  the  xoth,  after  the  attack  made  by  the  Fortitude  and 
Juno,  and  after  efiabliihing  an  eighteen  pounder,  two  nine  pounders, 
and  a  carronade  againit  it,  that  we  were  enaMed  to  reduce  kf  ana 
take  an  officer  and  thirty-two  men  prifoners. 

During  this  time,  having  been  enabled  to  examine  the  monntsJiit 
that  (kirted  the  weftem  part  of  the  gulph,  and  which  overlooked  the 
enemy's  pods  (particulaily  the  principal  one,  the  redoubt  of  the  Con- 
tention, which  originally  was,  and  by  us  was  expe^ed  to  be  found, 
an  open  battery,  but  which,  by  indefatigable  labour,  they  had  now 
converted  into  a  clofe  work,  mounted  with  twenty-one  pieces  of  heavy 
olrdnance,  and  which,  from  intercepted  letters,  they  confidered  as  the 
key  of  the  whole,  and  of  great  ftrength),  it  appeared,  that  if  heavy 
cannon  could  be  eftabliibed  on  points  where  the  enemy  had  deemed  it 
impofitble  to  place  theoi,  that  their  works  might  be  mined,  and  thea 
attacked  to  advantage. 

This  operation  the  officers  of  the  navy  cheerfully  undertook :  andj 
by  the  moft  furprifing  exertions  of  fcience  and  laboyr  from  the  i  zth  to 
the  1 6th,  placed  four  eighteen-pounders,  a  large  howitzer,  and  a  ten- 
inch  mortar  in  battery,  on  ground  elevated  at  leaft  700  feet  above  the 
fira,  and  where  every  difficiuty  of  afcent  and  furface  had  oppofed  the 
undertaking. 

On  the  ijSth  in  the  morning  we  opened  vi^ith  two  batteries  of  three 
^e^es  of  artillery  each*    Oae  of  thefe,  at  the  diftance  of  1000  yardsj 

Vol.  II*  L  enSladed 
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enfiladed  the  redoubt  of  the  Convention,  and  the  other>  at  the  diftance 
of  800  yards,  took  it  in  reverfc.  The  redoubt  itfelf  was  of  a  long 
narrow  form,  occupying  the  fummit  of  a  detached  height,  and  aboac 
250  feet  above  the  fea. 

Our  fire  was  heavy  and  unremitting  during  the  i6th  and  1 7th ;  and, 
notwithftandiilg  the  gallantry  of  the  enemy,  both  in  ferving  their  guns, 
and  in  repairing  their  works,  their  fire  was  nearly  overpowered.  On 
the  evening  of  the  17th,  a  fifth  eighteen- pounder  was  brought  up  by 
the  feamen,  and  a  (ixth  was  alfo  placed  on  an  advanced  point  near  the 
fhore,  to  prevent  the  two  French  frigates  in  the  bay  from  placing  thcm- 
felves  in  a  fituation  to  enfilade  our  purpofed  attack. 
^  On  the  17th,  meafurcs  having  been  concerted,  the  fecond  battalion 
of  the  royals,  25th,  50th,  and  5ifl  regiments,  under  the  command  of 
lieutenant  colonel  Moore,  were  deflined  for  the  attempt,  while  the 
nth,  30th,  and  69th,  remained  in  refcrve.  The  troops  marched  in 
three  columns,  and  having  nearly  equal  diflances  to  go  over,  moved  at 
the  fame  hour  (half  paft  eight  o'clock),  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  enemy's 
works  a  little  after  the  rifmg  of  the  moon.  Lieutenant-colonel  Moprej 
on  the  right,  with  the  fecond  battalion  of  the  royals,  commanded  by 
captain  M'Kenzie,  and  the  51ft  regiment,  came  down  on  the  advanced 
point  of  the  redoubt :  lieutenant-colonel  Wauchope,  with  the  50th, 
advanced  towards  its  centre;  and  captain  Stewart,  with  the  25tbf 
keeping  clofe  to  the  fea  (hore,  was  diredled  to  enter  on  the  left  andmoft 
commandine  part  of  the  work. 

Notwithuanding  the  whole  of  the  ground  over  which  the  troopi 
inarched  was  rocky,  rough,  and  covered  with  thick  myrtle  baihes, 
they  approached  the  redoubt  without  the  enemy  being  certain  of  thrir 
progrefs,  and,  under  a  very  heavy  fire,  they  arrived  very  nearly  at  the 
lame  time  at  their  points,  ruihed  into  their .  works,  prevented  mote 
than  two.  or  three  diibharges  of  cannon  being  given,  and,  with  their 
bayonets,  drove  the  enemy  down  the  deep  hill  which  formed  the  lear 
of  the  work. 

Thie  judicious  fire  kept  up  from  our  batteries  by  captain  Wilkes  and 
iieutenant^Duncan,  jun.  of  the  royal  artillery,  till  jthe  very  moment  of 
the  attack,  ^facilitated  much  the  approach  of  the  troops;  and  a  falfe 
attack  made  by  the  Corficans  on  lieutenant-colonel  Moore's  right, 
ferved  alfo  to  engage  and  diftradl  the  attention  of  the  enemy^  who  weie 
hot  aware  of  the  extent  of  their  danger. 

•  Thelofs  of  the  enemy  on  the  i6th  and  17th  amount  to  upwards  of 
100  men  killed  and  wounded,  and  10  ofHcers  (amongft  whom  was  the 
commandant)  and  60  men  made  prifoners,  out  of  ^^  men  that  occu- 
pied the  work. 

^  The  condud  of  lieutenant-colonel  Moore,  of  the  feveral  command* 
iiig  officers,  and  of  all  the  officers  and  foldiers  under  his  orders^  was 
firm  and  judicious,  and  merits  trtry  commendation. 

The  enemy  being  now  reduced  to  their  lail  polls  on  the  height  of 
Fomelli,  at  about  400  yards  diflance,  from  which  we  were  feparatedby 
a  fijtnig  jnid  deep  ravine,  fearing  that  their  retreat  would  be  cut  o^ 
abandcmeS  them  about  midnight^  crofled  over  to  Fioitnzoy  hauled  of 

their 
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their  frigates>  and  left  as  in  pofleffion  of  the  tower  and  batteries  of 
Fornelli,  againft  which  we  'otherwife  mu((  have  placed  cannon»  and^ 
an  a  delay  of  two  or  three  days,  probably  have  loft  a  number  of  men. 

On  the  1 8th  the  fquadron  anchored  in  pfcrfed  fecurity  in  Mortella 
Bay. 

On  the  19th,  after  taking  meafures  for  the  march  of  the  troops  to 
the  other  (ide  of  the  town^  to  cut  o&  the  enemy's  communication  with 
Baflia,  a  fummons  wa^  fent  to  Fiorenzo  to  furrender.  In  the  after- 
noon a  negative  anfwer  was  received;  but  during  the  day  ftrong  fymp« 
toms  of  a  fpeedy  evacuation  were  perceived. 

One  of  the  frigates  having  been  funk  by  our  (hot,  the  other  was  fet 
on  fire  about  four  in  the  afternoon^  when  a  boat  came  oflFto  announce 
that  the  enemy  had  quitted  the  town.    It  was  immediately  taken  pof*    , 
ieflion  of. 

On  the  20th,  by  a  party  fent  out,  we  found  that  the  enemy  had  eva« 
cuated  feveral  ftrong  pofts  with  cannon,  which  kept  up  their  commu-  . 
nicatijn  with  Baftia,  towards  which  place  they  have  retired  as  far  as 
the  tower  of  Tichime,  on  a  very  high  mountain,  half  way  to  that 
place,  unvier  which  the  road  pafTes,  and  where  they  have  oannon. 

In  this  manner  are  we  now  the  mafters  of  the  fortrefs  and  gulphof 
-Fiorenzo,  which  is  the  moft  important  ftation  in  Corfica;  divides  the 
French  pofts,  affords  a  fafe  harbour  for  a  numerous  fleet,  and,  fron)  its 
commanding  fituation,  with  refpe^l  to  the  coaft  of  France  and  Italy, 
is  at  this  moment  of  peculiar  importance.  The  weather  during  the 
whole  time  has  been  moft  remarkably  propitious ;  had  it  been  other. 
wiie,  we  could  not  have  accompliftied  our  undertaking. 

The  perfeverance,  fpirit,  and  gallantry  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
every  denomination,  merit  the  higneft  praife.  Unprovided  as  we  arc 
with  many  nefccflary  articles  of  preparation,  the  fervice,  at  this  feafon 
of  the  year,  has  been  fevere,  but  undergone  with  thegreateft  cheerfuU 
nefs  and  good- will.  To  Sir  James  S.  Erfkine,  and  all  the  officers  of 
the  ftoff*,  I  am  much  indebted. 

On  this  occafion  fuccefs  has  crowsed  thp  joint  endeavours  of  the 
Britifh  arms.  From  the  navy  we  have  received  the  moft  effedual  and 
efllential  affiftance;  their  exertions  have  been  wonderful  and  unpa- 
ralleled. Commodore  Linzee  afforded  us  eveiy  fupport,  and  to  th^ 
captains  Dickfon,  Young,  Wolfeley,  Hood,  Woodley,  and  Cook^ 
and  to  the  officers  and  men  who  fo  zealoufly  adled  under  their  conu 
mand,  we  feel  every  fenfe  oJF  their  efficacious  aid. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  fervice  we  have  derived  effential  affiftance  from 
the  Corficans  affembled  near  us  by  general  Paoli,  to  the  number  of 
about  J  2  00.  They  have  occupied  advanced  poftsi  and  covered  our 
flanks. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  returns  of  the  killed  and  wouhded  (the 
Ic^  has  fallen  chiefly  on  the  brave  grenadiers  and  light  infantry  of  the 
royal  and  51ft  regiment,  who  were  the  firft  that  entered  the  enemy's 
works) ;  and  alfo  returns  of  the  ordnance  and  ftores  taken  in  the  town 
and  feveral  out-pofts.

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  town  and  citadel  of  Biffia»' 
with  the  feveral  pofis  upon  the  heights,  furrendered  to  the  arms  of  bil 
Majefty  on  the  2  2d.  On  the  19th  I  rilceived  a  meffage,  that  the  gir- 
i:ifon  was  defirous  of  capitulating  upon  honourable  terms ;  in  ccttfe* 
quence  of  which  I  fent  the  enclofed  note  on  ihore.  This  brought  on 
Doard  the  Vidlory  three  officers,  who  informed  me  that  Gentui,  the 
commandant,  would  aflemble  the  officers  of  the  feveral  corps,  and  of 
the  municipality,  if  a. truce  took  place,  which  I  agreed  to,  a  litde  be-' 
fore  fun-fet.  The  next  day  I.  received  a  note  from  Gentili,  which  I 
alfo  inclofe,  and  fent  captain  Young  on  fhore,  on  the  morning  of  die 
2ift,  who  ibon  returned  to  the  Vidlory,  with  two  officers  and  two  of 
the  adminiflrative  bodiest  which,  ^ith  viceradmiral  Goodall,  Cfptaia 
Young,  captain  Inglefield,  and  my  fecretary,  Mr.  M^Arthur,  icttkd 
the  articles  of  capitulation,  which  were  figned  the  following  momiBg» 
when  his  Majelly's  troops  took  pofTeffion  of  all  the  pofls  abo?e  the 
town,  the  troops  in  each  retiring  to  the  citadel,  from  whence  they 
marched  to  the  Mole  Head,  where  they  grounded  their  arms,  and 
were  embarked.  You  will  receive  herewith  the  articles  of  capitula- 
tion, which  I  hope  his  Majefty  will  approve. 

I  am  unable  to  give  due  praife  to  the  unremitting  zeal,  exertioD, 
and  judicious  condudl  of  lieutenant- colonel  Villettes,  who  had  the  ho- 
nour of  commanding  his  Majefty's  troops ;  never  was  either  more  con- 
fpicuous.  Major  Brereton,  and  every  officer  and  foldier  under  the 
licutenant-coloners  orders,  are  juftly  entitled  to  my  wa:rmeft  acknow- 
ledgments ;  their  perfevering  ardour  and  defire  to  diftinguifh  thcm- 
felves  cannot  be  too  highly  ipoken  of,  and  which  it  will  be  my  pride 
to  remember  to  the  Iciteft  period  of  my  life. 

Captain  Nelfon,  of  his  Majelly's  (hip  Agamenmon,  who  had  the 
command  and  diredions  of  the  feamen,  in  landing  the  guns,  mortars, 
and  ftorcs ;  and  captain  Hunt,  who  commanded  at  the  batteries,  very 
ably  affided  by  captain  Buller  and  captain  Serocold,  and  the  lictttcnanta 

Goze, 
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GorC)  Hotham^  Stiles^  Andrews,  and  Bri(bane>  have  an  eqaal  claim 
to  my  gratitude,  as  the  feamen  under  their  management  worked  the 
guns  with  great  judgnnent  and  alacrity.  Never  was  an  higher  fpirit 
or  greater  perfeverance  exhibited,  and,  I  am  happy  to  fay,  that  no 
other  contention  was  at  any  time  known,  than  who  Ihould  be  mod  for* 
ward  and  indefatigable  for  promoting  his  Majeily's  fer,vice ;  for,  al- 
though the  dif&culties  they  had  to  flruggle  with  were  many  and  vari- 
ous, the  perfect  harmony  and  good  humour  that  univerfally  prevailed 
throughout  the  ficge  overcame  them  all. 

1  cannot  but  exprefs,  in  the  (Irongeil  terms,  the  meritorloas  condu^ 
of  captain  Duncan  and  lieutenant  Alexander  Duncan,  of  the  royal  ar- 
tillery, and  lieutenant  De  Butts,  of  the  royal  engineers ;  but  my  obli* 
gallon  is  particularly  great  to  captain  Duncan,  as  more  true  ability 
and  judgment  was  never  (hewn  by  an  officer,  than  was  difplayed  by 
him  ;  and  I  take  the  liberty  of  mentioning  him  as  an  officer  highly 
entitled  to  his  Majefty's  notice. 

I  feel  myfelf  very  much  indebted  to  the  vigilance  and  attention  of 
captain  Wolfcley,  of  the  Imperieufe,  and  of  captain  Hallowell,  who 
became  a  volunteer  wherever  he  could  be  ufeful,  after  being  fuperfed- 
ed  in  xhe  command  of  the  Courageux  by  captain  Waldegrave.  The 
fbrmer  kept  a.  diligent  watch  upon  the  ill  and  of  Capraia,  where  the

fatisfadlion  and  pleafure. 

The  very  great  and  efie^ual  affiftance  I  received  from  vice-admiral 
Goodall>  captain  Ingle(ield,  and  captain  Knight,  as  well  as  from  every 
captain  and  officer  oi  his  Majefty's  (hips  under  my  command,  have  a 
juit  claim  to  my  moft  particular  thanks,  not  only  in  carrying  into  exe- 
cution my  orders  afloat,  bat  in  attending  to  and  fupplying  the  wants 
of  the  little  army  on  (bore :  it  is  to  the  very  cordial  and  decided  fup- 
port  alone  I  had  the  honour  to  receive  from  the  whole,  that  the  innu- 
meral>le  difficulties  we  had  to  contend  with  were  fo  happily  fur- 
mounted.

By  the  firft  (hip  that  fails  for  England,  I  (hall  have  the  hoooor  of 
fending,  to  be  laid  at  his  Majefty's  feet,  the  feverai  dand  of  coloon 
taken  at  Baflia. 

Captain  Hunt,  who  was  on  (hore,  in  the  command  of  the  batterio 
from  the  hour  the  troops  landed  to  the  furrender  of  the  town,  will  be  the 
bearer  of  this  difpatch,  and  can  give  any  further  information  yon  nujr 
wi(h  to  know  refpedUng  the  fiege.

Etienne  Monty,  pre- 
fideni  of  the  department  of  Corfica  \  John  Baptifte  Galeazzini,  mayor 
of  Baftia  ;  Charles  Francis  Emanuel  Coathaud ;  and  John  Bapuftc 
Fiancefchi,  adjutant-generals  of  the  French  army.

My  letter  of  the  1  5th  of  June  would  inform  you,  that  having  forced 
the  French  (hips  on  the  i  rth,  which  failed  from  Toulon  on  the  5th, 
to  Icck  their  fafety  within  the  Ihoals  in  the  bay  of  Gourjean,  and  un- 
der the  prote^ion  of  the  batteries  of  the  iflands  of  St.  Honora  and  SU 
Margaretta,  and  on  Cape  Garoupe  ;  that  I  had  left  vice-admiral  Ho-j 
tham  to  watch  them ;  and  that  I  was  returning  to  Corfica,  to  join 
lieutenant-general  Stuart  for  the  redudtion  of  Calvi,  which  I  have  the 
honor  to  acquaint  ycu  is  now,  I  believe,  on  the  point  of  furrendering 
to  the  arms  of  his  Majefty.  / 

Upon  my  junftion  with  vice  admiral  Hotham  oflF  this  port  ontht 
gthf  I  detached  captain  Nelfon  in  the  Agamemnon  to  Baftia,  with 
orders  to  embark  the  troops,  and  proceed  with  them  to  Martello  Bay. 
where  lieutenant-general  Stuart  embarked  on  the  1 5th ;  and  exprefling 
S  wi(h  to  proceed  to  the  attack  of  Calvi  immediately^  captain  Nelfon 
complied  with  it,  and  on  the  19th,  all  the  troops  were  landed,  under 
the  direAion  of  captain  Cooke,  in  a  fmall  cove  about  three  miles  from 
Calvi. 

I  anchored  in  Martello  Bay  on  the  1 9th ;  and  fo  foon  as  I  had  em- 
barked the  ordnance  and  other  (lores  the  general  had  de(ired,  which 
the  boiHerous  weather  for  fome  days  prevented,  and  had  forced  the 
Afi;amemnon  and  fever^l  of  the  tranfports  from  their  anchors ;  bat  his 
Majcfty's  fmaller  (hips,  and  the  reft  of  the  tranfports,  which  were  clofo 
under  the  land,  and  had  not  room  to  get  under  fail,  very  fortunately 
rode  the  gale  out,  without  an  accident  to  either,  the  wind  not  blowing 
home  to  the  (hore  with  fo  much  violence. 

On  the  26th  I  failed,  having  previoufly  fent  captain  Hallowell  and 
captain  Serocold  (who  were  eager  volunteers  for  the  fervice^  as  were 
alio  the  lieutenants  Ferriers  and  Morgan}  with  as  many  able  feamen  as 

the 
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th«  Victory  could  thco  fparc,  to  aflift  in  dragging  up  the  ordnance, 
and  ferving  the  batteries. 

The  journal  I  herewith  tranfmit  from  captain  Nelfon,  who  had  the 
command  of  the  feamen,  will  (hew  the  daily  occurrences  of  the  ficgCi 
and  whofe  unremitting  zeal  and  exertion  I  cannot  Efficiently  exprefs, 
or  that  of  captain  Hallowell,  who  took  it  by  turns  to  command  in 
the  advanced  battery  twenty-four  hours  at  a  time;  and  I  flatter  my- 
felf   they,   as  well  as  the  other  officers  and  Teamen,  will   have  full 
jufticc  done  them  by  the  general ;  it  is  therefore  unncceflary  for  me 
to  fay  more  upon  the  fubjedl :  But  I  have  to  lament,  and  whjch  I  do 
mod  fmccrely,  the  lofs  of  a  very  able  and  valuable  officer,  captain 
Serocold,  who  was  killed  by  a  grape  (hot,  whilft  getting  the  laft  gun 
in  its  place,  foon  after  the  enemy  had  difcovered  oi^r  battery.     The 
king  has  not  a  more  meritorious  young  captain  in  his  Majefty's  navy: 
He  commanded  the  floating  battery,  which  was  burnt  by  red-hot  (hot, 
before  Baflia,  and   afterwards  ferved,  with  infinite  reputation,  at  the 
batteries  on  Ihore.     Independent  of  my  regard  and  efteem  for  him,  I 
feel  his  lofs  to  be  a  public  one. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  captains  Wolfeley,  Hood,  Sir  Charles 
Hamilton,  Sir  Harry  Burrard  Cunningham,  Macnamara  and  Robin^ 
fon,  for  their  vigilance  in  keeping  fuccours  out,  by  a  fteady  pcrfc- 
Terance  in  preferving  their  refpedive  flations,  under  manifeft  difficul- 
ties ;  and  I  ought  not  to  omit  to  mention  my  tribute  of  praife  to  Mr. 
Gibfon,  commanding  the  Fox  hired  gutter,  of  whom  all  the  captains 
{peak  in  the  handfomefl  manner  for  his  diligence  and  pundua!  obe* 
dience  to  orders.  For  near  two  months  they  did  not  receive  at  Calvi 
any  intelligence  from  the  continent,  until  the  night  of  the  29th»  when 
four  boats  got  in,  the  port  not  being  then  fo  well  and  clofely 
guarded,  having  been  obliged  to  fend  ofl^ three  frigates  to  Naples  and 
other  places  for  (lores,  which  the  general  prefled  for,  and  the  night's 
||eing  dark. 

On  the  27th  I  arrived  oflFCalvi,  and  have  kept  clofe  oflf  the  port 
ever  fince,  in  order  to  relieve  the  wants  of  the  army  every  morning, 
having  flationed  a  frigate  at  anchor  off  Cape  Revalata,  aad  another 
off*  point  D'£fpana«  I  have  landed  from  this  (hip  fcven  of  her  lower 
deck  guns ;  and,  from  time  to  time,  all  requi(itions,  for  various  other 
fiores  as  well  as  for  men,  the  general  has  made,  have  been  complied 
with,  under  great  inconvenience,  that  the  operations  of  the  amy 
(hould  not  (land  dill. 

On  the  29th  of  laft  month  I  had  the  honour  of  a  vifit  from  general 
Stuart,  who  brought  letters  that  had  paded  between  him  and  the  com- 
mandant of  the  French  troops  relative  to  a  truce  for  twenty- five  days, 
which  appearing  to  be  inadmiffible,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  30th  of 
July  our  batteries  were  opened ;  and  on  the  morning  of  the  ift  inftarr, 
the  white  flag  was  difplayed  on  the  citadel,  under  the  national  one, 
and  the  firing  ceafed.

lineton>  and  the  tranfport's  men,  who  were  all  anxioofly  eager,  either 
lio  lerve  on  (hore,  or  on  board  his  Majefty's  (hips. 

I  have  ordered  captain  Wolfclcy  to  take  poffeffion  of  the  Melpo- 
mene and  Mignonne  frigates,  the  former  is  one  of  the  fineft  ever  built 
in  France,  carries  40  guns,  the  ether  only  32  ;  and  I  have  received  an 
accoant  from  the  conful  at  Zantc,  that  his  Majefty's  frigates  which  I 
icnt  into  the  Levant,  um'er  the  command  of  captain  Montgomery, 
have  taken  the  Sibelle,  twin  fifter  to  the  Melpomene. 

Captain  Cunningham,  who  has  cruized  with  infinite  diligence,  zeal, 
and  perfeverance,  under  many  difficulties,  for  three  months  paft,  off 
Calvi,  charged  with  my  difpatches,  is  competent  to  give  any  in- 
ibrmation  their  lordihips  may  wifh  to  have  ;  and  I  beg  to  recommend 
him  as  an  officer  of  great  merit,  and  highly  deferving  any  favour  that 
can  be  fhewn  him .

I.  The  garrifon  and  all  perfons  attached  to  it  in  a  military  capacity, 
(hall  march  out  of  the  town  with  all  the  honours  of  war» — A.  The 
garrifon,  and  all  perfons  attached  to  it  in  a  military  capacity,  (hall  march 
oot  of  Calvi  with  all  the  honours  of  war,  and  (hall  depofit  their  arms^ 
coloQrs,  and  cannons,  at  a  place  that  (hall  be  pointed  out  to  them  for 
this  purpofe;  but  in  confideration  of  their  gallant  defence,  they  (hall 
be  allowed  to  preferve  their  fwords. 

II.  The  garrifon  (hall  embark  on  the  lOth  of  Auguft,  at  the  Quay 
of  the  Lower  Town,  preceded  by  its  field  train,  arms,  and  baggage, 
droins  beating,  matches  lighted,  colours  flying,  and  (hall  be  conveyed 
to  the  port  ofthc  Mountain,  and  to  no  other  place.

I  have  the  fatisfadlon  to  inform  you,  that  the  town  of  Calvi  fur- 
rendered  to  his  M;ijeily's  forces  on  the  loth  indant,  after  a  (lege  of 
fifty-one  days 

As  I  perfedly  agreed  with  Lord  Hood  in  opinion,  that  the  utmo(( 
difpatch  is  neceifary,  in  order  to  enable  the  troops  feledled  fo^  the  fiege 
of  Calvi  to  begin  their  operations  before  the  commenconent  of  the  un- 
healthy feafbn,  every  efbrt  was  ufed  to  forward  the  necefTary  prepara- 
tions ;  and  fo  eflfe^ual  were  the  exertions  of  the  different  departments, 
that  in  thecourfeof  a  very  few  days,  the  regiments  embarked  at  Baftia; 
and  capcain  Nelfon,  of  his  Majefty 's  (hip  Agamemnon,  confented,  in 
lord  Hood's  abfence,  to  proceed  to  Port  Agra,  where  a  landing  was 
cfi«^ed  on  the  19th  of  June ;  and,  in  the  courfe  of  the  fame  day,  the 
army  encamped,  in  a  ftrong  pofition,  upon  the  Serra  del  Capuccine,  a 
ridge  of  mountains,  three  miles  diilant  from  the  town  of  Calvi.. 

N  z  Front 
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Ftom  numy  of  the  oat-pofts,  and  puticolarly  fiom  thole  die  fiieadlf 
Corficans  were  ordered  to  occupy,  1  could  diftiuAly  difcover  that  the 
town  of  Calvi  was  ftrong  in  pomt  of  fituationi  well  &itifie4»  and  am- 
ply fttpplied  with  heavy  artillery ;  the  exterior  defences,  on  which  the 
enemy  had  bellowed  a  confideraUe  labour,  confifted  in  the  bomb  proof 
ftone  ilar  Fort  Mozello,  mountiiw  ten  pieces  of  ordnance,  with  a  btt- 
tery  ^f  fix  gytis  on  its  right,  flanKed  by  a  fmall  entrenchment. 

In  the  itar  of  this  line  (which  covered  the  town  to  the  weftwaid) 
on  a  rocky  hill  to  the  eaft,  was  placed  a  battery  of  three  guns.  Con- 
fiderably  advanced  on  the  plain  to  the  fouth  weft,  the  rort  Mollino- 
chefco,  on  a  deep  rock,  commanded  the  communication  between  Cairi 
and  the  province  of  Balaeni,  fupported  by  two  frigates  moored  in  tk 
bay,  for  the  purpofe  of  raking  the  intermediate  country  :  but  the  prin- 
cipal difficulties  in  approaching  the  enemy's  works,  did  not  io  much 
arife  from  the  flrength  of  the  defences,  as  from  the  height  of  the 
mountains  and  rugged  rocky  furface  of  the  country  it  was  neceflary  to 
penetrate ;  and  fo  confiderable  were  theie  obftades  againft  the  ubtl 
mode  of  attack,  that  it  was  judged  expedient  to  adopt  rapid  and  for- 
ward movements,  inflead  of  regular  approaches.  In  coafomaity  todui 
plan  of  proceeding,  the  Teamen  and  foldiers  were  laborioufly  employed 
in  making  roads,  dragging  guns  to  the  tope  of  the  nuMintains,  wdcsl- 
le^ing  military  (lores  for  the  purpofe  of  erefting  two  moltat  aodAar 
feparate  gun  batteries  on  the  fame  night.  One  of  thefe  was  intended 
againft  the  Molllnochefco ;  the  fecond  to  be  conftmAed  on  rocks  to 
cover  the  principal  one  of  fix  guns ;  which,  by  a  fudden  inarch,  and 
the  exertions  pf  the  whole  army,  was  to  be  ereded  within  feven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  yards  of  the  Mozello* 

From  fome  midake,  the  battery  propofed  againft  the  MollinochefcOi 
was  built  Ind  opened  two  days  before  the  appointed  time,  and  confider- 
ably  damaged  that  fort.     Obferving,  however,  that  it  was  the  deter- 
mination of  the  enemy  lo  repair,  and  not  to  evacuate  it,  the  Royal 
Irilh  regiment  was  ordered,  on  the  evening  of  the  6th  of  July,  to  move 
tojvards  their  left,  expofmg  the  men  to  the  fire  of  their  artillery.    This 
diverfion  was  feconded  at  fun-fet,  and  during  the  greater,  part  of  the 
night,  by  a  feigned  attack  of  the  Corficans,  which  fo  effe^ually  de- 
ceived the  enemy,  that  they  withdrew  a  confiderable  piquet  from  the 
fpot  where  the  principal  battery  was  to  be  conftrufted,  in  order  to  fup- 
port  the  Mollinochefco,  and  direfting  the  whole  of  their  fire  to  that 
point,  enabled  the  troops  to  complete  their  work.     This  important  po- 
rtion eftablifhed,  the  enemy  was  compelled  to  evacuate  the  Mollino- 
chefco, and  to  withdraw  the  Ihipping  under  the  protedlion  of  the 
town,     A  very  heavy  fire  immediately  commenced  on  both  fides,  and 
continued  with  little  intermiffion,  until  the  1 8th  of  that  month,  when 
obferving  that  their  batteries  were  confiderably  damaged,  and  a  breach 
appearing  prafticable  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  Mozello,  a  difpofition  was 
made  for  a  general  attack  upon  the  out. works,  under  the  cover  of  two 
batteries,  ordered  to  be  erefted  that  night,  which,  from  their  pofition, 
would,  in  the  ^vent  of  a  check,  appear  the  principal  objcft  of  the 
movement. 

From 
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Ftom  the  %eid  c(  lleun  c6L  Wiodiopei  tnd  the  gtesit  exettkoi  ot 
Ac  50th  itgimdity  the  battety,  which  he  undertook  to  conftfiuft  witUn 
thiee  hvndied  yards  of  the  Moi;ello»  was  completed  an  hour  hefeie 
day.break>  without  difcovery;  a  fignal  gun  was  then  liied  from  it  i^ 
the  troops  to  advance.  Lieutenant  Newhonie,  of  the  Royal  ArtiUery* 
with  two  field  pieces^  coveted  the  a(^>roach ;  tind  the  grenadiers  Hgkc 
infantry^  and  2d  battalion  of  the  Royals>  under  the  command  of  iien- 
teaant  cc^onel  Mooie  of  the  51ft  regiment,  and  major  firereton  of  the 
30th  regiment,  proceeded  with  a  cool,  fteady  confidence^  and  unkiadad 
armsv  towards  the  enemy,  forced  their  way  through  a  fmart  fire  of  muf- 
quetry,  and|  regardlefs  of  live  (hells  thrown  into  the  breach,  or  the 
additional  defence  of  pikes,  flormed  the  Mozello ;  while  lieutenant 
colonel  Wemyfs,  with  the  Royal  Irilh  regiment,  and  two  pieces  of  can* 
nooy  under  tl^  dircAion  of  lieutenant  icmoine  of  the  Royal  ArtiUerft 
equ^ly  regardlefs  of  oppofition,  carried  die  enemy's  battery  on  the  left^ 
and  forced  their  trenches  without  firing  a  (hot. 

The  pofTeffion  of  thefe  very  important  po(b,  which  the  troops  maia- 
tained  under  the  heavieft  fire  of  (hells,  (hot,  and  grape,  induced  me  to 
ofier  to  confider  fuch  terms  as  the  garrifon  of  Calvi  might  be  inclined 
to  propoie ;  but  receiving  an  unfavourable  anfwer,  the  navy  and  army 
once  more  united  their  efforts,  and,  in  nine  days  batteries  of  thirteen 

fttns»  four  mortars,  and  three  howitzers,  were  completely  within  fix 
undied  yards  of  the  town,  and  opened  with  fo  well  dlreded  a  fire,  that 
the  enemy  were  unable  to  remain  at  their  guns ;  and  in  eighteen 
hours  fent  propofais,  which  terminated  in  a  capitulation,  and  the  ex- 
pulfion  of  the  French  from  Corfica. 

It  is  within  fincere  regret  that  I  have  to  mention  the  lod  of  captain 
Serocold,  of  the  navy,  who  was  killed  by  a  cannon  (hot  when  adiveiy 
employed  on  the  batteries.  The  afiiftance  and  co-operation  of  captain 
Nelfon,  the  aflivity  of  captain  Hallowell,  and  the  exertions  of  the 
Bavy,  have  greatly  contributed  to  the  fuccefs  of  thefe  movements. 

The  fpirit,  zeal,  and  willingnefs  with  which  this  army  has  undergone 
the  greate(l  labour  and  fatigue  in  the  mod  opprefiive  weather,  is  hard- 
ly to  be  defcribed ;  and  fuch  has  been  the  determined  animation  of 
both  ofiicers  and  men,  that  the  fmalled  murmur  has  never  been  heard, 
unleds  illne(s  deprived  them  from  making  their  fervices  ufeful  to  their 
country. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  lieutenant- colonel  Moore  for  his  a(fiilaace 
upon  every  occafion ;  and  it  is  only  a  tribute  due  to  his  worth  to  men- 
tion, that  he  has  diflinguifhed  himfelf  upon  this  expedition  for  his 
bravery,  conduct,  and  military  talents. 

It  is  with  the  utmoft  confidence  that  I  prefume  to  recommend  to  his 
Majefty,  my  aid- de- camp,  captain  Duncan,  of  the  Royal  Artillery, 
whofe  adivity,  zeal,  and  ability,  in  his  own  and  the  engineer  depart- 
^ment,  merits  the  higheft  commendation  and  advancement. 

Captain  Stephens,  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Royal  Artillery, 
have  diftinguiflied  themfelves  with  their  ufual  ability  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  batterlcsj  and  their  attention  to  the  did'ercnt  branches  of 
that  line.

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you»  for  the  information  of  the  Lord<. 
Commifiioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  the  pariihes  of  Je^n  Rabel,  St* 
Marc,  Arcahaye  and  Boucaffin,  on  the  north,  and  Leogane  on  the  fouth 
fide  of  the  bight,  are  in  our  poffeflion,  by  c^ipitulation,  ^nd  the  Britiii 
flag  flying  therein ;  and,  as  our  poll  at  Boucaffin  is  within  twelve  or  four- 
teen miles  of  Port-au-Prince,  I  proceeded,  without  lofs  of  time,  with  the . 
fquadron  under  my  commandi  to  the  neighbourhood  thereof,  in  order 
^o  give  countenance  and  prote^on,  according  to  the  exigency  of  the 
cafe ;  and  finding  on  my  arrival  there,  that  the  Spaniards  had  taken , 
poflcflion  of  Borgne,  Gonahives,  Petite  Riyierre  and  Verrettc,  I  pro- 
ceed off  Port-au-Prince,  in  order  to  induce  a  capitulation  to  the  King 
my  mafter  ;  and  accordingly  fent  captain  Rowley  of  the  Penelope,  on 
the  2d  mftant,  with  a  flag  of  truce,  to  the  civil  commiflary  Santho- 
nax ;  offering  the   fame   capitulation  which  the   inhabitants    of  St^ 
Marc  had  voluntarily  accepted,  but  which  he  refufed  in  toto.     As  I. 
found  that'  intreaty  had  no  effed,  I  determined  to  eflablifti  a  block- 
ade, which  has  continued  ever  fince,  and  not  a  veflol  of  any  defcrip- 
jtion  entered.

Jony  dated  Europa^  offTiburon^  Feb.  3,  1794. 

The  commodore  and  hbfquadron  call^  at  Jeremie  on  the  monw 
ing  of  the  31ft  ultimo;  the  troops  were  immediately  embarked,  and 
the  whole  failed  in  the  eyening. 

We  did  not  arrive  offTiburon  till  the  evening  of  the  ^d,  when  t)se 
three  frigates  anchored  near  to  the  (hore  in  the  Ance  du  Mitan. 

The  enemy  were  flrong,  and  feemed  to  wait  our  landlne ;  but  alter 
^  few  broadfides  from  the  (hips  the  beech  appeared  to  be  cfear,  and  juft 
before  dark  I  ordered  the  nank  companies  to  land,  and  take  poC- 
ieffion  of  a  houfe  about  1 50  paces  from  the  beach,  and  well  -fituated 
fcfl*  defence,  and  to  protedl'  the  landing  of  the  whole. 

Major  Spencer  commanded  the  flank  companies,  and  was  not  an- 
noyed till  tne  moment  the  bo^ts  grounded^  when  the  brigands  appeared 
in  Hne  on  the  beaph,  and  fired  on  the  troops,  who,  by  the  major's 
orders,  were  on  ihore  in  an  inftant,  charged,  and  in  a  minute  routed  the 
enemy,  and  furrounded  the  poft. 

I  landed  at  day-light  with  the  13th  and  20th,  the  naarines,  and 
Britilh  legion,  and  found  that  the  brigands  had  evacuated  all  the  pofts^ 
and  efcaped  towards  Aux  Cayes,  by  thp  mountain  road,  wichoat 
burning  or  deftroying  property  of  any  defcription. 

The  numbers  of  the  enemy  were  about  650  blacks,  200  mulat- 
tocjs  and  whites,  very  ftrpngly  ppfted.  About  1 50  more  furrendered 
themf^lves,  and  remain.  I  underftand  50  of  them  were  killed  and 
wounded. 

I  have  only  to  add  on  this  fubje^,  that  the  condudl  of  major 
Spencer  was  highly  honpiirable  to  him ;  and  he  was  handfomely  fup- 
ported  by  the  ofHcers  and  men  of  the  flank  companies. 

1  {lave  left  lieutenant  Baikerfield  to  command,  with  50  men  of  the 
13th,  the  colonial  troops,  and  Jean  Kipo's  corps  from  Irois. 

The  poft  of  Irois  being  no  longer  necelTary,  I  have  dirc^led  it  to 
be  difmantled. 

The  enemy  arc  now  (hut  out  of  our  poflcflions,  there  beii^  no  poft 
of  confequence  within  60  piles  of  Tiburon.

I  had  t^^e  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that 
thje  force  defined  for  the  expedition  was  then  embarked,  in  Carlifle 
^ay,  at  fiarbadoes ;  and,  having  failed  very  early  in  the  morning  of  the 
3d,  I  have  now  the  fatisfadtipn  to  add.  tl^at  we  are  in  poflefiion  of  thq 
uphole  iiland  of  Martinico,  excepting  Forts  Bourbon  and  Royal,  which 
I  bold  completely  ^nd  clofely  befieged  ^  the  latter  being,  however,  en- 
tirely in  our  power  to  deftroy  at  pleafure. 

Having  made  difpofition  for  three  feparate  landings,  didant  froni 
each  other,  not  only  for  the  purp>ofe  of  dividing  the  enemy's  force  and 
attention,  but  to  alarm  him  m  every  quarter  at  the  fame  time,  I  have 
the  pleafure  to  fay  they  all  fucceeded,  viz.  At  La  Trinite,  by  a  divifion 
under  major-ecneral  Dundaj,  aqd  comniodore  Thoi^ipfon,  on  the  5th 
and  6th  of  fil^ruary ;  at  Caife  dc  Nav^ire,  to  leeward,  by  another^ 
under  colonel  Sir  Charles  Gonlon^  aflifted  by  colonel  Myers,  and  cap- 
tain Rogers,  of  the  navy,  on  the  8th  follo\ying;  and  near  Trois  Ri* 
vieres,  St.  Luce,  Cul  de  Sac  Marin,  where  lieifcenant-general  Prefcott 
and  I  were.  All  thefe  fervices  were  executed  with  great  fpirit  and 
ability  by  the  officers  who  feverally  commanded,  and  were  well  fup- 
ported  by  the  troops. 

'    Mai  or- general  Dundas  immediately  advanced  with  colonel  Camp- 
bell of  the  Qth  foot,  lieutenant  colonel  Coote  of  the  70th,  and  the  lii 

battalion- 
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battalion  of  light  infantry,  and  carried  Morne  Lc  Bmn,  andcr  a  heavy 
fire  of  mufquetryy  on  the  6th ;  and  inftantly  detaching  lieutenalit-co- 
lonel  Craddock  with  the  2d  battalion  of  grenadiers,  and  major  Evatt 
with  three  companies  of  light  infantry,  to  attack  Trinite  Fort,  the 
enemy  fled,  and  our  troops  goc  poffeffion  of  it,  with  the  cannon^  ftorn. 
Sec.  During  the  fame  night,  Bellegarde,  the  popidar  leader  of  the 
mulattoes  and  blacks,  evacuated  the  fort  bearing  his  name,  and,  leav- 
ing his  artillery,  Sec.  fet  fire  to  the  town  of  Trinite ;  a  great  part  of 
which  was,  however,  faved  by  the  adivity  of  captain  Saliibury,  and  the 
feamen.  Proceeding  to  the  Gros  Morne,  he  eained  that  poll  by  twelve 
.o'clock  at  night  of  the  7th,  major  Skerrett  being  left  to  command  at 
Trinite  Fort.  Pufliing  forward  again,  he  feized  Morne  Bnineau  at 
Doon  of  the  9th,  the  enemy  retreating  at  his  approach ;  and  detaching 
lieutenant-colonel  Craddock,  with  three  companies  of  grenadiers,  at 
took  poiTef&on  of  Fort  Matilde,  which  covered  a  good  landing  wi^ 
two  miles  of  his  left.  The  ipth  following,  he  detached  colonel  Camp- 
bell, with  five  companies  of  light  infantry,  who  feized  Colon  during 
the  night.  Lieutenaot-colonel  Craddock  being  reinforced  the  fame 
evening  at  the  poft  of  Matilde,  with  the  53d  company  of  grenadiersi 
was,  however,  attacked »  and  fuilidned  fome  lofs  during  that  nighty 
(among  whom  was  captain  Mackewen,  of  the  38th  grenadi^,  an 
officer  of  much  merit)  by  Bellegarde  and  a  confiderablc  number  of  the 
enemy ;  but,  on  being  charged  with  bayonets  by  the  grenadiers  of  the 
9th  regiment,  headed  by  lieutenant-colonel  Craddock,  they  were  to- 
tally repulfed.  Colonel  Campbell  being  reinforced  at  Colon  on  the 
I  ith  by  lieutenant-colonel  Coote,  and  four  companies  of  light  in^try, 
he  took  pofTeflion  of  the  ftrong  poft  of  Lemaitre,  leaving  the  65th  re- 
giment at  Colon,  which  was  three  times  attacked  during  that  night, 
and  repulfed  the  enemy  with  great  fpirit. 

That  part  of  the  army  which  had  landed  with  me  near  Trois  Ri- 
vieres the  6th  of  February  proceeded  the  fame  evening  to  Riviere 
SaLe,  getting  the  troops  under  cover  in  the  village  of  that  name  at 
feven  o'clock  the  fame  evening,  having  detached  brigadier- general 
Whyte,  on  this  day's  march,  with  the  2d  battalion  of  light  infantry, 
commanded  by  lieutenant- colonel  Clofe,  and  two  Amuzettes,  to  force 
the  batteries  of  Cape  Solomon  and  Bourges,  in  order  to  get  pofTeflion 
of  Pigeon  I  (lands,  as  our  (hipping  could  not  go  into  the  harbour  of 
Port  Royal, *which  was  even  dangerous  for  boats  in  fupplying  the  army 
at  Sake  with  provifions,  until  that  might  be  accomplifhed.  The  folr 
lowing  day,  the  'yth  of  February,  he  took  two  fmall  pieces  of  cannon, 
loaded,  at  a  village  in  the  bay  of  D'Arlet,  150  mulattoes  having  fled 
at  his  approach  ;  and  marcliing  to  the  attack  of  the  two  batteries 
above-menrioned,  they  furrendcred  at  difcretion,  not  having  the  means 
to  cfcape.  In  the  mean  time  I  had  received  intelligence  of  the  ene- 
my's landing  troops,  and  taking  poft  on  Morne  Pied,  to  cut  off  the 
communication  between  brigadier  general  Vs'hyte,  and  head-quarters  at 
Salce,  and  ordered  the  -joih  regiment,  with  two  howitzers,  to  march 
the  fame  night,  and  diflodge  them;  which  was  execiited  with  great 
fpirit,  and  the  poft  taken  pofTcffion  of  early  in  the  morning  of  the  9th, 

under 
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under  the  good  condufl  of  the  adjutant-generali  colonel  Dondasj  the  70th 
regiment  being  commanded  by  lieutenant- coK  Johnfon,  and  the  enemy 
completely  defeated  at  the  firft  charge.  Brigadier-general  Whyte,  be- 
ing reinforced  with  a  detachment  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  fome  ord- 
nance, mortars,  &c«  Colonel  Symes,  and  two  companies  of  the  1 5th  re* 
giment,  two  hundred  feamen,  armed  with  pikes  and  piftpls  from  the 
admiral,  afcended  the  heights  on  the  9th,  and,  aided  by  the  unequalled 
exertions  of  the  feamen  under  lieutenants  Rogers  and  Rutherford,  got 
pofleflion  of  Mount  Matherine,  which  commands  Pigeon  Ifland,  at  the 
oiftance  of  400  yards,  where  he  eredled  batteries,  affifted  by  the  zeal 
and  aftivity  of  col.  Symes,  The  two  5^  inch  howitzers,  brought  by 
the  70th  regiment  from  head- quarters,  being  now  placed  on  the  bat- 
tery, fo  as  to  take  the  ifland  in  reverfc,  under  the  diredion  of  captain 
dc  Roufigne  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  whofe  condudl  was  confpicuoufly 
meritorious  ;  and  colonel  Durnford,  chief  engineer,  having  alfo  joined 
with  a  company  of  artificers,  the  batteries  were  completed  during  the 
nieht  of  the  loth,  and  opened  in  the  morning  of  the  nth,  under  the 
conduct  of  an  excellent  officer,  captain  Manley,  who  kept  up  fo  inceiTant 
and  wcU-diredled  a  fire,  as  to  force  the  garrifon  to  ftriKC  their  colours, 
and  furrender  at  difcretion  in  little  more  than  two  hours,  15  being 
killed  and  25  wounded,  and  having  confided  of  203  when  our  bau 
teries  opened.  The  highell  encomiums  are  due  to  all  the  officers,  fol- 
^diers,  and  feamen  of  this  divifion,  particularly  to  brigadier-general 
Whyte,  and  colonel  Symes,  whofe  good  condud  and  exertions  could 
not  be  excelled. 

The  1 5th  regiment,  led  by  major  Lyon,  and  commanded  by  captain 
Paumier,  furpnzed  feveral  hundred  of  the  enemy,  very  ftrongly  polled 
on  the  heights  of  Le  Grand  Bouclain  ;  the  1 2th  following,  killed  fe^. 
yeral,  and  taking  all  their  arms,  ammunition,  cattle,  Sec, 

I  have  mentioned  before  that  colonel  Sir  Charles  Gordon,  affifted 
by  colonel  Myers  and  captain  Rogers  of  the  navy,  had  landed  to  lee- 
ward, on  the  fide  of  Caile  de  Navire,  on  the  8th.  The  enemy  being 
xnafter  of  the  great  road  and  the  heights  above  it,  he  made  a  move- 
ment towards  the  mountains,  and  turning  them  unperceived  with  part 
of  his  force,  gained  the  mod  commanding  point  in  that  part  of  the 
coontry,  by  day-break  of  the  9th.  Colonel  Myers  defcending  the 
heights  took  pofieffion  of  La  Chapelle,  and  a  po(l  edablifhed  by  the 
enemy  above  it,  and  returning  to  the  column,  it  proceeded  through 
the  rood  difficult  ground  to  the  heights  of  Berne,  above  Ance  La 
Haye,  the  enemy  abandoning  the  batteries  of  Cayman,  and  fetting  fire 
to  the  village,  keeping  a  condant  fire  on  him  from  the  battery  of  St* 
Catherine's.  He  then  took  a  pofition  which  gave  him  an  eafy  commu- 
nication with  the  tranfports,  when,  on  the  12  th,  he  obferved  the  bat- 
tery and  works  at  St.  Catharine's,  and  the  pods  which  guarded  the  fird 
ravines,  were  abandoned  by  the  enemy,  of  which  he  took  pofleffion  ; 
while  colonel  Myers,  with  five  companies  of  grenadiers,  and  the  43d 
regiment,  eroded  four  ravines  higher  up,  feizing  all  the  batteries  that 
defended  them  ;  which  movement  was  completely  fuccefsful,  the  enemy 
flying  on  every  fide,  and  our  troops  were  foon  in  poifeflion  of  the  five 

batteries 
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Queries  between  Caife  it  Navire  and  Fort  RoyaL  He  tben  prbcMe3i 
and  occupied  the  p6fts  of  Gentillvj  La  Cofte^  and  L'Archer.  The  good 
abilities  and  condud  of  colonel  Sir  Charles  Gordon  itnd  colonel  Myefsy 
are  eminently  manifeiled  throughout  this  difficult  feryice)  ^  and  all  ttie 
troo(>s  of  that  divifion  have  perrormed  their  duty  moft  mefitoriouily. 

A&  the  bay  and  harbour  of  Fort  Royal  had  been  completely  opendd 
to  our  (hipping  by  the  capture  of  Pigeon  Ifland,  I  nioved  fofwaid  with 
the  troops  from  Riviefe  daleej  to  the  pod  of  Bnineau*  and  joined  lieu- 
tenant-general Frefcott  the  14th ;  and  having  previouily  concerted  tfie 
attack  of  the  town  of  St*  Pierre  with  major-eenend  Dandas,  he 
marched  the  fame  evening  on  thit  efiterprizc  with  tke  ad  battalion  of 
grenadiers,  the  33d  and  40th  light  companies,  and  the  6jfth  regimeoti 
to  Gros  Morne»  from  whence  he  detached  colonel  Campbell,  throojh 
the  woods  by  Bois  le  Hoc,  with  the  two  light  Companies,  and  the  6j;di 
regiment,  to  reach  Moatigne  oh  the  motnlffg  of  tne  i6th9  proceeding 
hirafelf  towards  the  heights  of  Capot  arid  CalebalTe :  &ey  weie  era- 
cuated  by  the  enemy,  and  from  the  latter,  he  iaw  colonel  Campbell  at 
Poft  au  Pin,  half  a  mile  Aioft  of  Montigne,  attacked  in  great  force, 
and  under  a  heavy  fire,  from  five  or  fix  hundred  of  the  enemy  Uron^ty 
pofted  ;  the  major-general  puihed  forward  his  advartoedjguatd,  eoninft- 
mg  of  63  men,  under  command  of  the  hon.  captain  Ramfay  of  the 
Queen's,  who  gaining  the  fummit  by  extraordinary  exertions,  fired  on 
the  enemy,  who  were  engaged  with  colonel  Campbell^  and  filenced 
their  fire  ;  and  when  joined  by  the  2d  battalion  of  gienadiersy  the  de- 
tachiAent  of  the  Queen's  took  poffefiion  of  Montigne,  where  it  was  re- 
inforced with  two  companies  of  grenadiers,  taking  poft  himfelf  00 
Morne  Rouge ;  and  then  vifiting  cmonel  Campbell's  column,  found  be 
had  been  attacked  at  half  pafl  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  the  enemy 
Ibeing  within  twenty  yards  of  the  40th  light  company,  had  charged 
them  with  bayonets  at  the  head  of  it,  when  he  was  killed ;  and  in  mm 
his  Majefty's  fervice  lofes  a  moft  excellent  cfiicer,  and  a  valuable  mani 
juftly  lamented  by  the  whole  army  and  navy.  Major-general  Dundas 
now  obfervcd  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  moving  towards  his  front  at 
Morne  Rouge,  and  forming  under  a  fmall  redoubt  near  that  poft,  he 
therefore  haftened  back,  and  was  inftantly  attacked  by  five  or  fix  ban- 
dred  men,  which  lafted  about  twenty  minutes^  when  the  fire  ceafed, 
and  the  enemy  abandoned  the  redoubt  in  front  during  the  night,  leav- 
ing two  field  pieces,  &c.  At  day-break  the  17th  thefc  two  columns 
advanced,  the  right  to  Le  Jcune,  the  left  to  the  colonial  redoubt,  and 
on  the  march  he  received  a  letter  from  the  commandant  of  St.  Picnc, 
to  which  he  returned  an  anfwer  by  a  flag,  but  the  commandant  wa» 
not  to  be  found.  In  the  mean  time,  colonel  Symes  had  landed,  and 
was  already  in  the  town,  who,  agreeable  to  the  plan  1  had  originally 
concerted  for  the  co-operations  with  major-general  Dundas,  h^  em- 
barked with  three  light  companies,  and  major  Maitland,  with  a  de- 
tachment of  the  58th  regiment,  to  land  north  of  the  town;  five  com- 
companies  of  the  ift  battalion  grenadiers,  and  five  companies  of 
the  3d  battalion  of  light,  infantry,  under  colonel  Myers,  having 
s^fo  marched  from  Camp  Lg  Cofte  for  the  fame  porpofe  of  go-pperat-

ing  with  major-general  Dundas ;  which  general's  ability,  good  con- 
dudty  and  adivity,  firil  in  penetrating  through  fo  difficult  a  country 
from  La  Trinite  to  Bnineau,  and  afterwards  to  the  capture  of  St. 
Pierrci  do  him  the  higheil  honour,  and  merit  his  Majefty's  notice  in 
an  eminent  degree. 

At  Fort  Bourbon,  where  Rochambeau  commands,  could  not  be 
clofely  invefted,  without  the  poiTefiion  of  thefc  heights  of  Sourreric, 
and  thb  poft  was  full  occupied  by  Bellegarde,  with  a  confiderable  num- 
ber of  mulattoes  and  blades,  I  had  fixed  one  o'clock  in  the  morning 
of  the  19th  of  February  to  force  him  with  the  bayonet  from  my  camp 
at  firuneau ;  but  at  noon  the  preceding  day  (Feb.  18th),  a  moil  fortu-* 
nate  event  anticipated  my  wimes  and  his  ruin.  Bellegarde,  with  p  irc 
of  his  troops,  defceading  the  heights,  attacked  my  left,  towards  the 
landing-place,  in  a  very  daring  and  fpirited  manner ;  to  which  part 
lieutenant-general  Prefcott  led  a  reinforcement,  with  great  judgment, 
and  in  good  time,  checking  and  charging  the  enemy.  Availing  my- 
ielf  of  this  favourable  moment,  when  Bellegarde's  camp  was  weakened* 
I  ordered  from  my  right  the  3d  battalion  of  grenadiers,  commanded 
by  lieutenant. colonel  Buckeridge,  and  fupported  by  the  id  and  ad 
battalions  of  light  infantry,  under  lieuteqant-colonels  Coote  and 
Blundell,  who  attacked  his  camp  upon  the  left,  in  fuch  a  fuperior  ftyle 
of  fpirit  and  impetuofity,  as  to  prove  irredftible ;  and  I  got  pofTefTion 
of^  It,  and  his  cannon,  with  inconfiderable  lofs ;  which  might  have 
-proved  very  different  if  my  attack  had  not  taken  place  till  one  o'clock 
the  next  morning,  as  was  previoufly  concerted,  and  if  it  had  been  pro- 
Berly  defended  by  him,  bemg  there  in  fuch  force  with  cannon,  and  num- 
DenB,  and  the  fituation  (b  emmently  flrong  and  difficult.  My  admiration 
of  the  gallantry  of  thofe  corps  who  performed  this  fervice,  and  the  officers 
who  commanded  them,  is  inexpreffible,  and  their  condud  is  above 
piaife ;  nor  did  I  ever  feel  more  highly  fatisfied  with  the  fqccefs  of  any 
enterprtze  in  which  I  have  been  concerned. 

Immediately  after  forcing  Bellegarde,  and  getting  pofTeffion  of  this 
pod  of  Sourriere,  on  the  i  Sth  of  February,  I  held  r  ort  Kourbon  be- 
nesed ;  but  making  a  new  road,  getting  up  cannon,  mortars,  Sec,  and 
m^ng  batteries,  took  up  the  time  till  the  7  th  inftant,  when  the  bat* 
teries  of  my  firfl  parallel  opened. 

On  the  night  of  the  2Sth  ult.  Bellegarde,  the  great  and  popular 
leader  of  the  mulattoes  and  blacks,  wi^h  his  fecoud,  Pelocque,  and  300 
of  their  followers,  finding  their  fituation  too  perilous  outfide  of  their 
forts,  and  expofed  to  our  atts^cks,  furrendered ;  the  t\yo  former  being 
lent  to  Bofton,  on  cot^dition  of  never  carrying  ^rms  agaii>il  his  Ma« 
jefly's  forces ;  and  their  followers,  as  prifoncrs  of  war,  arq  fent  on 
board  his  Majefly's  fhips. 

Major-general  Prince  Edward  joined  this  army  the  4th  inftant,  ijnd 
commands  at  Camp  La  Code,  wiUi  great  fpirit  and  a^iyity. 

I  have  eredled  the  batteries  of  n^y  f^cond  parallel,  at  the  did^nce  of 
four  and  five  hundred  yards,  wl^ich  I  expe<fl  will  be  completed,  and 
xeady  to  qpeii  by  the  20th  indant,  although  the  late  rains  retard  our 
progrefs,  and  are  unufual  ^t  this  time  of  the  year,  * 
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It  19  juft  five  weeks  fince  the  laft  divifion  of  this  anny  landed^  oRdec 
colonel  Sir  Charles  Gordon;  and  I  hope  it  will  appear  to  his  Majefty 
there  is  no  reafon  to  be  diilatisfied  with  the  progrels  we  have  made^  in 
that  (hort  fpace  of  time,  with  inconfiderable  1om« 

'The  fpiriti  unanimity,  and  perfeverance  of  the  navy  and  ^irmy  never 
were  more  confpicuoas,  nor  has  more  cordial  co-operation  ever  been 
manifefted  between  his  Majefty's  naval  and  land  forces.  In  a  word| 
the  general,  sind  all  the  field  officers,  as  well  as  all  the  commanding 
officers  of  corps,  have  fet  fuch  an  example  of  zeal,  activity,  and  anima- 
tion on  this  fervice,  which  has  been  fo  laudably  imitated  by  all  the 
officers  and  foldiers  of  this  little  army,  that  they  merit  the  greateft  praife. 

Admiral  Sir  John  Jcrvis's  profeffional  knowledge  never  jhone  with 
more  luftre,  or  ever  was  exceeded ;  nor  can  I  fufficiently  extol  the 
promptnefs  with  which  he  has  aided  the  land  forces,  on  every  occafiooK 
and  his  unremitting  exertions  to  promote  the  honour  of  his  Majeily's 
arms,  and  the  intereft  of  his  country ;  in  which  he  has  been  fo  emi- 
nently fupported  by  the  abilities  and  exertions  of  all  the  officer;  and 
feainen  under  his  command ;  to  whofe  fervices'  I  am  indebted  for  hav- 
ing the  fiege  in  fuch  forwardnefs,  having  brought  the  catinon  and  mor* 
tars,  8cc»  for  feveral  miles,  to  thefe  heights,  although  it  appeared  al- 
moft  inipoffible. 

The  arrival  of  the  Roebuck  Hofpital  (hip,  with  medicine^,  &c.  for 
fhe  fick,  is  a  feafonable  fupply ;  a  number  of  whom  are  comfortably 
accommodated  at  St.  Pierre'^,  in  an  excellent  hofpital. 

The  Peggy  tranfport  being  alfo  arrived  from  Lifbon,  with  the  light 
companies  of  the  44th  and  55th  regiments,  without  any  fick,  and  in 
the  highefl  order,  is  a  fortunate  reinforcement,  although  a  fmall  one ; 
and  the  fick  left  at  Barbadoesare  recovering 

The  troops  are  in  high  fpirits,  and  generally  in  good  health. 

Enclofed  are  returns  of  killed,  wounded,  and  miffing,  from  the  time 
of  landing  in  Martinico  to  this  date.  A  return  of  ordnance  and  (lores 
taken  is  alfo  enclofed.

A  Letter^  of  which  the  following  is  an  Extra  ff,  was  this  day  received 
from  Major-General  William fon  by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dun^ 
daSf  his  Majeftfs  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  De^ 
partmenty  dated  Kin£s  Houfe^  Jamaica^  March  2>  1 794. 

It  beine  judged  that  the  po(l  of  L'Acul,  about  fix  miles  from  Leo« 
gane,  at  tne  extremity  of  the  plain  of  Leogane,  (hould  be  taken,  lieu- 
tenant-colonel Whitelocke  made  a  very  proper  difpofition  of  his  troops, 
and  on  the  night  of  the  i8th  ult.  detached  200  colonial  troops,  with 
one  field  piece,  and  fome  of  the  firitifh  artillery :  they  were  embariced 
oa  board  two  tranfports,  and  were  to  land  at  five  o'clock  the  next 
morning. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  marched,  at  four  o'clock  on  the 
momine  of  the  jgth,  with  the  flank  companies,  artillery,  two  howitzers, 
two  field-pieces,  and  about  50  of  the  colonial  troops  of  all  colours. 
Captain  Vincent,  with  the  flank  company  of  the  49th,  and  1 20  co- 
lonial troops,  took  a  mountain  road,  which  led  to  the  oppofite  flank 
upon  whica  the  detachment  of  colonial  troops  was  to  commence  the 
attack. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  advanced  with  the  main  body  juft 
within  cannon  (hot  of  the  fort,  to  co-operate  with  the  detachment,  but 
from  the  mifmanagement  of  one  of  the  tranfports,  and  an  unfavourable 
wind,  the  troops  could  not  land. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  drew  his  artillery  back  a  little,  which 
the  enemy  perceiving»  a  heavy  fire  of  mufquetry  commenced  from  a 
wood  on  their  right,  which  was  infbintly  filenced  by  a  corps  com<« 
manded  by  major  Spencer.  All  this  time  four  guns  fired  inceilantJy 
from  the  fort,  but  fortunately  did  little  execution. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  finding  that  he  could  not  have  any 
affifUnce  from  the  troops  that  were  embarked,  determined  at  once  to 
ftorm  the  pofl.  He  ordered  fome  refrefliment  for  the  men,  and  fent 
away  the  howitzers^ 

About  half  paft  four,  P.  M.  major  Spencer  was  ordered,  with  two 
i)ank  companies,  to  join  captain  Vincent,  to  advance  and  fire  on  the 

fort. 
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forty  whkh  he  di^  according  to  a  iigiial  giTen^  and  Ucnteaant-cdonei 
Whitelocke  advanced  in  front,  Under  the  fire  of  two  guns  loaded  wkh 
grape,  and  a  heavy  fire  of  mufquetry*  They  afcend6d  the  hill  which 
was  rendered  as  difEcult  as  poifibk  by  trees  placed  in  ^1  diredioos, 
gallantly  poihed  on  with  fixed  bayonets^  and  drove  the  enemy  frooi 
their  works. 

Many  of  the  enemy  were  killed ;  and  had  the  colonial  corps  beta 
landed,  not  a  man  would  have  efcaped.  The  garrlfon  was  fUppofed  to 
confift  of  about  600  men,  commanded  by  a  white  man  of  the  name  of 
i>e  Lide.  who  had  ferved  in  the  late  King's  time,  and  is  (aid  to  have 
murdered,  or  caufcd  to  be  murdered,  near  3C0  white  perfotis. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  fpeaks  in  the  hijgheft  terms  of  botfc 
officers  and  men,  and  particularly  of  major  Spencer,  captain  Smith  of 
the  Royal  Artillery,  and  lieutenant  M*Kerra8  of  the  Engineers. 

I  have  the  honour  to  fend  herewith  returns  of  ikotcd,  and  of  th^ 
killed  ind  wounded ;  and  I  have  to  lament  the  death  of  captain  Mot- 
ihead,  who  gallantly  entered  the  worki  and  was  blown  up  by  a  qoan- 
tity  of  combuftible  matter,  which  was  fet  fire  to  by  one  of  the  brii 
gandg,  who  dlfo  nerinied  in  the  explofion.  Captain  MoHhead  bad  re- 
ceived  a  wound  in  the  body  before,  biit  that  did  not  prevent  his  go- 
ing on.  * 

The  attack  ^as  fo  fpirited,  that  the  garrlfon  had  not  tiitie  to  carty 
p£r  any  thing.

Major  Gray  arrived  this  morning  at  the  office  of  the  Right  Hon, 
Henry  Dundas,  his  Majefifs  Principal  Secretary  of  St  ate  for  the 
Home  Department,  with  difpatches  from  Sir  Charles  Grey,  K.  B. 
of  nvhd(;h  the  following  is  a  copy : 

Sir,  Port  Royal,  Martinico,  March  15,  1794. 

I  have  the  happinefs  to  acquaint  you  of  the  complete  conqoeft  of  this 
yery  valuable  ifland,  the  lad  and  moil  important  fortrefs  of  Fort  fiour- 
bon  having  furrendered  to  his  Majedy's  arms  at  four  a'clocic  in  the 
^ftemoon  of  the  23d  inftant ;  at  which  time  his  Royal  Highnefs  Prince 
Edward,  major- genersd  of  his  Majefty's  forces,  took  pofleffion  of  bbth 
gates  with  the  firfl  and  third  battalions  of  grenadiers,  and  the  fird  an4 
Uiird  light  infantry :  And  I  have  the  honour  to  tranfmit  to  you  the  ar- 
ticles of  capitulation,  together  with  a  lift  of  the  killed  and  wounded^ 
9nd  a  return  of  the  ordnance,  &c.  taken  fincc  my  difpatch  of  the  1 6th 
inftant,  in  which  I  communicated  the  tranfaftions  and  progrefs  of  this 
army  to  that  period.  The  return  of  ordnance  taken  in  Fort  Royal  is 
iigQed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  Britilh  artillery ;  but  that  of 
Fort  Bourbon  is  the  French  account  of  it,  as  there  is  not  time  to  make 
ixiy  cxa^  return  at  prefent,  which  (hall  be  fent  by  the  next  opportunity. 

Having  cotkcerted  meafUres  with  the  admiral  for  a  combined  attacK 
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by  the  naval  and  land  forces  upon  the  fort  and  town  of  Fort  Royd, 
and  the  batteries  of  my  fecond  parallel  being  ready,  thofe  on  Morocj 
Tortenfony  and  Carriere,  kept  up  an  incefiant  fire  upon  Fort  Rojr^d, 
and  all  the  other  batteries  on  Fort  Bourbon^  during  tne  day  and^ght 
X){  the  19th  inftant,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  20th  followiog,  till 
the  (hips  deftined  for  this  fcrvice  had  taken  their  Nations..  The  A&$> 
of  64  gunsi  captain  Browne,  and  the  2^ebra  (loop  of  16  guns,  captain 
Faulknor,  with  captain  Rojgers,  and  a  body  of  feamen  in  flat  boati, 
the  whole  under  commodore  Thompfon,  compofed  the  naval  fofcc; 
and  the  land  force  confided  of  the  firft  battalion  of  grenadiersi  under 
lieutenant- colpoel  Stewart,  and  the  third  light  infantry,  under  lien* 
tenant- colonel  Clofe,  from  Prince  Edward's  camp  at  La  Cofte^  widi 
the  third  grenadiers*  under  lieutenant. colonel  Buckeridge,  and  tbe 
firft  light  infantry,  under  lieutenantrcolonel  Coote,  from  lieutenant- 
gener^  Prefcott's  camp  at  Soururie. 

The  navy  acquitted  themfelves  with  their  ufnal  gallantry  (particq- 
larly  captain  Faulknor,  whofe  conduct  juftly  gained  him  the  admira- 
tion of  the  whole  army),  carrying  the  fort  by  £fca]ade,  about  twelve 
o'clock  of  the  :^oth  inftant,  under  the  able  copdu^  of  compiodore 
Thompfon,  whofe  judicious  difpofition  of  the  gpn  and  flaf  lK>9t8,  g(^ 
fided  by  that  fpirited  and  a(live  officer,  captain  Rogers,  contribqted 
materiallv  to  our  fuccefs ;  at  the  fame  time  that  the  land  forces,  com. 
manded  oy  that  excellent  officer,  colonel  Symes,  critically  advancing 
with  equal  ardor,  forced  and  entered  the  town  triumphantlv,  hoxfting 
the  Britifh  colours,  and  changing  the  name  to  Fort  Edward. 

Immediately  after  this,  general  Rochambeau,  who  commanded  in 
Fort  Bourbon,  fent  his  aide-de-camp  with  a  flag,  ofifering  to  furrender 
on  capitulation ;  and  the  terms  were  finally  adjufted  and  agreed  to  on 
the  2  2d  inilant,  by  three  commifiioners  on  each  fide,  the  ratifications 
thereof  being  figned  by  the  commanders  in  chief,  on  the  23d  follow- 
ing; and  the  garrifon,  amounting  to  900  men,  inarched  out  this 
morning  prifoners  of  war,  laying  down  their  arms  on  the  parade  of 
Fort  Royal,  and  were  embarked  for  France  immediately  His  Mar 
jefty's  troops  having  marched  in,  flruck  the  French,  and  hoified  the 
BritiHi  colours,  changed  the  name  from  Bourbon  to  that  of  Fort 
George. 

I  confider  myfelf  under  grea^  obligations  to  lieutenant  general  Pref? 
cott,  for  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  has  affified  me  throughout 
this  arduous  fervice,  now  brought  to  fo  fortunate  a  conclufion,  and  to 
all  the  generals  and  other  officers.  Colonel  Cumford,  with  tbe  corps 
of  engineers,  and  lieutenant-colonels  Paterfon  and  Sowerby,  and  major 
Manley .  with  the  Royal  Artillery,  have  alfo  a  claini  to  my  warmeft  appro* 
bation,  for  their  exertions  in  placing  and  conftru^ng  of  the  batterie% 
and  the  well-direfled  fire  of  the  artillery.  The  brayery,  regularity, 
and  good  behaviour  of  the  troops,  on  every  occafioui  has  been  moSt 
meritorious  and  exemplary. 

Forts  Bourbon  and  Royal  have  fuffered  greatly  from  our  fire,  dot- 
ing the  fiege ;  and  we  are  diligently  employed  to  put  them  in  a  proper 
date  of  defence,  efiet^ually  to  fecure  this  important  acquifitioa  cf  ter- 
ritory 
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kitpry  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  I  am  leftoring  order,  as  &ft  as 
jx>ffibley  from  the  confufion  naturally  occafioned  by  a  fiege,  and  liave 
the  pleafiire  to  obferve  that  eveiy  thing  in  the  forts  is  as  tranquil  and 
well-regulated  as  could  be  ekpeded  in  uie  time.

Boyne^  Fort  Royal  Bay^  Martinique,   ' 
Sir,  March  25,   1794* 

My  letter  to  you  of  the  i6th9  by  the  Roebuck  packet^  a  duplicate 
of  which  is  tncmedt  has  made  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  Admi- 
taky  acquainted  with  the   operations  of  the  iiege  until  that  date ;  I 
lunre  the  pleafure  to  communicate,  for  their  loralhips  further  infor* 
iMtion,   that  the  battery  on  Point  Carrierei    which  forms  the  cad 
fide  of  the  entrance  of  the  Careenage,  opened  at  day-lieht  on  the  i  *jth^ 
and  with  the.  gun  boats  kept  an  inceflant  fire  on  Fort  St*  Louis,  while 
tile  gtih  ahd  mortar  batteries  on  the  heights  played  on  Fort  Bourbon ; 
lieutenant  Bowen  of  the  Boyne,  who  had  commanded  the  night-guard 
and  gun-boats  for  a  confiderable  time,  perceiving  a  favourable  '  mo-^ 
ment,  puihed  into  the  careenage  with  tne  rowing  boats  of  the  ^ard, 
boarded  ^  Bien  Vena  French  frigate,  and  brought  off  the  captain, 
lieutenant,  and  about  twenty  men  who  were  on  board  her,  under  a 
finart  fire  of  grape  (hot  and  mufquetiy  from  the  ramparts  and  parapet 
of  die  fort.    The  fnccefs  of  this  gallant  action  determined  the  gene« 
lal  and  me  to  attempt  the  fort  and  town  of  Fort  Royal  by  afifault,  and 
I  dire^d  forty  fcaling  ladders  to  be  made  of  bamboo,  and  fmall 
ftretdhed  cordage,  from  twenty  to  thirty-fix  feet  long,  and  ordered  the 
Afia  and  Zebra  to  be  held  in  readinefs  to  entec  the  careenage,  in  ordec 
to  batter  the  fort,  and  to  cover  the  flat  boats,  barges,  ana  pinnaeesit 
onder  die  command  of  commodore  Thompfon,  fupported  by  captains 
Nogent  tnd  Riou,  while  the  grenadieis  and  light  infantry  from  the 
camp  at  Soururie  advanced  with  field  pieces. along  the  fide  of  the  hill 
mider  Fort  Bourbon,  towards  the  bridge,  over  m  canal,  at  the  back 
of  Port  Royal.    This  combination  fucceeded  in  every  part,  except  the 
entrance  of  the  Afia,  which  failed  for  the  want  of  precifion  in  At  an- 
fiient  lieutenant  of  the  port  Monfieur  dc  Tourelles,  who  had  under*^ 
taken  to  pilot  the  Afia.    Captain  Faulknor  obferving  that  (hip  baffled 
in  her  attempts,  and  the  Zebra  having  been  under  a  ihower  of  gnpe 
(hot  for  a  great  length  of  time  (which  he,  his  officers  and  (loops 
K>mpany,  flood  with  a  firmnefs  not  to  be  defcribed),  he  determined  to 
undertake  the  fervice  alone,  and  he  executed  it  with  matchlefs  intre- 
pidity and  condudl,  running  the  Zebra  clofe  to  the  wall  of  the  fort, 
ind  leaping  overboard,  at  i&  hcad.of  h\%  (loop's  company^  afiailed  and 
x>ok  this  iniportant  pofb'  before  the  boats  could  get  on  fhore,  although 
iiey  rowed  with  all  the  force  and  animation  which  chara^rizes  Eng- 
li(h  feamen  in  the  face  of  an  enemy.    No  language  oC  mine  can  ex- 
i»efs.|he  merit  of  captain  Faulknor  upon  this  occafion ;  but  as  evexy

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officer  and  man  in  the  army  and  fqaadron  bears  teftimony  to  it>  tUi 
incomparable  a^on  cannot  fail  of  being  recorded  in  the  page  of 
Iiiftory.  The  erenadiers  and  light  infantry  made  good  afe  of  that 
field  pieces  and  mufquets ;  and»  foon  after  the  furrender  of  the  hit, 
took  poflfeffion  of  the  town,  by  the  bridge  over  the  canal  at  the  back  of' 
it|  wnile  a  ftrong  detachment  from  the  nav^l  battalions  at  Point  ^fe- 
grO)  under  the  command  of  captains  Rogers,  Scott,  and  Bayntooy 
in  flat  boatSi  barges^  and  pinnaces^  approached  the  beach  in  fnot. 
Monf.  Rochambeau  did  not  lofe  a  moment  in  requefting  that  com- 
millioners  might  be  appointed  to  confider  of  terms  of  furrender;  and 
the  general  and  I  named  commodore  Thompfon,  colonel  Symes»  and 
captain  Conyngham^  to  meet  three  perfons  named  by  him  at  DiUon'i 
plantation^  at  nine  o'clock  on  the  2ift>  and  on  the  2  ad  the  terms 
were  concluded.  The  rapid  fuccefs  of  his  Majefty's  arms  has  bcea 
produced  by  the  high  courage  and  perfeverance  of  his  officers,  foldiexii 
and  feamen  in  the  moft  dimcult  and  toilfome  laboars»  which  nothiiw 
ihort  of  the  perfect  unanimity  and  afie^tion  between  them  and  dnt 
chiefs  could  have  furmounted. 

Commodore  Thompfon  condndled  the  enterprise  on  the  fide  of  Ls 
Trinite  like  an  able  and  judicious  officer.     Captain  Henry  carried  on 
the  bufinefs  at  Ance  d'Arlet  with  great  energy,  and  has  been  indeCi- 
tigable  in  forwarding  all  the  operations  he  has  had  a  (hare  in.    To 
captains  Brown,    Nugent,    Harvey,    Maddiam,    Faulknor,  Sawyer> 
Carpenter^  and  Scott,  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  the  manner  in  which 
they  conduced  the  attack  againft  St.  Pierre.   Captains  Harvey,  KcUf, 
Rojgers,  Salifhury,   Incledon,  Riou,   lord  Garlics,  Carpenter»  Scoiti 
and  Bayntun,  have  gained  great  reputation  in  the  anmy  by  the  condo^ 
of  the  naval  battalions,  and  working  parties  under  their  comnand* 
Captain  Berkeley  (fince  the  arrival  of  the  Afliirance)  has  fbmiflieda 
powerful  reinforcement  of  men  from  that  (hip.    Captain  Pierrepoint 
Bar  been  very  adlive  in  the  fervices  allotted  to  the  Seaflower.    In  cap* 
tain  Grey  I  nave  found  the  experience  of  ag^  joined  to  the  vigour  of 
youth.    The  captains  of  the  44  gun  (hips  armed  en  flute»  of  the  iloie* 
Ihip  and  hofpital  (hip,  have  done  well. 

For  other  particulars  I  beg  leave  to  refer  their  lordihips  to  cn)nda 
Powlet,  who  carries  this  dilpatch,  and  to  captain  Madkham  ot  the 
Blonde>  who  conveys  him.  They  ferved  with  commodore  Thompfbui 
at  La  Trinite,  and  arrived  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ifland  in  time  Qk 
have  a  (hare  in  moft  of  the  tran(adions  there.

I  have  the  pkafore  to  acquaint  vooi  that  the  only  lofs  we  have  fuf- 
tainedin  the  capture  of  Fort  Royal  b  the  pilot  of  the  Zebra  killed,  and 
four  feamen  belonging  to  the  fame  (hip  wounded.  So  foon  as  I  per- 
ceived flie  could  fetch  in,  J  gave  orders  to  captains  Nugent  and  R10U9 
who  commanded  the  fiat  boats,  which,  with  the  men  embarked  in 
them,  were  laying  upon  their  oars,  to  puih  in,  and  mount  the  walls; 
when  every  exertiOn  was  made,  and  the  boats  feemed  to  fly  towards  the 
fort.  Captain  Faulknor,  in  the  mean  time,  in  a  moft  fpirited  and 
gallant  manner,  entered  the  harbour  through  the  fire  of  all  their  bat- 
teries, and  laid  his  floop  along-iide  the  walls,  there  being  deep  water 
cloie  to ;  when  the  enemy,  terrified  at  his  audacity,  the  fiat  boats 
full  of  feamen  pulling  towards  them,  and  the  appearance  of  the  troops 
from  all  quarters,  ftruck  their  colours  to  the  Zebra.  A  well  dire^d 
and  fteady  fire  from  the  gun  boats  under  lieutenant  Bowen,  as  alfo  from 
our  batteries,  was  of  great  fervice*  The  alacrity  and  fteadinefs  of  the 
officers  and  feamen  in  general  under  my  command  was  fuch,  thai  I  had 
not  the  leall  doubt  of  fucoefi  againft  the  whole  force  of  tbeepemy,  had 
they  difputed  our  tntrance.

A  dif patch f  dated  St,  Lucia,  April  41  1 794,  of  wahicb  thefdhwing  is 
an  Extrad,  txjas  this  day  recei'vtjl  from  General  Sir  Charles  Qpty, 
K^  B.  hy  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Duudasy  bis  Maje/fs  Frinctpd,  Secn^ 
tary  of  State  for  the  Home  department. 

In  my  difpatch  of  the  25th  ultimo  I  had  the  happineis  to  acquaint 
you  of  the  furrender  of  ^ort  Bourbon  (now  fort  Georjee)  and  the  liland 
of  Martinicoj  on  that  day ;  and  that  I  would  not  lofe  time  to  embark 
troopj  ordinance)  &c.  to  profeCute  vi'goroufly  Aich  other  objeAs  tnd 
fervices  as  hb  Majefty  had  been  plea^  to  entruft  me  with  the  exe- 
cution of. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  vnth  the  further  fucceis  of 
his  Majefty's  arms,  in  die  conqueft  of  this  fine  ifland';  the  French^- 
rifon,  under  the  command  of  general  Richard,  in  the  works  onMone 
Fortunee,  having  marched  6uty  and  laid  down  their  arms  this  moming 
by  nine  o'clock ;  at  whibh  time  his  RoysJl  Highnefs  PrinCt  Edwax£ 
with  his  brigade  of  gtenadiersy  and  major-general  Dnndas,  with  his 
brigade  of  light  infantry,  marched  in,  and  took  pofleifion.  On  the 
joth  ultimo  the  brigade  of  grenadiers  commanded  by  his  Royal  High- 
nefs  Prince  Edward ;  the  bngade  of  light  infantry,  by  major-geneni 
Dundas;  and  the  6th,  9th,  and  43d  regiments,  by  colonel  Sir  Chsfks 
Gordon,  with  engineers,  &c.  under  colonel  Durnford,  and  a  dctsch» 
ment  of  the  royal  artillery,  with  feme  light  ordnance,  under  Iku- 
tenant-colonel  Paterfon,  embarked  on  board  his  Majefty's  (hips  in  the 
bay  of  Fort  Royal,  having  left  the  tranfports  and  heavy  artillery  at 
Martinico;  and  alfo  left  there  the  15th,  .59ch,  56th,  5Stb,  64th,  and 
70th  regiments,  artilleryj  &c«  as  a  garrifon,  under  Heutenant-geocial 
rreicott,  brigadier- general  Whyte,  and  colonel  Myers ;  but  that  dsj 
proving  very  rainy,  hazy,  and  calm,  we  did  not  fail  till  the  %A% 
and  reached  St.  Lucia  the  ill  inftant;  Every  neceifary  matter  being 
previouily  concerted  and  arraigned  with  the  admiral,  we  proceeded,  and 
effeded  three  di Jcrent  landings,  with  little  refinance,  and  no  lofs»  viz. 
Major-general  Dundas^s  divifi(Hi,  confifting  of  the  3d  battalion  of  light 
infantiy.  under  lieutenant-colonel  Clofe,  and  conduded  by  captain 
Kelly,  and  lord  Gadies  of  the  nayy^  at  Ance  du  Cap ;  and  the  2d  light 
infantry,  under  lieutenant-colonel  Blundell«  conduced  by  commodore 
sThompfonj  at  Ance  du  Choc,  whf>  were  ordered  to  join,  taking  the

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enemy's  batteries  in  reverfe^  and  to  occupy  <  a' near  pofition  fcr  tb# 
purpofe  of  invefting  the  works  of  Mcme  Fortunee,  on  the  fide  qi 
the  careenage,  which  was  executed  with  the  ufual  fpirit  and  abtlitf  of 
that  major-general,  and  the  flank  battalions.  His  Ro^^al  Higbneft 
Prince  Edward's  divifion  the  ift  and  3d  grenadiers^  difembarked  at 
Marigot  des  Rofeaux  immediately  nnder  the  admiral's  own  difedionn 
ftflifted  by  captain  Uervev,  and  immediately  proceeded  to  co-oper^ 
ate  with  major-general  Dondas,  to  inveft  Mpme  Fortnnee. .

Captain  "Parker ^  late  of  bis  Majeftfsjbip  Blanche ^  arri<ved  this  mominjt 
nvith  dif patches  from  Vice^Admiral  Sir  John  Jervis^  K,  B.  Comr 
vioftder  in  Chief  of  his  Majefy's  Jhips  atid  vfjfcls  at  Barhadoes  and 
the  Leenvard  Ijlands^  to  Mr.  Stepbemsy  dated  Harrington  hay  (late 
Grand  Cvl  de  SacJ^  St,  Lucia,  April  4,  1 794,  of*whicb  the  following 
is  an  extra^, 

«  On  the  z9th  and  30th  of  March  I  direded  fuch  troops  and  anillery 
at  the  general  thought  necelTary  for  the  reduf^ion  of  St.  Lucia  to  be 
embarked  on  board  the  (hips  of  war  and  copper-fheathed  tranfports; 
and  on  the  31ft  at  noon  I  failed  with  the  fquadron  of  his  Majefty't 
Ihips  under  my  command,  and  the  day  following  landed  the  light  in- 
fantry and  grenadiers,  in  the  following  order :  Major-general  Dundas^ 
with  a  part  of  his  corps,  embarked  on  board  the  Solebay,  Winchelfea, 
and  London  tranfoort,  about  three  o'clock,  at  A  nee  de  Becune,  a  little 
within  Point  du  Cap,  and  one  mile  and  a  quarter  diftant  from  Grot 
lOet, 

'<  lliis  fenrice  was  performed  with  neatnefs  and  preciiion  ander  the 
dirtdion  of  Lord  Vifcount  Garlics,  captain  Kelly  being  ill  of  a  fever. 
The  other  part  of  major-general  Dundas's  corps  embarked  on  board 
the  Vengeance,  Irrefmable,  and  Rattlefnake;  were  landed  in  Choc 
bay,  by  fignal  from  the  Boyne,  at  five  o'clock ;  and  the  corps  of 
grenadiers  under  the  command  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  Prince  Edward, 
(embarked  in  the  Santa  Margaritta,  Rofe  and  Woolwich)  were  landed 
ander  the  judicious  diredlion  of  captain  Harvey,  at  Marigot  des  Ro- 
ieaox,  before  fun-fet ;  as  were  the  corps  of  light  infantry  embarked  in 
the  Boyne  and  Veteran,  under  the  command  of  colonel  Coote,  near  the 
Giand  Cul  de  Sac,  after  the  clofe  of  the  day. 

^  In  ranging  the  coaft  to  thefe  different  points  of  debarkation  the 
Ihijps  were  obli2ed  to  hug  the  (hore,  and  Teceived  many  (hot  in  their 
huDt,  yards,  fails  and  rigging,  from  the  numerous  batteries  along  the 
Hoaft,  but  happily,  though  the  (hips  were  fo  much  crowded  with  men« 
jiot  a  drop  of  blood  was  ipilt. 

'  "  The  grenkdiers  and  light  infantry  having  carried  all  the  outpofts 
^nd  batteries  the  night  before  lad,  wixh  fome  lofs  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy,  the  general  and  myfelf  thought  proper  to  furomons  the  Moma 
Fortunee  to  furrender  yellerday  morning,  to  which  an  equivocal  an- 
swer beir>g  returned,  a  difpodtion  was  made  for  landing  the  battalions 
of  feamen  from  the  different  (hips,  and  the  terms  of  furrender  were 
inftantly  difpatched,  to  which  the  garrifon  has  acceded,  and  maiched 
out  at  nine  p*clock  this  morning,  grounding  their  arms  at  a  place  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpofe.

ing«  The  feveral  divifions  having  marched  earlier,  according  to  the 
dittance  they  had  to  go,  to  be  ready  to  combine  and  commence 
the  attack  at  the  fame  indant ;  and  this  fervice  was  performed  with 
fuch  exaditttde,  fuperior  ability,  fpirit,  and  good  condu^  by  the  of« 
ficers  who  feverally  command  thofe  divifions,  and  every  officer  and 
ibldier  nnder  them,  as  do  them  more  honour  tha^  I  can  find  ^ord?  to 
convey  an  adequate  idea  of,  or  to  exprcfs  the  high  fenfe  1  ente^^ 
.tain  of  their  extraordinary  merit  on  the  occafion.  The  fuccefs  we 
have  already  had,  puts  us  in  pofiefiion  of  Grand  Terre,aud  we  ihall  ufe 
our  utmod  exertions  to  get  in  podeffion  of  Bade  Terre  alfo,  with  all 
podible  expedition,  to  complete  the  conqued  of  this  iflandh  The 
returns  of  killed  and  wounded,  and  alfo  a  return  of  the  killed,  wound- 
ed,  and  prifoners  taken  of  the  enemy,  are  tranfmitted  herewith.

Captain  Nugent  arrived  yeflerday  ivith  a  Letter  from  Vice-Admiral 
Sir  John  Jervis^  K.  B»  Commander  in  Chief  of  his  Majefiy's  ' 
Jbips  and  vejfels  at  Barhadoes  and  the  Leeward  Ijlands^  dated 
Boyney  Bajfeterre^  Gaudaloupej   April  23,    1794*    addrejfed  to 
Mr.  StephenSy  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract. 

On  the  14th  inftant  the  Quebec,  Winchelfea,  Blanche,  Experiment. 
Woolwich,  and  three  gun-boats,  with  two  divifions  of  the  army  under 
the  command  of  Prince  Edward  and  colonel  Symes,  in  tranfports, 
were  ordered  to  anchor  under  Iflet  haut  de  Fregatte,  and  the  troops 
were  landed  that  night,  and  the  following  morning  at  Petit  Bcurg,  (.n 
the  fame  day  the  Irrefidible,  Veteran,  Aflivance,  Santa  Margarita, 
and  two  gun-boats,  were  detached  with  a  corps  under  the  command  of 
major-general  Dundas,  and  an  army  hofpital  fhip  and  vicluallers,  to 
ihe  Road  of  Bailiff,  near  the  town  of  BafTeterre ;  and  the  day  after- 
wards I  followed  in  the  Boyne,  accompanied  by  the  Infpeftor  and 
Bull  Dog  floops,  fome  army  viduallcrs,  and  two  hofpital  (hips,  and 
W9^  joined  by  the  Terpfichore  and  Zebra  Hoop,  and  two  gun-boat^ 
off  les  Ifles  des  Saintes  in  the  afternoon ;  when  perceiving  that  the 
troops  had  not  reached  Trois  Rivieres,  I  flood  off  and  on  between 
that  anchorage  and  the  Saints  during  the  night ;  and  on  the  morning 
of  the  17th,  being  joined  by  the  Winchelfea  and  an  ordnance  florc 
fhip,  I  ordered  captain  lord  Garlics  to  take  under  his  command  the 
above-mentioned  iloops  of  war,  gun-boats,  the  viduallers,  hofpiral 
fhips,  and  ordnance  florelhips,  and  to  anchor  at  Trois  Rivieres,  which 
he  performed  with  his  ufual  promptitude ;  and  I  then  proceeded  in  the 
Boyne  to  the  Road  of  Bailiff,  where  I  anchored  before  fun-fet,  and 
received  a  very  fatisfaflory  report  from  captain  Henry  of  the  debark- 
ation and  progrefs  of  major-general  Durjaas's  corps.  Force  ving,  as 
I  paffed  Baffeterre,  fome  movements  amongft  the  (liipplng  that  indicat- 
ed a  defign  to  efcape  in  the  night,  and  a  few  people  bufy  in  the  bat- 
teries between  that  town  and  the  Road  of  Bailiff,  I  fent  captain  Grey, 
with  a  detachment  of  marines,  to  difable  the  guns  in  the  batteries, 
and  the  boats  of  the  other  (hips  to  intercept  any  thing  attempting  to 
,go  out.  Soon  after  fun-fct  foroc  incendiaries,  \yho  had  plundered  the 
'  town. 
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toun,.fct  it  on  fire,  and  got  off  in  an  armed  iichooner.  Moft  of  the 
other  vciiVls  were  brought  into  the  Road  ©f  Bailifi*  by  the  boats; 
attiong  them  the  Gaadaloujx?  repiiblican  floop  of  war. 

I  have  now  the  grcateft  fatisfadion  in  informing  you  of  the  entire 
rcduflion  of  the  French  iflands  in  thefe  feas ;  the  poft  of  the  Palmifte 
was  carried  by  the  divifions  of  Prince  Edwaird  and  colonel  Symcsi 
under  the  command  of  general  Sir  Charles  Grey ;  and  that  of  Momc 
Howcl  by  the  corps  of  major-general  Dundasy  was  carried  before  day- 
break  on  the  20th,  when  jeneral  Collot  immediately  farrendered 
Fort  Charles,  upon  terms  oi  honour  to  himfelf  and  garrifon.  Lord 
Garlics,  in  the  Winchelfea,  with  three  flank  cofiipanie?  of  the  39th  le- 
gimcnt,  will  proceed  this  evening  to  Mariegalantey  to  receive  the  fub- 
aiiifion  of  that  ifland,  as  commaiuied  by  general  Collot ;  from  thence 
he  will  go  with  a  fmall  detachment  to  De£rada  for  the  like  purpofe. 

The  unabated  exertions  of  the  officers  and  feamen  under  my  com- 
mand will  never  be  furpaflSed ;  they  kept  conftant  pace  with  the  efforts 
of  the  troops,  and  thus  united,  no  difiiculty  or  aanger  arreted  dieir 
career  of  glory  for  an  inftant.  From  the  general  and  other  officen.of 
the  army,  with  whom  I  had  frequent  occa£ons  to  tranfad  bufinefs,  1 
never  experienced  an  unpieafantitem;  and  I  found  in  colonel  Symcs, 
the  quarter- mafter-general,  refources,  %eal>  and  ability  fuperior  to 
every  obftacle  which  prefented. 

Captain  Nugent,  who  carries  this  difpatch,  will  recite  many  parts 
of  the  detail,  which,  in  the  various  operations  I  had  to  concert,  oare 
efcaped  ray  memory.  He  ferved  with  the  naval  battalions  at  Marti- 
nique, St.  Lucia,  and  in  this  ifland,  and  was  prefent  at  many  of  the 
nloft  important  flrckes»

the  following  is  a  (  opy.

In  tlie  letter  which  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  to  you  from  the 
Mole,  by  the  laft  pacquet,  I  acquainted  you  of  the  very  critical  fitu- 
ation  in  which  I  had  found  this  country,  and  of  the  numberlefs  de- 
tachments that  were  obliged  to  march  for  the  defence  of  the  diiTercnt 
pofts:  That  the  neighbouring  parifhes  of  Bombarde,  &c.  to  the  Mole, 
had  defcrted  our  caufe ;  and  that,  with  the  fmall  body  of  troops  within, 
the  garrifon,  though  firong  to  a  degree  in  the  fea  front,  was  totally  dc- 
fencelefs  to  the  land.  Having  obviated  thisdefcdl,  by.  a  chain  of  re- 
doubts and  flcches,  which  defended  each  other,  and  feeing  that  two 
frigates,  with  a  garrifon  fufficient  for  the  fecurity  of  the  Mole,  was 
all  that  was  vvantcd  there,  1  determined  on  bold  and  decided  meafurcs

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to  favc  the  country ;  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  comnnodore  Ford  and 
lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke,  who  bad  cominanded  here  with  fo  much 
credit)  I  refolved  to  attack  Port-aU- Prince,  the  refidcnce  of  the  com- 
millionerSy  and  the  capital  of  this  fide  of  the  ifland ;  and  proceeded 
with  the  three  regiments,  viz.  the  2ad,  23d,  and  41ft  (except  their  flank 
companies*  which  had  been  left  at  Martinique),  in  their  tranfports, 
with  a  detachment  from  the  fis^sk  companies  of  the  regiments  bere« 
in  all  one  thoufand  four  hundred  and  fixty  five  rank  and  file  fit  fosp 
duty,  efcorted  by  one  74;  two  64,  one  50,  three  frigates,  and  three 
(loops,  I  left  the  Mole  for  that  purpofe.  The  commodore  was  unfor- 
tunately, feized  with  a  fever  foon  after  our  failing.  We  picked  up 
what  fmall  craft  we  could  along  ihore,  and  arrived  in  the  Bay  of  Port- 
4u- Prince  on  the  31ft  of  May,  where,  feeing  the  fituation  favourable 
to  our  plan  oi  attack  (which  was  on  both  flaiuu  and  centre  at  the  fame 
time,  as  near  as  circumflances  would  admit),  the  militia  cavalry  of  Leo- 
gane  was  ordered  to  move  horn  their  quajrters,  and  to  advance  on  the 
Bizotton  road,  where  the  right  attack  was  to  be  made ;  the  L'Arcahaye 
cavalry  by  the  lef^,  to  the  Salines,  where  the  enemy  was.  polled,  a^ 
entrenched  with  cannon.  This  difpofition  having  been  made,  I 
ordered  major  Spencer,  with  three  hundred  Britifh,  and  fome  of  the 
colonial  troops,  to  land  within  one  inile  of  Fort  Bizotton,  covered  by 
.two  floops  ot  war.  As  foon  as  the  two  line. of  battle  ihips,  and  a  fri- 
gate, ordered  againil  this,  had  filenced  the  fire,  which  they  efieAed  ia 
four  hours,  the  troops  landed,  and  advanced^  through  a'  different  road* 
towards  the  fort,  with  little  oppofition.  On  their  arrival  within. a 
fmall  diftance  of  the  fpot,  a  violent  thunder  ftorm  took  place,  and, 
taking  ad vant^e  of  toe  lucky  minute  afforded  to  them  by  fo  favour- 
able a  circumfiance,  the  advanced  troops  ruihed  forward  with  their 
bayonets,  and  carried  the  place  by  affault.  Unfortunately  we  lod  a 
gallant  young  man,  captain  Wallace,  of  the  22 d;  and  captain  Daniel, 
of  the  4 ill,  was  wounded. 

This  great  point  being  carried,  I  repaired  (with  lieutenant-colonel 
Whitelocke,  whom  I  ordered  to  take  the  command  of  the  centre)  to 
the  oppofite  fide  of  the  Bay ;  and,  having  landed  major  {landfield  with 
two  hundred  BritiOi  troops,  to  fupport  the  attack  on  the  pod  of  Salines 
(the  /rig^es  fcouring  the  beach,  and  enfilading  the  entrenchments],  he 
attacked  and  carried  the  poll  without  lofs  ;  and,  continuing  his  marqhy 
the  next  day  he  turned  the  batteries  which  defended  the  landings  near 
to,  and  0(1  the  left  of  Port-au-Prince.  The  enemy  being  thus  hemmed 
in  on  all  fides,  excepting  in  the  reari  and  perceiving  numbers  moving 
out  by  the  road  called  the  Charbonnier,  we  determined  on  a  general 
ailaulty  and  the  fieet  and  army  advanced;  when  the  enemy  perceiving 
our  motions,  ftruck  their  flags,  and  abandoned  the  place,  having  pre- 
vioufly  fpiked  their  cannon  on  the  land  defences ;  and  the  two  com- 
miffioners  from  France,  Polvereleand  Santhonax,  with  the  black  gene- 
ral MonbrtiM  (who  was  wounded  with  a  bayonet  at  Bizotton),  efcaped, 
and  I  hsLvt  not  fince  been  able  to  learn  any  certain  accounts  of  them ; 
but  beinjg  informed  that  a  body  of  the  enemy  had  affembled  near  to 
this  place,  with  aine  pieces  of  cannon,  I  gave  orders  to  attack  them. 
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Which  wgi  accordingly  done ;  they  were  foon  difperfed  with  the  lofs 
of  their  guns.  Another  party  at  the  Coix  de  Bouquet,  on  the  further 
f;de  of  the  plain^  and  bordering  on  the  Spaniih  territories,  was  alfo 
diflperfied*  The  inhabitants  of  this  part  of  the  ifland  infixing  on  the 
Bntifli  coloars  being  eieAedy  'twas  accordingly  done. 

The  importance  of  this  conqueft  to  Great  Britain  you,  Sir,  mud 
know  :  there  is  more  fugar  now  nearly  ready  to  cut  than  in  all  Ja- 
aiaica, 

I  was  fisnt  here  with  difcredonal  orders  by  Sir  Charles  Grey,  and 
defiled  to  communicate  with  major-general  Williamfon.  The  orders 
of  the  fleet  were  to  aflemble-at  Tibaroone  Bay,  and  if  ho  orders  had 
been  arrived  from  Jamaica,  they  were  to  proceed  there  :  but  compar- 
ing  the  different  leports  received  from  the  Mole^  as  well  as  what  I  iaw 
oT their  danger  at  Tiburoone^  I  called  upon  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  fleet,  and  reqaefted  he  would  immediately  fail  for  the  Mole :  from 
the  reafons  I  ftated  to  him,  he  moft  readily  acquiefced,  and  we  were 
welcomed  on  oar  arrival  there  bv  all  as  their  deliverers.  I  hope.  Sir, 
my  conda^  mav  meet  with  my  fovereien's  approbation. 

Allow  mcp  Sir,  to  exprefs  how  feniible  I  am  of  the  zeal  and  a6Hvity 
which  the  navy  and  army  have  ibewn  on  this  interefting  occaEon,  and 
how  uiuform  their  nnanimity  has  been  on  every  occafion. 

Lieatenant-colonel  Whitelocke  will  have  the  honour  to  deliver  this 
-  difpatch,  and  there  is  none  caii  give  more  real  information  of  this 
comitry  :  he  has  commanded  here  with  infinite  merit,  and  acquitted 
himfelf  on  many  arduous  and  trying  occafions  in  a  manner  which  has 
contributed  to  the  good  of  the  King's  fervice,  and  to  his  own  honour. 
He  has  done  the  du^  of  quarter- msSler  general  during  the  expedidon, 
and  for  colonial  reafons  I  gave  him  the  rank  of  coloneL  I  have  alfo 
given  to  major  Spencer  the  rank  of  lieu  tenant- colonel,  meaning  to  ap- 
•  p«int  him  deputy  quarter-mafter  general.  He  is  an  ofiicer  of  great 
merit,  and  has  diftinguifhed  himfelf  on  many  occafions ;  but  as  it  be- 
longs not  to  me  to  give  rank,  I  hope  their  merits  may  be  confidered 
by  nis  Majefty.

(lores  taken  belonging  to  the  feveral  departments,  &c. 

Having  taken  this  place  on  his  Majefty's  birth-day,  I  honoured  the 
f«rt  with  the  name  of  George ;  the  port  remains  as  before*

A  Letter  from  Rear-Admiral  Ford  to  Mr^  Stephens^  dated  in  Pert" 
aU'Prince  Road,  the  p/A  of  lafl  month  ^  of  which  the  following  is  an 
ExtraHy  was  received  at  this  Office  lafl  night  by  Captain  Rowley ^ 
of  his  Majeflysjbip  Penelope. 

In  my  letter  of  the  2  2d  ult.  per  Cumberland  Packet,  I  acquainted 
you,  for  the  information  of  the  lords  commiilioners  of  the  admiralty, 
that  brigadier-general  Whytc,  with  22d,  23d,  and  41ft  regiments 
(flank  companies  excepted),  had  arrived  at  the  Mole,  with  the  Irre- 
fiftible,  Belliqueux,  and  Fly  Hoop ;  and  that  notwithilanding  the  diffi- 
cutties  we  had  to  furmount  (the  rainy,  feafon  being  fet  in^  the  fhips 
and  troops  fickly,  &c.),  it  was  the  intention  of  the  general^  and  myfelf, 
to  proceed  immediately  againft  Port-au-Prince,  and  every  exertion 
was  ufed  accordingly.  It  was  thought  expedient  for  the  (hips  of  war 
and  tran^rts  to  rendezvous  in  L'Arcahaye  road^  on  the  north  fhore  of 
Port-ku-Prince,  where  they  arrived  on  the  25th,  in  order  to  colledl  and 
prepare  the  fmall  craft  and  boats  neceiTary  to  land  the  troops,  and  to 
^t  the  colonial  troops,  both  on  the  fide  of  Leogane  and  L'Arcahaye, 
in  readineis  to  co-operate  with  the  army ;  which  being  completed  by 
the  30th,  the  fauadron  failed  at  noon  on  that  day,  aiftl  I  proceeded  in 
the  Europa,  witn  the  Irrefillible,  Belliqueux,  Sceptre,  and  Fly  floop,  with 
a  detachment  of  the  Britiih  and  colonial  troop,  of  the  advanced  poib  ' 
of  Bizotton,  on  the  fouth  fide ;  while  captain  Hills,  with  the  Her- 
mione,  Iphigenia,  Swan,  and  Marie  Antoinette,  fchooner,  went  on^ 
with  the  tranfportSy  and  the  grand  body  of  the  troops,  to  Point  Saline, 
where  they  anchored  the  fame  evening.  The  whole  force  being  thus 
coUefled,  and  the  operations  ready  to  commence,  a  flag  of  truce  was 
^ent,  on  the  following  morning,  to  demand  the  furrender  of  the  place  ; 
but  on  approaching  the  harbour,  the  officer,  charged  with  the  diipatch^ 
was  informed  that  no  flag  of  .truce  would  be  admitted,  and  the  letter 
was,  confequently,  returned  unopened. 

As  the  general  concurred  with  me  in  opinion  that  the  pofTeflion  of 
Fort  Bizotton  was  an  obje^  of  the  firfl  confideration,  the  Belliqueux 
and  Sceptre  were  ordered  to  attack  the  fea  front ;  the  Penelope,  at  the 
fame  time,  to  anchor  clofe  to  the  fhore,  to  flank  a  ravine  to  the  eafU 
wafd/oA  the  back  of  the  fort,  while  a  party  of  troops,  under  the  com- 
iD^d  of  lieutenant-colonel  Spencer,  of  the  13th  regiment,  were  to  be 
landed  jufl  out  of  gun-fhot,  to  the  weftward,  in  order  to  adt,  on  the 
moment,  according  to  the  exigency  of  fervice :  and  at  half  paft  eleven 
o'clock,  A.  M.  on  the  xfl  inft.  the  fea-breeze  fetting  in,  captains  Brine 
and  Decres,  the  commanders  of  the  two  flrft  mentioned  fhips,  weighed, 
per  flgnal,  and  placed  themfelves  with  the  utmoft  preciflon  againft  the 
fort,  and  immediately  commenced  a  very  brifk  and  well-direded  fire 
againft  it,  and  Penelope,  in  the  fame  manner,  upon  the  Ravine.  The 
Europa  aixd  Irrefiflible  alfo  weighed,  and  kept  under  fail,  to  throw  in  a 
broaafide  when  opportunity  required,  as  well  to  keep  off  a  body  df 
the  enemy's  horfe>  and  fome  brigands,  who  appeared  difpofed  to  annoy 
-  •  the 
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the  landing  of  the  troops,  At  five  o'clock  the  detachment  was  who!!/ 
difembarked^  under  the  di region  of  captain  Affleck,  of  the  Fly  iloop^ 
and,  although  the  fort  returned  the  fire  of  the  (hips  but  (lowly  after 
they  were  placedi  and  fometimes  appeared  quite  ulenced,  yet  the  co. 
lours  were  ilill  flying,  and  a  (hoc  now  and  then  fired  till  ix  o'clock^ 
P.  M«  when  a  n)o(l  tremendous  thunder  llorm  and  deloge  of  rain  put 
an  end  to  all  firing;  and,  about. half  pad  eight  o'clock,  the  fort  was 
ilormed,  and  carried  by  captf^in  Daniel,  of  the  41ft  regiment,  with  60 
men,  ^ho  was  fpon  after  joined  by  lieutenant-colonel  Spencer  and  his 
detachment ;  and  in  the  morning  the  Britiih  colours  were  hoided. 

On  the  evening  of  the  2d,  a  party  of  200  Briti(h>  under  the  com- 
mand of  colonel  Hampfield>  were  landed  at  Point  Saline;  and  early 
next  morning  the  Hermione  and  Iphigenia  werCf  under  fail,  firing  on. 
an  advanced  poft  of  the  enemy,  named  Bernadon,  in  order  to  divert 
their  attention  from  colonel  Hampfield's  detachment,  while  he  efifedled 
a  jundion  with  a  body  of  colonial  cavalry  commanded  by  lieutenant, 
colonel  la  Pointe,  as  well  as  to  prepare  for  the  landing  of  the  grand 
body  of  the  troops  with  which  the  general  intended  to  difembark,  and 
poilcfs  himfelf  of  the  heights  above  Fort  Robin,  and,  after  fecuring 
fhe  advanced  polls  of  Fofle  and  Dimanchc«  |o  attack  th^t  fort,  while 
the  (hips  were  to  engaee  the  fea-batteries ;  and  lieutenant-colooel 
Spencer  was  to  make  a  diverfion  from  Bizotton  afiifted  by  a  body  of 
colonial  cavalf}' :  but  the  weather  proving  bad  ip  the  evening,  the 
troops  on  the  north;fide  could  not  be  difembarked,  though  the  eneniy 
(hewed  every  appearance  of  fear  and  confufion ;  and  during  the  night 
i  received  information,  by  fome  deferters  from  the  town  to  the  Eoropsi 
that  the  commififaries,  with  the  principal  part  of  their  force,  bad  made 
their  efcapc  towards  Aux  Cayes  before  they  were  furrounded  by  car 
troops,  by  which  means  the  town  and  (hipping  were  faved,  as  they  had 
fitted  feveral  merchants  (hips  with  combufiiblesy  moored  expreisly  fof 
the  purpofe  of  fetting  fire  to  the  whole. 

As  foon  as  the  fca  breeze  fct  in  on  the  4th  inft.  the  (hips  of  war  got 
under  fail,  and  hoiiled  the  Brltifh  colours  on  the  fea  batteries,  while 
the  general  landed  at  the  north  part  of  the  town,  and  lieutenant-colo- 
nel Spencer  marched  in  on  the  fouth  at  the  fame  time,  and  took  po(ref« 
fion  of  the  principal  poils,  without  much  oppofition  or  lofs :  upoa 
which  I  ordered  a  royal  falute  to  be  fired,  in  honour  o£  the  day,  and  of 
the  important  advantage  gained  over  the  enemy  :  I  have  the  moft 
heartfelt  fatisfadlion  in  afTuring  their  lordfhips,  that  a  cordial  and  dit 
linguiihed  zeal  prevailed  between  the  army  and  navy ;  and  that  the 
captains,  ofHcers,  feamen,  and  marines,  under  my  cpmmand,  conduced 
themfelves  in  a  manner  truly  fpirited,  a,dlive,  and  to^nmendable^  and 
deferving  the  name  of  True  Britons.

Jhe  Letters  of  nvhich  the  follouaing  are  Extradit  from  Vici^Jdmral 
Sir  fohn  Jervis,  K*  B*  Commander  in  Chiif  of  his  Majefiys  Sii^s 
and  Vrjfeh  at  the  Leefward  Ijlatidsy  to  Mr.  Stephens^  ivere  recei'vedat 
this  Office  the  ^ih  inftant. 

Boyney  off  Point^-M^Pitrei  Guadatoupe^  June  13,  1794* 

At  four  o'clock,  the  morning  of  the  5th  inftant>  a  fchooner  bioogfat 
an  account  from  captain  Rofs,  commanding  his  Majefty's  (hip  the  Re- 
fourcef,  that  a  Trench  fquadron  had  appeared  off'Pointe-a-Pitre,  on  the 
3d  inftanty  with  a  body  of  troops  which  were  landed  and  mardiing  to 
attack  the  fort  of  La  Fleur  d'Epree.  I  did  not  lofe  a  moment  to  onler 
the  Vengeance  to  get  under  fail;  and  bein^ joined  by  the  Winchclfca 
and  Nautilus  floop,  I  pulhed,  with  a  prefs  of  fail,  for  Baflc  Tcrrc, 
Guadaloupe,  and  arrived  oflF  that  plaqe  at  two  o'clock,  P.  M.  on 
the  7th,  and  was  joined  by  the  Rcfource ;  and  having  put  general  Grc)', 
his  fnit  and  bac^gage  on  board  that  ftiip,  and  tHe  Winchelfca,  to  be 
landed  at  Baffe  Torre,  and  ordered  captain  fiayntun  of  the  Nautilus  to 
proceed  to  Martinique,  with  orders  from  the  general  for  a  reinforce- 
ment from  thence,  I  made  fail  for  this  road,  and  perceived  commodore 
Thompfon,  with  the  fquadron  from  Martinique,^  coming  round  the 
point  of  VieuK  Fort :  on  their  joining,  I  ordered  the  Solebay  4nd 
Avenger  into  Baffe  Terre  road,  to  carry  the  gteneral's  farther  orders 
into  execution  touching  reinforcements  from  the  different  iflandsl  I 
then  proceeded  hither  with  the  remainder  of  the  fquadron^  and 
anchored  at  noon  the  following  day,  with  the  Vanguard  and  Ven- 
geance, having  given  orders  to  the  Veteran  to  cruize  between 
Mariegalante  and  Defirada,  in  order  to  apprize  me  of  any  reinforce- 
ment of  the  enemy  which  might  appear  in  that  quarter;  and  for 
the  Infpedor  and  Bull  Dog  to  cruize  to  windward  of  the  fqtradron  at 
anchor,  within  reach  of  ugnals.  I  perceived  two  French  frigates, 
a  corvette,  two  large  (hips  appearing  to  be  armed  en  flute,  with  two 
other  (hips,  which,  l)eing  within  the  land,  we  could  not  afcertain, 
but  took  to  be  tranfports,  at  anchor  in  the  carcnage  of  Pointe-a-Pitrc, 
and  that  they  were  in  pofTeHion  of  U   Fleur  d'Epree,  confequcntly 

Grao^ 
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Grand  Terrc ;  of  which  I  immediately  icnt  intelUgenoe  to  the^neral 
by  different  routes.  In  the  evening  of  the  gm,  the  general  re- 
turned on  board  the  Boyne,  and  expreued  a  defire  that  th«  flank  com-^ 
panics  from  St.  Vincent's  and  Sj.  Lucia  might  be  fcnt  for.  On  the 
loth  I  difpatcheda  fchooncr,  with  orders  to  the  Veteran  to  perforqEi 
that  fervice ;  the  WInchelfea  arrived  the  fame  da/,  with  the  flai^k 
companies  of  the  21ft  regiment,  from  Aniiguai  and  on  the  |ith  the 
Solehay  arrived  from  Martinique,  with  brigadier  general  Symesn  aod 
the  flank  compaqies  of  the  64th  regiment,  as  did  the  Nautiias»  witl^ 
the  two  flank  companies  of  the  i  cth  regiment^  and  the  Affurance  frogi 
Grenada,  St.  Vincent's,  and  St,  Lucist. 

The  fame  unanimity,  ardour,  and  enterprize,  which  carried  t)i^ 
Itroops  and  fquadron  through  the  former  part  of  this  campaign,  ftyi 
pervades  every  departn^ent  i  and  I  have  no  doubt  of  a  glono^a  termi- 
nation of  it.

In  my  difpatches  of  lail  night,  I  omitted  to  acquaint  yo\i,  for  the 
ihformation  of  their  Lord(hlp«|  that,  on  notice  ot  a  body  of  troops 
having  landed  at  Gnlnde  T^rce,  Gq^daloupe,  the  legiflature  of  t& 
iflandof  St.  Chiiftopher's,  under  thediredtion  of  governor  Stanley^  and 
the  legiftature  of  Antigua,  under  that  of  Mr.  Prefident  Byaqi,  ha4 
dxftinguilhed  their  loyalty  in  a  very  fuperior  manner,  \q  ipflaatly  raifl 
ing  a  confiderable  body  of  volunteers  for  the  expedition,  and  fent 
them  hither  in  fchooners  at  ^\x  own  expence..

We  received  an  exprefs  at  St«  Chriftopher  on  the  4tb  ioftant,  witj^ 
the  unwelcome  news  of  the  deceaff  .01  major-gener^  Dnndasy  whp 
died  of  a  fever  at  Gaudaloupe,  after  a  few  days  illnefs  \^  and  in  hioj^ 
his  Msjefty  and  his  country  lofe  o;ie  of  dieir  braveft  and  beft  P$9fjr^ 
and  a  worthy  man.  I,  too,  feel  feverely  the  lofs  of  io  able  ^  afllfl^ 
stnt  on  this  arduous  fervic^^  and  a  valuable  friend  ever  tp  be  lameoledL 
Before  day  of  th6  {th  another  exprefs  arrived  at  St.  Chriflo{^er'is  f roof 
Guadaloupe,  with  intelligence  that  feveral  fail  of  French  line  of  battk 
ihips,  witn  fHgates,  tranfport$,  and  2  000  land  forces  on.  board,  ha4 
ippjcared  off  Pointe-a-l'etre,  Grand  Terre,  on  the  3d  ixitant* 

The  admiral  made  immediate  fail  fo^  Guadaloupe,  ^nd  we.  re9Qhe4 

Saflci  Terre  in  the  afternoon  of  the  7th.  inftant,  receiving  further intolr 

tis^nce  that  the  lenemy  had  .lan4<;d,,  forced  Fort.  Fleur  d'^pee  befoif 

diy  of  the  6th  inllant,  and  were  a^uaUy  in  poflfe^^  of  it,  with  Foit

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Xotiidf  Fort  Gdvefrnnent^  the  town  of  Poiote-a-f^efre^  &c«  and  ttetf 
(hipping  anchored  in  the  harbour.  I  landed  immediately  ait  B^tfie 
Terre^  and  the  admiral  prpceeded,  with  the  Ihips  of  war^  to  Pobte-a- 
Petrey  where  he  anchored  at  noo^of  the  8th  inftant,  daring  whicd  I 
continned  vifiting  the  pofts^  and  giving  the  neceflary  orders  at  Bafle 
Terre :  and  in  the  erening  ef  the  oth  following  I  returned  to  the  Boynei 
to  concert  neafures  with  the  admiral  for  regaining  Pointe-a-Petre  and 
Grand  Terre.  We  have  fent  to  the  different  iflands  to  colled  all  die 
force  that  can  be  fpared,  in  particular  the  flank  companies^  part  of 
whom  are  already  arrived ;  and  a^  every  effort  (half  be  made  on  our 
part>  at  the  fame  rime  that  we  can  thoroughly  depend  on  the  bravery 
mnd  exerrions  of  our  troops  and  feamen^  I  hope  foon  to  render  a  good 
account  of  this  fecond  e^p^dition,  having  their  ihips  completely  blocked 
up  within  the  inner  harbour,  which  are  now  found  to  confift  of  two 
frieates,  one  corvette,  two  laree  (hips,  appearing  to  be  armed  en  Ante, 
and  two  other  ihips  within  land,  fo  that  it  cannot  be  exadtly  difcovered 
what  the}^  are.  Their  troops  coniift  of  about  1 500  men,  joined  hf 
fome  mulattoes  and  negroes,  fince  landing,  of  courie.  I  traniiniC 
herewith  the  report  and  returns  of  lieutenant-colonel  Drommond,  of 
the  43d  regiment,  who  commanded  at  Fort  Fleur  d'Epee  md  Point^a 
Petre,  at  the  time  of  its  being  retaken  by  the  French :  whi^  armament 
that  retook  it  failed  from  Rochefbrt  about  the  it^itx  of  April  laft> 
having  had  a  paflage  of  41  days. 

Sir,  Safe  Terre,  June  9,  1794. 

I  embrace  the  earlieil  opportunity  to  inform  yon  of  the  arrival  of  a 
fquadroli  of  French  men  ot  war  at  the  iiland  of  Guadsdoope,  and  of 
tne  lofs  of  Fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  which  was  taken  by  ftorm,  on  Friday 
the  6th  inilant. 

On  Tuefday  the  jd  inHant  I  received  intelligence  from  captaia 
M'Dowall,  of  the  43d  regiment,  at  St.  Ann's,  that  nine  ihips  bearii^ 
the  national  colours  of  France,  were  then  off  the  town  St.  Fnincots, 
and  feemed  tc  be  failinjg;  along  the  coail  towards  Pointe^uPctre.  This 
leport  wa^  confirmed  foon  afterwards  by  the  arrival  of  other  cxprcffct 
from  different  parts  of  the  colonies ;  and  at  half  pail  foar  o'clock  the 
French  fquadron,  confiiling,  as  I  am  informed,  of  two  ihips  of  fifty 
guns,  otteof  ioxVf  guns,  armed  en  flute,  one  frigate  with  five  tranf- 
ports,  came  to  anchor  about  a  mile  and  a  half  beyond  the  village  of 
Cosier,  and  immediately  began  to  difembark  their  troops. 
-  On  the  receipt  of  captain  M'Dowall's  letter,  I  encloled  a  copy  of  it 
to  major-general  Dundas,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the  French  fleet  I  fent 
a  fecond  exprcfs  to  BaiTe  Terre,  explaining  the  nature  of  my  fituatioo, 
«ind  requefling  a  reinforcement,  as  it  was  generally  fuppoied  the  enemy 
meant  to  attack  us  in  the  evening  of  the  4ih  inilant ;  and  as  I  had  re- 
ceived  no  anfwer  to  my  letter  to  major-general  Dundas,  I  fent  to 
captain  Buchanan,  of  the  39th  regiment,  who  I  was  informqd  waa 
then  at  Marygat  with  fcvent^  men,  to  dcfire  he  would  march  with  all 
poffible  expedition  to  pur  aflulancei  but  the  anfwer  I  received  to  tboie 
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^pplicitions  was  one  letter  from  major  Maitlandy  faying  major-general 
I)iindas  was  deady  and  that  he  had  communicated  my  difpatchei  to 
lieutepant-colonel  Blundell,  with  a  ieconil  from  the  lieu tenant-cokuielf 
rxpreffing  a  doubt  whether  it  would  be  prudent  in  him  to  afford  me 
$ny  affidance  or  no*  The  communications  were  feconded  by  the  two 
indoied  letteiiy  which  were  put  into  my  hands  a  few  hours  before  the 
cjiemy  atttacked  the  fort.  On  the  evening  of  the  3d  tnftant  I  tock. 
every  precaution  to  ftrengthen  the  poft  of  Fort  Fleur  d'Epect  and  to 
i^cuke  the  beft  poflible  defence  in  cafe  of  an  attack^  that  the  nature  of 
our  fituation  would  allow.  All  the  detached  companies  mS  the  43d 
I3(giment  were  ordered  in ;  the  inhabitants  were  aiTembled^  and  ar- 
lived  in  their  feveral  pariihesy  as  well  as  all  the  Englifh  merchants  and 
iiHon  ^t  Pointe-a-Petre :  and  at  fix  o'clock  on  Wednefday  morning  1 
was  happy  to  An4  I  had  a  body  of  near  three  hundred,  men  at  the  fort» 
which  I  was  in  hopes  would  have  proved  fonpidable  enough  to  counter* 
aA  any  o£fenfive  operations  of  the  enen^y^  till.  I  could  procpre  a  mili- 
(ary  reinforcement  from  Bafle  Terre. 

Durine;  the  whole  ofWednefday,  the  jxh,  and  Thurfday,  the  jfth 
loftanty  tne  enemy  contented  themfelves  with  plundering  and  bummg 
the  hoafes  and  eftates  of  fome  gentlemen  in  the  vicinity  of  Gozier. 

I  had  every  reafon  to  believe^  from  the  informatioii  pf  the  parties 
lent  oat  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy  on;  the  4th  inftant,  that'  the  whole 
of  their  force  did  not  amount  to  more  than  three  hundred  men»  and  that 
they  were  not  only  worn  out  by  the  length  of  their  voyage^  but  &- 
tiffued  alfo  with  the,  excefs  they  had  committed  from  the  moment 
oT tl][eir  landing.  Imprefled  with  this  idea/  the  royaliits  in  the  fort 
vereanxioascto  march  out,  and^  ifpofnblcfurprize  the  enemy  at  theix 
fo&9  by.  which  means  we  might  have  cut  off  their  communication  with, 
any  diiaiSefbd  people  in  the  colony,  and  probably  hav^  forced  them, 
back  again  to  their  (hips.  .      - 

I  was|>erfuaded  fuch  an  attempt  might  be  offeryice*  ife^sded  wttb 
lelblntioiH  and  at  the  repeated  foUcitations  of  the  Royalifis^  I  per- 
qiitted  4^eiii  to  aflemble  one  hundred  and  eighty  volunteers^  and  pot 
them  qndex  the  command  of  captain  M'Dowa!!,  of  the  43d  teg^ttUp 
i^ho  offered  to  dired  their  operations.  The  party  marched  from  the 
fiirt  ahaot  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening;  but^  I  am  forry  to  fay,  my* 
]}opes  of  theT)enefit  we  might  have  derived  from  the  fuccefs  of  this  atr. 
tempt  were  entirely  defeated,  by  their  want  of  fteadinefs  and  difcip*. 
line. 

In  marching  along  the  road  leading  to  Gozier,  a  few  (hot  were  fired^ 
probably  by  a  picquet  of  the  enemy's,  from  the  bufhes  at  the  fide  oC 
-the  roaj :  the  moft  ihameful  panick  inftantly  prevailed  throughout  the- 
vhol^e  party :  a  general  difcharge  of  mufqnetry  commenced;  many  of 
thc;pn  tAmw  away  their  arms,  and  deferted  to  the  town;  fome  few  re» 
toroed  to  fleur  d'Epee,  and  it  wa^  with  (he  ereateft  difficulty  captain 
M^Dowall  could  colled  about  thirty  of  them  together^  whom  lie 
maidied  fome  minutes  after  into  the  fort.  I  am  forry  to  add,  that  the 
next  morning  were  found  three  of  the  Royalifts  4cad,  and  fpuf 
^oijnded,

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On  the  morning  of  Tharfday,  the  jtk  inftantf  ihe  enemy  landed 
tilirteon  boats  crowded  with  hilon,  and,  from  the  iiifennation  of  t 
prifoner  brought  into  the  fort>  I  leamt  it  was  theif  intention  to  attack 
at  that  nighty  and  that  their  numbers  amounted  to  from  twelve  t4 
fifteen  hundred  men.  As  I  faw,  from  the  cbnduA  of  the  Rovalifts  on 
the  preceding  night,  that  I  had  very  little  to  hope  from  their  fteadi^ 
nefs  and  re^Mution,  I  took  the  preeaufion  to  defend  thftgate^  and  line 
the  weakeft  part  of  the  work,  with  the  foldiers  of  the  43^  regiment^ 
keeping  a  fmall  body  as  a  corps  de  refenrCi  to  a^  oil  the  approach  oJF 
the  enemy. 

At  eleven  o'clock  a  party  of  horfe,  that  had  been  fcnt  out  to  recon- 
Hoitre,  returned,  and  informed  me  the  enemy  were  on  their  marchi 
and  in  poifeffion  of  the  village  of  Gozier.  At  one  o'clock  on  Friday 
momine  the  advanced  picquet  came  into  the  fort,  and  we  thea  dif« 
tin^ly  heard  the  approach  of  the  enemy  along  the  rbad  leading  from 
the  villa^.  '  We  inftantlv  commenced  a  fire  of  grape  (hot  from  one 
twenty. tour  pounder  and  two  field  pieces,  which  threw  them  into 
^eat  confufion,  and  muft  have  been  attended  with  cohfiderable  ef- 
ie^.  The  enemy  halted  for  two  or  three  minutes,  and  then,  at  the 
perfuafSon  of  their  officers,  marched  on  to  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and 
began  to  ftorm  the  work. 

We  kept  up  a  very  heavy  fire  of  muftjuetry  for  about  fifteen  minutes: 
iitit  enemy  were  evidently  repulfed,  and  I  am  perfuaded,  that  had  the 
Royalifls  aded  with  refolution  at  that  moment,  we  might  have  main' 
tained  our  ground ;  but,  on  the  fire  ceafing,  numbers  of  them  coo-' 
eluded  the  place  loft,  and,  abandoning  their  pofU,  ran  in  crowds  to- 
ivards  the  gate.  It  was  in  vain  for  the  foldiers  of  the  43d  regiment  to 
<^pofe  their  progrefs:  the  gates  were  laid  open,  and  nearly  one  half 
rf  the  whole  body  deferred  to  the  town. 

The  gates  were  again  clofed  as  foon  as  poflible,  and  the  fmall  body 
cir  the  43d  regiment,  which  I  had  kept  in  rcfervCj  moved  on  to  the 
attack.  Thcyoppofed  the  etttrante  of  the  enemy  for  fome  time,  but 
one  fide  of  the  work  having  been  abandoned  ^  and  left  entirely  defence- 
lefs,  we  found  ourfelvcs  nearly  furrounded,  and  I  then  ordered  the 
fbWicrs  I  had  with  me  to  charge  their  bayonets,  and  retire  i  few  paces 
to  t  fpOt  vi^here  we  might  be  better  able  to  defend  ourfelvea.  Here  we 
halted,  and  received  a  volley  of  mufquetry  froih  a  number  of  the  ene- 
my tlrat  had  formed  themfelvcs  in  a  body  in  our  front. 

The  crowd  of  people  that  now  came  rufhine  from  every  quarter  to* 
wards  the  gate  rendered  every  effort  of  the  foldiers  inefifedhial :  over- 
powered as  they  were,  they  found  thcmfelves  difperfed,  and  obliged  to 
retire.  I  confulted  with  two  or  three  officers,  that  continued  at  my 
ftde,  tvon  the  poffibility  of  rallying  once  more,  andftill  defending  the 
pT^ce ;  t)nt  it  was  their  general  opinion  that  the  fort  was  no  longer  te- 
nable, and  that  we  ought  to  retire ;  I  therefore  permitted  the  gate  to  he 
opened,  and  ordered  a  retreat  to  Fort  Louis. 

On  my  arrival  at  Fort  Louis  I  afTemblcd  the  foldiers,  with  a  ftCfAn^ 
tlon  to  defend  the  pofl ;  but  finding  that  I  had  not  quite  forty  men,  and 
that  it  would  be  impofliblc  to  hold  out  againftthc  enemy,  I- thought 

it 
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it  mort  pfnicht  to  retire,  ahd  favc  the  rcmaini  of  the  regimenty  thanta 
furrender  them  prifohers  of  war. 

I,  in  confequence,  ordered  the  men  to  march ;  and  colle€ling  the  de-* 
fachrheht  at  Fort  Govemmenty  with  the  foldiersu  that  had  efcaped 
fingly  from  Flcor  d'Epcci  I  proceeded  to  Petit  Canal;  and,  having 
Cflnbarked  in  two  boats>  iet  fail  from  Bafle  Tem>  where  we  arrived  at 
eleven  o'clock  yeftcrday  morning. 

Inclofed  I  have  the  honour  to  tranfmit  to  your  excellency  a  return 
of  the  prefcnt  ftate  of  the  43d  regiment,  but  it  is  not  in  my  power  to 
idetermine  the  number  of  our  killed  and  wounded;  neither  can  I  form 
any  Opinion  ofthelofs  fudained  by  the  Royalifts  at  Flcur  d'Epee;  but 
I  am  appreheniive  it  moft  have  been  very  confiderable.  I  am  forty  %6 
add,  that  captain  ouckling.  of  the  Britifh  artiller}',  was  wounded  with  a 
bayonet  in  thebreatfi  and  left  at  P6lnte-a.Petrt;. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  letter  without  exprefling  my  approbation  of 
the  condu^  of  the  ofBcers  and  foldiers  under  my  command ;  their  in- 
trepidity in  meeting  any  danger,  and  their  exertions  in  rallying  but   , 
force,,  were  confpicuous  in  the  extreme,  and  fuch  as  will  ever  claim 
my  warmeft  acknowledgements.

In  (ionfequence  of  your  letter  to  captain  Buchanan,  which  colone) 
Blnlidell  has  juft  feen,  the  colonel  has  ordered  about  80  men  of  the 
jotli  regiment,  now  alfembled  at  Marygat,  under  the  command  of  cap. 
t&a  Befi  and  captain  Buchanan,  together  with  about  twenty  inhabitants 
df  thiiidiftrid,  as  well  as  fome  from  Capefterre,  to  move  this  evening, 
with  the  utmoft  difpatch,  to  your  relief;  as  they  will,  if  poffible,  be 
ril  moanted^  I  cxpcft  they  will  be  with  you  to-morrow  momin£. 

Thi^ 
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This  force  will  be  fupportcd  by  three  companies  of  light  infaotiyy 
likewife  mounted^  who  will  march  from  Trois  Rivieres  this  evening 
at  five  o'clocky  and  will  not  be  long  after  the  firft  reinforcement. 

A  quantity  of  ammunition  went  through  fhis  place  an  hour  ago 
for  you.

The  enemy  having  crofled  the  mouth  of  the  harbour  from  the  towo 
of  Pointe-a*Petre»  and  encamped  at  the  poft  St.  Jean  or  Gabaree/  t\m 
oppofite  pointy  I  judged  it  a  favourable  opportunity  of  attacking  them, 
vniich  was  done  accordingly  at  eleven  o'clock  lafl  night>  under  the 
command  of  brigadier- general  Dundasy  who  executed  this  fervice  with 
fuch  fpirit  and  eood  condndt  as  to  kill  a  confiderable  number  of  them^ 
and  the  others  fled  in  the  utmoft  conftemation,  took  to  the  water  to 
fwim  aerofs  the  harbour,  in  which  fltuation  they  were  fired  on,  and 
many  more  killed.  Brevet- major  Rofs,  of  the  31(1  regiment,  who 
was  with  the  light  iniantry«  behaved  with  great  gallantry  and  good 
condudt  on  this  occafion,  as  he  has  done  on  every  other*  The  enemy's 
camp,  colours,  baggage,  &c«  with  one  piece  of  cannon,  fell  into  our 
kands,  but  no  prifoners  that  I  have  ye^  heard  of;  a  party  was  however 
inpurfuit  of -thoie  whohad  not  thrown  themfelves  into  the  water,  and 
fled  with  equal  precipitation  by  land.  A  ferjeant,  corporal,  and  eight 
privates  of  our  light  infantry  are  wounded,  but  not  one  killed.  This 
report  is  juft. brought  to  me  by  captain  Ogle,  one  of  my  aide-de* 
camps,  who  was  prefent;

Serville  Camp,  oppofite  Pointe^a'Petre^  Guadaloupcy  July  8,  1 794. 

Sir, 

In  my  difpatch  of  the  13  th  ult.  I  had  the  honour  to  acquaint  yoa 
•fmy  intention  to  land  on  the  fide  of  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  and  try  to 
regain  Grand  Terre,  fo  foon  as  what  force  could  be  drawn  from  the 
other  iflands  fhould  be  colledled ;  accordingly,  having  been'  Joined 
by  moft  part  of  it,  I  ordered  brigadier-general  Symes  to  make  a  land- 
ing, with  the  grenadiers  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-colonel 
Filher,  and  the  light  infantry  under  the  command  of  lieutenant- colo<% 
lid  Gomo,  which  was  effe^^ed,  without  lofs  or  oppoiition,  early  in  the 
morning  of  the  19th  ult  at  Ance  Canot,  under  cover  of  two  frigates, 
the  Solebay,  captain  Kelly,  and  the  Winchelfea,  captain  lord  Garlies, 
the  enemy  retiring;  and  the  fame  troops  moved  on  to  Gozier,  and 
took  pofleffion  of  it  in  the  afternoon,  which  the  enemy  abandoned;

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burning  fome,  boufes.  As  the  enemy  had  poiTefiion  of  a  fitaation 
that  comniande4  the  road  to  fort  Fleur  d'EpscCy  I  detached  three  com- 
panies of  grenadiers,  and  three  companies  of  li^ht  infantry,  under  the 
fioroni^nd  of  iiautenant-colonel  Fiibf  r,  who  marched,  at  twelve  o'clock 
ia  tha  night  between  the  a  sth  ai\d  ^$th  olt*  by  a  circuitous  and  root 
diScplt  p4(hf  coming  on  the  hack  of  the  en^my  at  fix  o'clock  thf 
neKt  oiorningi  who  fled.  One  of  their  fentries  fell  into  hia  hand% 
4rid  ha  tQok  poOfcilion  of  that  and  two  other  commanding  heighrii 
Having  ient  two  Amuzettes  to  that  detachment  the  fame  day,  the 
^pemy  made  an  attack  upon  the  efoort  when  mounting  the  hill  oa 
which  lif  utenant-colonel  Fithei's  detachroeat  was  poftedt  who  attacked 
and  repulfed  them. 

The  enemy  continuing  in   podeflion   of  a  chain  of  high  and 
woody  groundsi  with  difiicult  paiTes  betweei}  our  poft  and  Monit 
j^sifcot.  the  remaiuder  of  the  gntpadiers  and  light  inlaotry,  with  cap* 
fain  Robertibn's  battalion  of  ftamen^  were  pulhed  forward  to  the  iaoie 
pofl>  and  on  the  27th  ult.  the  enemy  were  attacked  on  all  fides  hf 
prigadier-general    Symes,  with  tlio  grenadiers   and    light  infantry^ 
completely  routed,  driven  down  to  Morne  Mafcpti  where  they  agaia 
jaade  refiftance^  but  being  charged  with  bayoneta  they  fled  into  fipit 
Fleur  d'Epce.     Having  collc^ed  confiderablc  force  from  the  town  of 
Fointe-a-fetre,  and  the  neighbourhoods  arming  blacks^    mulattoes, 
and  al)  colours,  they  advanced  in  great  numbers  the  fame  afternoon^ 
under  cov^r  of  their  gun»  from  fort  Fleur  d'£pee»  which  (o  completely 
raked  the  top  of  the  hill»  that  the  grenadiers  could   hardly  appear 
on  it»  until  the  enemy  were  alfo  .there^  and  attacked  that  part  of 
Morne  Mafcot  where  lieutenant-colonel  Filhcr  was  podcd  with  the 
crenadiers,  when  an  obftinate  engagement  took  place^  which  laflcd  for 
U)me  time,  the  front  being  within  a  few  yards  of  each  other>  and  the 
enemy's  number  very  fuperior  ;  but  the  grenadiers  forced  them  dowa 
the  hill  again  with  great  flaughter.     The  29th  following,  the  enemy 
having  colledled  a  dill  greater  force,  cloathing  mulattoes  and  blacks 
in  the  national  uniform,  to  the  arpount  of  1 500  men,  again  attac^Led 
the  fame  poll ;  and  at  this  time  they  had  a  field- piece  on  the  right, 
which  enfiladed  the  erenadiers  in  addition   to  their  guns  i^  froitf, 
which  fired  round  ana  grape  from  the  fort.    Having  obferved  the  ene- 
my making  a  movement  towards  the  rear  of  the  grenadiers^  to  take 
pofleiHon  of  a  houfe  and  ftrong  ground,  which  the  2d  battalion  of  light 
infantry,  under  major  Rofs,  was  then  ordered  to  occupy,  but  having 
fome  diftance  to  go,  four  companies  of  grenadiers  were  detached  under 
major   Irving  from    the  polt   on  Mafcot,    before    the    engagement 
commenced,  who  feized  the  pod  in  the  rear,  led  the  enemy  might  get 
there  before  our  light  infantry,  which  had,  however,  reduced  our  forc^ 
on  Mafcot  at  the  time  of  its  being  attacked  ;  but  major  Rofs,  with  the 
2d  light  infantry,   reaching  the  pod    in  the  rear  foon  after  major 
Irving,  the  latter  indantly  returned  to  Mafcot  with  the  four  companies 
of  grenadiers,  and  having  rejoined  when  the  engagement  had  laded  fof 
fome  time,  the  enemy  were  charged  with  bayonets,  and  driven  from 
the  height  with  dill  greater  Haughtei  than  on  their  former  atuck, 

During 
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BuriAgthtCrft  day's  engagennent  iieatenant-colonel  Fifherwas  ftruck 
with  |rnpe  fliott  occafioning  contuftons  only,  and  on  the  laft  his  horft 
was  kulcd  qoder  him.  DuHng  this  major  Rofs,  with  the  ad  light 
inltnti^y  wasalfo  engaged  with  the  enemy,  and  repulfed  them  with  ioCb 
on  their  fide*  The  rainy  feafon  being  already  fet  in,  and  this  being 
die  laft  flsonth  ibr  adUng  before  the  hurricane  feafon,  at  the  fame  time 
chat  the  troops  were  expofed  alternately  to  heavy  rains  and  a  vertical 
foos  together  with  the  circumftances  of  the  great  flaaghter  recently 
fujfeied  by  the  enemy  in  the  two  attacks  they  made  on  Mome  Mafcots 
dettnoiDed  me  to  make  an  e£brt  for  finifhine  the  campaign  at  once  ( 
and  I  concerted  meafures  accordingly,  ordering  bngadier-eenerai 
S]^Bies  to  march  in  the  evening 'of  the  ift  inftant  from  Mome  Mafcot» 
with  the  ift  battaliiHi  of  grenadiers,  the  ift  and  ad  battalions  of  light 
Infimtry,  and  the  i  ft  battalion  of  feamen,  commanded  by  captain  Ro- 
bertfoni  who  attacked  the  town  of  Pointe-a-Petre  before  day  the  ad 
inftant  i  but  being  mifled  by  oar  guides,  the  troops  entered  the  town 
at  the  part  wheic  they  were  moft  expofed  to  tne  enemy's  cannon 
and  ihisdl  arms,  and  where  it  was  not  poffibk  to  fcale  the  walls  of  the 
felt;  in  coaiequence  of  which  they  fafiered  confiderably  from  round 
and  grape  Ihot,  together  with  fmall  arms  fired  from  the  houfes,  &c. 
and  a  retreat  became  unavoidable,  the  more  fo,  as  the  troops  are 
entirely  worn  out  .by  fatigue  and  the  climate,  fo  as  to  be  quite  ex« 
liaafted,  and  totally  incapable  of  further  exertion  at  prefent.  It  gives 
noe  great  concern  to  add,  that  brigadier-general  Symes  was  wounded ; 
lientenant-colonei  Gomm  (an  excellent  officer)  and  fome  other  rneri* 
torioua  offioen,  were  killed  on  this  attack,  as  wasalfo  captain  Robert- 
fon  of  the  navy,  a  valuable  officer,  and  a  great  lofs  to  the  fervice* 
£ndoied  is  bngadier general  Symes's  report^,  accounting  for  the  fail- 
ure of  that  enterprise.  I  had  every  thing  in  r^adinefs  at  the  poft  of 
Mome  Mafcot,  for  an  attack  upon  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  by  ftorm,  with 
the  ad '  battalion  of  grenadiers,  65th  regiment,  fix  companies  of 
Grand  Terre,  and  the  ad  battalion  of  feamen,  commanded  by  cap- 
tain  Sawyer ;  waiting,  as  concerted,  until  I  (hould  hear  whether 
brigadier-general  Symes,  with  his  divifion,  fucceeded,  or  had  taken 
poft  near  Uie  town  of  Pointe-a-Petre ;  but  his  failure  obliged  me  to 
lelinquifh  the  meditated  attack  upon  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  by  laying  me 
under  the  neceffity  of  detaching  the  ad  battalion  of  grenadiers,  to 
<x>ver  the  retreat  of  brigadier-general  Symes's  divifion. 

The  feafon  for  action  in  the  field  being  pad,  and  the  troops  debili^ 
tated  by  the  fatigue  of  a  long  campaign  and  the  climate,  fo  as  to  be^ 
come  unable  for  further  conteft,  without  (belter  from  the  fcorching 
heat  of  a  vertical  fun,  or  the  heavy  rains  now  fo  frequent,  there  re- 
mained no  choice  but  to  retreat,  and  I  brought  the  troops,  with  every 
thing  we  had  at  Mome  Mafcot,  back  to  Gozier,  on  the  night  of  the 
ad  inftant,  detaching  the  2d  battalion  of  light  infantry  and  loyaliHs, 
by  Petit  Bqurge,  to  Berville,  &c.  on  the  3d  following,  to  fecurc  Bafio 
Terre ;  and  embarking  the  remainder  of  the  troops  during  the  enTi^< 
ing  night. 

1  have  now  occupied  the  ground  with  my  whole  force  between  St. 
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John's  Pointe  tnd  bay  Mahaultt  having  d!e£tod  batteries  witb  twiM* 
four  poondersf  and  mortar  batteries^  at  Pointe  Saron  and  JSainiftaii 
John,  oppofite  to  the  town  of  Pointe-a-Petrei  and  the  Ihippiogrboth  of 
which  1  (hall  endeavour  to  deftroy ;  and  which  fitoationr  gives  po^ 
fed  fecnrity  ta  BafleTerre. 

As  the  harbour  is  alfo  vtxkdly  blocked  op  hy  the  adoiiral,  Acem* 
my  muft  fuflfer  every  diftreis* 

I  tranfmit  a  return  of  our  killed  and  woimded. 

I  have  appointed  colonel  Colin  GiahaiD»of  the  zift  regiment^  brm 
dter-generalf  and  to  command  the  troops  in  BaiTe  Tetn,  Giiad»> 
loupe,  of  which  I  hope  his  Mijefty  will  approve. 

When  the  intellifi;ence  was  received  that  Grand  Tenre  had  been  re- 
taken by  the  French,  lieutenant-col.  Coote  and  Craddock  were  both 
at  St.  Chriftopher's,  fo  far  on  their  way  to  England,  for  the  recoveiy 
of  their  health,  having  had  my  leave  of  abfence  after  the  clofe  of  our 
firft  campaign ;  and  although  they  were  mofl  dangeroafly  ill  of  s^ 
fever,  from  which  they  were  then  only  recovering,  they  rejoined  me^ 
and -have  been  very  eiTentially  ufeful  aad  ferviceable  on  this  occafion, 
when  officers  were  fo  much  wanted,  and  efpecially  officers  of  their  me* 
rit  and  ability. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Coote  will  have  the  honour  to  deliver  this  di£t 
patch,  an  officer  of  infinite  merit,  who  returns  home  for  the  ie« 
eilablifhment  of  his  health ;  and  he  is  well  qualified  to  give  you  any 
further  information  that  may  be  required.

In  obedience  to  your  commands,  I  marched  at  eight  o'clock  yefierr 
day  evening,  from  the  heights  of  Mafcot,  with  the  m  battalion  of  lieht 
in&ntryi  commanded  by  lieutenant- colonel  Gomm,  the  2d  commanded 
by  major  Rofs,  the  battalion  of  grenadiers,  commanded  by  lieutenant- 
colonel  Fifher,  and  the  ift  battalum  of  feamen,  commanded  by  captain 
Robertfon  of  the  Veteran,  to  attack  the  enemy  at  Pointe-a*Petre ;  and  if 
we  could  approach  it  undifcovered  to  poflefs  ourfelves  of  the  Mome  da 
Gouvemement,  which  commands  the  town,  and  which  they  had  taken 
much  pains  to  flrengthen ;  or,  if  that  was  not  found  pra^cable,  to  de« 
ftroy  tne  provifions  which  had  been  landed  from  the  (hips,  and  depofited 
there. 

The  troops  marched  with  the  utmoft  filence  through  deep  ravines^ 
in  hopes  of  reaching  the  enemy  undifcovered;  but  our  guides,  whether

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At  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  a|^rpached  the  out-pofts  of  the 
enemy*  which  were  attacked  and  driven  in  by  major  Rofs)  and  the  td 
battalion  of  tight  in&ntry,  with  diat  gallantry  and  |;ood  conds^ 
which)  in  the  courfe  of  the  campaign^  has  fo  often  diftinguiihed  that 
officer  and  corps,  which  entered  the  town  under  a  heavy  fiie  irom  Mont 
du  Gouvemmenty  and  cleared  the  ftreets  with  their  bayonets* 
^  The  Mome  du  Gouvernment  was  to  have  been  attadked  by  this  batn 
talion ;  but  the  noife  of  our  approach  had  permitted  them  fo  Wrongly 
to  reinforce  it^  joined  with  the  extreme  difficulty  of  acoefiy  which  ad- 
nits  only  two  to  approach  in  front)  rendered  the  fucce&  of  attackiag 
it  highly  impoffible. 

To  deftroy  the  OoreS)  in  which  the  proviflons  were  lodged,  we  wers 
then  to  dired  our  efibrtSi  which  I  have  no  doubt  would  have  been  at- 
tended with  the  moft  complete  fuccefsj  the  town  being-  at  this  time  in 
our  polTeffion,  and  lieutenant- colonel  Gomm,  captain  Robertfon  of  tho 
Veteran,  and  captain  Bumet>  affiftant  quarter-mader-geneinly  bei&g 
charged  with  the  execution  of  it ;  when,  by  a  fatality  as  unfbrefeen  as 
impoffible  to  guard  againft,  we  were  prevented  from  completing,  what 
carried  fo  fair  an  appearance  of  fuccefs.

fervance  of  that  rule,  and  who,  till  this  moment,  had  not  in  the  courfe 
of  the  night  fired  a  {hot,  moil  unfortunately  began  to  load  and  fire  upon 
each  other,  nor  could  all  the  efforts  of  their  officers  put  a  i!op  to  it, 

I  was  at  this  time  difabled  by  a  fevere  wound  in  the  right  arm,  an4 
m^ph  bruifed  by  my  horfe,  killed  at  the  fame  time,  and  falling  upon 
me.  Finding  it  irapoffible,  under  thefe  circumftances,  to  complete 
the  deftrudion  of  the  enemy's  llores,"  which  we  had  begun  to  effeA, 
the  troops  were  ordered  to  leave  the  town,  and  form  on  the  heights  at 
the  poft  of  Caille ;  from  whence,  in  approaching,  we  had  driven  the 
enemy,  and  taken  two  pieces  of  cannon :  at  this  poft,  while  the  troops 
advanced  into  the  town,  a  referve  of  four  companies  of  grenadiers, 
with  eighty  feamen,  had  been  placed. 

As  the  enemy  made  every  effort  to  harafs  us  in  our  return,  it  be- 
came  neceffary  to  occupy  with  care  the  ground  by  which  it  could  be 
moft  effedually  prevented  :  In  this  difpoucion  of  the  troops,  I  receiv- 
cd  the  moil  efTential  and  judicious  affiftance  from  lieutenant-colonel 
Fifher,  and  major  Rofs,  who,  though  wounded,  continued  with  the 
troops,  and  rendered  the  moil  eiTential  fervices.  The  zeal  and  gal- 
lantry (hown  by  all  the  officers  who  compofed  the  corps  could  not  have 
been  exceeded. 

It  is*  with  extreme  concern  I  inform  you,  that  our  lofs  has  been  con- 
(iderable  ^  and  with  infinite  regret  I  find,  that  lieutenant- eolonel 
Gomm,  and  captain  Robertfon,  of  the  Veteran,  both  eminently  diftin- 
guiihed for  their  gallantry  and  good  condu^,  are  unfortunately  of  tfiat 
number.

Since  my  letter  of  the  1 3th  ultimo,  by  the  Daihwood  pocket*  fnxf 
Mbcc  hat  been  made  to  colkA  a  body  of  troops  from  the  difetni 
i^ands,  to  enable  the  general  to  make  a  defcent  on  Grande  T^ne*«» 
The  Veteran  arrived  on  the  1 7th  of  Jone  with  two  flank  companies 
fcom  ^t.  Vincent'iii  and  fonr  from  St.  Lacia»  and  two  battalions  of 
feamen)  under  the  command  of  captain  Lewis  Robertfont  of  the  Ve* 
terauy  and  captain  Charles  Sawyer^  of  the  Vanguard,  were  attached 
to  the  army.  Theie  two  ihipsy  with  the  Solebay  said  Winchelfea» 
were  ordered  op  to  TAnce  a  Canot,  between  this  road  and  St.  'Ann's, 
wider  th^  command  of  rear-admiral  Thompfon,  that  bay  being  judged 
a  more  fafe  place  to  debark  at  (both  on  account  of  the  furf  and  the 
face  of  the  country  which  furrounds  it)  than  the  Bay  of  Gofier,  md 
the  event  juflified  the  meafure;  for,  by  the  able  ot>ndu6l  of  the  reiur«. 
•dmiralf  the  captains  and  officers  under  his  command,  the  whole  corps 
was  landed  early  on  the  morning  of  the  19th,  without  the  lois  of  m 
inan,  and  took  poft  at  Gofier  the  fame  evening,  where  the  Solebay, 
Winchelfea,  and  AiTurance,  were  placed  to  furnifh  water,  and  other 
fupplies  to  the  camp.  The  Redbridge  returned  from  St.  Chriftopher's^ 
with  the  two  companies  of  the  2zd ;  and,  on  the  26th,  having  receiv- 
ed intelligence  that  a  French  frigate,  with  three  tranfports,  had  been 
feen  off  Francois,  in  Grande  Terre,  I  detached  the  Solebav  and  '^Ntn* 
cbelfea  in  queft  of  them  \  and,  if  the  intelligence  ihould  prove  un« 
founded,  to  cruize  off  Port  Louis,  and  endeavour  to  imercept  a  par* 
tizan  of  the  name  of  Pafchall,  who,  I  had  reafon  to  believe,  was 
fitting  out  veffels  at  St.  Bartholemew  to  bring  over  a  number  of  <^c<[pc- 
irate  brigands,  who  had  fled  from  this  ifland  on  our  taking  poffefiion 
'  of  it*.  On  the  fame  day  a  fchooner  I  had  fent  up  to  Martinique  ar- 
rived with  two  companies  of  grenadiers-  from  Martin  Bay,  and  was 
followed,  the  next  day,  by  a  third  company  in  a  fmall  floopw  From 
die  day  of  debarkation,  the  boats  of  the  fquadron  were  conftantly , 
empljmd  in  landing  artillery  and  ftores,  and  iupf^ying  the  troojps  with 
ions  and  water  during  the  day,  and  rowing  guard  at  night.-^ 
\  more  gun-boats  had  arrived  from  Martinique,  and  were  incef- 
fimtly  employed  in  battering  Uie  forts  at  Pointe-a-Petre,  and  the  fort 
of  Lt  Flenr  d'Epee.  The  onfucceisfol  attempt  on  the  town,  on  the 
id  inftant,  will  be  defcribed  l^  die  general.  I  have  only  to  bbferve 
that  every  poffible  exertion  was  made,  by  the  army  and  navy,  that  the 
debilitated  ftate  of  the  offioeis  and  men  would  admit  of.  It  is  but 
joftice  to  them  to  declare,  that  they  were  quite  exhaufted  by  die 
unparalleled  iervices  of  fatigue  and  fire  they  had  gone  througn,  for 
fuch  a  length  of  time,  in  the  worft  climate.  Upon  the  3d,  the 
general  having  communicated  to  me  the  propriety  of  withdrawing 
the  siTtillery,  ftores,  and  tro<;^  from  Granae  Terre,  and  reinforcing 
the  polls  in   Bafle    Terre,  difpofitions    were  immediately   made, 

and. 
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foidf  on  the  night  of  the  rth>  the  embarkation  was  completed^  with- 
out  the  lofs  of  a  Bian»  under  the  diredion  of  rear-admiral  Thorapfon. 
The  fate  of  captain  Lewis  Robertfon>  who'  had  diftinguifhed  himfelf 
highly,  fills  my  mind  with  the  deepeft  regret :  He '  had  long  been  a 
child  of  misfortune,  although  he  pofieiled  talents  to  merit  every  fpcr 
cefs  and  profperity ;  and,  as  I  am  informed,  he  has  left  a  widow  and 
infant  family  unprovided  for,  I  beg  leave  to  recommend  them  to  the 
protedion  and  good  offices  of  their  lordfhips  to  obtain  a  fuitable  pio* 
vifion,  which  will  be  a  great  itncouragement  to  officers  in  fimilar  cifr 
cumftances  to  emulate  (6  great  an  example^

By  a  difpatch  which  has  been  received  from  major-general  William-* 
fon,  dated  Jamaica,  the  ift  of  September,  17949  it  appears,  that  the 
perfons  to  whom  the  defence  of  the  pofl  of  retite  Riviere,  in  the 
id  and  of  St.  Domingo,  had  been  entrufted  by  general  La  Vaux,  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  troops  of  the  Convention  in  that  ifland,  made 
an  offer  to  lieutenant-colonel  Bri(bane,  commandin|;  his  Majefty's 
forces  at  St.  Marc,  to  place  the  poft  of  the  Petite  Riviere,  with  the 
parifh  of  that  name,  and  the  adjacent  plain  of  Artinobite,  under  hit 
Majefty's  authority.     This  offer  was  accepted  by  lieutenant-colonel 
Briibane,  and  a  capitulation  to  this  effedl  was  figned  on  the  1 9th  of 
Auguft,  I794«     The  terms  of  this  capitulation,  and  the  means  by 
which  it  was  effcduatcd,  were  concerted  with  M.  de  Villanuora, 
commanding  the  forces  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  in  that  part  of  the 
ifland,  who  appears  on  this  occafton,  and  in  the  execution  of  fome 
military  operations  which  had  previoufly  taken  place,  to  have  co- 
operated in  the  moft  cordial  and  friendly  roaaqer  with  his  Majefty's 
forces.

By  difpatches  leceived  from  general  Sir  Charles  Greys  K,  B.  dated 
Mardnxque^  the  i6th9  i9tfas  and  24th  of  Od^ober,  it  appears,  that  iStm 
enemy  from  Pointe-a-Petrey  in  the  ifland  of  Guadaloupe,  made  a  land« 
isg  at  Goyave  and  Lamenting  on  the  fame  ifland,  on  the  27th  of 
JScptember,  and  proceeded  to  attack  the  camp  of  Benrille>  under  the 
command  of  brigadier-general  Graham,  who  defended  this  pofitioDy 
with  the  utmoft  gallantry  and  fpirit,  until  the  6th  of  Otflober,  whent 
finding  his  proviuons  nearly  exhaufted,  and  that  he  was  cut  off  from 
all  communication  with  the  (hipping,  and  without  hopes  of  relief,  he 
was  obliged  to  furiender,  his  force  being  reduced  to  1 25  rank  2^d  fijb 
fit  for  duty. 

By  this  unfortunate  event,  the  whole  of  the  ifland  of  Guadaloup^ 
except  Fort  Matilda,  where  lieutenant-general  Prefcott  commands^ 
ftVL  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

The  following  are  the  terms  of  capitulation  granted  by  the  enemy 
to  brigadier-general  Graham. 

Articles  of  Capitulation  for  the  Poft  of  Berville^  and  its  Depen^ 

dencies. 

An.  1.  That,  in  confideration  of  the  gallant  defence  the  garrifon 
has  made,  they  (hall  be  allowed  the  honours  of  war. 

Anfwer.     Granted. 

Art.  II.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  ifland  now  co-operating  with 
the  army,  whether  white  or  free  people  of  colour,  being  Britifh  fub* 
je^,  having  taken  the  oaths  of  allegiance  to  his  Britannic  Majefty* 
(hall  be  conudered  and  treated  as  fuch.. 

Anfwer.  Not  admiflible  :  but  a  covered  boat  (hall  be  allowed  to 
the  general,  which  (hall  be  held  facred. 

Art.  III.  That  the  troops,  and  fuch  of  the  inhabitantt  as  do  not 
wifli  to  become  fubjeds  of  the  French  Republic,  (hall  be  fent  to  Great 
Britain,  as  foon  as  tranfports  can  be  provided  for  that  purpofe. 

Anfwer.  The  troops  (hall  be  fent  to  England,  as  foon  as  tranfl 
ports  are  ready  :  But  as  to  the  inhabitants,  it  isanfwered  in  Article  II. 

Art.  IV.  That  the  baggage  of  the  officers  and  inhabitants  in  camp 
ihall  be  allowed  to  them. 

Anfwer.     The  troops  (hall  be  allowed  their  baggage. 

Art.  V.  That  the  fick  and  wounded,  who  cannot  be  fent  on  board

If  any  difficulties  in  fettling  the  above  (hall  happen 
hereafter,  they  (hall  be  amicably  adjofted  by  the  refpe^ve  com- 
manders.
